WHEN the King came loTork^ which was^Tw Kjn^ 
about the middle o^^uguft^ .he found no ""*''• . . 
pare of Cither Army disbandedi for, though J^'^J/;,,*'' 
Orders had t^en iutied to that purpofe, ycti»«r<6 scot^ 
the Money 9 without which it could nocl^nJ. 
be done^ was not yet come to hand ; and becaufe fo great a 
Sum could not be prdently procured, as would facisfy Both, 
an Ad of Parliament had been pafs'd, for the Sacisfadion of 
the Principal Officers of the King's Army, by which they 
were promifed Payment, upon the Publick Faith, in Hovem- 
^ folic wing ^ till which time ihey were to rcfpite it, and be 
contented th:^t the common Soldiers, and Inferior Officers^ 
flxHiId be fully Satisfied upon their Disbanding. 

During the time of the King's abode at tork^ which wat 
not many days, the Earl of UoUand^ Lord General, made a 
foittohina for the ipakingaBaron; which, at that time, might 
have been worth to bim ten thoufand pounds. Whether the 
King apprehended the making an unfit man, who might 
difl^c him in the Houfe of Peers ; or whether he refolv'd 
CO contain himfelf from enlarging that number, except upoii 
an extraordinary relation to his Own Service, I know not : 
but he thought not fit, at that time, to gratify the Earl : by 
which He took himfelf to be highly Difobliged ( as the 
Courtiers at that time look'd upon whatfoever was Dented 
to them, as taken from them ) and having rcceiv'd fome In- 
\qV I. Part ^. T formation, 
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formation, from S' *jacob Ajhk^ and S' John Canters^ of fome 
idle paflases in the lace tampering with the Armv toPetition, 
which had not been before heard of; affoon as the King was 
gone towards Scotland ( though his Majcfty hath fince told 
me, ^^ that he thought he had left him at prting in very 
<^ good humour and devotion to His Service ) the Earl wrote 
a Letter to the Earl of Bffexy to be communicated m Parlia- 
ment, '^ that he found there had been ftrange attempts made 
" to l?erverr, and Corrupt the Army, but, he doubted not, 
<< he Ihould be able to prevent any mtfchief : the whole 
Senfe being fo myfterious, that it was no hard matter, after 
it was read in the Hodes, to perfwade men, that it related 
to fomewhat they had yet never heard ; and being dated on 
the Sixteenth day of AaguBy whidi muft be the time that 
the King was there* or newly gone thence ( for he took his 
Journey from London on the Tenth ) feemM to reflefl on 
fomewhat his Majcfty fhould have attempted. Hereupon^ 
their Old Fears are awaken'd, and New ones infufed into the 
People; every man taking the liberty of making what inter- 
pretation he pleafed of that which no man underftood. 
»rj„9fhtk The Paptfts were the moft Popular Common-phoe, and 
jeH/i^'iifi the Butt againftwhotft all the Arrows were direOed^ and fo, 
liiptfii. upon this new Fright, an Order was made by Both Houfes 
<^for Difarming all the Papifts in England : upon which, and 
the like Orders, though feldom any thing was dfter done, or 
no matter of moment, yet irferv'dto keep up ^e Fean and 
Apprehenfions in the People^ of Dangers and Defigns^ and 
to difindine them from any Reverence or Afie&ion to the 
Queen , whom they begun every day more ^implacably to 
hate , and confequentlv to difobKge. And, as upon thofe, 
and the like light occabons^ They grew to a licence of Lan- 
guage, without the leaft refoedt of Perfons, of how Venerable 
eftimaticMi foever ; fothey departed from all Order or Regu- 
larity in Debate ; or Rules and Meafures in Judging ; the 
chief Rulers amongft chcm, firft defigning what They thoueht 
Fit to be done, and the Reft concluding any thing L^wnil, 
that They thought, in order to the doing and compafling the 
fame : in which neither Laws nor Cuftoms could be admitted 
to fignify any thing againft Their (enfe. 

I REMEMBER, about that time, in the providing Money 
for the Disbanding the Armies, upon which they were mar- 
velloufly follidtous, from the time that the Kmg went to- 
wards the North, there arofe a Queftion, *' Whether If7/- 
*^moPy j^hhurvkam^ and Vdlardy fliould receive their Pay due 
^ to them upon their feveral Commands, lying under the 
•* Charge of the Plot, for bringing up * and^ Corrupting the 
** Army i very many PaiTionately aliedgtng^ ^chat Such men 

» (( ought 
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** ought not to receive their Pay, who had Forfeited their 
** Troft : Yet there wanted not many who alJedg'd, '' chat 
" They had the Security of an Aft of Parliament for their 
^ Payment, and that in Jofticc ii^ouid not be detain'd (rom 
^ them ; chat , though they lay under the Difpleafure of 
*'the Houfe, they were fo far from a Judgement yet, that* 
''there was not fo much as a Charge againil them, but that 
"they were at liberty under Bail; and therefore, they could 
^notbefaid to have Forfeited anything that was their own. 
In this debate the Houfefeero'd equally divided, till One, 
who well knew what he faid, told them "That there could 
" not beany Rcafonable Pretence for Detaining their due, as 
^ well for the Rcafon^ that had been given, as, that they were 
"abfolutely Pardon'd by the hi^ Act of Oblivion, and Pa- 
'' cification, between the two Kingdoms : the which was no 
fooner &id, than many of Thofc who were before inclined to 
the Gentlemen, changed their opinlons^and, without fo much 
1LS calling to have the Statute read, declared , '^ That they 
''could have no Benefit by that A A of Parliament, bccaufc 
*'tbcn, the Same might be as well applied to the Arch- Bilhop 
^^ofOntter^MTf. A^ fo, without further weighing the Law, 
or the Reafon, it was thought fufficient, not only to exclude 
them ftomth&c Benefit, but to bar them from their Money ; 
kft they mi^ht be thought to be admitted to it for That 
reaibn , which might prove an advantage to Another , to 
Whom They had no inclination to be j^alt. And no queftion, 
They had been overfeen in the Penning that Statute ; the 
Words, in their true and genuine fignification and extent^ 
comprehending a^ well the Arch-Bilhop of Canterbury ^ aa 
Thofe who at that time had no contempt of the Security they 
reaped thereby. 

Soon after the King wenx.mxo Sect land, there being Ibme 
nxxioQ ^' to Adjourn the Houfes till after Michaelmas ^ which 
fecm'd to be generally inclined to, very many of both Houfes 
being Willing to refrelli themfelves, after fo long abfence from 
their Homes f the Summer being far fpent, and the Plague * 
ihcreafmg; of which fome Members had died ; and others 
were in danger, having been in infeded houfes ) and con- 
ceiving, that there was no more to be done till the return of 
the King, faving only the pro^^uring Money to finilh ihe 
Disbanding; went into the Country : and others, who i^aid 
in the Town, were lefs follicitous to attend the Publick Ser- 
vice ; but betook therofelvca to thofe exerciff s amd reficfh- 
menis which were pleafanter to them : infomuch, as within 
r'vcnty days after the King's remove, there were not above 
Twenty Lords, nor much above a Hundred Coiftraoners, in 
bjth Houfes. But This was the advantage look'd for \ 
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Thofe Ferfoos continuing ( efpecitlly in the Houfe of Com- 
mons ) ' to Whofe care and managery the Whole Reformation 
was committed. They now entred upon the confultation of 
the higheft matters, both ip Church and State y and made 
attempts and entries upon tnofe Regalities and Foundations, 
'which have been Since more evident in wider and more no- 
torious Breaches. 

From the liberty and fuccefs of advifing what was (it to 

be done out of the Kingdom, with reference to the Levies 

for Frame znd Sfaifty They aflumed the fame freedo(n,of con- 

fultingand determining what was' Not fit. Within the walls 

of the Church ; and finding their numbers to be fothin, that 

they might, by art or accident, prevail with the major part 

to be of Their mind ; and •to gratify the more Violent Party 

of the Reformers ( who , with great impati^ce* fuffer'd 

tbemfclves to be contain'd within any bounds or limits, by 

Thofe who knew better how to condud their bufmefs ) 

They entrcd upon debate of the Book of Common- Prayer 

{whtchfure, at that time, was much reverenced throughout 

the Kiugdom ) and propofcd, ^^ in regard ( they faid ) many 

' '' things in it gave oftence, at leaft umbragel to tender Con- 

*^ ftiences. That there might be liberty to Difufe it : which 

Propofition was fo ungracious, that, though it was made in 

t thin Houfe, and preU'd by Thofe who were of thegreateft 

Power and Authority, {t was fo far frpm being confented to, 

that, by the major p A ( the Houfe confiding then of about 

Sixfcore ) it was Voted, *' That it fliould be liuly obferv'd. 

* Howe vER, the next day, contrary to all Rules and Or- 

* ders of Parliament, very many being ahfent who had been

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them, but inftead thereof, dircAed an Order, formerly made 
by the Houfc of Peers (on the Sixteenth di January before ) 
to be Printed , to this eflPcft, " That the Divine Service 
" fliotjld be Performed, as it is appointed by the k&z of Par- 
'* Ixaznenc of this Realm ; and that all Such as (hall Diflurb 
" that Wholfomc Order, fliaJl be Severely Punifh'd according 
" to Law J and acquainted the Commons therewith: Who, 
nothing fatisiied , jpurfued their former Order; and "com- 
^mandingall the Commons oiEsigland xo Submit to Their 
** dircftion, declared, That the Order of the Lords was made 
"by the Confent but of Eleven Lords, and that Nine other 
" Lords did Diflenc from it ; and therefore, that No Obe- 
" dience fliould be given thereunto. Whereas, the Order 
had been made ih Full Parliament , feven Months before ; 
and was Seafonably order'd to be Publifh'd, by the Major 
Part prefent, upon that Important occafion. And Such an 
Arraigning the Houfe of Peers for PubliOiing an Order in 
maintenance of the Laws eftablifh'd , by Thofe who had 
no Authority to declare what the Law was, nor a Jurifdi- 
ftion over Thofe who fliould infringe the Law, wasfotran^ 
fcendent a Prefumption, and Breach of Privilege, that there 
was great expe&ation what the Lords would do in their own 
Vindication. 

There was one Claufeinthe Aft of Pacification, *^that^*<""* 
"there fliould be a Publick and Solemn Day of Thankfgiv- J/^^/^Jl*'* 
"ing, fgr the Peace betwe^the two Kingdoms of England ^*^j \j-^ * 
"and Scdland: Bur no day being appointed for that %&. of n>j»i^fv. 
Indevotion, the Lords and Commons afllimed the Power to ";?. •»•''*- 
ihemfdves of diredingit ; ahdtothat purpofe, made an Or- ^•j'^J^^'^^'^^ 
dinance (as they call'd it ) " that it fliould be obfcrv'd on the ^ ""* 
" Seventh of Septemher following , throughout the Kingdom 
"of J&!gAww/ and Dominion of M5^/fx. Which was done ac- 
cordingly : the FadUous Minifters in all Pulpits, taking oc- 
cafion then to magnify the Parliament, and the Scots j and to 
infufe as much Malignity into the People, againft Thofe who 
were not of that Fafbion, as their Wit and Malice could fug- 
gefl: ^ the Houfe of Commons celebrating that day in the 
Chappel at Uftcoln'S'lnn-y becaufe the Bifhop of Lincoln^ as' 
Dean of Wefimmfter^ had formed a Prayer for that occafion, 
and enjoined it to be read on that dav , in thofe Churches 
where He had Jurifdidion ; which tney liked not : both 
as it was a Form , and form'd by Him \ and fo avoided coming 
there. 

After the Solemnization of that day, and their making 
their Declaration againft the Lords, about the Order above 
mentioned, and the recommetidii^ fome Seditious, Uncon- 
formable Minifters, to be Lc^urers in Churches about L«»- 
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A>r, whom the Incumbents were compell'd to receive : When

** port to their Houfe any Failing in Obedience to Their 
^Xommands; To take the Accounts of any Accouncaqts to 
*'his Majefty, in order to the preparation of his Majefty's

'^ coaits of £//g^r;!r^, S;otlandy and Jrela^'y and many other 
Extravagant particulars: which ferv'd to magnify the Author 
rity of that Committee; and to draw Reforc and Reverence 
lothem from almoft all forts of men. 
VftuftnO The Houfes being thus Adjourn'd; the Committee of 
\'l^m!!u4 ^^^ Commons appointed M»" Fym to fie in thp Chair ; who, 
f/TJcfZ. forthwith, wiih his own band, Sign-d the Printed Pcclara- 
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tions before mention'd , of the Ninth of Septemter ^ and 
cauiicd them to be (b Read in All Churches in London^ and 
throughout the Countries. Whereupon , the Seditious and 
FaAiras perfons, caufed the Windows to be broken down in 
Cbofches^ broke down the Rails, and removed the Com* 
munion-Table ( which, in many places y had flood in that 
manner ever fince the Reformation ) and committed many 
Iniblent and Scandalous Diforders. And when the Minifter, 
and the Graver and more Subftantial (brt of Inhabitants, ufed 
any Oppofition, and Refilled fuch their Licence, They were 
immediately required to attend the Committee ; and, if they 
could be neither perfwaded, nor threatned xA Submit, their 
attendance was continued from day to day, to their great 
Charge and Vexation. If any Grave and Learned Minifter 
refusal to admit into his Church a Le&urer recommended 
by Them fand lam confident, there was not, from the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, one Orthodox, or Learned man* 
recommended by them to any Church in England) He was 
presently remiired to attend upon the Commicccc; and not 
diicfaarged tul the Houfes met again ^ and Then likewife, if 
he eicaped Commitment, continued, to his intolerable Lo& 
and Trouble : few men having the Patience to endure that 
OppreiHon, againft which they Icnew not whither to Appeal j 
axid therefore in the end Submitted to what they could not 
Refift : And fo all Pulpits were fupplied with Their Sedi-> 
tious and Schifmatical Preachers. 

The Armies were at laft Disbanded ; and, about the end TWw^wfW 
of Seftemiery the Earl of HoUandy in great Pomp, return'd to t>»'^m^^' 
hisHoufe at Kenfington:^ where he was vifited and carefs'd, 
with great application, by all the Fa&ious Party ; for he had 
now, whether upon the Diibbligationremembred before, of 
being denied the making a Baron ; or upon fome Informa- 
tion, of feme ilurp ExpreflSons ufed by tne Queen upon his ' 
Letter; and the Confcience of that Letter : or the appre- 
henfions *of being Queftion'd, and Profecuted, upon the Eu^ 
ormities of his Office of Chief Juftice in Eyre, and other 
Tranfgreffions, fully declared himfclf of Their Party. And 
that They might be the better prepared to keep up the Pre- 
judice to the King, and the keenne(s againCb the Court, till 
the coming tc^ether of both Hoqfes ; when , they, had rea- 
fon. to believe, the obfervation of Their crooked and indiredb 
Courics, and their vifible, unwarrantable Breaches, upon the 
Church , and the Religion eftablifli'd by Law, would ren- 
der men lefii devoted to them ; his Lorafbip furnidi'd chenk 
with many Informations of what hadpafs'd ia thclafc Ar- 
my , which might be wrefted to th^ king's difadvAncage : 
told them whatfoever the King himfclf lud (aid to hini, 

T \ when,' 
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when He look'd upon him as a Perfon True to him, and 
•when, it is very piobable. He was not mych delighted with 
the Proceedings at Weftmmfter ; and of all the particulars, 
which S^Jacol Ajhlej and S^John Cmt^x had informed him, 
when they took him to be of entire Truft with his Majefty, 
and wholely under that confidcration (wliereupon, They 
were afterwards examin'd, and compeli'd to teftify That in 
Publick, which they had before impaned to Him in the great- 
eft Secrecy ) and added to all this, whatever information he 
bad received by the Lady CarUfle^ of Words 'or AAions, 
fpoken or doije by the Qiccn, which might inaeafe Their 
Jealoufy or Malice to her Majefty. And He himfelf (who 
had been alwavs believ'd a Creature of the Queen^s ; and ex- 
iceedrngly obliged, and prote£ted, by Her immediate and 
lingle grace and favour, againft the Earl of Vortlandy the£arl 
of Str^ord, and the Arch-Bi(hop of Canterbury , in thofe time« 
when They had Qtherwife deftroy'd him) vificed her Majefty 
but once, from the time of His return out of the North to 
the time of the King's return from Scotland^ which was full 
fix weeks. And ycr, there were fome Men ftill at thofe pri- 
vate meetings at Kenjington^ who thought the Queen's fa- 
vour a likelier means for their Preferment, than the Intereft 
of the Others ; and therefore always gave advertifement to 
her of what p^fs'd in that Company : which information, for 
want of due care in the managcry, and by reafon of the un- 
faithfulncfs of her nearcft Servants, commonly produced 
fomewhat, of which the other Side made greater advantage, 
than She could do by th^ knowledge of Their Counfels and 
Refolucions. 

The fliort Recefs of the Parliament, though it was not 
much above the (pace of a Month, was yet a great Refrefh- 
jnent to Thofe who had Site near a full Year, Mornings and 
Afternoons, with little or no intermiflion ^ and in that warm 
Region, where Thunder and Lighming was made. Some 
very Unwarrantable Proceedings, by the Committee that 
3ite during the Recefs, or M' Fym^ who fate in the Chair of 
that Committee, and ifliied out thofe Orders concerning the 
Church, gave fo much Oflfence, and Scandal, that the Mem- 
bers were like to meet together with more Courage, and 
lefs inclination^ to Novelties, than they had parted with. 
But there were feveral accidents fell out, fome from very lit- 
tle, and fome from very great Caufes, which had that In* 
jRuencc upon the Nature and Spirit of Men, and upon the 
Aftions of that time, that, for the better underftanding fome 
particular paf&ges, which will appear pertinent, it will be 
even ncccfliry, briefly, and it fl)all be out very briefly, to 
menaon fome of thofe Particulars. 
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When the King went into Scotland., for the better pre-^ fm*u 
(erving the Conrefpondcnce between the two' Kingdoms, as^*T*!J"''^ 
was pretended ; and to fee all things perform'd, which were^JJ,,^^*'J^ 
to be done in the Parliament of Scot/and^ by the Aft of Paci- i^i„^ in 
ficatfon ^ a fmall Committee (&€ hath been before faid) was Scotland. ^ 
appointed by the two Houfes, confifttng of one Lord, and 
two Ck>mrooos, to Attend ( as the Phrafe was ) upon his Ma- 
jeily : but, in truth, to be Spies upon him ^ and to give the 
fame affiftance to the Parliament There, upon any emergent 
occafion, as the Scat^ Commiflioners had done Here. 

The Perfon appointed by the Lords, was the Lord flb- f„ ,a» 
vard (^ Ejirick y a younger SotfoftheHoufe of ^15^^*; who, /^<ri', »*» 
in the time of the Duke of Buckingham ^ married a Ncece of ^''<' ^o- 
his; and having his whole dependence upon him, and being ^JJ^^^^ 
abfolutely governed by him, was by him made a Baron ; but 
that Dependence being at an end j his Wife dead y and He 
without any Virtue to promote himfelf ; He withdrew him- 
felf from Following the uoun; and (librtly after, from Wifli- 
ing it well^ and had now, deliver'd himfelf up, Body and 
Soul, to be difpofed of by that Party, which appear'd raoft 
Avene, and Obnoxious, to the Court and the Government : 
and only in that Confidence, was defign'd to that Employ- 
ment 'y and to be entirely Difpofed and Govern'd by the two ^^^f^'Om- 
Members, who were joytfd with him by the Houfe of Com- phiflp sti- 
inons, who were, S^ Philip Stapleton^ and M^Hamhden, piecon, JMr 

The Latter hath been racntion'd before, as a Man of great Himbdea. 
Underfianding, and Parts, and of great Sagacity in difccm-/^-/?>^' 
ing Men's natures and manners ^ and he muft, upon all occa- 
fi(^5, ftill be mentioned, as a perfon of great Dexterity and 
Abilities, and Equal to any truft or employment, good or bad, 
which he was inclined to undertake. 

The Other, S^Pti/Jf Stapleton^ was a proper Man, of a 
fair excra&ions but, being a Branch of a Younger Family, 
inherited but a moderate Eflate, about five hundred pounds a 
year, in Torh-Jbire; and, according to the cuftom of that Coun- 
try, had fpent much time in thofe delights which Horfes and 
Dogs adminifter. Being retum'd to forve in Parliament, He 
concurr*d with his Neighbours, Hotham and ch^lmondUy 5 be- 
ing much younger than they, and govemy by them in the 
Profecution of the Earl of Strafford ; and fo was eafily re- 
ceiv'd inio the Company and Familiarity of that whole Party 
which took that work to heart ^ and in a fliort time, appear'd 
a Man of Vigour in body and mind 5 and to be rather With- 
out good Breeding, than not Capable of it ^ and fo He quick- 
ly outgrew his Friends and Country- men in the Confidence 
of Thm? who govern d : They looking upon him^ as worth 
the getting entirely tQ them \ and not averfe from being 
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gottco ; and To joynM him with M'HamMeff in this their Brft 
employment (and the Firft, that ever a Parliament had of thac 
kind ) CO be initiated under fo great a Mafter ; whole inftru* 
Aion He was very capable of. 
mrmPtffiMs There had been, even from the time the Scofsjb Army 
m^hin^^^' ^^^ into E^g/awl, many Fadtions, and Jealoufies, amongft 
M^unfrore,^^^ Principal Pcrfons of that Nation i but none fomuchuken 
Argy!e,<tJnoticeof, as that between the two Earls^ of MQuntrofi^ and 
Himihon. Argyk. The Former took himfelf to have Deferv*d as much 
as any Man, in contributing more, and appearing fooner, in 
Their Qrft approach towarcis Rebellion ; as indeed he was 
a Man of the beft quality, whp did fo foon difcovcr himfelf; 
and it may be be did it the fboner, in Oppofition to Argjk ; 
whoj being then of the King's Council, he doubted not, 
would be pf his Majefty's Pany. The People look*d upon 
them Both, as Young Mpn, of unlimited Ambition; and 
uted to fay, ** That they wcr^s like C^far and Fompey^ the One 
^' would endure no Superior, and the Other would have no 
*^ Equal. Trqe it is, that from the time that Argjh declared 
himiclf againft the King ( which was immediately after the 
Firft Pacmcacion ) Mountrofe appear'd with le(s vigour for the 
Covenant ; and. had, by underhand and fecret infinuations^ 
made proSer of his Service to the King. But now, after his 
Majefty's arrival in Sicptlandy by the introdudion of MrJ^/- 
liam Murray of the ^ed-Chamber, He came privately to the 
King; and informed him of many Particulars, from the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion; and ^'that the Marquis oiHamii^ 
^^ tom^ 4as no leis Faqltv, and Falfe towards his Majefty, than 
*^ Argyle-y and ofer'd " to make Proof of aU in the Parlia- 
^ menc ; but rather defired, ^^ to have them Both coiade away ; 
which He frankly undertook to do : but the King, abhorring 
that expedient) though for his own Security, advifed, '* that 
^' the Prooft might be prepared for the Parliament. When 
fuddainly, on a Sunday morning, the City of ISdentarough was in 
Arms ; and Hambon^ and Argylty both gone out of the Town 
to their own Houfes ; where they ftood upon their guards ; 
dechrine publickly, *^ That they had withdrawn themfelves, 
^'becauie they knew that there was a defign to AiMinace 
^^ them; and cbofe rather to abfent themfelves, than byftand- 
^4ng upon their Defence in Edenhtfreugb (which they could 
" well Jiave done ) to hazard the Publick Peace, and Security 
*^ of the Parliament ; which thundec'd on their behalF. 

The Committee at E4enhorough difpatch'd away an Ex- 
prcis to Umdm^ with a dark and perplex'd account^ in the 
morning that the two Lords had lefc the City ; with many 
doubtful expreffions, "what the end of it would be: not 
y^ichouc fume dark inlinuacioDS, as i( ch^ deijgn cnlght lool^ 
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finher tban ScHlatfd. And thde Letters were brought to 
LnutoMy the day before the Houies were to come together, 
after the Recels s all That Party taking pains to Perfwade 
.Others ^^that it could not but be a Delign to Afi^fTinate 
^* More Men tban thoCb Lords at EdepihraHgi. 

And the moming the HouTes were to meet, MrHyJe 
being walking id W^'mfiprAi^W^ with the Earl of Holland 
and the Earl of E^Xy Both the Earls feem'd wonderfully 
£onoem'd at it ; and to believe, " that Other Men were ii> 
^ dai^^ of the like Afiaults ; the Other, not thin king the Ap« 
prehenfioQ worthy of them, toldathem nierriiy, ^' th^t He 
^* knew well what opinions They Both had of thole two 
*' Lords, ft Year or two before, and he wonder 'd how they 
^' became fo alter'd ; to which They anfwer'd fmiling, '^ That 
^the Times and the Court was much alter 'd fince. And the ' 
Houies were no (boner Sate, but the Report being made in 
the Houfe of Commons, and the Committee's Letter froo) 
Sfstlsmd beine Read, a Motion was made, ^^ to fend to the 
'^ Houie of Peers, that the Earl of EjpXy who was left by * 
^^ the King General on this Side Trent ^ might be deiired to 
^^ appoint fiich a Guard, as He thought competent for the Se- 
curity of the Parliament, conftantly to attend while the - ^^^^ . 
Houtes late; which was done accordingly ^ and continued, ^fj-^^^^' 
till They thought fit to have other Guards. All which was^mr/ « 
done to Amufe the People, as if the Parliament were in Dan- ^••«*'^ /•" 
ger : when in St^tUmi^ all things were quickly Pacified j and j^^^^J^'J-r- 
ended ftaeating the Marquis Hamibon a Puke, and Argjh a 'Lme^tT' 
Marquis. • 

Ther£ was a WoHe Accident tban all thefe, which itWsmffth^ 
out in tbe time of the King's ftay in ScBtlapd^ and about xhtRtbtUfn u 
time of the two Houi^ reconvening -y which made a won- iKlao<i* 
derful imprelQSon upon the minds of Men^ and proved of in* 
finite Piiadvantage to the King's affairs, which were then re- 
covering new lift ^ and that was the Rebellion in Ireland : 
which broke out about the middle of O&ohery in all parts of 
the Kingdom. Their defign upon Dutlin was mirdcuioully 
diibover'd, the night before it was to be executed y and fo the 
Surpri^ of that Caftle prevented y and the principal Con- 
ijpirators, who had the charge of it, apprehended. In the 
other parts of the Kingdom, They obferv'd the time appoint- 
ed, not faeariiig of the Misfortunes of their Friends at Duhlin. 
A general Infurre&ion of the Jrijb fpread it felf over the 
whole Country, in fuch an Inhuman and Barbarous man- 
ner, that there were Forty or Fifty Tboufand of .the ^glijh 
Pnxeftants rourther'd, before they lufjpcfted thrmfelves to 
be in any danger, or could provide for their Defence, by 
drawing together into Towns, or ftrcog Houies* 

From * 
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From Dii*/», the Lords Juftices, and Council, dtfpatch'd 
their Letters by an Exprefs ( the fame Man who had made the 
Difcovcry, one OconeUyj who had formerly been a Servant 
to Sf John Clotixwrthy ) to lAndm^ to the Earl of Leicefier^ 
then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, From the Parts of the 
North, and U^er^ an Exprefs was fent to the King him&lf, 
VLt Eden6$r(wgh'y and th« King's Letters from thence, to the 
two Houfes, arrived within lefs than two days after the Mef- 
fcnger from Dublin. 

I T was upon a Sunday night, that the Letters from Dublin 
came to the Earl of Lekifleri who immediately cauied the 
Council to be fummon'd, and aflbon as it was met, informed 
them of the condition of Ireland ; that is, fo mudi as thofe 
Letters contain'd : which were written, when little more was 
known than the Difcovery at Du6ii»; and what the Confpi- 
rators had confeft'd upon their examinations. The Houfe 
of Peers had then adjourn'd it felf to the Wednefday follow- 
ing ; but the Houfe of Commons were to meet on the next 
day, Monday morning; and the Council refolv*d, **that they 
, *' would in a Body go to the Houfe of Commons, aflbon as it 
^* Sate, and inform them of it ^ which they did ; notice being 
firft given to the Houfe, '* that the Lords of the Council had 
** fomc matters of Importance to impart to them, and were 
" above in the Painted Chamber ready to come to them : 
whereupon, Chairs were fet in the Houfe for them to repofe 
Tfif U'is "/tbemfelves, and the Serjeant fent to condud them. Aubon 
'*V^"*^"1 as they entered the Houfe, the Speaker defired them to Sit 
^•/'e' •/' '^ow" j and then being cover'd, Littleton, Lord Keeper, told 
Ci,mm3iu the Speaker, *' That the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland,^ blaving 
mith iht "receiv'd Letters from the Lords Jufticcy and Council there, 
HZ'rl^if "'^^^ communicated them to the Council; and fince the 
L^it not ** Houf« of Peers was not then Sitting, They had thought fit, 
inin^, " for the Importance of the Letters, to impart them to that 
*^ Houfe; and fo referred the bufineft to the Lord Lieute- 
nant; who, without any Inlargement, only read the Letters 
he had receiv'd, and fo the Lords departed from the Houfe. 

There was a deep Silence in the Houfe, and a kind of 
Conftemation : mod Mens heads having been Intoxicated 
from their Firft meeting in Parliament, with imaginations of 
Plots, and Treafonable Defigns, through the Three King- 
doms. The affiir it felf feem'd to be out of their cognifance ; 
and the communkairion of it, ferv'd only to preps^re their 
thoughts, what to do when more Ihould be known ; and when 
they iliould hear what the King thought fit to be done. And 
when the King's Letters arriv'd, they were glad the news 
had come to him, when he had fo good Council about him 
CO advife him what to do. 

The 
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The King was not (hen informed of what had been difco- 
Ter'd at Dtti&$ ^ but the Letters out of U/fier (which he fenc 
to the Parliament) gave him notice '^ ot a general Infurre- 
' &ion in the North ; and of the Inhuman Murthera com- 
mitted there, upon a multitude of the Prpreftants ; and that 
Sr phelim O ^//appear'd as their General and Commander 
« in chief. 
Upon which his Majcfty writ u> the two Hou(c5, " That "/' M«y«// 
he was fatisfied that it was no Rafli InfurrcAion, but a *""f/Vf'* 
Form'd Rebellion i which muft beProfecutcd with a fliarp^^^** 
'^ War I the conducing,* and profecuting whereof, he wholely 
^^ aimmittcd to Their Care and Wifdom, and depended up» 
" on Them for the carrying it on ; and that for the pre- 
^Tent, He had caufed a ftrong Regiment of fifteen hundred 
*' Foot, under good Officers to be tranfported out of Scot^ 
•^ Uad into Ulfier^ for the Relief of thofe Farts : which were 
upon the matter wholely inhabited by Scots and Iriflj ^ there 
being fewer EMgtifl^ there, than in any ^n of Ireland . 

This fell out to their wifli j and cnereupop, they made a 
Committee of both Houfes, '^ for the confideration of the af- 
** fairs of Irelimdy and providing for the fujpply of Men , 
*' Arms, and Money, for the SuppreiHng that Rebellion ; the 
Lord Lieutenant ot Ireland being one of the Committee : 
which fate every morning in the Painted Chamber; and the 
Lord Lieutenant firft communicated all theLettcrs he received 
to Them to be confultcd on, and to be thence reported to the 
two Houfes ; which were hereby poflcfs'd of a large Power, * 
and Dependence; all Men applying themfclves to Them, 
that is to-.the chief Leaders, tor their Preferments in that 
War : the mi/chief whereof, though in the beginning little 
taken notice of, was afterwards felt by the King very fen- 
fiWy. 

These concurrent Circumftanccs, much altered and fup- 
prefs'd that good humour and fpiht the Houfes were well 
difpofcd to meet in, and the Ai^ry Men, who were difap- 
pointed of the Preferments they e^cpcdcd, and had promifed 
themielves, took all occafions, by their Emiflarics, to in- 
finuate into the minds of the People, '' that this Rebellion in 
*« IreUndy was contrived and fomented by the King ; or at 
** leaft by the Queen, for the advancement of Popery ; and 
*< that the Rebels publiflVd and dcclar'd. That they had the 
" King's Authority for all they did ; which Calumny, though 
without the leaft Shadow or Colour of Truth, made more 
Impreffion upon the minds of Sober and Moderate Men (who, 
nil that time, had much difliked the Paffionace Proceedings 
of the Parliament ) than could be then imagined, or can 
yet be bcliev'd. So great a Prejudice, or want of Reverence 
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was univerfally contrafted againft the Court : dpecially the 

Queen ,- whole Power and Adivity Was thought too great. 

^ commit Shortly after the beginning of the Parliament, there had 

tie rtvivcd heen a Committee appointed, " to prepare and draw up a 

/er drj^wing " gencraURemonftfiuice of the ftate of the Kingdom, and the 

a^Ais^4m*n- cj particular Grievances it had fuftain'd j but it fcafce met, or 

jirAncc. ^^ g^gj. ^fjgy fpoken of: But now, the Houfes no fooner met 

after the Rcccfe, than Mr*Strode (one of the Fierceft Men of 

the Party ; and of the Party only for his Ficrcenefs) moved, 

• <* That that Committee might be revived, and order'd to 

^* meet ; for which of courfe,a time and place was appointed : 

by which Men eafily difccrn'd, that nothing of their Fury 

^ - was abated, but rather incrcafed, in that they found their 

Credit every day Icflcn'd in the Houfe, by the oppofition and 
contradiftion they fuftain'd. And they being thus difquieted; 
and knowing little ^ and fo doubting much ^ every day 
feem'd to them to produce, a new Difcovery, of foitte new 
Treafon, and Plot, againft the Kingdom. C)ne day, '* a Let- 
'^ ter from beyond Seas, of great Forces prepared to Invade 
** England y another, " of fomc Attempt dpon the Life of M^ 
** Fym : and no occafion omitted to fpiak of the Evil Council 
about the King ^ when fcarce a Counfellor durft come near 
' him ; or be fuipedted to hear irom him. 
^nn^-hiu A F T F R fome days, a new Bill was pitfented to the Houfe 
*/ii»*tf««y# of Commons, "for the taking away the Bilhops Votes in 
fSJiTT^r " Parliament i and for Difabling them to exerciie any Tern- 
M>Mjy0tiK'?oni Office in the Kingdom : againft which was obicaed, 
" That it was contrary to the Courfe and Order of Parlia- 
"mcnt, that any Bill that had been rejefted, fliouW be again 
" Pieferr'd the fame Seflion i and therefore it ought not to 
"be fomuch as Read : to which nothing was reply'd but 
" Noife ; and " that this Bill varied in fome Claufes from the 
" former j and that the good of the Kingdom abfolutely dc- 
"pcnded up6n it : and fo, by the majtwity of Voices^ it was 
order'd to be Read ; and afterwards, without any very con* 
fiderable oppofition, Pafs'd the Houfe, and was tranftnittcd 
to the Lords : rthe greatcft argument beings " That their in- 
« tcrmeddling with Temporal Af&ifs, was ihconfiftent witb^ 
''and dcftrufiive to, the cxercife of their Spiritual Funftion. 
Whilft their Reformation, both in ScBtldnd^ and this King- 
dom, w?s driven on by no Men fo much, as Thofe of their 
Clergy who were their Inftruments. As, without doubt, the 
Arch-Bifliop of Cdfaertutj had never fo grcar an Influence 
upon the Counfcls at Court, as D' Bufgeff, '^aiid MrMarJbal 
had then upon the Houfes ; neither did aU^ the Bifliops of 
Scotland together, fo much meddle in Temporal Affairs, as Mr 
IkniirfiTi had done. ' 
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T HERE bring at this time, the Bifhoprtcks of Whrtefltr^iu Kin 



fcfibr of Divinity in Qpforiy D' Winniff^ Dean of S IPants ; 
Dr Brvmnerigg^ Mafter of CdtiHtrme-H^ in CiTRi^rM^ff; D' 
Bmy Kmg^ Dean of LkhfeUi and D' Wefifield of Great St 
SsrttfUmvfSj Tjmdan : Ml of great Emincncy in the Church j 
fiequent Preachers ; and not a Man, to whom the Faults of 
the Then Governing Cktgy were impoted, ot againft whom 
the leaft Objeftion could be made. 

*As500N as the Houfe of Commons heard of this defigna- jheammM 
tion of his Makft/s (having then newly the Second time«jrr«4ei«f 1/ 
fent up to the Houfe of Peers, their Bill to remove Bifhops 
from thence > They were much troubled, that at a time when 
They refolv'd to take away the Old, the King flioQld pre* 
fume to make New Bifliops ; and to create fo many Voices 
to afSft the other; and thwefore. They urged very eameft- 
ly, "That the Lords might be moved to joyn with them, in 
^< fettdioe to die King, to make no new Bilhops, till the Con-^ 
^ trovofy Iboukl be ended about the Government of the 
^^Chnrdi : which appour^d (b Unreafonable, that the Wifeft 
of Tbem who wilh a it, apprehended no Pof&biiity that the 
Lords would joyn with them ^ or if They did, that the King 
would be prevailed with. However, being glad to find their 
Companions had fo much mettle, after a long Debate, the 
major part carried it, " That a Committee iliould be appoint- 
" ed^ CO draw up Reafons to give the Lords, to concur with 
<' tbem in that deiire to the King : but, after that, moved 
diat Scone no further. ^ 

I N all Debates of this nature, where the Law, Reafon, and 
Common Senfe, were direAly Oppofite to what they pro- 
pofed, They fufier'd Thofe who diflfer'd from them in opi- 
nion, and purpofes, to &y what they thought fit in oppofition ; 
and then, wicnout vouchfafing to endeavour their fatisfadion, 
cali'd importunately for the Qucftion ; well knowing, that 
They had a Plurality of Voices to concur with them, iir 
whatfixver they de&red. I remember, in this laft bufmeis, 
When it was voted that a Committee fliould be named to 
draw Up Reafons, many of Thofe who had during the De* 
bate pofitively arpicd Agafaift the thing, were call'd upon to 
be of that £k>mmtttee j and amongd them, the Lord FmlkUnd, 
and MrH/*, who flood up, and **defired to be Excufed 
" from that Service, where they could be of no Ufe ^ having 
<* given fo many reafons againft it, tha^ they could not ap* 
** prchend any could be given for it ^ therefore thought, the 
'''work would be bttcer done, if Thoie who had fatisfied 
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^^Themfelves with the Reafonablenefs of what they wifh'd, 
^^ would undertake the converting and dUpofiog of Other 
*'Nfcif. There was a Gentleman who (ate by (MTBomiof 
Dorchejhr ; very Severe, and Refolv'd, againft the Church 
and the Court ) who, with much Paffiod, and Trouble of 
mind, (aid to them, ^^ For God's fake be of the Committee, 
^' You know none of our fide can give Reaibns^ which made 
Thofethat over- heard him Smile: though he fpoke it fud* 
dainly ; and upon obfervation that the Leaders were not then 
in the Houfe. . Ocherwife, it cannot be denied, Tho(e who 
conduced them, and were the Contrivers of the Mifchief. 
were Men of great Parts, and unfpeakable Induftry : and 
their Silence in (bme Debates, proceeded partly from rride^ 
that it might appear. Their Reputation and Intereft, had an 
Influence upon the Senfe of the Houfe, againft any Rhetorick 
or Lx)gick : but principally, from the Policy they were 
obliged to ufe : for, though they could have givoi a pregnant 
reafon for the moft extravagant overture they evc^ made, and 
evinced it, that it was the proper way to Their end ^ yet, it 
not being time to difcover their purpofes ( how apparent fo- 
ever they were to difcerning Men ) they were neceflarily to 
give no reafons at all; or fuch as were not the true ones. 

This Stratagem failing, of flopping the creation of the 
new Bifl)ops ; They endeavour, by all means, to haften the 
Houfe of Peers to difpatch the work before them, befbfe 
they (hould be qualified ( their EleAions, Confirmations, and 
Confecracions, and other Ceremonies, fpending much time) 
to increafe the number of the Oppofers ; and for the better 
doing thereof, with great confidence, They demand of the 
Lords, ^^ That no Recufant Lord, or any Bidiop, might have 
^^ a Vote in the paffing that AA; thelaft being Parties ; and 
'^che other not fuppoTed competent Judges on the behalf of 
'^ the Kingdom. But, when they found that Logick could 
not prevail (the demand being indeed fo Scandalous, that 
the Houfe of Peers, if they had not been fatally roiflcd, muft 
have refented it as a high Prefumption, and infolent Breach 
of Privilege) with more Formality and Colour, thoueh as 
Unreafonably, They prcfs'd, "Thatthofe Thirteen Bilhops, 
"whom They had before Impeach'd, for making the late 
'^ Canons ; and upon whom their Lordihips themfclves had 
^'pafs'd Severe Votes (fuch indeed 9^ were fitter for Ac- 
cuiers than Judges, Unparliamentary and Unprecedented) 
'^ might be Sequcfter'd from the Houfe, till they fliouid be 
^' brought to Judgement. And for this. They found Lawyers 
in their Houfe, who, proftituting the Digniry and Learning 
of their Profeffion, to the cheap and vile ade&ation of Po< 
pular Applaufe, ^nw not afiuped^ (o t^er Cuftom and Law 
2 . for 
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for their Seofeldt PrDf^kxi. BuctbeHoiifeof Pden w%3 
HOC Yec deluded «oough, or terrified ( chough coo tnany a- 
moogfttheai pkid an iaoplidcdevocion to die Hou&of Com- 
moDs ) CO comjif io this unreiibiiable dcmood. 

An d here i cannot but with grief tod wotxl^r remem- rw omm^' 
ber» the Vsnilencv and Animofity ezprefs'd ac that cicne, up-/^n«' ^nf^ 
oa alloGcafiooa, by Many of good knowledge la che excel- f!'*'^'*^* 
lencand wife Profeffion o£ the Common Law, towards che^^L*7w 
Church y and Church-men ; taking all opportuniciea, nucha- /mm cwrfr- 
ritably , co improve Miftakee into Criotes ; and » unreaibn- <"«» r^dt^^ 
ably^ CO tnosfer and impute the Follies and Faults of Pardcu- '^'V 
kr mcn^ co the Malignity of thek Order and Fundion ; and"^^"^'' 
fo, whec and flurpen the edge c( the Law> to wound the 
Church in its Jurisdiftion ^ and at.laft to cue ic upby dw 
Roots, and demolifli its Foundation. It cannot be denied, 
that tiie Peevilh fpirics of (bme Cleigy-men, have taken great 
pains CO alienate that Profeffion from them ; and Ochera, as 
unskilfully ( finding, that in former times, when the Religion 
of the State was a Vital part of its Policy, many Church- 
mea were employed Eminently in the Civil Government of 
the Kingdom^ imputed Their wanting chofe Ornaments their 
Predeo&rs wore , to the Power and Preralency of the 
Lawyers i of Whom, (bme Principal men, in all times. They 
could noc but obfcrve to have been their avow'd Enemies : 
and fo bdiev'iL the Straitning and Confining the Phifeilion of 
the Common Law, muft naturally Ezcei^d and Enlarge the Ju-* 
riididkMi of the Church. Thencearofe Their bold and un* 
wamniabie Oppofing and Protefting againft Prohibitions^ 
and other Proceedings at Law, on the behalf of Ecclcfiailtcal 
Courts ; and the procuring fome Orders and Privileges firoo) 
theKii^, cm d)e behalf of the Civil Law ; ev^ with anex* 
clttfionof the orher : as the Arch-Bifliopof Canterturyy pre- 
vail'd with the King todired, ^^ that half the Mailers of the 
'^Chancery Ibould be always Civil ijiwyers ; and todeclares 
^ char no others^ of wha^ condition foever, Qiould ferve him 
^^as Mafters of Requeft. All which was agreac miftakes 
For, befides che ftopping Prohibitiot» wasan envious Breach 
upon the Jciftioe of che Kingdom; which at ibme cime or 
ocher, wui ftill be coo hard for che ftrocigeft Oppofers and 
Oppreflorsofit: Icouidnever.ycic Icnow, Why the Dodlors 
•of che Civil Law, were more t>f Kin coche Bithops, or tho 
Church, than the Common Lawyers were. To £iy, thac 
Their Places yrere in the Biibops difpofal, as Chancellors, 
CommiflarieSy and the like ; and therefore, that cheir Per- 
foDB were more like to be at Their difpofal coo j atleaft, to 
fMy them ereaccr Reverence ; concludes nothing •* for the 
Clergy hadopporcuiucy ^nough, to oblige and create an equal 
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dependence ftom ihe Profeffioo df^ttre Common^ Law ^' artd I 

-am pcrfwadcd, the Scewardfhips to Bifliops, aod of the L^ends 
c^the CbKrch, vrhich were to be managed by the Rules of 
the Common Law, were not much inferior in Profit to all 
the Chancelldifliips in JEagAfJrfrf. ' And then, if, where the Po- 
licy mayconfift with Juftioe, it is no ill meafuie m iftaking 
Friendfliips, to look into, and cotnpafc, the Po#ef of doing 
Hurt, or doing Good; it is lappai'ertt, that the GtVil Law in 
this Kingdom, Itad not, in the leaft degree^ •(hi ability to 
Help, tfi to Hurt theChiircK, i»any exigency,- ai the Com- 
mon Law bad :• Whofc Profeflbrs had always, by their In- 
terefta, Experience , and keputacion, fo great 'an Inflocnoe 
upon the Civil State, upon Court and Country, that tbcy 
were notable Friends or Enemies. ' And the dependence of 
the Church, as to their inheritance, and Eftatei ( 'except their 
roinuie Tythes) w^s entirely upon the Law ; bein* only de- 
terminable by ihofc Rules, by which They have fcldom re- 
ceiv'd eminent Injuftice. And truly, I have never yet fpoken 
with one Clergy-man, who hath hid the experience of both 
litigations, that hath not ingcnwoufly confefs'd, " he had ra- 

'**ther, inthercfpefi: of his -trouble, charge, and fatifrfad:ion 
** to his.underftanding, have Three Suits depending in ^efi- 
" fTonfier-HMy than one in the Arches, or any Ecdcfiaftical 
« Court, 

The PartiaUars above mentioned, were, I confefs, to Vul- 
gar minds, grtat Provocations and Temptations to Revenge , 

•and therefore, I do not at all wonder, that, in the great herd 
of the Common Lawyers, many Pragmatical fpirits, whofc 

•thoughts and obfervations have bejn contrafted to^ the nar- 
row limits of the few Books of that Profeflion ^ or within 
the narrower Circle of the Bar Oratory : fliould go along 

-with the Stream, in the Womanilh art of Inveighing againtt 
Ferfons, when they (hould be Reforming Things : and that 
fomc, by degrees, having found the Benefit of being of that 
Opinion ( for we ail remember , when Papift and Puritan 
Lawyers got more Money than their Neighbours , for the 
Private Opinions they were of; nor what they deliver 'd in 
Publick ) grew, aclaft, to have Fits of Confcience in earneft; 
and to believe, that a Parity in the Church wasncoeffiry to 
Religion ; and not like to produce a Parity in the State : by 
which Dodtrine if they had been then fufpetted, they would 
quickly have been alhamed of fiich Divinity. 

But, that Learned and Unbiafs'd ( I meaa Unprovoked ) 
men, in that Science of our Law, who knew the Frame and 
Conftitutionof the Kin|»doh1^ and that the Bifliops were no 
Icfs the Reprefentative Body of che Clergy, than the Houfe 
of Commons was of the People, and.Goniequently, that the 
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depriving Xhcm of voice in Parliament, was a Violence, and 
removing Landmarks , and not a Shaking ( which might 
SetctJe again ) but Diflblving Foundations; which rouft leave 
the Building unfafe for habitation : That Such men, who 
knew the Ecclcfiaftical and Civil Scare was io wrought and 
interwoven together, and, in truth, fo incorporated m each 
other, that the one could not long continue in Profperity with- 
out the other y and that the Profcflbrsof the Law were never 
at fo great a height, as even in This time that They fo un- 
juftly envied the grearnersof the Church: Andlaftly, That 
They, who might well know, that the great unweildy Body 
of the Clergy, confifting of fuch dffierent tempers, humours, 
inclinations, and abiliiies j*and which inevitably will have fo 
ftrong an Inflaence upon the nature and affcftions of the 
People; could never be Regulated and Govem'd by any 
Magiftrates but of Themfelves J ner by any Rules, but of fuch 
Power as the Bjftiops exerclfed ; Whom ( bcfidcs all argu- 
ments of Piety, and fubmtflSon to Antiquity) the experience 
of the BleCfed Times Since the 'Reformation, not to be pa- 
rallerd in any Nation under Heaven, declared to.be themoft 
Happy Managers of that Power, whatfoever rankneft and 
excrelcence might have 'proceeded from fome Branches: I 
fay, that rhefe Knowing and Difcerning men ( for Such I 
muft confcfs. there, have been ) (hould believe it poflible for 
Theni to flourifh, or that the Law it felf would have the 
ftime rcfpeft and veneration from the People, when the well 
difpofcd Fabrick of the Church (hould be rent afunder. 
(which, without Their aftivity and skill in Confufion, could 
never have been compaft'd) hath been to me an Inftance of 
the Divine Anger againft the Pride of Both, in fuffcring them 
re be the Fatal Engines of Breaking one another : whereas 
Neither could have been opprefs'd by any othef Strength or 
Power but Their own. 

A H D I cannot but fay, to the Profeflbrs of that great and 
admirable myftery, the Common Law ( upon which, no man 
\oo\a with more affeiSHon, reverence, and fubmifllon ) Who 
feem Ndw, by the Fury and Iniquity of the Time, to flaod 
upon the ground they have won, and to be Mafters of the 
Fields and, it may be. Wear fome of the Trophies and Spoils 
They have ravifli'd from the Opprefs'd j that They have ycc 
but lbarpcn*d Weapons for Others to wound them; and that 
Their Own Arguments and Eloquence, may be, one time or 
other^ applied to Their Own Dcftruftion. And therefore, 
if tbey have either Piety, to repent and redeem the ill that' 
they have Wrought; or Policy, to prefcrve their own condi- 
tion from Contempt; and Themfefves from being Slaves to 
the rooft abjcd of the People ; They will at length wind up 
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the Church and the Law into one and the fiune lotereft ; 
and, by a firm and fteady puriiiic, eodeaTOur to fix Both on 
the fame Fouodatico^ firom whence they have beeo fo vio- 
lently difturb'd. 

B Y this time the Kiiiig wa« as weary of ScotUmd , as he 
had been impatient cb go thither i finding all chings piopokd 
to bim^ as to a vanquiih'd PeHop, without confiderarion of 
his Honour, or his Infiereft ; and having noc one Couniellor 
about him, but the Duke of Lmox ( who from the beginning 
carried himfelf by the moft exad rules of Honour, Gratitude^ 
and Fidelity to bim ) and very few foUowers, who had either 

Aaffi^on to his Peribn, or refpeft to his Honour. 
J" That which (hould have been an Ad of Oblivion, was 
made a Defence and Juftificacion of whatfoever They had 
done: Their firil Tumults, and ereOing their Tables, in 
OMK'fition to, and at laft Supprefling, both Courts of Juftice 
and SeiTion i and the A As and Or£rs of thofe Tables ^ de- 
clared to be ^' thecdcAs of their Duty to his Majefty j and ac- 
^^ cording to the Law of the Land : And fo all Thofe, who, 
aooording to their AIlegiance> bad oppofed and refitted them 
x}nthe behalf of his Majefty, and w^e qualified by his Ma* 
jcfty's Commiifiotts, were adjudg'd Criminal ; and the obly 
^eribns Excepted firom Pardon, sind Exempted from the Bene- 
fit of that Oblivion. ^ 

T H K Seditious ASs of that AdemUy, which had Expell'd 
all Biflbbops, and the Canonical Oergy^ from being Membera 
of that Ailembly ; and affirm'd Tbemielves to have a Power, 
^ to ioflld the uoifures of tlie Churdi upon his Majefty him* 
^ ielf J were declared ^ to be Lawfiil, and according so the 
^^ Conftitution of the Kingdom : and the Government of the 
*' Church by^ Arch-BilbqM, and Biflbop^ declared to beagainft 
^' the Word of God ^ and They condemned, as Enemies to 
^ the Propagation of the true reformed Proteftant Religion ; 
^ and therefore to be utterly Aboliih'd ; and Their Lands given 
^ to the King, his Heirs acid Succeflbrs. 

I N confideration of the King's neceflary Abfenoe fiom that 
his Native Kindom, it was tlKHight fit, ^ that the FuU and 
^< AbToIute Government thereof, fiiould be committed to the 
^* Lords of the Secret Council ; who were likewife made 
^' Conlervators of the Peace of the two Kiogdoms. during the 
^* intervals of Parliaments ; and thofe Lor<K« and Conlorvft* 
tors, ^< were then, and ftill , to be named by Parliament i 
^ which was once in thive years ^ afl^bk upon a day cer- 
^ tain, without any Summons from the King* if he negle&* 
^^ ed to publifh fiich Summons^ and, ujpontoe Ame rnfon, 
^' all great OtEoers, as Chancellor, TreaUirer, Secretary, and 
^*the ceft , Aomtnuted by Parliament; and in the interval 
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^ by the Lotdn of the Seoet Council i without £> much as 
being ooootro'd to have his Majefty's approbation. 

All which Ads, and whatfoever die They were pleaied 
to prefeat to Him, concerning Church or State, the King con- 
frm'd^ and thereby, made the Lord LvwJm^ who had hem 
the Principal Manager of the Rebellion. Chancellor of Sc^- 
Uady and Created nim likcwife an Earl; and cooferr'dthe 
other great Offioet, as he was direded : Then, he made the 
Earl 6E Argyh ( for he was ftill trufted with conferring of 
Honours) Marqnis} Their great General, I^, Earl of 
Ijtuem'^ aod their Lieutenant-General, Earl of c^Undar^ and 
cooferr'd other Honours on Peribns, according to the ^Capa- 
city and Ability they had in doing him Mifchief : And laftly 
( leaving all his Own Party barely to Live 9 for he had pro^ * 
cured a Pftrdon for them from tnei'arliament, upon condi- 
tion ^ They came-not near (he King's pefence ; nor received 
*< any Benefit from him ; without Their approbation ) his 
Majefty gave all the Lands of the Church, which had been 
devolved to him by Its rum, and whatfoever he had clfe to 
give, in that Kingdom, to Thofe who had difcover'd it not 
to be in good hands befojv : So that he Icem'd to have made 
that Progreft Into Scatlmtd, only that he might make a per- 
ft& Deed of Gift of that Kingdom ; which he could never 
have done, fo abfolutely, without going thither. And to^ 
having norhtng ooore to do There, He begun his Journey to- 
waids JBigiSnw about the middle of Nivimier. 

I T is fx>t to be doubted, in confideration of thole Eztrar 
vagant Conccffions, They made as Extravagant Promifi^ to 
the King ; That by their Loyal and Dutiful Comportment, 
his Majmy (hould find no diminution of his Power ; That 
he ihouU have the entire Obedience of that Nation, to pre- 
farve bis fall R^hts and Rqplities in Ef^land ^ and to Reduce 
Irthmd: The Earl of Levem telling him ( as Marquis Htaml^ 
t&m afliicd me, in his hearing ) *^ that he would not only ne- 
^ ver more lerve againft him ; but that whenever his Ma- 
'^ jefty would require his Service, He (hould have it without 
''ever sskingwhac theCauie was. And many of them whifper- 
ixig in his Ear, and afliirinff him, '^ that aflbon as the Troubles 
^ of the hte Storm could be perfedlycaWd, They would 
^Reverfe and Repeal whatfixver was now unreafonably cx« 
^ torted from him. And his Nfeiefty having never received 
any oonfiderable Profit from ScotumJ^ cared the lefs/pr what 
he parted with There : and, it may be, being refolv'd they 
ibauU bd no more Charge to him in hisCourt here (Ar fure* 
ly he had then very hard thoughts of a great part of the Na- 
tion ) fatt believ'd he fliould fave more in This Kingdom, 
than he had given in That i and he made no doubt, but that 
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They were fo fiiU Fed now, that they woold noc ftir from 
Home again, till the Temper and AfreiSionof his People here, 
fiiould t^ better difpofcd tor their Recepcion. 

But his Majefty never confider'd, or not foon enough, 
that they could not realbnably hope to keep what they hid 
(o ill fpt, but by the fame Arcs by which they were fuch gain- 
ers ; and there cannot be a furer evidence of the Continuance 
of an Enemy, than the having received Injuries from him of 
a nature that do not ufe to be forgiven. Neither did he fuffi* 
ciently weigh the unfpeakable Encouragement ; and, in fome 
particulars, the reafonable Pretence the Fa&ious Party here 
would have, from the Profperous Wickcdnefs of thofc there. 
And, it is certain, their number from thenceforth increas'd 
wonderfully : thp Enemies of the Church prefumin^ their 
work was more than half done, when the King himfclf had 
declared (for his Confent to that A& They would eafily make 
appear to beiuch) *' that the Government by Ardi-Bifliop?, 
''and Bifhops, wasagainfl the Word of God,andthePropa- 
'^ gation of Religion. Many concluding the King would at 
laft yield to any thing, put themfelves in company of the 
boldeft and moft pofitive Askers ; and fome, who in their 
Hearts abhorr'd what the Seats had done, yet difdaining to be 
over-witted by them; and that they fhould get more for 
themfdvcs, and receive a greater Argument of the King's 
Truft, than We of this Nation; out of pure Mal^ice to them, 
refoiv'd to do the fame things with them; and fo join'd and 
concurred in any Exorbitancies. All which the King too late 
difcover'd, by the Entertainment he recciv'd upon his Return. 
77i#r#m- About the time the news eame of the King's beginning 
fi>ineef»f his Joumey from Scotland upon a day appointed; and that he 
'*' f^'"^*l- ^*^ fettled all things in that Kingdom to the general Satif- 
f^'Iv'jJj^/^/faftion; the Committee for preparing the Remonftrance, of- 
tnthe Htu/i^cr'd their Report tothcHoufe; which caufed the Draught 
0f L'mm^ns.they cftfcr'd, to be Read. Tit contained a very bitter Reprc- 
^f- fcntation, of all the illegatthings which had been done, from 
the firft hour of the King's coming to the Crown, to that mi- 
nute; with all the (harp ReSeAions which could be n)ade. 
upon the King himfelf, the Q.»cen, and Council ; and publifh'd 
all the unreafonable Jealoufies of the prefent Government, 
cf the introducing Pcpcry; and all other particulars, that 
might diilurb the minds of the People: which were enough 
difcompofcd. 

The Houfe fccm'd generally to diflike it ; many faying, 
^^ that it was very unnecefldry, and unfeafonable : Unnecef- 
^^fary, all thofe Grievances bein^ already fully Redre&'d ; 
^*and the Liberty and Property of the Subieft being as^ well 
*' Secured for the future, as could poffibly be done : and Un- 
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"feilboable, after theKiisg had gratified them, with granting 

^^ every chiog which they had defircd of him^ and afcer fo 

^< kiDg abfenccf, in the ietcling the Diforders in another Kine- 

*^ dom, which he had happiJy coinpored j to be now weloomxl 

" Home wich fuch a volume of Reproaches, for what Others 

^'had dooe zmiCsy and which He himfelf had reform'd^Not- 

withftanding all which, all the.Oiher Party appear'd 'Pafliion- 

acely coi^xm'd that it might not be rejeded ; and enlarged 

chemfelves with as high ezpreffions againft the Govemmenr, 

asu firft J with many Infinuations, ^^ that we were in danger 

" of being depriv'd of all the good A As which we had gain'd, 

^' if greac care and vigilance were not ufed, to difappoinc 

" fome Counfels which were ftill entertained ; making Tome 

doubtful glances and reflexions upon the Rebellion in Ireland^ 

(with which they perceiv'd many good Men were eafily amu- 

fed) and in the end prevailed, '' that a day fliould be appoint* 

"ed, when the Houle fliould be refolv'd into a Committee of 

*'the whole Houfe, and the Rcmonllrance to be then re» 

'^ taken int^ confideration : and in the mean time. They em- 

ploy'd all their Credit and Intereft wfch parcicnlar Men, to 

perfwade them, /^ that the pailiog that Rcmonftrance was 

'^moft neceflary, for the Prefervation and Maintenance of all 

^' thofe good liiws which They had already made ^ giving 

ieveral reafons to fevcral pcrions, according to their natures 

and inclinations ; alTuring many, '^ that they intended it only 

'-for the mortification of the Courr, and manifcftation that 

^' That Malignant Party, which appear'd to be growing up in 

^^the Houfe, could noc prevail; and then, '^ diat it fliould 

^remain ftill in the Clerk's hands, and never be publiOi'd. 

And by thefe, and the like Arts, They promifed them- 
felves that they (hould eafily carry it : So that the day it was 
to be refumed. They entercain'd the Houfe all the morning 
wich other Debates, and towards Noon call'd for the Rcmon- 
f^rancei and it being urged by fome, ^'that it was too late 
''to enter upon it, wich much difficulty they confcnted, that 
" it fliould be entred upon the next morning at nine of the 
'^ Clock i and every claufe fliould be Debated, the Speaker in 
"the Chair; for they would not have the Houfe refolv'd 
in:o a Committee , which they believ'd would fpend too 
much time. Oliver Crof/JweU ( who, at that time, was little 
taken notice of) atk'd the Lord Falkland, '^Why he would 
''have it put ofiF, for that day would quickly have determined 
" it ? He anfwer'd, " There would not have been time enough, 
"for fure it would take fome Debate. The other replied, 
'^ a very forrv one : They fuppofing,by the computation they 
had made, that very few would oppofe it. 
B u T be quickly found .he was miftaken : for the next 
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moming, the Debate beit^ enter'd upon about Ntne of the 
Clock, it continued all tMt day 9 and Caudles being caU'd 
for when it grew dark ( neither Side betn| very defiroui^ to 
adjourn till the next day ; though it was evident^ very tnany 
withdrew themielves out of pure faimnefs and di{abliUty to at- 
tend the condufion ) the Debate continued till it waa after 
Twelve of the Clock, with much Paffion ; uid the Houfe 
being then divided, upon the paffiog or not pa£Rng it, it wee 
^^ ^ V* carried iti the Affirniative) by Nine Voices, and 00 more : and 
iw' *flooift w it was declared, M' HwwWwr tnoved, ^That there 
^^ might be ati Order entered for the prefent Printing it ; which 
produced a flurper Debate than the former. It appeared then^ 
that They did not intend to fend it up to the Houfe of Peers,

Olrver ctornmeU, " Whether there had been a Debate ? to 
whkh he anfwer'd, ^^ he would take his word anothCT time : 
and Vhifper'd him in the Ear, with fome afleveration, ^'thftt 
"if the Remonftrance had been rcjeAed, He would have 
^foH all he had the next morning , and never have feeo 
**JSBgiSf»/more^ and he knew, there were many other Ho- 
'^ nett Men of the fame Refolution. So near was the poor 
Kingdom at that time to its Deliverance. 

H OWE VSR They got this Viftory, they did not in a

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wdl enoagh) thit Ae Houfe had not ac chac dme half its 
Members prafeat; dsoagh they had provided, that not a 
Mao of their Party was abfem^ and that they had even cai>- 
tied it by the hoiirof thcN^bt, which drove awiv a greater 
nnmbcr of old and infirm Oppofers, than wouU navee made 
Tfaoleof theNegative Sapertor in number : So that they had 
Ifctfe h(^>e, in 4 hilkr Houfe, to preyail in any of their Unjufl: 
defignsycxoept they found fome other Expedient, by hope* or 
fears, to work upon the AttcStiotig of the fevend Mend)cra. 

In Older to which. They fpent moft part of the next day 
in their private Confiiltacions, bow to ChaftiTe fome of tboie 
who OfifeadDd them theday before; and refolv'd in tte firft 
pboe, not co fiiftr that Precedent to l>e introduced into riie 

Houfe, « that Men fliooM Proteft agtinft the Senfe of the -^/.^^ ^ Jt l. 
<<Hoale: wh^it is true, had not been ufed in the Houfc /-Z^'^/^'^^**^ 
of CoBUBOD^rrThii Subjeft was the more grateful to them, A>tO iL /^ mLSp ^ 
becanfe they Oiould heartily take Revenge upon Mr UjJk^ /^^ '^f^^/f^'TK^y^ 
whom they perfeftly hated j and to whofe aAivity, they im- ^^^^-^v^/^^v^.^? * 
poted the trouble they had fuftatn'd the day before; and He ^^ r * * ' 

was the Firft who made the Proteftatson, that is, ask'd leave 
to do ir; which produced the other ilibfequcnt damour, that 
was indeed in fome diforder. But here they difitr*d amongft 
themfelves ; all the Leading Violent Men , who bore the 
greateft Sway, were mcSt glad of ^ occafion, as it gave 
them opportunity to be rid of M' Iifd9 ; which they Paffion- 
ately dehred : but S' J^bm Httham^ cbobrtandley^ and AT^r- 
flet0m ( who never lever'd, and had a numerous Train at- 
tending their motions ) remember'd the Service M' Hyde had 
done agatnft the Court of Yvrk (the overthrowing whereof 
was thor peculiar gk)rv ) and would not confent that they 
flioald qoethon him ; out were ready to concur with them 
in the Frofecution of any other of the Protefters ; whereof 
there was number enough. This made fo greet a Difl&rence 
amongft them, that for the prefent they agreed no forther, 
than ^ that they would that Afternoon only provide, that 
^ the next Morning they would fall upon that matter; and 
then they might oomult together at Night, what Perfon they 
would Sacrifice. 

About Three of the Ckx:k, when theHoule met, Mr 
Pfm ^ lamented the Diforder of the Night before^ which, he 
^faid, m^ht probably have engaged the Houle in Blood, 
*^and had proceeded principally from the oflering a Protefta- 
^ tion; which bad never before been ofier'd in That HooTe ; 
^ and was a Tranfgreffion chat ought co be feverely examined, 
*^that MiiBiief might not refult hereafter from that Prece- 
^ dent : and therefore propofed. That the Houft would the 
^Jiext Morning enter upon diat £xaminatk)o; and in the 

^ mean 
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^* rtiedn tirne. Men might recoUcft thetnfclves, find Tboy who 
^^ufed to take Notes, might perufe their Metnoiials^ that 
"the Ftrfons who were, the chief caufes of.ijie Difordcr, 
"might be named, and defend themfelvcs thebeft they could : 
and with this refolution the Houfc arofc j the vexation of the 
night before, being very vifible in the looks and countenance 
ofmany.' Neither that night's deliberation, nor all the Ar- 
tifice or Importunity that could be ufcd, could remove the 
obftinatc Northern Men from their refoiurion ; They declared 
pofitivcly, " That if they Profccuced M' Hyde^ They, and 
'^all their Hriends, would engage in his DefeiKre : which 
made the Others refolve, not to incur the danger or incon- 
venience of fuch a Schifm ; and fo they uaanimouOy agreed 
upon another Perfon, whom they would accufe. 

The next Morning, They flrft enlarged upon theOflfence 
itfelf^ "otthe Mifchief it had like to have produced ; and 
"woold unavoidably produce, if the cuftom or liberty ofic 
"were ever admitted ; Tliat it was the Firft time it had ever 
*' been offer'd in That Houfe ; and that care ougl^ to be 
"taken, that it fliould be the Laft; by the fevcrc Judgement 
" of the Houfe, upon Thofe Pcrlons who had begun the Prc- 
" fumption. 

MffiYDE, who had then known nothing of the Private 
confultation ; and had many reafons to believe Himfelf to be 
defign'd; ftood up ( notwithllanding fome Signs made to him 
at a diftance by his Northern Friends, whicn he underftood 
not ) and'faid ^^ it concern'd him to Juftify what he had done, 
" being the Firft Man who mention'd the Proteftation : upon 
which, there was a general Noife and Clamour "to With- 
"draw^ and as greit, "to Sp.^ak: He proceeded, and (aid, 
^* He wss not old enough to know the Ancient Cuftoms of 
"That Houfe J bur, that He well knew, it wasayery An- 
"cient Cuftom in the Houfe of Peers ; and Leave was never 
"denied There to any Man, who ask*d that he might Proteft, 
" and enter his DiiTjnr, agatnft any Judgement of the Houfe, 
'^ to which he would not be underftood to have given his 
"Confent: That He did not underftand anyreafon, why a 
*' Commoner Iliould not have the fame Liberty, if he defired 
" not to be involv'd in any Vote, which he thought might 
"poffibly be Inconvenient to him. That He had no:o9er'd 
" his Proteftation againft the Remonftrancc, though he had 
c^oppofed it all he could, bccaufe it rcpain'd ftill within 
" thofe Walls ; That he had only defired leave to Proteft a- 
'^ againft the Printing it; which. He thought, was not in many 
^^ reipedti Lawful for Them to do ; and might prove very 
^' Pernicious to the Publick Peace. 

Th£y were very much oftcndcd with all be faid, and bis 

afliirance 
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afliirfliice in fpeaking^ uid Mr Strode could noc concain him- 
felf from faying, '^ cfaac That Gentleman had confeis'd that 
^' He had firft propofcd the Proceft.tion y and therefore de- 
'^ fired. He might withdraw; which many Others hicewife 
call'd ibr : till S' John Hotham appear'd with fome warmth 
agaitHi it ^ and youn^ Hothamy his Son, accufcd J^ery Palmer 
'*o# giving the caute of Diibrder, by faying^ I do Frotefty 
^' wichouc asking the leave of the Houfe ; and encouraging 
*' Others to cry out every Man, I do Froteji : whereupon. 
They aJl fell into great Noile and Confufioo ; and fo, withouc 
much more difcourle, M' Palmer was cali'd upon ^^ to Explain; 
which, as he was about ro d<x M^ Hyde ( who lov'd him 
much 9 and had rather have iuficr'd HimfelF, than that He 
(liould ) fpoke to the Orders of the lioufe y and faid, ^' That 
^'it was againft the Orders and Pradice of the Houfe, that 
^* any Man ihould becall'dupon to Explain, for anything 
'^he faid in the Houfe two d&ys before; when it could not 
'^ be prefumed, that his own Memory could RecolleA all the 
'' wonis he had ufed ; or, chgt any body clfe could Charge 
'^him with them; and appealed to the Houfe, whether there 
'^was any Precedent of the like. And there is no doubt, 
there never had been; and it was very irregular. But They 
were too pofitively refolv'd to be diverted; till, after two 
hours Debate, He himfelf defired, ^^That, to fave the Houfe 
" further trouble, he might AnCwer, and withdraw ; which 
he did. When it drew towards Night, after many hours De- 
bate, ic was order'd, ^^ that he iliould be committed to the 
*' Tower ; the Angry Men preffing, with all their Power, 
^' that he might be £xpeird the Houfe ; having born him a 
long grudge, for the Civility he iliew'd in the Profecution 
of the Earl of Strafford ^ that is, that He had not ufed the 
fame reproachful Language which the Others had done : but 
They were at laft glad to compound for his bare Commit* 
menc to the Tower ; from whence he was within few days 
enlarged, and retum'd again to the Houfe. In the clofe of tli fTjnrjri 
that day, and the rifingof the Houfe, without much oppo-y;,^^« „^ 
fition. They obtained an Order for the Printing their Re« tUr'd t* u 
monftrance. priHttd. 

That Remonftrance, after many claufes and unbecoming tw /h^- 
expreffions were caft out, contain'd, ^^That there had been jf mm ffi>. 
^^ from the beginning of his Majefty's Reign, a Malignant 
''and Pernicious Defign, of Subverting the Fundamental 
''Laws and Principles of Government, upon which the Re^ 
" ligion and Juftice of the Kingdom was Mabhlb'd : That 
^' the Adors and Promoters thereof, were the fefuited Papifts ; 
'' the Biflx>ps , and Corrupt part of the Clergy ; and fuch' 
^ Counfellors and Courtiers, as had engaged themfelves to 

" further 
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^^ farther the Interefts of iome Forretgn Princes or States^ to 
^ Che Prejudice of the King and Scace at Hoire : All which 
^^hadendeavour'd to raife DlSctcnce$ and Difoomenrt be- 
^^ cwixc cbe King and his People, upon queftions of Preroga* 
^ tire and Liberty; to Suppreft the Purity of Religion, and 
^ fiich Men as were beft afiefted co it, as the grcareft Impc- 
'^diment to that Change which They thought to introduce ; 
^^tocherifli and maintain chofe Opinions in Religion, which 
^'brought Ours nearcft and mo(t agreeable to the Papifts; 
^^and to continue, mulrtply, and eniurge the Diiierences be- 
^^tween the Prbteftants thenofelTes, diftinguiihing between 
^ Proteftants and Pnritsns, by introducing and councenandng 
<^fuch Opinions and Cerenxmies, as were fittcft for accom* 
c'modation with Popery ; that fo, ofPi^pifts, Arminians, and 
'^ Libertiifcs, They might compofe a Body, fit to aft fuch 
^^Counfels and Refblutions, as were moft condudble ro 
^ their Own Ends : And laftiv, to render the King DiC^ScGt^ 
^^ ed to Parliaments, by Slanders and FaUe Inaputations, and 
*^(o puttine Him trpon other ways of Supply, as of more ad- 
^^ Tantage than the ordinary courfe of Subfidies, which brought 
<< infinite Lots to the King and People, and cuifed the Di* 
^ ftraftions that enfued. 

They renoember'd *^ the Breach of the Parliament at Oar- 
^fird in the firil year of his Majefty's Reign j and reproacb'd 
«< him with the Fruidefs Voyage to Or^, at his firft coming 
** to the Crown ; the Lofs of P$eMj by firft Supprefling 
^< Their Fleet with his Own Royal Ships , by which the 
<< Proreftant Religicm in Fnmee infinitely SuflFcr'd ; the making 
^< a War with Prsmce precipitately , and a Peace with S^^m^ 
^^ without Their Confent, and fo deferting the Caufe of the 
*^Pslati»Mtei and with a Defign to bring inG^rmm Horfe, 
'< to force the Kingdom, by Violence, to Submit to fuch Arbi* 
^ trary Contributions, as fliould be required of them. 

They remembered him ''of Charging the Kingdona by 
^ Billetting of Soldiers, and by raifing of Coat and Condmft 
*' Money for thofe Soldiers, in the Second and Third years 
'' of his Reign ; of his Diflolving the Parliament, in bis Se- 
'^cond year, after Their Declaration of an intent to grant 
^Five Subfidies; and the exading thofe Five Subfides after- 
'' wards by a Commiffion of Loan y upon the refofal whereof, 
^' divers Gendemen were Imprifon'd, whereof fome Died, 
^by the Difeafes they contracted in that Imprifonment ; ot 
'* great Sums railed by Privy-Seals ; aiul of an attempt to (ct 
" the Excife on foot. 

They remember'd ^' the Diflblurion of the P^liament in 
^ the Founh year of bis Reign, and the Untrue and Scanda- 
^ lous Declarations ihercopon ; the Imprifoning divers Mem- 

i^bers 
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*bers of that Parliament after the DiOblution, and detainiag 
^ them dole Prifimen for Words fpoken in Paliaroeot, Sen- 
** tenctng and Fining them for thoie Words ; One of which 
** Died m Prifoo for want of ordinary refrefliment^ whofis 
'^Bksod (They kid ) ftUlcrv'd for Vengeance. 

TflET repioacfa'd his Majefty ^'wich Injufticey Oppref- 
<^ fioo, and Violence, which, after the Breaking of that Farlia- 
^ moit, broke in upon them, without any reftraint or modc- 
'^ ration ; with the great Sums of Money He had ex&ded 
^throoghoutthe Kingdom for de&uk of Knighthood, in the 
^ Fourtli year of his Reign ; with the receiving Tonnage and 
^Poundaee, from the death of Kioff7Mr#f; and railing the 
" Book of Rates, and laying New unpofitioDS upon Trade ^ 
^widi the Enlargement of Forrefti, aM Coropofirionsthere* 
^^upon ; the inpoffing Gun- powder, and fufiering none to 
*^ tAiy ic without Lfonce; with all the moft odious Mono- 
*^ poiiea of Soap, Wine, Salt, Leather, ScacoaL and the reft 
(whidi had bcm granted from his Majefty's hrft coming to 
the Ciown, and feme of them before ) ^ with the new Tvx 
''of Ship- money, and the ill guarding the Seas, and leaving 
^ the Merchants naked to the violence of the T^ii/b Pirates, 
^ notwithllanding that extraordinary and extravagant Supply ; 
the Vexations upon pretence of Nutfances in Builaing, 



^ and thereupon raifing great Sums of Money for Licences to 
^' Build ; and of Depopulation, that men might pay Fines to 
''continue the fiiroe mi^meanour: with the Seizing the 
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Meichaacs Money in the Mint ; and an abominablaP 

of makii« Braft Money. Ay ^ ^/thJL if^^xi 

That repeated ^ the extravagant Ceofures of the Star«- ^^ 
Chamber^ whereby the Sub)sA had been opprefs'd, by Fines, ^ ^ 
^ Imprifoiiments, Stigmatizing, Mutilations, W hippings, Pil-^^A^^Y /J, 
" VanitMy Gags, Ccnifiniements, Banifhmenrs \ the Severe and Co^'v^ fiA^^yf ^^^"^^ 
" Ilk|al Proceedings of the Council-Table, and Odier new _>^c-4L Aa^AsMkA'S^ ^^^ 
^ercoied Judicatories ; and the Sufpenfions , Excommunica- ^yTf^^f^^t^'^'j' 
" tioo^ and Deprivations, of Learned and Pious Minifters, bv 
" the High Gomroiffion Court ; which grew to that £xce» 
" of Sharpoeft and Severity, that They iaad it was not muci^ 
^Ids than the I^mi^ Inquifition. 

Thby reprouch'd the King "with the Lituixy and Canons 
" iencteto ScHlmdy at an Attempt upon the Froceiianv Re- 
" Ugiosi ; with the Forcing that Nation to raife an Army in 
" IneirOwD Defence, and raifing an Army a^inft Them ; 
^ with the Pacification, and Bneach of that Paahcation ; that 
^ HecalTd a Parliament after, in hope to Corrupt it, and 
^ make it Countenance the War with Scatkmd ^ which when 
^'Hefoifod icwonld Not do, heDiflbiv'd it, and then com** 
'^oiitml Mm^ben to prifon j and oompell'd men to l«nd 

** Money 
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'* Money agiinft their wills ^ and Imprifon'd fuch ds reftifed. 

They men-ion'd "the Synod held by thcBifhops after 
**the end of the Parliament, and the Canons and Oath ma<ic 
**by them; the raifing the Armies, Here and in Ireland^ 
'^againft the^^fffx; and the liberal Collcdion and Contribu- 
"tion from the Clergy, and the Catholicks , towards that 
" War^ all the Favours that had been done to the Papifts; 
^^the Reception and En^ertainn^enr of Seignior Con^ and the 
^^Conte'Rii>zettt\ by the QiJ^cn, from Rome -^ and fome Mini- 
" fters fcnt by her Majcfty thither. 

In a word, They left not anyErrof or Misfortune in Go- 
vernment ; or any Paflionate Exe^cife of Powt^r, unmention'd, 
or unprefs'd : with ,the Sharpeft, and moft Pathetical' Exprct- 
fions to affcft the People/ that the general obfervatron of the 
Wifeft, or the particular Animcfiry of the moft'Difobiigcd, 
or ill Affcfted pcrfons, ct)Qld fuggtft, to the Difadvantagc of 
' the King, from the der,tlj of his father, to the unhappy be- 
ginning of theprcfent Parliament: 

Then They magnified their own Services: "Thftt hav- 
"ing found the Kingdom groaning under thefe Difficuhits, 
^ which ftem'd to be infupcrable, They had,' by the Divine 
*^ Providence, overcome them all; That They had abolifli'd 
*^ Ship-money , ?nd all Monopolies; and had talcen away 
" that which wjs the Root of all rhofc Evils, the Arbitrary 
** Power of Taxing the Subject, pretended to be in the King : 
^ That the Living Grievances, the Evil CounfeHors, were ib 
^'gueirdj by the Jufticc done on the Earl of Strafford ^ the 
^* Flight of the Lord Vinch^ and Secretary WMd^ank ; the 
" Accufation and Iiftprifonmcnt of the Arch-Biihop of c#»- ^ 
^^terhury^ and other Delinquents; that it was not like toxhtlk 
" only an Eafe to the prefent Times, but a Prefervaiion to the 
** Future. • • ■ • 

They reckoned up ** a!! the Good Laws, and the Benefit 
•* the People received by thofc Laws ; (poke of many Good 
* "Dcfigns They had, for the Benefit of the Kingdom: Bur 
then Complain'd, *'of Oppofitions, and Obftruftion?, and 
**DifBcuIttes, with which They were encounter'd, and which 
** ftill Jay in their Way, with feme ftrenpth, and much ob- 
**ftinacy ; That there was a Malignant P»rty took- h€tf rt? a- 
•*gain, that Preferr'd feme of their own Agents and Fbftort", 
^*to Degrees of Honour, and to Places ofTrufl'an'd Eftnp!oy- 
*'ment. That They had cntleavour'd to work in hisMajefly 
" ill Imprcflions and Opinions of Tlieir Pi ocecdings ; as if 
" They had done altogether Their Own Work, ' and not His; 
^ and had obtain'd many things from him Prejudldial ro the 
** Crown, in refpedl of Prerogative, and • ProHt. To wipe 
'^ out which Slander^ They declared^ ali They^had^otx? way 
* ^ ' 4 «foc 
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*^ for his Mtjefty) his Greaffttfe, Honoar/and Support : That, 
** when They gave five and twenty {hocifaQd pounds a Month, 
'^ for che relief of the NorChern Couhcies^ in the fupport of 
^' the Scmifb Army, It was given «$ the King, for chac He 
''was bound to Proced his Subjtdls^ and that, when They 
'' undertook the charge of the Army) which ccft' above fifc^ 
"^ tfaoaiiuid pottnds a Month, It m^ given to theKingy for 
^ that it was his Majefty's Army, and the Cominanders and 
'^ Soldiers under conti^A with Him ^ and that, v^n ThC^

Then They negligently and perfundoril/ pa&'d over his 
Majefty's Graces and Favours ;'^a6beiog little more than in 

*'JuflScc He was obliged to'grinti; ' and of no confidcrable ^^ • ^ / A7 e 

"Lofe and Damage to Himfeif : and promifed the good Veo-^Cy Ura^ Aor ^*^^A^ ^ 
" pie fliortiy Eafe In the matter ot Proccdions ( by which, a</^ 
'•the Debts from Parti? m6nc men, ^nd thoir Followers and x^*^ 
'' Dependents, were n6t )[ecoverable )' and fpe^ily to pais a 
*'BiJi tochatpurpofe. 

Then They inveigb'd againft the Malignant Party, " that 
" had fought to caufe Jealoufi^ between Them and. their 
'^ Brethren of ScotUjid^ and chat hftd iiich a Party of Bifhops 
'^ and Popiflv Lords in the Houfe of Vcan^ as hindered .the 
" Proceedings of divers good Bills, Pafs'd m the Commons 
" Houie, concerning fundry great Abufcs and Corruptions 
" both in Church and Stare (-^heny at that time, the Houfe 
of Peers had ottty refofed to concur with them \r\ Two. Bills, 
that, of che Proceftarion ; and, the taking away the Votes ef 
B!(hops ouc of the Houfe of Peers ) '* chat had attempted 
^'toDi&ae& and Difcontent his Majefty's late Arnnfy,. and 
'^ to bring it up againft the Parliament, and City of Lsmhm ^ 
^^ that had raifed the Rf bellion in Inland ; and , if not by V 
'^ Their Wifdom prevented , had brought the like Mtfey ' 
"and Conftifion in thtsKindom. 

Th E N They d^dared, '•That Thsy meant to haveage- 
"nenl Synods of the moft Grave, Pious, Learned, a^d J^i- 
" cious Divines, ofrhis Idand (when at that time^therewas 
fcarce one* Orthodox Divme in Diag/W io reputation with 
them) '^who, aflifled by fome from Forreign Parts, profrf- 
"fingtfae firnre Religion, (bouldconrider. of all things necef- 
"Taryfor the Peace and good Government of the Churchy 
"and prclent the refult of their Confultations to the Parlta- 
"mem, to be there allow'd and confirm'd: That They 
"would provide a oompecenc^Maint^nance for Coniciencknis 

'*and 
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^ atd Pmicbiog Mka&enL throiighauc the Kinaiom : Thftt 
<<Tbey intended co Reform tiid Purge the FoantftiiM of 
cc Learniag^ the two Unirerfides i cfaat the Screanw Bowing 
^^ fiom tbenoe might be ckur and pur e> and an Hbnoiur and 
^ Coi9ofoit CO cbe whole Land : That his Majeftv Ibould be 
^ Peckkxi'd by Both Houfes , co employ fucb Cou o feUofs, 
HEmbaffidors, and ocher Minifters, in maoigiog his bufinefs 
^ ac faomeand abroad, u the I^rltamenc have ouife to con- 
^ fide.in ; wichouc which, They could not give his Majefty 
^ fuch Sispplies for His Own fupport, or fadi Affiflanoe for 
^ << the Proceftanc Party beyond the Seas, as was dcfijced* 

Withal They declared, *^Thac the Onnmons might 
^ hrrc cauft, often, Juftly to take Exceptions at Corns Men 
^< for being Counfellors, apd yet not charge thofe Men with 
^^ Crimes ; for that there are grounds of Diffidence, whidi 
^4ye not in Proof; and others, which though they may be 
^^ rroYed, yet are not Legally Criminal ; as to be a known 
^ Favourer of Papifts ; or to have been very forward in De- 
^fending or Countenancing fome great OfiedderR,qaeftion'd 
^^ in Parlument ; or co fpeak Contemptuoufly of Either Houfe 
. ^^ of Parliament or Parliamentary Proceedings ; or Such as 
<^are fufpedled to get Counfellors Places, or any other of 
^ cruft concerning Ihiblick Employment, tor Money : That 
<^ all good couries may be taken^ to Unite the two Kingdoms 
<' of B^land and Sca$lamd ; tx> be mutually aiding andaflift- 
^^ iag one another, for the Common Good of the Ifland^ and 
^' the Honour of Boch : With fome other particulars of 
thisnature^ 
Tht msyi hy I K NO w nt>t how Thofc men have already anfwer'd it to 
mhuh th€ Their Own Confciences ; or how they will anurer it, to Elim 
^^Z u'^r ^^ ^° difcern their Consciences ^ who havingafliimed their 
Tomml\ Countries Truft, and, it may be, with great Eameftoels la- 
' bour'd to procure that Truft , by their Supine Laxineft , 
Negligence, and Abfence, were the Firft Inlets co thofe In- 
uncUtioos; and b contributed to tbofe Lioenies whichbave 
overwhelm'd us. For^ by this means » a Handful of men, 
much inferior in the beginning, in number and incereft, came 
to give Laws to the Major part y and to (hew that Three Di- 
ligent perfons, are rtaUy a Greater and more. Significant mun- 
her, than Ten Unconoem'd^ Thev, by Pluramy of Voices, 
in theeod, converted or reduoed me Whole Body co Their 
opinions. It is true. Men of Aftivlcy and Faftion, in any 
defign, have many Advantages, thacaCompolbd and Sectlcd 
Council, thouch tnduftrious enough, uTuaify have not; and 
fome, that Gulant men cumoc give chemfelves leave to en- 
tertain: for, faefidea Their through oopfidcring and formtfig 
cfactr Couniels befoio tbev enoutt ikooBi Thay oomraA a 

% bablk 
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bttnc of ill Nature and Difingenuicy ncccBkry co Their afiair;, 
tfd thercmpcr of Thofe upon whom they ara to work, thac 
Libenl-minded men would not perfwade themfelves to en- 
leitain, even forthe Prevention ot all the Mifchief the Others 
bcend. And whofoever obferves the iil Arts by which 
Thefe menufed to prevail upon the People in general ^ Their 
ibfurd, ridiculous Lyii^, to win the afFcAions^ and corrupt 
die underftandings, of the Weak ^ and the bold Scandals, to 
confinn the Wilful ; the boundless Promifes They prefcntcd 
to the Ambitious ; and Their grofi, abjed Fhtteries , and 
Applications, to the Vulnr-fpiritecL would hardly give him- 
fclf leave to ufe thofe Wcaptms^ for the Prefervation of (he 
Three Kingdoibs. 

Ths King had at that time a greater Difadvantagis (beGdes 
the concurrence of ill and extraordinary accidents ) than Him- 
leif, or any of his Progenitors, had ever had before ; having no 
Servant of the Houfe of Commons, of Intcreft, Ability, and 
Repatatkm, «nd of Faithfulnefs and Aftfiion to his Service : 
S' TUmt^ J^rrnjn^ who was very Honeft to him, and of good 
Abilities, "through his indifpofition of health, and trouble of 
mind for his S^'s misfortune, having left the tioufe, and 
the Court, and being retired into the Country : and S' liarrjf 
Vmu ( who was the other only Privy- Counlellor ) having 
ODmmitted thofe Faults to the King, he knew could not be 
forgiven ; and thofe Faults to the Country, could not be for- 
l^en ^ gsve htmfelf entirely to the difpofition of the new 
Maften: and M' Sshtt-John^ who at the b^inning was made 
Sollicicof General ; and thereby , had obliged himfelf by a 
particiilir Oath, ^ to Defend his Majefty's Righti; and in no . 
** cafe to beof Counfd, or give Advice, to tha Prejudice of 
** the King, and the Crown ; was the dhieflnftrument, to 
Deviie and Contrive all the Propofitions, and Afis of Undu- 
rifiilnefs towards him. So that, whilft Thefe men, and their 
Confons, with the greateft deliberation, confulced , and dif^ 
pofcd themfelves to compafs Confufion: They, who out of 
the moft abftraded Senfe of Loyalty to the King, and Duty 
to their Country, fever'd from any relations to the King's 
fervice, or hopes from the Court, prcferv*d their own Inno- 
oeiiee, andendeavour'd to uphold the good old frame ofGo« 
^erament , receiv'cf neither countenance nor conduA fron^ 
Thofe who were natutally to have taken care of that province.' 
Andfure, the Raging and Panatick Diftemper of the Houfe 
of CommoDtf (to which all other diftempers are to be iq^- 
pQted ) muft moft properly be atuibuteo y to the Want of" 
audi good Miaifters en the Crown in that Aflembly, as be- 
ing Unaw'd by any Guilt of their Gwo^ could have watch'd 
Other wafn ; and inform'd « encouraged , and influenced, 
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ThoGs, who ftood well inclined to the PubJick Peaces 
T o which purpofe, if chat Stratagem ( thoueh none of 
the beft ) of winning men by Places, had be^ prafttfed^ affixm 
as the refolution was taken at Tori to call a Parliament ( in 
which, it was apparent, dangerous attempts would be made ; 
and that the Court could not be ablq to refift thoie attempts) 
and if M^ Py^^ M^ Hamhdm^ and Mr HoUis, had been then 
Preferred, with M' Sdmt-Jokm ^ before they were defperacely 
embark'd in their defperate defigoi ; and had Innocence e» 
nough about them, to trufl the King, and be trufted by Um ; 
having yet contracted no Perfonal auimofities againft him : it 
is very poffible, that They might either have been made In- 
ftruments to have done good Service ; or at leaft been re- 
ftrain'd, from endeavouring to Subvert the Roval Building, 
for fupporting whereof They had been placed as priodpal 
FiUars. 

But the Rule the King gave himfelf { vcri rei^nable at 
any other time ) that They Iliould Firft do Service^ and corn- 
pals this or that thing for him, before they Ihould receive Fa- 
vour, was Then very unfeafonable : iinoe, befides that They 
could not in truth do him that Service without the qualifi- 
cation, it could not be expefied They would deiert thatSde, 
by the Power of which They were iure to make thcxnielves 
confiderablc, without an unqueftionable mark of intereft in 
the Other, by which They were to keep up their Power and 
Reputation : and fo, whilft the King expe&od They flxxild 
manifeft their inclinations to His Service, by their Temper 
and Moderation in thofe Proceedings that moft ofiendcd 
him \ and They endeavoured, by doing all the Hurt they 
could , to make evident the Power They had to do him 
Good; He grew fo far Difobliged, and provoked, that be 
could not in Honour Gratify them ; and They fo Obooxious, 
and Guilty, that they could not think themfelves Secure in 
his Favour: and thence, according to the Policy and Method 
of Injuftice, continued to Oppreft that Power They had In- 
jured ; and to raife a Security for Themfelves, by Difabliog 
the Kmg to queftion their tran&refliions. 
timKjVi Notwithstanding all thefe Contrivances to Lef-

mm Mt •/ City of LmUn made great Preparations to receive the King. 
scocbnd, Goumeyy then Lord Mayor, was a man of Wifdom,and Cour* 
Wof. »;. jige , and exprcfs*d great Indiogation , to fee the City fo 
Corrupted, bv the ill artifices of Fadiousperfons ; and there- 
fore attended upon his Majefty , at his entrance into the 
City , with all the Luftre and good Countenanoe it ooukl 
&ew s a^d ^ great profeiCoiy ofDuty, as ic could floake, or 
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the King expcA. And on Thurfitay^ the Five and TWlmtieth 
of Ikvemiery the King encred into Jjtndon-y reoeiv'd with 
the gretteft acdainacions of Joy, chat had been known upcfl 
anyoccafioo ; and after a moft magnificent Entertainment, by 
Srfifrfwiii/GMrr»7 Lord Mayor, at the Guild-Hill ; where the 
Kti^ (^en. Prince, and the whole Court, of Lords and 
lidies,* were Feafted ; hit Majeft v was attended by the whole 
City to Wbte-nAy where he lodg'd that night ; and the Earl 
of Ejfix refign'd his Commiffion, of General on this fide 
Tfnt ^ wUch had been granted for the Security of theKing^ 
dom, at his Majefty's going into the North. 

The next day, the King went to Hamptm'^Mrt; and '^'' ^- ^«^< 
aflooo as became thither, took away the Seals from S' *3sry?||Jj[^^ 
Vine { havfaig before taken away his ScafFof Treafurer of rbcsttntMrj if 
HooQiokl from him, and conferred it upon the Lord Savik^ inA^M. 
lieaof the Pre(identfliip of the North ; which he was to have 
had, if Both Houfes had not delared that Commiffion to be 
illegal ) ttid appointed the Guards, that were kept at tfijl* 
mMn for the Security of the two Houfes^ ever fince the 
l^cwsodtof Sc&fUnJy to bedifmifs'd; and (nortly after pub^ 
iilh'd a Proclamation, ''for Obedience to be given to the Laws 
'^ d{jd>lilh'd, for the ezercife of Religion. 

These proceedings of his Majefty, much troubled the^^A///«s 
Managers in the Houle ; and the Entertainment given to him l^f'""^ ^ 
by the City of LmJon , in which Their entire conRdenceJ^^JI^^'^ 
was, mudi dcjefied them 9 and made them apprehend, theirfi[» jer»«jM ] 
Friends There were not fo Powerfol as They expcdled :yi»-«w, «« ' 
However, They fcem*d to abate nothing of their mcttal^ and^^^""^ '* 
ftionJy after his return , refolv'd to prefent Their Remon- ^'^ '*'**'** 
ftrance, lately framed, to him, together wich a Petition ^ in 
which, They complain'd " of a Malignant Party, which pre- 
^vail'd fo&r, as to bring divers of Their Inftrumcnts to be 
* of his Privy-Council ; sikI in other employments of truft 
" and ncaraeJs about his Majefty , the Prince, and the reft 
"of his Children : to which Malignant Party, amongft other 
** wickedneft. They imputed the Infurrcftion of the Fapito in 7^ 
^IrtUmd^ and therefore, for the Supprefling chat Wicked and 
*' Malignant Party, They bcfought his Majefty, that He would 
"concur wkh his People, in a Parliamentary way, for the 
**depriving the Bifhopa of their Votes in Parliament f whca 
at that time the Bill to that purpofe had not pafs'd the Houfe 
of Peers) **and abridging Their immoderate power over the 
**Clcrgyj and for the removing unneceffiry Ceremonies, by 
*' whkh divers weak Confciences had been fcrupled ; That 
" He would remove from his Council Such Perfons, as per- 
"fifted to favour any of thofe Prcflures wherewith the Peo 
"piehid been 6fic^'<Ji *"<i **^ He would for thc.fwiirtf 
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^^ employ Such perlbns in the PUblick af&irs^ aod cake Such 
'^to be near him in Placses of tru&y u Kis Pariiacteoc . might 
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^'have caufe (o confide in ; and chat He would reJeA^ and 
** refufe, all mediarion and follicitacion to the contrary, how 
'^ powerful and near focvcr ; Thac He would forbear to alie- 
*^ nace any of the Forfeited Efcheated Lands in IreUud^ which 
^ fiK>uld aocrew to the Crown by reafon of this Rebellion. 
^ Which Defires of Theirs being gracioufly fulAli'd by his 
*^ Majefty ( They faid ) They would apply themfelves to fucfa 
^ Courfes and Counfels, as ihould fupporc his Royal Eftat^ 
^ with Honour and Plenty at home, with Power and Repu* 
^ tation abroad ^ and by Their Loyal Afiedions and Str- 
^^ vice^ lay a fure and lafting foundation of the Greatoeis and 
^ Prosperity of his Majefty, and his Royal Poftericy in fu* 
^ ture times. 

This Petition, together with the Remonflrance, was|x^e-- 
lenced at Hmptm-Coitrty on the Firft day of Deamher ; and 
within few days after, t^h the Petition and Remonflrance 
were by Order Prioted'jhiod with great induftry Publtfh'd 
. throughout the Kingdom. Albeit the King, at the receipt 
thereof, defined them not to publifli cither, till He ihould 
fend his Anfwer : which he did fliorcly after, expreffiog ; 
1k»iQin£i <<How (enfib)e He was of thatDifrefpedl ^ reprehending 
-M^,*f' ** them for the Unparliamentarinefs of their Remooft ranee in 
rti ut*unt.u, p^inj . whereof (He faid ; "He would refervc to himfelf 
^^ to take fuch courie, as He fliould chink fit , in Prudence 
^' and Honour. But to their Petition, He told them, ^^ Thac 
^^ if They would make that Wicked and Malignant Parry, 
^'wherectt'they complain'd, known to his Majefty, He would 
'^ be as ready to Supprefs and Punifli it, as Tiiey could Be to 
^' Complain ; That by thofe CounfeUors whom He had ex- 
^^pofed to Trial, He had given fufficient teftimony, that there 
^ was no man fo near him, in place or afieftion, whom he 
^ would not leave to the Juftice of the Law, if They flbouid 
*' bring fufficient Proofs, and a particular Charge agatnft him ;

At this time, the diligence and dexterity of the Lord 
Mayor, cuifed an AddreA to be prepared to his Majefty,from 
die Court of Aldermen ; which was fentby the twoSherifis, 
and two odiors of that Body ; by which, *^ his Majefty was 
^humbly defired to Refide at Whitt-lM : which angred the 
Governing Party, as much as their kind reception had done. 
The Petition was gracioufly received ; all the Aldermen 
Koighred : and the Q>urt, within a day or two, removed to 

T H£ Letters out of IrtUmi were very importunate for Re- u<ipii>i •» 
lief, of Men, Money, and ProviGoos j the Rebels very much iwl«ftd* 
increafing and taking Courage, from the Qow proceeding here 
for dieir Suppreffion : which indeed was not advanced equal 
to Mens expe&tioos ; though the King, upon his firft com- 
ing to the Houies after his return &6m Sc^tUndy with great 
carneftnds recommended it to them.

Titt pream^ T H I s dodtrinc was new to the Lords, and contrary to the

ff^cLT ^^^ Prefervation of his own Subjcfis, and Afliftance erf his 
i^'iz/rx^ Allies; which in msny cafes He was bound to yield. And 
4tpted tf. the Acturnev Gcnirral cook the Courage, ^^ to defire the Lords 
jatnfftn f-s He flioiild often have done in other cafes) ** that He 
l''J/r;' '' ^''&^^ be heard, on the King's behalf, before They conr 
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''feilted to a Qaare Co Prejudicial to the King's Prerogative. 
This nece&ry ftop was no fooner made, than the Com* 
mons laid aiide the Confiderarion of Ireland ; order'd tbiir 
Committee, *'to meet no more about chat bufinefii: the Le- 
vies which were then making of Voluntiers, ftood (till y and 
Tbey declared, ^ that the Lofs of Ireland muft be imputed to yr 
"the Lords. On the other fide, the Lords tck) well underftood ^ 
that Logick, to be moved by it ; and were rather fenfible of 
the ixKX>nveniencies They had iacurr'd, by their former 
Compliance, than inclined to repeat the Ame Error. 
I N the mean time. Letters came every day from Irelandy 

GQioQately bemoaning Their Condition ; and multitudes of 
en. Women, and Children, who we^e defpoii'd of their 
Eftates, and forced into this Kingdom for want of Bread, 
Ipokc more lamentably than the Letters. In this ftrait, tbey 
knew HOC what to do ^ for whatever difcourie they ploUed 
themielyes with, concerning the Lords, it was evident the

^ undoubted Prerogative, to avoid forther Debate, to ofier,

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jtm Ki^f ^Hicn advice l^is Majefty foUow'd; and con^off to die 
;ii«j if m Houfe faid the very Words he had propofed to Him. But no v 
frs{h€t. Their bufiocfs was done ( which truly, I think, no other 
7ht urii ^^ could have been cooQpais'd^ the divided Lords and Com- 
4Huf ctm- tnons prefently Unite themfelves, in a Petition to the l^ingy 
fiN|»/if«ff/4r««ackn6wledging his Royal Favour and Protedion to be a 
^Hh^J ^ P^^ BleDSne and Security to ThciD, for the enjoying and 
^^iJIm^^ pTeCerviog aff thofe private aqd publick Liberties and Pri- 
tf^ffyv^ff ^ vileges which belong unto them ; and whenfbever any of 
^^"X* ^' thole Liberties or Privilege$ {houtd be invaded, Tbe^ 
^^ were bound* with humility and confidence, to refort to his 
** Princely Juftice for Rcdrefs and Satisfaflion ; becaufc the 
^^ Rights and Privileges of Parliament, were the Birth-right 
** and Inheritance, notonly ofThemfclves, but of the whole 
^' Kingdom, wherein every one of his Subjedb was interefs'd :

HowEHTEJu for all this, and the better, it may be, fo» 
all this ^ the King, upon nis arrival at White^Hdul^ found 
boch his Hooies of Parliament of a much better Temper 
than diey bad been ^ Maov having great indignation, to iee 
his MajdEty k> ill treated by his own Servants, and Thofe, 
who were moft obliged toms Bounty and Magnificence; and 
likewiie to difoern, bow much Ambition and Private Inrereft, 
was c^ver'd under Publick Pretences. They who were in 
(rath Zealous for the Prefervation of the Laws, the Reli* 
Eton, and true Intereft of the Nation, were foUicitous to 
Preferve the King's Honour from any indignity, and his Re« 
gal Power from violation ^ and fo always oppofed Thofe who 
intrenched upon either, and who ooiild compafi their eoda 
by no odier means than by tramplinft upon both. So that, 
in truth, thac which was caird the King's Party, in both 
Houfes, was made up of Perfons who were Strangers, or 
without any Obligation, to the Court ; of the bdft Fortunes, 
and the bcft Reputation, in their feveral Countries where 
they were kpown ; as having always appeared very Zealous in 
the maintmaiire of their juit Rights, and Oppoied, as much 
as in them lay, all illegal and grievous Impoutioos : whilft 
His own Privy-Counal (two or three only excepted) and 
much the greater number of all his own Servants, either pub^ 
lickiy Oppofed, or privately Beti^y'd Him ^ and fo much the 
inoie virulently abhorrV all Thofe who now appear'd to 
carry on His Service, becaufe they prefumed to undertake, at 
leaft endeavour (for they undertook nothing, nor look'd 
ihr any Tbanks for their labour ) to do that which Them- 
felves ooghc to have done ^ and fo They were upon this dif-. 
advantage , that whenever They prefs'd any tning in the 
Hode, which feem'd immediately to advance the King's 
Power and Authoritv, fome of the King's Council, or his 
Servants, moft oppoied it, under the notion '^of being Vre- 
*' judicial to the King's Intereft : whilft they who had ufed 
to govern astd impoTe upon the Houfe, made a (Iiew of be*P

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ing more modeft, tnd yet were tnore infeknt; tnd endet- 

VMr'd, by-fecting new Counfeb on foot, to entangle, and 

cngag^ and indeed over-mch the Hoofe; by cozening them 

into Opinions which inight' hereafter be^appUcable to their 

Eadu^ rtther than to purfue their old Deughs , in hope to 

iSbKtiri in the end a Succe& by their Authority. The Iv^ht 

of the Remonftrance had' humbled them in that point : and 

Spom that time,' They rather contriv'd ways to Siknoe thofe 

who oppoftd them ^ by traducing them abroad, or caking 

advantage a^inft them in the Houfe, for any Expreflfona 

they ui3 in Debate whidi might be mifMnterpreted : and ib 

calling them to the Bar, or committing them to theTower : 

which did in truth (hike fiich a Tetrour into the minds of 

many, that they foibore to come to the Houfe, radier than 

expofe themfelves to many uneafinefles there. 

^ Pf^/4/ There was at that time, or thereabout, a Debate ftaned 

't^'cmmlr^ the Houfe, as if by meer chance, which produced many 

^^"^[^^ Inconveniences after; and, if there had not oeen too many

The Houfe kept a long Silence after the motion, the 
newnefsof it amufing rooft Men, and few in truth underhand- 
ing the meaning of it j until one and another of the Mem- 
bers, who were leaft taken notice of, feeming to be moved by 
the weight of what had been fatd, enlargra upon the lame 
Argument: and in the end it was propofed, ^ xhataOxn- 
^^mictee might be appointed, to conflder of the prefeot State 
**of the Militia, and the Power of it ; and to prepare fuch a 
**Bill for the Settling it, as might provide for the Pubiick 
** Peace, and for the SupprefTing any Forreign Enemy, or 
**Domcftick Infurredlion.

This nve them no SatisfaAion in the Change, fioce it 
had no letarence to Their Recommendation ; which They

might aSsr them ; and that doing Hurt, being as defirable a de- 
gree of Power, to fome men, u doing Good, and likely togain 
chem more Profelytes* They had Marr'd a man, though They 
oookl noc Nfake one. And without doubt, it was of great Difad* 
vantage to the King, that That Couniel had not been form'd 
with fiidi deliboration, that there would need no alteration ; 
which could not be made, without a kind of Recognition.

'^Popifli Lords, and other eminent and dangerous Papifts, in 
'^ all the parts of the Kingdom, might be looked unto, and 
** Secured ; the Laws againft Priefts and Jefuits folly executed ; 
" and the Prckcy rooted up : That fo the work of Reforma- 
*' tion might be profperouily carried on ; Their difhaftiog 
"Fears remov'd; that the freedom of Commerce anrl Trade 
"might pafs on more chearfolly, for the encouragement of 
** the Petitioners, &c. 

This, and fuch fluff, being Printed, and fcatter'd a mon^flr 
the People; Multitudes of mean perfons flocked to Wtftmin* 

/rr-Hall, 
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jfcT'Hall^ and about the Lor^ls Houfe ^ cryingas tfaf y went up

I Said before, that upon the King's return from Scat'.^"''Cmmmi 
lamdyUcd^dMgf^ the Guards, that attended upon tlieHoufes. '"'^^^'^ 
Wbereupon^ the Houfe of Commons if for the Lords refuiMS^^*^* 
to Jain with them ) PetitionVi the King ^ in regard of the 
'* fears Thev had of ibme .Dcflgn frpm the Papifts , that 
^ They might continue fuch a Guard about them as They 
" thought fit. 

To which His Majcfty ahrwcr'd , ^«That Hewfu ooofi-ittM4j«/^v 
" dene they had no juft cauie of Fear ^ and that They were at *^P^^ 

Safey as Hiaifelf and his Children : but, fince They did 

avow fuch an apprehenfion of Danger, that He would ap- 
^' point a fu£5cient Guard for them. And thereupon, di- 
rcoed the Train-bands of Weftmmjier and Mtddkfix ( which 
coiufiftedcf themoft fubftantial Houiholders, and were under 
known Officers ) in fit numbers to attend. 

This Securitv was not liked ; and it was ask^d^ ^^m 
cuBoJkt ^fis Cujhdes — ? And when the diforderiy RaSle, 
fpoke of now, &ft came down. They refifted them, and woida 
nor iiifier them to difturb the Houfes ; and Some of them, 
with great rudeneTs, prcfSng to the door of the Houfe of 
Peers, their Lordihips appointed the Guards to be call'd up 
to remove them ^ and the Earl of Dor fit y being then Lord 
Lieutenant of Mddlefix (the Crowd oppreffing him, and re* 
fbiing to leave the Room ) in fome Pa(]Son, caird upon the 
Guard ^^ to give Fire upon them^ whereupon, the Rabble 
Frighted, left the place, and hafted away. 

T a c Houfe of Commons , incenled that Their Friends 
(houldbefo ufed, much Inveighed againft the Earl ofDorfit-^ 
and talk'd , ^ of Accuiing him of High Treafon ^^ at leaft, 
'' of drawing up ibme Inipeachment sgainft him ^ for fome 
Judgement he had been Party to, in the Star-Chamber, or 
Council-Table : and fo, giving thcfe hints of Their Difplea- 
ihre y that He might have the more care how he carried 
himfelf ; They concluded, that fince They could not have 
fuch A Guard as pleafed Them, They would have None at 
all : and fo fent to the Lords *' for the Difcharge of the 
^ Train-bands that attended : who willingly confented to it } 
and it was done accordingly : The Houfe of Commons de« 
daring ^ That it (hould be Lawful^ for every Nfember to 
^' bring his own Servant, to attend ac the door, Arm'd with 
♦' fiich Wcapofns as They thought fit. 

It was quickly underilood abroad, that the Commons a<'«4ir«. 
liked well the Vtfts of their Neighbours : So that the People ^^''^"^ 
aflembkd in greater Numbers dun before, about the Houfe ^1^"^'^ 
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of Pecifs ; calling ftill out with one Voice, N(» ^ifbtps^ T^ 
VofV^ Unrds ; Crowded and Afironted fuch l,drc^ as came 
near them, who They knew afie^ted not their ends^* calling 
XbtmRottem-harteJ Lords. 

Hereuijdn, the Hoafe df Peers defired a Conference 
wfth the Commons: at which, They comphiid'd lof thofe 
Tumults ; and told them: <^ That fuch Diforders would be an 
^ Imputation upon the Parliament, and make it be doubted 
^ Whether diey had Freedom ; dnd fo might happily become a 
^' BlemiQ) to thofe m»ny good Laws They had already Pafs'd, 
^ as well as Prevent the maicing more ; atid therefore defired 
•* them, that They would, for t£b Dignity of Parliaments, join 
^ with Them in a Dcclaratidn, for the Siipprcfliiig fuch Tu- 
^mults. This was reported to the Commons j and as foon 
laid afide , ^' for the nandling of other matters of more im* 
** poftancfe. 

T H £ Tumults continued : • and their Tnfolencies increased ; 
infomucb, as many Diflbiute and Prophane People, went into 
' the Abby at Wkfimmfitry and would have pull'd down the Or- 
gans, and fome Ornaments of the Church ; but being re- 
fitted, and by force driven out, They threatned, "They 
^^ would come with greater numbers, and pull down the 
^ Church. 

H E R fi t; p o N, the Lords fend again to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to join with them in their Declaration ; and many Mem- 
bers of thatHouie complained, *'that they could not come 
*' with fafety to the Houfc^ and that fome of them had been 
^ affiulced , and very ill cnrcrrain'd, by thofe People that 
^^ crowded about the door. But this Conference could not be 
procured ; the Debate being ttilt put oflF to fome other time ^ 
after feveral Speeches had fc^en made injuttification of them, 
and Commendation of their afFedions: Some faying, ^^They 
^ muft not Difcourage their Friends, This being a time They 
^ muft make ufe <» All friends \ Mr Vym himfelf fiiying, 
^ God forbid die Houfe of Commons fhould proceed, in any 
^ way, to Diihearten people to obtain their Juft Ddfires in 
^ Such a way. 
T6# iMii I H the end, the Lords required the advice of the Jiidm, 
difOk ti mit ^ what courfe was Legally to be aken, to Suppress and Pre- 
'•*• 4M "vent thofe Diforders; and thereupon, direfted the Loid 
ZJ^JS^ Keeper of the Great Seal, «' to iflue out a Writ, upon the Sta- 
^^tute of Kwihamftmy to the Sheriff and Juftices. to impoint 
" ftrong Watches in fuch places as They judg'd mo(t con- 
" venient, to hinder that unlawful conflux of People to Wef^ 
^ mmSir^ to the diihirbance of Their confiritations. Which 
Writ iffiiing accordingly, the Tuftices of the ftace, in obedt- 
€i9oe cberevnt99 appointed ae Coaftables to Attend at the 

f Water 
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Wicer fide, and places near about Wepmlnfier^ with good 
Watches, to hinder that Tumultuous reibrc. 

Thi3 was no fboner done, than the Conftables were fent 7v/f«i^^ 
for, by the Houfe of Commons, and afcer the view of their c*nim»n$ 
Warrants, required to Difcharge their Watches. And then <*/<^**ic« 
6c Juftices were convened, and examined ^ and albeit it ap- ***"•' 
pear'dy that what They had done was in purfuance of a Legal 
Writ, direded to them under the Great Seal di England^ by 
the advice of the Lords in Parliament, without fo much as 
conferring with the Lords upon that A A of Theirs, the fetcing 
fuch a Watch, was voted to be ^' a Breach of Privilege : and 
one of the Juftices of the Peace, who according to his Oath 
had executed that Writ, was committed to the Tower for 
thatoffinoe. 

Upon this encouragement, all the Fadious and Schifma* 
tical People about die City and Suburbs, aflembled themfelvcs 
toged\erwith great licence; and would frequently, as well 
in the night as the day, convene themfelves, by the found of 
a BeU^ or other token , in the Fields, or fomc convenient 
place, to confulr, and receive Orders from Thofe by whom 
they were to be difpofed. Ameetingof thiskind being about 
the time we fpetk of in Soutbvutrky in a place where their 
Arms and Magazine for thatBurrough was kept; the Conda- 
ble, being a fo^ man, and known to be an Enemy to thofe 
ads of Sedition, went among them, to obferve what they did y 
be was no fooner efpied, but he was reproached with difdain* 
foi wcM'ds, beaten, and dragg'd, in fo barbarous a manner, 
that he hardly efcaped with his life. Complaint was made lo 
the next Juftices ; and Oath of the Truth of the complaint 
made ; whereupon, a Writ was direded to the Sheriff, to 
ifflpamiel a Jury according to Law, for the inquifition, and exa« 
minadoa ot that Riot. 

This wascompIainM ofin the Houfe of Commons, as an 
aft that conoemM Their Privileges j for that it was pretend- 
ed, ^^ThsLtTDCtrxogmSontlywark had been made by godly and 
^ weD afieAed men, only to draw up and prepare a Petition 
'^ againft Bifiiops ; and that the Conftable, being a Friend 
^to Blfliops^ came amongftthem to crofs them, andtohin* 
*'der men from Sabfcribing that whoUbm Petition. Upon 
this difcourle, without any further examination, an Order was 
made bv that Houfe, *'That the Undcr-ShcriflT of Surrey 
^Ibottla bcenjoin'd, not to fufierany Proceedings to be made 
'^uponanylnquifition, that might concern any perf()ns who 
'^ met together to Subfcribe a petition to be preferred to'thaC 
« Houfe. 

Br this, and other means, all obftacles of the Law being re^* 
mov'd, and the People taught a way to aOemble Lawfully 
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together, in how Tumultuouf a manner (bever, and the Cbrj/f^ 
mas Holy-davs giving more leave and licence to all Idnd of 
People, (heC^oncourfe grew more numerous about Jl^^/?»m. 
thf Tumults fter ^ the Rabble fometunes , in their pai&ge between the 
l!!''^^*' City and Wefiimnfier^ making a (land before WbHe-HdJl^ and 
iHjrl-i**' crying out • No Bifbaft, No Bj/hops^ No Pof^Lordsy would 
WcOmin' fay aloud, ^^ That They would have no more Porter9 Lodge, 
it«r. <c but would Speak with the King when They pleafed : and 

when They came near the two Houfes, took Papers out of 
their Pockets, and getting upon Ibme place higher than the 
reft, would Head the h^mes of feveral perfons \ under the 
Title of Difi^eSed Members of the Houji ofcommems j and 
caird many Lords, Falje» Evil, and RottewtearteJ Lcrds, But 
Their Rage and Fury againft the Biihops grew fo high, that 
They threatened to PuU down their Lpdeings where they lay ; 
ofierM to Force the Doors of the Abby at JVefimm/ler , 
which were kept Lock'd many days, and defended by a con- 
tinual Guard within ^ and Aluultcd the Perfons of foroe of 
the Bifliops in their Coaches^ and laid hands on the Arch- 
B\tt)OD otTorky in that manner, that, if he had not been fea* 
ronabJy refcued, it was believ'd They wpuld have Murdered 
vfTbtrgutn him : So that all the Bifliops, and many other Members, of 
^Lp\\nd ^^^ Houfcs , withdrew tnemfelves from attending in the 
msmj0fhih Houfes, out of a real apprehenfion of endangering then* Uves. 
Hnfts wth. These Iniurredtions by this means were fo Countenanced, 
drew ffi^m that no induftry or dexterity of the Lord Mayor of Umdom^ 
\t^l S' Bichard Goumey , couki give any Check to them j but 
'^ ' inftead thereof, Himfelf (with great and verjr notable courage 
Oppofmg all Their Fanatick humours, both in the Court of 
Aldermen and at the Common Council ) grew to be reckon'd 
in the Firft Form of the Malspsastts ( which was the term 
They impofed upon all ThoTe They meant to render Odious 
to the People ) infomuch^as His Houfe was no left threatned 
and difquieted by the Tumults, than the Houfc of Lords : 
and when He apprehended foroe of Thofe who were moft 
notorious in the Riot, and conunitted them to the cuftody of 
Boch the Sheriffi of London in Perfon to be carried to Ntvy- 
gate. They were, by the power and ftrength of their Compa- 
nions, Refcued from Them in cbeafJUe, and theTwoShe- 
ri3^ compelled to Shift for their own fafety. And when it 
was of&r'd to be proved by a Member in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, That the Wife of Captain yews ( having received a 
Lecter from Her Husband to that purpofe ) who was one of 
>, y ^the Citizens that ferved for London^ and was known Him* 

^<l:(Sl /^X- *f^4^^ ^^^f to lead thofe men, that came Tumultuoufly down to 
CCt^-. V/-ofv / Wefimmfier, and White^Hall, at the time of the Puffing the Bill

vr^//' ^ , Soliidtcd 
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SoUidtti) many People to go down with their Arms to 1^- 
mmfhty upon a day ( that was named ) when She ikid, her 
Husbiod had fent her word, that in the Houfe of Commons 
They were together by the Ears, and that the worfer Party 
wii liie to get the better of the good Party ^ and therefore 
ber Husband defiredhis Friends tocxHne with their Arms to 
WiBtMhr to help the good Party j and that thereupon ma- 
ny in a (hort time went thither : They Who dKr'd to make 
Proof of die &me, were appointed to Attend many davs; but 
Dotwitfaftandiog all the importunity that could be ufed, were 
never admitted to be HeanL 

All this time the King (who had been with great So-' 
kmotty invited by the City of J>»/0i«, and defired to make 
his Re6dence nearer to Them than Hamfton-^c^Brt ) was at 
Wbii'HtBf where, befides his ordinary Retinue, and meniat 
ServaotSy many Qfioers of the late Disbanded Army, who 
Sollidted Their remainder of Pay from the Two Houfes, 
which was fecured to Them by ASt of Parliament, and exr 
pefted feme farther imployment in the War with InUndy 
upon obfenration, and view of the Infolence of the Tumults, 
and the Dai^er , that they might poffibiy bring to the Court. Smioffimi 
o&er'd diemfelves for a Guard to his Majefty's Perfon ; and TfjP*^ ^ ,. 
were with naore Formality and Ceremony entertained by ^-'^^^ 
Him, dian upon a juft computation of all diftempers , was Hair!^' 
by many conceived Seafonable. And from thefe Officers, 
warm with indignation at the Infolenceof that vile Rabble, 
which every day pafled by the Court, firft Words of great 
Contempt, and tnen, thofe words commonly finding a Re- 
turn of equal Scorn, Blows were faflened upon fome of the 
nx)ft Pragmatical of the Crew. This was looked upon by 
the Houfe of Commons like a Levying War by the King,' 
and mudi pky exprtfled by Them, that the poor People 
Ihould be fo uled, who came to Them with Petitions ( for 
fome few of them had received fome Cuts, and Slaflies, that 
had drawn Blood ) and that made a great argument for Rein- 
forcing their Numbers. And from thofe conteflations, the ff«nc«rW' 
two Terms of MotmdHea J znd Cavaikr grew to be received '•'wj^/ 
in difcourfc, and were afterwards continued for the moft Sue- S®"?*'2r 
ciatt diftindion of affedions throughout the quarrel: They^i"^^!^^ 
who were looked upon as Servants to the King, being then 
called C0vaSers i and the other of the Rabble contemned, 
and de(pifed, under the name oiRomd-Reads. 

The (fcufe of Commons being at this time without any '^ 

Metnber, who having Relation to the King's Service, would 
ezpreft any 2^ for it, and could take upon him to fa;y to' 
others, whom be would truft^ what the Kin^ defired, or to 
whom they who wiihed welL could rcforc tor advice, and

direAion; fo that whilft there was a ftiong CoDJunOioo, and 

Corobiaation to difturb the Government by depraving it, 

whatever was fkid or done to Support it, was as if it were 

done by chance, and by the private didates of the reafbn of 

7tf ttrd private men ; the King Refblved to call the Lord Falklamd, 

F'JJj^^*"** and S^ Jolm Cokpepper , who was Knight of the Shire for

mention'd before. They were Both of great Authority in 
the Houfe y neither of them of any relation to the Coun j and 
therefore what They faid made the more Impreffion , and 
They were frequent Speakers. The Lord Falkland was won- 
derful! y beloved by all who knew him, as a man of Excel- 
lent Farts, of a Wit fo Sharp, and a Nature fo Sincere, that 
nothing could be more Lovely. The Other was generally 
efteemed as a good Speaker, being a man of an Univerfal Un- 
derftanding, a Quick Compfehenfion, a Wonderful Memo- 
ry, who commonly Spoke at the end of the Debate; when 
he would recoiled all that had been faid of Weight on 9II 
fides with great exadnefs, and exprefs his own Senfe with 
much clearnefs, and fuch an application to the Ffoufe,thatno 
man more gathered a general Concurrence to his Opinion 
than he; which was the more notable, becaufe his Perfon, and 
manner of Speaking were ungracious enough; fo diat He 
prevailed only by the (Irengtb of his Reafbn, which was in- 
forced with Confidence enough . 

The King knew Them to be of good Efteem in the Houfe, 
and good Affedions to his Service, and the quiet of the King- 
dom ; and was more eafily perfwadcd tq beftow thofe Pre- 
ferments upon Them, than the Lord Falkland was to accept 
that which was defigned to him. No man could be more 
Surprized than He was, when the firftlntimatkm was made 
to him of the King's purpofe : He had never propofed any 
Such thing to himfelf, nor had any Veneration for tne Courts 
but only Such a Loyakv to the King as the Law required 
from him. And He had naturally a Wonderful Reverence 
for Parliaments, as believing them moft Sollicitous for Joftice, 
the Violation whereof in the leaft degree he could not for- 
give any Mortal Power: and it was only his Obfervaiion of 
the Difingenuity, and want of Integrity in this Parliament, 
which leuencd that Reverence to it, and had difpofed him 
to crofs, and oppofe Their defigns : He wasfo totally unac- 
quainted with btifinefs, and the forms of it, that He did be- 
lieve really he could not Execute the Office with any Suffi- 
ciency. 
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cjenqr. But there were two Confiderations that made moft 
Impreffions upon him; theOne^lult theWor]^(hould believe, 
that his own Ambkion had procured this Promotion, and that 
he had rbcrcfbic appeared Signally in the Houfe to Oppofe 
thoie Proceedings, that he might thereby render himfeit gra- 
cious to the Court : Tbe Other, left the King (bould expeft 
fuch a Submiifion, and Refigoacion of himfcif, and his own 
region, and judgement to his Commands, as he fbould never 
give, or pretend to give^ for he was fo fcvere an Adorer of 
Truth, ti>at he could as eafiiy have given himfeif leave to 
Steal as to Diflemble; or to iiifier any Man to think that he 
would do any thing, which he Refolv'd not to do; which 
he thought a more mifchievous kind of Lying, than a pofitive 
averring what could be moft eafily contradided. 

I T was a very difficult task to M' /^<fr, who had moft 
Credit with him, to perfwade bim to fubmit to this purpofe 
of the ICingi's chearfuUy, and with a juft feoTe of the Obliga* 
tion, by promifing that in thofe Parts of theOffice, which re-* 

Sired moft Drudgery, he would help him the beft he could. 
It above all he prevailed with him , by infbrcing the ill 
confequence of his rdfufal to take the Office, which would 
be interpreted to his diflike of the Court, and his Opinion, 
that tpore would be required from him than he could ho- 
neftly comply with, which would bring great Prejudice to the 
King : On the other hand, the great Benefit that probably 
would redound to the King, and the Kingdom, by his ac- 
cepting filch a Truft in fuch a general defedion, by which he 
would have oppormnity to give the Kin^ a truer Information 
of his own Condition, and the Snte of the Kingdom, than 
it m^c be prefumed had been given to him, and to prevent 
any Counfels or Pradtice, which might more alienate the Af-r 
feoioos of the People from the Government ; and then, that 
by this relation He would be more able to do the King Ser- 
vice in tbe Houfe, where he was too well known to have it 
believed, that he attained to it by any unworthy Means or 
Application. In the end. He was perfwadcd to ftibmit to the 
King's good Pleafure, though he could not be prevailed with 
to accept it with (b good a Grace, as might raife in the King^ 
any notable Expedation of hit departing from the feverity 
of his own Nature. 

Thus, He and Cokfepfer were both invefted in thofe Of- 
fices, to the no fmall dii'pleafure of the Governing Party, 
which could not diflemble their Indignation, that any of their 
Members (hould prefume to receive thofe Preferments, which 
Aey had defigned otherwife to have difpofed of. They took 
aU oroortunities to cxprefs their diflike of Them, and to 
Oppoie any thing they Propofed to Them. And within few 

Y 3 days 
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day$ theie camo a Letter oat in Print, pretended to be In- 
tercepcttly as written from a Roman Catnolick to another of 
the iame Profeffion, in which he gives an aooounc, ^^ Thae 
'^ they had at Idl, by the intereft of their Friends, procured 
'' thde two Honourable Perfons ( before mention'd ) '^to be 
^^ prrferred to thofe Offices, and that they were well ai£ired 
*^ that they would be ready to do them, and all their Friends, 
^' all eood 0$ces. S' y^tm O^lef^fper thought fit to take no> 
tice cA it in the Houfe, and to make thofe Profeffioris of his 
Religion, which he thought neceffary. But the Lord FsJk^ 
land chofe rather to Contemn it, without taking notice of the 
Libel, well knowmg that he was Superior to thofe Calumnies, 
as indeed he was ; all of that Profeflion knowing that he 
was mod irreconcileable to their DoArine, though He was 
always Civil to their Peribns. However grievous this Prefer- 
ment was to the angry part of the Houfe, it was very giatc- 
ful to all thofe, both within and without the Houfe^ who 
wiOied well to the King, and the Kingdom. 

The King at the ume time Refolved to remove another 
Officer, who did diflerve him notorioufly, uid to Prefer M' 
Hjdi to that place, with which his Gracious intentions hit 
Majefty acquainted him, but he poficively refufed it, and ai^ 
iiired lum, ^^That he ibould be able to do much more Service 
^' in the condition he was in, than he fliould be, if that were 
'' improved by any Preferment, that could be conferred- upon 
^^ him at that time ^ and he added, ^^ That he had the Ho- 
^'nour to have much Friendibip with the two Perfons, who 
^' were very Seafonably advanced by his Majefty, when bit 
'^Majefty's Servke in the Houfe of Commons, did in truth 
^^ want {bme Countenance) and Support: and by htsConver* 
'^ fation with Them , he (hould be to well inftruded by 
^^ Them, that he (hould be more ufcfiil to his Majefty, than 
^' if it were under a nearer relation and dependence. The 
King, with a very Gracious countenance told him, '^ that he 
^^ perceived he muft, for fome time, defer the laying, any 
*' Obligation upon him; but bid him beaffiired he would iind 
'^ both a Proper Time, and a Suitable Preferment for him, 
5' which he ihould not refiife. In the mean time, he faid. he 
^^ knew well the Friendfliip between the two Peribns, whom 
^' he had taken to his Council, and him ; which was not the 
^^leaft motive to him to make that choice^ and that be 
'^ would depend as much upon his Advice, as upon either 
^' of theirs; and therefore wifhed that all Three would Con- 
^' fer together, how ro conduft his Service in the Houfe, and 
*5to ad vife his Friends how to carry themfelves moft to the 
*' advantage of it, |and ip give him conftant Adverttfement 
f^ of what liad Pafs'd, and Couafd when ic was fir for him 
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'^toiomj diiDg; and declared, thac He would do nothing, 
<<that inady degree concerned, or related to bis Service in 
^theHoufe of Commons, without their joynt Advice, and 
^exafi Communication to them of all his own Conceptions ; 
which, without doubt, his Majefty did at that time ftedfaftly 
Rdbive^ though in very few days he did very Fatally fwerve 
bom it- 

Br what hath been &id before, it appears thst the Lord 
Dk^ was much trufted by the King, and he was of great ft- 
ffliliarity, and frlendfhip with the other Three, at leaft with 
Two ot them; for he was not a Man of thatExtdloefs, as to 
be in die entire Confidence of the Lord Fslklmtd^ who look- 
ed upon hb Infirmities with more Severity than the other 
Two did ; and he liv'd with more Franknefs towards thofe 
Two, than he did towards the Other : Yet even between 
thofe Two there was a free Converfacion, and Kindnefs to 
eich other. The Lord 2>ijiy was a Man of very ExtraonSr- 
mry Parts by Nature and Art, and had furely as good and 
excelieDt an Education ate any Man of that Age in any Coun«» 
try : a Graceful and Beautiful Perfon ; of great Eloquence 
ftaid beoomingnefs in his Dilcourfe ( fave that fometimes he 
feem'd a little afi^edted ) and of fo UniveHal a Knowledge, 
that he never wanted Subjed for aDiicourfe : He was equal 
to a very good part in the greateft Afiairs, but the unfitted 
Man alive to condudthem, having an Ambition, and Vanity 
Superior to all his other Parts, and a Confidence in himfelf, 
which fometimes intoxicated, and tranfported, and expofed 
him. He had from his Youth, by the difobligations his Fa- 
mily had undergone from the Duke of Bucihtgham, and the 
great Men who fucceeded hiiti, and fome fliarp reprehenfion 
himfelf had met with, which obliged him to a Country Life, 
oomrafted a prejudice, and ill will to the Court ; and fo had 
in the beginning of the Parliament, engaged himfelf wirb 
that Party which difoover*d moft Averfion from ir, with a 
Paffion and Animoficy equal to theirs , and therefore very 
acceptable to Them. But when he was weary of their vio* 
lent Cpuntbls, and withdrew bdmfelf from them with fome 
ctrcumftances which enough provoked them ; ttnd wade a 
Recondltation, and mutuafConfidence in each other for the. 
fixure, manifeftly impoffible amongft them ; he made pri^^re 
and iecret <^rs of his Service'to the King, to whom in fo 
general a dcfeAfon of his Servants, it could not bnt be verv 
agreeable; and fo his Majefty being fatisfied both iit thcD'i- 
covcries he made of what had pa{kd, and in his Profeffiuns 
for the future, femov'd him from the Houfe of Commons, 
where he had render'd himfelf marvcUoufly ungracious, and 
called him by Writ to the Hhufe of Pcertr, where he did 
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▼ifibly Advance the King's Service, and quickly rendred 
himfeif graceful to all thofe who had not tnoughc too well 
of him b.fore, when be deferved leis ; and Men were not 
only pie fed wich the Afliftance he gave upon all Debates^ by 
hi$ Judgement and Vivacity, but looked upon him. as one^ 
who could derive the King's Pleafure to them> and make a 
lively reprefentation of their good demeanour to the King, 
which he was very luxuriant in promifing to do^ and offidous 
enough in doing as much as was juft. 

H B had been inftrumental in oromoting the Three Per* 
fons above mentioned to the Kinsfs Favour ; and bad himfeif 
in truth fo great an Efteem of them, that he did very fre- 
quently, upon Conference together, depart from bis own In* 
ciinations and Opinions, and Concurred in theirs ^ and very 
few Men of fo great Parts were, upon all occasions, more 
Counfellable than he ; fo that he would feldcxn be in danger 
of running into great Errors, if he would communicate, and 
expofe all his own thoughts and inclinations to fuch a dif- 
quificion; nor was he uninclinable in his Nature to fuch an 
entire communication in all things whiqh he conceived to be 
difficult. But his fatal infirmity was, that be too often 
thought difficult things very eafy ; and confider'd not poffible 
confequences , when the Propoficion adminiftred ibmewhat 
that was delightful to his Fancy, by purluim whereof he 
imagined he ihould reap fome Glory tonimiel^of which he 
was immoderately Ambitious : So that if the confultadon 
were upon any A&ion to be done, no Man more impliciteljr 
encrcd into that Debate, or more chearfuUy relign'd his own 
conceptions to a joynt dercrminatbn : But when it was once 
affirmatively refolv'd ( befides that he might poffibl^ referve 
fome impertinent circumflance, as he thought, the imparting 
whereof would change the nature of the thing ) if his Fancy 
fpggefted to him any particular, which himfeif might per- 
form in that Acflion, upon the ima^nation that every body 
would approve it if it were propoted to them, he chofe ra* 
ther to do it, than communicate ity that he might have ibme 
fignai put to hfmfelf in the Tranfaftion, in which no other 
Perfon jnigbt claim a (hare. 

B y this unhappy Temper he did often involve himtelf in 
veiy unprofpcrous Attcmpis. The King himfeif was the un- 
fitted Peribn alive to be lerved by fuch a Counfellor, being 
too cafiiy inclined to fuddain Enterprises, and as eafliy ftart- 
led when they were entred upon. And from this unhappy 
CompoQfion in the One, and the Other, a very unhappj 
Counfel was propofed, and Refolution taken, without the leait 
communication with either of the Three, who b/fid been fo 
lately admitted to an entire Truft. 

The 
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Ths Bifliops^ who had boe^ m the manner befoit fpokcti 
of, driv^aiy and kepc from the Houfe of Peers, and not very 
SexniTc in their own, cxMiId noc have the patience to attend 
the Diflbiution of tlus Storm^ which in wildom They ought 
to have done : but confidering Right and Reaibn too ab* 
flra^y, and what in Juftioe was due, not what in Prudence 
W2S to be expefbed ^ fu£kr'd Tbem&lves implicitely to be 
guided by the Ardi-Bilbop of Torty who was of a re(lle6« 
and overweening Spirit to fuch an aft of indifcretion , and 
diiadvaiuage to Themtelves , that all their Enemies could 
not have brought upon Them. This Btlhop, as is faid, was 
a Man of a very Imperious and fiery Temper, Dr WSliams^ 
who had been Bifbop of Lmcoln^ and Keeper of the Great 
Seal of fygiaml in the time of King ?if»rx. After his remo- 
val from that Charge, He had lived Splendidly in hisDiocefi, 
and made himfelf very Popular amongft thcxe who had no 
reverence for the Court s of which he would frequently, and 
in the prefence of many, fpesk with too much Freedom, 
and tell many Stories or Things and Perfons upon his own 
forroer Experience ; in which, beii^ a Man of great Pride 
and Vanity, He did not always coohne himfelf to a predle 
Veracity, and did often prefiime, in thofe unwary difcouries, 
to mention the Perfbn of the Kii^ with too little reverence. 
He did afied to be thought an Enemy to the Arch-Bilhop 
of Camteriwyi whofe Perfon he feem'd exceedingly to con- 
temn, and to be much diipleafed with thofe Ceremon^s and 
Innovations, as they were then called, which were counte- 
nanced by the Other ^ and had himfelf publiflied, by his own , ^ 
Authority^ a Book againft the uiing thofe Ceremonies , in t^Z '/^ 
which there was much good Learning, and too^ lltths Gra* ^ jl ^ c^ 
vity for a Bifhop. His PafQon and his Levity* wve every/ t^A^ ^ 
day great advantages to thofe who did not love him, and He 
provoked too many, not to have thofe advantages made uk 
of: So that, after feveral Informations againft Him in the 
Star-Chamber, He was Sentenced, and Fined in a great fum 
of Money to the King, and committed Prifoner to the Tower, 
wtrhofit the pity, or companion of any, but thole,, who, out 
of liatied to the Government, were fotry that they were with- 
out Co oicful a Champion ; for He appeared to be a Man of 
a very corrupt Nature, whofe Pailions could have tranfported 
Him into the moft unjuflifiable Adions. 

H E had a faculty of making relations of things done in 
his own Preience, and difcour&s made to himfelf or in his 
own hearing, with all the circumftances of anfwers, and re- 
plies, and up<m Arguments of great Moment ^ all which, upon 
Examination, were ftill found to have nothing in them that 
WM Real, buc to be the pure e^^ of his own Invention. 
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After he was Sentenced in clie Scar-Chamber, Came of him 
Friends reforced to him. to lament, and condole widi him 
for his Misfortune, and fome of them feem'd to wonder thac 
In an-Midr of fuch ar Nature, He had not found means to 
have nauie fome Sobimffion, and CompoGtion, thac might 
have ^vented the Publick Hearing, which proved fo much 
to hk Prejudice in pohic of Reputation, as weH as Profit. 
He anfw^'d them with alt (9i6 formality imaginable, ^ thac 
*^ they had reafod indeed to wonder at him upon the Event ; 
^ but when they (hould know how he had govem'd himielf, he 
** believ'd they would ceafe to think him worthy of blame. 
And then related to them, *'that aUbon as PubHcatioo had 
^ pafled in bis Ctuie, aH!id the Books were taken out, he had 
^ defired his Council ( who weie all able Men, and fome of 
^' them Ytry Eminent ) in the Vacatton time, and they at 
^'moft leUui^ to meet together, and carefully to look over, 
'^and pe^fe all the Evkiehce that was taken on both fides; 
^^and thait then they would attend him fuch a Morning, 
^ whieh he appointed upon their confimt, at his own Houfo 
^ at Wefimmfiet : That they came at the time appointed ; and 
^ being then (hut up in a Room togecher. He asked them, 
'' whether they had fufficiently peruied all the Books , and 
'^were diroughly iftform'd of YAi Cafe? To which they all 
'^anfwer'd, that they had not 'only read them all over to- 
"gether, but had fcverally every Man by himfelf perafed 
** them agatn^ and they bclievM they weW all well infofraM of 
^* the whole. Thac he then told them he had defired thisCoii- 
'^ference with them, not only as his Council, by whofeOpi* 
^^nion he meant to govern himfelf, but as his particular 
^^ Friends, who, he was fure, would give him their beft Ad- 
^^ vice, and perfwade him to do every thing as they would 69 
^' themlel ves, if they were in his Condiiion. That he wunow 
^^oflTer'd to make his Peace at Court, by fuch an humble Sob- 
'^ miffion to thb King, as he was moft inclin'd, and ready to 
^' make ; and whfch he would make the next da^ after his 
'^Caufe wa9 heard, though he fliould be declared to be In- 
^nocent, of which he could make no doubt ^ but diat which 
^ troubled him for the prefeiit, was, that the Infamoufiiefs of 
^ the Charge againft him, which had been often Expofed, and 
^^ Inlarged upon in feveral moti6n^, had been fo much taken 
^* notice of tnrpugh the Kingdom, that it could not confift 
"with his Honour to divert the Hearing, which would bcim- 
^^ pured to his want of Confidence in his Innocence, finoe Men 
^ did not fufpeft his Courage , if he durft rely upon the 
**oth2r; but thit he was Refblv'd, as he faid befoit, the next 
"day after he (hwld be vindicated from thofe Odious Afper- 
I'fionj, he would caft hitt^fclf at the King's feet, with ail the 
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"Hainiiiey, and Submiffion, whidi the noft Goilty Man 
^oonki make proiieffion oF. Ic was in this pome he defired 
^ their Advice, to which he would, without adhering to his 
^own Inclinatjoo^ entirely conform himfeif ; and therefore 
^ defired them, fiogly in order, to give him their Adrice. 
He repeated the feveral, and difthud; dtfcourie every Man 
had o»de y in which he was 16 pundual, that he applied 
tbofe Phrafes^ md Ezpreffions, ami Manner of Speech to 
the Several Men, whidi they were all taken notice of fre* 
qaadf to ule; as many Men have (bme PecoKar Words in 
diibourfey idiicb they are moft delighted with, or by cu- 
ftom moft addided to : and in conclufion, *^ that they were 
^ Unanimous in tlieir Judgemeuts , that he could not, with 
'' die prefervation of his Ffonour, and the opinion of his In* 
^^tegriry, decline the PuUick Hearing'; where he muft be 
^^ttnqomiooably declared Innocent ; there being no Crime, 
^ or Mififemeanoiir prov'd againft him in fuch a manner, as 
*^ could make him liable to Cenfure :' They all commended 
^ his Refbltttion of Submitting to the King aflbon as he had 
^^made his Innocence to appear ; and rhey all adviied him to 
^ purlbe diat Method, lliis, he Aid, had Swayed him ; and 
^ made Um dedine the other Expedienr, that had been pro^ 
^^pofedtohim. 

Tuia Relation wrought upon Thofe to whom it waa 
made, to laife a Prejudice in them againft the Juftice of the 
Caufe, or the Reputation of the Council, as they were moft 
indined; whereas there was not indeed the leaft (hadow of 
Truch io the whole Relation ; except that there was fuch a 
Meeting', and Conference, as was mention'd, and which had 
been coiwnced to by the BiOiop upon the joint defirc, and 
importonicy of all the Council; who, at that Conference, 
Unanimouflv advflfed and defired him ^' to ufe all the Means 
^' and Friendf he could, that the Caufe might not be brought 
^'toHduring; but that he fliould purchafe bis Peace at any 
^ Price; for chat if it were Heard, he would be Sentenced 
^very grievoofly, and that there were many things prov'd a- 
Againft him^ whidi would fo much refieft upon his Honour, 
*^ and Repvtation, smd the more for being a Bifliop, that all 
''his Friends would abandon bim^ and be for ever after 
''aBianied to appear on his behalf. Which Advice, with 
great PMfon, and Reproaches* upon the Several Perfons for 
their Pk'cfiiropdon, ana Ignorance in matters fo much above 
Thein, he utterly and fcornftilly rejeded. >k>r indeed was 
it poflBUe, ac that time, for him to have made his Peace ; for 
though upon feme former Addrefles, and Importunity op bis 
behalf by foroe Perfons of Power, and Plsce inthe Court, 
in which die Queen her fclf had endeavour'd to have done 

him 
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him good Offioes, the King ilras inclined to have faved hin}, 
being a Bifliop, from the - Infamy he mufl: undergo by a Pub- 
Uck Trial ^ yec the Bifliop^ Vanity had, in thoTe coojundtircf, 
fo far tranfported him, that he had done all heoould Co have 
infimiated, ^^that the Court was afliam'd ot what they had 
^^done^ and had prevaU'd with :ibme of his Powecful Friends 
'^ to perfwade him to that Compofition : upon which the 
King would never hear r more any Perfon who moved on 
His behalf. 

I T had been once meniion'd to Him, whether by Autho- 
rity, or no, was not known^ ^^that his Peace ihouid be made, 
^^ if he would relign his Bilhoprick, and Deanery of mji- 
** mtnfier ( for he had That in Commendam ) *^ and take a 
**good Bilhoprick in Ireland'^ which he pofitively refuted; 
and faid, ^^he had much to do to defend himfelf agaCnft the 
^^ Arch-oifliop Here; but if he was ia Ireland^ There was a 
*^ Man ( meaning the Earl of Strafford) who would cut ofFhis 
'^Head within one Month. 

This Bifliop had been for foipe years in (he Tower, by 
the Sentence ot the Star-Chamber, before. thisParitament 
met ; when the Lords, who were the moft Adj ve and Pow* 
erful, preiendy refolv'd to have him at Liberty. Some had 
much Kindnefs for him ; not only as a known Enemy to the 
Arch- Bifliop of Canterhury^ but as a Supponer of Thofe 
Opinions, and Thofe Perfon^ which were againft the Church 
it felf And he was no fooner at Liberty, and brought into 
the Houfe, but, as has been before mention'd, he tiefeuied, 
and feconded the Lord &f^, when he made an InveAive with 
ail the Malice, and Bitterneis imaginable, againft the Arch- 
Bifliop then in Prifon ; and when he had concluded, that 
^Bifhop faid; ^^that he had long known that noble Lord, and 
*^^had always believ'd him to be as well aff«:fted co the Church 
^^ as Himfelf ; and (bhe continued to make all his Addreis to 
that Lord, and Thofe of the fame Party. Being now in fuU 
Liberty , and in fome Credit, and Reputation, he applied 
himfelf to the King ; and made all poffible pfofeffions of 
Duty to his Ma^y. and Zeal to the Church ; procefting 
^^ to have a perted Deteftation of Thofe Perfixis, who ap- 
^ peared to have no Afiedtion or Duty towards his Majefty, 
^^ and of all evil intention^ againft the Religion EftsbUIi'd ; 
'^and that the Civility he had expreded towards them, was 
'^ only out of Gratitude for the good Will they had fh^w'd 
'^ to Him ; and efpecially chat he might the better promoCt 
^^ his Majefty's Service. And it being his turn fliortly after, 
as Dean of Wefimmfier^ to Preach before the King; be took 
occafion to fpeak of the Faftions in Religion ; and mention- 
aiig die Presbyterian Difcipline^ he laid^ ^^ ic was a Govern* 
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^ meat only fie for Taylors and Shoomakers, and the like : 
"not for Nobleitien, and Gentlemen : which gave great Scan* 
dal, and Offence to his great Patrons ; to whom he eafily 
reoondled himfelf , by making Them as merry with fome 
Sharp Siyings of the Court, and by performing more Sub* 
fkanriil Office for them. 

When, vepon the Trial of the Etx\ of Strafford^ itwu 
re&lv'd to decline the Judgement oftheHouie of Peers, and 
to proceed by Bill of Attainder: and thereupon ic was very 
onreafonably Mov'd, ^' that the Bifliops might have no Vote 
'^ in the pofling that h& of Parliament ; becaufe they pre- 
'^ tended ic was to have their hand in Blood, which was a- 
^ gainft an old Canon ^ This Bifliop, without communicating 
with any of his Brethren, very Frankly declared his opinion, t^c^ / 

"that they ought not to beprcfent ; and oflcred, not only in ^ k fl LCJc nti^C^ ^ 
his own Name, but for the reft of the Bifliops, " to^with- r'^'fj. ^^\,J^r : " V - y

It was great pity, that, though the Arch-Bilhop's Paffion 
tranfported him, as it ufually did ^ and his Authority impofed 
upon the reft, who had no aflfedion to his Perfon. or reve- 
rence for his Wifdom ; his Majefty did not take a little time 
to confider of it, before he put it out of his Power to alter 
It, by putting it out of his hands. For it might eafily have 
been difccrn'd by Thofe who were well acquainted with 
the Humour, as well as the Temper of both Houfe9, that 
fome Advantage, and ill Ufe would have been made of fome 
Expreffions contained in it ; and that it could produce no good 
Efteft. But the fame Motive and Appreheofion, that bad 

& precipiaced 
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precipitated the Bilhops to fo hafty a Refolution ( which was, 
that the Houie of Peers would have made that ute of the 
Bilbops being kept from the Houfe, that they would in that 
time have pafled the Bill it felf for taking away their Votes j 
bad its cfie^ likewile with the King ; who had the fame 
imannationj and therefore would loie no time in thetranf- 
nu&nofit to the Houfe. Whereas it is more probable the 
Lords would never have made ufeof that very Seafon, whilft 
the Tumults ftill continued, for the Fading an Aft of that 
importance^ and the Scandal, if not Invalidity of it, would 
have been an Unanfwerable gfbund for the King to have re- 
fuied his Royal Aflent to it. 

AisooN as this Proteftation, which, no doubt, in the 
time before the Houfe was to meet, had been communicated 
to Tbofe who were prepared to fpeak upon it, was Deliver-. 
cd by dhe Lord Keeper with his Maiefty's Command^ an(^ 
Read ; the Governipg Lords manifeited a great Satisfadtioa 
in it j Some of them laying, '^ that there was Digitus Dei to' 
^ bring That to pafs^ Which they could notOtherwife have 
*^ oompaffid ^ and without ever Declaring any Judgment or 
Opinioa of their own upon it, which they ought to have done; 
the matter only having relation to themfelves , and con- 
cerning their own Members ; thev fent to defire a Confe- ^ ^^ 
rence presently with die Houfe of Commons, upon a bufi-nwpfW#l\^ 
neis of Importance 4 and, at the Conference, only Read, and /''"*"'''''- 
Delivei'd the Proteftation of the Bifliops to them ; which, iZ'/Hd^^io 
the Lord Keeper told them, he had received from the King's ti!^ Hfu/i ^ 
own Hand, with a Command to Prefent it to the Houfe oicwmm^sU^ 
Peers. The Houfe of Commons took very little time to con- * ^•"/«'«**i 
fider of the matter \ but, within half an hoifr, they fent up ThtCwmm^ 
to the Lords ^ and , without further Examination , accufed '^tut* tht , 
them all who htdSubfcribcd the Proteftation, of High TresL-fMf '<»-*. 
fon J and, by this means, they were all, the whole TwtWt'^lJ^^ '* 
of theno* committed to Prifon ^ and remained in the Tower Trtn^n^smjl 
till the oill for the putting them out of the Houfe was Pafled, T^tj^ /r^ ^ 
which was not till many Months after. -/^ cwmmnu^ §§ 

W HEN the Paflion, Rage, and Futy of this time (hall be'^ ''♦■^• 
forgotten , and Pofterity fliaU find, amongft the Records of 
the Supiearo Courtof Judicature, fo many Orders, and Refo-o' 
lutions in vindication of the Liberty of the Subjed againft the 
Imprifoningof any man, though by the King Himfclf, with- 
out aiSgnins fiich a Crime as the Law hath determined to be 
wonhy of imprifonment y and in the lame Year, by this high' 
Court, iball wd Twelve Biihops, Members of This Court, 
Committed to Prifon for High Treafoo^ for the Prcfehring^ 
This Proteftation ; Men will furcly wonder at the Spirit of 
that Reformation : aod even that Claufc of Declaring all At\s 
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Null, which had been, or fliould be done in their Abfence, 
in defence of which .no man Then durft open his Mouth, 
will be thought good Law, and good LogicK^ not that the 
Frefence of the Bithops in that time was fo Eflential, that no 
AA fliould Pafs without Them ; which had given them a 
Voice, upon the matter, as Negative as the King's ^ and Tbem- 
felves, in their Inftrument, Difclaimed the leaft Pretence to 
fuch a qualification ; but becaufe a Violence ofier'd to the 
Freedom of any One Member, is a Violation to all the Reft : 
as if a Council confift of Threeicore, and the door to that 
Council be kept by Armed men, and all Such, whofe Opini- 
ons are not liked, kept out by forces no doubt the Freedom 
of Thofe Within is infringed, and all Their A&s as Void 
and Null, as if they were Locked in, and kept without meat 
till they alter'd their Judgments. 

And therefore you inall find in the Journals of the moft 
Sober Parliaments, that, upon any eminent Breach of Their 
Privileges, as always upon the Commitment of any Mem* 
her for any thing Said or Done in the Houfe, fometimes upon 
lefs occafions, that Houfe, which apprehended the TreTpafe, 
would fu mute, without Debating, or Handling any bufinefs, 
and then Adjourn ^ and this hath been pradiicd many days 
together , till they had Redrefs or Reparation. And their 
Rcafon was, becaufe their Body was Lame ; and what was 
befallen One Member, ttueaten'd the Reft ^ and the conie- 
quence of one A& might extend it felf to many other, which 
were not in view^ and this made their Privileges offo ten- 
der, and nice a temper, that they were not to be Touched, 
or in the leaft degree Trenched upon ; and therefore that 
in fo apparent an Aft of Violence, where it is not more clear 
that they were committed to Prifon, than that they durft 
not then Sic in the Houfe, and when it was Lawful in the 
Houfe of Peers for every diOenter in the moft Trivial Debate, 
to enter his Proteftation againft that fenfe he liked not, though 
he were fingle in bis opinion ; That it fliould not be Law- 
ful for Thofe, who could not Enter it Themfelves, to Pre- 
fcnt this Proteftation to the King, to whom they were ac- 
countable under a Penalty for their Abfence ; and unlawful to 
that degree , that it fliould render them culpable of High 
Treafon ; and fo forfeit their Honour, their Lives, their For- 
tunes, expofe their Names to perpetual Infiimy. , and their 
Wives and Children to Penury, and want of bread j will be 
looked upon as a Determination of that Injuftice > (nipiety, 
and Horrour, as could not be believ'd without thofe deep 
(narks, and Prints of Confufion that followed, and attended 
That Refolution, 

And yet the Indifcretioa of Thofe 6ifliops> fwayed by 

the 
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the Pride, and PafGonof that Arch-Biflibp, in applying that 
Remedy at a time, when they (aw ail Forms and Rules of 
Judgment impetuoufly declined j and the power of their Ad- 
vefiaries fo great, chat the Laws themfelvesfubmittcd to their 
Oppreffion ; that They fliould, in fuch a Scorro , when the 
ben Pik>c was at his prayers, and the Card, and Compafs lofl*, 
without the advice ot one Mariner, put therofelvesin fuch a 
Cock-boftt, and to be fevered from the good Ship, gave chat 
Scandal and Ofience to all thofe who paffionateiy defired to 
prelerve their Function, that they had no compafEon, or re- 
gard of their Perfons, or what became of them j infomuch 
as in the whole Debate in the Houfe of Commons , there 
was only oneGentlemani who fpokein their behalf, and faid ^ 
^' he did not believe they were guilty of High Treaibn, but 
^' that they were Stark Mad ; andtberefore defired they might 
^' be fent to Bedlam. 

This high, an(^ extravagant way of proceeding brought 
no Prejudice to the King ^ and though it made their Tribu* 
nal noore terrible to men who laboured under any Guilt, yet 
it exceedingly leflTened the Reverence and Veneration, tnat 
formerly had been entertained for Parliaments : and this h& 
Accu£ttiQOL and Commitment of fo many Bifliops at Once, 
was looked upon by all Sober men with Indignation. For 
whatever Indifcretion might be in the thing it felf, though 
fome Ezpreffions in the matter might be Unskilful and Un« 
warrantable, and the Form ofpreieming and tranfmicting it, 
Im^ttlar and Unjuftifiable ( for all which the Houfe of Peers 
might punifh their Own Members, according to their difcrc- 
tion) yet every man knew there could be noTreafon ia it; 
and therefore the end of their Commitment, and the ufe all 
men fiiw would be made of ir, made it the more Odious ; and 
the Members who were abfent from both Houies , which 
veie Three parts of Four, and many of thole who had been 
piefenr. Abhorred the Proceedings ; and attended the Houfcf 
nx>red]Jtgently; fo that the Angry Party* who were no more 
treated with, to abate their Fury, would have been compel- 
led to have given overall their Defigns for the Alteration of 
the Government both in Church, and States if the Volatile, 
and Unquiet Spirit of the Lord Digl^y had not prevailed with 
theKine, contrary to his Refolution, to have given Them 
ibme I^w Advantage j and to demrt from his purpofe of do- 
ing nothing without very mature Ueliberation. 

Though S^ William Balfour , who is alreadjj mentioned, 
had, from the beginning of this Parliament, forgot all his 
Obligations to the King ^ and had made himfelf very Graci- 
ous to thofe people, whofe glory it was to be thought Enemies 
to the Court ; and, whilft the Earl of Strafford was his Pri- 
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foner, did many Offices not becoming the Tnift he had from 
the King, and contributed much to the JealouTv, which thst 
Party had of his Majefty; upon which there had been a long 
lefolution to remove him from that Charge ^ but to do It with 
his own Confent, that there might be no manifeihtion of 
Difpleafure ; yet it was a very unfealbnable Conjunfture, 
which was taken to execute it in ; and this whole Tranladi- 
on was fo feaetly carried, that there was neither notice nor 
fufpicidn of it, till it was heard, that S' Itemas Lunsford wis 
Sworn Lieutenant of the Tower ; a man, whp. though of an 
ancient Family in Sujfixy was of a very fmall, and decayed 
Fortune, and of no good Education; having beeti few years 
before, compelled to fly the Kingdom, to avoid the hand of 
Jttftice for fome riotous Mifdcmeanour ; by reafon whiereof,he 
fpent fome time in the fervice of the King of France^ whiere he 
got the reputation of a Man of Courage, and a good Officer 
of Foot ; and in the beginning of theTWhibles here had fome 

I Command in the King's Army ; but fo much inferior to 

many others, and wasio little known, except upon the dilad- 
vantage of an ill Chara&er, that, in the moft JDutifiil time^ 
the Promotion would have appeared very ungrateful. He was 
utterly a Stranger to the King, and therefore it was quiddy 
uoderdood to proceed from the Single eledion of the Lord 
Dfgi^y to whom he was likewife very little known; who had 
m truth defigned that Office to his Brother Sr Ijfrif Divef, 
againft whom there could have been no exception, but My 
Relation : but He being not at that time in Town, and the 
other having fome fecret Reafon to fill that place in the Jbi- 
ftanr, with a man who might betrufted ; he fiiadainly refblved 
upon this Gentleman, as one who would be Faithral to him 
for the obligation, and execute any thing he Ihould defire, or 
direft; which was a reafon he might eafily have forefeen 
would provoke more powerful Oppofition; which errour, as 
isfaid before, was repaired by the fuddain change, and put- 
ting in S^John Byron -^ though it gave little fadsfadioft, and 
the lefs . by reafon of anotner more inconvenient Aftion^

^"w "itr I N the Afternoon of a day when the two Houfes fiite, Her^ 
Houft •f ^^ the King's Attumey informed the Houfe of Peers, that

L9rd Kirn- upon, having a Paper in his hand, he (aid, that the King com* 
/vl'wJrtl manded him to acculb the Lord Kmhbon^ a Member of that 
itft »f rh€ Houfe, and five Gentlemen, who were all Members of the 
f»<* •f Houfe of Commons, of Hij^hTrcafoo^ and that his MsjdRy 
€rmm$»ff ^aj bimfelf delivered him in Writing feveral Articles, upoo 
^ rmi- which he accufed i))cm i. |n4 be read in a Fkper thefe enfuing

I. ^' T H A T They have Traiteroufly endeavour'd to Sub* 
'' vert the Fundamental Lawf, and Government of this King- 
^dom; and deprive the King of his R^al Power : and to 
''place on his SubieAs an Arbitrary^ and Tyrannical Power. 

X. "That They have endeavoured, by many foul Afper* 
" 6ons upon his Mzjmy^ and his Government, to alienate the 
^ Aflbftions of his People, and to make his M^jcfty odious 
*« to Them. 

3 . ^ T H A T They have endeavour'd to draw his Majefty'f 
" late Army to difobedience to his Majeily's Command, and to

The Houfe of Peers was ibmewhat appall'd at this Ala*» 
rum; but took time to confider of it, till the next day, that 
they might fee how their Matters the Commons would be- 
have tbepofrlves i the Lord KimiQhvM being preTent in the 
Houic, and making great profeffipns of his Innocence; and 
no Lord faeine ib hurdy to preis for his Conunitment on th« 
behalf of tbe Ring. 

A T the lame time, a Serjeant at Armes demanded to be ^ s^pma 
heard at the Houfe of Commons ftom the King ; and being fr^?" 
fcnt for to the Bar, demanded the Perfons of five of their *^JJ'^^^^ 
Meathcx^ to be delivered to him in his Majefty's Name, his ^„ f^, H#i.r« 
Majefty having accded tbom of High Treafun. But the Com- 1/ ^«w»mj. 
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mons were not much furprized with the Accident ; for bdides 
that they quickly knew what had pafled with the Lords, (bme 
Servants of the King, by efpecial Warrant, had vifited the 
Lodgings of fome of the Accufed Members, and Sealed up 
their Studies and Trunks y upon information whereof, be- 
fore that Serjeant came to the Houfe, or Publick notice was 
taken of the Accufation, an Order was made by the Commons j 
" That if any Pcrfon whatfoever fliould come to the Lodgings 
"of any Member of that Houfe, and there offer to Seal the 
** Doors, Trunks, or Papers of fuch Members, or to Seize 
'^ upon their Perfons ;' that then fuch Member fliould require 
^^ the aid of the next Conftable, to keep fuch Perfons in fafe 
**Cuftody, till the Houfe (hould give further Order : thtt if 
**any Pcrfon whatfoever fhould offer to Arreft or Detain any 
'^ Member of that Houfe, without firft acquainting that Houfe 
" therewith,and receiving further Order from thence; it fliould 
*' be lawful for fuch Member to ftand upon his Guard, and 
^^ make Refiflance, and for any Perfon to aflift him, accord- 
^' ing to the Proteftation taken to defend the Privileges of 
** Parliament. And fo, when the Serjeant had delivcr'd his 
Meflage, he was no more called in ; but a Meflage fent to the 
King, *' that the Members fliould be forth coming afloon as 
'^ a Legal Charge fliould be preferred againft them ; and fo 
the Houfe Adjourned till the next day, every one of the Ac- 
cufed Perfons taking a Copy of that Order, which was made 
for their Security. 
rhf Ki^s The next day in the Afternoon, the King, attended only 
h7JJ ^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^ "^"^^ Guard, and fome few Gentlemen, who put 
c/«ww thcmrelvcs into their company in the way, came to the Houfe 
s» diMMnd of Commons ; and commanding all his Attendants to wait 
tbtm. at the Door, and give offence to no Man ; Himfelf, with 
his Nephew, the Prince Eleftor, went into the Houfe, to the 
great amazement of all : and the Speaker leaving the Chair, 
the King went into it ; and told the Houfe, ** he was ferry 
'^for that occafionof coming to them ; that yeflerday he had 
*^ font his Serjeant at Armes to Apprehend fome, that, by his 
*^ command, were Accufed of HignTreafon j whereunto be 
'* expefted Obedience, but inflead thereof he hadreceiv'da 
*^ Meflage. He declared to them, that no King of BngUmd had 
'^ been ever, or fliould be more careful to maintain their Pri- 
*' vilcges, than He would be \ but that in Cafes of Treafon 
"no Man hid privilege; and therefore he came to fee if 
** any of thofc Perfons, whom he had Accufed, were There i 
*' for he was rcfolv'd to have them, wherefbever he fhould 
''find rhcm : and looking then about, and asking the Speaker 
" whether they were in the Houfe, amd he making no anfwer, 
*^hcfiid, he pcrceiv'd ih^ Birds were all Flown, but expeded 
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^thev (bauldbe feoc to him, allbon as they return'd thither; 
''anclaflured them in the Word of a King, that he never in- 
^ tended any Force, but would proceed againft them in a fair, 
^ and legal way, and fo return'd to H^e-HoB. 

The Aocufed Perbns, upon information and intelligence 
what his Majefty intended to do, how fecrctly foever ic was 
earned at Court, having withdrawn from the Houfe about half 
an hour before the Kine came thither; the Houfe in great 
diibrdar, aflbon as the King was gone. Adjourned till the 
Dcxtdav in the Afternoon; the Lords being in fo grca^ ap- 
prehaiaoo upon notice of the King's being at the Houfe of 
Commons, that the Earl of Ejpx exprefled a tender fenfe he 
had of the inconveniences which were lilce to enfue thofe 
Divifions ; and moved» ^^that the Houfe of Peers, as a work 
'^very proper for theiti, would interpofe between the King 
^'and his People; and Mediate to his Majefty on the behalf 
'^of the FerfonsAccu^; for which he was reprehended by 
his Frieods, and afterwards Laughed at himfelf , when he 
found how much a ftronger Defence they had, than the beft 
Mediation oouU prove on Their behalf. 

How (eaetly (bever this AfFair was carried, it wa.^ evident 
that the King's ReCblution of coming to the Houfe had been 
difcovered, by the Members withdrawing themfelvcs, and by 
aOompofedneis, which appeared in the Countenances of ma- 
ny, who ufed to be difturbed at le(s Surprizing Occurrences ; 
and though the purpofe of accufing the 'Members was only 
confulted between the King and the Lord Digh ; yet it was 
generally believ'd, that the King s purpofe ot going to the 
Hou&,was communicated to WtUiam Murray oi the Bed-Cham- 
bcr, with whom the Lord Diffy had great Friendihip ; and 
that it was difcover'd by him. And that Lord, who had pro- 
mifed the Kine to move the Houfe for the Commitment of 
the Lord Kht^kam^ afloon as the Atturney General fhould 
have aocufed him (which if he had done would probably have 
raiiSxl a very hot Difpuce in the Houfe, where many would 
have joyn'ci with him ) never (poke the leaft word ; bur, on 
the contrary, feem'd the moft airprized, and perplexed with 
the Attumey's Impeachment ; and fitting at that time next 
the Lord Kimholtw^ with whom he pretended to live with 
much Friendihip, he whifper*d him in the Ear with fome com- 
mocioq ( as he had a rare talent in Diffimulaiion) ^'Thac 
'^tbe King was very Mifchievoufly advifcd;^ and that it 
'^ ibould go very hard , but he would know, whence that 
"Counfelprocecded ; in order to which, and to prevent fur«f 
"ther Mifchief, he would go immediately to his Majefly; 
and fo went out of the Houfe. 

Wbereas He was the only Perfon who gave the Coun- 
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fel, named the Perions, and particularly the Lord Kimhbgm 
( againft whom Icfs could be faidj than againft many others, 
and who was more generally beloved) and undertook to 
prove that the faid Lord KmBohan told the Rabble, whoi 
they were about the Parliament Houfe, that they (hould go to 
White-Hall. When he found the ill Succefi of the ImpouJi* 
mcnc in both Houfes, and how unfatisfied all were with the 
proceeding, he advifed the King the next Morning to go to 
the GuJ/J-HaU, and to inform the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
.Grounds of his Proceedings ^ which will be mention'd anon. 
And that People might not believe, that there was any de- 
jection of mind, or forrow for what' was done^ the fameN^hr, 
the fame Council caufed a Proclamation to be preptrecffor 
the (lopping the Ports j that the Aqpifed Perfoos qiighc not 
efcape out of the Kingdom; and to forbid all Perfona to re-- 
ceive, and harbour them ; when it was well known, that they 
were all together in a houfe in the City, without any fear of 
their Security. And all this was done without the leaft com- 
munication with any body, but the Lord Dsgiy^ who adviftd 
it ; and it is very true, was (b willing to take the utmoft ha- 
zard upon himfelf ; that he did ofier the King, when he knew 
. in what houfe diey were together, with a McSt company of 
Gentlemen, who would accompany him, whereof S^TMiMr 
. Lunsford was one, to Seize upon them, and bring them away 
Alive, or leave them Dead in the place: but the King liked 
nor fuch Enrerpriacs. 
The perrons T H A T Night, the Pcffons Atcufed rcmov'd diem&Ives 
^/jitl'Mo their Strong-Hold, the City: not that thev durft not 
iki Of J. venture themfclvcs at their old Lodgings, for no Man would 
have prcfumed to trouble them, but that the City might fee, 
that they relied upon that Place for a Sanduary of their Pri- 
vileges againft Violence and Oppreflion^ and fo mig^c put 
on an early Conccrnmcnc for them. And they wcrd not dif- 
appointed ; for in fpight of all the Lord Mayor could do to 
compofe their Diilempcrs ( who, like a very Wife and Scoot 
Magiftrate, beflirrcd himfclf ) the City was that whole Night 
in Armcs j fomc People, dcfign'd to that purpofe, running 
from one Gate to another, and crying out, ** that the CavaUerr 
. " were coming to fire the City ; and fome faying, *^that the 
" King himfelf was in the head of Them. 
'^'>fK}»i The next Morning, the King being informed of much 
•**iiw#i/e that had paflTed that Night, according to the Advicc'he had 
Jl'^'J'* ""^^ receiv'd, fcnt to the Lord Mayor to call a Common Council 
iwKf!^! inimediately^ and, about ten of the Clock, himfelf, attended 
only by three or four Lords, went to the GuiU-HaB ; and io 
. the Room, where the People were aflembled, told them, 
"He was very forry to hear of the Apprehcnfwns, they had 
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^eatenun'd of Danger; chat He was come to Them, to 
^fhew how madi he relied upon their Afk6dons for bis 
^Secority^ and Guard, having brought no other with him ; 
^ thftt he had accufed certain Men of High Trtafon, againft 
*^wliocD he would proceed in a Legal way; atxi tHerefore he 
^ prefimi'd they would not flielcer them in the City. - And 
iimig many other very Gracious Expreffions of his value for 
them, rad celling one of the Sheriffi (who was of the Two 
thought left inclin'd to bis Service ) '^ that he would Dine 
^witb him, he departed without that Applaufe and Chear- 
fiifaiesls, whidi he might have expefied from the cxtnordinanr 
Grace he vouchfiifed to them. And in bis paf&ge through 
the City, the Rude People flocked together, and cry'd out, 
Prhnkge §f ParBamemis Prrvibge rfParSsmMt ; ibme of them 
- prefling very near his o>vn Coach, and amongft the reii one 
callii^ oat with a very loud Voice, 7b jumr Tmas O Ifi^iL 
However the King, though much Mortified, continued his 
Reiblution, takiK little notice of the Diftempeis; and, hair- 
ing I^oed at the &eriff 's, retuns'd in tiie Afceisoon to Wbke^ 
hUB^ and publifhed, the next day, a Prodamatidn, for the 
,Apprefaenfion*of all Thofe, whom he bad aocnfed of High 
Trealbn, forbidding any peiibn to Harbour chem; the Arti* 
des of their Charge being llkewiie Primed, -and difperfed. 

Whek the Fioufe of Commons next met, none of the 
Accafed Members appealing. They had Friends enough, who 
were well inftruded to aggravate the late proeeediogs, and 
to put theHoufe into a Thoufand Jealoufies, and Apprehen- 
fioQ^ and ^very {light Circumftance carried weight enough in 
it Co difturb their Minds, They took very little notice of the 
Aocttfing the Members; but tlie King's coming to the Houfe, 
whicfa lud been Never known before, and E^daring, ^^ that 
'^ be would take Them, wherever he Found Them, was an 
'^Evidence, that he meant Himfelf to have brought a Force 
^ into the Houfe to Apprehend them, if they had been ihere; 
and was looked upon as the higheft Breach 6f Privily, that 
could pbffibly be imaginU They whoJpdke^inoft Tiiffion*- 
atciy, and probably meant asMalidoufly, behaved chemfelves 
withMpddfty, and feem'd only^dbtemfd in ^ what concerned 
rhem 1^11 ; and concluded, afl^' many Lameiitations, <^ that 
'^ diey did not think rhemfelves Safe in that Houfe, till the 
^ Minds t)f Men were better Oompi^iBd i tbat the City was 
*^ foU of Apprehenfions, and Mnas very Zeaknts for their Se- 
'^osrfty; and therefore wiih'd, that they might Adjourn th^ 
^Pariiainent to meet in fomc place in the City. But that 
was found not Prafljcable^ fince icwas not in their own 
Power to do ir> without the Confent of the Peers, and the 
Concurrence of the King^ Vhp were 3oth like rather to 
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Tfc>g< # ^rchoofe a place more difhnc from the Cicy. So, with more 
Cj*'"^ Reafon, in the end they concluded, "chat the HoufcfliouM 
th!^[$i^i ** Adjourn it fcif fortwo or three diys, and name a Cora- 
/«r /i«# '^' roitcee, who (hould Gt both Mornine and Afternoon in the 
iUyt^nsmts^^Qity • and All who came CO have Voices : and Mercbmrnt^ 
Cmmniu- Toyhn^UM was appointed for the place of their meeting ; 
H)ff «. lAe yjj^y ^j^ g^^^^ ioilAndtm, undertaking, " that it fliould 

^^ be ready againft the next Morning : no Man oppofing or 
concradi&ing any thing that was faid ; They, who formerl/ 
ufed to appear tor ail the Rights and Authority which be- 
longed to the King, not knowing what to.fiiy, between Grief 
and Anger, that ihe Violent Party had by thefe late unskilful 
adionsof the Court, gotten great Advantage, and recovered 
new Spirits: and the Three Ferfons before nanied, without 
whole Privity the King had promifed that he would enter 
upon oo Counfei, were fo much difplcafed and dejcded, that 
they were inclined, never more to take upon them the Care 
of any thti^ to betraniaded in the Houl'e^ finding already, 
that they o^d not avoid being looked upon as che Authors 
of thofe Counfels, to which they were fo abfolute Stranger^ 
and which they fo perfedly I>etefted. 

And in truth. They had then withdrawn themfelves from 
appearing often in the Houfe, but upon the abftradted con- 
fidefation of their Duty and Confcience, and of the prefent 
ill condition the King was in j who hkewifc felt within him- 
felf the Trouble and Agony, which ufually attends Generous 
and Magnanimous Minds upon their having committed Er- 
rors, which expofe then) to Cenfure , and to Damaee. In 
fine, the Houfe of Commons Adjourn'd for fbme days, to 
coBfult with their Fciends in the City ; and the Houle of 
Vm Xjfth Lordg held fo good Correfpondence with them , that they 
jJJTjl^ likewife Adjounvd to the fame Days they knew, by fonoe In- 
far /iw/4jivtelligence, the Commons incended to meet again. But the 
di!$i. Lords made no Committee to fit in the Cicy. 
ih% TV4»r^ When the Committee met the next Morning at Jder^ 
^aiMtfthichoMt-Tayhrs-HMtt^ where All who came were to have Voices, 
^T^^l'^ and whither All ciidcoraeac firft, out of Curiolity to obfenre 
"* '^^ what Method they meant to proceed in, rather thanEipefta- 
tion that they fliould be able to do any Good thc^; they 
found a Guard ready to attend them, ofSubflantial Citizens 
in Arms, and a Committee from the Common Council, to bid 
them Welcome into the City ^ and to Aflure them, ^^ that the 
^^ City would take Care, that They, and all their Members 
^^fliouldbe Secured from Violence; andtothatpurpofe had 
'^appointed That Guard to attend them, which fliould be al- 
'^ ways Relieved twu:e a day, if they refolv'd to fit Morning 
^^ and Afternoon : and acquainted them funher, ^'that the 

^^Conunoo 
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^Coaimos Cooncil, in contemplation that they might ftand 
'* in wane of any thing, had likewile appointea a Committee 
'^of b many Aldermen, and fuch a number of the Common 
^ Council^ which ihould meet always at a place named, at 
'^ thoCb Hours, which that Committee iliould appoint to meet 
^^ at ; CO tbe cod, diac if any thing were to be required of the 
*' City, they mi^t ftill know their Pleafiire, and take Care 
^^ thac it ihould Obeyed. Thus they had provided for fuch 
a tnutuil Communication and Confederacy, that they might 
be lure always to be of one Mind, and the One to ndp the 
Other in the profecution of thofe Defigns and Expedients, 
which they fliould find necefliry to their Common end : the 
Committee of the City confifting of the moil Eminent Perfons, 
Aldermen and others, for their dilafiedion to the Government 
of Church and State. 

At cheir firft Sitting, the Committee begun with the fta* 
^ ting the Manner of the King's coming to the Houfe, and all 
' he did there; theieveral Members mentioning all that they 
would take upon them to remember of his Majefty's Doing 
or Speaking, both as he came to the Houfe, and after he was 
, there; fome of them being walking in Weftmrnfter-HsU 
when the King walked through, and To came to the Houfe 
wich him, or near him; others reporting, what they heard 
fome of the Great Men, who attended his Majefty, fay, as 
they palled by; every idle word having it's Commentary ; 
and tne Perfons, whoever were named, being appointed to 
attend, they having Power given them to fend tor ail Perfons, 
and to Examine them touching that Afiair. Nor had any Man 
the Courage to refufe to Obey their Summons ; fo that all 
tho/e of the King's Servants, who were fent for, appeared 
pun<9xially at the hour that was aflign'd them ; and were Ex- 
amined upon all Queftions, which any one of the Committee 
would propofe to them* whereof many were very Imperti- 
nent, and of little ttSiptiQL to the King. 

It was very well known where the Accufed Perfons were, 
all together in one Houfe in Cohman^Streety near the place 
where the CcHnmittee Sate; and whither Perfons trufted paf- 
fed to and fro to communicate, and receive Dire&iona; but it 
was not Seafonable for them yet to appear in Publick, and to 
come and Sic with the Ccmmittee, or to own the believing, 
that they thought themfelves fafe from the Violence, and the 
Ai]&ult8 of the Court ; the Power whereof they exceedingly 
oontemn'd, whilft they feem'd to apprehend it ; nor was it 
yet time to Model in what manner their Friends in the City, 
and die Country, fliould appear concerned for them ; in pre- 
paring whereof no time was loft. 
Against the day the Houfe was to meet, the firft Ad- 
journment 
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joumment oot being for above two or three dsys, the CoiD«j 
mttcee had prepared Matter enough for a Report ^ a Relatiaa| 
of all tbcj had difcovei^d upon their Examinations^ and fudt' 
Voces, as they thought fit to ofier upon the breach of their Pri«- 
▼ilege J that they might thereby difoover the Afie&ions of tho 
Houfe, of which they could not yet take any mesTur^ feeintf 
there had been no Dd>ate fince thofe Accidents, which could 
difcover the general Temper ^ whidi they well enou^ knew, 
was not b^re to their Advantage. In the mean time, they 
ufed all the ways they could to Aiperfe thofe, who lubd to 
Pppofe them, as the (jontrivers of the late Proceedings; and 
were willing they ibould know it i which they imagined, 
would reftrain them from taking the iame Libeity they had 
ufed to do. 
Vctii •ftbe A N D fo at tlieir meeting in the Houfe, upon the Report 
/r«iif# •/ of the Committee, they declared, ^' That the King's coming ' 
raiwnw M^. « CO the Houfe, and Demanding the Perfons of divers Mem- 
'^^rfirfl a be„ thereof to be delivered unto Him, was a high Breach 
lasB?^ *' ** of the Rights and Privileges of Parliament ; and incon- 
'^ fiftent with the Liberty and Freedom thereat ; and chere- 
^' fore that they could not with the Safety of their own Per- 
*^ fons, or the Indemnity of the Ri^cs and Privilma of Par- 
*' liament. Sit there any longer, without a full Vindicattoa of 
*^ fo high a Breach, and a fufficient Guard , wherein they 
^' might Confide ; and for that Reafon, did Order, that their 
'^ Houfe fhould be again Adjoum'd for four days ; and that 
^ the Committee fhould meet in the fame place* to Coofider 
^ and Refolve of all things, that might concern the Good and 
^ Safety of the City, ami the Kingdom ^ and particularly, 
^^ How their Privileges might be Vindicated, and their Per- 
^^fons Secured ^ and fliould have Power to Confult and Ad- 
^^ viie with any Perfon, or PerfcMis, touching the Premiies. 
And, this Order and Declaration being made, they Adjourn- 
ed : the laft Claufe being intended to bring their Members 
to them. 

At the meeting of the Houie, the Committee had in- 
formed them, Firft of the great Civilities, they bad received 
from the City in all the particulars, that they might have 
Order to return the Thanks of the Whole Houfe, whidi 
they eafily obtained ; and, at their return, they took mare Ex- 
aminations ihsii they had formerly ; by which they made a 
tuller Relation of the King's coming to the Houfi^ and his 
Carriage and Words there. And becaufe it was vifible to 
all Men, that the King was fo far from bringing any Force 
with Him, which they de(ired it (bould be beltev'd he had 
brought, that he had only his Guard of Halberdiers, and 
fewer ot them, than ufed co go with Him op any ordinary 

Motion ; 
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Modoa; and chat fewer of his Gentlemen Servants were 
Then with him, than ufually attended him when he went 
but to walk in the Park ; and had only their Little Swords ; 
the7 were very pundual in mentioning any Light or LooTe 
Wonby which had h\ltn from any Man, that it might be 
believ'4 that there was more in the Matter. As tbey care- 
folly infertcd in their Relation, that one of the Waiters, as 
he walked very near his Majefty through the Hall, faid, " he 
^had agoed riftolinhis Pocket; and that Another, as tbey 
were walking up the Stairs towards the Houfe of Commons^ 
called out, F#ff mt ; from which they would have it believ'd, 
that there bad been very Bloody intentions. 

T H E K They propofed Ibme Votes to be oflfer'd to the 
Houlie, io which they Voted <^ the Relation, which was made^ 
^^to be true ^ and thereupon, that the King's Comineto the 
HouCe was thehigheft Breach of the Privilege ef Parlia- 
ment, that could be made ^ and that the Arrefting, or en- 
^ deavourin^ to Arreft, any Member of Parliament was a high 
"Breach oftheir Privilege; and that thePerfon, who wasfo 
" Arrefted, might lawfully Refcue.and Redeem himfelf ^ and 
" that an, who were prefent, and law the Privileee of Parlia- 
" noent fo Violattd, might, and ought to Affiit the injured 
'' Perfon in his Defience , and to procure his Liberty with 
^^ Force. And thele Votes the Houfe Confirmed, when thty 
^were Reported. Though, in the Debate, it was told them, 
'^ Tbat thev muft take heed, that they did not out of Tender- 
^^Dcfs of tneir Privilege^ which was, and muft be very pre-* 
*< cioas to every Man, extend it further, than the Law would 
*^ fuBer k to be extended : that the Houfe had always been 
^ very fevere upon the Breach of any of their Ptivileges, and 
'^ in die Vindicating thofe Members, who were injured j but 
^ that the difpofing men to make Tbemfelves Judges^ and to 
^ Refcue themfelves or others, might be of evil Cbnfequence, 
^ and produce ill Efiefts ; at leaft if It fhould fall out to be, 
** that the Peribns were Arrefted for Treafon, or Felony, or 
*^Breadi of the Peace ; in either of which Cafes, there could 
<^ be no Privilege of Parliament. This, though a known 
Truth to any, who knew any thii^of theLaw, wasreceiv'd 
with NoUe sod Clamour. , and with wonderful evidence of 
Diflikey and fome faint Contradidions, << that no Such thing 
^ ought to be done , whilft a Parliament was Sitting : and 
then, falling upbn the late AAion of the King, and ihe Me- 
rit of thofe Perfons, and without much Contradiction, which 
ivas found to be ungrateful, the Houfe Confirm'd all that the 
Committee had Voted ; and then Adjcurn'd again for fome 
clays, and Order'd the Committee to meet again in the City ; 
wbidk tbey did Mornii^ and Afcjyrc^on ^ and prcpar'd other 

Votcir 
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Votes of $1 brighter Allay, and more in the face of the King, 
and the Law, every day adding to the Fury sod Fierccnei^ 
of the precedent. The Houfe met and Sate, only to Confirm 
the Votes which were Pafs'd by the Committee, and to pro- 
fecute fuch Matters, as were by Concert brought to them, by 
Petition from the City ^ which was ready to Advance any 
thing, they were directed ; and fo whilft the Members yec 
kept themielves Conceal'd, many particulars of great Impor- 
tance were tranfadled in thofe fliort Sittings of the Houfe. 

The King about this time^ having found the Inconveni* 
ence and Mitchief to himfelfot having no Servant of Intercft 
and Reputation, and who took his bufineis to Heart, in the 
Houfe of Commons, had made the Lord Falkland and & 
John CoUpepper^ both Members of that Houfe, and of unble- 
miflicd Reputations and confefled Abilities , of his Privy- 
Council 'y and the one, the Lord Falklandy his Principal Se- 
cretary of State, and S' John CoUpefper , Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ^ as is faid before. And (b, having now gotten 
two Councilors about him, who durft Truft one another, and 
who were Both 6t to be Trufted by Him, which he had been 
without above a Year paft^ to His, and the Kingdom's iire* 
parable Difad vantage ; He thought fit to Publifli a Declara- 
tion to all his Subjeds, in Anfwer to the Remonftrance, he 
had latelv receiv'd from the Hou(& of Commons, and was 
difperfed throughout the Kingdom. In which, without the 
leaft Sharpnedj or return of the Language he had receiv'd ; 
v»t Ki^£' he took notice ^ of the Fears, and Jcaloufics ( for thofe were 
^Hfweru the New words, which ferved to Juftify all lodilpolitions, 
J^J^^JJ^ ' and to excufe all Diforders ) " which made Inmrefljon in the 
/I3^«. '^ Minds of his People, with reference to their Religion, thdr 
mgffM€t. <^ Liberty, or their Civil Interefts. 

Uf/^SLJ^ "As to their Religion, Hcobferv'd the Fears to be of 
A ti^ ^.-"Two forts i either as Ours here Eftabliflicd might be in- 
yy.J/* ^ •« vaded by the Roman Party; or as it was accompanied with 
^^fome Ceremonies, at which fome tender Coniciences, or 
" Really were, or Pretended to be. Scandalized. For the firft^ 
'^ as there might be any fufpicion of Favour or Inclination to 
^^ the Papifts, he faid, he was willing to Declare to all the 
'^ World, that, as he had been brought up from his Child- 
'^ hood in, and pradifed that Religion, which was Eftabliflied 
'' in the Church of England ; fo he believ'd he could, having 
" given a good part of his time and pains to the Ex>minatioo 
'^ of the Grounds of it , as it Difter'd from that of Rome , 
'^ maintain the fame by Unanfwerable Rcafons ; and hoped 
'^ he fliould be ready to Sc^il it with the cfHifion of his Blood, 
'^ if it (hould pleafe God to call him to that Sacrifice : and 
*^th:it nothing could be fo acceptable to him, as any Propo- 
% f ' ficion, 
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« fitioOy which might contribute to the Advancement of it 
« Here, or the Propsgation of it Abroad ; this being the 
" greateft means to draw dowa a Blefling from God ui on 
*' himfdf, and this Nation ; and if this Profeffion of his was 
^ wamiiig to his People, he thought himfelf cxtrcaroly Un- 
^fbrtimate, fiw that his conftant Praftice in his own Per- 
" ibo had always been, without Oftentation, as much to cvi- 
''dence his Care and Duty therein, as he could poOibiy tell 
"how toexprefs. 

" A a for matters of Ceremony , He faid , he would, in 

" Tcndernefs to any number of his loving Subjefts, be willing 

" to comply with the advice of his Parliament, that feme Law 

** fliouU be made for the exemption of render Conlciences 

**from punifhment or profecution for negleding fuch Ccre- 

" moniea j and in fuch Cafes,' which by the judgment of moft 

" men are held to be matters Indifterent , and of fome to 

«* be abfoluteiy Unlawful. Provided, that that Cafe fliould 

« be attempted, and purfucd vrith that Modefty , Temper, 

** and Subraiffion , that in the mean time the Peace and 

«* Qoiec of the Kingdom fliouId not be difturbed, the Decen- 

** cy, and Comlincfs of God's Service not difcountenanccd, 

** nor the Pious, Sober, and Devout anions of ihofe Revc- 

" rend perfons, who were the firft Labourers in the blefled 

" Reformation, or of that time, be Scandalized, and Defamed. 

" For, he &id, he could not without Grirf of Heart and 

** without fome Tax upon himfelf and his Miniftcrs for the 

*'not executing of the Laws, look upon the bold Licence of 

*^ fome men in Printing of Pamphlets , in Preaching and 

" Prindngof Sermons to full of bitternefi and malice againft 

" the prefent Government, againft the Laws Eftabliflied j fo 

" foil of Sedition againft his own Perfon, and the Peace of 

** the Kingdom ; that he was many times amazed to confider 

" by what Eyes thofe things were Seen, and by what Eirs 

" they were Heard. 

** Co N c E R M I NO the Civil Liberties and Interefts of the 
** Subjefts, He laid, he fliouId need fay the Jcfs, having crc- 
" flbed fi> many lafting Monuments of his Princely and Fa- 
" therly care of his Peq>le, in thofe excellent Laws paffed by 
*^ him this Parliament ; which, with very much Content to 
^^ himfelf, he faid, he conceived to be fo large and Ample, 
''that verj many Sober men had little left to wilhforofthac 
*' Kind. He told them, he very well underftood the Rights 
''andi^rtlcular Advanta«s, he had Departed from in many 
•* of the Ads he had paflcd ; and therefore he had rcafon to 
**hopc, as he had taken all Occafions to render Their condi- 
^ tion moft Comfortable and Happy ^ f j They would, in gratc- 
f'/iiJ and dutiful return, be always re^dy with equal Tender-

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^ nefii tod Alaaicy to advance His Rights, and prefer His 
'^ Honour, upon which their own Security and Subfiftenoe fi>

^ CO the which he would not with the fame readineft contri- 
^^ bute his beft Affiftance. He faid, if thofe Refoiutions were

' As it had thefe, and many other advantages and helps to 
be RiChp ft) it was looked* upon too much of late time as a 
Common Scdcfe not eafy tobeexhaufted, and as a body not 
tobegricved by ordinary Aftsctfinjuflice; and therefore as 
kwas? aiplaceof reforc, in all cafes of necbflity, for the fiid- 
dain borrowing great fums of money, in whkh' they were 
<:ommonly Merchants too good for the Crown, fo it wss be- 
come a pradice, upon any fpecious pretences, to void theSc« 
curity that was at anytime given for nx>ney fo borrowed. 

Thus after many queftionings of their Charter, which 
were ever removed by conHderabie fums of money, a Gran: 
m:de by the King in the beginning of his Reign ( in confi- 
deration of great fums of money ) of good quantities of Land 
in Ireland^ and of the City of- Lo$uUnderry there, was Voided 
^ by a Suit in the Star^ctamitr ; alf^theLands, afier a -vaft cx- 
pence in building and planting, refumed into the King's hands, 
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and a Floe of Fifiy Thoufand poqnds iiBpoTed qpoo t^.City. 
Which ScQCcxKe bcinff^prow^(i<}04 ^ccr a loog aii^ pubUck 
Hearing, during which tmc^xj^^y, were ofceQ^ ^viied to a 
Compofoion, both in rpfpe.c^.p^iiche (ubdanoc^ aa4:th6 ch- 
cumftances of proceeding, made a general iippre(if$>i)iiin jc^ 
minds of the Cinz/p& of >iU. Conditioner, much co rhe^difiovan- 
rage of the C^urc^ and.thpMgb che KiOg after war^js remitted 
ID rhem the petiaidcs ojf tjiaA j^ncence, they imppj(f:d .ifaic to 

the Power of the I^arliatncnt^^l^^ ^^^^^^ ^^"^^^^^f '^ ^^^ ^^ 
benefit of their Grant J^adbe<H2- taken from rliem, tha^ by 
^hom it was reftored^ Co chat, lit the beginning of the Pac^ 
lianient , the City was as' ill afieded co the Court as the 
Country was y and therefore chofe fuch Burgees to (it ther^, 
as bad either eminently Oppofedthc Courc^ or. accidentally 
been Opprefled by it. . , 

The chief Government and $uperintendency of the City 
is in the Mayor, and Aldermen ; which, in tbac httle King^ 
dom, reiembles the Hou/e of Peers y and the Common Ceuiio 
a\ is the repre&nrative body thereof, like the Hpuie of Coffi« 
rcons, to order and agree to all Taxes, Rates, and fuch par* 
ticulars belonging to the Civil Policy. The Common Coun* 
cil are chofen every vcar, fo many for.cvery PfirKhj.of the 
Wileft, and moft Subuantiai Citizens, by the Vefiry, and com- 
naon Convention of the People of that PariQi^ aod as the 
Wealthieft, and bed Reputed Men were commonly cholen^ ib, 
though the Eledion was once a year, it was formerly icarce 
ever known, that any Man once chofen was afterwards re- 
jcdled or left out.except upon difcovery of an enormous Crime, 
and decaying in Fortune to a Bankrupt : othcrwife, till he was 
cai/ed to be Alderman, or dyed, he continued, and was every 
year return'd of the Common Council. 

After the beginning of this Parliament, when thole who 

fteer'd at Weftmhtfter found by their Experience in the Cafe 

of the Earl of Sirafferdyol what confequencc the City might 

be to them, and afcerwards found by the Courage of the pre- 

fent Lord Mayor, S' Richard Gouraey y who cztinot be too often 

or too honourably mention'd, that it might be kept from be-> 

iDg difpofed by them y and that the Men of Wealth, and Abi- 

lity, who at firft had concurred with them, begun now to 

di£xrn that they meant to lead them further than they had a 

miod to go j they direded their Confidents, that at the Ele- 

aion of the Conynon Counqil-men by the concurrence and 

number of the Meaner People, all fuch who were Moderate 

Men,and lovers of ihe prefent Government, fliould be rejedled; 

and in their Places Men of the moft Adive and Pragmatical 

Heads, of how mean Fortunes foever, (hould be Ele Aed . And 

by this means that Body in great part now coniiftcd of Up- 
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fiarr, l^aftious, Indigent Companions, who were re^dy to re- 
ceive iiH adviertifemencs and dimftions from Wfimmfier^ and 
fls fc^ward coincroacb upon their Superiorg, the Mayor, and 
Aldermen. And fo this firebrand of Privilege inflamed the 
Otyat that time. 

That They mteht gratify the City ih procuring a better 
Anfwer, than they had received from the Kii^ to their Pe- 
tition, and that they might more expofe bis Majefty to their 
Afifoiits, the Houie refunf d the buiinefs of the Tower again, 
with the old RefleAions upon the removal of the former 
Good Lieutenant, and the putting in a Rude PeHbn and of a 
defperate Fortune, as they called him, that he might ufe iiich 
Prifoners, as there was an intent to fend thither, in (iich a 
tnanner as he (bould be direAed ; and that the Perfon, who 
was fince put in, had put the City into great apprehenfions by 
the obfervation that was made, that he took great ftore of 
Provifions into the Tower, as if he made provifion for a greater 
Carrifon, which raifed great jealouGes \ and diere was a Pe- 
tition brought, and delivered to the Houfes in the Names of 
ieveral Merchants whoufed to Trade co the Mint ^ in which 
they defired that there might be fuch a Perfon made Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, '* as they could Coofide in (an Exprd^ 
fion that grew from that time to be much ufed ) without 
which no Man would venture Bullion into the MinL and by 
confcquence no Merchant would bring it into the Kingdom. 
Whereas in truth there was no Gentleman in the Kingdom of 
a better Reputation amongft all forts of Men, and there hid 
^ been more Bullion brought into the Mint in the fliorc time 
of his being Lieutenant, than had been in many Months be- 
fore ^ and amongft thofe Pcrfons, which fo folemnly delivered 
that Petition, and had all fubfcribed it, there were very few 
who had ever fent any Silver into the Mint. However the 
Houfe entertain'd the complaint as very reafbnable, aixl fent 
for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they prevailed 
to joyn with them in a dcfire to the King, "that he would 
*^ remove S' Jokn Bjron from being Lieutenant of the Tower, 
which the King for fome rime refulcd to do, till they prefled 
it in another manner j which (hali be mentioned anon. 
jhtCmmit' The Committee, that ftill omtinued to Sit in JLomdmt^ iih 
i4t»ftht tended no other bufinefs, but their own Privileges; fent for, 
^TT'r ^^^ examined, as hath been faid, all Men, who had attended 
'^/•TiL ^^^ Majefty, or had been cafiiaily prefent in the Hall, or at 
tf'ry, the doors ' of the Commons Houfe when the King was there ; 
and all fuch Examinations, as teftified any extravagant dif- 
^courfe uttered by any iooie Fellow, who had accidentally put 
himfclf into the coiripiny, though it appeared he had no re- 
lation CO rhc King's Service , were carefully Enter'd , and 
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PuUiflh'di bur fuch as declared the Kiii|'0 ftri<3 Comimnd 
sg;iinft any Violence, or diforder, and his pofitive Charge^ 
that no Man fliouid prefume to follow him into the Houie ot' 
Cominoiu ( as full proof wai made to them of tbofe paiticu* 
Ura } were aa carefully Supprefled, and Cooceakd. 

The Sheri6% of lAndam had been direfied to appoint a 
Guard CO attend the Committee^ whilft it flioold continue 
rhere; and then to Guard the Houfea when they Ifaould again 
£t at Wtftwrnfifr. The Accufed Perfona, who lodged ail this 
time in cheCity, were brought to the Committee with much 
ftace, and iate with them to devife feme way to Vindicate 
thfioifelvca. 

Then a Declaration was agreed uponby the Commons on- sA TyetinrA- 
J7, in which was fet forth, ''that the Chambers, Studiea, and ^'* ^ '^ 
"Tnmkaof M'Hpffix,S'^/Aiff-ft?/&r«,M*-P7w, lA^^amh-^^^' 
^ dtm^ aod M' BtnJk^ had been by colour of hia JV<Iaicfty's/v, m<m. 
^^ Warrant fealed up ; which was' not only againtt the Pri W- ktru 
^ lege of Parliament, but the common Libeny of every Sub- 7^ 
^'jeft; that the fame Members had been the fame day de« 
''manded by a Serjeant at Armea to be delivered to him, that 
^ he might Arreft them of High Treafoo ^ that the next 
^ day his Majefty came to the Houfe in his own Pcrfon, ac- 
^ tended bv a multitude of Arm'd Men in a Warlike manner 
^' with Halbens, Swords^ and Piftols, who came up to the 
^' very door of theHode, and placed themlelvea there, and 
^^ in other places, and paflages near to the Houie, to the great 
'' terrour and difturbance c? the Members then Sitting ; that 
^^ his MajeftY, fittmg in the Speaker'a Chair , demanded the 
^ Peribna ot thofe Membera to be delivered to him ; which 
'^ was a high breach of the Righta, and Privil^es of Parlia- 
'' ment , mA incoofiftent with the Liberties and Freedom 
^ choreof ^ that afterwards his M^efty did ifliie forth fcvcral 
^ Warrants co divers Officers under his own hand, for the 
'^ appcefaenfion of their Peribns, which by Law he could noc 
^' io. And thereupon they declared, '^ that if any Perfon 
^ Oioald Arrdl Mr IbUUy &c. or any other Member of Par- 
'' Itament, by pretence of any Warrant ifluin^ out from the 
^ King, he was guilty of the breach of the Privilege of Par* 
'^Uaroent, andapublickEnemy of the Common- wealth; and 
'^ tl^ rhe Arreftisg an^ Member of Parliament, by any War- 
'^ rant wbadbever, without confent of that Houfe, whereof 
^ he is a Member, is a breach of the Privilege of Parliament : 
^^ and the Perfon that (hall fo Arreft him, is declared a pubiick 
^* Enemy of the Common-wealth. 

T u £ Y publifhed, that it did fully appear by (everal Exa- 
minations, ^^that many Soldiers, Papifts and others, to the 
^norabcr of about five hundred, came with his Majeftv to 
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.*^rfae Houfe of Commons, arm'dj and that (bme*of*them, 

.^ holding up their Piftols cocked near the door of thcHoufc, 

*^ which they kept open, faid, I ^m a good Markfman^ I can 

-^^ hit right, I warrant yoa : and faid, they would have the 

*^ door open; and if any opposition was made, they madc'no 

^^ queftion but they (hould maintain their Parry ; and chat Tome 

f aid, " a Pox take the Houfe of Coramoos, let them be Hang- 

*' cd. And when the King rerurn'd from the Houfe, they ex- 

'^' preded great difconrent asking, when comes tht ivord-, that 

**iome of them being demanded what they thought the com- 

5' pany intended to have done, anfwer'd, that queftionle(s in 

*' the pofturc they were fet in, if the ivord had been given, 

' ^^ they ihould hive fallen upon the Houie of Commons, and 

^* have cut all their Throats : upon which they faid they wisre 

*^ of opinioji, that the Soldiers and Fapiits coming in thtft 

^^ manner with hisMajefty was to take away fomeof^the Mem- 

^^bersof the Houfe, and if they (hould have found oppofi- 

' ** tion, or denial, then to have fallen upon the Houfe in a ho- 

• ^^ ftile manner. 

And they did thereupon declare, "That the fame was a 
f^ Traiterous dcfign againft the King and Parliament. And 
'^ whereas the Perfons accufed had, with the Approbation of 
" the Houfe, abfented themfelves from the Service of the 
"Houfe, for avoiding the great and many inconveniences, 
^' which otherwife might have happened; fincc which time, 
^' a Printed Paper in the form of a Proclamation had iflhed out 
^^for the Apprehending and Imprifoning them, fuggefting, that 
^' through the Confcience of their Guilt they wire abfent, 
"and fled ^ they did further declare, "that the faid Printed 
^^ Paper, was falfe, and fcandalous, and illegal $ and that not- 
^^ withftanding that Printed Paper, or any Warrant ifliied our, 
^^ or any other matter againft them, they might and ought 
^^ to attend the Service of the Houfe, and the Committees then 
^^ on foot ; and that it was lawful for all Perfons whatfoever 
^' to lodge, harbour, and converfe with them, and whofoever 
^^ fliouid be queftion'd for the fame fhould be under the Pro- 
*' te&ion, and Privilege of Parliament. 

And they declared, " That the pnblifhing the Articles of 
" High Treaibn againft the Perfons accufed, was a high breach 
^^ of the Privilege of Parliament, a great Scandal to his Ma- 
^^ jefty, and his Government, a Seditions aA manifeftly tend- 
'^ ing to the Subverfion of the Peace of the Kingdom, and an 
^Mnjury, anddiflionour to the Members; and that the Privi- 
*^ leges of Parliament, and Liberties of the Subjeft fo violated 
'^ and broken, could not be fully, and fufficiently Vindicated, 
^^ unlefs the King would be gracioufly pleafed to difcover the 

* ^' Names of chafe Perfons, who advifed him to do the par- 
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f^ dcultr Ads before rocntion'dj that they might receive Con- 
"dsgn Puniflimcnt. 

This ftrange Declaration, fb contrary to the l^nown rules 
and judgements of Law, and to the known praSife and pro- 
ceedings of ParHamenr, waa no fooner framed and agreed 
tipon in the Commictee, than it was Printed, and Fub]i(hed 
throughouc the City, and Kingdom, before ic was Confirmed 
by^ or Repcrced 10 the Houfe j which is againft thecuftom 
of Parliannent. For, by that cuftom, no Aft done at any Com- 
mittee fliould be divulged before the fame be Reported to 
the Hoofe. • 

The truth is, it cannot be exprefled how great a Change 
there appeared to be in the countenance and minds of all forts 
of People, in Town and Country, upon thcfc late proceed- 
ings or the King. They, who had before even loft their Spi- 
rits, having loft their Credit, and Reputation, except amongft 
the meaneft People, who could never have been made ufe 
of by them, when the greater fliould forfakc them y and fo 
defpaired of ever being able to compafs their dcfigns of Ma- > 
]fce, or Ambition (and fome of them had refumed their ddr^ 
refolutions of leaving the Kingdom ) now again recovered 
greater Courage than ever, and quickly found that their Cre- 
dit and Reputation was as great as ever it had been^ the Court 
being reduced to a lower Condition, and to more difefteem 
and negleft than ever it had undergone. All that they had 
fornierly fiud of Plots and Confpiracies againft the Parliament, 
which had before been laughed at, was now thought true 
and real ; and all their fears, and jealcufies looked upon as the 
etfc&s of their greit Wifdom and Forefight. All that bad 
been Whifpsred of Ireland^ was now talked Aloud and Prim- K 
ed j as all other Seditious Pamphlets and Libels were. The 
Shops of the City generally fliut up, as if an Enemy were at 
their Gates ready to enter, and to plunder them ^ and the Peo- 
ple 10 all places at a Gaze, as if they looked only for direfti- 
on5<» and were then difpoied to any undertaking. 

O N the other fide, They, who had, with the greatcft Cou- 
rage and Alacrity, oppofed all. their Seditious praftifes, be- 
tween Grief and Anger were confounded with the confidera- 
rion of what had been done, and what was like to folfow. 
They were far from thinking that the accufed Members had 
received much wrong, yet they thought it an unfcafonable 
dme 10 call them to an Account for it. That if any thing 
had been to be done of that kind, there (hculd have been a fit- 
ter choice of the Perfons, there being mapy of the Houfe, of 
more mifohievous inclinations, and de(igns- againft the King's 
Peribn, and the Government, and wha were more ezpofed to 
the Poblick Prejudice, than the Lord KimMtou was 3 who was 
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a Civil, and well mtured Man^ and had rather kept ill Corc- 
pany, than drank deep of chat infedion and ppifon, that bad 
wrought upon many others. Then S'' Artlmr H0fbrigy acd 
lA^ SfroJe^ were Perfoctf of too Low an account and eSeena^ 
and thouffh their Virulence, and Malice, was as conrpicuous, 
and tranicendent as any Man's, yet their Reputation, and Ic- 
teicft to do tnifchicf ocherwife th»n in concurring in it, wa« 
fo fmall, that they gained Credit and Authority by being join- 
ed with the reft, who had indeed a "great influence. How- 
cv^er, fmce there was a Refolurion to proceed againft Thofe 
Men, 4t would have been much better to have cau&d them 
to have been all feverally Arrefted, and fent to the Tower, or 
to other Prifons^ which might have been very eaGly d«ne be* 
fore fu(peAed, than to fend in that manner to the Houfes with 
^ that Formality, which would be liable to to many excepti- 
ons. At ieaft, they ought ib far to have imparted it to Mem- 
bers in both Houfes, who m^bt have been trufted, that in 
the inftant of the Acaifaficinj when both Houses were in that 
Conftematioo (as in a great Confternatioo they were ) ibme- 
what might have been prefled Confidently towards the Kipg^s 
fads6aftk>n ; which would have produced fome oppo&ioa 
and eontradiftion, and might have prevented that Uoiverial 
concurrence and dejedion of Spirit, which feized upon, and 
ijoffiflDd both Houtes. 

But above all, the anger, and indif^nation was very great 
and general, that to ail the other overfights and prefiimptioos 
was added tiie expofing the Dijinity, and Majefty, and Safety 
of the King, in his coming in rerfon, in that manner, to the 
* Hou(e of Commons^ and in going the next day, as he did, to 
the Guild Hatl, and to the Lord Mayor's, vt^hich drew fuch 
Reproaches unon him to his Face. Ail which was juftly im- 
puted to the Lord Digh^ who had before fewer true Friends 
than he deierv'd, ana had now aimoft the whole Nation his 
Enemies, being the moft Univer(aily odious of any Man 
in it. 

W H E K the Houfe of Commons had Faded fuch Votes £rom 
the Committee at Mercbaat'Taflmrs-Hall^ as they thought ne- 
ceffiury, and had once more Amotem'd thither, the Committee 
asked the advice oS the Hoqie, whether the aocufed Mem- 
bers might be piobnt with them (who had in truth diieded, 
and governed all their proceedings from the time they Sate 
there ) which was not only approved, but thoie Members re- 
quired to attend the Houte the next day it was co Sit, and (b 
to continue the Service of the Heufe, which was tiien Ad- 
journ'd for three or fontf days, that tiis City might appear in 
fuch apoihire, asfhouldbe thought convenient. 

T H F.. noife was fo gmt of tl^ preparations made in the 

City 
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Ciry to bring the accufed Members in Triumph to the Par- 
liamenr, and chtc the whole Miltcia would accompany them, 
whtift the Sea^men and Mariners made an appearance in Barge?, 
and other Vefleb, upon the Thames to WeStminfier^ that the 
King thought it convenient to remove again from Wkite-HnU^ 
and lb on the tenth of Jamtarj^ which was the Eve to that 
great Fcftival, his Majefty, the Queen, and the Royal Chil- ^ Ki^g 
dfcn, went from WUte-HaU to Hampon Court ^ waited on ^jl^^^^^. 
fixne few of their own Houfliold Servants, ana thirty or forty ^J '\^ '** 
cf rhofe Officers, who had attended at Whrte-IUtt fox fecurity Hampton- 
agatnft the Tumults. Court. 

Before His going, he fent to the Earls of Eljex and 
MfBswd CO attend him in his Journey j who were both^bv 
their Places, the one being Lord Chambei lain of his Houfhold, 
the other the firft Gentleman cf his Bcd-Chamber or Groom 
of the Stole, obliged to that Dutv. The Earl of Efffx re- 
folded to go, and, to that purpofe, was making himielf rea- 
dy, when the Earl of Holland came to him, and privately dif- 
fwadedhim; afluringhim, that if they two went, they mould 
be both Murther'd at Hampton-court y whereupon they left 
theKiflg to his fmall retinue in a moft difconfolace, perplexed 
Condition, in more need of Comfort and Counfel, than they 
had ever known him^ and inftead of attending their Mafter 
in that exigent, they went together into the Cicy^ where the 
Committee Sate, and where they were not the lefs wellcome 
for being known to have been invited to have waited upon 
their Majefties. They who willied the King bcft, were not 
forry that he then withdrew from If^tte-HaU., for the info- 
lence, with which all that People were tranfportcd, and the 
animoficy, which was infufed intothe Hearts of the People in 

fcneral agatnft the Court, and even againft the Perfon of the 
Ling, cannot beexprefled. 

Whilst the Cfommittee Sate in London^ the Common 
Council likewUe met, as hath been faid> ro the end they might 
foe ready to contply in any particulars fliould be defired from 
the City ; and (0 the Committee having Refolv'd, " that 
*^' the aakms of the Citizens of Londony or of any other Pcr- 
** fen whatftjcvcr for the defence of the Parliament, or the 
" Privileges thereof, or the Preservation of the Members therc- 
^^cfy were according to their Duty, and to thetr late Protefta- 
** tion, and the Laws of this Kingdom : and if any Perfon 
RvMild Arrcft, or Trouble any of them for fo doing, he was 
declared **to be a publick Enemy of the Common- wealth : 
and in the next piace having Refolv'd, " that That Vote (liould 
^ be made known to rhe Common Council of the City of 
** LomUkj the Accufcd Members about two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon on tbe eleventh of 'January^ being the next day 

after 
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Tbe aceufii after the King went to tUv^ton-Court^ came from tbeir Lodg- 
Umbtrt ^« ings in the City to Wefimmfter^ guirded by the Sheriffs, and 
XW^L''# Train'd-bands of Umdon and W^imnfter^ and attended by a 
weftmin- coqAux of many thoufands of People befides, making a great 
fter Jan. 1 1, clamour ftgatnll Biihops, and Popiih Lords, and for (be Pri- 
vileges of Parliament ^ iomc of them, as they pafled by White- 
HaSy askine wich much coatcmpc> ^^ what was become of ihe 
*^ King and his Cavaliers} and whither he was gone ? 

From lAndon Bridge co IVe^min^er ^ che ThamBS wai 
guarded with above a hundred Lighters and Long-boats , 
laden with fmall pieces of Ordnance, and drefled up wih 
Waft-cloati^s and Streamers, as ready for Fight. And that the 
Train'd-banJs oi Lojidom might be under the Command of a 
Peribn fit to lead them, they granted aCommiiSon to Captain 
Siifpom, who was Captain of the Artillery Garden, to be Ma* 
jor-General of the Militia of the City of London -^ an Office 
never before heard of, nor imagined that they had Authority 
to confiicute. The Man had ferv*d very long in Holland^ and 
from a Common Soldier had raifed himfelf to the degree of a 
Captain, and to the reputation of a good Officer ; hie was a 
Man of order jnd fobnety, and untainted with any of thofe 
Vices which the Officers of thai: Army were exercifed in j 
and had newly given over that Service upon fome exceprions 
he had to it, and, coming to London^ was by fome Friends 
preferred to that Command in the Artillery Garden, which 
w«s to teach the Citiz^ens the exercife of their Armes. He was 
altogether illiterate, and having been bred always abroad , 
brought diiiifl^dUon enough with him from thence againil the 
Church of England^ and fo was much careflcd and truftcd by 
that Party. 

This Man marched that day in the head of their Tumul- 
tuary Army to the Parliament Houfe j where the accufed 
Members were no fooner enter'd, than they magnified ^' the 
*^ great kindnefs and af&dion they had found in the City, 
"and their zeal to the Parliament i and if their expreffions of 
'^ it, upon this extraordiniry occafion, had been fomewhac 
'^unufual, that the Houfc was ingaged in honour toProtc<ft 
"and Defend them from rec;:iving any damage. Whereupon 
the Sheriffs of London were called into the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and thanked by the Speaker for their extraordinary care;, 
and love expreOcd to the Parliament j and told, " That they 
'^ Ihould have an Ordinance of Parliament for tlicir Indem- 
" nity, declaring that all their aftions of refpe^fl and kiadne(s, 
" which they had (Iiew'd to the Lords and Commons in !>». 
^^dony and their attending them to, and at Wefiminfier^ wm 
'^ legal and juftifiable. The Mafters and Officers of Ships 
were likewife called In^ and mod heartily thanked for their 

kindoeis j 
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kindnefi ; and Serjeant Major-General Skiffpm appointed eve- 
ry (lay to attend at WefhmwJItr ^ mxh iuch a Guard as he 
choa^t fiifficient for the two Houfe». There was one circum- 
ftance.not to be forgotten in the march of the Citizecis that 
day, when the fliew by* Water wa$ little mfehor to the other 
by Land^ that the Pikemen had faftenM to the tops of their 
puces^ and the rtft m the<ir hats or thehr bofoms, printed Pa- 
pers of the Proteftation which* had been taken, and enjoined 
by the Houfe of Commons the year before for the dcftace of 
the Privilege of Parliament : and many of them hadtheprint* 
ed Votes of the King's btemtsj^r^eir Privileges in his com- 
ing to the Fioule, and demanding tlieir Members. 

AssooH as the Citizens and Mariners were difcbarged, 7%« Bock* 
ibme Buckmgham-JHremexs<i who were feid to be at the Door, w'*''"- 
with a Petition^ and had indeed warit«f<l upon ahe Triumph with *i?,^ 
a train of feveral thoufand men, w<ire called in j who dtli-ttbt/fM/^*^ 
vercd their Petition in the ndmc' of the Inhabitants of ^C^mtns. 
County of Buckmgbara^ and faid it was brought to the Town 
by about fix thoufand iwen.* ^''They commended the onwea- 
*'ricd pains of the 'Houfeof Cdmmons, for the redreis of 
^the preflbres they had lain under^ but complained that the 
^fuccc6 was not anfwerable, their endeavours being fruftra- 
" ted or retarded by a Malignant faAion of Popifh Lords, 
^ Bifliops, and Others j and now of late, to take all that lit- 
" tie hbfe, v^s left, from them, of a future rcformadoi^ the 
*^ very flying 'of the Parliament was fliaken, the Privileges 
^ thereof broken in a defpcrareand unexampled manner, and 
** the Members thereof unaiTured of their lives, in whofcfafe- 
**ey, the fiifcty of Them, and their Poftcrity was inicrived- 
*' They held it therefore their duty according to their late Pro- 
*^ teftation to defend, and maintain the Perfoftsand Privileges 
" thereof, to the uwnoft power of their Lives and Eftates; 
^to which purpofc, theyfiiid, they- were then come to make 
"the humble' tender of their Service, and would remain in 
"expeftatidn''' of their Coft^mands and Order; tatheexscu- 
** tion wherecff they would with all alacrity addrefs them- 
**felve^, ready TO live by them, or to dye at thetr feet, a- 
" gaioft whomfoever flibuld in any ibrt illegally attempt upon 
"them. 

"They befought them therefore to affift the ardent Ptay- 
"ers of the Petitioners, that the Popifh Lords and Bifliops 
*' might be forthwith outed tjhe Houfe of Peers j that all Privi- 
" \qgcs of Parliament might be confirtred to them, and that 
**a\i evil Counfirllcfrs, the Achans'of the Common-wcaltk 
^ might be given up to the hands of Joflitie; without all 
''which, they feid, they had not the lecft hope of {^rjrffi^ peace, 
^^OT to reap thofe glorious advanicgcs, which 5ie fourteen 

^^ Months 
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<< Months feed tiooe of cheir unpvsUkU'd endeavours had gives 
<< DO their uofatisged expe&i(k>n$. 

W H EK they had received thapfcs for their wooderfiil afie- 
ftioii^'aod were told, that ^^ by the great cue of the City of 
<^ Ijmdm^f the Parltanicnt was fufici^uy guaided and ailured ; 
. << and cbeiefoie that they mitbt depart to their Hoofes till 
<<ftarther oocafioo appeared^ of frhich diey Oioold befiiieto 
'^ be iofomied ^ One of them iaid» ^* they had aqocher Pea- 
^cietODy which tbey meant to Btefo to the King ; bacdeSred 
^^ tlietr advioe ^ whether that Houfe would xrouch&fe to re-> 
^^oommend it, or whether thcyxh^cnfdves Ihoold delivier it. 
For that^ they received new thanks^ and werewifiied ^'thit 
^^ fix, or eight of them- (houid pre(ent it to bis Majefty in the 
^^ naitDs-of the reft ; for the Uoufefaw their Wifdozn uid mo^ 
deration fiicb, that they Mfiuned they ofThemfdves were 
very able to manage that oiifiQe&. 
Vmj 0^9 WfisN' they had thUa carefled the ComoKiaa, they went 
Pttitimtht to tho Hoiife of Lords with another Petitioo^cooopiaiiiii^ 
Hmfi9f t^of the malignant fadion^ which rendered the endeavoursof 
^^' ^the Houfe of Commons fuocefsleb y and fiiid ^^ that in re- 
^^.^^ed' of that lace attempt upon the Honourable Houfe of 
^^ Commons, they were come to ofier rlieir Service^ as refolved 
^' in- their juft defence to live and dye. And therefore they 
^' didhtimbly pray, that that moft Honourable Houfe. would 
'^ coc^erate with the Houfe of Commons, in fpeedUy perfeft - 
^Hng tiMmoftnece(&ry work ofRefbrmation, bringing to con* 
'^digoand exemplary p«iniihment both wicked CoonfeUorSf 
'^ and other Plotters, and Delinquents ^ and that the whole 
'^Kir^gdoin might be pat into fuch aprefent pofture of De^ 
'^fisnce^ that they might be faf? bodi from all pradicesof the 
^^ malignant Pany at home, and the endeavoursof any ill af- 
'^fefled- States abroad. The Lords were as Civil to them as 
Thty V€titu the Cumroons had been, and gave them |reat thanks. And 
M i/w King, from thence they went to find out the King with their Peti- 
tion co Him; in which they complained, *^dMC MrXfiranju 
'^ demy whom they hid cholenKn^ht of their Shire, and ia 
^^ whom they had ever good oaufe tx> confide, was^ to their 
" great amazement, aocufed, amongft the others , of Hi^ 
Treafon. They (aid, that having taken into cheir ferious 
oocifidcratiofi the manner of their uopeachment^ they coald 
^^ not but conceive that it did oppugn the Rights of Parlia* 
'^ menr, to the maintenance whores? their Proceftation did 
^ bind them ; and they did believe, that the malice , which 
^^ his, and the others 2lieal 6o his Majefty's Service, and thn 
^* Statie, had raifed in the Enemies of hisMajefty, theChurbh, 
^^ and the Common- wealth, had occafioned that foul Accufa* 
^^ tton, nther than any ill defens of Theirs , mi that through 
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^' Their fides the judgement and care of the Pecitiofiers and 
*' others were wounded, by whofe choice they wtrepreicoted 
'^to the Houfe; and therefore they did humbly defire his 
^ Majefty chat Mr HamUeMy and the reft, who lay under the 
*^ bunheo of that Accufatioo, might enjoy thejuft Privileges 
^^ of Parliament. So from this cSiy we may reafoaablydate 
the Levying of War in Etijlaffd ; whatfoever hath been (ince 
done bong bat the Supemruduires upon chofe IbuiidattoDs^ 
which were then laid* 

The Members beins in this manner placed againupoe tw ff««/« </ 
their Thrones, and the Ring retired with his poor fiimily tnC^i"^^** 
Ha$^m-CdMrty they reviewed their Votes, which had paflcd j;;;^' j;^ 
in the Committee m theCtty« which they had caufed trtxj ^y ih^^-. 
sight to be printed wkhout ftaying for the confirmation cCmti^im tu 
the Houfe ; and where they had any defed, as they thought, 5'7'*"' *^ 
ox by the interpretation of others, they fupnlicd th«n with "^^'^ 
moreftrength and Authority. So they provided and declared, 
^* that no Member of Parlianent fliould be arretted upon 
^^ any pretence whatfoever. And becaufe it had been infifted 
on chat they would not makeany Declaration fo much againft 
the known Law, which allowed no Privilege in the cafe of 
Treafon , Felony , or breach of the Peace, they now added 
that ^ even in the Cafe of Treafon no Member ought or couM 
^' be arrefted, or proceeded againftj without firft informing 
'^ the Houie of which he was a Member, of the Charge and 
^* Evidence againft him, and receiving Their leaviDand dire- 
^< Aion for the proceeding againft him. And that men migte 
hereafter be more wary how they were made inftrutnencsl in 
bringing any reproach upon thenoL they Appointed a Com- 
roictee to prepare a Charge againft Hfrhtrt the King's Attur* 
ney General for prefuming to accuTe the Mcmbeife of H igh 
Treafon j which was made ready accordingly, and profecotcd 
with wooderfot vigour, as will be rememhred hermter. 

T HBT refirived thtt the King fliould not enjoy much eafe 

and qatet in his retreat ; and therefore every day fent fome 

Commiccee or other to him with Petitions and expoftulatir 

ons : a Committee of Lords and Comnx)ns attended him with 

a grievous complaint of the Breach of Privilege, they had (h* 

'flained by his coming to the Houfe ; and defired him *' chat 

^^ be would inform them who had given him that pemicfaxis 

^ Coanfel, that fuch evil Couniellors might be brought to 

^ joftJce, and receive condign puniOunent. And vfaen they 

feiund tnatthe Lord D^lj^ whom they generally believed to 

be the Author and contriver of all dut tranlitAion, though 

they could have no evidence of it, had withdrawn himfcH 

from Court , and they well enough knew had tranfported 

himfetf beyond the Scas^ they brooght Witnefles to the Bar, 

who 
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who affirmed, " that there were, on fuch a day, feveral Offr- 
"cere, Whereof the unbelovcd Lunsford was ope, ailembied 
" together at Kingffom upon Thames near Hampton-Court ; and 
" that the Lord Dig^ came thirher to them m a Coach with 
**fixHorfes from Hamf ton- Court ^ and conferred with them 
*' a long lime, and then returned agaui thither. They were 
well fattsficd with the evidcoce, and forthwith accufcd him 
to the Hoofe of Peers of High Trcafon, for the Levying of 
^wm»p^*' ^^^ againft the King and Parliament ; and a Proclamation 
'^"was Ihortly iflued out for his * Apprehenfion, when ail the 
Town knew, that be was^faitiy^rrived in Zee/and. They re- 
fumed the eonfideratiorf of die Lieutenant of the Tower ; and 
upon new information thii^'n^uch provifioawas ient in thi- 
ther every day, fheyfenrfor S' JobnByrowy who sppearcd at 
their Bar, and gave fo full anfivers to ail the qacftiuns they 
ask€d of him, that they could not but difoaiis him. -However 
they fcnt again to the- King lo remove him, and put a fitter 
man into the place, and tcconiine!nded S^John Couiers to him, 
as a man in whom they could *Gonfide ; and becaufe they did 
notfpcedily receive fuch- an Anfwer as they liked, they ap- 
pointed their Major-General Skippon to place fuch Guards 
about the Tower, as might- prevent the carrying in more 
provifion of vidual thither, than would fervc for one days 
confumption ^ notwithftandifig" which, the King would n<K 
confent to their dcfirc. /■.*•?• 

- All Me© were nowirKUoiDrt in both Houfes : the Lords 
had riot yet recovered the Courage to difieot in any one Pro- 
poficion rfiade to them from the Commons ; ana in Their 
Houfe no man durll prefume to Debate the matter of Pri- 
vilege, how far it extended, and. in what Cafes tc was of no 
Moment, left he might bexhought to be privy to, and a Coun^ 
fellor of, thst heinous Bneach, which had given them all this 
Credit. In this conFent and concurrence, all the Voces, which 
had paiTedatthe Committee in. I4«i99, and which had been 
by them communicated to the .Common Council,* and fo di- 
vulged throughout the City and Kingdom, wete confirmed ; 
and thofe. who objedled . agahiil any cscpreilions, which were 
not warrantable, reprehendeiibr- taxing chedi&retionof the 

Cott^hiir^ee. 

Akd in^ onC' day both Moufes agreed in, and executed 
three Adts of Soveraignty, even of as high a nature as any 
they haveChce ventum upon ; the iirft, ^^ in commanding 
^^ the Sheriffs of LonJoBj by^and with tlieadficcf of their new 
^^Serjeant^Major-GeneraL Skippony to place a Guard upon^ 
^' that is tobeliege the Tower of Ijundonj oo hinder the com- 
^'^inginofanyProvifionr, orgoingout of any Arms orAro« 
" munick>n^ the fecond, ^^in appointing ^^JohuHotbmn to 

"go 
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* go to Htrff, which will be mentionM anon ; the third, '^ io 
"^feadiDgao Order to the Governour of Tortjmautby thac ao 
^ t>ody fiiouid l>e admitted ioco that Town and Fort, or fuF- 
^ fer'd to pafs from thence, or any thing to be difpofed of 
^ there, but by order from the Kuig fignified by both Houfes 
•*ofParljaincnt. 

Aptxr this, a meflage was refolvVl upon to be fentto 
the Governour of the Prince, '^ that he (hould not fufl^r the 
^Prince to be tranfported out of the Kingdom, as he would 
^ ztdwtt the breach of Truft repofed in him coocerniog Re- 
'^li^n^ and the Honour , Sajety , and Peace of the three 
*^ Kiittdoins J and they declared, ^'that any Perfon who Ihould 
^'periwade or atteipd upon himmfuch tranfportation, Ihould 
^ be under the fame Cepflire. With thefe high Adts of Pub* 
lick Concernment they joined the vindication ik themfelves 
from the late Trefpafi : and to that end caufed the Atturney ncc^rr^r.^ni 
General to be pubiickly examined upon Interrogatories . #x4m^n« iha 
" whether he dici contrive, frame, or advife the Articles of •^"*^"'^ 
^ Impeachment agafaift the Members that wereaccufcd ? whc-^J]*l ,^^ 
^ther he knew the truth of them upon his Own knowledge, imft^- 
^' or by information? whether he would undertake to muceM«««fiM 
** them good, when he Ihould be thereuftto called ? fromf** •^•^ 
^ whom be received them, and by whofe dircAionor advice ' 
^^ he did exhiiiite them ? whether he had any teftimony or proof 
*^ of them before the exhibiting ? And having receiveo his ^^^ Utfinr* 
Anfwer, ^ that he had neither framed, nor advifed them, nor 
^ knew any thing of the truth of them, nor could undertake 
^^ to juflify them, but that he had received them from the 
^ Ki^g« and was by him commanded to exhibite them ^ they 
prefently declared, '* that he had broken the Privilege ofPar-r^rr^ff 4 
nt in preferring thofe Articles, and that the &me was ^^i' ^ 
_ I, and he Criminal for fo doing j and that a Charge ^"^"^ *"*" 
^ {baoid be fent to the Lords, in the name of the HouTeof 
" Commons, againft the Atturney General, to have fatisfa- 
^£Uoo for die great fcandal , and injury to the Members 
^^ cfaereofy unlets he did within five days bring in his Proof, 
^ and make good the Articles againft them. 

So that they had now raifed to themfelves an unqueftion- 
able flock of^ fecurity, when they had declared, <^ that they 
^^ might neither be apprehended by a Warrant under the 
^ K^g^s owh Hand, nor accufed by his Atturney General, 
^ except themielves were willing: and they who had con- 
cluded it moft exadlyjuft, that tneHoufe of Peers muft Im- 
prilbo their own Members, as hSt as the Commons accufed 
chem of High Treafon, and, by that rule , had, within lefs 
rfaan a week before, freed themfelves of twelve Btihops, who, 
alw^ay^ oppofed their defigns < and in a cafe, where every 
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Man's CoDfcience abfolved them of the Guilt, of which they 
were charged ) thought it now Unanfwenble reafon to con* 
demn the Juftice ot the King's proceedings ; *' bccaufe ifa 
^' man (liquid be commicced and imprifoned a[Ex)n as the King 
"accufed iiim of High Treafon, the Parliament might by 
** coiifequence be Diflblved j fince he might fuccdIEvcly ac- 
^^ cufe the whole Body ^ which Logick, if they had not pleafcd 
to Vote the contrary, would have run as well in their own 
cafe, upon their own Licence of accufing , and moredange- 
rouOy in rerped of the Hoiife of Peers, which might pdfibly 
indeed have been thereby Difiblved. 

T *i o UG H the King had removed himfelf out of ihc noiie 

of WeJlThinJier^ yet the cftcfts of it followed him very dofc j 

for befidcs the Buckingham/hire Petitioners, who alarm'd him 

the fame, or the next day after he came to Hakfftom-Omrt^ 

ieveral of the fame nature were every day prefentcd to him, 

in the name of other Counties of the Kingdom ^ all which 

were Printed, and fcauered . abroad with the Declaration of 

the Lord Diglffs Levying War at Kmgftan upon Tbamesj and 

the Proclamation for apprehending him ^ all which being b 

induftrioufly difperfed, and without any colour, or ground of 

danger, but only that the Kingdom might be inured to tbt 

. ftyle of the two Houfes , and exercifed in their commands 

sgainfl: the time that they meant to be in earneft , gave die 

ThtKjBg King reafon to remove in few days from Hamptomcourt lo 

^^' '• his Caftlc at Wiudjbry where he could be more fecure from 

wmdror. jj^y fuddain popular Attempt j of which he had reafon to be 

very appreherifive, when, after thofe high Ads of Sedition at 

London and Weftmmfier were declared to be accordiDg to the 

Laws of the Land, and the Proteftation lately taken, that Fro- 

teflation was by a new Order enjoined to be adminifter'd 

throughout the Kingdom , and the Names of all tfaofe who 

refufed to take it, which there was reafon to believe many 

would upon Their new Glofles, return'd to the Houfc of 

Commons, who were as feverelnquifitors as could be found 

anywhere. 

Thenee ftndt F R o M theuce his Majefty fent a Meflage to both Houfes, 

VkH^V* '* That he took notice , that his proceedings againft thofe 

'"• "Pcrfons, whom he had accufed ( naming them J wcrccon- 

'^ceived by many to be illegal, and not agreeable to tbtPri- 

*^ vilege of Parliament, and that he was fo defirous to give 

^^ fatisfadion to all men in alt matters that might feem to 

** have relation to Privilege of Parliament, that he would wave 

^' his former proceedings ^ and all doubts being by that means 

'^ fettled, when the minds of Men were compofed, he would 

'< proceed againft them in an unqueftionable way; and he 

^^aOiired both Houfes, tbat^ upon all occafions, he would be 
1 **as 
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" IS GAreful of their Privileges as of his Life, or his Crown. 
** To which he added, that, in all his proceedings againft 
^' diofe Perfons, he had never the lead intention of violating 
•* the kaft Privilege of Parliament ; and in cafe any doubt of 
** breadi of Privilege remained, he would be willing to aflert 
^ it by any reafonable way his Parliament (hould aSvife him 
^ tD^ and therefjre he defired them forthwith to lay by aJl 
*' jealoufies, and apply themfelves to the publick and prefTing' 
^ Affiun, and efpecially to thofe of Ireland^ where the good ^ 
''of die Kingdom, and the true Religion, which fhould ever 
'^ be his firft care, were fo highly and (o nearly concerned. 
^ And be defired them , that his care of Their Privileges 
^ might iocreafe their care of His Lawful Prerogative, which 
^ was fo neceflary to the mutual defence of each other, and 
^ both would be the foundation of a perpetual and perfed in- 
^ teUigence between his Majefty and Parliaments, and of the 
^ htppinefi and profperity of his People. 

But this Meffige was not fuch as they looked for -y there 
feem'd ftiJl to be left a time for profecution, and though the 
er/our in Form feem'd to be confented to, yet the Subftance 
andMacter of the accufacion mieht be ftill infifted on. And 
therdbre they took no notice of it, but proceeded in inflam- 
ing all Men with the fenfe of the breach of Privilege ; and 
filling the general mettal fomewhat to abate, that they might 
keep up the apprehenfion of danger, and the eileem of their 
Darling the City, they confult about Adjourning both Houfes 
into Lnuh» ; but finding fome danger of infringing the Aft 
of Parliament, from whence fome advantage might be taken 
to their prejudice, till that power might be cleared by a Law, 
they were contented to Adjourn their Houfes as they had done 
for ibme days, and to appoint Committees, qualified with more 
power than the Houfes had, to meet in London ; which for the 
coovenienoe of the Common Council, who took up the Gui/d» 
Ht^j choie to fit in Groens-Hall, 

It waswonder'd, that having all places (b much at their n« K«iiy^# 
devotioo, they would remove from their more convenient '•^•""t:*'*- 
ieats at Weftmkfter ; where they might tranfaa; whatfoever ZTiQcztt 
they defired without interruption, and where they were only hji " 
dimirbed hj their own direftion. But the advantage they 
reaped by it was extraordinary ^ for , befides the fears they 
dilperibl abroad, and the confidence they gave their own 
Fneodaof theCity by being with them, they were fure, for 
chemoft part, to have a Committee to their own hearts de* 
fire; fince, befides many outof Lezinefs or Indignation would ■ 
■ot attend the Service in fo inconvenient a place, verv many, 
i¥ho troubled them moft in their Counkls , Durfl; not m 
camcft go tbicher , for fear of uncomely Afironts^ if not 

Bb 1 danger, 
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danger, thdr names being publifiied in the tumults ts dif* 
9mSbed perfoDs ^ and They were thoTe indeed, which ooQfti- 
Cuted the Malignant Party, which they prayed againft : and 
they found ic much eafier to tranfad any thing contrived and 
fram'd by fuch a Committee, than originally ofier'd and de- 
bated in either Houfe, before the myftery was underftood by 
their Profely tes, and when thofe^ who too well underftood k, 
did render their defigns fometimes ine(&&ual. 

The minds of Men throughout the Kingdom being now 
prepared to receive all their Dictates with reverence, and to 
obey all their Orders, and to believe that all their Safety 
oonfifted in, and depended upon their Authority, and there 
being few within the Houfe who had Courage to oppofe and 
contradift them, they fent to the Lords to quicken theoQ in 
the Bill they had formerly fent to them concerning removing 
the BiQiops out of their Houfe ^ which now, when there 
were fo many of them Prifoners in the Tower, they prefumed 
juc^mmmu would not meet with fo great an oppofition. In the Hotjfe 
f ^ _^* of Commons they called to have the Bill read, which had 
J^^Jj^'^^J^^laynfo long there, the fame that had been brought in by & 
smdfsfi^. 7^ fortM fettling the Militia of the Kingdom; to which 
' they Now added *' the puttiilg all the Forts, Caftles, aodGar- 
** ruons into the hands of fuch Peribns as they could cmfide 
^ is ; which was the Exprei&on they ufed, when they bad a 
mind to remove any man from a place , of which he was 
juftly pciQefled, ^' that they cpuld not Confid$ m him, which 
*' they thoueht to be reaion enough to difplace any man. 
When this Bill had been with much ado accepted, ukI firft 
read, there were few men who imagined it would ever re- 
ceive ftirther countenance : but now there were few, who did 
not believe it to be a very neceffiiry provifion for the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom. So great an impreflion had the 
late proceedings made upon them ; fo that with little op- 

Gfition it pa£fed the Commons, and was fent up to the 
rds. 

Upon the disbanding the late Army in the North, all the 
Artillery, Arms, and Ammunition, that was provided for that 
Service, had been by the King^s Command fent to HA where 
it ftill remained ; and his Majefty intended it (bould be kept 
there , for a Magazine upon all occafions. And he had a 
little before thefe late pai&ges fent the Earl of Ne»<i^b 
thither, with a privateCJommillion to be (Sovernour thereof, 
aflbon as it Ihould be fie to publilh fuch a Command ; and in 
the mean time by his own Intercft to draw in (uch of the 
Country, as were neceflary to Guard the Magazine. But no- 
thing the King did in the moft private manner, but was quick- 
ly known to chofe from whom it (hould moft have been 

concealed. 
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coooealed. And fo the Earl of Ntw-Otftif was no Iboner 
gDoe, but notice was taken of it; and he had not been three 
days in ttiBy before the Houfe of Peers fent for hixn, to at- 
lend the Service of that Houfe, which he had rarely ufed to 
do, being for the moft jpart at l{«(i«wi^ attending upon the 
Prifioe offFskSy whofe Uovemour he was. He made no haft 
CO lecom upon the Summons of the Houfe, but fent to the 
King to know his Pleafiire ; who not thinking matters yet 
ripe enough to make any fuch Declaration, appointed mm 
to oome away ; upon which he appear'd in the Houf^ witb-> 
out beioff asked whercf^he had been. 

But both Houfes (hortly after mov'd the King ^^thac the^if^ jw^ 
'^Magszine at HidSf might be removed to the Tower of Lm^imwiW 
^*Jnfy which woakl be very ntceifiry for tiie quieting the Ksv '^ 
*< minds of that Country, and abating the Fears snd Jealoufies '^ ^^^Tti 
^ in the hearts of very many, who did apprehend fome defign |^ ^ r*. 
'< in the keeping fo much Ammunition in the Northern parts : tmwd n tk$ 
end his Majefty not giving them a fpeedy Anfwer, they fent 7!"Mr. 
downS^ jAmHttbamy whofe Eftatelay within three or four 
Miles of Sdly and he had fome Command of the Train'd- 
bands, *' to be Govemour thereof, and to draw in fuch of the 
'^ Coantiy ,as he thought fit for the place. And though H»- TWr fi^ 
tbam had concurred with them in all their violent ways , Mt tbg 
yet they well knew that be was not poflefled with chek j^^^'j""* 



Frindpkcs in any degree, but was very well afieded in 
judgement lo the Government both in Church and Sate, but 
bad been firft engaged by his particular malice againft the Earl 
of Str^0rdy and ^erwards terrified bv tlieir Votes agamft 
Sheriffiand Deputy Lieutenants, and tnerefore thev fent his 
Son, a Member ulcewife of the Houfe, and in whom tney more 
Confi'ied, to afiift him in that Service, or rather to be a Spy 
apon his Father. And this was the hrft E&y they made aif 
their Sovereign Power over the Militia and die Forts, whilft 
chetr Bill was yet depending, and was a fiifficient manifefta- 
tion what they intended to do, when it (bould be palled ; 
towards wfatcii they made all the haft they could, ezerdfifU^ 
the King's patience every day with fome di£igreeable Mef 
fage 10 him, upon their Privileges, and requiring ^^ vindi- 
'' cation, and reparation, and ducovery of the Perfoos who 
^ had promoted that Profecution. And though the Coun- 
cil once a week attended upon his Majefty ac H^gifoTy be 
could not freely confiilt with them upon what moft con- 
ceni*d him. 

1m this Ikd Condition was the King at Wfrndfify fallen in 
ten dsys from a Height and Greatnefe mat Us Enemies fear'd, 
to fuch a Lowneft, that his own Servants durft budly avow 
cbe waiting on him. For though, 'tis true, the AAs of the 

B b 3 Houfe 
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Houfe of Commons, and the Tumults, were as great aflEironts 
toMajeity, before this laft A& upon the Members, as any 
that could be imagined pofSble to fucceed, yet the Houie ex 
Peers was then well difpofed, and might have been managed 
with a little patience, to have blafted ail the extravagances 
of the Commons. And the truth is, the greateft extrava- 
^ gances appeared to the ftanders-by to be but the attempts of 
^ Perfons m Defpair, and the firugliogs of Men at the laftGafp. 
And, without doubc, if the King could have had the patience 
to have late ftill a Spedbitor of the Diflenfions between the 
two Houfes, and encouraging the Lords, who were firm to 
him, and putting thofe matters in iflue, wherein the Com- 
mons had invaded both His and the Lords Privileges ; if he 
had commanded his Council at Law and the Judges, to have 

5>rooeeded by the Arid rules of the Law againft S^itious Per- 
bns at large, for Preaching and Printing againft the peace of 
the Kingdom, and put the Commons Houfe either to have 
been quiet j whiJft their Champions were exemplarily pu- 
niflied (which would have put a fpeedy end to their Licence) 
or to have appeared the Champions for an Infamous A& a- 
gainft the Law and the Juftice of the Kingdom, their Jurif- 
di&ion would probably in a (liort time have been brought 
within the due Limics, and the ftouteft Fa&or for the Vic- 
lent Party been glad to have compounded for an A& uf 
Oblivion. 

And I have heard from Credible Perfons, that the Chief 
of that Fa&ion afterwards conficflcd, that if that extraordinary 
L^ Accident had not happened to give them new Credit and 
^ Reputation, they were' finking under the weight of the£x- 
peoation of thofe whom they had deluded, and the Envy 
of thofe whom they had opprefled. I am fure, (hey who 
out of Conicience, and Loyalty to their King and Country, 
diligently attended the Publick Service, were ftrangelv fur- 
prized at the matter and manner of that Accufittion ; ana fore- 
faw, from the minute, the infinite difadvantage it would bring 
to the King's AfiSiirs. Not that they thought the Gentkooen 
accufed, IdsGuiky; for their extreme difiioneft AAsin the 
Houfe were fo vifible, that nothing could have been laid to 
their Charge incredible : but the going through with it was 
a matter of fo great difScuIty and concernment, that every 
Circumftance ought to have been fully deliberated, and the 
feveral parts diftributed into fuch bands, as would not have 
fliaken in the execution. And the faying, that the King had 
not Competent Perfons enough, whom he might craft in fo 
important a Secret ( which I believe was true } is rather an 
Argument, that the thing was not to be attempted At all, than 
that it was to be attempoed in that manner j for whoever 

would 
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would hatFe betray'd the Truft, would be fure to find fault 
with it, when k was endeavoured without him, efpeciaUy if 
it mifizaiTJed. The truth is, there was little reafoa to be- 
lieve, that the Hoafe of Peers would commit the Lord Kim^ 
tob^M upon the Accufacion of M* AtCurney in that conjun- 
Ckareof time; and lefs that the Houfe of Commons would 
deliver op their Members to the Serjeant at Armes, when they 
flioald be demanded ; which was an irregular thing, and im* 
plied uoieafonably , that they had fome Power to keep 
chem, who were defired to deliver them. Yet if the choice 
had been better made, and the feveral Perfons firft Appre- 
hended, and put into diftinfbclofe Cuftodtes, that neither 
any Body elfe (hould have heard from them, nor they one 
from anoither, all which had not been very difficult, the high 
Spirit of both Houfes might poffibly have been fo dejeAed, 
that they might have been Treated withal. But even that 
attempt had been too great for the Solitary State the King 
was in at that time; which was moft naturally to have been 
improved by ftandtng upon his guard, and denying all that 
was in his Power to deny, and in compel line his Miniflers to 
execute the Law in thofe Cafes that demonftrably concerned 
the Piiblfck Peace. 

The Committee ztGrocers-HaU, very much exalted to find '*• ^^^ww'- 
no oppoGtion in any thing they defired from both Houfes, ^e' t-'HaiV 
lefolv'd to make what advantage they could of that Seafon ofdtfyns ««» 
their Power ; and therefore not vouchfafing to return any An- Femon^ 
fwcr to the King^sMeflige of retradion, they concluded A^"-'/r 
upon **a nfcw Remonftrance to be made of the Staie of thc/€C y/ y^.?^2 Afc 
<< Kingdom ^ in which they would prefent to the King's view / 

^^tfaecaufesof the prefent evils and diftmftions, and propofe 
*^ to him, by way of Advice, the Remedies that in their opi- 
^ nion he was to apply to thofe evils. 

"The Gaules they agreed to be, the evil Council zbout Thtmstter 
** the KilJg and Qu^cn, difppfing all occurrences of State, and t^jp^ffM^ 
^^abuiing the King's Authority and Power to the prejudice-'*^"* 
" of Re%ion, the hazarding the PuWick Peace, and ftrength- 
^ntag a Malignant Party in the Kingdom ^ the influence, 
" which the Priefts and Jefuits had upon the aficdtions and 
"QwBifcb-of the Queen, and the admiffion of her Majefty to 
'^intermeddle with the Great Afftirs of Stare, and with the 
'^diTpofing of places and preferments of the Higheft concern- 
" ment in ihe Kingdom ; whereby thofe of great Power and ^ 
^Authority ware engaged to favour fuch defigns, as were in-

^'tofgy. then ufed-; the want of -a Preaching MiniAry, and a

Thbse, and many other particulars of the like -nature, 
were the refults of that Committee at Qrot:eri'>Hid[y which 
I infertheve, being the fu-oper.time of ibeir. Birch, that the 
World may fee,, what their Projefiions were in the infimcy of 
their viiible power and tdvantagCL^ though they were taoc di- 
geftedinco avow'd Propdfidonsdli. long after, as theeftOs 
of ripsr divifions, and fttUer. grown ijesuoafiei. For by that 
time, they had ihaped and framed their Devices, they found 
the Eyes of tiie People not fo u»iiverfally< (hut as they had 
been ; '^knd that the King's coming to the Houfe of Commons, 
or the aocufing the Members, was not more^fpokenof than 
the Tumults,. and the driving, the King, out 6t iMtJom^ and 
not fuffering him to be quiec at Hamftom'^awrt, Then the 
Lords bfigan to take new Couragay and thoosh they were 
fomewhat intoxicated with the Jeabandjealouues concerning 
their Privitegesx ytt thegi xhonghc Ticfiai&k0f thtt kind ca- 
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pableof repftradon, and fowere willing to receive any Over- 
ture from the King to thac purpofe. Ic was concluded there- 
fore, ^ the time was not yet ripe to do all at once, till more 
^ Men were engaged* and reiblv'dj ** with more patience to 
^ win their ground by inches. 

The Ki^ continued at Windfir to expeA the end, or the 
iflue of this Tempeft j and finding that they hardly would uke 
notice of his former Mcfl&ges, but proceeded in the High- 
ways of DeftruAion, for he had advertifement of their moft 
iccret Combinations, refolv'd to fend fuch a Mcflage to the 
two Houfes, whofe United Reputation was yet too great to 
ftrugglc with, as might at leaft divide Thole, who deurcd the 
Publick Peace, from the Minifters of Confufion : and fo on 
the lo'b oijofuunj fent this Propofition and Meflage to them lU i^nft 
in writing, ** For preventing thofe evils, which the manifold Tr^f^fiit** 
** Diftractions threatened to the Kingdom ^ that they would T^jJ^h^^ 
**with all fpeed fell into a ferious Confideration of ail thofcjj.jja.^f 
^ particulars, which they held neceflary, as well for the up- 
^ holding and maintaining the King's juft and Regal Autbo- 
^'rtty, and the Settling his Revenue, as for the prefent and 
^'future Eftabliflimenc of their Privileges, the free and quiet 
^^enjoving of their Eftates, and Fortunes, the Liberties of their 
*^ Perlons, the fecurity erf* the true Religion now profef&d 
^^ in the Church of EffglanJy and the Settling of Ceremonies 
^^ in fuch a manner, as might take away all Juft Offqnce ; 
'' which when they Qiould have digefted, and compofed into 
'' one entire Body, that fo his Majcfty and themfelves might 
<< be able to make the more clear judgement of them, it fliould 
'^ then appear, by what his Ma)efty would do, how far he 
''had been from intending, or defigning any of thole things, 
'* which the too great Fears and Jealoulies of fome Perlbns 
^'leem'd to apprehend ; and how ready he would be to equal, 
''and exceed the greateft Examples of rhe moft indulgent 
'^ Princes in their Adls of grace and favour to their People ; 
^'fo tbat if all the prefent DiftraAions, which fo apparently 
''threatened the ruin of the Kingdom, did not^ by the bleb- 
''ling of Allmighty God, end in a happy and blefled. accom- 
"modation, his Majsfty would then be ready to call Heaven 
" and Earth, God and Man, to witnefs, that it had not failed 
''on His part. 

This Meflage was received by the Lords with great ligns 
of joy, infomuch that they delired the Commons to^ join with 
them in returning their Thanks to his Majefty for his gracious 
ofl&rs, and to al&re him, " That they would forthwith apply sth H»uf,t 
'^ thetnfelves to thofe conliderations^ hejpropofed< However i*««w» «** 
the next day they joined together in a rctition to the King, f^"^^^ 
" that be would, in very few days, fend in his Proofs, and ^,^1 

"procec^ 
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^^ proceed tgatnft the Members he had Aocufed of High l*ret« 
^ Ion, or declare them to be Innoceoc, and himfdf to be 
fl'^!£' ^*yi*dvifcd; to the which heAnfwer'd, "that he was ready 
^^ ^ to proceed againft them, but that there might be no new 
^^miiukes in the way, and form €»F the proceedings, he de« 
^' fired, that it might be firft refolv'd, whether his Majefty 
''were bound in refped of Privileges to proceed againft them 
'^ by Impeachment in Parliament, or whether he were at li- 
'^ berty to prefer an Indidment at Common Law in the ufual 
'^ way, or whether he had his choice of either: before that 
''was refolv'd, his Majefty thought it unufual and unfit todif* 
''cover what Proof he had againft them ; but Tiien he would 
"give fuch fpeedy diredion for Profecution, as might put a 
" determination to the bufinefs. 

This gave them new Qflfence and Trouble ; and if the 
King's Council had had the Courage to have infifted upon the 
matter of Law, and the Lords would have given them rcafbn* 
able countenance, they would have been much puzled to have 
procured a Refolution that would have ferv'd their pur- 
poles to all parts, and been content to have fufpeoded their 
judgement ttiat fo the King might have fufpended his profe- 
cution. For if the Judges had b^n called to deliver their opi- 
nions in point of Law, which they ought to have been, they 
could not have avoided the declaring, that by the known 
Law, which had been confeflfed in all times and ^es, no Pri- 
vilege of Parliament could extend in the cafe of Treafon ; but 
that every Parliament Man was Then in the condition of 
every other Subjed, and to be proceeded againft accordingly. 
In the next place, as they would never have ventured them- 
selves upon the Houfe or Peers under an Impeachment, and 
thereby made them their Judges, which indeed was incon- 
gruous, every Subjed being to beTry'd for his Life per Pm" 
resy vel per Legem Jhr^j to both which the Lords, and the 
Impeachment, weredire^iy oppofire^ fo they would lefs have 
trufted an Indiftment at Law, and a well chofen fober Jury, 
who had besn bound to follow their Evidence of Fad, and 
were not Judges of the Law, which was fevere in any Con- 
ipiracy againft the Crown, or the Perfons of King or C^een. 

Box having (hut the doors againft any mention oF Law, 
thef made no Icrupleof refolving, andanfwering his Majefty, 
" That they were firft to fee the Evidence he had to prove 
" the guilt, before they could give any direftion for the man- 
" ner of the Profecution, and proceeding ; which thev ground- 
ed upon a Maxim, they haa but lateW eftablilbed, though 
never till then heard of; " that no Member of Parliament* 
"for what Oftence foever, could be Arrefted, or proceeded 
" againft;^ but by the confent ofthat Hoirfe of which he waa 

" a Mem- 
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'^ a Member ; tiul thco,they faid, they could not dve, orde^ 
^ ny cheir CDonfeoc by any other meafure than the Knowledge 
^ of the Crime and Proof, updo which iiich Member ftood 
^ iccoftad. Which Conclufion had been reaibnable had the 
Premilea been juftj whereas the irgument was to be invert- 
ed, that Their coofent wasnot to be asked, becaufe they Imd 
00 Cngpjftnce of the Crime of which their Members were 
aa:iifed^ nor were Judges whether their aocuiacion were valid 
in Law, or fufflciendy provedinFaft. 

It is not to be believed how many ibber, wellminded men« 0f/Srv4fMM 
who were real Lovers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and had ^^jl^^Cf^ 
a full fubmiflSon, and reverence to the Known Laws, ^t^^lf^^tmm 
ifflpoTed upon, and had their Underftanding^i confounded^ 
and ii the'u* Wills perverted, by the mere mention of Privi- 
l^e of Parliament \ which inftead of the plain, and intelli- 
gible notion of it, was by the dexterity di thoife Boutefeus, 
and thciir under- Agents of the Law, and the Supine Sotti(h» 
nefs of the People, rendered fuch a royfteryi as could be only 
explain'd by Themfelves, and extended ss far as they found 
ncceflSiry for their occafions, and was to be acknowled£ed a yc 
good reafbn for any thing that no Other reafon could be * 
given for. ^ We are, (ay they, and have been always confef- 
^ fed, the only Judges of our own Privileges ; and therefore 
"" whatfoever we d^re to be our Privilege, is fuch : other- 
^' wile whofoevcr determines that ic is Notfo, makes himfelf 
^^ Judge of that, whereof the Cogniiance only belongs to Us. 
Arid this Sophiftical Riddle perplexed many, who, notwith- 
ibmding the defoerate Confequence they ikw muft refuit from 
fuch L^ick, taxing the firft Proix>fition for true, which, be- 
ing r^tly nnderftood, is fo, hive not been able to wind 
themfelves out of the Labyrinth of the Conclufion : I iay the 
PropoCtiOti Rightly underftood : They are the only Judges 
of their own Privileges, that is, upon the Breach or thofe 
Privil<^es, which the Law hath declared to be their own, 
and what punifliment is to be inflided upon fuch Breach. But 
there can beno Privilege, of whiqh the Law doth not take no- 
tke, and which is not pleadable by, and at Law. 

T H £ truth and clearneTs of this will beft appear by Inftance: 
If I am Aricflftd by Procefsout of any Coun, I am to plead 
in tiie Court} that I am a Member of Parliament, and that, 
by the Privilege of Parliament, my Perfon ought to be free 
from Amfts. Upon this Plea the Judge \& boimd to difcharge 
me ; and if he does not, he is a Criminal, as for any other 
nefpafs aninft the Law : but the punifhing the Peribn, who 
bath made this infrineement, is not within His power, but 
pnyer to that Jurifiliaion, i^ainffc which the contempt is ; 
therefore that Houfe, of which I am a Member, upon com* 
4 plaint 
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plaint made of fuch ao Arreft, uTually fends for the peribns 
culpable, the party at whofe£uit the Arreft is made, and the 
Officers which executed it, and commirs them to Prifon, till 
they make acknowledgment of their Ofience. But that Houfe 
never fends, at leail never did till this Parliament* any Order 
to the Court out of which the Procefs ifliied, to ftav the pro- 
ceedings at Law, becaufe the Privilege ought to oe legally 
pleaded. So, after the Diflblution of Parliament, if I am Ar- 
retted within the days of Privilege, upon any plea of Privi- 
lege the Court difcharges me ; but then the Pany that Ane&s 
me, efcapes puniihment till the next Parliament, the Judge 
having no more power to commit the man that fued or arre- 
tted me, than he hath to imprifon a man for.bringing an AAi- 
on at Law, when he hath no good title ^ neither is He Judge 
of the contempt. 

Again, it a man brings an Information, or an A6lion of 
the Cafe, for words fpoken by me, and I plead that the words 
were fpoken by me in Parliament , when I was a Member 
there, and that it is againft the Privilege of Parliament, that I 
fhould be impleaded in any other place, for the words Ifpoke 
There; I ought to bedifcharged from this Afiion or Infor- 
mation, becaufe this Privilege is known, and pleadabfe at 
Law j but that Judge can neither puniQ), nor examine the 
breach of Privilege, nor Cenfure the contempt. And this is 
the true and proper meaning of the old received Axiom^ that 
thev are Judges only of their own Privileges. 
- And indeed thefetwo, of freedom from Arrefts for their 
Perfons ( which originally hath not been of that latitude to 
make a Parliament a Sanctuary for Bankrupts, where any per- 
fon out-lawed hath been declared incapable of being recum'd 
thither a Member ) and of liberty of Speech, were accounted 
their chiefeft Privileges of Parliament : For their other, of Ac- 
cefs to the King, and correfpondence by Conference with the 
Lords, are ratter of the Eflence of their Councils, than Pri- 
vil^es belonging to them. But that their being Judges of 
their Privileges (bould qualify them to make New Privileges, 
or that their Judgement flKiuld Create them (iich, as it wis 
a dodrine never before Now heard of, fo it could not but 

Eroduce all thofe Monftrous efieds we have (een y when they 
ave afliimed to fwallow all the Rights and Preragatives of 
the Crown* the Liberties and Lands of the Church, the Power 
andjurifdiaion of the Peers, in a word, the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of E^land , in the bottomleis and inficiabk 
Gulph of their own Privileges. And no doubt thefe iova- 
fions, on pretence of Privilege, will hereafter be judged to 
have been the moft unparallel'd, and capical Broacb ot (hofii 
Privileges, that had ever yet been attefsptod.

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I N the Addrds, which the Houfe of Coromoos prepared n« L$rdi 
(or acknowledgement of the King's Grace and favour in his *»d€$mmms 
Meifigc of the twentieth of jMrnarf, they had dt fired, "that^'/^ 
** for a ground of their Conhdence, and removal of Jealoufies^y^ r^wnx 
• ^ that they might apply chemfelves to give his Majefty fatis- .fr John By. 
^'iadion m the Method he ^opofed y his Msijefty would roo fnm 
•*pfcfi»tly put the Tower of IiMm/(Mi into the hands of fuch''^ ''•■^' 
^'a peifon, as Both Houfes ftiould recommend to him^ in 
which the Lords DiSer'd with them y as weU for that the 
difDo(al of the cuftody thereofwas the Kine^s peculiar Right 
and Prerogiitive, as iikewife that his Majefty had committed 
the charge thereof to S^ Jotm Byfm, a perton of a very An- 
cient family, an honourable extradtion, and eood Fortune, 
and as unblemiihed a Reputation, as any Gentleman of EMg- 
land. The Commons, much troubled that the Lords fliould 
again take the courage to dident from them in any thing, 
refolv'd to prefs the King upon their Own fcore, and to gee 
Che recommendation of fo great an Oflker to Themfelves. 

And therefore on the fix and twentieth day of Jmnuajy t^ r«*- 
they lent a Petition to him in the name of the Knights, Ci-^^^^J^, 
tizens, and Burgefles, of the Commons Houfe affembled in pglil^'bt 
Parliament ; in which they took notice ^'of the gracious Ji^i^ r» d$ 
^< Mef&ge from his Majefty of the twentieth inftant, for which "> «^^' 
'^chey retnm'd moft humble thanks, reiblvingtotakeitinto^^^l^^ 
^fpeedy and ferious confideration ; and faid, to enable them t^ ,|i/m!- 
^' with fecurity to difcharge their duties therein, they had/irMMr«rW 
<< dcfiied the Houfe of Peers to joyn with them, in humbly ^«''^' y 
^ befeechiog his Majefty to raiie up unto them a fure ground ^'^f^'^ 
** of Safety and Confidence, by putting the Tower, and other***" 
^principal Forts of the Kingdom, and the whole MUtcia 
^ thereof into the hands of Such perfons as his Parliament 
^ might Confide in, and as flx>uld be recommended unto 
^him by Both Houles of Parliament; that, all Fears and Jea- 
*' loufies being laid afide, they might with chearfulnefs pro- 
^ ceed to fuch Refolutions, as they hoped would lay a fure 
^'foundation of Honour, Greatnefs. and Glory to hisMaje- 
^fty, and his Royal Pofterity, andof happine(s and profpe- 
*^ rity unco his Subjcds througnout all his Dominions ; where- 
*' in the Houfe of Peers had refufed to joyn with them. But 
'^ they, notwithftandin£, no way difcouraged, but confiding 
''in his Majefty's goodnefs to his people, did therefore make 
'' their humble AddreTs to him to oefeech him, that the Tower 
'' of LomiffMy and other principal Forts, and the wtole Mili« 
^ tia of the Kingdom, might be put into the hands of fuch 
^ perfons as iliould be recommended to him by the Houfe of 
'' Commons; not doubting but they fliould receive aGraci- 
<^ousand fpeedy Anfwer to that their humble Defire, without 

''which, 
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^^ which, lo all Humane reafon, the great DiftradioDs of the 
*' Kingdom muft needs overwhelm it with mifervaod Ruine. 
The King was not troubled at the receipt of this Pctitioo^ 
glad, that fince they could not be brought to fiji^h a degree 
of Reafombienefs, as might make up all breaches, they would 
be fo peremptorily Unreafonable as might probably fever 
Thofe from them who were not fo Defperare as [h::mrelYes ^ 
and he hoped, that when the People (hould obferve that this 
grafpingtM^the Militia of the Kingdom into their own hznds, 
as an Expedient for the compofing their high grown Feara 
andjealoufiei, was no more than they defiredihe Summer 
before, when Sr jirtbur Ebf/lfrfgg brought in his Bill into the 
Houfeof Commons, whidi is before remembred, when that 
title of Fears and Jealoufies was notdiicover'd i and when the 
Peers (hould obferve, that the Houfeof Commons iniblently 
Demanded, by their own Single Suffrage, the deputing men 
to Places of that vaft Importance, they would both conclude, 
that thofe Immodeft Askers were not only fit to be Denied, 
but Reformed: yet believing that Real and Juft Fears might 
grow up , to dffcountenance and fupprcfs thofe Imaginary 
ones, his Majefty vouchfafed a very foft and gentle Anfwer 
Hk Usjifj'i to that Petition ; and told them, " that he hoped his gracious 
^•Aw, u j^flige would have produced fonie fuch Overture, a^ by 
^ofl^ing what was fit on Their parts to do, and bv asking 
^^ wiMt was proper for Him to grant , might have begot a 
^ mutual Confidence in each other. Concernir^ the Tower 
^ of Lomh»y that He did not expeft, having preferred a pei- 
^ fan of a known Fortune, and unqueftionabie Reputation^ to 
^ that Truft , that he (hould have been prefled to remove 
^ him without any particular Charge objeded aganift him ; 
^ however, that if , upon due examination , any panicolar 
^ fliould be prefen^ to him , whereby it might appear he 
*< was miftakcn in his good optnion of thatG^tleman, and 
^^ that be was unfit for the Tru(t committed to him, he would 
^^ make no fcruple of difeharging him -, otherwife , he was 
^^ obli^ in juftice to himfelf, to preferve his Own work, left 
^ his Favour and good Opinion might prove a Diiadvantage 
^' and Misfomine to his Servants, without any other Aocu- 
*^ fation ; of whkh he hoped his Houfe of Commons woald 
*^ be fo tender, as of a bufinefs , wherein his Honour was 
^ much concem'd, and if they found no material Exceptioiu 
^^ againft that perioiu they would rather endeavour to iatisfy 
^ and Reform the Fears of other men, than, by complying 
*'with them, prdb his Majefty to any thing which did to 
^^much refled upon his Honour, and Juftice. 

*< F o R the Forts and Caftles of the Kingdom, ^hat he was 
^' refolv'd they (bould always be in fuch hands, and Oidy in 

f«(uch. 
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" fuch, as the Parliament might fafely Confide la ; but the 
''Nomination of any pcrfbns to thofe Placet, being ibprin* 
^ cipal and in(eparable a flower of his Crown, vefled in nim. 
^^ and derived to him from his Anceftorsby the fundamencal 
''Laws cf the Kingdom, he would referve to Himfelf^ in 
''beftowing whereof, as he would cake c^are chat no corrupt 
'^ or Smifter courfes (hould [^cvail wich him, fo he was will- 
''ing to declare, that he flibuld not be induced to c^'preft 
'^that Favour (b foon co any perfons, as to thofe, whoie 
''good Demeanour fliould be Eminent in, or co his Parliament. 
"And if he then had, or fliould ar any time, by mis-informa- 
" tion confer fuch a Truft upon an Undcfcrving Pcrfon, he 
"was, and would always be, ready co leave him coche Wif- 
"dom andjufticeof the Parliamenc 

" F Q R the Militia of the Kingdom, which by the Law was 
" fubjedl to no Command butof hisNfajefty, and of Autho* 
"hey lawfully derived from him, he (aid, when any parti-* 
"cularcourfe for ordering the fame fliould be confidered.and 
"digdded, and propofed co him, he would return fuch an 
"Amweca^ fliould be agreeable to his Honour , and the 
" Safety of his People, he being refolv'd only to deny thofe 
"things, theGrancing whereof would alter che fundamencal 
" Laws, and endanger the very foundation, upon which the 
" Fublick bappinefs and welfare of his People was founded 
'' and conftituted, and which would nourifli a greater, and 
"more ddlru^ive Jealoufy between the Crown, and the Sub- 
" jed, than any of thofe, which would feem to be taken away 
" bv fuch a iicisfaaion. 

" H c {aid, he was not willing to doubt, that his having 
"granted more than ever King had granted, would perfwade 
" Them to ask more than ever Subjrfls had asked : but if they 
"fliould acquaint him with the particular grounds of their 
"Doubts and their Fears, he would very willingly apply 
"Remedies proportionable to thofe Fears; for he called God 
" to witnefi^ that the preferVacion of che Publick Peace, the 
"Law, and the Liberty of cheSubjeft, was, and fliould all- 
" ways be, as much his Care as his own Life, or the Lives of 
"hisdcareft Children. 

"And therefore he did conjure them by all the Afts of 
"Favour they had received from him this Parliament, by 
" their hopes Of future happinefs in his Majefty, and in one 
" another, by cheir love of Religion, and the Peace of the y 
" Kingdom, jn which, he faid, that of Ir^/wirf was included, r 
"that they would not be tranfportcd by Jcaloufics, and ap* 
" prehenfions of PoflTiblc dangers, to put themfelves or hia 
"Majefty, into Real and Prefent inconveniencics; but that 
•' rhcy would fpeedily purfuc the way propofed by his former 
^ Vol L Fart X. C c ?* Mcflage, 
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" Meflagc, which, in Human Rcafbn, was the only way to 
<« compofc the Diftraftions of the Kingdom, and, with God's 
"^blefljng, would reftorc a great meafurc of felicity to King 
"and People. 

This Anfwer being not only a denial, but fuch an Ex- 

population as would render their Counfels of left reverence 

to the People, if upon thofc reafons thev (hould recede from 

what they had with that Confidence, anci difdainof the Houfe 

of Peers demanded of the King^ they therefore relblvy to 

(et up their reft upon that ftake, and to go through with it, 

or perifli in the attempt. Ahd, to this purpofe, they again 

muftcr up their Friends in the City, and lend their EmifTarics 

abroad to teach the People a new Language. AH Petitions 

rouft now defire, " that the Kingdom might be put Into a 

'^ pcfture of Defence, and nothing elfe would ferve to defend 

" them from the many Plot's and Confpiracies againft them, or 

"fecure them from their own Fears and Jealoufies. More 

Petitions were prefented to the Houfc of Commons by fonae 

Citizens oi London^ m the name of thofe Merchants , that 

ufually Traded to the Mint with Bullion , who pretended 

" that their Fears aiid Jealoufies were fo great, that they darft 

" not carry their Bullion to the Tower , being not fatisfied 

" with the prefcnt Lieutenant there j and therefore deGred 

** that he might be removed j and more to the like purpofe. 

They had wholely undertaken thie managing of the War 

jL/ in Ireland^ and really, for many reafons, neither did u(c, nor 

'^ defircd to ufe, any great Expedition in that work; yet having 

with great induftry infufed into the minds of the People ac 

leaft 4 Sufpicion that the Court favoured that Rebellion, they 

always made ufe of the flowncfs in thofe proceedings to the 

rht Cm^ King's difadvantage. About that time, they had defircd the 

mHJMfe/fr* (2ity to furnifli them with one hundred thoufand pounds, for 

Jl^^'^jij the Levying, and accommodating Forces to befent into that 

(^itj. Kingdom , which gave the Common Council , where fuch 

Loans were always tranfaded , opportunity to return their 

opinions, and advice upon the general State of Affairs. They 

n« Cm^ faid, ^^ they could lend ho more Money by refon of thoie 

iHM cmm^ <<obftruaions, which threaten'd the Peace of this Kingdom^ 

ctti ^m^ €t ^^^ fj^ J already rendered it even defperate : that the bot psd--

"pjendedwith the Lords, upon thofe re^ns formerly men- 

'* tioned at large, put many Men into fears, that there was 

*' fome defign rather to lofe That Kingdom, and to confun^e 

*' This in the lofs of it. than to preferve either the one, or 

^' the other ; and that the Rebels weregro'vJrnfo ftrong there, 

" that they made account fpcedily to extirpate the Britifli 

*' Nation in that Kingdom j ahd that theyiatcnded Then, as 

♦ •'they 
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<< they ftlready bragged , to come over^ tod make This tbe 
"Scat rf the War. 

^'That the not putdng the Forts into fuch hands, iti 

^ whom die Parliameiic might Confide, the not fettling the 

^* Kin^om in a pofture of Defeaoe, the not remoring the 

*^ prefent Lieutenant of the Tower, and putting iiich a Perfon 

^ into that place, as might be well approyed by the Parlia- 

^ menr, could not but overthrow Trading more and more. 

^ and make Monfes yet more fcarceintheCity and Kingdom. 

^ That the mifunderftanding between the King and rarlia* 

^ mcnt, the not vindicating the Privileges thereof, the charg- 

^^ ing fome Members of Treafon to the deterring of others 

<^ from diicharff ing their Duties, and to the deftroying the 

^ very Being of Parliaments, did exceedingly fill the minidsof 

^^ Men well afledled to thePublick, with many fears and dif> 

^< coungements ; and {b diftble them from yielding that 

^chearful afliftance, which they would be glad to afibrd. 

^* That by this means, there was fiich a decay of Trading, 

^^ and fadk fcarcity of Money^ neither of which could be 

'^cured^ till the former evils were removed, aaic was like, ia 

^ very (bort time, to caft innumerable mukitodes of poor Ar- 

^' tifioers into fuch a depth of Poverty and Extremity ^ as 

^* might enfofoe them upon fome dangerous and debate At>- 

'^ tempts, not fit to beExprefled, much lefs tabejuftified; 

^^whkbthey kft co^eHoufefpeedily tocOnfidavandpr^ 

'^▼em. Thefe evils, uoder which they did exceedingly la- 

'^ bour and langotfli^ they fiud, did fprii^ from the imploying^ 

'^ of Ulaftded perlons ki places of Truft and Honour in the 

^^Sbue, Md near to the perfim of the King; send that they 

^' were ftlllcontinued by means of the Votes of Biftiops, and 

^Fopifii Loids, in the Houfe of Peers. And fi> having fiuth-* 

^^ fully repnHeoted, they fakl, the tnie reafons, which really 

*^ esifovcod them to fistom that Anfwer, they craved leave to 

^^proc^ before God and the H%h Court otE^uliamenc, thac jr 

'^ if any fiirther miferiei befel tlteir dear Biethseatn trSimd, P 

'^ or if any milbhicf fhookt break in upon thi» Kingdom^ to 

^ the tndugering or diffairbtaf the peace thereof^ it ought

ofcfaeGotmties of JUUdle/h. Spx, and HfrPfsrdy^X w)a\c\icem»pgti4 
feveraiiy inveighed agaiuft the Malignant Parcy^^ lebldi ran- ^aun^ 
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der*dche good endeavours of the HouTe of Coounont fruiC'^ 

Msy ^^ dc fired chat the Voces of the Bifliops, and Popifb 

^^ Lords, might be taken out of theHoufeof Peers; thacthey 

^ oiight be pot into a pofture of defence, and the Forts, and 

^^CalUes of the Kingdom, into fuch hands as the Parliament 

J^^< might Confide in; that fo Ire/and might be relieved, and 

^ ^^ this Kingdom made happy. One of tbem adding, that the 

^^ Malignant Party of Prelates and Papifts,and their adherents, 

*' were inconfiftenc with the happy fuccefs of the Parliament 

Thefe Petitions, and the Anfwer of the Common Council of 

London J were thought ample materials for a Conference with 

the Lords, who might be thereby remember'd of their Duty ; 

j^r v^m and to that purpofe M' Py^ deUvered them at a Conference, 

diitvtn the and after they, were read,told them,^'that their Lordlhips might 

I'lTw/tr" ^" ^^^^^ Petitions hear the voice, or rather the Cry of all 

« conflrLci. " England.^ .and that they were not to wonder if the urgency, 

' ^ the Extremity of the condition we were all in, did pro- 

^^duce fome eaineftnefs and vehemency of exprewon more 

^^ than ordinary ; the agony, terrour, and perplexity, in which 

'^ the Kingdom lalx>ured, wasunivcrfal, all parts were afied- 

•^^ ed with it ; and therefore in thofe Petitions thev might ob- 

^^ ferve the Groans and miferable complaints o( all. After a 

long difcqurfe of the great and notorious dangers the Kingdom 

was in, by Invafionsthreaten'd from abroad, and Infiirredtions 

from witiiin , he told them , '^ the ObftrufUons , that had 

'^ brought them into thatDiftemper, were principally the ob* 

^^ ftruAion of Reformation in matters of Religion ; and that 

^' there was never Church or State afflidied with more grie- 

'^ vances of That kind, than wejbadjbeen; and that though 

/^they were partly eafed and diminilbed by thewUdom of 

^^ the Parliament, yet many ftill remained ; aind as long as the 

^^Biflx>ps, and the corrupt part of the Cleray, continued in 

-'^ their power, there would be little hope ofmedom, either 

*^ from the tBofc of thofe that continued, or the fear of thofe 

'^ which were removed. And of That obftrufiion, hefaid, 

*^ he muft- clear the Commons, who were in no part guilty

H E told them <f there was great obftrudion in Trade, i 
'^ which brought food and nouhQimeut to the Kingdom ; and 
<^ then having inlaiged himfelf with eikuroeratton of the not- 
ff ablehdnefits tbo iQngdoffl received by the fulpefi of Tra^ie, I 
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^he fiud, he qoufl proreft, theHoufeof Commons htd givea 
''no caute to that oUlrudion : They had cafed Trade of 
^ many Burthens, and heavy Taxes, and had freed it from 
'^many hard reftraints by Patents and Monopolies ^ they had 
^' fought to put the Merchants into fecurity and confidence 
*^ in Ttlpc£t of the Tower of London, that fo they might be 
^^ invited to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as heretofore 
^ they had done ; they were no wav guiky of the Troubles, 
''the Fear5,andPublick dangers, which made Men withdraw 
''their Stocks, and keep their Money by them, to be ready 
'*fbr fuch fuddain exigeno, as, in thofe groat dillraaions^, 
" they had too great caufe to expcA. 

'^Thsre was an obftradioo, he fatd, in the relief of 
" InUnd^ but he muft declare the Commons were altogether V 
" innocem of any negleft therein ; tbey had agreed to the Le- ' 
"vies of Mkn and Monev, and, from time to time, done all to 
" the furtherance thereol, though in the midft of many diftra- 
'^dioos and diverfions; but the want of Commifihons for 
^' Levying Men, that was the Bill about Prefiing, and divers 
"other impediments, had been the caufes of thac obftru- 
"dk>n. Nay, he faid, he did not only find impediments to 
'^themfelves, but incouragement to the Rebels; for many of 
"the chief Commanders now in the head of the Rebels, after 
"both Houfea had flopped the Ports againft all Ir\[b Papifts, 
" had been fuffer'd to rafs, by his Majefty's immediate War^ 
"rants, much to thedifcouragementof the Lords Juftices and 
'^ Council there, which were procured by fome evil inftru- 
" ments too near his Royal Peripn, and, they belicv'd, withi> 
" out his knowledge and intention. 

He iaid, "there was an obftrudtion in providing for the 
" defence of the Kingdom, that they might be inabled to 
'^ refifl a Forreign Enemy, and to fuppreis all civil Infurre- 
" ftions : what endeavour they hM u(ed to remove them, buc 
"hitherto without that Suc<%is and Concurrence which they 
"expeded, and where, their (lop had been, and upon what 
" grounds thev might proclaim their p wn Innocency and Faith- 
"funefi in tnat particular, they defired no other Witnefles 
"but their Lorddiips. 

He told them, "the evil influences, which had caufod 
"that Dillemper, were the evil Councils about the King, 
"the great Power, that a Faftiousand Intcrefjcd Party had 
" in Parliament by the continuance of the Votes of the Biihops, 
"and PopUb Lords, in their Lordfliip's Hoqfe, and the tak* 
" ing in of others out of the Houfe of Commons, and other- 
" wife to encreafe their ftrength, the fomenting a Malignant 
" Pany chfouehout the Kingdom, the Jealoufies between the 
f^Kiog, and his Parliament. And after many bitter and $e- 
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didou^ ^xpntRonz of the Courr^ and of all thofe who were 
not of his mind, he conduced, <* that he had ndihmg to pro- 
*'pofo to their Lordthips by way of rcqueftor ddire from 
*< the Hcufe of Comindns ; he doubted not, but their Judge- 
^ mencs would ttil them whtt was to be done ; their Con- 
^^fcienpes, their Honoure, their Interefts, would call upon 
** them for th« doing of ic The Commons would be glad 
^ to hav# their help and concurrence in faving thcf Kingdom ; 
^' but if their Lordfiiips fliould fail, it fliould not dtfcourage 
*^ them in doing their Duty ; and whether the Kii^dom 
^< be toft, or faved, they fbould be forry, chat the ftory of 
^^chis prefenc Parliament flK)uld tell Poftarity, that, in fo 
'^ great danger and eictremity, theHoufe of Commons (hoold 
^' be inforced to (ave the Kingdom alone, and that the Houfe 
'< of Peers flioald have no part in the Honour of the prefer- 
^^vation of it, they having fo great an intereft in the good 
'^ fuccefs of thofe endeavours, in refpeft of their great Eftates, 
V and high degrees of Nobility. 

AksooN as this Conference was ended, the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons was appointed to give Mr Pfm fo- 
leran Thanks for his fo well petforming th^t fervice, and to 
pi' ^T? require him to deliver his Speech in writing in to the Houfe, 
oX ^^^^ ^^ might be Printed; which was done accordingly, to the 
end 4Aiat the People might underftand, befides thofe reproaches 
upon the King, how negligent the Houfe of Peers were of their 
welfare and fecurity. 

The fame day and hour after that Conference, a great 
number of people, in the name of the Inhabitants of theCoun* 
ty of Hertford, prefented a Petition to the Houfe of Peers; 
in which, amongft other particulars, ^^theycomplatn'dof the 
** delay of patting the Kingdom into a pofture of War for 
*^ their better defence, and the want of coroplyance by that 
^ Honourable Houfe with the Houfe of Commons* in enter- 
^^ taining thofe many good Motions, and Pafling thofe ceceC' 
^ fary Bills prefented to them from that Houfe for the Oxn- 
*^mon Good. And therefore they defired them, for the bec- 
^'ter removing of all the caufcs and fprings of their Fears 
.''and Troubles, that the evilCounfeUors, and others hincfer- 
''ing the Publick Good, might be taken from his Majefty, 
'* and the Voting of the Bifhops and Popifli Lords^ to be re- 
'^mov'd out of that Honourable Houfe : And that the Peti- 
''tioners, who would be ever ready to hazard their Lives and 
''Eftates for the defence of the King and Parliament, the Pri- 
''vileges of the fame, and in fpecial thofe noble Lords and 
'' Gentlemen in both Houfes, whofe endeavoun were for 
'^ the Publick Good, might have liberty to Proieft agaiiift all 
''thofe, as Enemies to the Kingdom, whp refufed to joyn 
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^ with thofe Honourable Lords and the Houfe of Commons, 
''for the patting the Kingdom into a way of Safety, under 
''the Command of fuch Peribns, as the Parliament (hould 
''appoint But neither this, nor any of the other proceed* 
ing^ were relented by the Houie of Peers, though their Privi- 
leges were noc only invaded, but the very Freedom and Li- 
berty of Parliament abfoiutely taken away and deftroyed 
tiiereby. 

When the Houfe of Gnomons found that none of thefe 
extraordinary ways would throughly Subdue the Houfe of 
Lords, but that, though they had very fturdy Chainpions 
ther^ the Major part, albeit the BiQiops, and all the Recu- 
fimt Lords were driven from thence , ftill oppo&d them, * 
whereby neither the Bill for the taking away the Bifliops 
Voces, nor about Preffing, could pa(s, and chat they perempto- 
rily ftill refiifed to joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia y tney 
found a new way. as unpra&iced and as unnatural as any 
of the former, whereby they would be fure to have an in«> 
fluence upon the Houfe of Peers. It is an old Cuftom, 
and Privilege of that Hou(e, that upon any folemn Debate, 
whoibever is not ^tisfied with the conclu&on and judgement 
of the Houfe, may demand leave to enter his Protellation, 
which muft be granted. The Original of this was in Jea- 
lous Times, when Men defired, for avoiding the ill confe- 
quence of any Ad there, that their Diflents might appear; 
and was very feldom practiced, but when they oonceiv d Re- 
ligion, or the Crown, trenched upon ; infbmuch as you Oiall 
not find, in the Journals of many Parliaments, one Protcfta- 
tion euter'd ; and when there was any, there was no more in 
the Records, than, after theRebluiion of theHouieis enter'd, 
'^ that fuch a Lord defired thachisProteftationorDiilcnt might 
^be enter'd, and oftentimes when feveral have diflcnced 
from the general Opinion, not above one or two have enter'd 
their ProCdftarioa But iince this Parliament, as they alcer'd 
this Cuftom from cafes of high Concernment to the roofl tri- 
vial Debates, the Minor part ordinarily entering their Proce- 
ftation, CO the end that their Opinions might be taken notice 
of, and who were oppofite to them, whereby the Good and 
Bad Lords were known and publiftied ; fo they alcer'd the 
form, and inftead of (hort general Entries, caufed the matter 
of Debate to be fumm'd up, and thereupon their Protefta- 
rion, " cbat they were not to be anfwerable for any Inconve- 
"oicncesor Miichiefs, that (hould befal the Common-wealth 
'^ by reaibn of this or that Refoludon. So that from an ASt 
for the particular Indemnity of the Perfon, chit made it, it 
grew fomecimes to be a reproaching and arraigning the fenfe 
of the Houfe by any Factious number that disagreed. Then

bectufe the Houfe of Peers is a Court of Record, the/ con- 
cluded, ** That any Man upon any occafion might perufe 
^^ the Journals ; ana (b every Night the Houfe of Commons 
could fee how the Debates had been managed and carried all 
the Day, and take publick notice, and make ufe of ic accord- 
ingly, which they could not do of tfiofe difcourf«s they re- 
ceivdfrom their Confidents ^ for fupplying whereof thisun- 
juflifiable method was found out. For though it is a Court 
of Record, the higheft Court, and the Adts and Judgements 
of Parliament are Records, to which the Subjeft may upon 
all occafions refort, yet they ought not to make ufe of that Li- 
berty in order to queftion any words fpoken, or aAs done, 
and remember'd there ; of which if the Lords are not the 
only Judges, their Privileges are much lels than the Commons 
In truth have, and may juftly claim. 

It happen'd, about this time, that upon ibme Overture in 
the Lords Houfe, which pleafed them not, the Violent Party 
there^ in a difordcrly manner, ay'd out. Adjourn^ Adjourn^ 
being not willing the matter fliould then come into Debate^ 
others were not willing that the Houfe fliould Adjourn. Hie 
Duke of Bichmond troubled at that Tumultuary and indireA 
proceeding, laid, without direfting himfelf to the Speaker, 
*^ if they would Adjourn, he wifhed it might be for fix 
^'Months, or words to that effi:ft ; upon which fome of the 
other Party immediately moved, ^' that the Houfe might not 
** rife, and that the Duke would explain himfelf, and anfwer 
** the making fuch a Motion, as, being granted, would be de- 
"ftruftive to the Common-wealth. The Duke faid, "he 
^^made no Motion, but ufed that expreflion, to fliew his dif- 
^Mike of the other Motion to Adjourn at that time, when 
'^ there wasbufinefs in agitation of great Concernment; and 
^ thit, when he fpoke, all Men b^ng upon their feet, and 
^f oiit of their places, heconceiv'd the Houfe had been Up. 
Upon this he was required to withdraw; and then they» w)k» 
had long looked upon him withgreat Envy and Animofity, as 
the only great Perfon, and Of&er at Cburt, who had dis- 
countenanced their power, and their flratagems, and bad 
with notable Courage always oppofed their extravagancies, 
and fervile complying with the Houfe of Commons, and (iib- 
'mitting to the I'umults, and had with fingular Conflancy 
prcfcrv'd his Duty and Fidelity to his Majelly unviolated, in- 
veigh'd againft that Morion, ^^ as of too Serious a nature to 
^^ be made a jeft of, and fir to be Cenfured as moft pernicious 
w*^ to This Kingdom, and dellrudlive to Ireland -y the War 
'^ f* whereof could not proceed, if the Parliament fliouM have 
^ been Adjourned for i>x Months^ ss his Lordibip Ittd pre- 
"pofcd. 
^ Oh 
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On the other Gde, it was alledg'd, ^that the Motion had 
^^ never been made to the Houfe $ and therefore they oughc 
^no nx>re to queftioo, or take notice of it, than of every 
^ light or frolickDifcourfe orExpidlion, that negligently, or 
^caluaily fell from any Man ; which would take away all li- 
^* berty of Converfation. However, that if it had been fe- 
^riouuy, and formally made, it could be no Crime, it being 
**the ncceffitry Liberty and Privilege of every Member, to 
^ make any Motion he thought in his judgement fir, which 
''the Houfe would approve, or rcy&y as ic found reaionable. 
''And that, fince ic was as much in the Houfcs Power to 
'^ Adjourn for fix Months, as for fix Days, it was as lawful 
''to move the one as the others of which there could not be 
" the leaft inconvenience, becaufe the Houfe would be fure 
^to TcjeA it, if ic were not found proper. After a very 
fierce, and eager Debate, in which much Bittemefsand Vi- 
ruleocy was exprefled, ic was Refolv'd by the Major parr, 
" that the Duke had committed no Ofi&nce; and fo he was 
as regularly abfolv'd as was poflible. Hereupon the Earls of 
KsrUmm^rloTidy Femhroke, ^/F^j ^<1 Hplldnd^ who thought 
the Duke's Afitfiion and Duty to his Matter a Reproach, and 
his intercft prejudicial to Them, with the reft of that Party 
encer'd their Prorcftation ; ^ that whereas fuch a Motion had 
^ been made by the Duke of Richmond^ and upon being que- 
^ ftioned for the fame, he had been acquitted by the Major 
''part, They were free from the Mifchiefs and Inconveni- 
"eoces, which might attend the not punifliing of anOfiencc 
"tending fo much to the prejudice of King orKingdom. 

This Proteftation, by the advice of that Nights meeting, 
was, the next Day, taken notice of in cheHoufe of Commons^ 
and the maner ic felf of the Motion inlarged upon, by all pof- 
fible and Rhetorical aggravations, concerning the rerfon« and 
hts Inrereft, according to the licence of that Houfe, and that 
People. It was faid« " here was an evil Counfellor, that had 
" dilcover'd himfel^ and no doubt had been the Author of 
"many of chofe evil Counfels, which had brought that trou- 
"ble upon us^ that he had received his Education in Spam^ 
"and had been made a Grandee of that Kingdom, and had 
" been ever fince nocorioufly of that Fadion ; that his Sifters 
" were Papifts, and therefore his AfteAion was to be quefti- 
"oncd in Religion^ that, ftom the beginning of this Parlia- 
" ment, he had been oppofite to all their proceedings, and 
" was an Enemy to Reformation ; that he had vehemently 
" oppofed the Attainder of the Earl of Strafford; was a Friend 
" to Biflhops ; and now, to prevent any poffibility of Refor- . 
" mation, which could not be efiefted without the Concur- 
f'lence of the two Houfcs, had defpera^ely moved in the 
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^^Houfeof Peers, where he ha4 agreatFadion, thac if would 
*' Adjourn for fix Months > in which time the Maligoaoc Party, 
^^of which he might well be thought the Head, and had 
^^ the greaceft influence upon the King's AfieAioos^ would 
^' prevail b far, chat all future hopes would be reoder'd de^ 
/^ ^^ iperate, and the Kingdom of If eland be ucterlv loft, and 
^^ poflcflcd by the Papilis : thac they were chererore to take 
'^ this opportunity, waich God had given them* to remove fo 
^^ Malignant and dangerous^ a Perlbn from the King, and one 
^^ fo fufpofted, from To important a Charge as che Cinque 
^' Ports, of which che Duke was Lord Warden, and co tend 
*^ to che Lords to joyn with thcoi in a defire co cbe King to 
^^ chat purpoTe. 

O N the other fide, it was objedled, that '* whilft chcy 
^' were fo Sollicitous for their own Privileges^ and fenfible crf^ 
^^ the breach and violation of them, they could not more 
^^ juftify thofe^ who had been the Advifers of fuch breaches, 
'^ than by ofiering the like rreTpafi to the Privileges of the 
<< Peers : thac the life of that Council depended on the liberty 
^^pf Speech, and Where there were fo diHerent Minds, there 
^ muft be difierenc Expreffions, and if one Houfe might take 
^^ nocice what the other Houfe faid, or did, within Thofe 
^f Walls, che Lords would as well queftion Their Members, as 
^^ chey did now one of the Lords ^ which would cake away 
^'all freedom of Debate : that thev could noc Examine the 
^Circumftances, which attended tnac Motion, if any fuch 
'^ vras made ^ and therefore could noc fo much as, in their pri- 
'^ vate underfbmdings make a reafonable judgement of it, but 
'^ that they were naturally to prefUme the Circumftances were 
^' fuch, as took away the Ofience of the Motion ; for that the 
^^ MajoOrpart of chac Houfe, where che words were fpoken, 
'^and at the time wbenihey were fpoken. had, upon Solemn 
'^ Debate, concluded, chac there was no Crime in them ; and 
'' thac chcy were not only che Proper, buc che Only Jndges 
'^ in thac Cafe : and if che Commons (hould intermeddle 
<^ therewith, ic was no otherwife, than, by che ftrengthof che 
^^Mtfjor part of the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
^^part of Lords Superior to the Major part of chat Houfe ; 
^^ which they woula noc fufier to be ofiei^ to themfelves. 

I T was alleds'd, ^' That the Duke was a Perfon of great 
*^ Honour and focegrity, and of fo unblemiihed a f^neoty that 
^^ in all the difcovery or the Court Ofiences, chere w^ noc any 
'^ refle&ioit upon him. Thac his Education had beoi, accord* 
<^ ing to the beft Rules of che Greaceft Perfoos, for fomeyears 
'^ beyond che Seas; and thac, having fpenc more time in WroMm 
^^ and Ifdfyy he vificed Sfsm ; where his Greac QsMlity being 
<^ knowo^ and no queftioa 9B aCompUment co this Ku^op, 
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^ with which it was then id ftreight Allyance and Coofedd- 
*^mcy, that King bad cooferr'd the Honour of Qrandeeupon 
^ him i which was of no other advantage or 0gnificatiaa to 
*^ him, than to be Cover'd in the Prcfcnce of that King, as 
^^ die prirxnpal SubjeAs there are. That hi3 Afie^^ion to the 
^ Proreftant Rel^ion waa unqDeKionable and very Eminent ; 
^ and though his Sifters, who had been bred under their Mo- 
^ther, were Roman Otholicks, yet his Brothers, of whofe 
'^Edacation He had taken the fole Care, were very good 
"Proccftants. 

^^ Th AT hisopmions in Parliament had been very avow'd, 
<c and were to be prefumed to be according to his Confcience, 
^' in the proftiEon of which be was (b publick, that there was 
*^ reafoa to believe he ufed no ill arts in private ; fince he 
''had the Courage to do that Aloud, which he had reafon to 
'* believe would difpleaie many. That it would be a great 
'^ prejudice, and blemiOi to their Councils and Difcoveries, If 
'^ after fo long difcourfe of a Malignant Party, and evil Coun-> 
'^ feUors, of which they had never yet named any, they fliouJd 
'^ Grtt brand This Lord with that imputation upbn fiich a 
^ ground and oocafion, as muft include all thofe Lords who had 
^ abiblv'd him, which was the Major part of the Lords. In a 
^ word, that it would look as if they had devifed thbft new 
^ wofds to make Men afraid, and keep them in relerre to ap- 
^ ply to all thofe with whom ttey were Angry. 

But notwithftanding all this, and all the reason that could 
be fpokcn on that part, and that there could be none on the 
other, after a Debate of yfty many hours, till aftfer nine of 
the Clock at Night ( the lateft that ever was in the Parlia- 
ment, but thsit ot che Remoaftrance ) in which it was evident, 
that they meant, as far as in them lay, to Confound all thofe, 
whom they could not Convert ; it was Refolv'd by the Ma- 
jority of Voices, not half of the Houfe being pre im at that 
uofeaibnable time of the Debace, ^ that they ibpuld accufe the 
*' Duke of Mcimnf4 to the Lords to be one of the Malignant 
'^ Party, and an evilCounfellar to hisMajefty; andtodefire 
'^them to joyn in a requeft to the King, that hie might be re- 
^ mov'd fit)ra any Office or Iiaploymenc about hi$ Perfon ; 
which was iblemnly recoimnended to the Lorda accordingly, ^ 
and hj chem io ftr received, that thpugh the defire was re*^ 
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and by cbem to far received, that thpugti tnc delire was rc-^/*^''"^-y Z# 2, 

jedsed, no diilike or difapprobatton of chq Matter or the Man- * iS l LiLrKk P/ 
ner was in the leaft difcover'd, or infifted on. VT^KilKr^f^/ 

A c L ttttogs thus prepared, and fo many Lords driven and 4--^'^^ 
kept ffom theHoufe, befides the Biihops, and they that (lay*d hJk^M^. , , 
ibm, by this hft inftance, inftruAed how to carry ihemfelves, % / ^J^^ 
at leaft how they provoked the Good Lords to Proteft, they JVf/ ^ ^y 
Re(cdv^4 once more to try whether the Houfe of Peqr* would/^^^ 
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be induced to Joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia, which they 
bad twice refilled ; and to that purpofe, their old Friends of 
the City in the fame numbers flocked to Wfimmfier^ but un- 
der the new, received, and allowed, ftyle otPetiticnera^ but 
as unlike Petitioners to any of thofe Lords or Common5, 
whom they underftood to be Malignant, as the other Tumults 
had been. From tbefe Herds there were two noGd>le Peti- 
tions deliver'd to the Houfe of Commons, the one from the 
Porters , their number, as they faid , coofifting of fifteen 
Thoufand ; the other under the tide of many Thoufands of 
poor People in, and about the City of LanJ§n. The Porters, 
with |reat Eloauence, confefled ^^the unexpreflible pains, 
'^ that Honourable Houfe had taken for the Good of Church 
^^and State ; which defer v'd to be Recorded to their Eternal 
^*Fame, though the EfFefts of thofe unwearied endeavours 
^^ were not produced, by reafon of the prevalence of that ad- 
^^ verfe Mahgnant, Blood-fucking, Rebellious Party, by the 
*^ power of which the Privileges of Parliament, and the Li- 
^' berty of the SubjeA was trampled upon, the Rebellion in 
)C '^ Ire/and increafed, and all Succours and Relief fi>r that King- 
*^ dom obftrufted. They faid, " That Trade had been long 
'^ lanzuifhing, but was now dead by the Fears, jealoufies, and 
^^ DiftraAions they lay under, fi^r wane of Fortification of the 
*' Cinque Ports, which was a great incouragement to the Pa- 
'' pifts to make InfurreAions, and did much animate a For- 
^ reign Power to Invade us : that by the deadnefs of Trade 
^' they did want imployment in fuch a meafure, as did make 
^^ their Lives very uncomfi^rtable y therefore their Requeft 
^^ was, that That eztream neceffity of theirs might be taken 
^'into fcrious Confideration, and that the Honourable Houfe 
^ of Commons would fall upon the fpeedieft courfe fi:>r abit- 
^^ ing and quelling the Pride, 0\itrage, and Infolency of tlw 
*^ adverfe Parry atHome ; that the Land might be fecured by 
^^ Fortifying the Cinque Ports, and putting the People into 
^^ a pofture of Defence, that all their Fearsj or as many as 
" could, might be remov'd, and that Trade might be again 
^' ^^ fet up and opened, that their wants might be in (bme mea- 

^^fure Supplied. They further defired that Jufticemi^ht be 
^ done upon Offenders, according as the Atrocity of their 
^ Crimes had deferv'd i for if thofe things were anyjooger 
'' fufpended, they (bould be forced to Extremities not fit to be 
'^ named, and to make good that faying, that Neoeffity hath 
^* no Law. They faid they had nothing to loie but their 
^^ Lives, and thofe they would willingly expofe to theucmoft 
^ peril, in defence of the Houfe of Commonsj according to 
** their Proteftation, &c. 
The other was a Petition in the names of many Thoufands 
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of poor People, and brought by a multitude of fuch. who 
feem'd prepared ibr any Exploit. I have thought fit, for the 
rarcne& of it, and the rare Efiedt it produced, toinfert that 
Pctitioil in Terms as it was prefented. Thus.

^< fiug, and our great labour, obuin'd ^ and many of us have 
'^' nor, nor cannot tell where to get, bread to. fufiain our felves 
*^ and families ; and others of us are almdft arrived at the 
'^famc Port of calamity ; fothat unlets fome fpeedy remedy 
^^ be taken for the removal of all fuch obftrudions, which 
*' hinder the happy progrels of your great endeavours, your 
^^Petitioners (hail not reft inquietneb, butihall be forced to 
*' lay hold on the next remedy ifrhich is at hand, to remove 
^ the difturbers of our Peace ; W,zat and neceflSty breaking 
l^the bounds of Modefty: and rather than your Petitioners 
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'^ will fufier themfelves, and their families, to perifli through 
^ Hunger and neceflicy , though hitherto mtiently groaned 
^* under, they cannot ieave any means uneOayed for their re- 
•Mief. 

"The Cry therefore of the Poor, and Needy, your Poor 
" Petitioners, is, that fuch Perfons, who are the obftadcs of 
"our peace, and hinderers of the happv prbceedings of this 
" Parliament, and the enjoyment of the looked for purity of 
" Religion, fafcty of our hvc«, and return of our welfares, 
^' may be forthwith publickly declared, to the end they may 
" be made roanifeft ; the removal of whom we humbly con- 
" ccive will be a Remedy to core our raiferles. and put a 
"period to thefe diftra^ions : and that thofe Noble worthies 
" of theHoufe of Peers, who concur with your happy Votes, 
'* may be eamcftly delired to joyn with this Honourable 
"Houfc, and to Sit and Vote as one entire body j which we 
^ hope will remove from us our definitive Fears, and pre- 
" vent that, which Apprehenfion will make the Wifeft and 
'^ Peaceableft men to put into Execution. 

** Fo R the Lords fake hear us, and let our Religion, Lives, 
" and Welfares be precious in your fight, that tne loins of 
" the Poor may blefs you, and pray, t^c. 

After this fcandalous and extravagant Petition deliver- 
ed, the Houfe , according to iu gracious cuftom , ordered 
thanks to be given for their great kindnefs. To the Which 
when it was delivered by the Speaker, who told them thit 
the Houfe was in confideration of thofe things, whereof they 
complained, fome of that rabbk, no doubt as they had been 
ttught, replied, " that they never doubted the Hoirfe of Com- 
" mons, but they heard all ftuck in the Lords Houfe, and 
" they dcfired CO know the Names of thofe Peers, who hin- 
^'dered the agreement between the Good Lords and the 
" Commons : which they prefled with unheard of rudcneft 
and importunity, andwicba feeming unwillingoefi withdrew, 
whilft the Houfe took the matter into further confideration. 

Yet notwithftanding this Provocation, and that it was 
urged by many Members, fome of which hsd been af&ulted 
and ill intreated by that Rabble in their paflage to the Hoafe, 
"that the countenancing fuch Licentious perfons and proceed- 
" ings would be a great bleraifli to their Counfels, they were 
^ain called in ; and told, " that the Houfe of Commons 
" had endeavoured, and would continue thofe endeavours for 
" their relief ; and they doubted not, when they had deliver* 
" ed their Petition, and what they had faid, to the Lords, 
" which thev would prefently do, the caufes of their evils 
" would be found out,and (bmefpecdy courfe refoivedupon for 

"thcif 
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•'their rftlief$ and cherefore^efirtid them with patience to 
^ attend a further Anfwer. An^ accordingly that Petition 
was Iblemtily read, and delivered to the Lords at a Q>&fe- 
renoe; and the Conference no foooer ended, than Mr Ho//ls 
one of thofe Five whom the King had accufed a Month be- 
fore of High Treafon, wa« Tent to the Lords in a Mcflage to 
defirethem^ ^'that they would jovn with the Houle of Com- 
" nions iti their defire to the JCing about the Militia : to 
'« which he added, " that if that defire of the Houle of Com- 
^ mofls WBLS not aflented to, he dt fired thofe Lords who ^ere 
^ willing to concur, would find fome means to make them- 
^ felves fcnown, that it might be known who w«ie agatnft 
*^ them, and they might make it known to thofe that fent 
« theih. 

After which Motion, and Meflage, the Lord* again > 
refumed the Dd>ate ; which the Earl of N^rtibmfiertaitabc^ 
gun with a profeffion, **rhat whofoever refuied, in thatpar- 
" ticalar, to joyn with the Houfe of Commons^ were, in His 
*^ opinion, Enemies to the Comnfton- wealth ^ when the Ma- 
jor part of that Houfc had twice bi^fbre reAifcd to concur 
with them in it. Yet when his Lordihip was oueftioned for 
that Unparliamentary language, all the other Lords of that 
FaAfon joined with him j and declared, ** that it was Their 
^^ opinion 1 ike wife : the Rabble being at the door to execute 
wharerer they were direAed : fe that many Lords, out of a 
juft indignation to fee their Honours, and their Liberties Sa- 
crificed to the People by Themfelvesj others, out of real 
fSear of bein| murthered, if they (hould, in that conjuncture 
of time, infift on their former refolotions, withdrawing them- 
felvcs ; the Major part of thofc, who iHyed, concluded to joyn jy ^^ 
with the Houle of Commons in their defire concerning tfae^«y3rfcf^a 

Within two days after this agreement, and fubmiflSon^'^'"' 
of the Lords, another Petition was prefentedt6the Cofnttions, 
in the name of the Inhabitants of the County of Sitrrey^ by a K 
mukioidb cf People, who wero, or pretended to be,of tnat 
County^ and Subicribed by above two thoufand hands. Their 
Petition was of the ordinary ftfiin, fdll of devotion to the 
Houfi of ComnQons, and oflfering to execute all their com- 
nianda ; but with it they prefenml likewife- a Petitk>n, which 
they intended to prefent to the Lords, if They approved it^ 
and was Subfcribed by above two thouftnd hands; by which 
it may appear Where that Petition was drawn, and When, 
lK)wefer the hands were prccufed. The Petition to the Lords 
took notice "of their happy concurrence with the Houfe of 
^' Commons in fettling the Militia, and Forts, in fuch hands 
^* as the Common- w^th might Confide in^ and the Kixig. 
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^^ dom in fuch a pofture as might be for its dcAnce^ and f^e- 

K<c guard : yet they complained of the miferable condition of 
. <^ Ireland J which, they uid, by the deity it had found aroongft 
• ^^ their Lordiliips, notwithftanding the prcding endeavours of 
'' the Houfe of Commons, together with many of their Lord- 
. ^^ Oiips, had been expofed to th^ inhuman cruelties of their 
^^mercylefs Enemies. With like grief they apprehended the 
'^ Diftradtions of this Nation^ the compofure of which wasai- 
^' together hopelefs, lb long as the King's Throne was fur- 
^^ rounded with evilCounTdlors, and fo long as the Votes of 
^^Popiih Lords, andBiOxipSy were continued in their Houfe. 
^^ Wherefore they did humbly pray, and beleedi their 
'^ Lordfliips, that they would go on in a conftant Union with 
'^ chc Houfe of Commons, in providing for the Kingdom's 
''lafcty^ that all evil CounfeUors might be found out. Ire- 
^^ land relieved y that the Votes of the Popifh Lords, and 
^^ BiQiops, might be fpeedily removed ; that fo the Peace of 
^^ the Kingdom might beeftabliflied, the Privileges of Parlit- 
^^ ment vindicated, aod the purity of Religion fetled, and pre- 
'^ ferved. And, they faid, they (hould be in duty obliged to 
*^ defend, and maintain with their lives and Eftates , their 
'^LordfliiDs, as far as they flK>uld be united with the Honour- 
'^ able Houfe of Commons, in all their juft and pious pro- 
^' ceedings. 

Which Petition was read in the Houfe of Commotu, aod 

approved, and the Petitioners thanked for their kind escprefli- 

oos therein^ and then it was delivered by them at the Barot 

the Houfe of Peers $ who, within a day or two, pafled both 

Mitift BiUs the Bill for taking away the Bilhops Voces, and that concern- 

r«»chi»i iiw ing PrclEng, which had lain fo long defperate , wbiift the 

^f;^''' Lords came, and fate with freedom in the Houfe. Andthefe 

^•^- marvellous things done, they again Adjourn both Houies into 

S'l'i*"^ liWAw, to lay tbe Scene for future Aftion. 

xJi^iMf Upon the fecond day of February ^ fome Members, ap- 

London. pointed by both Houfes, ^attended his Majefty at Wmdjer 

'^h Hvufit"^'^^ (heir Petition, ^^ that he would forthwith put tbe Tower 

Fetitionthe ^^ of Lfindwy and all other Forts, and the whole Militia of 

K^n^t9uch. cc the Kingdom, into the hands of fuchperfons, as IbouM be 

;;^/,^^;/*j;;;" rccommpnded unto his Majefty by both Houfw of PitfJia- 

Jfihtis^, '^ment; which, they afiuredthemfeives, would be a hc»dul 

&e. Feb. 1. '^ entrance into thofe courfes, which, through God's ble&og, 

^^ Qiould be efiedual for the removing all diffidence, and mtf- 

^^ apprebenfion between his Majefty «id his People ; and for 

^^ eftablifibing and enlaiging the honour, greatneis, and Power 

^^ of his Majefty, and Royal pofteriry ^ and for che reftoriog 

<^ and confirming the Peace, and happinefs, of his loyal Sub- 

<< jedU in all his Dominions* And to that their moft neccflary 
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^ Petidoo , they faid , they did, in all humility, ex!ped his 
*' fbeedy and gradous Anfwer, the great Diftraftions, and Di- 
*^ ftempers of the Kingdom, not admitting any delay. 

A T the fame time they likewife prefented anothei^ Petition 
to him, concerning the acufed Members ^ in which they be- 
fougbc him '^ to give dire&ions, that the Parliament might 
*^be informed before triday next ( which was within two 
''days ) what proof there was againft them, that accordingly 
^' they might be called to a legal Trial ^ it being the un« 
*' doubted right, and Privilege of Parliament, that no Mem- 
"ber of Parliament could be proceeded againft, wichoutthe 
" confent of Parliament. 

His Majefty now found that thefc perfons could not be 
compounded with, and that their purpoi'e was, by degrees, to 
get lb much Power into their hands , that they need not 
care for what was left in His j and that the Lords were in no 
degree to be relied ijpon to maintain their Own Privileges, 
much Icfs to defend His Rights ; and that they had the power 
generally to impofc upon the People's Underltanding contra- 
ry to their own Senfes, and to perfwade them, "that they 
" were in danger to be invaded by forreign Enemies, when 
the King was not only in peace with all Chriftian Prizices, 
but almoft all other Nations fo imbroylcd in War, that they 
all defired the Friendftiip and Alliftance of $gland y none 
was in cafe or condition to diflurb it .' '^ and that there way 
"a decay and deadoefs of Trade, and Want and Poverty 
*' growing upon the whole Kingciom, when no man living 
had ever remember'd the like Plenty over the whole Land, ^ 
and Trade was at that heigth, that the like had never been /^ 
known. 

He rdblved therefore to remove himfelfto a greater di-7^ KJ^g 
ftance from LonJtny where the Fears and Jealoimes gttw j ^rf^^vti $• 
andcon&anrly to deny to paft any Ad, that Ihould be recom- [^?t£'^'' 
mended to nim from the two Houfirs, except what might t^n^, 
coDOem Irilm$dy till be might have a full profped of all they -yi 
intended to demand, and an equal afTurance how far they in* 
tended to gratify him for all his condefcenfions ; which refo- 
lutionwas very Parliamentary, it having been rarely known, 
till this prcfent Parliament, that the King cpnfented taany / ^ ^^^ H^ 
AAs, cBl thp determination of the Seffion./<^* fVfy ^yOJCyiT^yT^V-^^T^f^r 

Thb truth Viy when his Majefty found the extream ill (i!c« 
eels of the accufiition againft the Members, and that the Tu- 
mults, and the Petitioners, were no other than an Army at 
the difpo&l of thofc, in whom he had no reafon to put his 
con6dence , and that all fuch who exprefled any ' eminent 
zeal to his Service, would be taken from him imder the ftyle 
of Delinquents and Malignants^ he refolved that the Queen, 
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who was very full of fears, (hould go to Partjmduth^ Colood 
Goring^ who was Governour thereof, having found means, to 
make good impreflions again in their Majefties of his Fideli- 
ty 3 and that Himfelf would go to HtJly where his Magazine 
of Canon, Arms, and Ammunition was ^ and that being fe- 
cured in thofe (Irong places, whither they who wifhed him 
Well, might refort, and be prqtedled, he would fie ftill, till 
they who were over-a&ive, would come to reafon. 

But this, though refoived with fo much fecreqr, that it 
was not communicated to three perfons ( as I have been (ince 
aCTured by thofe who knew ) whether by the Treachery of 
one of thofe few, or by theCuriofity of others (which 1 ra- 
ther believe) who found means to over-hear all private dif- 
tourfes ( as both Bed-Chambers were inhabited , and every 
corner poflcfled, by diligent Spies upon their Mafter. and Mi- 
ftrifs ) was imparted to thofe who procured thofe Orders be- 
fore mentioned for Hull and VortCmoutb ^ by reafon whereof, 
and the advice , and promife of many Lords , '^ that they 
*' would firmly unite tnemfclves for the juft fupport of the 
'^ Regal power, with the extream apprehenfion the Queen 
had of danger, that Counfel was laid afide. That , which 
wrought fo much upon the Queen's fears, befides the general 
obfcrvation how the King was betrayed, and how his Rights, 
and Power, were every day wrelled from him, was an ad- 
vertifemcnt, thatflie had received, of a defign in the preva- 
lent Party to have accufed her Majefty of High Treafon j of 
which, without doubt, there had been fome diicourfe in their 
mod private Cabals, and, I am perfwaded, was imparted to 
her upon dcfign, and by connivance ( for there were fome 
incorporated into that Faftion , who exaftly knew her na- 
ture, piffions , and infirmities) that the diulainof it might 
trcinfport her to fomewhat which might give Them advan- 
t:>gc. And fliorrly after that difcovery to her Mf^jefty, thoic 
perfons before mentioned were accufed of High Treafon \ 
yet afterwards, when they had received the full fruits, they 
found means to complain, ^^ as a great argument of the m^- 
** lignity of thofe perfons of ncarnds to both their Majefties, 
'^ chat an infufion had been made to the Queen, that there 
** was a purpofe of accufingherofHijgh 'I'reafon, and folemn- 
ly by Meflage "bcfought her to difcpver , Who had done 
*^ ihit malicious Office ^ when they very well knew Who it 
was, and for Whofc falic the Qiieen was brought to letum 
Anfwcr, " that flic had heard fuch a difcourfe, but took no 
" notice of ic, as never bdicvingit \ whereas ifflie could have 
been compelled to h.;vo difcovcrcd, how they knew that the 
Queen bad been informed, all thcfecrct would have appear- 
ed^ the fame perfon fiiil telling her what was in projc<^tGn 
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agunft ber, and then returning Intelligence of any czpreffi- 
onS) and diftemper^ he might eafily obfervc upon the appre- 
her^o which the other begot. 

B UT both King and Queen were then upon that difadvan- 
tage, diat flJl their words, and adlions, which were the pure 
milts of their own reafons, and judgments upon what they 
faw every day occurred, were called the efiedb of evil Coun* 
SdSy chat fo they might take the liberty to reproach them with 
the mofc licence ; whilft what they received by the mod fe- 
crec perjury of Bed-Chamber* Spies , or what they forged 
themfelvea, was urged as the refult of common Fame, or the 
cffisdsof their Fears and Jealoufies, to the rancour of which 
the moft precious balm of the Crown mud be applied. And 
therefore it was concluded, '^that the Queen fhould take the 
*' opportunity of her Daughter the Princefi Mary's Journey 
^^ into HaffaxJ ( who had been before married to the young 
Prince of Orange, and was now (blemnly dcfired by the States 
EcDbafladours to come into that Country ) ^^ to tranfport her 
'^ /elf into HoQandy patiently to cxped an amendment of the 
^^afiairs oi England '^ and that the King (hould retire into the 
'* North , and refide at Tork , and deny all Particulars , till 
^ the Whole alteration fliould be framed. But the firft relb- . 
lutioa concemina; the Queen was only publiflied, the other, ^ 
concerning the King, communicated to very few ^ both their 
Majefties being reduced to fo great wants, that the Qu^ecn 
was compelled to coyn, or fell, her Chamber Plate for the 
fupply of her moft necelEry occafions, there being no money 
in the Exchequer, or in the power of theMinWersofthe Re- 
venue^ the Officers of the Cuftoms, out of which the aIlow« 
ance for the weekly fupport of their Majefties houfliold had 
been made, being enjoined by the Houfe of Commom, not 
to iflue out any money, without their particular confent, and 
approbation. j 

1 T was evident now that the accufed Members were too 
mightT for the King or the Law, and that they would admit 
DO other Judges of their guiit, than Themfelves, nor rules of 
proceeding, than the Plurality of their own voices : and there-) 
fore the King refolvcd to give over any more thought of that 
bufincfi. And fo to that Petition he Anfwcred, " that as he 
**once conceived that he had ground enough loaccufe tfcen, 
'^ Co Now he found as good caufe wholely to wave any pro- 
'^ fecution of them. The other Petition cx)ncerning the Mi- 
litia gave him more trouble i for tht.ugh he was icfulved in 
no degree to confent to it, yet he u'as willing, till all things 
cciuld be ready for the Queen's Journey, and (q for his own 
remove, rather toDclayic, than Deny ic ; left the fame Ar- 
noy of Pctiiioners might ccmc to lVi7idjbr to peifwace him, 
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which had Converted, or prevailed over the Houfc of Peers. 

And he was perfwad^ by fome, who thought they knew 

the temper of both Houfcs, that though they were now united 

in die Matter, they might eafily be divided upon thcCir- 

cumftances^ and that they would not be of one mind in the 

eledion of the Perfons to be Confided in. So that to that 

Petition his Majefty returned this Anfwer : 

rht Kjni'i "That he was willing to apply a remedy not only to 

^nfwtr t9 ^ their Dangers, but to their Doubts and Fears j and there- 

the PetitUn cc f^^^ ^j^^^ wheu he fliould know the extent of power, which 

'Zldiii^, ^^ ^*^ intended to be cftablifhed in thofe perfons, whom they 

' "*' *« defired to be Commanders of the Militia in the feveral 

" Counties, and likewlfe to what time it fbould be limited, 

*^ that no power fliould be executed by his Majefty alone 

^* without the advice of Parliament, Then he would declare, 

" that he would be content to put in all the Forts, and over 

*'the Militia, fuch perfons as both Houfes of Parliament 

" (bould either approve, or recommend to him; fo that they 

" before declared the names of the perfons, whom they would 

** approve or recommend , and fo that no perfon Qiould be 

** named by them, againft whom his Majefty fliould have jutt, 

f * and Unqueftionable exception. 

Which Anfwer, though it was not a Confent, gave them 
notable encouragement i and exceedingly united the vulgar 
minds to them ; who concurred only with them, as they law 
them like to prevail in what thev went about. And there was 
no danger of any difunion in tnc Nomination of Perfons j 
becaufe, though they (hould at firft admit fuch into the Num- 
ber, whom they could not fufficicncly truft, nor plauiibJy ex- 
cept againft, yet when they were once pofleCfcdofthe power 
of Nomination , they might eafily Weed out thofe which 
were not agreeable to the Soil they were planted in. How- 
ever this would take up fome time j and therefore to keep the 
King's inclination to gratify them ( forfo they would unJer- 
ftand it^ warm, the fame day they received this Anfwer, 
they returned a Mefl&geofthanksi and defired hisMajeft}', 
*' whilft they were preparing all other particulars according 
" to his command, that he would confer the cuftody of the 
Thi Utufe •/« Tower upon S^Jokn Corners^ whom they had lately recom- 
^'"^ '"'•mended to his Majefty as a perfon of great merit. With whk*h 
j^*^,i,^„^,. being furprized, and defired like wife by S' John Bp'dm to 
jiiw/Ay7r«6> free him from the Agony and vexacion of that place, which 
John Coni-hadexpofedhis perfon and reputation to the rage and ftiry of 
w^TZtftl tl^c People, and compelled him to fubmit tofiich reproaches, 
unant!fHie^ a gencrous Spirit could not brook without mu^h regret i 
Tmer. for hc had upon frivolous furmlies been fent for as a De- 
linquent , and been brought upon his knees at the Bar of 
4. both 
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both Houfes^ his Majefty confentedto that alteration, andiw t^ng 
made S^ y^^ OnuersLicutenznc of the Tower. Which was ««/•»" 
fuch an inftance of his Yielding upon Importunity, that from'* ''* 
that time rhey thought therofelves even poflefied of the whole 
Militiiof the Kingdom. 

Whilst all diligence was ufed in making preparation 
for the Queen's Journey, to divert their Councils from other 
ioqaifition, the King ('who had receiv'd fo many (harp ex- 
poftalations for breach of Privileges, and other attempts upon 
their Reputations) refblv'd upon their publication of a bold 
fcandal upon Himfelf by one of their principal Members, to 
expoftulace with them, and try what Satisfadtion and Repara- 
tion they were prepared to give Him, who cxaAed fo much 
from Him. All opportunities had been taken in Publick, and 




ccfs of that Rebellion to a connivance, if not a countenance, 
from the Court: the not Levying Men, and fending Provi- 
fions, imputed to his Majefty; ttough he had, as is before 
obferv'd, offered to Levy ten Thoufand Voluntiers for that 
Service, and had confented chearfuUy to every Propofition, 
that had been made with the leaft reference to the affiftance 
of that Kingdom. Indeed he was Co alarm'd with tHofe per- 
petual odious fuggeftions, which he perceived wrought very 
pernicious efieAs in the minds of the People, that he was 
compelled to confent to many things contrary to his Judge* 
ment, and Kingly Policy, to prevent greater inconveniences 
by thofe icandals, which he law were prepared for him. So 
when feveral Propofitions were recommended to him by the 
two Houfcs concerning thofc Supplies, which were, to bo 
fentouc of Scotlaiidy amongft the reft, there was one, "that 
'^rhe Scots (hould have the Command, and keeping of the 
"Town, andCaftle of Carrickfergus \ and if any Regiments, 
"or Troops, in that Province (hould joyn with them, that 
''they (hould receive Orders from the Commander of the 
** Sciftifb Forces. The King confented to all the reft, though 
there were matters unreafonable enough in favour of that 
Nation: bat, "That, he faidj "he could not approve of j 
and wilned " the Houfes to take that Propofition again into 
" confideration, as a bufinefs of very great importance, which 
** he doubted might prove prejudicial to the Crown of £«g- 
*' lani^ and the Service intended. And he faid, if the Houiea 
'^ ddired it, he would be willing to fpeak with the Scotifb 
'^ Commi(£oners, to fee what fatisfadion he could give them 
'' therein. This Anfwer was no fooner read, but both Houfes 
Voted, ^ that whofoever gave the King Advice, or Counfel, 

Dd 3 "to 
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^ to fend that Anfwer, was an Enemy to the Kins, and Kiog- 
** donip and a Committee appointed to find out who tho(c evil 
Counfellors were. So that, the Scotiffj Commiffioners pref* 
hng him ^ ^ that being their Native King, he would not 
^^ Dublifli a lefs Trufl: and Confidence in them , than their 
^^ Neighbour Nation had done^ his Majefty thouftht fit to 
confent to the whole, as the two Houfes had advifecT 

Then, in the carrying on the War, they allowed his 
Majefty fo little Power, that when he recommended fome 
Omcers of prime Quality, Reputation, and Experience in the 
War, to the Lord Lieutenant to be imployed in chat Sorvice, 
the Houfe of Commons by exprefs Order, and after they 
knew that his Majefty had recommended them, rejeded 
them, bccaufe they were taken notice of to have attended upo^ 
the King at ffhite-Hal/y as a Guard to his Peribn. And afre^ 
all this, they took all occafions to afperfe him with any 
omiftions that were in that great work; as M' Pym had more 
particularly done, in that Speech before taken notice of, at the 
Conference with the Lords, upon the delivery of tbofe Sedi- 
tious Petitions ; of which the King could not take notioe, left 
he fliould be again reproached with breach of Privilege. 

But when that Speech was Printed by Order of the Houfe, 

the King thought he had an opportunity to require a vindi- 

. cation i and therefore, in a Letter to the Speaker, he lent this 

^J^^g. Meflage : *« That he had taken notice of a Speech^ prctftid- 

f»Tsiunf9r ^ ed by the title to have been delivered by M' JPym in a 

sm #*r5i^*" Conference, and Printed by Order of the Houfe of Com- 

***1"I'ti "moas^ in which it was affirmed, that fince the flop upon 

wl^/' " ^*^^ P^f ^^ ^^^oft all Irifh Papifts of both Houfes, many of

^^ rani: : and being certain of having ufed extream caution in 

" the granting of Pafs-Ports into Ireland^ he conceived, ei- 

**therthiit P^pcr not to have been fo delivered, and Printed, 

*'as is pretended; or that Houfe to have received fome mif- 

** information. And therefore his Majefty defired to know, 

** whether that Speech had been fo delivered, and Printed i 

"and if it had, that the Houfe would review, upon what io- 

'* f jrmation that particular had been grounded, that either it 

"n>!ght be found upon reexamination falfe, and fb both the 

"Houfe, and his Majefty to have been injured by it 9 or that 

"his Majcily OMght know, by what means, and by whofc 

"frfuir, his Authori:y had been fo highly abufed, as to be 

" n^adc to conduce to the affiftance of that Rebellion, which he 

" f) much detelk'd and abhorred ; and that he might fee him- 

"feif fully vindifv.icJ from all rcflcilions of die Icaft fufpi- 

" cion of that kind. 

It 
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It was (bme time before they would vouchfafe any An- iheHmfstf 
fwcr CO the King upon this Meifige j but at laft they returned, ^•«'»«»''' 
"that the Speech, mentioned in that Meffage, was Printed *^'*^"'"'- 
•'by their Order, and what was therein delivered, was a- 
** greeable to the fenfe of the Houfe : That they had rcceiv'd 
^ divers Advertifements concerning the fevcral Perfons, Iri/b 
^^Papfts, and others, who had obtained his Majcdy'^i im- 
^'n^iiate Warrant ror their pafling into Ireland^ fince ihe)^ 
** Order of reftraint of both Houfcs j fome of which, as they 
^ had been informed, fince their coming into Ireland y had 
'^joyn'd with the Rebels, and been Commanders amongft 
^ them ; and (bme others had been ftay'd, and were yet in 
"fafeCuftody. 

Then they named fbme, to whom Licences had been 

Snteid before the Order of reftraint, and were ftill in Effg^ 
d'y andfaid, ^^ there were others, whofe names they had 
^ not yet receiv'd, but doubted ix>t, upon examination, they 
" would be dilcovered. 

To this the King Reply *d, and told them, " that as HcThtKingU 
** had exprefled a great defire to give Them all poffibic fa- tj^h* 
*' tisfaAion to all their juft requefts, and a readinefs to redrfy, 
"or retraft, any thing done by himfelf, which might fecra to 
" intrench upon their Privileges by any miftake of his ; fo 
"hp hoped. They would be ready, upon all occafions, to ma- 
'^ nifeft an equal tendernefs and regard of his Honour, and 
"Reputation with his Subjefts : and therefore, he expeficd 
" they (hould review his Meflage concemine M' Fym*% Speech, 
"and their Anfwer, with which he could not reft fatisfied. 
" He (aid, he was moft aflured that no Perfon, who had w 
" Comniand in the Head of the Rebels, had pafled by his War- /^ 
" rant, or Privity. And then, he dcfired them to confidcr, 
"whether fuch a General Information, and Advertifement, as^ 
"they implied in their AnfM^er, without the name of any 
" particular Perfon, was a ground enough for fuch a diredt 
" and pofitive Affirmation , as was made in that Speech ; 
"which, in rcfped of the Place and Perfon, and being now 
"acknowledged to be according to the fenfe of the Houfc, 
" was of thai Authority, that his Majefty might fuficr in the 
" Aflfeftions of many of his good Subjeds, and fall under a 
"polliblc conftrudion, confidering many fcandalous Pam- 
" phlets to fuch a purpofe, of not being fenfible enough of 
" that Rebellion, fo horrid, and odious to all Chriftians ; by 
"which, in that diflraftion, fuch a danger might poffibly en- 
'^ fue to his Majefty's Perfon, and Eftate, as he was well aC- 
" fured they would endeavour to prevent. And therefore, 
" he thought it very neccffiry, and expcfted that they fliould 
"name thofc Perfons ^irho had paffjd by his Licence, and

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"were then in the Head of the Rebels : or if, upon their re- 

"ezaminacion, they did not find particular Evidence to prove 

"that Aflertion (as he was moft confident they never could) 

*' aB that Affirmation, which refiefted upon his Majcfty, was 

" very Publick, fo they would publiflx fuch a Declaration, 

" whereby that miftake might be difcovered ; he being the 

*^morc tender in that particular which had reference to Ire- 

> ^^ landj and being mod afliired, that he had been, and was, 

\^^'from his Soul, refolv'd to difcbargc his duty, for the Relief 

-^^ of his poor Proteflant Subjefts, and the utter rooLing out 

"that Rebellion;' (b that Service had not fufier'd for the 

"want of any thing propofed to him, and within bis iPower 

^* to grant. 

He faid, ^^in this matter be had diligently examined his 
"own Memory, and the notes of his '^rctaries j and then 
named all the Irijh Perfons to whom he had given any Li- 
cences to go into that Kingdom, fince the begmning of that 
Rebellion ; and faid, ^^ He was well aflured, ru^ne of Them 
" were with rhe Re|>cls i and though fome of them might be 
^* Papifts, yet he had no reafon to have any fufpicioii of them, in 
"reiped of their allyance with Perfons of great Honour and 
"Power in that Kingdom, of whofe Fidelity to him he bad 
^' good aOurance ; and the Lords Jtiftices themfelves havine 
" declared, that they wdre fo fer from owning a jealoufy of all 
" Papifts there, that they had put Arm^ into the Hands of tii* 
" vtrs Noblemen of that Religion, within the Pale, which the 
"Parliament had well approved of. And therefore, unlefs the 
*'firfl Affirmation of the Houfe of Commons could be made 
'^good by fome particulars, hjs expelled a vindication by fuch 
" a Declaration as he had propofed j which, he faid, was, in 
"Duty and Juflice, due to him. 

But this, and any thing elfe could be faid, was fo far 
from procuring any Reparation, that when they perceived 
the King ftill prefled for that Juflice, and apprehended that 
many would believe it due to him, and that the prejudice 
they had raifed to him for IrelamJ would be remov'd there- 
by, they confidently publiflied another Dechration offevcral 
Perfons Names, to whom they faid the King had granted 
Pafies, and were then Commanders in the Rebels Army, of 
whofe Names his Majefly had never before heard, to whom 
no Paffes had been granted, neither did he believe that there 
were fuch Men in Nature : and fo left the People to l>elieve u 
they found themfelves inclined upon the King's denial, or 
Their fo particular, and poficive Affirmation* 

These proceedings ot the Parliament made a cleepim- 
preffion upon all Noble and Generous Perfons, wb6 round 
chat their rride, and Ambition was fo great, that they re* 

folred 
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Tolved to remove all perfons, who were like to ftand in their 
way, by oppofing any thing they defired, or by filling any 
Place, or Ofl^ce, which they defign'd iliould be executed by 
feme o:her pcrfon, in whoip they could Confide. The Earl 
of l^'CaflUy who was Gbvernour to the Prince, knew very 
well in whac prejudice he flood with the Earls of Bjf^Xy ana 
JiBand ( two vpry powerful pcrfons ) upon the Account of 
the Challenge formerly mentioned to be fenc by hirn to the 
latter of the two, who would be glad of any opportunity to 
expole him to an aSronr j and that they would find occa^ons 
enough upon the account of his known Affeftions to the 
King 5 Service, from which it was not polEble to remove or 
ftartlc Him. He knew they liked not that he Ihould have the 
Government of the Prince, as one, who would infufp fuch 
principles into him, as would not be agreeable to their De» 
ligas, and would difpofe hi^ to nokindneis to their Perfons, 
and that they would not reft, till they faw another Man jn 
that Province j in order to which, they would pick all Quar- 
rels they could, and load him with all Reproaches, wnich 
might blaft him with the People, with whom he had a very 
good Reputation.. Upon thofe confiderations, and fome other ta# £jt/#/ 
imaginations upon the profpe<2 of Affiirs, he very wifely re- ?r^'?" 
folv'd to retire from the Court, where he had expended much £A/'2?^ 
of his own Fortune, and only made himfelf obnoxious to GnnmmtrN 
the Malice, aud Envy of other pretenders^ and defired tbe'<M p^m*. 
King to approve of this his reafonable inclination, and to put 
the Prince under the Tuition of fome Perfon of Honour of 
unquefbonable Fidelity to him, and above the reach of Popu- 
lar diiapprobation ; and, at the fame time mentioned the Mar- 
quis of Hertfqrdy who was indeed Superior to any Tempta- 
tions. The King could not diflike the Ear Is Judgement upon 
his own iotereid and concernment ; and did forefee likewifc 
that he might probably have pccaGon to ufe his Service un- 
der another qualification ; and therefore was well contented 
to difmils him from the Prince. 

The Marquis of Htrtford was a Man of ercsjt Honour, Tb*Mjf^> 
InterelL and Eftate, and of an univerfal efteem ovier the^"'"^^'^' 
whok kingdom; and though he had rcceiv'd many, and'*' 
continued difobllgations from the Court , from the time of 
this King's coming to the Crown, as well as during the Reign 
cf King JamtSy in both which fcafons, more than ordinary 
care had been taken to difcountenance and le(]fen his Intereft ; 
yet he had carried himfelf with notable fteadinels, from the 
beginning of the Parliament, in the (iipport and defence, of 
the King's Power and Dignity, notwithltandin^ ail his Allies, 
and thofe with whom he tuid the greateft.I^miliarity and 
Friendfliip^ were of die oppofite Party ; and never concurr'd 

with 
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with them sgainft rhe Earl of Strafford^ whom he was known 
not to love, nor in any other extravagancy. 

And then, he was not to be (haken m his AfiefiHon to 
the Governnoent of the Church ^ though it was enough 
known that he was in no degree byalTed to any great indi- 
nation to the Perfon of any Church- man. And with all this, 
that Party carried themfelves towards him with profound re* 
fped^ not prefuming to venture their own credit in endea« 
vouring to leflcn his. 

I T is very true, he wanted (bmeof thofe qualities, whkh 
might have been wifhcd to be in a Perfdn to be tnifted in the 
Education of a great, and hopeful Prince, and in forming of 
his Mind and Manners in (o tender an Age. He was cf an 
Age not fit for much AAivity and Fatigue, and lov'd, and 
was even wedded fomuch to his Eafe, that he lov'd his Book 
above all Exercifes; and had even contraded fuch a LaztneG 
of Mind, that he had no delight in an open and liberal Con- 
verfation \ and cared not to difcourfe, and argue on thofe 
points, which be underftood very well, only for the trouble 
of contending \ and could never impofe upon himfelf the 
pain that was necefiary xb be undergone in fuch a perpetual 
attendance : but then thofe leflcr duties mi^ be otherwife 
provided for, and he could well Support the Dignity of aGo- 
vernour, and exaA that diligence from others, which he 
could not exercife Himfelf; and his Honour was fo unble- 
miQied, that none durft murmur agaiaft the defignation; and 
therefore his Majefty thought him very worthy of the high 
Truft, againd which there was no other exception, but tl^t 
he was not Ambitious of it, nor in truth willing to receive 
and undergo the Charge, fo contrary to his natural Confti- 
tution. But in his pure Zeal and AfieAion for the Crown, 
and rhe Confcience, that in this conjundlurc his fubmii&on 
might Advance the King's Service, and that the refofing it 
might prove difadvantageous to his Majefty, He verv cbear- 
folly undertook the Province, to the general Satis&aion and 
publick Joy of the whole Kingdom ; and to the no little Ho- 
nour anc Uredit of the Courts that fo important and beloved 
a Perfon would Aftach himfelf to it under fuch a relation , 
when fo many, who had fcarce ever eaten any Bread but rhe 
King's, Detached themfelves from their dependence, that they 
might without him, and againft him, preferve and improve 
thofe Fortunes, which they had procured and gotten under 
him, and by his Bounty. 
TV v.hii Now the Bill for the taking away the Votes of BiOiops out 
•'''''^''^^ '' ,1 ^^ ^^^^ Houfc of Peer?:, which was called a Bill for taking away 
^/Jlj['all'c -^'i Temporal Jurifiicl on from rhofc in holy Orders, was no 
i»U '''' */ri.<v>o::cr piflc.i the Houf: of Peers, thin :hc King was earnr/Hy 

dcfircd 
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defired ^^ to give his Royal AOenc to ic. The King returned, 
'^that it wasanucrerof great Concerament : and tfaeFefore, 
'^He would take time to Advi(e,aod would return an Anfwer 
^^ in convenient time. But this delay plea&d not cheir ap- 
petite ^ they could not attempt their perfed Reformation m 
Cborch and State, till xfaofe Votes were utterly abolilhed ; 
chefefore they Cent the iame day again to the King, who was 
vet at Wmdfir^ and gave him reafbns to periwade him 
^* immediately to confent to it ^ One of which was the Griev- 
" anqes the Subjects fuf&r'd by the Biflx>ps exerciiing of Tem^- 
" pofd Jurifdidion, and their making a Party in the Lords 
*^ Hottfe ; a Sea>na, the great Content of all forts by the 
<<bappyConjun£tionof bochHoufes in their ab&ace: and a 
^' Third, that the paiSng of that Bill would be a comfortable 
^ pledge of bis Majefty's gracious Ailent to the^fiituie Reme^ 
^ dies of thofe Evils, which were to be prefented to him, this 
'^ once being pafled. 

Reasons fufScient to have Converted Him, if he had 
the leaft inclination or propenfity to have Concurr'd with 
Them. For it was, upon the matter, to perfwade him ro 
joyn with them in this^ becaufe, That being done, he (bould 
be able to deny them nothing. 

However thofeof greateft Truft about the King, and 
who were very faithful to his Service, though in this parti* 
cular exceedingly deceiv'd in their judgements^ and not fijf« 
fidently acquainted with the Conftitution of the Kingdom^ 
perfwaded him ^^ that the paffing this Bill was the only way 
^' to preferve the Church, there being fo united a Combina- 
<* cion in this particular, that he would not be able to with- 
^ ftand it. Whereas, by the pafling this Bill, fo many per* 
^ fons in both Houfes would be fully fatisficd, that thev 
<' would joyn in no further alteration : bur, on the other hand^ 
^'if they were crofled ia this, they would violently endea* 
'^ vour an Extirpation of Bifliops, and a demolifliing of the 
" whole Fabrick of the Church. 

Thsy alledged that he was, upon the matter, deprived 
^' of their Votes already, they being not fuffcr'd to come to 
'^ the Houfis^and the Major part in Prifon under an accufation 
'^of High Treafon, of which there was not like to be any 
'^Reformation, till thefe preient Diilempers werecompo&d; 
*' and then that by his Power, and the memory of the indireft 
^' means that had been ufed againft them, it would be eafier 
^'to bring them in again, than to keep them in now. They 
*' told him , there were two matters of great Importance 
^' prefled upon him for his Royal Adenr, but they were not 
'^ of equal confequence, and concernment to his Soveraign 
*^ Power; the FL^^ft, that Bill touchir.gihc Bifliops Votes; the 
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^^ Other, the whole Militia of the Kingdom, the granting of 
"which would abfolucelv 4ivcft him of all Regal Power j 
"that he would not be able to deny Both ; but by granting 
" the former, in which he parted with no matter ot Momenr, 
" he would, it may be, not be preflld in the fccond ; or if 
"he were, that as he could not have a more Popular (parrel 
"to take up Armcs,than to defend himfelf, and to prefcrvc that 
^^ Power in his hinds, which the Law had viefted in him, and 
** without which he could not be a King ; fo he could not 
"liave a more Unpopular argument for that Contention, than 
** the prefervation of the Biihops in the Houfe of Peers, which 
"few Men thought EQential, and moft Men belicv'd Prcju- 
"dicial, to the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom. 

Tufi^E arguments, though ufcd by Men whom he rooft 
truftedj and whom he knew to have oppofed that Bill in its 

IMflage, and to be cordially Friends to tne Church of Bnghnui 
n DifcipHne and DoArine, prevaiFd not fo much with his 
Majefty, as the perfwafions of the Queen; who was not only 
perlwaded to think thole reafons valid (and there are that be- 
lieve that Infiifion to have been made in Her by her own 
Priefts, bv Inftru&ions from France^ and for reafons of State 
of that Kingdom ) but that her own Safetv very much de- 

R ended upon the King's content to that Bill ; and that, if 
e fliould refufeit. Her Journey into HbAsW would bccrofled 
by the Parliament, and poffibly her Perfon in danger either 
by the Tumults, which might eaGly be brought to Windfor 
from WefiminfteTy or by the Infurrcftion of the Countries in 
her pillage from thence to Dover , where flie intended to 
take Shipping. Whereas by her InterccfTion with the King 
to do ir, (he would lay a moft Seafonablc and Popular Obli- 
gation upon the whole Nation, and leave a pleafant odour of 
her Grace and Favour to the People behind her, which would 
prove much to her advantage in her abfence; and (he (hould 
have the Thanks for that Adt, as acauired by her goodnefs, 
which otherwife would be extorted from the King, when (be 
was gone. 
76« Kin£ These Inlinuations and Dlfcourfes fb far fatisfied the 
/*/« tbAi Queen, and flie the King, that, contrary to his moft oofitivc 
^'^' Zf R^^.folution, the King confented, and fent a Comroi(bon for 
JfVjlSfi.r *^ Enafting both that Bill, and the other about Preffing i 
Feb. If. which was done accordingly, to the great Triumph rf the 
Bouteibus, the King fending the fame day that he Pafs'd thofe 
Bills, which was the fourteenth of Februmryy a MeOage to 
both Houfes ; '^ That he was afTured his having Pafs'd thofe 
"two Bills, bKsing of fo great importance, fo fuddainly^ would 
^'fenre to aflure his Parliament, that he dc{ired nothing more 
^^ than the Satisfaftion of his Kingdom. For IreUmi^ te lai<^ 
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" as he had Concurr'd in all Propofitions made for that Ser- Jlr- 
" vice by his Parliament, fo he was Rcfolv'd to leave nothing ^ 
^^undoTC for their Relief, which (hould poffibly fall within 
*' his Power, nor would rcfiife to venture his own Perfon in 
*' that War, if the Parliament fliould think it convenient, for 
^ the redudion of that miferable Kingdom. 

The pafling that Bill for taking away the Bifliops Votes, 
exceedingly weakened the King's Party j not only as it fwcpc 
away fo confiderable a number out of the Houfi: of Peers, 
which were conftantly devored ro him ; but as it made im- 
preffion on others, whofe mmds were in fufpence, as when 
Foundations are fhaken. Befides, they that were beft ac- 
quainted with the King's Nature, Opinions, and Refolutions, 
had reafon to believe, that no exigence could have wrought 
upon him to have confcnred to fo Ami- Monarchical an Aft; 
and therefore, never afrer retained any confidence, that he 
would deny what was Importunately asked j and fo, either 
abfolmely withdrew thcmfdves from thofe confultations , »r^ 
thereby avoiding the envy, and the danger of oppofing them, 
or quietly fufferd ihcmfclves to be carried by the Stream, 
and to coafenc to any thing that was Boldly and Luftily at- 
tempted. 

And then it was fo far from dividing the other Party , 
that I do not remember One man, who vehemently infifled 
on, or indeed heartily wifhed, the psding of that oil!, that 
ever defened them, till the Kingdom was in a Flame : but 
on the contrary, very many, who cordially and conftantly 
oppofed that AA, as friends rather to Monarchy than Reh* 
gion, after that Bill, never conGder'd or refifled any attempt, 
or further alteration, in the Church, looking ontheBiOiops 
as ufelefs to Soveraigncy, and fo not of Importance enough 
to be defended bv the Sword. And I have heard the fame 
Men, v^ho urgecl Before, "that their places in that Houfc 
*^ had no relation to the Difcipltne of the Church, and their 
^^ Spiritual Jurifdiftion, and therefore ought to be Sacrificed 
"tothePrcfervation of the other, upon which the Peace, and 
** Unity of Religion fo much depended, fincc argue, " that 
"Since their power in thax Houfc, which was a good Out- 
*^ work to defend the King's from Invafion, was taken away, 
" any other form of Government would be equally advanta- 
" geous to his Majefty ; and therefore, that he ought not to 
" infift on it, with the Icaft inconvenience to his condition. 

But that which was above, or equal to nil this, was that 
by his Majefty's enaAing thofe two Bills, he had, upon the 
matter, approved the Circuraftances of their paffige, which 
had been by dirc& violence, and almoft force of Arms ; in 
which cafe, he ought not to have confirm'd the moft Poli- 
tick, 
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tick, or the mofl Pious Conflituttona : MaU P^a rlf I^x^ 
m,s tumuliuarie fafia ejl, was one of thofc powionG of ^ri- 
fivtltf which bath Never been Cnce coniradided ; and W2S 
aa advantage, that, being well managed, and ftoucly in&Aed 
upon, would, in fpighc of al] their Machinations, which were 
not yet firmly and lolidly ibrnied, have brought them to a 
temper uf beiog Treated with. But I have Tome c&ule to 
believe, that cvea this Argument, which was Uoanfwer^le 
for the Rpjeding thai Bil^ was applied for the ConSrmiog 
ii ; and an upinion that the violence, and force, ufed in pro- 
curing It, rcnder'd it abfolutely Invalid and Void, made the 
Confii'mation of it lefs confider'd, as not being of ftrength to 
made that Adb good, which was in it Self Null. And [ 
doubt this Logick had an influence upon other Ads of no 
kfs Moment than thefe : but it vis an Erroneous and Uo- 
skilful {LiggeltioQ ; for ao hSi of Parliament, what Circum- 
fl^nces foevcr concurr'd in the contriving aud framing it, 
j^ will be allways of too great reputation to be avoided, oi to 
A^ be declared Void, by the fule Authority of aay Private per- 
fons, or theSingle power of the King Himfdf. Andiliough 
thcWifdoro, Sobriety, and Power, of a future Parliament, if 
^ . /'a God dial] ever blefs the Kingdom with another R^ularly 
tjhfC Conltituted, may find caufe to declare this , or that k& of 
' Parliament, Void J yet there will be the fame temper requifie; 

to fuch a Declaration, is would ferveto Repeal it. And it 
may be Then, many men, who abhorr'd the thing when ic 
was done, for the Manner of doing it, will be of the Gvi- 
lians opinion, fieri «on deluit, faiium valet j and never coa- 
(ent to the Altering of that, which they would never have 
confented to ^e Eltabliniing of j neither will that Gngle Pre- 
fidcnt of the Judges in the cafe of King Hrnrj the Seventh, 
when they declared the Aft of Attainder to be Void by the 
Acceflion of the Crown ,' though if he had in truth been the 
pcrfon, upon whom the Crown had Lineally and R'ghtfuliy 
delcendcu, it was good Law ) find, or make, the Judges df 
another Age parallel to them, till the King hath as flrong a 
Sword in Ills hand, and the Pi;opIe a much at his devotion 
and difpofal \ and then the Making, and Declaring I^w, will 
be of equal Facility, though, it may be, not of equal Jullice. 
How much foevcr the King's Friends were, for ibe rcafons 
aforcfaid, dejefied upon the pafling thofe two Afis, it ii cci- 
tain. They who thought they got whatfbcver He loft, *-cre 
migluily Exalted, and thought Themfelvee now Superior to 
any Oppofition : And what returns of duty and ackr.owlcdgc- 
mcflt they made to the King For ihatGrace and Favour, is to 
bcrcmembcr'd in ihc next pljcc.' 
THa fame day ihofe two Aflswcrcby hisMajefiy'aCom- 
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mUfion paQed, and as icon as a very £hofC Nfeflage of thanks 
for chat &voar, as much imDorting the Safety of both King* 
doiDS, of EmgUnd and Ireinuly was confented to, an Ordi-» V 
nance for the (ectliog the Militia was agreed on by both ^ 
Honfies, and, together with a lift of the Names of fijch Per<» 
fons, as for the prefent they meant to Confide in, was im* 
medttteiy fent to the King ibr his Approbation ; the which, 
being the moft Avowed foundation of all the Miferies that 
have followed, will be here neceflary to be inferted in the 
very terms and form it was agreed upon, and prefented ^ and 
was as followeth.

A fecond Aft of the fame day, and the only way theytock 
to return their thanks and acknowledgment to the Oijcen 
for her interceflion, and mediation in the pafling thofebills, 
was the opening a Letter they intercepted, which was direft- 
eil to her Majeliy. The Lord Digiy ^ after their Msjcfty's 
going to Windfir^ when he found in what umbrage he ftcod 
with the powerful and prevailing Party, and that they were 
tbte to improve his going through a Town in a Coach and fa 
horfes to a Warlike appearance, and fo to expofe him to the 
fury of the People, at ieaflrto the power of the Counties, to

1 'f rrimx^s [ Tho uGft the King was refolved in no degree to coofeoc 
*^ '*"''•*• to the Propofition for the Militia, yet he thought not the 
Mi'utfd' ^^^ feafonable^ for his pofitive E^jnyal, the Queen retaining 
ftill her -fears of being flopped in h^JourneyT Therefore, 
for the prefcnt, he returned Anfw^r,; ^^ that his dcareft Con- 
^^ fort the Qoeen, and his dear Dau^ter the Princefs Afo7, 
^' being then, upon their departure fur H9Uand^ he could not 
*' havcffogood time to confider of a^ particular anfwer for a 
** matter of r<> great weight, as Thaj;.wasi and tber^ore^^ he 
f^ would tefptte the fame tiUhi^fCMurn: chc King inteo^^ 
to acompany the Queen. to .Pf7/4r^^and as foqn as. Hie was 
tmbarkedto return. They i<iceived this Anfw^wiJi their 
ufual impatience, and the next day f^^nt MefTengers ju> him, 
with that, whlcli they called an Hurpbic Petition, in which 
Vmrre^ij, .thcytold him, "that they had, witji-a great dcji of^gritf, 
*' received his Anfwer to their juft and neceilary It'etitfon con-

' rfrom whence, as they were informed, they intended to

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" invade this Kingdom, with the afTifbnce of the Papifts here. 
^^ They faid, nothing could prevent thofe eviis^ nor enable 
" them to fupprefi the Rebellion in IreUnd^^ad (ecureTbem- J^' 
^Sfclves, but tne Inilant granting of that their Petition ^ which, 
^' they hoped , his Majefty would not deny to tbofe, who 
^^ mult, in the difchargeof their duty to his Mdjefty and the 
'^ CommoQ-wealth, reprefent unco him, what they found fo 
^^ablblutely oeccdkry for the prcfervation of both ^ which 
^ the Laws of God and man enjoined them to fee put in cxe- 
^'cution, as feveral Counties by their daily Petitions defired 
''Them to do, and in fome places begun already to Do it of 
" Thcmfelwcs. Nochwithftinding all that imporcuaity, the 
King a»de no other Anfwer than formerly he had done, 
'* rlut he would give a full Anfwer at his return from Dover. 

I N the mean time, the HoufecrfComroons, to v/hom eve- . 
ry day Petitions arc diredled by the fevcral Counties of Efig- ^ 
Und^ profeiHag all' Allegiance to them, govern Abfolutely, 
the Lords concurring, or rather fgbmlcting, to whatfi)ever is Thi Urii 
propofed y infomuch as when they had bailed the twelve ^^^^'^^ix 
Biibops, wlx) were in the Tower for the Treafon ^f thcir^^i^"*^'j^ 
Procciiation, which they did the next day after the Bill was liJTcwwww 
pafl&d fof raking away their Voces, the Houfe of Commons f»c»mmi$ 
m great indignacion expoftulated with them, and caufed them''^^- 
immediaccly again to. be recommitted to the Tower. So 
they gave their private intimations to their Cor refpondents in 
the Counties, that they (bould make folalt entries upon the 
Militia; which was done in many places, the people chooiing 
their Officers, and Lifting themielves, and fo Training and 
Exercifing under the name of Voluntiers^ whereby they had ^*)^, ^^ 
opportttoity to unite rhcmfelves, to know their Confederates,, ,71Iw« «I 
obferve tbofe who were of other opinions, and to provide «rcs^j^ the 
Armcs and A munition againQ chey (hould have occafion. ?Mi«r •/ xw 
The Tower of I/mdon was at their Devotion, and Hull was ^'^^^ 
their o^rn ; the Mayor of that pbce having been lately fent 
for and reprehended, for having^. (aid, '^ that they ought not 
'' to h^v^e Soldiers biUetred upoa them by the Petition of 
^^ Right, and for refufing to fubmit that Town, which was 
^' His charge, to the Government of M^ Hotbtm ^ and after a 
redioQs ana. diargeable attendance, without being brought to 
a pubUck bearing, he was perfwadcd to fubmit ^ and io was 
difchaiged. 

ThjuN ,th«y fell to raifing of money under pretence ofhistny rsifu 
tlic relief of Irtiandy and, for that purpofe, prepared *^ an Aft '^ "^'^^^^ 
'' for the payment of four hundred thoufand pounds to fuch J^^/w^/ X 
^^peifons as. were Nominated by themfclves, and to be dis->irehod. 
'^ Duri^and ifllied in fuch manner, and to fuch ufe«, as. the 
^' two Houfes. fhould dirc^ which the King confirmed ac- 
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^^cordingly ; whereby they had a dock of credit to ratfe mo- 
nies, whenfoever they found chemfetves put to it: And this 
. could not be prevented ; for the King having committed the 
/( carrying on t he W ar of IriJand to them,and they being ei^aged 
both for the payment of the arrears to the Officers c5f the 
Northern Army disbanded the Summer before^ and of the 
three hundred thoufand pounds to the Seats, his Majefty was 
DcceHitatjed to pafs the Ad with fuch General daufes^ thac ic 
might be in their power to divert . the money to other ufes 
than tbofe to which ic was given; as ic afterwards fell out 
71m ciuien T H E Queen being fliipp«l for HoUsndjtiiB Majefty returned 
jhirptdftr to Grsem^uh, whither he bad fent to the Marquis of Hnrt- 
Holland, f^rd to bring the Prince rf WiUes ftom HmffatihCHirt to 
'^ K!"; iD^t- him : of which as foon as the Houies were advrrtifad, 
to Green- they fent a Meflage to the King, who was upon his way from 
wici>,»«»#r«l}0a;#r) to ddirehim, *^ that the Prince might not be remov- 
u-e Prince cc ^^ fj^^ HomftoM-Cpurt, for thac they conceived his removal 
tw;. him, u at That time^ might be a caufe to promote Jealoufies and 
^* Fears in the hearts of his good Subjedsi which cbey thought 
^^ ncceflary to avoid j and, at the fame time, fent an ex|ms 
Order to the Marquis of Hertford y " to require him not 
*' tofuflfer the Prince to go to Greenwich -y but his Lordlhip, 
choofing rather to obey the King's commands than Theirs, 
carried his Highnefs to his Father ^ of which theHooies no 
fooner were informed, than they (ent fome Members of both' 
Houfes to Greenmcb ^^ to brif^ the Prince from thence to 
London. But when they came thither, they found the King, 
whom they did not exped there y and fo made no attempt 
to perform that Command. Thereafon of this extravagancy 
( bcfides their natural humour to afiront the King, and cbs 
feeming care of the Prince was a Popular ching^ was pre- 
tended to be an information they had received from a Mem* 
berof theHoule. 

There was one GrrgbhyA young Welflwnan, of oo pots 
or reputation, but for eminent Licence y this yoocb had long, 
with great boldnefs, followed the Court, and preieeded to 
preferment there ; and fo in the Houfe had always oppoAd, 
as far as not convincing, all the undutiffd Ads towards the 
King, and, upon this (lock of merit, ind ptdBkdtabwc cosfi- 
dcnUy for a reward y and, when the Queen was ready to nke 
fliipping at Dover for HoUandy he bareiaced importuned her 
to mediate to the King, ^' that he might be fbithwith ad- 
^^mitcedofthe Prince's Bed- Chamber; the which her Maje- 
fty refufing, he told his Companions. ^ that fityoc he oould 
^^not render himfelfconfidefabte by doing the King Service, 
^^ he would be coofiderable by domg htm Diflervsce : and/b 
made great haft «> henJtm , ioA openly in the Houfe lold 

them 
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them ( die (tme day chat the Prince was to go to Greewmch ) 
*^ chat if they were not exaAly careful, they would fpeedily 
'^ lofe the Frioce ; for, to His knowledge, there was a do* 
<( ^pi and iclblution immediately to carry him into France, 
From which ienfelefs and groundleis information, he was 
taken into their favour^ and, his Malice fuppiyingche dcfeft 
of other parts, was thenceforth taken into Truft, and ufed as 
their Brauo to juftify all their Excefles in Taverns and Ordi- 
naries. And I faw WtUftnlf^y fliortly after this di/covcry, 
take him in his arms^ telling him, '^ bis Soul rcjoyced to fee, 
^ that God had put it into his Heart to take the right way. 

T o their Me(&ge the King fent them word, '' That to 
^' their Fears and Jealouiies be knew not what Anfwer to 
^'give, not being able to imagine from what grounds they 
^ piocxeded j but if any information had been given to them 
^' to caufe thofe apprdieofions , he much defired the fame 
^' might be examinied to the bottom ^ and then he hoped that 
^' their Fears and Jealoufies would be hereafter continued 
^^ only with reference to his Majefty's Rights and Honour. 

Tn^L Queen being gone, and the Prince come to his Fa- n^ Kin^t 
ther at Greemwkb, the King fent an Anfwer to the two HoufesA^Aer ^» 
conccniing the Militia: ^^ that having, wiih his beft care and ^^,""L 
'^ underftanding, perufed and confidercd that, which had been ^",'^4. 
'^fent him from both Houfes, for the ordering the Militia to*^ 
'' be made an Ordinance of Parliament by the giving his Royal 
^ Alleii^ as he could by no means do it for many reafons, 
^'fi> he did not conceive himfelf obliged to it by any pro- 
Vmife made to them in his Anfwer to their former Petition. 
''He laid, he found great caufe to except againfl; the Preface, . 
'^ or latroduftion to that Order ^ which confeflcda moltdan- 
''gerous anddefperate dcfign upon the Houfe of Commons 
''of late, fuppoled to be an cflfedt of the bloody Counfels of 
" Papiils, and other ill afl&ded Perfons, by which many might 
" undeiftand C looking upon other Printed Papers to that pur- 
^' po(e ) hi^ own coming in Perfon to the Houfe of Com- 
" moos cm the fourth of January^ which begot fo unhappy a 
" mifunderffanding between him and his People. And for 
"that, though he beiiev'd ic, upon the information fince 
" given him, to be a breach of their Privileges, and had of- 
'* fcr'd, and was ready, to repair the fame for the future, by 
" any A^ fliould be defircd from his Majcfty ; yet he muft 
'^ dedaie, and require to be believed, that he had no other 
" defigo upon that Houfe, or any Member of it, than to rc- 
" quire, ^s he did, the Perfons of thofe five Gentlemen he 
" had before accufed of High Treafon, and to declare that 
"he meant to proceed againft them legally, and fpeedily; 
'^upoo which he bclicv'd that Houfe would have delivered 
"rhemup. Ee 5 "H«: 
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**He called the Almighty God to witncfs, that he was fo 
•'^far from any inteocion, or thought of Force or Violence, al- 
^^ though that Houfe had not delivered them accordir^ to his 
^' demand, or in any cafe whatfoever, that he gave thofc his 
"Servants, and others, who then waited on his Majcfty, cx- 
^' prels charge and command, that they (liould give no of- 
*^ fence unto any Man j nay if they received any provocation 
"or injury, that they flioul'd bear it without return,- and he 

' neither faw, nor jcnew, rhat any Perfon of his tram bad anv 

other weapons, but his Penfioners and Guard, tl\ofe witn 
" which they ufually attend his Perfon to Parliament i and 
" the other Gentlemen, Swords. And therefore' he doubted 
" not, but the Parliament would be regardful of his Honour 
^* therein, chat he fhould not undergo arjy imputation by the 
"rafli and indifcreec exprefSons of any young Men then in his 
"train, or by any defperate words uttef'd by othery, who 
** might mingle with chcm without his Conlent or Appro- 
" bation. 

** F o R the Perfons nominated to be the Lieutenants of the 
^^ feveral Counties of England and Wdksy he faid be was con- 
"tented to allow that recommendation^ only concerning (be 
'^City of Londony and fuch other Corporations as by ancient 
"Charters had granted to them the Power of the Militia, he 
" did not conceive that it could ftand with Juftice or Policy 
"to alter their Government in that particular. And he was 
^* willing forthwith to grant to cveiy one of them, that of 
" JL^^(?;y and other Corporations excepted, fuch Commiflions 
^' as he had granted this Parliament to fome Lords Lieute- 
*^ nants by their advice. But if that Power were not thoaght 
*^ etiough, but that more (hould be thought fie to be grin:cd 
"to thofc Perfons named, than, by the Law, is in the Crown 
" it felf, he faid, he thought it reafonable that the fame (bouid 
^' be by fome Law firft vefted in him, with Power to tranf- 
*^fer it to thofe Perfons; which he would willingly do: and 
" wharever that Power fhould be, to avoid all future doubts 
^^ and queftions, he defired it might be digefted into an Ad 
**of Parliament, rather than an Ordinance ^ fo that all his 
" SubjeSs might thereby particularly know, both what they 
"were to do, and what they were to fuffer for their negkift,- 
" that (o there might be the le^ft latitude for them to {\xSa 
" under any Arbitrary Power whatfoever. 

"To the time defired for the Continuance of the powers 
^^ to be granted, he faid, he could not confent to diveft him- 
" felf of the juft Power, which God, and the Laws of the 
*< Kingdom, bad placed in him for the defence of his People, 
^^and to put it into the hands of others for any indefinite 
^^Cirne. And fiace the ground of their requeft to him was to 
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'^fecur^ their prefcnc Fears and Jealoufies^ that they might • 

" wuh (afecy apply thernfelvcs ro his Meflageof the aoth ofja^ 
^^n94^ry, be hoped chat his Grace to them fince that time, in 
" yielaing to fo many of their defircs> and in agreeing to the 
"Ferfons now recommended to him, and the Power before 
"exprcfled to be placed in them, would wholely difpel 
'^ tboTe Fears and Jealouiies ; and he aflured them, that as he 
" had apply'd this unufual remedy ro their doubts 3 fo, if 
'^ there ltK)uld be caufe, he would continue the fame' to (uch 
^hme^ as ibould be agreeable ro the ifame care he now ex- 
" preifed towards them. 

*^He (kidy he was fo far from receding from any thing 
''he hid promifed^ or intejided to grant in his former An* 
**fwer, that he had hereby confentcd to all that had been then 
"asked of him by that Petition, concerning the Militia of 
^ the Kingdom, except that of Lendow and the other Corpo- 
" rations^ which was, to put the fame into the hands of fuch 
'' Perfons, as (hould be recommended to him by both Houfes 
^ of Parliament. And he doubted not but they, upon well 
^weighing the particulars of that his Anfwer, would find 
" the fimoe more ladsfadory to their ends, and the Peace and 
** Weiiare of all his good Subjefts, than the way propofcd by 
'* that intended Ordinance ^ to which^ for thofe rcafons, he ' 
*' could not confent. 

"And whereas he obfcrred by their Tate Petition, that in 
"foroc places, fome Perfons begun already to intermeddle of 
*' themklves with the Militia, he faid, he cxpefted his Par- 
'' liament (boCild examine the particulars thereof, it being a 
' matter of high concernment, and very great confequence. 
And he required, that if it fliould appear to them, that any 
Peribn whofoever had prefumed to Command the Militia 
without lawfol Authority, they might be proceeded againfl: 
«< according to Law. 

It ieems this was not the Anfwer they promlfed them-r«f«"/^^ 
feSvcs ; for, at the publifliiog it, they were marvelloufly tranf- «•«;** t^ 
ported, and immediately Voted, both Houfes concurring in it^'SL^ 
** That thofe who advifed his Majcfty to give that Anfwer, ^

Tb€obaJds.<(^^.^^ of his unezpeded denial of their moft Hombie and 

^^ KeceOary petition concerning the Militia of the Kinfdom ; 
^ and that they were efpecially griev'd, that wicked and mif- 
^' chievous CounfeUors ihould ftill have that Powier with him, 
^' as in that time of approaching and imminent Ruin , he 
** fliould rather incline to that, which was apt to furdier 
^^ the accomj^ifhrnent of the dcfires of the moft Malignant 
^ Enemies or God's true Religion, and of the Peace and Sikty 
^^of himfelf^ and his Kingdom, than to the Dutiful and Faith- 
^^ fui Couniel of his Parliament. Wherefore, they (kid, dsey 
'^ were inforced in all Humility to proteft, that, if hisMajeAy 
*^ (hould perfift in that denial, the dangers and diftempers of

^ by the Laws of the Kingdom, the Power of raifing, order- 

^^ingy and difpoCng of the Milicia within any City, Town, 

^ or other Place, could not be granted to any Corporation by 

** Charter, or ocherwife, without the Authority and Confcnc 

^ of Farliamenc : And that thofe parts of the Kingdom, which 

^' bad put them&lves in a pofture of Defence againft the 

^^ Common danger, had therein done nothing but according 

^ to theDedaratfOQ and Diredion of both Eioufes, and what 

^^ was joftifiable bv the Laws of the Kingdom. Ail which

too far engaged to retire^ and therefore, aflbon as it was re- 
Th9'K*fitm' ported to the Houfes, they rcfolv'd, upon Debate, '" that the 
Mw^^b tc Kingdom fliould be forthwith put into a pofture of Defence, 
^fii ufm icy^^ Authority of both Houfes, in fuch a way as had been 
'^ formerly agreed upon by both Houfes; and that aDedara- 
^* tion (hould be f[>ecdily fent unto the King, containing the 
^'caufes of their jurt Fears and Jealoufies, and to make it eyi- 
*'dcnt that any that were entertained againft Them were 
" Rroundlefs ; Ordering at the fame time, " that all the Lords 
** Lieutenants of any Counties in England ^ who had been

fuch CommifCons had been granted, upon their own defire, 
fince the beginning of the Parliament, as particularly to the 
Earl of Effex to be Lord Lieutenant of Torkftnre^ and to the 
Earl of Salisbury for Dorfit^me.

" Honour, Peace, and Safety of his Majefty, and his Kingdom, 
"could not be fecured, unlcfs a timely courfe was taken for 
"the patting the Kingdom into a condition of Defence at 
" Sea, as well as at Land : and they did therefore Order him 
"forthwith to give effefiual direftion that all the Ships b^

** might, by hi« Juftice and Wifdom, be removed, when he 

''(bould be fully inform'd, that thofe Fears and Jcaloufies of

t; 4. ^'Thb caufe they had to doubt that the late defign, 
^ ^^tyl'd theQyeen's Pious Intencion, was for the alteration of 
^' Religion in this Kingdom, for fuccefs whereof the Pope's 
^' Nuncio I the Count Rozeni) enjoy n'd Failing and Praying 
^<to be obierv'd every week by the E»gii/b Papifts; which, 
^^ chey faid, appear'd to them by one of the original Letters 
** dir€<3»d by him to a Pricft in Lancajbire. 
Y 5. ^^Th£ boldnefs of the Iri/b Rebels in aflirming they 
'^^'do nothing but bv Authority from the King; that they call 
^^ themfeives the Queen's Army ^ that the prey and booty 
^^ they take from the EftgiUhy they mark with the Queen's 
^' mark; that their purpofe was to come into EngLmif when 
^ their buGnefs was done in Ireland-^ and fundry other things 
^' of that kind, which, thev faid, were prov'd by oonOcney^

8. ** T H A T, after a Vote had pztCed in the Houfe of Com- 
^ moos, declaring that the Lord ^fy had appear'dl in a War- 
''like manner at Kmfim upon Thsmes ^ to the terrour and 
^affright of his Majelty's good Subjeds, and di(lurbance of 
^ the publick Peace of the Kingdom, he (Iiould nevenhelela 
^ be in chat credit with hfe Majcfty, as to be fent away by 
"hisMaVefty's own Warrant to S'^. Tennhigton to land him 
** bcyona Seas : fipom whence he vented his own Tray terona 
^ conceptions , that his Majefty fliould declare himfelf, and 
^' retire to a place of ftreiiffi;th ; as if he could not be fafe 
^amongft his People. Which falfe and malicious counfel, and 
^ advice, they laid, they had great caufe to doubt, made too

^cious, and Malignant def^n of all the reft; fo they honed

^^ thoughts y becaufe no Man would believe he would give up 

'* li^ rcople, and Kingdom , to be fpoilM by Strangers, if 

^*hc did not lifcewife intend to change both his own rrofef- 

'^fioo in Religion, and the Publick profeftion oftheKing- 

^^dom, that fo he mi^t be ftill more aflured of thofe For- 

" reigo States of the Popifli Religion for their future Support, 

^ and Defience. 

** These, they faid, were fome of the grounds of their 
^^Fears and Jealoufies, which had made them fo earreftly im- 
*• pleic his Royal Authority, and Proteflion, for their De- 
** ftnoe and Security, in all the ways of Humility and Sub- 

f' miflion ; 
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'^ miflion ; which being denied by his Majefty, leduced by 
** evil Counfel, they did, with forrow for ihc great and un- 
" avoidable milery and danger, which was thereby l.kc to 
** fall upon his own Perfon^ and his Kingdoms^ ^Ppiy them- 
" felvcs to the ufe of that Po^ycr for the iecurity and defence 
". of both* which, by the fundamental Laws and Confticuttons 
** of the Kingdom, refidcd in thcra ; yet ftiU rcfolving to keep 
'^ themf^Ivcs within the bounds of Faiihfulncis, and Allegiance 
*^ to his Sacred Pcrfon, and Crown. 

"To the Fears and Jealoufies exprefTed by his Majcfty, 
'• when he faid, that for his Refidence near the Parfiamcnt, he 
*' willied icraight be fo fafe and honourable, that he had no 
**caufe to.abfcnt himfclf from IPiife-HaS : That, they faid, 
^*they took as the grcatcft breach of Privilege, that could be 
'^oficr'd; as the heavied mifcry im Himfelf, and imputation 
" upon Them, that could be imagined, and the moft mif- 
*'chicvous eftcflof evil Counfcls ^ it rooted up the ftrongeft 
^' Foundation of the fafety, and honour, the Crown afforded ; 
^' it feem'd as much as might be, they faid, to cad upon the 
^' Parliament fuch a Charge, as was inconfiftent with the na- 
** ture of. that, great Council, being the Body, of which his 
'^Majefty was. the Head; it ftruckatthe very Being both of 
*' the King and Parliament, depriving his Majefi^y, in hi;^ own 
" apprehcnfion, of Their Fidelity^- and Them of His Prote* 
^^ dtion y which arc the natural bonds and fupf orts of Go* 
" vcrnmerir, and Subjefiion. 

"They faid, they had, acf:ording to his Majefty*s dcfire, 
'^lald their hands upon their hearts ; they had asked them* 
'^ fcly^s in the ftridcll examiiiatioi? of their Confcienoes ; chey 
*^ had fearched their afiedtions , their thoughts , conGidercd 
^^ their aftions \ and they found none , that could ^ivc his 
" Majefty any juft occafion to abfent himfelf from Whtte-Hali^ 
'^ and his Parliament j but that he might, with more honour 
*' and fafety, continue There, th^n in any other place. They 
'^(aidy his Majefty laid a General Tax. upon them : if he

** Members ^ who refuTed no Tryal or Examination , which 
'' might ftand with the Privilegfcs of Parliament ^ yet no An* 
'' tbors, no Wicncfies, were pcoduced , agsgnft whom chey 
m]^ have reparation for the great injury^ and infamy caft 
uponthem^ 

They befought his.Majefty to confider in what State 
he was, how eafy and fair a way he had to Happinefi, Ho- 
nour^ Greatpefs, and Plenty, and Security, if he would joyn 
'' with his Parljaraenr, and his faithful Svibjeds , in the de- 
"^ fence of the. Religion, and the t^ui^lifk Qood of the King* 
•*dom. That, they (aid, wasaJl^theyexpccfted from him, and 
'^ for that, they would return to him their Lives, Fortunes, 
'' and uttDoft endeavours to fupport his Majefty^ his jiift So- 
" veiaignty, and Power over tiierr>. But, they faid, it was 
'' not Worids that could fccure them in thofe their Humble 
'^defiresi they could not. but top well and Ibrrowfully re- 
''member, what gracious McfTjges they had from him- the laft 
''Suaimer j when, with Hi^ privity, the bringing up of the 
^ Army was in aeitation : They cpuld not but with the like 
" affcdliontrecajTto their minds^ .hpw, not two days before 
'' he gave dirrftion for the aforementioned Accufation, and 
'' his owri coming to the Commons Houfe, that Houfe re- 
'' ceiv'dfrom him a Gracious Meflage>. tChat he would always 
*^have care of Their Privileges, a^ pf his Own Prcrqga* 
''tive; and of the fafety of Their Perfons, as of his Own 
" Children. 

Th^y faid, that which they expeded, and which would 
give them afliitance that he had no thought but of Peace, 
"andjuftice to his People, muft be fomercal cfltft of his

fent neceilicy ,of the Kingdom ciid inforce them to dcfire. 
And in the dxA place^ that hp would be Graciouily pleaied 
to put from him thofe wickcd,^and niifchievous Couniel* 
^ lors, which had caufcd all thofe;. dangers, and diftraiStipns; 
'''and CO continue his own Refidence, and the Princefs, n^ 
'' iMkuj and the Parliament, which, they hoped, woulfd be 
"a happy beginning of Conteiitmient , and Confidence be* 
^ tween Him and his People ^ and be followed with inany 
'^ fucceeding Bleffings of Honour and Greatnefsto hisMajefty,

In the Debate of this Declaration,, the like whereof had 
never before been heard of inParliaiQent, in which they took 
his Majcfty's doubt of his fafety iUfbite-Hall io heavily, that, 
they wd, ** it feemed to caft fuch a charge upon the Parlia-

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" flMfic , as wa4 mconfiftefie wkh the ntcure of that great 
^^ Council ( fo apprehenfive they wereofcheleaftfufpicionof 
want of freedom ) the Preralenc Party carried themfielves 
wkh that pride, and iiapetuofity* chat they would endure no 
oppoficioQ or dispute } infbmucn as Sr ia^h BpPton ( who 
indeed was very grievous to them for not oompying with 
them ) for obje^ng agatnft fome fharp expreffions m me De* 
daration ( before it pafied the Houfe, and wbep the Qgefti- 
on was, whether it (bould pe6 ) as beine too diftmt from that 
reverence, which ought to be ufi^d to tne King: aod for (ay-* 
ingy uponaChufe, in which they mentioned their General 
Intelligence fiom R^Mnr, V^mce^ Paris , and other places, of 
9xtM defign the King had upon Religion, and the Parltcments 
fr€>m iriience theyfeemed to conclude that the Kii^ wcxild 
change his Religion, '''Tiuitdieyieeraed to ground an opi^ 
" nton of the King's Apoftacy upon a lefs evidence, than would 
"ferve to hang a Fellow for ftealing a Horfe, wasoommitted 
to the To^ftx ^ London^ '^iar laying an imputation upon 
'* that Committee, whidi had drawn up the Dedaiacioa 
Notwithflanding which, after they had imprifon'd hinu chey 
(bought fit to make That expreOian kfi grofs, and poutive ; 
though as it is fetdown above ( in which words it paded, and 
was delivered to the King) it was thought by ftanders by to 
be very unagreeable to the Gravity of a wife Coort^ andco the 
DuryofSubjefts. 

■But in this particular, in oppreffing all thofe who were 
of di^erent opinions from them, their caniage was lb noto- 
rious and terrible, tiiat Spies were fet upon, and inauiriea 
made upon all private, light, cafual difcouries. which fell from 
thofe who were not Gracious to them : As M' Ttelammey^ a 
IVlember of the Hbufe of Commons^ and a Merchant of great 
reputation, was expelled the Houie, and committed to Pri- 
fon^ for having faid, in a Private (M:oaiiem the City, to a 
Friend, ** that the Houfe could not appoint a Guard for them- 
<*felves withouc the King's confent, uiMier pain of H^ 
" 'jTreafon • Which was proved b v a Fellow, who pretended to 
overhear him ; when the Beribn ntrnfel^ with whom the ooo^ 
forencewas held, deckt^d, "that heuid, it Might be im- 
" puted to them for H%h Treafon : and ic was ooofefied oo 
all parts, that the words were fboken long before the di£D* 
very, and fome days before theHoufe had Refolve<^ ^that 
^ they would have a Guard. And afterwards^ upon the old 
ftock of their diilike, when the War begun to break out, diey 
again imprifoned this honeft Gentleman ; feized upon all ha 
^hte, ^hich was very good ; and fufferM him to dye in Pri* 
(fonfor want of ordinary relief, and refrefliment. 

A K D in this very time^ we (peak of^ and in the very bo* 
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finds of th^ Militia, when every day very greac multitudes of 
Pecirioos*&om rooft of the Counties of BngUnd^ and firoiQ X 
thcCity of I.«»iwr, were prefenccd to both Houies, to dc-^ 
fire they might be put into a pofture of defence^ and thac 
they would caufe the Ordinance for the Militia to befpeedi- 
)y executed, which was allcdged tobeanir.ilanceof the ped^ 
pie's defire throughout the Kingdom, and the chief grojnd 
of their proceeding ^ the mo/lfubdaDtial Citizens pf LamUii 
both ID remitadon, and Eftatc, finding that the Militia of chac 
City, vKm which bv their Charter, arid Conftant Prafiice^ 
the Lord Mayor had been always) incruiled, was now with % 
moft extravagant power to be committed to a Number of 
FaAious perfons of the City, pare of whom cocClled'of rocji 
of no fortune, or reputa:ion, refolved to Petition both Hou- 
ies ^* DOC to alter the original conflicucion, and right of their 
^ City : and, to that purpofc, a Petition was figned by fome 
hundreds, and very probably would in few days have been 
fubfchbed by all, or moft of the fubftantial Citizens of Lon-- 
don. The Houfe had notice of this Petition, which they cal- 
led another Coofpiracy and Plot againd the Parliament, aujd 
immediately imployed a Member of their own to procure .a 
fight of It \ who, under a truft of rcdcltvcriiig it, got it intp 
his hands, and brought it to the F^oufe of Cbmtbons^ upon 
which, fome principal Citizens, who bad fubfcribed it, wer,e 
examined, and cdmmitted to Prifon \ and a dircdibn given, 
that a Charge, and Impeachment Oiuuld be prepared aga^nfE 
the Recorder of London^ who, they heard, had been of Coun- 
cil in the drawing up, and preparing that Petition, and, they 
knew, was oppofite to their Tumultuary {>roceedings. Sp 
when the chier Gentlemen of Oxford Jhhre heard, that a Pe-^ 
dtion had been delivered to the Houle of Commons in thejf 
Name, and the name of that County, againft the eftabliflied 
Government of the Church, and for the exerciie of the Mi];» 
cia, they aOembled together to draw up a Petition dilavowing 
the former, and to deure, '^ that the fettled Laws might be ob- 
^'ferved; of which the Lord Say having notice, he procured 
the chief Gentlemen to be fenc for as Delinquents, and fd 
/upprefled that Addrefs : And this was the meafure of their 
Jufticein many other particulars of (he fame nature, receiving 
and cherlihing all mucinous, and feditious. Petitions, anddijF- 
countenancing fiich as befought the continuance, and vindi- 
cation, of the fo long celebrated and happjr Government \xi 
Church and States the prime leaders or that Fc^lion noc 
bludiing, in publick Debates in the Houfe , to aver ^' that 
^' no man ought to Petition for the Government ellablifli-^ 
^'edby Law, becaufe he had already his Willi; but they 
^^tbat defired an Alteration, could not other wife have

no /<V- . The Coni>^ittee^ which prefinted Che Dedafatkm to die

^^kxfi^ ^s'they called them, for his Majefty's return, and continuance 
fimsf!rhm ncar the Parliament ; as a matter, in their apprehenfioo, of 
$9munmMH€ fo gfeat ncceflity, and importance towards die prefemnon of 
y '*• his Perfon, and his Kingdom : and they&id. 
t^kamma. ,.y^^^ could not thiiilc they diidiaind dieir duties in 
** the liogle expreffion of their deme, unleu they added fame 
^'further reafons to back it with. I. His Majefty's abfence 
would caufe men to believe, that it was out of defign to 
difcourage the undertakers, and hinder the other provifions 
for raifing money for defence of l^ikeif. % It would very 
*' much hearten the Rebels There, and diiaftded Peribos in 
^ This Kibgdom, as being an evidence, and effiA of thejea- 
^ loufy and Diviuon between his Ma^y , and bis people; 
3. That ie would much weaken^ and withdraw the Affic^- 
on of the Subjeft from his Majefty ; without which , a 
Prince is deprived of his chiefeft fbength, and hiftre, and 
left naked to the greateft dangers and nnfaries, duit can be 
imagined . 4.. That it would invite^ and incourage the Ene- 
mies of Our Religion and the State m forreign parts, to tiie 
*' attempting, and sAing of their evil defi^, and intentioDf 
^ towards us. f • That it did caufea great incemiption in the 
«'< proceedings of Parliament. ThoTe confiderations, they find, 
threatened fo great dangers to hisPerfon, and to all Us Do- 
minions, that, as his (JreatCouncil, they held it neoeffiry 
to reprefent to him this their faithful Advice, that fo, wfaat- 
" foeyer Olould folldw. They might be eiecufed before God, 
'^ and Man. 

Whilst that Declaration was reading, his Majefty ex« 

preflTed fofne jpaflion upon particular ezpreffions; and once, 

when that paflnge was r6ad, that takestiotice ^'ofthettanfpor- 

"" tation of Myjermyn by his Majefty's own Warrant, after 

'^ he had etyen his word, that he had commanded that none 

''of his Servants (bould depart from Court, internipted tlie 

Earl of HbSofd, who read it, and iaid, ^ that's Falic ; sod 

when he was told, ** it rented not to the Date, but the £ze- 

'*" cution of the Warrant, his Majefty faid, " It might fiave 

'' been better exprefled then : It is a higU^ing to tax a King 

jTu jM4/#- *' with breach of Promifc. But after both 3ie Declaration, 

ji/i ^mfiur and Reafons were read, the King, after a fliort padib, fitid to 

w Mt. them. 

I A M confident that yoo expeA not I (hould give you a 

(peedy Anfwer to this ftrange ^ and unezpefml Dedars- 

'' LK>n j and I am ferry, in tho diftraf^on or this Kingdom, 

1^ *jo» 
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foa flKHild think This way of Addiefi to be more conve- 
mtDtf than That propounded, by my Meflage of the twen- 
'^ tiedi cXjmu^rj laft, to both Houfes. As cooccraing the 
«* grounds of your Fears andjealoufies, I will take time ro 
** Anfwer them particularly ; and doubt not but I (hall doit ro 
^ the fids&Aionof all the world. God in His good time will, 
''I hope, difoover the feaecsand bottoms of all Plots, aud 
''TreaioQs; and then I Qlall ftand right in the eyes of all my 
^ People. In the mean time I muft tell you, that I rather ejc- 
^pe&ed a vindication for the imputation l&id upon me in 
'^ Nf ' Tjm\ Speech, than that any more General rumors, a^d 
^ difixMiries, fliould get credit with you. For My fears and 
^ Doubts, 1 did not think they fliouId have been thought fo 
** trivial and groundlef^ whilft fo many feditious Pamphlets, 
'^and Sermons, are looked upon, and fo great Tumults xe« 
^laerober'd, tmpunifh'd and unioquired into. I ftill conf(^(s 
" my Far<» and call God to witnefs, that they are greater fpr 
*• the true rrotefiant profeflion, my People and Laws, than 
*' for my own rights, or fafety y though I muft tell you, I coii- 
^ oeive none of thefe are free from danger. What would you 
''Ittvc? Have I violated your Laws? Have I deni.eJ to p^fs 
^ any one Bill for the eafe, and fecurity of my Subjeds ? I 
'* do not ask you what You have done for Me. Are my Peo* 
^' pie txanfported with Fears and Apprehenfions ? I have of- 
''fcr'd as fiee^ and general a Pardon as your felves can d,e- 
** vife. There is a Judgment from Heaven upon this Nation,' 
"'iJFtbde diftraAions continue. God fo deal with Mc, and 
'^ Mine, as all my thoughts, and intentions , are upright for 
•^ the maintenance of the trtie Proteftant profeflion, and for 
^ the obfervation and prefervation of the Laws of the Land : 
'^ and^ 1 hope God will blefs, and aflift thofe Laws for my prie*' 
'' {erv&tion. 

This being fiiddainlv, and with fome vehemence, fpoken 
by his Majefty, and he having taken further time to Anfwer 
the Declaration, and the Reafons, the Committee befougbt 
him, ^ fince they were to carry back with them no other Au- 
"'fwer, that his Majefty would vouchfafe to give them what 
*'ht had fpokefi, in writing; which, the next morning, he 
did : And then the Earl of H^^iZir^i/ again defired him, *^that. 
*^ he would refide nearer his Parliament ; whereunto the King 
bridSy Anfwered, '^ I would you had given me caufe; but 1, 
'' am fiire this Declaration is not the way to it. Then being' 
asked by the Earl of Pemiroie, whether the Militia might not 
begtamed, as was defired by the Parliament, for atinie? He 
Anfwerod, '^ By God not for an hour. You have asked that 
^*^ of me in this, was never asked of a King, and with which' 
'^i will not truft my Wife, and Children. He told thpm, 

?f»- "he- 
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'^ he could not hare believed the Parliament would have fent 
^^him fuch a Declaration, if he had not fcen it brought by 
*^ fuch Perfons : and faid he was Sorry for the Parliament, buc 
"Glad he had it j for by that hedoubrcd nor to fatisfy hi^ 
'* People. He fiid they fpoke of ill Councils j but he wa« con- 
"fident They had worfe Information, than he had Councils. 
** He told them, thebufinefs o{ Ireland would never be done 
** in the way they were in, four hundred would never do thac 
* " work J it muft be put into the hands of One* and, he faid, 
^* if He were truftcd with it, he would pawn his Head to end 
*' that work. 

As SOON z'^ the Committee returned and reported, what 
Anfwerihey had received, and in what difpoficion and tctn- 

Bt they found, and left the King; it was Ordered, that their 
eclaration, which they had fent to him, fliould be fpecdily 
printed, and carefully difperfed throughout the Kingdom, that 
the People might fee upon what terms they flood j and all 
other poffible courfes were taken to poyfon the hearts, and 
affcdlions of the Subjefts, and to fupprcfeall thofe, who, in 
any degree, feemed to diflike their high proceedings. Above 
all, care was taken to place fuch Preachers, and L^dtarcis, in 
the moft populous Towns and Paridies, as were well known 
to Abhor the prefent Government, and temperature of Church 
and State ; many of whom were lecommendcd , and pcU- 
tively injoined, and impofed upon Pariflies, by the Houfc cf 
Commons ; and others, by fuch Factious Members , whole 
.reputation was moft current ; and all Canonical Clergy men, 
and Orthodox Divines, were, with equal induftry, diurountc- 
nanced, imprifoned, or forced to a long, attendance upon Com- 
mittees, or the Houfe ( which was worfe than Impnfonment) 
under the notion and imputation of Scandalous Miniflers. 
Which charge and reproach reached all men whole Inclinati- 
ons they liked not, or whofe Opinions they fufpe<fted. And 
that they might be fure to be as (Irong and abfolute at Sea, 
as at Land, they appointed the Lord Admiral to fend the 
Names of all thofe Captains of Ships, who were to attend the 
Fleet for that Summer Service, to them, to the end they rotgbt 
have fuch men, in whom they might Confide; which his 
Lordfliip moft punctually obfcrved. By which they helped 
Co free him of thofe Officers whom he could not plaufibiy 
havedffcharged ; and ftruck out, the names of thofe, whole 
Adedtipns^ or Relations they thought themfelves not (ecure 
in. 
iw KSn£» The King thought it now time, according to his former 
Mif-f' '• refolution,which he had not communicated to many,to remove 
*rL*'*^' tolbrit, which was a place of good reception, and convcni- 
y^yjj*^"' '*cncy, tor thofe who were willing to attend him ^ and torhc 
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end that there might bo publick notice of it, he £etiL from 
^ Huntington^ when he was upon his Journey, a Meflage to 
; bo^h Houfcs : " That, being then in his remove to his City of 
"Torky where he intended to make his Refidence for fome 
time, he thought fie to fend that MefHge to them, and very 
c^nieftly to defire them, that they would ufe all poflSble in- 
" duAry in expediting the budncfs of Ireland*^ in which they 
'<^flijuld hnd lo chearful a concurrence from hisMajefty, that 
"no incoavenience Oiould happen to that Service by nis ab- 
'' fence, he having all that p^flion for the reducing that King- 
"dono, which ho hadexprclled in his former Meflages, and 
" being, by words, unable to manifeft more ailcAion to ir, 
"than he had cndeavoui'd to do by thofe Meflages; having 
" likewife done all fuch Adb, as he had been moved unto by 
" his Parliament. Therefore, if the Misfortunes and Calami- 
" ties of his poor Proteftant Subj^c^s there fliould grow upon 
" them (though he (hould be deeply concern'd in, and fenhble 
" of their fufterings ) he faid, he (hould wafli his hands before 
*' the World from the Icaft imputation of flacknefs in that moil 
'^nccefliry, and pious work. 

"And, that he might leave no way unattempted, which 

^ might beget a good underftanding between him and hi3 

'^ Parliament, he uid, he thought it neceflary to declare, that, 

" as He had been fo tender of the Privileges of Parliament. 

'* that he had been ready and forward to retradl any AA of 

" his own, which he had been informed had trenched upon 

their Privileges ^ fo he expeded an equal tenderneis in 

xhzm of his known Prerogatives, which are the unqueftion- 

able Privileges cf the Kingdom ; amongft which, he was 

" afliircd, it was a Fundamental one, that his Subjefb could 

not be obliged to obey any AA, Order, or Injun&ion, to 

which He had not given his Confcnt. 

And, therefore, he thought it neccflary to publifli, that 
he exposed, and thereby required, Obedience from all his 
" loving Subjefts to the Laws eftabliflied ^ and that they 
prefutned not upon any pretence of Order, or Ordinance, 
CO which his M-ijefty wns no Party, concerning the Militia, 
or any orher thing, to do, or execute what was not war- 
•^«^rantable by thofe Lawsj he being refolved to keep the 
Laws himfelf, and to require Obedience to them from all 
his Subjefts. 

H E once more recommended unto them the fubftance of 
*^ his) Meflage of the twentieth o^ January laft; that they would 
coropoie, and digeft with all fpecd, fuch Afts as they fhould 
think fie for the prefcnt, and future eftablitliment of their 
'' Privileges, the free and quiet enjoying their Eftatcs and For- 
tunes, the liberties of their Pcrfons, the fecurity of the true

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^'Reli^oti theii profefTed in the Church of BtBgUni^ the 
maintaining hts Regal and Juft Authority, and fettling hii 
Revenue ; he being raoft defirous to take all fitting and juft 
ways, which might beget a happy underftanding between 
*' him and his Parh'amenr. in which be coqceived ma greateft 
'' Power, and Riches dia confift. 
*ti^\h H^nr., I HAVE not known both Hoi^&s in more dioler and rage, 
vcusr.nl than iipon the receiving thisMeflage^ Which came early to 
cn.in^ fjbf them on JFkJni/Hay the fixteenth of Mgrck, Now the day 
Mi/i/14. • before had been fpent in preparing ail things ready for the 
execution of the Ordinapce of the Militia } They had Voted, 
ahd Refolved, ''that it was not any way aeainft the Oath ct 
'' Allegiance,^ that all the Commiffions to Lteutenaints under 
'' the great oeal were illegal, and void : aiid that whomever 
'* (hould execute any Power over the Miutia by colour of any 
'<^ Commiilion of Lieutenancy , without oooient of both 
*' Houfes of Parliament, (hould be accounted a difturber of the 
" Peace of the Kingdom. Then they agreed upon this Pifo- 
pofition, '' That the Kingdom had been of hte, and ftill was, 
'' ill fo evident and imminent danger » both from Enemies 
" abroad, and a Popi(h and di(contented Party at home, that 
* ' there was an urgent, and inevitable neoeffity of putting his 
'' Majeily's SubjcSs into a poflure of defence, for the ufo- 
'' guard both of the King, and his People ; and that die Lords 
^'and Commons, apprehending that danger, and being fen* 
'^fible of their own duty to provide a fuitable prevention, 
'' had, in feveral Petitions, addrefled themfelves to his Ma* 
''jeily for the ordering and difpofing the Militia of the 
^'iCiogdom in fuch a way, as was agreed upon. By the V/iC- 
" dom of both Houfes, to be moft proper for the prefenc ezi- 
''gence of the Kingdom : Vet they could not obtain it ^ but 
'' his Majefty did feveral times rctufe to give his Royal Af- 
''ient thereunto. Upon this Propofition, they Rciblined, 
that in that cafe of extreme danger, and of hisMajefty's le- 
fufal, the Ordinance agreed on by both Hodes for tne Mi* 
litiadid oblige the People, and ought to be obeyed, by the 
'* Fundamenul Laws of the Kingdom ; and that mch Perfoos 
^' as (Iiould be nominated Deputy Lieutenants, and approved 
'' of by both Houfes, (hould receive the Commands of boch 
'^ Houfes, to take upon them to execute theur Offices. All 
^hich Refolutions were ordered, the fame night« to bePrint- 
ed and Publiflicd. So that, when the King's McfZag^ from 
flanth^on was read the next morning, and feemed to be a- 
gainft 'their Votes of the day before, they concluded, ** that 
*' it could not be fenr from the King, but that it had been in- 
''. ferted in blanks left in the Town for fuch purpofcs ; and 
immediately made a Committee, ^'co find out by whom 
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^ that Mcffig9 WIS framed. But when th^y remember'd, tba^ 
tiiCf bad Wcm as much a week before, and had examined 
die Gentlemen who brought ic, and had receiv'd. ic Trom tho 
King's own hand, they proceeded no further in chat inquifi- 
tioD^ but Adafied thomelves with a new Vote^ ''tha^ chc^ 
^'Penbns, who adviied his Majefty to abfenc himfelf from 
" the FarUamenty and choie that advifed him to that Mellage, 
^ were Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and juflJy to 
^belufpeded to be fiivourers of the lUbellioo in Inland. 
And for the matter it (elf they relblv'd to infift upon their 
jboner Voces ^ and withal declared, ''that when the Lords 
'^and Commons in Parliament, which is the fupreme Court 
''of Judicature in the Kingdom, (hould declare what the Law 
"of the Land is, to have that not only queftioned, and con» 
''Hovcrted, but oomradi^d, apd a Cfommand that it fliould 
''noc be pb^ed^ was ^ high breach of the Privilege of Par- 
f'liament. 

And this lik^wiie th^y caufied tobe fpeedily Printed, left 
the King (hould be able to perfvirade the. Subjects, that an Or* 
der of tbeirs, without His cpnient, was no l^w to compel 
their Obedience. And from this laft Reiblution, by which 
the Law of the Land, and coniequendy the Liberty of the Subi- 
je&, was leiblved into a Vojte of the two Houfes, which paf> 
fed wyhout any difpute or hefitadon, all Sober Men difcem- 
cd the fatal penod of both, and law a Foundation laid for all 
the Anardiy and Confu^bn, that hath followed. 

It was now known, that the King was gone to Turri^ which TWr §riier 
made them apprehend their Principality of JaTirZf might be in T^*"^ 
danger ; and therefore they immediateqr Refolve, ^ That no ^ X 
^ Forces whatlbever (hall be adnutted in that Town, without 
** the immediate confent of both Houfes; which Order was 
^ Ceat thither by an exprefi. And having; prepared the People 
to bp r^y for the Militia, by publishing ''That, in cafe 
^'of e^itreme duoger, they were to obey chat Qidinance'j 
*'thry weif, in the next place, to find the dancer to be ex- 
f^ treme^ and, to that purpofe, they produced Letters with- 
out any nam^ pretended to be written from AmfierJam, figni- 
fying «^tt|at t^ey had iotelligence there, that there was an 
f Army ready m Jktmark to be Tranfported into Ettifani^ , 
^ %ai was ro be Landed at HiJl\ whiph, they Ciid, had been 
r<^ confirmed to them, by a Perfon of Reputation, from h[tti>^ 
^ JilUriet^ who cpq^med the intelligence of Dfimark : and 
*' added, th^ there were li]p:wife Forces ready tn Iranc9 to 
«^ be Landed at Ifirff. 

O F this, how grofs and ridiculous foever it appeared to 
Wi&l^toy they made a double ufe fbefides the general impref* 
fioo tat- the People) thip one (o colour and countenance their 
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Orders to their Governour there ; the othcjr, to make the 
King's liefidence in thofe parts fuTpefted and grievous, as if he 
came thither only to bring in Forreign Forces upon them. 
With thefe Alarms of Porreign Forces, they mingled other In- 
telligence of the Papifts in England, "that they had apurpofe 
**of raakine anlnfurreaionj and therefore they proceeded in 

}»reparing a Bill to fccurethe Pcifons pf thofeof thebeft Qua- 
ity, and greatcft Intcreft, and injoyning the Oath of Supre- 
imacy to be taken with great rij^our y and,amongft other ftra- 
tagcmsthey hid to humble the Papifts, Iremembcr, upon an 
information time they ufcd their Proreftant Tenants worfe in 
the raifingtheii' Rents, than they did thofeof their own Reli- 
gion, there was an Order, *^that they iliould not raife the 
? Rents of their Tenants, above the rates that the Proteftant 
^* Landlords adjoyning receiv'd from their Tenants: by vir- 
tue of which, in fome places, they undertook to determine 
ivhat Rents their Tenants (liould jpij to them But, in this 
2eal againft the Papifts, chey could not endure that the King 
fliould have any fliare ; and therefore, when they found, that 
his Majefty had pubHfhed a Proclamation in hts Journey to- 
wards TorJky «^ Commanding all the Judgcs,and Juftices of Peace, 
f^and other Officers, to put in due execution all the Laws, and 
"Statures of the Kingdom, againft Popilh Rccufams. witliout 
" favour or connivance, they prefently fent for the^hpri£& of 
LoMdoJt ro the Houfe of Cpmmon8,and examined them, *' why 
"fcven Priefts, who were in Newgate^ and had been long 
*' Condemned, were not Executed? the reafon whereof they 
well knew; and when the Sheriift faid, *^ that they had rc- 
**ceived a Reprieve for them under the King's hand, they 
publiflied that with great care in their Prints to take off the 
Credit of the new Proclamation ; and appointed their Meflcn- 
gers, whom they were then fending to the King with a new 
Declaration, to move his M Mefty, " that he would take off 
** his Reprieve, and fuffsr thole feven Condemned Pricfts to be 
" Ex jcuccd, according to the Judgements they had received. 

They proceeded now to provide allnecci&ry means for 
the raifing great fums of Money, by the diligent colledion of 
what was granted by former A£ts, and by anew Bill' for the 
raifing of four hundred thoufand pounds,for the payment of the 
great Debts of the Kingdom ( by which they meant the »- 
miindcr of the three hundred thoufand pounds, they bid 
bountifully given to their Brethren of Scotland) and thiefup- 
port of the War of Ireland'. All which Monies were to be re- 
feived,and difpofed as the two Houfes (liould direA ; of which 
though the Kmg faw the danger, that might, and did after 
enfue thereupon, yet he thought that probable inconvenience 

and mifchief CO be Itby then thar« which the (capdal of deny- 
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ing any thing, upon which the recovery of IrtUnd feem'd to 
depend, would inevitably bring upon him ; and fo ratified 
wharfoever they brought to him of that kind. 

Amongst other Expedients for raifing of Money for the 7%*/ m4k$ 
War of Ireland^ about this time, they ipade certain Propo- p^'H'umh 
fitions to incourage Men to be Adventurers in that Traffick/" '^^^'^ 
Thus : They concluded " that, in fo general a Rebellion, ve- uXni 
<^ry much Land muft Eicheat to the Crown by the forfeiture 
^of Treafon, and that, out of fuch forfeitures, facisfadion 
^ might be ^iven to thofe, who ihould disburfe Money to- 
''wards the iuppreflion of the Rebels;, fo many Acres of Land 
'* to be allowed for fo much Money, a&rording to the value of 
'' the Lands in the feveral Provinces, which was fpecified in 
'^ the Propofitions ; which, having palled both Houfes, were 
prefented to the King, who (it t^ing about the beginning of 
Fthuarj^ when the breach of their Privileges rung in all Mens 
Ears) Aniwered, ''that as he had ofier'd, and was ftill ready 
^' to venture, his own Perfon for the recovery of chat King** 
^'dom, if his Parliament Ihould advife him thereunto; fo he 
'' would not d€ny to contribute any other afSftance he could 
^to that $ervk:e, by parting with any profit or advantage of 
^' his own there; and therefore, relying upon theWifdomof 
''his Parliament, he did confent to ev^ry Propoiicion, now n^King 
" made to him, without taking time to confider, and exa- tvifmi f 
'* mine, whether that courfe might not retard the reducing ^^^'^ 
^' that Kingdom, by exafperating the Rebels, and rendering 
"them de^rate or being received into Grace, if they fliould 
^' return to their Obedience. And, he faid, he would be ready 
" to give his Royal AfTent to fuch Bills, as fliould be tender'd 
" to him by his Parliament for the confirmation of thofe Pro- 
"pofitions. 

W H I CH Anfwer, together with their Propofitions, they 
caufcd forthwith to be Printed ; made their Committees, in 
all places, to foUicite Subfcriptions, and to receive the Mo« 
nies, the Principal and moft A&ive Perfons Subfcribing furfl, 
for the example of others ; and delayed the framing, and pre- 
fenring the Bill to the King, till they had received great 
fums of Money, and procured very many Perfons of all Con- 
ditions to Subicribe, many coming in out of pureCovetoufnefs 
to raife great Fortunes; five hundred Acres of Land being af- 
fign'd for one hundred pound in fome Counties, and not much 
under that proportion in others : fome out of pure fear, and 
to win Credit with the Powerful Party, which made this new 
pTOj^ a meafure of Mens AfFedions, and a tryal how far 
they might be trufted, and rely'd on. 

Then they fent thofe Propofitions digefled into a Bill to 
che King, with fuch Ckufes of Power to them, and diminu- 
tion 
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. turn of bis owQ^ tfaac. upoochaaMtcer, hepitc liheimki&ga 
'^ Kin Bnosmoh. the Rebfiu.tMiie out of his Power, tboojdi upon 
H^^'*^ the moft advantageous tsnns; which he was likewfle necef- 
p^ fiiBted' to pift» 

' B xrr iiotwithfiaiidiiig til diefis piepentioiii on diis fide 

tite Sea, the relief, aod DTOvifioo was very Ibwly ibpplM 
the other fide; where toe Rebels ftitt inoealiBd ift ftmgcfa^ 
aod by the ftme of theTe Propoficioos, iidargiBd Aeir Power, 
very many Perfoos of Hooour, and Fortune^ who till then iMd 
fite Mly and either were, or feem'd tpbe averfe to tfaeRe^ 
Miion, joyniM with them, as being defpenfie* aodcooceir- 
iog theutoer (uppieffing dmr Reli^on, and the very eztsr* 
pacioa of their hfattoo,eobedecMed againft them. And without 
doubt, the great ReformecB here weee wiUmg enough to drive 
ahetn to any eztrenicy, both .out of revenge and contempt as 
aFsopkeafy to be tooted out, and that theWarmi|^be 
kept up ftili ; finoe they feared an Union ia that Kingdom 
n^fac much prqudioe tneirdefigns in this, both as it m^^ 
fiipply the King with Power, and takeaway much of theiss ; 
whereas now they had opportunity^ wkh tefinrenoe to L^ 
Imdy to raife both Men Md Money, which they ^tajAi be able 
to implov upon more pidSag ooaifions,as they .will be found 
afterwards to have done, b&ithcr was it out of their eacpe- 
ftation and view, that, by the King^s oonfenthig to that fe- 
nere Decree, he might very probably difboufage his Cathy 
lick Subjeds^ in his other Dominions, from any extraordinary 
Afts of duty, and afleftion: at lew, that it would render 
him lefs confidered by moft Cadiolick Princes. And diey 
knew well what ufe to make of any diminution dF his In- 
tereft, or Reputation. Thefe matters thus fettled, for the cale 
of the two Houfes, who were now like to have mudi to do^ 
they appointed the whole bufinefs of IttUmd to be mam^edby 
Commiffion under the great Seal of EMglamd^ by four Lords, 
and eight Commoners, whom they recommended to die King, 
and who were always to receive inftrudtions from Th^nTehres. 
And in this ftate, and difpoficion, weretheAfiairsof .EndEisii^ 
when the King went to r^ri^, where let us now refort to hisk 
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^sf§rmy fnpky CbiUrem are their OMreffeurSy mtd 
Wiemennleever tbemi Owf teepUy they v^bich 
feadtbeey caufe thee te err^ mid defirey the way 
eftby pifbs. 
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ASSOON li tbe King came co Terk^ which was 
aboQC the cod of the Year i6f i, and found his 
Reception Cfaere to be equal to his expeftadon^ 
the Gentry, and Men of Ability of that great and 
Populous County ( feme very few excepted ) ex- 
prefiSng great alacrity for his Majefty^s being with them, and 
so left fenfe of the mfolent proceedings of the Parliament; 
tbereopoQ^ he refolv'd to treat with the two Houfes in an 
ocher manner than he had done, and to let them clearly 
know^J^ That as he wonld deny them nothing that was fie 
^^ for Them to ask, fo he would yield to notMog that was 
^ cmrealbnable for Him to grant ; and that he would hare no- 
'^ tUng extorted from him, that be was not very well in- 
^ dfaicd to confisnt to. So, within few days after his coming 
thither, he fent them a Dechration f which he caufcd to be 
Primed, and, in the Frontii|riece, recommended to the confide- 
ratioo or all his bving Subjeds ) in Anftrer to that pr^fentea 
to faiin at New-MMrktt feme- days before : He told them, 

^That* though that Dedaration, prefented to him atH^ao;* 
^Nn^Marhf (torn both Monies of Parnament, was of (ofy'sDuu 
^ ftrange a Nature, in refpcft of what he expedcd (after fo ma- "-<"•« /' 
^ ny Ads of Grace and Favour to his People) and forne expref- ^®[*j^» 
^fions in it fo different from the ufual Language to Princes, ,^^^, ?^ 
^ that he might well take a very long time to confider it ; 
^^jec tfaeclearntft and uprightneJs of his Confcience toGod, 
' ' * «and 
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^^and love to his Subjeds, had fupplied him with afpeody 
^^ Anfwer ; and his unalterable afledion to his People pre- 
^^ vailed with him cofupprefs that paflion, which might well 
'^ enough become him upon fuch invicacion. He taid, he 
^^ had reconfider'd his Anfwer t)P die firft of that Month at 
'^ TbeoAaUs^ which was urg'd to have given juft caufe of (br- 
^^ row CO his Subjeds ; buc, he faid, whoever looked over 
*^that Mcflage (which was in cffcd to tell him, that if he 
** would not joyn with them in an Aft, which he conceived 
''might prove prejudicial and dangerous to him, and the 
'' whole Kingdom, they would^makc a Law without him, and 
^'irapofe it upon his People) would not chink thatfuddain 
''Anfwer could be excepted to. He faid, he had little in- 
^ couragemenc to replies of that Nature, when he was told 
" of how little value his words were like to be with them, 
"though they came accompanied with all the Aftioos of 
" Love, and Juftice ( where there was room f(Mr Aftions to 
" accompany them ) yet he could not but difavow the having 
"any fuch evil Counfel, or Counfelior» about him, to his 
" knowledge, as were mentioned by them y and, if any fuch 
" (hould be difcover'd, he would leave them to the Cenfure, 
^and Judgement of his Parliament. In the mean time be 
" could wifli, that his own immediate Aftions, which h: did 
" avow,and his own Honour,mtght not be (b roughly ceofured 
"and wounded, under that common ftyle of evil Counfellprs. 
" For his faithful and zealous Afteftion to the true Proteftant 
" profdiion, and his Hefolution to concur with his Parliament 
"in any poffible courfe for the propagation of it, and the fup- 
" predion of Popery, He faid he could fay no more than he 
'^ had already exprefled in his Declaration to all his loving 
'^ Subjefts, publiOied in January lail, by the advice of his 
" Privy Council; in which he endeavour 'd to make as lively 
"aConfeffionof himfelf in chat point, as he was able, being 
" mod aflured, that the conftant praftice of his Life had been 
" anfwerable thereunto : And therefore, he did rather expeft 
"aTeftimony, and acknowledgement of fuch his 21eal and 
" Piecy, than thofe expreflions he met with in that Dedara- 
" cion of any deiign of altering Religion in this Kingdom. 
"And he faid, he did, out of the innocency of bis Soul, wi(b, 
" that the judgements of j^eaven might be manifefted upon 
"thofe, who have, or had- any fuch dcfign. 

"As for the Ar^fx Troubles, He told them, he had thought, 
" that thofe unhappy differences had been wrapped up in pei- 

petual filence by the Aft of Oblivion;, which, being fo^ 

lemnly paOed in che Parliaments of both Kingdoms, ftopped 
" his own Mouth from any other Reply, than to (hew his 

great dill ike for reviving the Memory thereof. He iaid, d 

"the 
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^ the Rebellion in Ireland, fo odious to all Chriftians, {jBtm'd 
^^ CO hive been framed, and maintained in England , or to 
*' have any Countenance from hence, he conjured both his 
^^ Houies of Parliament, and all his loving SubjeAs whatfo- 
*' ever, to uie all poflible means to difcover, and iind such 
^^ out, that he might joyn in the moft exemplary Vengeance 
^ upon them, that could be imagined. But, he cold then, 
^he muft think himfelf highly, and caufelefsly injured in his 
^ Reputation, if any Declaration, Adion, or Expreflion of 
" the Irgb Rebels ; any Letters from the Count Rozetti to 
*' the Papifts , for Falling and Praying j or from Trifirmn 
^^ Wbttcami^ of ftrange Speeches uttered m Irtland^ (hould be- 
'' get any Jealoufy, or Mifapprehenfion in his Subjeds of his 
*' Juilice, Piety, and Afledlon % it being evident to all under- 
'' ftandingf, that thofc mifchievous and wicked Rebels, are 
^^not fo capable of great advantage, as by having their falfe 
^^difcdurfes fofarbeiiev'd, as to raife Fears and Jealoufies to 
^' the diftradion of this Kingdom; the only way to their Se- 
^^curicy. Hefaid, he could not exprefs a deeper fenfe of the 
^^ fuf&rings of his poor Proteftant dubjeds in that Kingdom, 
'^ than he had done in his often Medages to both Houies ^ by 
^ which he hid offer'd, and was ftill ready, to venture hit 
'^ Royal Perfon for their redemption, well knowing that as 
^' he was, in his own Interefts, nnore concern'd in them ^ fo 
^ he was to make a ftriA Account to Almighty God for any 
*^neglcdl of his Duty, or their Prefcrvation. 

"For the manifold Attempts to provoke his late Army, 
^' and the Army of the Scots^ and to raife a Fadion in the 
'^ City oSLimdon^ and other parts of the Kingdom, if it were 
^' (aid as relating to Him, he could not withouc great Indigna- 
^^tion, fiifler himfelf to be rcproach'd to have intended the 
^ leaft force, or threatning to his Parliament ; as the being 
" Privy to che bringing up the Army would imply. Whereas, 
'^ he called God to W icnefs, he never had any luch thought, 
^ nor knew of any fuch Refolutipn concerning his lace Army. 
" For che Petition Ihcwed to him by Captain Legy be faid, 
** he well remcmber*d che fame, and the occaGon of that Con- 
^^ fetence. Captain Ltg being lately come out of the North, 
''and repairing to him at White-Hatty h\B Majefty asked him 
'^ of the ffare of his Army ; and, after fome relation of it, he 
^'coidhis Majefty, that the Commanders and Officers of the 
'' Army, had a mindco Petition the Parliament, as others of 
^' his People had done, and (hewed him the Copy of a Peti* 
^don; which he read, and finding it to be very numble, de- 
^^ firing the Parliament might receive no interruption in the 
*' Reformacion of Church, and State, to che Modal of Queen 
^^ ERza^th's days, his Majefty cold him, that he &w no barm 
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"^rin it ; whtffujpoo Capuin Lfg i^plitd, tbatbefadtey'd all 
^' the QffiwBi of the Army would likeic, only, he tbought, 
-^ Srj0(0i Mfikr would he unwilling to figa it, out of fiar that 
^* St would dUpieafe Him. His Msyefty then rqul thePetitioa 
^^0791 agftin^ .and oUervii^ nothing in Matter.or Form he 
^' conoeiv'd could .])offibly give juft caufe of 0£&noe, he deli- 
ft< vered it to him again^ bidding liim jdve it to Sr Jscai Mthf^ 
^ for wb)fe fatisfadtion he writ C. R. upon ir, tateftify his 
^^ Approbation ; and he wiihed that the Petition mjght be 
^ teniKid pubh(hed> and then he believ'd it would appear 
-*^ no dangerous one, nor « joft ground for the leaft Jcaloufy, 
^'or MUappcebonfion. 

'^< F ojn Mr 3f«r^«, he laid, it was well known chat bewu 
^^0996 from Whtfi-Hall^ before he leoeiv'd the defireof bodi 
^ Bsmits for the reftraint of his Servants j neither letunied 
^' hfrthicher, or palled over by any Warrant granted by him 
^^ after that time. For the breach of Privilege in the Accn- 
^^fadon of the Lord Kmicbotu and the five Members of the 
^'Houfe of Commoos, he told them, he thought ,.be had 
^' given fo Ample fatis&Aiop in his feveial Mcusges to that 
^ nirpofi:, that it fiiould have been no more oreffid againft 
^him ; being confident, if the bieach of Privilege had been 
'^ greater than ever had been before ofibr'd, his acknowledge- 
^ UMBtluxi retrafiation had bftngivater than ever Kinc hid 
^^^ven : befides the not Examining how many of His Frivi- 
'^icees had been invaded indefence and vindication of die 
^ odher. A0d theiefore, hehopedhis true, and eameft pro- 
<<< teftation in his Anfwer to their Order concerning the Mi- 
^^Ittia, would fo&r have fttisfied them of his Inteatioas then, 
^^that they would no more have entertained any Imagtnatbn 
^ of any otherdefign, than he there «pre<led. But why the 
^ lifting fo many Orocrrs , and entertaining them at jniti- 
ic i^^ (bould be miibonftrued, he faU^ he much marvelled, 
^ when it wasnotoriouily known the Tumults at H^/huMffer 
^Swere ib great, and their demeanour fo fcandalous and fedi- 
'^ tious, that he had good caufe to fuppofe his own Perfon, 
^^ and thofe of his Wife.and CbiUren, to bein apparent dan- 
^' ger^ and therefore hCihad great reafon to wpoint a Giiaid 
*^abQut him, and to accept the dutifol tender onhe Services of 
^ any of his loving Subjects, which was all he did to the Geo- 
^ tlemen of the Inns of Court. 

^ For the Lord Dighj heaflured them in the Word of a 

^' Ki^g, that he had bis Warrant to pafs the Seas, and had 

^^•left his Court, before ever he heard of the Vote of the 

''^Houie of Commons, or had any caufe to imagine tlMt his 

'^^ abftnce would have been excepted againft. What thetr Ad* 

^^ vcnifemema were from Rm^ Fufke, Fam, and other partr. 
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^ or wbftt die PopcTsNimtiofollidtet cbe Kiogs ef Fr4iM«iid 
«* ^pudh, CO do J orftom whatPerfbns fiich infermacionfi coine 
^tDCboD* or how the Oodic iod Reputation of fuch Ber- 
^ fooshad been fifted and eiamiii^, he 6id, he knew doc ; 
** but waa confident no Sober Honeft Man in his Kingdoms 
"^ ooold believe, that he was fo defperaie, or fo tenfelefs, to 
*^emercam fnch d^gns , as would not only bury this Us 
^Kingdom in fuddain diftiaAion andniin, but his own. Name 
"and Pofterity in perpetual Scorn, and Infiuny. And there^ 
^ fore, he faid, be could have wiflied in matters of fo* high 
''and tender a Nanirc, wherewith the minds of his, good 
Sobjedls muft needs be ftarded,all the expreiSoDs hadbeen fo 
pkin and eafy, that nothing might ftiek with them that 
refleAed upon his Majeftyj fince they thou^t fit oopublifli 
'^k at all. 

''And having now dealt thus plainlv and freely with 
^' them, by way of Anfwer to tfa^ paroauar grounds of xfacir 
*** Fears, he Aid, he hoped, upon a due oonfiderationjand 
'^ weighing of both together, they would notfind. the pounds 
^co be of that moment to beget, or longer to cootinne, a 
'' mUviderftnding between them ; or force them to <appiy 
''themfelves to the ufe ofany other power, than what the 
'^ Law had given them : the which he always intended ibould 
«*be the mcaTure of his own Power, and expcAed it ibould 
«^ be the rale of his Subjcfts Obedience. 

''Concerning his own Fears and Jealoufies^as he had 
''no Intention of aocufing ibem, fo facnid, hewas.fure no 
"wc^ds Qxdcen by him on the fiiddain at 79Mi«Ur would 
'*' bear tint Interpretation. He had fidd, for his Rcfidence 
''near them, he wilhed it might be ib (aie and honouzabl^ 
"'that he had no caufe to abfent \dnt&]f baca JfUtiHfdf, 
" and how that could be a breach of Privilege of Padiament 
«^he could not nnderftand. He faid , hehad.expfadned hia 
"meaning faf his Anfwer at I^tn^MarMy at the psefentation 
** of that Declaration, conoemingthe printed frditious Pam- 
<*fAilets, and Sermoos^and the great Tumultsjat* HMmnfiit : 
" And he (aid, he muft appeal to them, and all the world, 
" whether he might not jttSty^ foppoTe himfelf in danger of 
'''either. And if he were now at f^inr-llaff, he aateedtfaem, 
"whftCfeeuriry he had, that the bke fliould'notbe Again? 
"efpedally if any DelinqueiKS of that Nature had been ap- 
^ prebended by the Minifters of Juftice, and^had been rcfSti- 
** ed by the people, and fo as yet had efcaped Unpunilhed. 
^ He tcdd them, if they had not yet been informed of the fe« 
"ditious words ufed in, and the drcumftancesoftbofe Tu- 
" molts, and' would appoint fomeway fortheexaniinBtiont>f 
'^''them> he would require iome^of his learned. Council to at- 

"tend 
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^4eiid With fuch Evidence as might fatisfy them; and till tfaic 
^^ were done, or Ibme other courfe fliould be taken for his 
*^ fecurity, he (aid, they could not with reafon wonder, chat 
*^ he intended not to be, where he moft defired to be. 

^' H E asked them, whether there could Yet want evidettoe 
** of his hearty and importunate dcfire to joyn with hfis Par- 
'^ liament, and all his faithful Subjedts, in defence of the Re- 
^' ligion , and publick good of the Kingdom ? Whether he 
*^ had given them no other earneft but Words, to fecurecbem 
''of thofe defines? He told them the very Remonftranoe of 
^' the Houfe of Commons ( publilhed in N(n'#/v^laft)of the 
'^ State of the Kingdom allowed him a more Real Teftimony 
'^ of his good Affedions, than Words ; that Rcmonftrance 
*' valued his A&s of Grace and Juftice at fo high a rate, that 
'^ it declared the Kingdom to be then a Gainer, though ic 
'^ had charged it felf by Bills of Subfidies and Poll-money , 
'^ with the levy of fix hundred thoutand pounds, befides die 
'^ contrading a debt of two hundred and twenty thou&nd 
\^ pounds more to his SubjeAs of Scot Und. He asked chem, 
" whether the Bills for the Triennial Parliament, for rcliii- 
'' quifliing his Title of impofing upon Merchandize, and power 
'^ of preffingof Soldiers, for the taking away the Star-Chara- 
^'ber, and High-Commiflioii Courts, for the regulating the 
. ** Council Table, were but Words ? whether the Bills for the 
^' Forrefts, the Stannery Courts, the Clarke ot the Market, 
^^ and the taking away the Votes of Bifliopsout of the Lords 
^'Houfe, were but Words? Laftly, what greater earneft of 
^'his Truft, and Relyance on his Parliament could he give, 
'^ than the Faffing the Bill for the continuance of this Pre- 
'^ (ent Parliament ? The Length of which, hefaid, he hoped, 
'* would never alter the Nature of Parliaments, and the Om- 
^' ftitution of this Kingdom ; or invite his SubjedU fo much 
^' to abufe his Confidence, as to efteem any thii^ fit for this 
^^ Parliament to do, which were not fit, if it were in his power 
^' to Dillblve it co Morrow. And after all thefe, and many 
^^ other Afts of Grace on his part, that he might be fure of a 
*^ perfed reconciliation between him and all bis S^jeAs, be 
'' had ofiier'd, and was ftill ready to grant, a free^ and general 
^^ Pardon, as ample as themfelves fliould think ht. Now if 
^^ chofe were not real ExpreOions of the Afiedionsof hisSoui 
^ for the Publick good ot this Kingdom, he faid, he muftoon* 
^^ &fs that he wanted skill to manifeft them. 

'^ T o oondude, although he thought his AnTwer already 
'^ full to that point concerning his return to UmJom^ he coU 
^' them, that he was willing to declare, that he locked upon 
^' it as a matter of fo great weight, as with reference to the 
^^ Afiairs of this Kingdom, and to his own indiaitioiis and 

« defire% 
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'^ defires. that if all he could Say, or Do, could raife a mutual 
^ Confidence ( the only way, with Gods bJeffing , to make 
^' them all happy) and, by their incouragement, the Laws of 
" the Land » and the Government of the City of LffnJou, 
might rejcover fome life for his Security ; he would over- 
*^nke their deCres, and be aflbon with them, as they could 
^^wifh. And in the mean.^time, he wpuld be fure that nei- 
•* thcr the bufinefs of InUhJ^ nor any other advantage for 
'^ This Kingdom (houldfuffer through His deiauir, or by His 
^Abience; he being ib far from repenting the A(ts of his 
•^Jufticc and Grace, which he had already performed to his 
Pcopip, that, he Aid, he fliould, with the fame alacrity, be 
ftiU rdady to add fuch New ones, as might beft advance the 
Peace, Honour, and Profpericy of this Natioa 
Thet who now read ihi^ Declaration , ind rem'erhber 
only ths iniblent and.undutifuIExpreffiohs in that Declara-i; 
tioo, to which this was ian Aofw<^r, and the more infolent and 
ieditious Adipns ^hich precdd6d, acdom]5anied^' and attended 
h^ may think, that the ftyle was not anfwerable tof the Pro- 
vocatioQ, nor Princely enough for fuch aConteft ; and may 
believe, ihat if his Majefty had then exprefled himfelf with 
more Indignation for what he had fuSer'd, and more Refolu- 
tion, *^thac hie would no more endure thdfe Sufferings, they;

fooner have been checked, and recovered their Loyalty an<f 
Obedience. . Biit they a^ain who confider and remember that 
juncture of time, tHe incredible difadvancage his Majefty fn(^ 
fcr'd by the miriinderftanditig erf" his going to the Houfeo£ 
Commons, ahd by {he Popular n^iftake of Privilege of Par- 
liamenty and confequently of the breach of thofe Privileges s 
And, ob t& contrary, the great height and reputation th^ 
Fadioiis Party had arrived to, the ftratagems they ufeil, and 
the infiifions they made, into the People, *^ of the fCirfg's dif- 
« inqjjnatton to the Laws of the Land ; and efpecially, ^thac 
^^ he haU consented to all thbfe excellent Liws made this Par- 
<« liament ( of which the People were poflefled J very unwil- 
*f lingly, and meant to avoid them : That the Queen had atif 
'^ irreconcileable Hatred to the Religion profeflffid, and^ totht 
^^ whole Nation,andthat her Power was unqueftipnable: That 
** there was adefign to. /end the Prince beyond dhd Seas, and 
** mvrybimtoforae Papift; Above all ( which thejwincipai 
€)l\bem^ with won<2erful Confidence^' in all places ^avowed 
to betnie) ^'.thit the Rebellion in ireiand was fomented, and - 
'^ comiGenanced at leaft,' by the Qufen, . that good terihs migt^t 
** be got for the CathoUcks in England : I fay, whoever ro-; 
* Votr. PaJt X. Gi members 
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iDembers all this, and, that though it might be prefumed, that 
the expi;birancy of the Parliament might be very oSenfive to 
fomc Soi^cx and difcqrning Men, jet his M^jefty had qo rea- 
(bn to, prefiime of tlieir e/nineot and vehement 2jeal on his 
behalf, .fince he &w all thofc ( feme few only excepted) from 
whom, he might ch^^IIengQ th<s duty, and Bitth of Servants 
ii/^e ai arai^ ^nd for wbof^' lake he had undergone many 
<£$aili;iefi, either totally aliened from his Service j, and in- 
gaged againft Him,, or, like Men in a Trance, unapplicabie 
to it : He will, I fay, . conclude that it concem'd his Majefty, 
by all gentlene^ and condefcenfion, to undeceive, and recover 
Men to their fobr iety and underftanding, before he coiild hope 
to make them apprebenfive of their own duty, or the reve- 
riaw£ that was due to him ^ and therefore, that he. was to 
defend to all poffible Arcs, and Means to that pui-poie, it be- 
ip^* very evident , thgt Men wpuld no fooner difcem his 
Frmoelyjuftice and. Clemency, than they muft be (enable of 
the Indignities which were ofier*d to him j and incenfed againft 
thofe who .were the Authors of them.. 

Amp the truth is ( which Ifpeak knowingly) at that time, 
the King's Refolutioo was to Shelter himfelf wholely under 
the \aw y to grant any thing, that by the Law he was obliged 
to grants and to deny, what by, the Law was in his own 
power, and, ;^bich. he fQuod inconvenient to.confcnt to;

encounter chat could happen J and that theXaw was fo fen- 
fiblea things that {he reoplq would eafily perceive wlio en- 
deavoured.

f^ ftftance of the whole Kingdom, being refolv'd to build upon 
^ that fure Foundation, the Law of the Land ^ and we take 
*^ it very ill, that general difcourfes between an unknown 
** Pcrfon and a Mariner, or inferences upon Letters, fliouid

^'FoR our return to our Parliament, We have given you

*^ you, yet) From you. And if it be not fo cafy for you to 
^^ make our Refidence in Ijmd&n fo Safe, as we could de&re, 
^' we are and will be contented, that our Parliament be Ad- 
^' journ'd to fuch a place, where we may be fitly and (afcly 
^^ with you. For though we are not ploded to be at this di-

^ (hall both fecure us concerning our juft Apprehenfions of 
^^TuiDukuafy Inlblences, ind likewife give us fetisfadion for 
^'thoTe in^p^table and infolenc Scandals, that are raifed 
^ upon us. , • ' 

^''To conclude, as we have or (hall not refiife any agree- 
''abfcway tdjufticeor Honour, which ihall beofier'd to us 
^^ for the begtrtting a right underftanding between us; •lo we 
^^aie refblvcd that no ftreighcs or neceiSties, to which we 
*^ may be driven, fliall ever compel us to do that, which the 
*^ reafon and underftanding that God hath given us, and our 
" Honour and Interc(K wirh which God hath trufted us for 
^ the good of our Posterity and Kingdoms, (hall render un* 
'^plcajam and gfievoos to us. And we aflure you, how 
^^ meanly foever you are pleafed to value the difcharge of our 
^ Publick Duty, we are fo Con(cious to our felf of having ' 
^ done our part fince this Parliament , that in whatibeter 
^Condition we now ftand, we are confident of the conti- 
'^nued Protection from Almighty God, and the conftantGra* 
'' titude. Obedience, and Af^cAton from our People; And 
'* we Ihall truft God with all; • 

These quick Anfwerr from the King gave them rery 
much, truubl^ and made it Evident to them, that he would 
tio more be ^^agger^d into Conceflions that he thought un« 
reaibnable, or perfwaded to them by general Promiies, Or 
an implicit Confidence in their future Modeft^ ; but that he 
demanded reparation for the breach of his Privileges, and fo 
Fought with them with their own Weapons, troubled them 
much more ; apprehending that, in a (hort time, the People . 
might be perfwaded to believe, that the King was in the right, 
and had not been well d^lt with : and though fome few , 
wiio thought themfelves too fkr mgaged to retire, were glad 
of the (harpnels of thefe Paper-Skirmiibes , which they be- 
iteved made tie wound ftill wider, and more incurable ; yet 
the Major part, which had been induced to ioyn with them 
out of Confidence that the King would yield, and that their 
bo1dne(3 and importunity in asking, would prevail with his 
Majefty to conlcnt, wiflied themfelves fairly unintangled ; 
arid I have heard many of the Pieroeft Concurrers, and who 
have ever fince kept them Company, at that time profeis^ 
'^ that if any expedient might be found to reconcile the pre- 
" lent difference about the Militia, they would no more Ad- 
^ venture upon Demands of the like Nature : and the Earl of 
miex himfelf was itartled, and confeffid to his Friends, <^ that 
^^ he ddlred a more moderate proceeding (hpuld be in Pariia- 
^^ment^ and that the King, who had given fo much, (hould 
^^xcocivc fome £itisfa£tion. But thole- of the Court, who

Sm of dnr FoK^fitheis, even for wbtdi they were obligsd 
to pay. gieat Penalties and Ranibms. That fiich a Seiaranr 
ftould vaSEsshis Zeal to JeficD and decay towayds iack a Ma- 
Anr, and that he ihould Jnep a Titk 00 lodge in his Bed- 
Chamber^ fiom whofeOurt be had, upon 4he auotei wi^h- 
drsEwn hiinielf^and adhered co, and aifi&ed thofe^ wboafiramr 
od and comenmcd his Mt^y ib noioriouily, would admit of 
noffitfmerefilnterpofidooaAd Excufe. 

Les^s was to'be objefted againft the £arl of I^xj who as 
he had boBB, all his Lile, (wi^out -obligations ftom cbeCourc^ 
and believ'd lie had uncfergoac oppicflk>n there, fo the was, in 
all YeTpeAs, the £mie Man Jbe had always moftfled hinnetf 
to be, wfaea the iCiogpuc him into that Office ; andin le- 
oeiviag of which, many Nfen faeliev'd, that he rather grati- 
fied the King, than that his:Majefty had obliged! him in con* 
ferring It; and it had been, no doubt, die duef reaibn of 
putting' the Staff m his Innd, becaufe in thatiGonjundureno 
other Man, who would in any degsee havejappeared worthy 
of'ir, had theCourage to 'receive it. However having taken 
the Qiarge* upon btm, he ought, tno doubt, to^have wen all 
his Mifter'sConcenuaents/more toHearc,«than he,had done } 
and he can naver be'excoftd for (laying in f^ihe^iHaUy when 
the King'wss with that Outnge driven ^from thenoe, and for 
du9oGng- go: behold the Triumph/of the Members return to 
V^fimnfiny 'lather than to •attend^his Majefty's Perfon in fo 
great ^x^flaxvixoMamftm-C9mrt\ which had been his duty 
to^have doop, :and for iaHing wherein no other excuiecan be 
maMde^ 'but that, afier he had* taken fo foil a Rcfolutknt to have 
wair<ri*upowhia Majefty thtther, that he had dftfled^himfelf 
iD'his 'Fravvllii^' Habit, he was diverted < from^ itrby- the Earl 
oPM^fW, who oughcto-hawe acoompanicd him iothe Ser- 
^nee, and by ' his averment, ^ That if be went, he ftoukl be 
^^Aflbfliiiaced} which it was not poffible -fliould have oyer 
beeofo fSMich as thou^t of. 

Notwithstanding aILtMs,d^e^effonf ftiiiftedby 
-hif Majeftyaoid lemaioifig sxMJuiimi had no foeoer notice of 

it 
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it (#hich his Mtjefty fcnt tathem, chat hemigfat^^e'sdvifed 
thebeft way of doing \x,) buc they did all they ostild codif- 
fiirade the purfuing it. They did ooc thiok it 9 good Con- 
juoAure to make thofe two Perfons defperate \ and they knew 
chat they were not of the Temper aod Inclinations of thofe, 
who had too much Credit with tdem, nor did de&re todhye 
things to the MXmdk Extremities^ which couki never better 
their Conditions \ and that they did both rather defire to 
find any Expedients, by which they mi^ht make a fitferad an 
honourable Retreat, than to Advance in the way they were 
ingaeed in. fiut the Argument they chiefly infiffed on to 
the King, was, '^That being depriv'd of theur Offioei, they 
^ would be able to do. more nuichief, and ready to iodbanc 
<' themfelves with the moft defperate Perfons, in the moft 
^^ deTperate Attempts ; which iA\ oot accordingly. And there 
is great reafon to believe, that if that ReToiucion the King 
had taken, had not been too obftinately purfued at that time, 
many of the mifchieft, which afterwards fell out, would have 
been prevented \ and, without doubt, if the Sta^had renumw 
cd ftiu in the hands of the Earl of Ejft%^ by which he was 
Charged with the Defence and Security of the Kmg's Perfbn, 
he would never have been prevailed with to have taken upon 
htm the Command of that Army, which was afterwards raifed 
agaittft the King, and with which fo many Battles wereFoi^^. 
And there can be as little doubt in any Man, who knew 
well the Nature and Temper of that Time, that it had been 
very difficult, if not utterly impoffible, for the twoHoufes of 
Parliament to have raifed an Army then, if the Earl of Bfftx 
had not contented to be General <^ that Army. 

But the King was inexorable in the point; He was ob- 
liged by promife to the Queen at parting, which he wouU 
not break ; and her Majefty had ContraAed fo great an in- 
dignation againft the Earl of HoUmid^ whofe ingracttude in- 
deed towards Her was very odious, that Ihe had faid, ^'She 
^< would never live m the Court, if He kept his place. And 
fo the King fent an Order to Uttletam the Lord Keeper of the 
ereat Seal, '< That he fhould require the S(a£F and Key from 
^ the One, and the Other, and receive them into hisCuftody. 
The Keeper trembled at the Office, and had not Courage to 
undertake it. He went prefently to the Lord FtJkUmdy and 
defired him to aflift him in makmg fais excufe to the King. 
He made many profeOions of his Duty to the King^ ^ iriio, 
^' he hoped, would not Command him in an Afiair fo ux^uit- 
^^able to. the Office he held under him: that no Keeper had 
^^ been imployed in fuch a Service; that if he fhould exeoite 
'^theOrder.jhe had receiv'd, it would in the firft place be 
<' Voted a breach of Privilege in him, being a Peer} and the 

' * **Hoafe 
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^ Hoofe would ooromit him 16 Plrifon, by which die Kiag 
<< would revive the gieaceft affi-odc , though He ihould b^ 
^ niin'd i wherets the thing it felf might be done by & more 
^^ proper Officer, without any inconvenience. 

How weak foever the Reafoas were, the Paflion was 
ftroog^ and the Lord Fa/kUmd could noe rmife to convey hia 
Letter to the Kine, which contained his An(wer in his own 
words, with all me imaginable pfTDfefGons of Duty and Zeal 
for bis Service^ How ill foever his Majefty was &tisfied, he 
ft w the bu&ieft ^would not be 6on€ that way j &nd therefore 
he writ imtnediatety a Letter, allialiia own hand, to the Lord 
FalkUmdy in which with feme gfacio9% expreffions of excufe 
for putting that work upon Him, hd Commanded him ^co 
** reqohre the furrender of the Enfigns of their Offices from 
^^thofetwo Earls- The Ijord F^sftAfW was a little troubled 
in receiving the Conmand : They were Perfors from whom 
he had always Teceiv'd great Civilities, and with whom he 
had much Credit^ and this harih Office might have been more 
Nacuraliy , and as EfieAually perfermVi by a Gentleman 
Uflier, as the lame Sta£f*had been dacnanded before from the 
Earl of Pemiroke y within lefe tl^n a Year. However, he 
would make noexcufe, being a very pundual and ezaift Per^ 
fon in the performance of his Duty ; and fo went to both of 
them, and met them coming to the Houfe, and imparted his 
Mef&ge to them : They defired him very civilly, ^^that he 
^^ would give them leave to confer a little together, and they 
'^ would, within half an hour, fend fofhim into theHoufooif 
^Commons; whither he went, and they, within lefs time^ 
fent to him to me^ diem in S' Thomas Cottons Garden ( a 
place adjacent, where the Members of both Houfts ufed fre^ 
quently to walk) «nd rhere with very few words, they deli- 
vered the Scaffand the Key into his hands^ who immediately 
carried them to his Lodging ; and They went up to the Houte 
of Peers t andpreiently both Houfes took notice of it, and 
with Paffion, and bitter Expreffions againft the evil Couofel- 
lors, who liad given his Majefty that Counfel, they concurr'd 
in a Vote,.f^tbat whofoever pmumed to accept of either of 
^ thofeGAces, (faould be rcpuoed an Enemy to his Country^ 
and then they proceeded with more impctuofity in the bufinefs 
cfcfae MQicia, and all other matters^ which moft trenched up- 
on the King's Authority . 

Whi L6T they were 'fo eager in porfuit of the Militia, atld 
pretended the neceffity fo imminenr, that they oould 'nocdefbr 
thedifooficion thereof till it might be Formally, and Regu- 
brly &t]ed by Bill, they had their Eye upon another Militia, 
rhe Royal Navy $ withoiit lecovdring. of which to their own 
power ( thonghiftey were iatisfy'diqiLtke puUe of the People^ 

that 
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tint thef would joyft wkh them, and be feoeraUy abadicBt 
to their Commuads ) thegr bftd fio mkid co veotufetpon the 
cxocucioa of their LDnd Odkunce. And therefore^ in the 
beginning of the Spring, wbea the Fleet for diat Yetrwas 
provided, ifterthey hid excepted igainft fuch Pedboi to be 
(^peaiM of Ships, «8 they thoii^ Mt devoted to them ( n 
16 before neatkAcd ) cheyfent a foroial Mei&gt to the Lord^ 
<' tteic the E«rl of N&rtimmitr&mJ Lord AddunO, B«bt be 
<^ moved toocMiftieutetheEariof l(f^r««Mhis Adinifal of the 
^^ Fleet for that YeaiB Servioe, beine a Pcribo of liich Honour 
^'and Experience, as theyiCQJght ufelyConfide in Um; and 
'^ ihat ehe Ejul^lFsnuki w^xt be defired toundeitake that 
^^ Service. The Lords cfaDugEt fit that the Kiqafa apprabatioa 
might be firft defiredi, before it was reoommcnded to the Earl 
of N^rtlmmierUmd ^ but the Commons thought that liiper- 
fiuous, fince the Officers of the Fleet were aM>Iutd]r in the 
fiarls difpofiil; and therefore refufisd to iend toth^JOng, but 
^Tlhemfelves font to betbtthe^xieEarl and^eother^and 
the £arlof JFarmdj being well pleaftd with, the Truft^ very 
frankly, without waiting the King's oonfent, dedaicd " that

This Letter being comnmnicated to 
borh H<^fes, and the Lord Admiral being thereby inonthe

:tban of Duty to the King, Condefcended to joyn wtch the

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theineftn time, whilft they caufed him to attend their leirare 
to be examined, they proceed^ in haflning the Eari of fVar^ 
wiek coroake himfelt ready for the Service, who made no 
icruple of undertaking it; and the Eari of NfriJbumterldfui re* 
ceiving the Order, and Defire of both Houfcs ^^ to granc hit 
'^Commiffion to him .to be Admiral of that Fleet, thought 
himfeif fufficiently ezcufed towards the King, .and did it ac- 
cordingly ; the two Houfes in the ipean time, without any 
nirther thought of procuring the King's Gonfenr, pc eparing 
reafona to (atisfy his Majefty for the Neceffity, or Uooveni- 
ency of cheir proceeding. 

Many Men, erpecially they who at a diflance obferv'd 
and difcem'd the Difficulties the King was like to Encounter, 
wonder'd that upon fo apoarent a breach of Trufl^ and a^ of 
Undtttifiilnefa, hia Majefty did not at chat time revoke the 
Lord Admiral's Gomroiffion, which was but during plealiire ;* 
and fo put that fure Guard of the Kingdom, .his Navy, under 
fuch a Cprpmand as he. mmhf depend upon. But the truth 
is, it was not Then Couniell^le^ foe ( .bc(i,des that it vaa 
emr to Rjcfpive, '^ that it was iic to remove the Earl of Nprtb^ 
^ umbnlmidy than to find aMancofppetent for the place ) that 
way it might have been poffible to have prevented the goings 
out of any Fleet to Sea, which would have confirmed the 
firantick Jealoufies of bripging jn Forreign Forces 3 bttt not 
have reduced it to his own Qbedienoe. 

They had, by degrees, fo order'd the Colledioo of Ton- 
nage and Poundage, by paiSBng Bills for fix weeks and two 
months at a time^ and putting thofe,.w^ ihould Receive or 
Pay thoTe. Duties, otherwtie than they were granted by tbdis 
Bills, into ^Piraemunire ; and fo terrify 'd the old CuflooAers^ 
that the King had no other means of .fetting out his Fieetj 
than by the Monies arifing by the CufEoms,-, which tficy at>* 
folutely difpofed of; and at this time had Contnded with 
the Viftualler, made the Ships ready, and hired many Mer* 
chants Ships to joyn in that Fleet for the Guard of the S^. 
And whilft this matter of the Admiral was in fulpence, they 
fiiflered the former Bill of Tonnage and Poundage to exjpiii^ 
and did not, till the very Night before , pals a new Bill i 
which could not have the.Royal Aflent till many days Atty 
the King being then at X^k^ Yet <he Houfe of Commnni^ 
to&li^e all danger of the PratoHiatre, on the x^^ cfMgrch^ 
1>etn|theverv<iay that tbeRuiper Bill expired, ient an Order 
to allthe CoUedors of the Omom^ many of whidi coukl 
not reoeiveit in teyi days aft^-; 

''That the new Bill beio^ pafled by both Houles for the 
^' continuance of thofe pay^nents until the third day. oi Mmj 
^ ( which cQuU not yet receive ^ Royal Aflent, in icgard 
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^ofdiereinoceiiefiof his Majefty's Perfon from the Parlh«> 
<' meoc ) which Monies to be colleded by thac BUI were co 
^ be implo7'd in che necefl&ry Guarding of the Seas, and De- 
<* fence of the Common-wealth : Ic was therefore ordered by 
^* the Commons in Parliament , that the feveral Officers be- 
^^ longing CO theCuftom Houfe, both in the Port in London^ 
« flfid the oat Pores, flx)uld not permit any Merchant or other 
'^ to Lade, or Unlade any Goods, or Merchandizes, before 
^ fbch Peribns do make due Entries thereof in the Cuflom 
^Houie. And ic was declared alfo by the faid CDmmom, 
^ that fucfa Officers, upon the refpeftive Entry made by any 
^ Merchant as afbrefaid , flxxild intimate to fuch Merchant, 
^' thac it was the advice of the Commons, for tte better eafe 
^' of die fiud Merchants, and in regard che refpefliive Duties 
'^ would relate, and become due as from that day ; that the 
^^ fiid Merchants upon Entry of their Goods, as ufhally they 
'' did, whoi a Law was in force co that purpofe, would dc- 
^^ poute £> much Money as the feveral Cuftoms would amount 
*'anto, in the bands of fuch Officers, to be by them account- 
^^ ed to his Majefty, as the refpeftive Cuftoms due by the 
»&id BiU, when the faid BUI fliould have the Royal Aflenc; 
^' or otherwife, Ms Majefty refufing the paffing thereof, tl\e 
^^ (aid Monies to be reftored, upon demand, unto the feveral 
^ Merchants refpeAively. 

Bt which Order, which was a more abfoluteDifpenfation 
for a Pnemunire^ than ever any Kom-ebftamU eranied by che 
Crown, the Cuftoms were as frankly, and fully paid>a^ifan' 
AA of Parliament had been pafied to that purpofe ^ and af- 
ibon as the Commiffion could be fenc , and returned from 
J«rky the Aft was pafled. But no doubt they had a furcho-^ 
defi^ in fu&nng the Bill totally to expire, before they pre-^ 
parol anew One, than at that time was apprehended ; and 
intended, imder fiich a Popular ncceffity, which feem'd co be 
occaficmed by the King's abfence, to bring their own Ordera 
in fudi a reputation, that in another neoeflicy which They 
fhould Declare, they might by the Precedent of this, wbicQ 
was the only Indemnity all tbofe Merchants who paid, and 
che Officers who received, Cuftoms, had for thepreiervatioli 
of chetr Eftates^ be currently and abfolutely obeyed and fub^ 
mitted to. 

Bt this it appears the King codd not at that time^ with 
cpnveoiency or fafety to his A&irs , difplace the Earl of 
fUnlmmUfUmi \ and He belicv'd , if his occalions fhouM 
Hereafter nqmre it, thac che Time would beouich more fca- 
ibnablr, when the Fleet was at Sea ; and the Thing it fclf 
TCiOT^ pra&icable ? which was a true conclufion. However, . 
ke ejrpre(]ed fo much diilike againft the Earl of WdrvikYfi

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Commanding that Fleet « that he was not willing that any 
OSBcers whom he valued, fliould take imployment under 
htm ; which he had fliortly after caufe to repent. For, by 
this means, the Vice-Admiralty, which was de(ign'd to Cap- 
tain Cartvright^ the Controller of the Navy, who hath fince 
fufficiently teftify'd how advantagcoufly to bis Makfty he 
would have managed that Charge, upon His refufaf (which 
was occafioned by intimation from his Majefty, as fliall be 
hereafter mentioned ) was Conferr'd upon Batten^ anobfoire 
Fellow ; and, though a good Sea-man, unknown to the Navy, 
dll be WHS, two or three Years before, for money, made Sui- 
veyor, who executed it ever fince with great animofity againft 
the King s Service, of which more hereafter. 

B E I NO, by this means, fccure at Sea, they proceeded wiih 
more vigour at Land ; and, though they thought it not Yet 
fioilbiiable to execute their 'Ordinance for the Militia with any 
Form and Pomp, they direfted, Underhand , their Agents 
and Emtf&ries, " that the People * of Themfelves, Uiould 
^ choofe Captains and Officers, and Train under the name 
^'ofVohmtiers; which begun to bepradifed in ooany places 
of the Kingdom , but only in tbofe Corporations , and by 
thofe Inferiour People, who were notorious for Fa^on, and 
Schifm in Religion. The King's Declarations, which were 
DOW carefully publifhed, gave them ibme trouble, and made 
great impreflion, in Sober Men, who were moved with the 
Reafon, and in Rkrh Men, who were ftartled at the Com* 
mands in them. But that Claufe in the King's Anfwer to 
their Dediration, prefented to him at Nev^MarkH^ in which 
He told them, ^That if they had not been inforro'd of the 
'^ feditious words ufed in, and the drcuraflances of the Ta- 
^ mults, and would appoint fome way for the examination 
^^ of them, that he would require fome of his Learned Coun- 
^^ cil to attend with fuch Evidence as might fatisfy them , 
troubled them much more. For if there were ftill fo much 
Courage left in the King's Council, that they durft appear to 
inform againft any of thofe proceedings , which They fa- 
voured, they fliould find Men grow more afraid of the Law 
than of Them ; which would deftroy all their deGgos. 
Therefore they Refolv'd to proceed with all expedition , and 
feverely againft the Atcumey General for his Trefpafi and 
Prefumption upon their Privileges, in the Accufationof tat 
five Members, and the Lord Kmh&om : of the drcumftanoes 
of which Proceeding, and Judgement thereupon, being as ex- 
traordinary | and as cliftant from the Rules of Juftice, at kaft 
of pradioe, as any thing that then happened, it will not be 
amifi to fet down t^o or three particulars. 

S uo RTL r after they bad Impeached him ( which is njeo- 
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tioned before ) and the Kins had found icneceflary to give 
over any profecucion againft the Others, his Majefty being 
defirous now he had freed Them, that they fliould free His 
Attumcy, writ a Letter from Royfion^ when he was in his 
way to T9rk^ to the Lord Keeper ^ in which he told him, 
** that the Articles, which had beenpreferredagainft the Mem- 
** bers, were, by Himfelf, delivered to his Acturney General 
*' engrofled in Paper ; and that he had then commanded him 
•* XQ accufe thofe Perfons, upon thofe Articles of High Trea- 
''fon, and other Mifdemeanours ; and, in His Name to de- 
^^ fire a Committee of Lords might be appointed to take the 
^^examination of fuch Witncflis as fliould be prc^uced, as 
^^ formerly had been done in cafes of like nature, according to 
" thejuftice of the Houfe. And his Majefty did further dc- 
"claie, that his (aid A ttumey did not advile or contrive the 
^faid Articles, nor had anything to do with, or in advifiog, 
** any breach of Privilege that followed after. And for whac 
'^ be did in obedience to His Commands, he conceived he 
** waa bound by Oath, and the duty of his Place, and by the 
** Truft repofed in him by his Majefty, fo to do: and that 
** if he had rcfufed to obey his Majefty therein, his Majefty 
** would havequeftion'd him for breach of Oath, Duty, and 
^^ Truft ; but now having declared that he found caufe whole* 
** ly to defift from proceeding againft the Perfon^ accufed, 
^ he had commanded him to proceed no further therein, nor 
** to produce, nor difcover any Proof concerning the fame. 

Though this Tcftimony of his M^jjcfty's clearly ablblved 
him from the Guilt, with which he was charged, yet it rather 
haften'd the Trial, and lharpen*d the edge, that was before 
keen enough againft him ; and the day of Trial being come, 
when the Members of the Commons, who were appointed 
for the Profecutfon, found that Counfel was resdy ( which 
had been ailigned by the Lords ) for the defence of the At* 
turncy General, they profcflTcd, " that they would admit no 
" Council ; that it was below the dignity of the Houfe of 
*' Commons to plead againft Fcc*d Council j that whoever 
^^ prefumed to be of Counfel with a Perfon accufed by the 
^ Commons of Efigland^ fliould be taught better to know his 
^' duty, and fliould have caufe to repent it. The Lords feem'd 
much moved widi this reproach, that their Ads of Judic^* 
lure fhould be queftioned, and the Council, which had been 
juftly, and regularly ailign'd by them , fliould be threaten'd 
for iui>mitting to Their Order. But that which troubled them 
tnoft, was, that the Council, which was aflign'd by them, upon 
this reprehenfion, and threat of the Commons, polirively ie» 
fofed to meddle further in the bufinefs. or to make any De- 
fence for the Atluiney. Hereupon, they put oft; the Trial, 
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flod cornroitto the Tower of Linthm S* Ttomss BtdmgfM^ 
and Sr Homas QsTdwer, for clieir contempt in refuiingCD be of 
Council with the Atturney upon Their Afii^menc : ftaodeis 
by looking upon the juftioe of Parliament with left reverence, 
to fee the Subjed, between the oontradidory^ and <^>pQfile 
Commands of both Houfes ( the difpleafure of either being 
infupportable ) punifhed and tmprifoned for doing, by Oo^ 
what he was ftreigbtly inhibited from doing by the Other. 

H o w E V E R) this difference gave only rdTpite for fome days 
to the Atturney, who was quickly again called before ms 
Judges. To what was paflkmately and unreafonably obje£bcd 
againft him. ^^ of breach of Privilege and Scandal, he coofi* 
dently allcdgM '^ the Duty of his place , that his Mafter'e 
*^ Command was Warrant for what he had done , and that 
*^ he had been ^juftly puniQiable if he had refofed a> do it, 
<' when Commanded ; that there had never been a Preteoco 
'^ of Privilege in Cafe of Treafon, the contrary whereof was 
*^ not only underftood by the Law, but had been by Them- 
^ fclves confelled, in a Petition delivered by them in the be- 
^'ginning of this King's Reign, upon the imprifomnenc of 
^^ the Earl of j^nmdel ; in which it was acknowledged, that 
''the Privilege of Parliament extended not to Treafon, Fe- 
^^ lony, or retufal to find Sureties for the Peace ^ that he had 
^^ no reafbn to fufpeft the executing the Duty of his place 
^ would have been imputed to him for any Tre(pais, finoe 
'^ the very fame thing he had now done, and oif which he ftood 
^ accufed, was done, in the firft year of this King's Reign, 
"by S^Rohert Htatby the then Atturney General ^ who ei- 
^ bibited Artides of High Treafon betore their Loi 
" againft the Earl of Brifial^ which was not then 
^^ to i)e any breach of Privilege ; and thintfore , having fo 
^ late a Precedent, moft of their Lordfliips being then Judges, 
^ he hoped he fhould be held ezcufable for not being able 
'^ to difcern that to be a crime, which they had yet never de* 
^ clared to be fo. The undeniable reafons of his I>efeoce (a- 
gainft which nothing was replied, ^^ but the inconvcnienoe 
^^ andmifchief, which would attend a Parliament, if dbeMem- 
^^ bers might be accHied of High Treafon without their con* 
'^ fent ) prevailed fo far with the Major part of the Houfo of 
Peers, though the Profecution was carried on with all imagine 
able hurpnefs, and vehemence by the Houfe of Cooucoas, 
and entertained by thofe Peers, who were of that P^ty, aa 
a matter of vaft concernment to all their hopc^^jthat theQ^ie- 
ft Ions being put, whether he ihould be deptj.vcd of bis place 
of Atturney } whether he fliould be Fined to the King ? whe- 
ther be fhould pay Ehmages to the Perfons accufed ? vad whe- 
ther he fl)ould be committed to th^ Tower ?. which were the 
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fevenl ports of the Seoceooe, which many of the Lprds had 
piefled he flioiild ander^ the Negactve prevtlfed in etrcrj 
one of the ftrttouhrs ; io that the Attarney was underftoocjl 
by «U Men, who imderftood the Rales and PraAice of Par«- 
Hament, to be abfoluccly abfolved from that Charge and Iwr 
pfartimenr, by the Jndgemciic of the Houfe of Peers. 

Thb HoQie of Commoos expreOcd all poffible refent- 
menti md declared ^^ that they would not reit fatisfy'd with 
^ Che Judgement^ and ibme Lordfe, even of thoTe who had ac* 
quitted him, were my defirous to find out an Expedicfit^ 
whereby the Houfe of Commons might be compounded with : 
and it was believed, that the Attumev himfelf was much 
(habeo with the torrent of Malice and Prejudice, which the 
Hoofe of Commons itaifd now to threaten him with^ con- 
ceiving, ^ that He and his CMBce now Triumphed over th^ 
" wlme Body, and not over fix Members only : and there- 
fore, after ibme days, the Heofe of Peers confidering, <^ that 
«<hi9 difthafge was but Negative, that be ihould not be pu* 
^niflied in thk and that desree; and that he bad no Abfolu- 
^'tion from the Crimes, with wliich he was charged, proceed- 
ed to a new Judffemcot ( contrary to all courfe and pradice of 
Parliament, or of any Juididal Court) and comply tng with alt 
their other Votes, Relblv'd, by way of Judgement upon him, 
'' That he {hould be difiUed from ever being a Parliaroenc 
^ Man j idoapaUe of any place of Judfeature, or other Prcr 
^ ferment, tnan of Atiurney General ; which they could not 
deprive him of, by reafon of the former Vote : and '^ that ha 
^ flioold be committed to the Prifon of theFleet. Which Soi- 
tence was with all Formality pronounced againft him, and he 
comoMited to the Fleet accordingly : with which Sentence 
the Commons were no more larisf/d than with the Former ; 
fome of them looldng that their Favourite , the Sollicitor. 
fhould have the plaoe of Attumey ; Others, that the Accufea 
Members flKxdd receive ample Damages by way of repara- 
tion ; without wliich they could ik>c think cbemfclves fccure 
from the Itte Attempts. 

Ha vi^<^, by this estrsotdinary and eiremphry proceedr 
ing, fofta^'d their Frivikgeff agaioft fuch Attempts, and fe- 
cured theh!^ Peafons from being Accufed, or proceeded agahvft 
by Law, they uied no lefs feverity, againft all thofe who pre- 
fumed to ^[ueftion the juftice, or' prudenoe of their Attvons. 
efpedallys^ainft thofe, who, following the Method rhachad 
done ib much hurt, drew the People to Petition for that 
whkA they had no mind to grant ; and in this profecution 
they were not kfs fevere, and vehement, than againft the 
higheft Treafon could be imagined. 

Ui^oH the Petitioi^ mentioned before, that was framed 
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in Laifdon 9giinft their fettling the Mtlitia,they cosnmittcd one 
George Binimy a Citizen of great Reputation for Wealth ^nd 
Wifdocn, and who was indeed a very Sober Man. After he 
had lain fome time in Prifon, the Lords, according Co Law, 
Baii'd him ; but the ComnQons caufed him the next day to 
be recommitted, and prtforr'd an Impeachment againft him, 
for no other Crime but ^^advifing and coothving that Peri- 
*^ tion. The Gentleman defended himfelf, " that it was al- 
'' ways held, and fo publickly declared this Parliament, eo be 
*' Lawful, in a modell way, to Petition for the removaJ, or 
^* prevention of any Grievance ; that obferving very many Pc- 
^* titions to be delivered, and xeccivcd, for the fettling the Mi- 
^Mitia, in an other way than was then agreeable to the Law, 
^.^ or had been pradiced, and conceiving that the fiime would 
*^ prove very .prejudicial to the City oflAmlowy of which be 
*^ was a Member, he had joyn'd with many other Citizens, 
*^of known Ability and Integrity, in a Petition againft fo great 
*^an inconvenience^ which, he prcfumed, was Lawful for 
'^him to do. How reafooable foever this Defence was, the 
Houfe of Peers adjudged him ^^ to be Disfranchifed, and in- 
*^ capable of any Office in the City ; to be o mmiited to tbe 
*' Common Goal of Cokhejhr (for his Reputation was fo grcst 
in Lmdmy that they would not truft him in a City Pr^>n ) 
and Fin'd him three Thoufand pounds. 

About the fame time, at the General Affizes inK^f,the 
Jufticesof Peace, and principal Gentlemen of that County, 
prepared a Petition to be prefented to the two Houfes, with 
a defire, *'that the Militia might Hot be otherwife ezerdfed 
^' in that County, than the known Law permitted : and that 
^' the Book of Common-Prayer, eftablifhed by Law, might be 
*^obferved. This Petition was Communicated by manvto 
their Friends, and Copies thereof fent abroad, before the dub- 
icription wa6 ready ; whereupon the Houfe <k Peers took no- 
tice of ir, as tending ro fome Commotion in Kent^ and, in 
the Debate, the Eari of Briftol. taking notice, ^' that he had 
** fccn a Copy of it, and had had fome Coniereooe about it with 
^' Judge Mallety who was then Judge of Affize in Kemt^ and 
newly returned out of his Circuit, both the Earl and Judge^ 
for having but fecn the Petition, were prefently commicnd 
to the *^ower j and a Declaration publiihed, " That none 
*' (houldiprefume to deliver that, or the like Petition, to either 
** Houfe. Notwithftanding which, forne Gentlemen of Kant^ 
with a great number of the Subftantial Inhabitants of that 
County, came to the City j which, upon the Alarum, was put 
in Armes ; ftrong Guards placed at Ltmdcm Bridge, wh^ne the 
Petitioners were difarmed, and only fome few fuffered to pafi 
with their Y^i\\MXi\Q%VeJhnmfier\ the reft forced to retuni 
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to their Country. And, upon j^he delivery thereof to the 
Houie of Commons (chouga the fame was very modcft, and 
in a more dutiful Dialed than moft Feticions delivered to 
them ) the bringers of che Petition were (harpiy reprehend* 
ed; two or three of them committed to feverai Priions ; the 
principal Gentlemen of the Country, who had Subfcribed and 
Advifed ic> fent for as Delinquents j Charges, and Articles of 
Impeachment, drawn up againft them ^ and a Declaration 
publiQied, "That wholbever ihould henceforth Advife, or 
*^ Contrive che like Petitions, fliould be proceeded againft, as 
'' Enemies to the Common-wealth. So unlike, and difierenc 
were their Tempers, and reception of thofe modeft Addrcf- 
fes, which were for Duty and Obedience to the Laws cfta* 
bliibed ; and thofe which prefled, and brought on Alteration 
and innovation. But that injuftice gave great life, and in- 
couragement to their own Profelytes ^ and taught others to 
know that their being Innocent would not be long eafy or 
Me : and this kind of Juilice extended it ielf in the £ime 
meafure to their own Members, who oppofed their irregu- 
lar determinations; who, befides the Agony and Vexation of 
having the moft plain Reafon, and contcfled Law, rejedcd, 
and over-ruled with contempt and noife, were lyablc to all the 
Perfonal Rejproachcs and Difcountenance, that the Pride and 
Petulancy of the other Party, could lay upon them; and were 
fbmetimes imprifon'd and difgraced, for freely fpeaking their 
Opinions, and Confcience in Debate. 

All torts of Men being thus terrlfy'd, the Commons re- 
membered, that a great Magazine of the King's Ammunition 
lay (till 2iHuB ; and though that Town was in the Cuflody of 
a Confident of their own, yet they were not willing to ven« 
ture fo great a Treafure fo near the King, who continued at 
T(9rky with a great rcfort of Perfons of Honour aod Quality 
from all parts ; and therefore they Refolv'd, under pretence 
of fupplying Ireland^ to remove it fpcedily from thence ; and 
moved the Lords, '^ to joyn with them in an Order to that 
** purpofe. The Lords, who proceeded with lefe Fury, and 
more Formality, defired ^^that it might be done with the 
^^ King's Confent. After a long Debate^ the one thinking they 
Merited much by that Civility, the other contented to gratif/ 
thofe in the Ceremony, who, they knew, would in the end 
Concurr with them, a Petition was agreed upon to be fent to 
his Majefty ; in which, that he might the fooner yield to 
them in this matter, they Refolv'd to remember him of that, 
which, they thought, would refledt on him with the People, 
and to *^'move him to take off the Reprieve from the fix 
**Priefts, which is before mentioned. And fo they fent 
their Petition to him, telling him, " That they found the Scores 
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u p«ifi*» ^'of Armes, and Ammunition in the Tower ofLimhm nmch 
/.«Mr/j«fv0<<dimini(bea ; and that the necefficy for fupply of his King- 
A' '• ^•- « dora of IfiUnd (for which they bad been inuedfrom d^nce) 
'''' ^' daily iacreafed j a^id that the occafioo, for which the Ma- 
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^^gazine was placed at i&ff> was now taken away: and confi- 
<' derlng it would be kept at^ Lgndtm with left Charge^ and 
'' more Safety, and Traniported thence with much more con- 
** vcniencc for the Service of the Kingdom of peUmdi they 
^^ therefore humbly prayed, that his Majeftv would be grack 
^ oufly pleafed to give leaw, that the (aid Armes^ Camion^ 
^^ and Ammunition, now in the Magazine of HuB^ might be 
^ removed to the Tower of Lndeny acoordiiig as ftomd be 
^direfted by both his Houfes of Parliament: And wiiereas 
^ fix Priefts, then in Newgate, were condemned to dye, and 
^ by his Majefty bad been Reprieved, they humbly prayed 
^ bis Majefty to be pleafed, that the &id Hep^ev^ °3>ght be 
^* taken off, and the Priefts executed accordii^ to Law. To 
which Petition bis Majefty immediately rettmied Anfwer in 
thefe words : 
Vh Ms\t' «We rather ezpefted, and have done long, that yoa 
Aw' '^*" "ftouW huve given Us an account, why a uarrifoo haA 
' .** been placed to our Town of H»iif, without our Confent, and 

*^ Soldiers Billeted there againfl: Law, and ezprefs words of 
^ the Petition of Right, than to be moved, for the avoiding 
^of a needieft Charge you have put upon your felves, to give 
^^our Cqnfeot for the removal of our Niasazine and Muni- 
^ tion^ oiir own proper Goods, upon fuch general Reafbos 
^'as indeed give no fatisfaftion to our Judgement ; And fince 
**you have made the bufinefs of Hm your Argtunent^ We 
** would gladly be informed, why our own inclination, on the 
*^ general Rumour of the dcfi^ns of Papifts in the Northern 
^' Parts, was not thought fu^cient ground for as to put a 
*' Perfon of Honour, Formne, and unblemiflied Reputation, 
^*into a Town and Fort of our own, where our own Maga- 
^^Zine lay : and yet the fame Rumour tie Warrant enot^h for 
** you to commit the fame Town and Fort , without our 
** Confent, to the hands of S' J^m Hetbam, with a power 
" unagreeable to the Law of thcXand, of the Liberty of tb& 

"And yet of this, in point of Ri^t, or Privileg^^ for 
**fure We are not without Privilege too, we have not ill 
'^ this while complained : and i)eing confident that the place, 
^^whatfoever difeourfe there is of Publick or Private Inftni- 
^ ftions to the contrary, flull be fpecdily given up, if ^'C 
** fliali require it, we fhall be contented tg difpofe ourMu- 
*' nitipn there , as we have done in other places , for the 
^' Publick cafe 'and bcpefit, ay, upon particular advice, wc 
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^ tbtU find coovcflienc^ chough we auum think it fit, or 
^ cQoient, that the whole Magazine be removed together^ 
^^ But when you (ball agree upon fuch proportions, as (hall 
^ be held neoeffiry for any particular Service, we (hall fign 
^ fodi Warrants as fliall be agred^ble to Wifiiom and Reafon ; 
^aod if any of them be defijpi'd for Uljler^ or LemfftTy you 
'^ know wdl the Conveyance will be more eafy, and conve* 
^^ nienc from the (riace rhey are now in. Yet we muft tell 
^^ yoiiy that if the Fears are fo great from the Papifts at home, 
^or Ctt Forreign Force, as is pretended, it feems ftrange that 
^ yoa make not provifion of Armes, and Munition, for defence 
^of this Kingdom, rather than ieek to carry any more from 
^ hence, without fome courle taken for fiippiy; efeectally, 
^ if yoa r e me mb er your Engagement to our Scat^ Subjcds, 
^for tliat proporticMi of Armes, whic^ is contained in your 
^ Treaty. We fpeak not this, as not dunking the fending 
^ of Armes to Irelmul very necei&ry, but only for the way 
^ of tlie provifion. For you know what great quindcies we 
^ Ittve AfiGgnTd out of our fevend S(X)res , which, in due 
^time^ we hope, you will fee repleniflied. For the Charge 
^ of kxdcmg to the Magazine at tttB^ as it was undertaken 
^ Voloatarily by you at firft, and, to fiiy no more, Unnc«- 
^oeflhhly 3 fo you may free our good People of tbarCharge^ 
^and leave it to Us to look to, who are the proper Owner 
" of it. And this, we hope, will give you full facisfadton in 
^ tUs point, and diat ye do nor, as you have done m the bu« 
<^ fincfe of the MtUtia, fend this Meffige out of Complimcnc 
^'aod Ceretnony, refolving to be your own Carvers at h&. 
^^ For we muft tetl yop, if any Attempt (hall be made or 
^ given in this matter, t^ithout our Content or Amrcb^ion^ 
^ we (ball efleem it as an A€t of Violence againft us ,- and 
^dedare it to all the World, as tne greateft Violation of our 
^ Ri^t^ and Breach of our Privilege. 

^Concerning the fix Prtcfts condemn'd, it Is truc^ 
*«diey were Reprieved by our Warrant, we being inform*d 
^ that they were, by (brnq reftraint, difabled to take the be- 
•* Defit of our former Prodamation j fince that, we have If- 
** Aied out another, for the due Execution of the Laws a- 
^gainft Pspifls; and have moft folemnly promifed, in the 
« word of a King, never to pardon any Prteft, without your 
•* Coofeor, which fliall be found guilty by Law ; defiring to 
** banifh thefe, having herewith fent our Warrant to that pur- 
^ pofc, if, upon fecond thoughts, you do not difapgrove there- 
<* of. But if you think the Execution ef thefe Perfons fo verj 
^^ neceflary to the great, and pious work of Reformation, wcr 
^^ refer it wholely to you j declaring hereby, that upon fucK 
** your Rcfolqtion fignify'd to thcMiniftcrs of Juftice, oqr 
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'^Warrant for their Reprieve is decermined, and the Law to 
^^have the courfe. And now lee us ask you (for we are 
'^willing to husband time, and to difpatch as much as may 
*'be under one Meflage; God knows the diftra&ions of 
*^ this Kingdom wane a prefenc Remedy ) will there never be 
<'a time to Ofier to, as well as to ask of us ? We will pro- 
^^pofe no more particulars to you» having no luck to pleafe» 
^^or to be underitood by you ; take your own time for what 
'^ concerns our particular: but be lurevou have an early, 
'^ fpeedy Care ot the Publick j that is, or the only Rule chac 
^^preferves the Publick, the Law of the Land ^ prderve the 
^ Dignity and Reverence due to that. It was well faid in 
** a Speech , made by a private Perfon i it was M^ Pym^s 
^'Speech againft the E!arl oiStr^ard^ but publifhed by Order 
^' ot the Houfe of Commons this Parliament : the Law « that, 
^^ which puts a difference betwixt Good and Evil, betwixt 
^* Juft and Uniuft. If you take away the Law, all tlungs will 
^^ 611 into a (jonfufion, every Man will become t Law unto 
^'bimfelf^ which, in the depraved Condition of Human Na- 
^^ aire, muft needs produce many great Enormities. Luft will 
^^ become a Law, and Envy will become a Law ; Covetouf- 
^' nefs and Ambition will become Laws ; and what di&itc^ 
^^ what decifions, fuch Laws will produce* may eafily be di(* 
^^cemed. So (aid that Gentleman, and much more, very 
^^ well, in defence of the Law. and againft Arbitrary Power. 
^' It is worth looking over^ and confideriag : and it the moft 
^^ Zealous Defence of the true Proceftant profeflion^ and the 
^^ moft Refolv'd ProtC(5tion of the Law, be the moft neDefTary 
^^duty of a Prince, we cannot believe this miferable diftaoce, 
^^and mifunderftandltag, can be long continued between us; 
^^we having often, and eameftly declared them to bfc the 
'^ chiefcft defires of our Soul, and the End and Rule of all 
*^our Actions. For IreUmdy we have fufiicitftly, and we 
'^ hope fatisfa&orilv, exprefled to all our Good ^bjefts our 
^ hearty fenfe of tnat (ad bu(ine(s, in our (everal Meuages on 
'^ that Argument, but efpecially in our laft of the eighth of 
^^ this Month, concerning our Refolution for that Service ; 
^^ for the Speedy, Honourable, and full performance whereof, 
^^ wc conjure you to yield all po(&ble siliftance, 9xA prefenc 
*^ advice. 

This Anfwer was receiv'd with the ufual drcumftances 
of trouble and difcontent, the taxing of evil Counfellon, and 
Malignant Perfons about the King ; and thatClaufe about the 
Condemn'd Priefts exceedingly difpleafed them ; for by tbc 
King's reference of the matter entirely to them, he had re* 
moved the fcandal from Himfelf, and laid it at Their doors ^ 
and though they were well contest^ and defirous, that they 
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flioQld have been Executed by the King's Warraot for taking 
cffhis own Reprieve (whereby chey Ihould have made him 
/ecra£t an A£t of his own Mercy, and undeniablv within his 
own Power j and thereby have Icdened much of cnc Devotion 
of chat People to him, when ^ey fliould have feen him quic 
his Power of preferving thera in the leaft degree ) yet, for 
many reafons, chey were not willing to take Sue harfli part 
upon Themfelves ^ and fo thofe Condemn'd Priefts were no 
more profecuted, and were much fafer under chat Reference 
for their Execution, than chey could have been, at that time, 
by a Pardon under the Great Seal of Engiimd, For the other 
part of the Anfwer cpncerniog die Magazine, it made no 
paufe with them, but within fews days after, chey fent a 
Warrant to their own Govcrnour, S' Joim Hotham^ to deliver 
ic 'j and to their own Admiral, (he Earl of Warwick^ to tranf> 

Eort ic to Lfimden ^ which was, nocwithfianding the King's in- 
ibition, done accordingly. But they had at that time another 
Meflage from the King , which was reftrr'd to in the laft 
Claule of that Anfwer, and came co their hands fome few days 
before, chat gave chem (bme ferious crouble and apprehenfion ; 
the grounds and reaibns of which were theie : 

The King finding, that notwithftaqding all the proie& 
fions, and proteftadons he could make, the bufinefs of Irf^- 
Und was ft ill unreafonabiy objcded to him, as if he were 
not cordial in the fuppreiluig that Rebellion, lent a Mefiage 
to both Houfes : 

'^ T H A T being ^riev'd at the very Soul for the Calamities #& m j>//j 
'^of his Good Subjeds oi Ireland^ and being moft tenderly ^^/^c »• 
*' fcnfible of the falfe, and fcandalous Reports difperfed a- ^** ^•^ 
^^mongft the People concerning the Rebellion there i which ^r*'^ 
^'not only wounded his Majefty in Honour, but likewifeMP^£. 
^^ greatly reurded the Reducing that unhappy kingdom, and u inland. 
'^ multmly'd die diftraAions at Home, by weakning the mu- 
^' tual Con^dence between Him, and his People : out of his 
^^ Pious TmI CO the Honour of Almighty God, in eftabhfliing 
^' the true Pioteftanc Piofcflion in that Kingdom, and his 
^^ Princely Care for che good of all his Dominions, he had 
^^firrolv refolv'd to go with all convenienc fpced inco Inlandy 
^^co CnallKe thofe wicked and deteftable Rebels, odious to 
'^God, and all Good Men; thereby fo to fetde the Peace 
^of that Kingdom, and the Security of This, that the very 
^' naooe of Fears and Jealoufies might be no more heard of 
<<amongftchero. 

^And He faid, as he doubced not, but his Parliament 

'^ would chearfuUy give all poflible Afliftance co chis good 

^ Work, fo he required chem, and all his Loving Subjedts, co 

^^ believe^ that he woukt, upon thofe Confideracions, as ear- 

^ "ncftly 
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^neftly puifue that Defiga, not declining thy btztrd of bis 
<^ PeHon io performing thtc duty, which he ow'd to the de- 
<<fence of God's true Religion, and his diftieObd Sabjedbs, as 
'^ be Undertook it for thofe ooly ends ; to the finoericy of 
<< which profeflBon, he called God to WitneTs, with this for* 
^ ther ^rance^ that he would never oonfent, opon wbatfo^ 
^^ever pretence, to a Toleratioo crf'.the Popifn Ppofeffion 
^ there, or the Abolition of the Laws now in force agatnft 
^^PopiSi Recufants in that Kingdom. 

<' H I s Mtjefty further advertlTed them, tha^ towards this 
^< Work, he intended to raife forthwith, by his Commiffioos, 
^ in the Counties near WJf-Cbefler^ a Guard for his own Per- 
^^fon (when he (bould come into Irebmi) confifU^of two 
'< thouiand Foot, and two hundred Horfe, which ihoald be 
^ Arm'd at mft-d^efter^ftoccL hisMa^^ine at Hk0; at whidi 
'^ time, he faid, all the Officers, and Soldiers, fhoitld take the 
^^Oathi of Supremacy, and Allegiance^ the Charge of raifing 
^'and naying whereof, he defired the Parliament to add to 
"the u>rmer Undenakings for that War; which he would 
<* not only well accept, but, if their Par fhould be found too 
^' great a burthen to his good Sabjeds, he would be willing, 
'^by the advice of his Parliament, to Sell, or Pawn, anv of his 
sparks. Lands, or Hou(es, towards the fupplies of the Ser* 
^▼ice of Ireland, Wid) the addition of thefe Levies to the 
^former of B»gbjb and Scof^^^jcexA upon in Parliament, he 
'^ faid, he hoped fo to appear in that Adion, that by the 
^ AflSftance of Almighty God, that Kingdom, in a Qiort time, 
^^ might be wholely reduced, and reftom to Peace, and fome 
^meafufe of Happinefs ; whereby he might cheaiflilly return, 
^* to be wdcom'a Home with the AflS^ions and Ucifings ot 
**aH his good Sngfifb People. 

"Towards this good Work, he fidd, as he badlatefy 
^ made difpatches into Scttland^ to quicken the Levies there 
•* for V^er^ fo he heartily wiflied, that this Parliament would 
**gfve ail poffible Expedition to chofc, which they had Re- 
^lolv'd for Mmtfier and Csnakghr-y and hoped the encourage- 
**ment whidh the Advenmrers, of whofe interefls he would 
"be always very careful, would hereby receive, would raifc 
^ full Sums of Money for the doing thereof. He told them, 
"that out of hisearneft dcfTre to remove ail occafions, which 
"did nnhappily multiply mifunderftandings between him 
^^and his Parliatnenr, he had likewife prepared a Bill to be 
" oflfcr'd to them by his Atturney concerning the Militta ; 
"whereby he hoped, th^ Peace aftd Safety of the Kingdom 
"might be fully f^cured to the general fatisfadHon of all Men, 
f without Violation of his Majefty's juft Rights, or preiudicc 
** to the Liberty of the Sufajea. If this Ibould be thankftiU/ 

"receiv'd, 
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^'recdvU he Aid, be Ibould begbd of it^ if reflifed, he 
^ muft call God , and all the World , to judge on Whofe 
^ part Che de&ulc was ; only he required, if the Bill (hould 
^ be approv'd of, that if any Corporation jihould make their 
^ Lawful Rights appear, they might be refer^'d to them. 
^ He ikid, before be would part from E/fglamd, he would take 
^ all doe care to entruft fuch Perfons with fucb Authority in 
^ his abfenoe^ as he fliould find to be requifice for the Peace 
^and Safety of the Kingdom, and the happy progreis of the 
^ Parliament. 

They neither before nor after ever received any Meffige 
bom bis Majefty, that more difcompoied them ; and fo much 
the more , becaufe that which gave them moft Umbr^e^ 
could not be pubUckly and ia^Iy avowed by them. Foe 
thougli> to thole who had a due reverence to the King's Per« 
loo, and an impatient delire, that all mifunderftandings might 
be compofed; they urged ^ the hazard, and danger to his Ma-» 
^ fScfs Perfon, in fuch an Expedition, and tne inacaie of 
^* J ealdufies and Diftradtions. that would enfue in this King* 
^ dom by bis Abfence ^ and to others, who from the barba«r 
rity, inhumanity, and unheard of cruelty, exerdfed by tfawe 
Rebeb in Ireland upon the E^gl^ Proteftants ( of which* 
they ewTj day received frefli and bleeding evidence ) had 
cootraAea a great animofity againft that whole Nation, and 
were pe^waded that the work of Extirpation was not fo dif*» 
ficulc as in truth it was ; and to the Adventurers, who had diC* 
buried great fums of Money, and had diigefted a full Afliii> 
ranee ix Ample Recompence by Confiications, and Forfeit 
tures; '' chat by this Vovage of the King, a Peace would be in 
^ a fbort time coacludea in that Kingdom, to their great dif<» 
^ advantage and damage ^ yet the true Realbns, which fiir<» 
priied and ftartled them, were, that hereby the managing the 
War of JreLmd would be taken out of their hands ^ and fo^ 
inftead of having a Nur&ry for Soldiers of their own, whidb 
tbev might imploy as they iaw occafion ; and a power of 
raiung what Money they pleafed in this Kingdom under that 
Title , which they might difpofe , as they found moft fit 
for their a£&irs ; the King would probably in a (hort time 
recover one enture Kingdom to his Obedience, by which he 
might be able to prefcrve the Peace of the other two. Howr 
ever, working by feveral impreffions upon feveral ASk&fouSf 
they found it no difficult thing to penwade, aknoft an Unar 
nimous , averfion from approving the Journey ; they who 
uiually oppofed their advice, not enduring to think of ftay-* 
jngin lEfiglandy where the power, at leaftibr a time, would 
he in Hicm, whofe Government, they knew, would be wc* 
ti\)\& when his M^J^fty fliould be in Irthmd. Upon this they 
. i difpacched 
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dirpatched a Magifterial Anfwer co the King, in which chey 
told him ; 
ii*^»/iMr 'r T H A T the I>ords and Commons in Parliament,had duely 
«• *lr m!^ " confidercd the Mcflage, rccciv'd from his M^jefty, concern- 
jififs Utju " ing his purpofe of going into Ireland in his own Pcrfon to 
frgt •fhm *' profecute the War there, with the bodies of his Effgif/b Sub- 
#«»ji»F«f- rrjg^^ Levied, IVanfportcd, and maintain'd at their Charge; 
{•*5^p^*' " which he was pleafcd to propound to them, not as a matter 
&8. W^. ** wherein he defired the advice of his Parliament, but as al- 
'' ready firmly Refolv'd on, and forthwith to be fut inEscc- 
" cution, by granting out Coramiffions for the Levying of two 
'' thoufand Foot, and two hundred Horie, for a Guard for his 
Perfon when he fliould come into that Kingdom ; wherein, 
they faid, they could not but, with all reverence and humi- 
lity to his Majefty, obfervc, chat he had declined his Greac 
'^ Council, the Parliament, and varied from the ufual Courfe 
of his Royal Predeceflburs; that a bufinefs of fo great Im- 
portance concerning the Peace and Safety of all his Sabje<3:s, 
and wherein they have afpecial intercity by his Majcfty's 
promife, and by thofe great fums, which they had dfsburfed. 
** and for which they ftood engaged, Ihould be concluded, and 
^ undertaken without their advice : whereupon , they fatd^ 
''thejrheld it their duty to declare, that if, at that time, his 
^ Majefty (hould go into Ireland^ he would very much cn- 
^' danger the (afety of his Royal Perfon, and Kingdoms, and 
** of all other States profeffing the Proteftant Religion in (Art- 
'ftmdomy and make way to the execution of that cruel, and 
bloody deiign of the Papifts, every where to root out and 
deftroythe Reform'd Religion ; as the Ir'^ Papifts had al- 
ready, in a great part, enfc&ed in that Kingdom j and, in 
" all likelyhood, would quickly be attempted in other places, 
' if the confideration of the ftrength. and union of the two 
Nations of England and Scotland^ did not much hinder, and 
difcourage the execution of any fuch defign. And that they 
might manifeft to his Majefty the danger and miferv, which 
*' fuch a Journey and Enterprife would produce, tney pre- 
^'fented to his Majefty the reafons of that their humble opi- 
''nion and advice ; 
I. ''His Royal Perfon would be fubjeft, not only co the 
cafualty of War, but tofecret Prafticesand CGoTpirades ; 
tfpecially his Majefty continuing his profeffion co main- 
tain the Proteftant Religion in that Kingdom, which the Pa- 
pifts were generally bound by their vow to extirpate* 
X. ''It would exceedingly encourage the Rebels; who 
<^ did generally profeft and declare, that his Majefty did fa- 
" vour and allow their proceedings, and that diis Infurredioii 
cr yf^ uadertaken by the Warrant of his Gofflmiffion ; and k 
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^ would make good their cxpcftation of great advantage, by 
" his Majeft/s prefence at that time, oFfo much diftraftion 
*' in this Kingdom, whereby they might hope the two Houfes 
** of Parliament would be difablcd to fupply tjie War there, 
" tfpecialJy there appearing lefs neceflicyofhis Majefty'g Jour- 
*^ ney at that time, by reaibn of the manifold Succefles, which 
^* God had given againft them. 

5. " It would much hinder, and impair the means whereby 
*' the War was to be Supported, and increafe the Charge of 
<< it, and in both thefe rclpcdls make it more infupportable to 
** the SubjeA ; and this, tney feid, they could confidently af- 
^^ firm ; becaufe many of the Adventuiers, who had already 
^' fubfcribed, did, upon the knowledge of his Majefty's inten- 
^'tion, dedare their Refolution not to pav in their Moneys 
^ and others, very willing to have fubfcribed, do Now pro- 
** fcft the contrary. 

4. "His Majcfty's abfence muft neceffarily very much in- 
^^ cenupc the proceedings of Parliament ; and deprive his 
** SubjeAi of the benefit of thofe further Ads of Grace and 
** Jafticc, which they Ibould hnmblv expcft from his Majefty 
^^ for the eftablifliing a perfod LTnion, and mutual Confi- 
" dence between his Majefty and his People, and procuring 
^^and confirming the prosperity, and happinefi of both. 

J. "It would exceedingly increafe the Fears and Jealou- 
^ nes of his People ; and render their doubts more probable^ 
^^ of fome Force intended , by fome evil Counfels near his 
** Majefty, inoppofition of the Parliament, and favour of the 
*^ Malignant Party of this Kingdom. 

(f. **J[t would bereave his Parliament of that advantage, 
** whereby they were induced to undertake that War, upon 
^*his Majcfty's promife that it ihould be managed by Their 
^ advice ; which could not be done, if his Majefty, contrary 
'^ to their Counfels, (hould undertake to order, and govern it 
** in his own Perfon. 

"Upon which, and divers other reafons, theyfaid, they 
^^ had Refolved, by the foil and concurrent Agreenoent of 
•*both Houfes, that they could not, withdifcharge of their 
^^ duty, confent to any Levies or raifing of Soldiers to be 
^^made by his Majefty, for that his intended expedition into 
^JffLuul'y or to the payment of an Army, or Soldiers there, 
" but flich as fliould be imployed, and governed according to 
" their advice, and direftion : and that, if fuch Levies (hould 
" be made by any Commiflion of his Majefty's, not agreed 
^ to by both Houfes of Parliament, they ilK)uld be forc^ to 
^ imerprec the fiune to be raifed to the Terrour of his Peo- 
'^ph^ and Difturbance of the Publick Peaces and did hold 
^^cliemlclyes bound, by the Laws of the Kingdom, to 
5 "apply 
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'^ap^y the Authority of Parliamciit to fuppifefi the fime. 

'^ A ND, they faid. thcv did further moft humbly declare^ 
^ that ifhia Majefty (bould by ill CounTel be perfwaded togo^ 
^' contrary to that advice of hia ParliameDt ( wbkh thm hSp^ 
^^ ed his Majefty would not ) they did notj in that ctic, bM 
^^ themfelves bound to fubmit to any CommiifioDer^ whidi 
^^ his Majefty (hould choofe ^ but did Refolve to Prcfei T e 
'^and govern the Kingdom ; by the CounTel and Advice of 
^^ Parliament , for his Majefty and his Pofterity , aocxmiing 
^^ CO their Allegiance, and the Law of the Land : wherefore^ 
^^ they did moft humbly pfay, andadvife his Majefty, to de^ 
'^ fift from that his intended paffigo into trekml^ and from 
^' all preparation of men and Armes tending thereunto ^ and 
^^ CO leave the managiitt of that War to his PariiamcDC, ac- 
^^ cording to his promife made unto them> and his CoinmiA 
^^ fion granted under his Great Seal of Eaglswdy by advice of 
^both Houfes^ in profecucion whereof, by God's bkffing, 
^^ they had already made a profperous entrance, by many de» 
^ feats of the Rebels, whereby they were much weaiaied and 
^^ diflieartiKd ; and had no probable means of fiibfiftenoc, if 
^ the proceedings of the two Houfes were not iotemipced by 
'^that interpo&ion of his Majefty 'sjotimey.' but chcy hop- 
^^ ed> upon gocxl grounds, that, within a (bort time, without 
^ hazard of his Perfonji and fo much dangerous coofiifioo in 
*' his Kingdoms, which muft needs enfue, if he fliould pro- 
^ ceed in that refolution, they fliouki be enabled fiiUy co 
^Windicace bis Majefty's Right, and Authority in tbatKng- 
^ dom ; and puniDi thofe horrible, outra^ious crueltjes« whidi 
^^ had been committed in the murthering , and fpolling fo 
<< many of his Subjeds ^ and to bring that Realm to fucfa a 
^ conditfoo, as might be much to the Advantage of his Ma* 
'^jeftv and the Crown, and the Honour of his Government, 
^^ and Contentment of his Vto^t : for the better and more 
^'fpeedy efieding whereof, they did again renew their huai> 
^^ ble defires of his return to his Parliament ^ and chat he 
^^ would pleafe to rejcA all Counfels, and Apprehen&xu, 
'^ which might any way derc)gate from the fatrhfiiheft, and 
<' Allegiance, which, in truth and fincerity, they had alwajps 
^ bora and profefled to bis Majefty, and flxMiId ever oalre 
<> good, to the uctermoft, with their Lives and Fortnncf. 

T o this Petition ( the Matter whereof finding a gicaeral 
concurrence, there was the lefs Debate, and ContradiAton 
upon the Manner of expreffion ) being ient to the King to 
Tark \ and, in the mean time, all preparations bet«g fiifpettled 
for the neceftary relief for IreUmd , infooMch at #itk the 
Votes ( which were preiently printed ) againft the Kill's 
Journey, there was likewiie an .Order printed to difcoun^ 
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the Adventmeh from bripgiog in their Money; the which« 
though it had no approbation from either Houfe, and feem'd 
to be angrily interpreted by them, and the Printer was or- 
der'd to be found out and punifhed, yet did whoiely ftoptbat. 
Service; and by the no-eoquiry, or puniQiment of that bold- 
nefty appcar'fl to be done by defign ) his Majefty fpeedily re* 
tttiiied this Anfwer. 

^That he was ib troubled^ and aftontOied to find thac^ Ki*^^ 
^onexpeAed recepticHu and mifunderftandingof hisMeffiige^?'"'"'*'; 
« coDoeming his Irifti Journey, that ( b.ing fo much difap- *^,Xt!"^ 
^pointed of the Approbation, and thanlcs he looked for to land. ' 
^ that Declaration ) he had great caufe to doubt, whether it 
^^ were in his power, to fay, or do any thing, which would 
^ not ML within the like interpretation : but he faid, as he 
^ had, in that MeOag?, called God to Witnefs the fincerity 
^ of the profeffion of his only ends for the undertaking that 
^ Journey ; fo he muft Appeal to all his good Subje<^s, and 
^' the whole world, whether the reafons ailedeed againft that 
** Journey, were of Weight to iatisfy his underftanding j or. 
^theCounft^l, prefented codiflwade him from it, were tuM of 
^ that Duty, as was like to prevail over his Afledions. For, 
^ the refolving of lb great a bufincfs without the Advice of his 
^ Parliament, he faid, he muft remember them, how often,' 
^^ by his Meflage, he made the fame ofler, if They (hould ad«> 
^vue him thereunto; to which they never gave him theieaft 
^^ Anfwer; bur, in the late Declaration, told him, that they, 
^ were not to be fatisfy'd with W ords : fo that he had reafon 
" to conceive, they rather avoided, out of r gard to his P^r- 
^fon, to give him Counfel to run that hazard, than that they 
^^di&pproved the inclination. And, he a&ked tbem^ whac. 
"greater comfort, or fecurity the Proteftants of Chriftendom 
"could receive, than by feeing a Proteftanr King venture, and, 
"engage his Perfon for the Defence of That Religion, and 
" the Suppreffion of Popery? towhichhefolemnly protefted,' 
^' in that Me&ge, nev-r to grant a Toleration, upon whac 
^* pretence foever, or any aboiinon of any of the Laws There 
" in force againft the Profcflbrs of it. And, he Cid, when 
'* he oonfidered the great calamities, and unheard of cruelties,' 
*' his poor Proteftant Subje As in that Ktngdom had under-^ 
" gone for the fpace of near, or foil fix Months ; the growth^ 
^ and increafe of the ftrengch of thok barbarous Rebels ; and 
"the evident probability of foi reign fupplics, if they were. 
" not fpeedily fupprefled ; the very flow fuccours hitherto. 
"fent them from hence: ihatche Officers of (evcfal Regi-, 
"ment, who had long time been allowed entertainment. 
•f from them for that Service^ had notraifed any fupply, or, 
" fuccour for that Kingdom ; that many Tioops of Hoi/e. had* 
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" btig kid near abetter untranfpoited ; that the Lord Lieute- 
'* Dane of Irehmdy on whom he relied principally for the con- 
"duft^ and managing of Affairs there, was Aiilin this King- 
^ dom, notwithftanding his Majefty's earoeftneis exprefled, 
^chac he (hould repair to bis Command : and when he con- 
<^ fider'd the many and great fcandals raifed upon himfcif by 
^report of the Rebels, and not fufficientiy difcouncenaoced 
•* Here, notwithftanding fo many profeflions of his Majefty ; 
^ and had fecn a Book, lately printed by the Order of the 
''Houfe of Commons, entituled a Remonftranceol divers re- 
^ markable paflages concerning the Church and Kingdom of 
'* IreUmd^ wherein forae Examinations were fet down ( how 
** improbable or impoflible focvcr J which might make an im* 
" preflion in the mindd of many of his weak Subje<^ : And 
laftly, when he had duely weighed the diflionour chat would 
perpetually lie upon this Kingdom, if full an<j fpccdy relief 
were not dilpatched thither ; his Majefty could not think 
of a better way to difcharge his Duty to Almighty God, for 
" the defence of the true Proteftaiit Religion, or to manifeft 
^'hisA^^&ion to his three Kingdoms, for their preiervation, 
than by engaging his Perfon in that expedition, as many 
of his Royal Progenitors had done , even in Forreign 
Parts, upon caufcs of Lefs importance and piety , with 
'^ great Honour to themfelves, and Advantage to this King- 
*^ dom. And therefore, he expelled at leaft Thanks for fudi 
''inclination. 

^'FoR the danger to his Perfon, he faid, he conceived it 
'^ neceflary, and worthy of a King, to adventure his Life to 
^ prcferve his Kingdoms ; neither could ic be imagined that 
'* ne would fit ftill, and fufilr his Kingdoms to be loft, and 
«' his good Protcftanc Subj.As co be Maflacre'd, without ex- 
» pofing bis own Perfon co the utmoft hazard for their relief 
*' and preiervation ; his life, when it was rooft pleaianc, being 
''nothing fo precious to him, as it was, and (hould be,togo> 
" vem and preferve his People with Honour, and Juftice. 

/'For an encouragement to the Rebels, becaufeofthe 
''Reports they raifed, he faid, he could not conceive, that the 
"Rebels were capable of a greater tjrrour, than by the Pre- 
•' fence of their Lawful King, in the head of an Army, co 
"chaftife them. Befides, it would bean unfpeakafale advan- 
tage to them, if any report cf Theirs could hinder him 
from doing any thicg, which were fie for him to do» if fuch 
report were not raifed : that would quickly teach (benu ia 
this Jealous age, to prevent, by fuch reports, any other rer- 
fons coming againft them, whom they had no mind (hould 
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*' wbofe advantage was a principal motive ( next the reafons 
*^ before mentioned ) to him, fliould (o much miftake bis pur-, 
'^pofe; whofe intereft he conceived muft be muth improv- 
*^ ed by the expedition he hopcd^ by God's bleffing, to ufe ' 
'Mnthat Service; that being the moftprobabL way for the 
'^ fpeedy Conqueft of the Rebels, their Lands were fi^d« 
^*entJy fecured by Adtof Parliament. 

*'He coIdhinK he thought himfelfoot kittdly ufed^ that 
'^ the addition of to few Men to their Levies ( for a Guard to 
''his Peribn in Ireland) fliould bethought fit for their re- 
'' fofal ; and much more, that having ufed fo many cautions 
'' in that Mel&fie, both in the fmalnefs of the i^umber ; in 
^' his havinE raited none, until their Anfwer ; in their being 
^* to be raifed only near the place of fliippiog ; in their be- 
" ing There to be anbed, and that not till they were ready 
<< to be fliipp'd y in the provifion, by the Oaths, that none 
^* of them Ihould be Papifts ( ^11 which were fumcient to de- 
^' ftroy all grounds of Jeaioafy of any Force intended by them 
^'inoppofition to the Parliament, or favour to .any Malig- 
'' nant Party ) any fufpicion flxnild ^ notwithftanding y bie 
''grounded upon it. 

"Neither, he faid, could it be underftood, that when 
" he recommended the managing of that War to Them, ^e 
" intended to exclude Himfelf, ur not to be conarned in 
" their Counfels, that if he found any Expedient ( which, in 
" his confdence and underftanding, he thought neceflary for 
" that great work ) he might not put it in pradice. He cold 
" them, he looked upon them as his great Council, whoie ad* 
^' vice he always had , and would , with great regard and 
" deliberation, weigh and confider : but he looked upon him- 
"felf as neither deprived of his Underftanding, or devciled 
" of any Right he had, if there were no Parliament fitting. 
"He£ud, be called them together, by his own Writ and Au- 
" thority ( without which they could not havemet ) to give 
*' him nithfol Counfel .about his Great Afiairs y but he rc« 
^' figned not up his own Intereft, and Freedom y be nevqi* 
^' fubjeded hiinielf to their abfolute Determination ; He had 
*' always weighed their Counfels, as proceeding from a Body 
'^intnnhd by htm ; and when he had diflented from them, he 
" had returned them the feafons, which had prevailed with 
^ his coofcieoce and underftanding, with that Candour, which' 
^ a Prince Ihould ufe towards his Subjedls ; and that Aficfti« 
^ on, which a Father could exprels to his Children. What 
^application had been ufed torefttfy his Underftanding by 
^ ReafonSy or what Motives had been given to perf wade hi# 
^ Afleftioas, he would leave all the world to judge. And 
f^lkn* be&id^ he muft tell them, bowfoever a Msijor pare 
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^ trS^ bind Tbem in matcer of opiatbo, he held Himfelf 
^^-(aodhewasfiife the Law and Cooftkuuon of the King-> 
^^•<kxn: hod always hcU the ianie ) at free to difiDnr, till & 
^Reaibn was conviocedy for the General Good, at if they 
^<:had ddiveredNo opinion. 

^FoR his Jooniey ic ielf, he told them the draunftsuicef 
^ of their Petition were fiu^ at he knew not well what Ao- 
^fwer to return, or whether he were beft to give Any ^ 
^^ that part which pretended to carry Reafon with it, did no 
^' wav iktisfy him ; the Other, which wat rather Reprchenfioa 
^^ana Misnace, than Advice, could not fiagger him. His 
^^ Anfwer therefore wat, that he (hould be very glad to find 
*^tbe work of Irelmtd fo eafy, at they feem'd to think it; 
^^ which did not fo appear by any thing known to him. when 
^^ he fent hit Meflage : and though he would never remlc, or 
'^he unwilUog, to venmre hit Perfon^ for the Good and Sofe- 
^^ty of hit People, he wat not fo weary of hit life, as to ha- 
'^zard ft Impertinently^ and therefore, finoethey (eem'd to 
^' b^e received Advenifementsof (broe late, and great fuc- 
^'ceOcs in that Kingdom, he would ftay ibme time lo fee the 
'^ event of thofe, and not purfue his refolution till he had 
^^ given them afeccmd notice: but, if he foutul the miferabie 
'^qoudition of hit poor Subjeds of that Kingdom were doc 
'^fpeedUy relieved, be would, with God't AflSfiaooe, vific 
'^ them with fuch Succours, at his Particular credit and inte« 
^' reft could fupply him with, if They refilled to Joyn wid^ 
^' him. And he doubted not but the Levies he (hould make fin 
^' which he would obferve pun&ually the former, and all other 
'^cautions, as might beft prevent all Feart and Jealoufies jand 
^^ to ufe no Power but what was Legal ) would be fo much 
'^ to the fatisfadion of hit Subjeds, at no. perfon would dare 
^ prefume to^refift hit Commands ^ and if they (hould, at their 
^ Peril be it. hi the meantime, he hoped hit forwardneit, 
^fo remarkable to that Service, fhould be notorious to all the 
*^ world; and that all fcandals, laid on him in thatbufioe&y 
*^ (hould be clearly wiped away. 

** H E told them, he had been fo careful that hb Journey 
^ into Irelimd (hould not interrupt the proceedings of Par- 
**liamenr, nor deprive hitSubjedltofanv Afts of Ju{I:toe,or 
" further Ads of Grace for the real benefit of his People, diac 
^^be had made a.free ofier of leaving fuch power behind^as 
"(houldnot only be neceilary for the Peace and Safety of 
"the Kingdom, but fully provide for the happy progrcft of 
^^the Parliament: and therefore he could not but wonder, 
**fince fuch power had been always left here, by Commini* 
"on, for the Government of this Kingdom, whco his Proge- 
f^nicors hadbwCnoucof thaf..mej duiing the (kting of Parlu- 
y ^^merns; 
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^ments; and fince themlelTes defired chac fuch a f)o^(rer 
^ mighc be kft here by his Majefty, ac his laft going into Scot^ 
^*lgmd^ what Law of the Land diey had now found, to dif- 
^penfe with them bom fubmittiiig to fuch Authority, legaUy 
^ derived from him, in his abfence ; and to enable cl^m to 
^^govem the Kingdom by their own meer i^thoricy. 

^FoR his lecum to Lamdomj he (aid, he had given them 
^ Co fill! AnTwers ia his lace Dedaratton, md A^wcrs that 
'^ he knew not what to add to, if they would not proride for 
'^hia Security with them, nor agree to remove to another 
^^ place, where there might not be the &me danger to his Nfa- 
^ jefty. He toU them, he expeded, that (fincc he had been 
'^fo particular m the cauies aixl grotuidf of his Fears) they 
^ fliottld have ient htm word, that they had puUiflied fach 
'^ PedaratJona agiinft future Tumults and unlawful Aflem- 
^t^iea, and taken fuch Courics for the fim)fefliog Sedidoug 
*^ Pamphlets and Sennons, liiat his Fears or that kind might 
'^bekidafide, before thevfhould pre£; fats return. 

^'To conclude, he told them, he could wtfh, that they 
^^ wouM, with the fkme ftridsieis and feTcritv, weigh and cxa* 
^miiie their Me0ages, and Expreffions to him, as they did 
** thofe they fcoeived from him. For he was very oonfi- 
^denr, that if they examined his Rights and Privileges, by 
^* what his Predeceflors had enjoyed ; and their own AddreT- 
^'iea, by the ufoal cour&s obferyed by their Aaoeftors; they 
^ would find many Expreffions in that Petitioa;warrsmtcd only 
^'by their owi^ Authority ^ which indeed he ^bore tp take 
^^ notice of, or to give Anfwer to, left he ihould be tempted, 
^ in a juft indignation , to evprefi a greater padjon, than 
^^he was yet willing to put on. God in his good ciine, be 
^' hoped, would fo inform the hearts of all tus Subjefia, tha( 
^ he Oiould recover from the mifirhtef, and danger of that dir 
^'ften^r; on whofe good pleafure, hefaid, ihc would wait 
^' with all Patience, md Humility. 

F &o M this time the purpofe was never cefimied of his Mar 
jefty*8 Perficnial Expedition into Tre/anJ, and fo they wcm 
freed from that appreheniion. The truth is , that Counfel 
for }m Mayefty's Journey into Irelaml was very faddairiy 
taken, and communkatea to very few, wichont confidcratiot^ 
of the objeftions, that woald natundty arifc agzinft it ; and 
was rather refolmi as a probable Stratagem, to compofe the 
two Honfes to a better Temper and Sobriety, upon the Apr 
p iehe oC on of the King^s ablenioefjromthem^ osdxhe incon- 
veniencies that might thence enfue, tlian fuficiently confix 
der»i and <tigefted for Execution. For none were more vio- 
ieiu againfl it thai they who fervcd ehe JCing moft faithfully 
a in da ilou&$i win, ia thie King% abfenoe^ aai after iuch ^ 
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Grant of the Militia, as was then ofier'd, looked upon them- 
felves as facrificed to the Pride and Fury of ihofe, whole in- 
clinations, and temper had begot the Confufions the^ com- 
plained of. But if it had been fo duely weighed And con- 
lulted, and Men fo dirpofcd, that it might have been executed, 
and the King had taken a fitCounctJ; and Retinue about him, 
it would at that time, have been no hard matter fpeedily to 
have reduced Ireiand; and by the Reputation, aad Authority 
of chat, the other two Kingdoms might have been contain- 
ed within their proper bounds. But, as it fell out, the Over- 
ture proved difanvantageous to the King, and gave the other 
Party new caufe of Triumph, that they had plainly Threat- 
en'd him out of what he pretended to have firmly refblved 
to do; which difadvantage was improved by the other Pro- 

EDGcion, that attended it, concerning the Militia. For the 
ill; lent by the King upon that Argument, brought the bufi- 
nefs again into Debate ; and, though nothing was concluded 
upon it , the King was a iofer by the Propoficion though 
not fo much as her fear'd he ihould have been, when he f^w 
his Journev into Irelaml defperate; upon the fuppofitioa of 
which, he had only made that tender. 

T H |c Bill fent by the King, and preferred to the Houfe^ of 
Peers, by the Atturney General, granted the Militia, for one 
year, to the Perfons hrft nominated by the Houiet in their 
Drdinanoes Co his Majefty; and made thoTe Perfons, in the 
Execution of thit Truft, fubjcd to the Authority of his Ma- 
jefty, and the two Houfes jointly, whilft his Maiefty was 
within the Kingdom; and, in his abfence, of the two Houles 
only. What alterations, and amendments they made in it 
before they returned it again for the Royal Affent,- will bcft 
appear by the King's AnfWer, which he fent to them at the 
time of his refiifal to pais it; which was, 
ifiiiUjc/l,*i "That. he had, with great deliberation and patience, 
^ejfm^e ft ^^ Weighed and confider'd (as ic concern'd him much to weigh 
*•!* Hcufti « the cbnfequences of every Law before he palled U) their

^'as if he were not Vigilant enough for the Publick Safety, 

^.and Icfl he fhould be thoughc ids Confhmt in his Refolu- 

^ tions, and that Bill to be the fame he had fent to chem» he 

^^thought fit to give them, and all the World, particular fi-.

^' tisfa&ion, why he could not, ought not^ rouft not pafi 
'^that Bill, being the firft publick Bill he bad refufcd this 
'^Parliament : and therefore, he told them, he muft complain, 
** that having exprefled himfcif fo clearly and particularly to 
*'them in that po.nt, they fliould prefs any thing upon him, 
** which they could not but forefee he muft refufe; except he 
^' departed from thofe Refolutions, grounded upon fo much 
^reafon, he had ib earneftly before acquainted them with, 
'^and ag^inlt which they had not given one Argument to fa- 
<* ci^fy his judgement. 

^^ H E told them, he was pleafed, they had declined the 
^ unwarrantable courfe of their Ordinance ( to the whidi, he 
^ was confidenr, his good Subiefts would never have yielded 
'' their confent ) and chofen that only right way of impofing 
'^ upon the People, which he would have allowed but for the 
^ Reafons following : 

'^Hfi laid, he had refufed to confent to their Ordinance,' 
^ as for other things, {o for that the power was put into the 
'^Peribns nominated therein by direction of both Houfes of 
^^ Parliament, excluding his Majefty from any power in the 
'^difpoGtion, or execution of it together with them : He had 
'^ then adviied them, for many Reafons, that a Bill fhould be 
^^ prepared ; and after in his Anfwer of the z6t^ of Jddrch to 
^^ the Petition of both Houfes, he had told them, if fuch a 
'^ Bill (bould be prepared with that due regard to his Majefty, 
^ and care of bis People, in the; limiration of the power, and 
'^ other ctrcumftances, he ihould recede from nothing he 
** formerly exprefled. 

'^W H AT paCfed ( enough to have difcouraged him from 
'^ being further SoUicitous in that Argument ) after his foil, 
''and gracious AnfV^ers, he was content to forget. When 
" he refold on his Journey into Ireland^ fo that by reafon 
''of his abicnoe, there might be no want of fettling that 
" powers befides complying with their Fears ; he ient, toge- 
" Cher with a Me(£ige of that his purpofe, a Bill for fettling 
"the power for a Year; hoping in that time to return to 
" them, and being fure that, in much lefs time, they might 
" do the bufinefs, for which at firft they fecm'd to denre this ; 
" which was, that they might fecurely confider his Meffige 
'* of the aotli of January laft. By that Bill, which he fcnt, he 
" confented to thofe Names they propofed in their Ordinance, 
" and to the limitation of die power ; provided, that himfelf 
" fliould not be able to execute any thing but by their advice \ 
" and, when he (bould be out of the Kingdom, the (ble Exe- 
"cution to be in them; with many other things, of fo Arbi- 
" trary, and undrcamlcribed a power, that he ftiould not have 
'^conienced to» but with reference to the abfence of his own 

114. "Perfon 
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' ^^ Perfefl out of the Kingdom ; And thought it the more (iifier- 
*^al>le, in refped the time was but for a Year. Whether thii 
'^ Bill, they had fenc to him to paft^were the (ame^ the World 
*« would judge. 

<^ He iaid) they had, by that Bill tendered to faisMajeftv, 
^' wichouc taking notice of him, put the Power of the whole 
j^^ Kingdom, the Life and Liberties of the Subjeds of all de- 
^^ grees^ and qualiciet:, into the hands of particular Men, for 
f^ two Years. He asked them, if they could imagine bm would 
^^ cruil fuch an Ab(olutc Power in the hands of particular 
*^ Perfons, which he had refufed to commit to both Hoofes 
"of Parliament? Nay, if tlie Power itfelf were not too Ab- 
"foiuce, too Unlimited, ro be committed into any priv«te 
f' Hands? Whether S^ Jpim Hatham'a high Infoleiice Ihewcd 
'^Um noc, what he might exp.t^ from any Exorbitant Legal 
^* Power, when he, by a Power not warrantable by Law, dorft 
^^ venture won a TreafonaUe dtfobedience? But his Mqefty 
!^' would willingly know, and indeed fuch an account ia ordi^ 
^ nary Ctvilicy, he faid« he might have expeAed, why he 
^' was^ by that Ad, abfolutely Excluded from any rower, or 
^ Audiority, in the Execution of the Militia. He iaid, furc 
^^ their Fears and Jealoufies were not of fuch a Natine, as 
*^ were capable of no other Remedy, than by leaving htm no 
^ Power in a point of the greateft Importance } in which God, 
^^ and the Law, had trufted him Solely, and whidi he had 
^^been contented to Share with them by bis own Bill, by 
'^putting it, and a Greater, into the hands of particular Sot^- 
^^ jefis. He asked them, what all Chriftian Princes would 
l^^cUnk of him, after he had paiTed fudi a Bill? How diey 
^ would value his Soveraigncy ? And yet, he (aid, fbre His 
f' Reputation with Forretgn Prince^ was Ibme ground of ihetr 
^'Security. Nay, he was confident, by that time they had 
^^ throughly coofider'd the poflibk contequencse of that BiU, 
^^ upon Themfelves, and the reft, of his good Subjefts, they 
f^ would all give'him Thanks for not ooniL-ntina; to it : fiad- 
^Mog their Condition, if it (hould have paffi», would odt 
^^have been fo pleafing to them. He cold them, he hoped 
^ that Animadverfion would be no breach of their Privileges* 
^^Inthat throng of bufinefs and di&emper of A£ftions,it 
^ was podlble, Second thougfhfs might {Ardent fomewhat to 
''their Ccnfiderations, which efcap^ them before. 

** He remembered them, that he had paflcd a Bill, this Par- 
**liamcnt, at their entreaty, concernmg theCaptiyes of ^^ 
^'^//r/, and waved niany obje^ohs of his own to thecon- 
^^trary, upon information that the bu&nefs had beeo many 
" Months cortfider'd by them ; whether it proved iuitable to 
^' (heir intentions, or whether tUcy had not, by bwe private 
''■-•,'■■•••• • "Orders, 
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^Oxdea^ fu&eiided cfaot Ad of Partiaaieiic ^K>n vieiir of the 
^ mStakeSi thefloTelves beft knew ^ u likewife^ what other 
^ great alterations they had made upon other Bilk, pafled thi« 
^ SeffioD. He told them, he couM not pa& over tlie putting 
^ their Names out of that Bill, whom before they had re<- 
f^ commended to him in their Ordinance, not thinking fit, k 
^^ feem'd, to truft tbofe who would obey ao Guide but the 
'^Law of the Land (he imagined they would not wiih he 
^'flkxtki in his eftimation of othera follow that their Rule ) 
^'aad the leaving our, by fpecial provifion, the prefent Lord 
'' Nfoyor of lAwdm^ as a Perfon in their disfavour ; whereat, 
5* he 6id, he maSt tell them, his demeanour had been fudb<^ 
^ chat the City, and the whole Kiq^dom, was beholding to 
^ him for his example. 

^To condude, he faid, he did not finid hiinfelf poflefied 
5< of fuch m excels of Power, that it was fit to transfer, or con- 
'' (ent it flKNild be in other Perfons, as was diredked by that 
^'Bill; and therefore, he (hould relv upon that Royal Right 
^ and JttiiCliftioQ^ which God, Una the Law had given him, 
^ for the £ippreffing €£ Rebellion, and refifting Forret^ In- 
*^ vafion i which had preferved the Kingdom m the time of 
*^all his Anceflors, and which, he donbted not, but he iliould 
'^ be aUe 10 execoie. And, not more for his own Honour 
^ jmd Rights than for the Liberty and Safety of his People, he 
^ could not confent to faSk that Bit}. 

T H o u GH no Sober Man could deny the redfonableneis of 
that Anfwer, and that there was indeed fo great a difierence 
between the Bill fent by his Majefty, and that prefented to 
him from the two Houfea, that it oould not foberly be ima- 
gined he woaM confent to it; yet, it had been better for bis 
Msgefty, that the firfk Overture firom humfeif had never been 
made; it giving new life, fpuit, and hopes to them; and 
they makinc dK People believe (who underfiood not the dif-* 
ferenoe, and knew not the King's Pleafure, fignify'dby both 
Houfes of Parliament,, was in efieA the Pieafure of both 
Houfes without theKmg) lhathisMaief^y now refofed to con* 
fent to what faimieif luul oflbr^d, and propofed ; whilft his 
own Party ffor fo tfaofe begun now to be called, who pre- 
(ervVl their Duty, and AUegiattce entire ) was as much troa- 
bied to find fo Sovenugn a Power of the Crown oQer'd to be 
parted with to the two Houfes, as was tender'dtQ them by 
the King's own BiU; and that it waspofliUe ft^r his Majefty 
to recede fiom his firmeft Refoli^es, even in a pciint, that 
would not natnratty admit of the leaft diviiion , 'ox dimi*

TfiK King, b&tig well plea&d that be hadgme throi^h 
aw: of ^his K^fcAudons, apd not^much troubled at the anger 
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it bad produced, and finding his Court full of Perfons of Qua- 
lity of the Country, who made all cxpreffi()ns of Afic&ioo 
and Duty, which tliey thought would be moft acceptable to 
him, refolv'd to undertake another Enterprife, which was of 
more importance, and which in truth was the fole roociTe of 
bis Journey into thofc parts. The great Magazine of Armes 
and Ammunition, which was left upon the disbanding the 
Army, remained ftill at Httiiy and was a nobler proportion 
than remained in the Tower of Ijmdcny or all other his Ma- 
jefty's Stores ; and there had been formerly a purpofe to have 
fecured ih? (ame by the Earl of Nfw Cafile's Piefence there, 
which had been difappointed, as hath been before mention'd, 
and St Jfbm HotJbam lent thither to look to it: who was now 
there only with one of the Companies of the Trsun'd- bands ^ 
and fo the King refolved that he would HiEnfetf make a 
Journey thither, with his own ufual Train ; and being there, 
that he would ftay there, till he had fecnred the ^ace to 
him. This was his purpofe; which he concealed to that de- 
gree, that very few about him knew any thing of it. 

AssooN as it was known that his Majefty meant to refide 
in Tcrkj it was eafily fufpeded , that he had an Eye upon 
that Magazine ; and therefore they made an Order in both 
Houfcs, ^'That the Magazine flK)uId be remold from Hi£ to 
^^ the Tower ; and Ships were making ready for the Tranf- 
portation ; fo that his Majefty could no longer defer the exe- 
cution of what he dcfigned. And, being p^rfwaded, by 
foroe who believ'd thtrnfclves, that if he went thiiher. It 
would neither be in Sr Joha HHbop^s Will, nor his Power, 
to keep him out of that Town; and that, being poflefled of 
fo coniidcrabie a Poft, and of the Magazine there, he flxxikl 
find a better temper towards a Modcft and Dutiful Treaty ; 
his Majefty took the opportunity of a Petition prefented to 
him by the Gentlemen of Ttrk-Jbin (who in truth were 
much troubled at the Order for removing the Magas^toe from 
HuU'y and were ready to appear in any thing for his Ser- 
vice ; in which, " They defined him to caft his Eye, and 
** Thoughts upon the fafcty of his own Perron,and his Prtncelv 
^MiTue, and. that whole County ; a great means whereoT, 
^^ they faid, did confift in the Armcs, and Ammunition at 
'' HuU^ placed there by his Princely care and charee ; and 
^* fince, upon general apprcbeafioos of dangers from l^orrcign 
^^ Parts, thought fit to be continued : and they did very car- 
^* neftiy befeech him, that he wouM take fuch oourie, that it 
^^ might ftill remain there, for the better fecuring thoTe, anl 
" the reft df the Northern parts. Hereupon, he refblv'd to 
go thither himfelf ; and, the night before* he feot his Son 
the Duke of Tarky who was lately arrived from Bktmmd^ 

aooompanicd 
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Mcompanied with the Prince EleAor, thither^ with Tome other 
Verfims of Honour; who knew no more, than that it was a 
Journey given to the Pleafure, and Curiofity of the Duke. Sr 
JdmH^ftmrn receiv'd them with that Duty, and Civility that 
becaiBe him. The next morning early, the King took Horfo 
from Tork^ and, attended with two or three hundred of his 
Servants, and Gentlemen of the Country, rode thither $ and, 
when he came within a Mile of the Town, ient a Gentleman 
to Sr Jolm H&tham^ ^^ to let him know that the King would 
'^rhat day Dine with him ; with which he was ftrangely fur- 
priiedy or feem'd to be fo. 

The Man was of a fearful nature, and perplexed under'* 
fianding, and couM better rciblve upon deliberation than on 
a fuddain; and many were of opinion, that if he had been 
prepared dextroufly before hand, and in confidence, he would 
have conformed to the KiQg's Pleaiixre; for he was Mailer 
of a Nobie Fortune in Land, and Rich in Moneys of a very 
ancient Family, and well Allied ; his Afl^dions to the Go- 
vemmem vjry good ; and no Man left defirnl to fee the Na- 
tion involved in a Civil War, than He : and^ when he ac- 
cepted thislmptoyment from the Parliament he never ima^ 
gined it would engage him in Rebellion; but believed, that 
the King would find it neceflary to comply with the Advipe 
of his two Houies; and that the preferving that Magaa^ie fix>m 
being poflbfled by him, would likewife prevent any poffible 
rupture into Armes. He was now in great Confufion ; and 
calling fbme of the chief Magiftrates, and other 0£Bcers to- 
gether toConfult, they perfwaded him, not to fufler the King 
to enter into the Town. And his Majefty coming within an 
hour after his Mefleng. r,found the Gates (nut, and the Bridges 
drawn, and the WalkMann'd ; all things being in a readii^ 
for the reception of an Enem f- S' J^hn IMham himfelf fipom 
the Walls, with feveral proieffions of Duty, and many ex- 
preffions of Fear, twUiog his Majefty ^ that be durft not open 
^^ the Gates, bdfig intrufted bv the Parliament ; the King 
told him, ^ that he believ'd he had no Order from the Parlia- 
^* m^nt to (hut the Gates againfl him, or to keep him out of 
'^ the Town. He replied, "that his Train was (b great, that if 
^^ it were admitted, he (hould not be able to give a good ac- 
" count of the Town. Whereupon the King ofier'd " to en- 
^^ter with twenty Horfe only, and that the reft ihould ftay 
^without. The which th- Other refufing, the King defired 
him ^' to come to him, that he might confer with him, upon 
^' his Princely word of fafecy, and liberty to return. And 
when he excufed ffimfelf likewife from that« his Majefty told 
him, ^ that as this Ad of his was unparallerd, (o it would 
'^produce fome notable Eficft 9 that it was not poffible for 

"him 
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^^himto fit down by fuch an Indigoky, but thtt be would 
^^itmnediaDely Proclaim him Traitor , and pfooeed andnft 
^ him as fach j that this Difobedieiioe of his would probably 
^^ bring many Miferies upon the Kingdom, and nwai lo6 of 
*^ Blood ^ all which might be prevented, if he perfbnn'd the 
^' Duty of a Subjed ; and therefore adyifed nim to cUnk 
^ fadly of It, and to prevent the necedary growth of fi> many 
^'Calamities, which muft lie all iq)on bis Conlcienoe. The 
Gentleman, with mudi diftra&ion in his looks, talked oon- 
<iiledly of the <' Truft he had from the Parliment; then fell 
on his knees, and wiihed, ^'that God would bring Caiifu6Qa 
''upon Hhn, and His, if he were not a Loyal and Faithful 
^'Subjeft to his Majefty; but, in oondnfion, phdnly denied 
*^ to UxEkr his Majefty to come toco the Town. Wfaevouony 
the Km^ canfed htm immediately to be Pkodaim'd a Trai- 
tor; whi:^! the Odier reociv'd with fome e i p iefl G ons of Uo- 
duttfulacTs and Contempt. And fo the Kio^, afcer the Duke 
of tm^f, and the Prince Eledor, with their Retinue^ woe 
oomeout of the Town, where they were kept fome iioan, 
was forced to retire that night to Bemrlfy four Milet (ran 
chat place; and the next day returned to Mky foU of 
Trouble , and Indignation for the Affiont he had receiv- 
ed; whidi He foreUw wpqki produce a very gre^ dndof 
Mfichief. 
TfcfX^Mj'/ The King lent an Exprefs to the twoHouleswJtliaNfeC' 
^e[fsx» f jage, declaring what had pafled ; and ^ that S^ JwkmititUm 
t/ZcIrT^' ^^ j«fti^y'diiis Treafon andDifloyaky, by pretence of an 
rz ^HuTl' '* O' dc*" ^^^ Truft from Them ; which as He could not pro- 
^^duce, fo, his Majefty was confident. They would not 
'^ own ; buc would be highly feafible of the Scandal be ind 
^MaiduponThem,asweilasofhisDifloyah7to UsMagefty. 
^ And cherefore he demanded Jofttoe « them auhift him, 
*^ according to Law. Tiie Houfes had heand before of the 
Kinff 8 going out of York thither, and were in terrible ^pre- 
henhon thar he had poflefled btmfelf of the Town 4 and that 
S' John itutlbmm (for they were not confident of him, as cf a 
Man of their own FaithJ by Promifes or Mences, had given 
np the place to Him ; and, with this appreheafion, tbcy were 
exceedingly dejedk^d ; but when chey heard the trach, and 
found that Hull was ftill in their bands, they were cmlty 
exalted, magnifying their trufty Gorernoui^s Faith, and Fide- 
lity againft the King. Iqthe mean time, the Gentlemen of 
the North exprefl&d a marveUous fenfe and paffion on Ms Ma- 
jefty 's behalf; atid oftir'd toraife the Force of theCbunty to 
fake the Town by Fore \ But the King chofe, for many Rea- 
fons, to fend again \o the Houfes another MeflB^e, in wMA 
he told them, 

*«That 
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^ That He was fo much oonoern'd in the undutifiil Af- HkMMjify't 
^ front ( tnAodigoicy all his good Subjeds muft difdain in his ficmd m«/i 
^^bduJf) he had received fromS' J^lrn Hvtham ac H»U^ chac^^'^''"^ 
^ he was impadenc till he receiv d Juftice from them ^ and ^^*J^' 
^ was compelled to call again for an Anfwer, being confi- Hall." 
^dent, however they had beenfo carefbl, though without his 
^^ coofent, to put a Garrifon into that his Town, to fecure it, 
^^ and his Magazine againft any Attempt of the Papifts, that 
^^ they never intended to difpofe ^ and maintain it againft 
"Him, their Soveraign. Therefore, he required them tbrch- 
^ with ( for the bufinefs would admit no delay) to tal^ fome 
" Speedy courfe, that his faid Town and Magazine might be 
" immediately delivered up unto him ; and that fuch feve^e ' 
^ezemcj^ proceeding? (bould be againft thoie Perfoos, who 
^' hid €m'd that infupportable Aroont and Injury to him^ 
^as by the Law was provided ^ and, till that Ihould be done, 
" he would intend no bufinefs whatfc)ever, other than the bu« 
"fine6 oilteUnd, For, he faid, if he were brought into a 
" condition fo much worfe than any of his Subjeds, that, 
^ whilft They all enjoyed their Privileges , and might not 
^ have their Profeffions difturbed, or their Tides queftioned, 
" He only might be fpoilcd, thrown out of his Towns, and 
^ his Goods taken from him, it was time to examin how he 
*^ had loft thofe Privileges^ and to try all poffible ways, by 
^ the help of God, the Law of the Land, and the Ad&fiioa 
^' of his good Subjefis to recover them , and to vindicate 
^^ himfelf from thofe Injuries ^ and , if he (hould mifcarry 
'^ therein , he (hould be the firft Prince of this Kingdom, 
^ which had done fo, having no other end but to defend the 
^'cruc Proteftant Rdigion, the Law of the Land, and the li- 
^ berty of the Subjeft ; and he defired God fo to deal with 
^^ htm, as he continued in thofe Refolutions. 

Instead of any Anfwerto his Majefty upon ihcfe two 
Meflages, or (adly confidering how this breach might be 
made up, they immediately publifli ( together with a ckclara- 
tion of their former jealoufes of the Papills ; of the Malignant 
Party; of the LordDjg^ys Letter intercepted ; of the Earl of 
A^nu-C^iSr^s being fenc thither, upon which they had firft fenc 
down a Govemour, and put a Garrifon into JhU) foveral 
Votes and Refolutions, by which they Declared, 

^ T H A T S' T^bn Hotham had done nothing but in obcdi- 
**ence to the Command of both Houfesof Parliament, and 
^ that the Declaring of him a Traitor, being a Member of 
"the Houfe of Commons, was a high breach of the Privilege 
"ofParliamenr, and being without duj procefs of Law, was 
^< againft the Liberty oftheSubjed, and againft ihe Law of 

**che Ltiid. 
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A H D hearing at the faice time, thac a I^etter oomiag fiom 
HuB CO chem the night after the King's being there, bad been 
intercepted by fome of his Majefty^ Servants, they declared 
^ that all fuch interCw'peing of any Letters fent to Them, was a 
<< high breach of the Privilege of Parliament, which by the 
^^Laws of the Kingdom, and the Protcftation, they were' 
^ bound to defend with their Lives, and their Fortunes, and 
^* to bring the Violator thereof to condign PuniQiment. Thea 
they ordcr'd, that the Sheriflg, and Juftices of the Peace of 
the Counties of T&rky and JJncobiy and ail others his Maje^ 
fty's Officers, (hould fupprefs all Forces, that Ihould be raifed 
or gathered together in chofe Counties, either to force the 
Town oiHMj or ftop the paOages to, and from the ^me^ or 
in any other way to diflurb the Peace of the Kingdom. All 
which Votes, Orders, and Declarations, being printed, and di- 
ligently difperied throughou: the Kingdom before any Ad- 
drefs made to his Majefly in Anfwer of his Mef&ges, and 
coming to his View, the King publiflied an Anfwer co tbolb 
Votes and Declarations, in which he faid : 
Hk Mjj«- ''Since his gracious Meflagesto both Houlesof Parlia- 
jh'' A»fmr^ ment, demanding Juftice for the high and unheard of Af- 
uthiD0- rr front ofifer'd unto him, at th.* Gates of H«B, by S'J^lm 
w^X* " Bfthamy were not thought worthy of an Anfwer; bat thac 
«tiiMfM>^ '' inftcad thereof, they had thought fit, by their printed Votes, 
HolL ^ CO own and avow that unparallel'd AGt to be done inobe- 
"dienoe to the Command of both Houfes of Parliaoaenc 
( though at that time he could produce no fudi Command) 
and, with other Refolutions againff his proceedings there,' 
'^ to publifli a Declaration concerning that buiine&, as an Ap^ 
" peal to the People, and as if their intercourfe with his Ma- 
jefty, and for his iatisfaAion, were now to no more pur- 
pofe ; though he knew that Courfe of theirs to be very 
unfuitable to the modefty, and duty of Fonner tinoes, and 
" unwarrantable by any Precedent , but what Themfelvcs 
'^ had made ; yet, he was not unwilling to joy n iflue with them 
^ in That way, and to let ^ the world know, how necefl^ 
^ry, juft, and Lawful all his proceedings had been in thac 
^ M)int| and that the Defence of thofe proceedings, was the 
^ Defence of the Law of the Land, of the Liberty, and Pro* 
^' perty of the SubjeA ; and that by the fame Rule of loflice 
** which was nowofier'd to him, all the Private intereft, and 
** Title of all his good Subie&s to all theur Lands and Goods, 
^ was confounded and dcitroyed. He remembered them,thac 
'' Mr Pym had (aid in his Speech againft the Earl of Str^^-^ 
^'fird ( which was publiOied by Order of the Commont 
^Houfe ) the Law is the iafeguard, the Cuftodyofallpri* 
'^vate Intereft, your Honours, your Lives, yoiur Liberties 
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^^ and Eftatee are all in the kcepkig of che Law > without this 
''every Man bach alike Right to any thing. And he faid, 
'^ be would fain be Anfwer'd what Tide any SubjeA of his 
''Kingdom had to HlsHoufc and Land, thiatHehad not to 
" bis Town of HuB} Or what right any Subje^ had to his Mo- 
" ney, Plate, or Jcwwis, that his Majefty had not to his Ma- 
^' gazine, and Munition there ? If he bad ever fuch a Title, 
" belaid he would know, when he Loft it? And if that Ma-> 
"gazine and Munition, bought with his own money, were 
"ever His, when and how that Property went out of Him? 
" He very well knew the great and unlimited power of a 
'^ Parliament ; but he knew as well, that it was only in that 
" IbnTe, as He was a Pare of that Parliament j without Him, 
"and againft Hisconfenr, the Votes of either or both Hou- 
" ks together, mud not, could not, fliould not ( if he could 
" help it, for the Subjects fake, as well as his own) forbid any 
" thing that was cojoyn'd by the law, or enjoyn any thing 
" that was forbidden by the Law. But in any fuch alterati- 
<^ on, which might be for the Peace, and Happinefs of the 
^' Kingdom, he had not, ihouid not refufe, to confent. And 
"he doubted not, but that all his good Subje&s would cafily 
^'di/cjm, in what a milerable Infecurity andConftifion, they 
" muft nece(&rily and inevitably be, ifDefc nts might be al- 
" tex^d y Purchafes avoided ; Aflurances and Conveyances can* 
" celled y the Sovcraign Legal Authority defpifed, and refift- 
*' ed by Votes, or Orders of Either, or both Houfcs. And 
" this, he /aid, he was fure, was his Cafe at HuBi and as it 
^' was His this day, by the fame Rule, it might be Theirs to 
" Morrow. 

"Against any defperate Defign of thePapifts, of which 
^ they diicourfed fo much, he had fufficiently e||to'e(Ied his 
''Zeal, and Intemions ^ and fliould be asforwara toadven* 
" ture his own Life, and Fortune, to oppofe any fuch defigns 
" as the meaoeft Subject in his Kingdoms. 

"For the Malignant Party, he faid, as the Law had not, 
'^ to his knowledge, defined their condition, fo neither Houfe 
" had Prcfented them to his Majefty, under fuch a Notion, 
"as he might well underftand, whom they intended^ and he 
" ihouid therefore only enquire after, and avoid the Malignant 
" Party, under the QiaraAer of Perfons dibSedocd to the 
" Peace, and Government of the Kingdom, and fuch who^ 
^ negledting and defpifing the Law of the Land,had eiven them- 
" (elves other Rules to walk by, and fo difpenfed with their 
" Obedience to Authority ^ of thoie Perfons, as Deftruftivc 
"to the Common- wealth, he fliould take all pol&ble cautioo, 

"Why any Letters intercepted from the Lord Digtym 

^ wherein He mencion'd a retreat to a place of Safety, flKxild 
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^^ hinder him from vifidng his own Fort,, and how he had 
«<oppofed any ways of Accommodation with hi« Parliament, 
^'and what ways, and Overtures had been oflfer'd in Avway, 
^< or like any defire of fuch Accommodation; or whether his 
'^ MeflaKc of the twentieth ofjmuary laft, fo often in vain 
^' pre^ by him, had not (offidently ezprefled his eam::ft de- 
^ure of it, he (aid, all the world (hould judge; neither was 
'^ it in the power of any Perfons to incline him to take Armes 
^' againft his Parliament, and his good Sabjefts , and miler- 
^^ ^bly to embroil the Kingdom in Civil Wars. He had given 
'^ fufficient Evidence to che world how much his AflfeSions 
^^abhQrrcd, and how much his heart did bleed at, the appre* 
*' hcnfion of a Civil War. And, he faid, God and the World 
*^ muft judge, if his Care and Induftry were not, only to de- 
*^fcnd and proteft the Liberty ofthcSubjed, the Law of the 
^^ Kingdom, his own juft Rights ( part of that Law ) and his 
^^ Honour much more precious than his Life : and if, in op- 
^^ pofition to thefe, any Civil War (hould arife, upon WhcSfe 
^^ account the Blood, and Deftrudtion that muft follow, moft 
^^ be call : G6d, and his Own Confcicnce, cold him, that He 
*^ was clear. 

*^FoR Captain Ltgs being fent heretofore to ffidT, or for 
^^thc Earlof^Tev-Cff/^i^'s being fent thither bv his Wamnc 
'' and Authority, he faid. he had asked a queftion long agOj 
^^ in his Anfwer to both Houfes concerning die Magazine at 
^^ ttitty which, he had caufe to think, was not eafy to be An- 
^^ fwer'd i Why the general Rumour of the de6gn of Pajnfts, 
^^ in the Northern Parts , ftiould not be thought fiifficienc 
<^ ground for hisMajefty to put fuch a Perfon ofHonour^ 
'^ Fortunc^and unblemiflied Reputation, as the Earl of Nfw^ 
" Cafile wa^ known to be, into a Town and Fort of his own, 
''where his own M^g^^inc lay; and yetthe(ame RuoEKxir 
'^ be warrant enough to commit the fame Town and Fort^ 
*^ without bisconfenr, to che hands of SrjFi^ihs H^&ns, with 
^ fuch a power as was now too well known, and underftood ? 
'^ How bis rcfufal to have that Magazine renooy'd, upon the 
^'Petition of both Houfes, could give any advantage againft 
'' him, to have it taken from him, and whether it wtfs aRe- 
'^ fufal, all men would eaGly underftand, who read his Ao-^ 
'^ fwer to that Petition ; to which, it had yet not been thooghc 
^^ fit, to make any Reply, 

"For the Condition of thofe Perfons, who prefented the 
" Petition to him at Tork ( whom that Declaration cali'd, kfo^ 
^* few ill Affed d Perfons ab>ut the City of Tork) to coo* 
^^tinue the Magazine ntHull; he faid, he made no dbubc^ 
** but that Petition would appear to be a'tefted, both in Num- 
^^ bcr, and V/eight, by Pcifon^ of Honour and Int:grity, sad

•^ nouch more coiwer£int with the Afifedions of the whole 
"Country, chanmoft ofthofe Petitions, which had been rer 
^ oeiv'il with (b much Confent, and Approbation. And for 
*' the Prefumption of interpofiog If heir advice, his Majcfty 
^ cbe more wondered at than exception, when fuch encourager 
** meot had been given, and Thanks declared to Multitude^ 
''of mean, unknown People, Apprentices, andPorter$, who 
«* had accompanied Petitions of very ftrange Natures. 

''For the manner of his going to ILtBy he faid, he bad 
''dearly kt forth the faooe, ju his Mdlage tQ both Houfefi 
"of cbatbufincfi; and for any Intellieence given to S^Jpiu 
" Htfiam of $ui JatenciOn to deprive Him oif his Life, as he 
" kaew there was no fuch intention in him , having given 
" him all poffible Aflurance of the fame, at his being there, 
" ib he was confident, no fuch Intelligence was given, or if 
" it weie^ it was by fome Villain, who bad nodiing but Mar 
"lice, or Defign to fright him from his due Obedience^ and 
" Sr ysifas Ifytbam had all the reafon to aflfure himfelf, that 
"his Life would be in much more danger by refufing to ad- 
" mit his King into his own Town and Fort, than by yield- 
" ing him that Obedience, which he ow'd by his Oaths of 
" Auegiance and Supremacy, andtheProteftation, which he 
" knew was due and warrantable, by the Laws of the Land. 
" For the Number of his Attendants, though that could be 
" no Warrant for fuch adifobedience in a Subjcft, he faid, 
" it was well known ( as his Majefty had ezprefled in his 
" Me(&gc to both Houfes^ to which Credit ou^t to have 
" been given } that he ofiter'd to go into the Town with 
" twenty Horfe only, his whole Train being Uqarm'd ; aud 
" wboibever thought that too great an Attendance for his 
" Majefty, and bis two Sons, had fure an intention to bring 
him to a meaner Retinue, than they would yet avow. 
"Here then, he faid , was his Cafe, of which all the 
World (hould judge: his Majefty endeavoured to viGt a 
Town, and Fort of his own. wherein his own Magazine 
lay i a Subjedt, in defiance ot him, Oiurs the Gatds againft 
" him y with Armed Men redfts, denies, and oppofes his En- 
"cr^uicej tells htm, in plain terms, heftiould noc come in. 
"^ He faid, he did not pretend to underftand much Law, yet in 
" the point of Trealbn, he had had much Learning taught him 
" this Parliament ; and if the fenfc of the Sicatute of ihe ayih 
*' Year of JEApiir^f thelll. chgp. x. were not very differing 
" from rhe Letter, S' J^hn Hothains ASt was no le(s than 
'^ plain High Treafon : and he had b^en cqncempubly ftupid, 
" if he had after all thofj ciicumftanccs of gra^-v and Favouf 
" then ftiewM to him , made any fcrupk to proclaim him 
"Traitor. And whether he were (b, f^x no, if he wcu!d 
Vol.1. Parti. Kk "render 
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<^ render himfclf, his Majefty would require no other Trial, 
*• than that which the Law had appointed to every Subjeft, 
« aod which he was confident he had not, id the leaft degree, 
^< violated in thofe proceedings; no more than he had done 
*^ the Privilege ofPariianaent, by endeavouring, in a juftway, 
*' to challenge his Own unqueftionablc Privilege*. So thar, 
** in fuch a Cafe, the declaring him Traitor, being a Member 
** of the Houfe of Commons, without procefs of Law, Oiould 
^'b^ a breach of Privilege of Parliament ( of which he was 
** fure none extended to Trcafoii, Felony, or breach of Peace) 
*' againft the Lib:;rty of theSubjcftj or againft the Law of the 
*' Land, he muft have Other Regions than bare Votes. He 
** faid , he would know if S' John JUtham had , with the 
*^ Forces by which he kept him our of his Town of HbU^ pur- 
** fued him to th^ Gates of Tork , which he might as legally 
** have done, whether his Majefty muft have ftayed from 
<* declaring him Traitor till Procefs of Law might have ifliied 
** againft him ? Would Fears and Jealoufiesdilbenre with ne- 
^ ceffiry,and real Forms? And muft his Majefty, whm aAual 
" War IS levied upon him, obferve Forms \^hich the Law it 
** felf doth not enjoyn ? The Cafe, he faid, was truly ftatcd, 
*' let all the World judge ( unlefs the mere fitting of a Parlia- 
^^ ment did fufpend all Laws, and his Majefty was the only 
^^ Perfon in England againft whom Treafon could not be com* 
** mitted ) Where the fault was j and whatfoevcr courfe he 
** (hould be driven to for the Vindication of that his Privi- 
^ lege, and for the Recovery and Maintenance of bis Imown 
'^ undoubted Rights, he doth promife, in the prcfence of 
'* Almighty God, and as he hopes for his Bleffing in his Sue- 
^' cefs, that he would, to the utmoft of his power, defend and 
^* mamtain the true Proteftant profeflSon , the Law of the 
''Land, the Liberty of the Suhjed, and the juft Privilege, 
** and Freedom of Parliament. 

** F o R the Order of Afliftance given to the Committee of 
" both Houfcs, concerning their going to HnUy he faid, he 
*' (hould fay no more, but that thofe Perfons, nanied in that 
*' Order, he prcfum'd , would give no Commands , or his 
** good Subjcdls Ob:7 other , than what were warranted 
** by the Law ( how large and unlimited focver the Diredioru 
** are , or the Inftrudttons might be ) for to that Rule he 
"(hould apply. his ownAftions, and by it, require an Ac- 
^' count from other men ^ and thit all his good Subjeds might 
^ the better know their duty in matters of this Nature , he 
" wiilicd them carefully to perufe the Statute of die nth 
** Year of King Henry VII. 0&. i. He faid. he would con- 
*^ elude with M'Pyw's own words : If the Prerogative cfrhe 
^ King overwhelm the Lib;:rry of the People , it wiJi be 
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^'turn'd to Tyranny ; if Liberty undermine the Prerogatives 
^^ ic would grow into Anarchy, and fo into Confufion. 

Besidks their Declaration, Votes, and Orders in the 
juftification of S' John Uotham^ for his better Encouragement^ 
&ndfora ground of liis Son's rcfidence at UsJl^ in whom they 
had in truth a firmer Confidence than in the Father^ they 
Order'd, ** That if, by any Force or Accident, S' Jom flb- 
'< thsm ihould lofc his Life, or Othefwife die in that Service ; 
^' that his Son ihould fucceed him in the Government; and 
having thus declared themC'lves^ they thought fit at laft to 
fend fom'e particular Anfwer to the King upon that bufineis; 
which they were the rather incUntd to do, th^t under that 
pr^itenoe, they might fend down aCommicrce of their owd 
to refidc at Xork^^ whereby th v might receive cdnftant Ani- 
madverfions of what happeo'd, and what was dcfign'd, and 
their Friends, and bependeilts in th^it large, PopuJou5, and 
Rich County, bs the better confirm'd in their Aflcdions, 
and Devotions to them \ and, to that purpofe, they fent down 
the Lord Howard of Efirigg^ the Lora Pasrfax^ Sr Hug^ 
d^My ( a faft friend to Sr Jokm Hotbam ) Sr PJbiSf StafUtoVy, 
who had likewife married Atham's Daughter, and Sr Harrf 
cMmlj^ who preiented their Anfwer in writing to his Ma- 
jefty } the which, being of a Mould unufual» and a Dialcdf 
higher and rougher than even themfelves had yet ufed, I 
have thought fit Xfi infeft in the fame words ic was deli* 
vered; thus.

** YooR Maieily may b^ pleaied rounderftand, that We,rb# ^»yai«^ 
« your Great CduncU, finding manifold evidences of the?^'**'^*''* 
«« wicked Counfels, and Pradticesof forare in near Truft* and;;;;^,^;^ 
** Authority about iTou, to put the Kingdom into a Com- M^ntftfi 
** bullion, Dy drawing your Msjefty into places of ftrength, tm ULif^iH 
*^ remote from your Parliament, ana by exciting your People '•"^"i 
** to Commotions, under pretence of Serving your Majefty"""* 
^ againft your Parliament, left this Malignant P^rty, by the* 
^^ advantage of the Town, and Magazine at HnU^ mould be 
*^ enabled to go through with their mifchievous Intentions • 
^'did^ in difcharge oft he great Trull thadics upon us, and 
*' by that Power which in Cafes of this Nature refides in us« 
«< Command the Town of UuU to be fccured by a Garrifon of 
^'theadjoyning Train'd-bands, under the Government of S' 
*^Jolm tStbam ^ requiring him to keep the fame for the Ser- 
^ yigt of your Majcfty and the Kingdom : wherein We have 
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** done nothing contrary to your Royal Soveraignty in that 
" Town, or Legal Propriety in the Magazine. 

'*Upon confidcration of S' 7^fo» Htf/*«w*s proceedmg at 
**your Majefty's being there. We have upon very good 
"ground, adjudged, that he could not difcharge the Tnift, 
*^ upon which, nor make good the end, for which he was 
" pJaccd in th * Guard of that Town atid Magazine, if he had 
'' let in your Majefty with fuch Counfellors, and Company as 
** were then aboijc you. 

*^ Where FORE, upon full Refolution of both Hoofes, 
** We have declared S' Johv Hotham to be clear from that 
" odious Crime of Treafon ; and have avowed, that he hath 
'^ (herein done nothing but in obedience to the Conmiand of 
" both Houfes of Parliament i afluring our felves that, upoa 
*' mature Deliberation , your Majefty will not interpret his 
*^ obedience to fuch Authority to be an Afiront to your Ma- 
"jefty, or to be of that Nature, as to require anyjufbioe to 
" be done upon him, or fatisfaftion to be made to your Ma- 
** jefty ; but chat you will fee juft caufe of joyning with your 
** Parliament, in preferving and fecuring the reaceof the lung* 
"dom ; fuppreffing this wicked and Malignant Party; who, by 
*^ fiilfe colours, and pretenfions of maintaining your Majefty^ 
** Prerogative againftthe Parliament (wherein they fully agree 
'* with the Rebels in Ireland) have been the caufes of all cur 
" Diflcmpcrs, and Dangers. 

"For prevention whereof We know no better remedy, 
^< than fettling rhe Militia of the Kingdom, aoooiding to the

" tton of deferring, or declining the validity, or obiervance 
** of that Ordinance, which paft both Houfes^opon your Ma- 
'* icfly's former rcfufal : but Weftill hold, that Ordinance to 
"be cffcfiual by the Laws of this Kingdom. And Wc (hall 
"be exceeding glad, if your Majefty by approving thcfe our 
*^ juft, dutiful, and neceflary proceedings, (hall be pleaicd to 
*^ entcrrain fuch Counfel, as We aflure our felves, by God's 
** bleffing, will prove very advantageous for the Honour, and 
"Grcatnefsof your Majefty'; the Safety, and Peace of your 
*^ People j araongft which. We know none more likely to 
^^ produce fuch good cftcfts, than a Declaration from your 
*^ Majefty of your purpofc to lay afide all thoughts of going 
*' into Ireland^ and to make a fpeedy return into thcfe parts, 
'^ CO be near your Parliament. Which as it is our rcoft num* 
'' ble dofire, and earneft Petition, fo fliall it be (ccondcd wuh 
*^ our moft dutiful Care for the Safety of your Royal Per- 
*'(bn, and conft ant Prayers, that it may prove Honourable, 
'^ and Succefsful, in the Happinefs of your Majefty^ and all 
*' your Kingdoms. 

To 
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T o this Anfwer, with all formalicv delivered to hisMajcfty 
by the Committee, the King returD'ci 1 quick Reply : 

"That he had been in good hop^, that the rcafon, why ^''^^i'J^J* 
**they bad fo long dcferrVl their Anfwcr to his Meflagcs con- '^^' 
^cetning HuBj had been^ chac they might the better have 
<c given him iacisfadlion therein, which now added the more 
'^ to his Aftonifliment, finding their Anfwer, after fo long ad«* 
^ vifemeDt, to be of that nacure, which could not but ra* 
'^tber increafe, than diminifli the prcfcnt diftra^ions, if con-* 
"flantly adher'd to by the Parliament. He a$ked them, whc- 
" ther it was not too much, that his Town of Ifull had a 
*' Garrifon put into it, to the great Charge of the Country, 
^^ and inconvenience to the poor Inhobuaots , without his 
*^ Cooient and Approbation, under colour at that time of For* 
^' reipi Invafion, and Apprcheofions of the Popifli Party j but 
'' that DOW the rea(bns thereof Ibould be enlarged with a 
^^ Scandal to his Majefty, and his fnithful Servants, only to 
" bring in the more fpecipus Pretext for the avowing S^ 7^^ 
** H^tKtm's Infolcnce,. and Treafon ? 

^^ H E faid, he had often heard of the great Truft, that by 
" the Law of God and Man, was committed to the King wt 
^^the Defence, and Safctv of bis People^ but as yet he never 
^ underftood, what Truft or Power was committed to either, 
*^ or both Houies of Parliament, without the King ; They 
^^ being fiimmon'd to Counfel, and Advife the King. But 
*^ by what Law or Authority, they poflefs thcm(clvc$ of his 
*^ Majefiy's Right and Inheritance, he was conifident, that as 
'^ they h^ not, fo they could not (hew. He told them, that 
*' he had not mtherto given the leaft interruption to Publick 
'^Jufttce^ but they, rather than fufier one of their Mem- 
'^bers, to come (b much as to a legal Trial for the bigheft 
^* Crime, would make ufe of an Order of Parliament to coun* 
'^tenance Treafbn, by declaring him free from that guilr, 
^^ which all former Ages never accounted other; afid that 
*^ without Co much as enquiring the opinion of the Judges ; 
^^ for he was confident, they wouki have mentioned their opt* 
^^ nion, if they had asked it. 

'^Thee£POR£ he expedcd, that upon furtbcr^nd better 
^^confideration of the great, and necdf&ry confequence of the 
'^bufinefsof Htfff, analerioufly weighing, how miich it did 
'^coQcerD the Peace and Qinetof the Kingdom^ they wouU^ 
'^ without further inftance from his Maieftyy give him full, and 
« fpeedy Juftk:e againft S^ Jalm Hotham. And, be faid, he 
^ would leave aR his good People to think, what hope of 
" Juftice there was left for them, when they Rcftifed, or Dj- 
^^iayed to give their ownSovera<gn fatisfs^lion. And, as he 
^^ hid ake^y (aid^ till that lliouJd be dpnc, be would in^ 
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^< tend no bufinefs ' whatfoever other than that of Ireland- 

** A N D he faid, he likcwife expeded that They would no: 

f'put the Militia in execution, until they eould (bew htm 

"oy what Lawth^y had Authority to do the f^me, wichouc 

'. ** his Confenr j or if they did, he was confident, that be fhould 

'^ find much more obedience according to Law, than thry 
'' would do againft Law. And he (hould efteem all thofe, 
"who fhould cA)ey them therein, to be difturbers of the Peace 
^ of the Kingdom ; and would;^ in due Seafon, call them to a 
f* Legal account for the fj^me. 

"Concerning his return, he told them, he never heard 
**thac the flandering pf a King's Government, and his faith- 
**ful Servants, the refufing ot him Juftice, and tn a Cafe of 
"Treafon, and thefeekingto take away his undoubted and 
*^ Legal Authority, under the pretence of putting the King- 
^dom into a pofture of Defence, were Arguments to induce a 
**King to come near, or hearken to his Parliament. 

The King difpatched this Anfwer the fodner, that the 
Country might be freed from the Impreffion, the ^refence and 
Adivitjr of the Committee made in them ; but when he de- 
liver'd it to them, and required them to make all convenient 
haft with it to the Houfes, they told him, ** They would 
**fend it by an Exprefs, but that thcmfelves were required, 
** and appointed ftill to refide at York, The King told them, 
^^tbat he liked not fuch Super vifors near him, and wi(hed 
"them to be very careful in their carriage j that the Country 
** was vifibly then ycry well affefted ; and if he found any 
"declenflon, he well knew to whom to impute it; and 
"(hould be compelled to proceed in another manner againft 
"them, than, with reference to their Perfons (for they were 
ftll then reputed Moderate Men, and had not b^en thought 
difaflefted to the Government of Church, or State) " heftould 
" be willing to do. They Anfwer'd with a fullen confidence, 
" that they (hould demean themfelves according to their In- 
^^ ftruftions ; and would perform the Truft repofed in them 
•* by the two Hou(es of Parliament. Yet fuch was the ticklilb- 
ne/s of the King's Condition, that, though it was moft Evi* 
dent that their coming, and ftaying there was to pervert, and 
corrupt the Loyalty, and AfifeAions of thoie pans, and to ffl- 
iufe into them Inclinations contrary to their Allcgianoe, ir was 
aot thought Counfellable at that time, either to commit them 
to Prifon, or to expel them frotn that City, or to inhibit them 
the freedom of his own Court, and Pre(cnce ; and fo they con- 
tinued, for the fpace of above t Month, in T»ri, even in de- 
fence of the King. 

The Militia was the Argument, which they found made 
deepcft impreflion in the People, being totatty ignorant wbt 
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it wof, or what the confeauence of it mi^ht be^ and.lb be- 
lieving whacibever they told them ooQceroing it. And there- 
fore they Refolv'd to arive that Nail home ^ and though, for 
wane or their Imminent Danger, and during the time of the 
King's Treaty, and Overture of a Bill, they had forborn the 
ex. cution of their Ordinance ; yet the frequent Muftcrs of Vo- 
lunders wichouc Order, almoft in all Countries, by the bare 
Authority of their Voces, gave them fufficient Evidence how 
open the People were to their Commands : at leaft how unpre- 

gtred Authority was to refill, and oppoi^ them : and there* 
re, after the King had difplaced theu- two Favourites, an4 . 
refuCed to pafs the Bill for the Militia, and Sr Jokn Hotham 
had refufcd to let the King come into the Town of HuUy and 
They had juflify'd him for fo doing, they prepared a Declara- 
tion concerning the whole State of the Militia^ ^ the Refolu- 
tioaof the Lords and Commons upon that mattery in which 
they {aid, 

"That holding it neceffary for the Peace^ and Safety ofTkt'DecUZ 
"the KiBgdom, to fettle the Militia thereof^ they had, for J^T^^^J* 
** that ptnpofe, prepared an Ordinance of Parliament, and with ^JLr iA»' 
^^ all humility oad prefented the fame to his Majefty for his MiUti*, 
'^ Royal A6fcnt. Who, notwithftanding the feithful Advice May/ 1^ 
*' of his Parlianient, and the feveral Reafons offcr'd by thenq, 
** of the neceHlity thereof for the fecuring of his Majefty's Pei;- 
^' foo, and the Peace and Safety of his People, did rejfufe to 
^' give his Confent i and thereupon, they were necefllratedy 
** in diicharge of the Truft repofed in them, as the Repre- 
'^ fencative Body of the Kingdom, to make an Ordinance, 
<<by the Authority of both Houks, to fettle the Militia, 
'^warranted thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land : 
*' that his Majefty, taking notice thereof, did, by feveral McP- 
"fcges, invito them to fettle the fame by Aft of Parliament; 
'^ amrming in his Meflage fenc in Anfwer to the Petition q( 
" both Houfes, prefented to his Majcfty at Tork^ March ^6. 
*^ that he always thought it ncccflary the fame fliould be fee- 
'^ tied, and that he never denied the thing, only denied the 
** Way i and for the Matter of it, took exception only to the 
'* Preface, as a thing not ftanding with his Honour to con- 
*^ feat to; and that Himfcif was excluded in the Execution, 
'^and for a time unlimited ; whereupon the Lords and Com* 
^' mon5, being defirous to give his Majefty all fatisfaftion thaC 
** might be,even to the leaft Tittle of Form and Circumftance^, 
■* when his Majefty had pleafed to ofier them a Bill ready 
*' drawn, had, for no other cau(c, than to manifcft their 
"hearty Afieaion to comply with his Majefty*s defires, and 
" obtain his confent* entertain'd the fame, in the mean time 
<<no way declining tneir Ordinance: and to exprefi their earncft 
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^^ Zeal to correipond ^ith fais Majefty's defiret f in all thingi 
^^that might confift with the Peace, and Safety of the King- 
**dcmj, and the Triift repofed in them ) did pali that BiU, 
** and therein ortiitted the Preamble inferted before the Or- 
** dinahce j limited the time to lefs than two Years; and coo- 
^' fined the Authority of the Lieutenants to thcfe three parti- 
*'culars, Namely, Rebellion, Infurredtion, and Forrei^In- 
*^ vafion ; and returned the fame to hit Majefty for his Royal 
^* A (Tent ; but all thefe expreflSons of AffiSioo and Loyalty, 
*^ all thofe defires, and earneft endeavdurs to comply widi his 
^* Majefty, had, to their great grief and forrow, produced no 
*^ better Eflfefts than an abfolute denial, even or that whidi 
**his Majefty by his former Mefl&ges, as they conoeived, had 
^*promifcd: the Advice of evil and wicked Councils reoeiv- 
" ing ftill more Credit with hiffl, than that of his Great Cbun- 
^^cil of Parliament in a matter df (fa high Importance, that 
^' the Safety of his Kingdom, and Peace of his People, de- 
**pendedupdh it. 

"But iiow, what nrluft be the exceptions to that Bill ? Not 
^' any (lire that were to thb Ordidahce j for a care had beeo 
^' taken to give fatisfaftion in all thofe particulars. Then the 
^ exception was^ becaufe that the dupo(ing and execucioo 
^* thereof was referr'd to both Houfes of Parliament, and his 
*^ Mafefty eiicluded ; and now that, by the Bill, the Power 
^ and Execution was afcertain'd, and reduced to particulan, 
** and the Law of the Realm made the Rule thereof, his Ma- 
**jpfty would riot truft the Per(bns. The Poilirer wac too great, 
^^ too unlimited, to truft them with. But what was that Power.? 
"Was it any other, biit, in exprefs terms, to fdpprcfeRe- 
^^bellion, Infurrertion, and Forreign Inva&on? And who 
*' were thofe Perfons ? Were they not fuch as were nominated 
"by the Great Council of the Kingdom, and Aflented to by 
'^his Majefty? And was it too great a Power, to truft thofe 
** Perfons With the fuppreflion of RebelHoil, Infurredioo, 
^^ arid Fori^cign Invafion ? Surely, they faid^ the nnoft wicked 
*^ of them who advifed his Majefty to that Anfwcr, could not 
*^ fu!?geft, but that it was neceflary for the fefety of his Ma- 
" jefty's Roval Perfon, and the Peace of the Kingdom, fodi 
" a Power mould be put in Tome hands; and there was op 
^^ pretence for exception to the Perfons. They (aid, his Ma- 
'*jefty had, for the ipace of above fifteen years together, not 
^* thought a Power, far exceeding that, to be too great to in- 
*^ truft particular Performs with, to whofe Will the Lives, and 
*^ Liberties of his People, by Martial Laws, were itade Sub- 
*• jeft ; for fuch was the Power gtven Lord Lieutenants, and 
** Deputy Lieutenants, in every County of this Kingdom, 
*f and thi.t without the confjnt of the People, or Authorlry 
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^of Law. But now in cafeof ettreme Neocfflnr, up&n the 
^ advice of both Houfes of Parliaoieot, for no longer fpace 
^ than two yean, a lefler Power^ and that for the. fafecy ol* 
*^ Kins and reople, was thought too great to truft particular 
^ Pcrions with, though named by both Houfes of Parlia- 
^ ment, and approved by his MaiejRy himfelf : and futely, if 
*^ there were a neoeffity to fettle the Militia (which his Maje- 
'^ fty was pleafed to confi^s) the Peribni could not be itiirmr 
^* ed with lefs Power than that, to have it at all etRufblal. 
'^And thePiecedens of former Ages, when there happened ^ 
*^ neoeffity to raife fuch a Power , never ftreighten'd th^ 
^ Power to a narrower oompaib ; witnefs the Commiffions of 
^ Array m feveral Kings Reigns, and often iflued out by tbp 
^ Conient and Authoritv of Parliament. 

''The Lords and CommoDS therefore, intrufted with tbr 
*' Safety of the Kmgdom, and Peace of the People ( whict^ 
^they called God to Witnefs, was their only aim) finding 
^ themfelvcs denied thofe their fo necef&ry and jaft Demand^ 
''and that they could never be difchatged before God or 
''Man, if they fhould fufi&r the Safety of theRtngdcm, and 
** Peace of the People, to be ezpofed tp the Malice of the 
"Malignant Party at Home, or the Fury of Enemies Abroad : 
^ and imowlng; no otiier wav to encounter the imminent, and 
^ approachhis Danger, but hj puttihg the Pedple into a fit 
^ ponure of Defence, did Relolve to put their (aid Ordinance 
" in prdent execution j and did require all Perfbns in Autho- 
^ rity, by vertue of the faid Ordinahce, forthwith to put the 
" fame in execution, and all others to obey it, according to 
'^ the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom in fudi cafes, as 
" they teoder'd the upholding df the true Proieflant ReU- 
^ gion, the Safety of his Majefty's Pierfon, and his Royal Po- 
^ fterity, the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Being of ^is 
^ Comnion- wealth. This Declaration (being in Anlwer to a 
Mef&ge fiioto hisMajefty) was Printed, and« with the ufual 
care and dexterity, difperfed throughout the kingdom, with- 
out fb much as lending it to the King ; and, thereupon. 
Warrants and Diredions iflued into all parts/or oieExercilixig 
the Militia. 

This beinjg the firft Declaration they had in pllin teraai 
publilhed againft the King, without ever communicating it, 
or prdenting it to him, as they had done all the reft, his M»- 
jcfly was the more troubled bow to take notice of it, but 
cohceiving it necefEiry to apply fome Antidote to this i^y* 
fon, the violent otKeradon whereof he had relfon to appre^ 
head, he publilhed a Declaration by w^y of Aiifwer to that 
Pcdaratfoh, in which fa^ faid, 
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3nht JCti^v ''That he very well underftood^ bow much it was be- 
VitUtsum ^ low the High and Roy^ Dignity (wherein Gcxi had placed 
utb^!7 ''^^™) ^^ ^^ nou<;e of, much more to trouble himfelf 
pii^^S ''with Anfweriagy thofe' many Scandalous, Seditious Pam- 
tUrMim, " phlets, and Printed Papers, which were fcatter'd, with fudi 
"great licence throughout the Kingdom (notwithstanding 
his Majc/ly's earnelt defire, fo ofcen in vain prefl^d, for a 
Reformation) chough he found it evident, thattiie minds, 
of many of his weak Subjcfts, had bjen, and dill were poy- 
fon'd by chofc means ; and that fo general a terrour had 
podefled the minds and hearts of all Men, that whilft the 
^'Prefles fwarra'd with, and every day produced, new Trafite 
^againd the cftablifl^ed Government of the Church and State, 
moft Men wanted the Courage, or the Confcience to write, 
or the opportunity and encouragement to (niblifb fiich 
compofed, fober Animadverfioos, as tnighc either preicrve 
the minds of his good Subjeds from fu(± infedion, or re- 
ftore and Recover them, when they were fo infefted : but, 
his Majefty faid, he was contented to let himfelf fall to any 
"Office, that might undeceive his People, and to take more 
"pains that way by his own Pgn. than ever King hail done, 
*' when h« found any thing that fecm'd to carry the Repu- 
tation, and Authority of either, or both Houlcs of Parlia- 
ment, and would not have the fame refuted^ and difpjted 
by Vulgar and Common Pens, till hefiiould be throughly 
informed whether thofe Ads had in truth chat Counte- 
nance and^Warrant, they pretend: which regard of his, 
his Majefty* doubted not but, in time, would recover chat 
due Reverence (the ab&nce whereof he had too much r^ra- 
" fon to complain of j to his Perfon and his Meffiiges, which 
' " in all Ages bad been paid, and, no dpubt, was due to the 
'' Crown of B^glamd, 
"He faid, he had therefore taken notice of a Printed Pa- 
per, Enticufed a Declaration of both Houfes, in Anfwer to 
his JaftMeDTige concerning the Militia, publiflied by Com- 
mand j the which he was unwilling to believe (both for 
the matter of it, the cxprefGons ia it, and the manner of 
publifliing ic) could rcfulc from the confent of both Houfes; 
^ neither did his Majcfty know by what Lawful Command, 
"fuch Uncomely, Irreverent mention of Him could be 
"publifhed CO the World : And, though Declarations of 
that kind had of late, with too much boldnefs, broken in 
upon his Majefty, and the whole Kingdom, when one, 
^' or both Hou(es had thought fit to communicate their Coun* 
"fels, and Refolutions to the People; yet, he faid, he was 
''unwilling to believe, that fuch a Declaration as that couU 
^be publiihed in Anfwer to bis Me(&ge, without voiidi&&V 
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rolled CO fend it Co his Majefty as their Aofwer. Their 
"'buGnefs, for which they were met by his Writ and Aiitho- 
" thoricy, being to Counfel him for the good of his People^ 
''not to write agatnft him to his People j nor had any con? 
«* feot of his Majefty for their long cominuing together en- 
" abkd them to do any thing, but what they were firft funi- 
••mon'd by his Writ to do. At leaft he would believe', 
' ''though mifund^rftanding and jealoufy ( the Juftice of God, 
" he faid, would overtake the Fomenters of that jealoufy, 
"and the Promoters and Contrivers of that mifiinderftaHa- 
" ing ) might produce, to fiy no worfe, thofe very unt9- 
** ward Expreffions, that if thofc Houfes had contrived that 
" Declaracton as an Anfwer to his Meflage, they would have 
" vouchfafed fome Anfwer to the Queftions propofed in his, 
"which, he profeiied, did, and muft evidently prevail over 
"hisunderftanding; and in their Wifdom and Gravity, they 
" would have beenfure to have ftaced the matters of Faft, as 
"fat leaft to ordinary understandings ) might be unqueftion- 
" able ^ neither of which was done by that [Declaration. 

"His Majefty defired to know, why he was by that Aft 
"abfelutely excluded from any Power, or Authority in the 
" execution of the Militia ; and, he faid, he muft app^ to 
"all the World, whether luch an Attempt, were not a great- 
" er and jufter ground for Fear and Jealoufy in Him, than 
" any one that was avowed for thofe Deftruftive Fears and 
"Jealoofies which were fo publickly own'd, almoft, to the 
" ruin of the Kingdom But his Majefty had been told, that 
<* be muft not be jealous of his Great Council of both Houfes 
"of Parliament: He faid, he was not, no more than they 
" were of his Majefty, their King ; and hitherto they had not 
" avow'd any Jealoufy of, or Difafleftion to his Perfon ; but 
"imputed all to his evil Counfellors, to a Malignant Party, 
'<^tbat was not of their minds; fo his Majefty did (and, he 
" faid, he did it from his Soul) profcfs no Jealoufy of his Par- 
"liament, but of fome Turbulent, Seditious, and Ambitiouf 
" Natures ; which, being not fo clearly difcern'd, might have 
"an influence even upon the Aftions of both Houtes: and 
*f if that Declaration had pafled by that confent ( which he 
" was not willing to believe^ he laid, it was not impoflSble, 
"but that the apprchenfion of fuch Tumults, which had driven 
" his Majefty from his City of Londcm^ for the Safety of his 
" Perfon, might make fucn impreftion upon other Men, not 
" able to remove from the danger, to make them Confent, 
'^ot not to own a Dident, in matters not agreeable to their 
"Confeience, or Underftanding. 

"Hb faid, he had mentioned, in that his Anfwer, his dif- 
" like of putting their Names out of cbe Pill, whom before 

"they 
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^thqr reoommended co his Majefty, in their pretended Or- 
^^ dinance;, and the leaving out, by fpedal Provifion, the pre- 
''lent Lord Mayor of LMJam^ to all which the Dcdaracioo 
^^Sbrded no Anfwer ; and therefore he could not fiippofe it 
*^ was intended for an Anfwer to that his Me(&ge , which 
^' whofoever looked upon, would find to be in no degree An- 
" fwer'd by that Declaration j but it inform'd all his Majefty't 
<^ Sat^ds, after the mention with what humility the Ordi- 
^^ nance was prepared, and prefented to his Majaly (z mac* 
^^ter very evident in the Petitions, and Meflages concerning 
^^ it ) and his rcfufal to give hisConfent, notwithftanding the 
"(everalreafons oflfer'd, of the necefllity thereof for the fc- 
*^ curing of his Perfon, and the Peace and Safety of his Peo- 
^^ pie ( whether any fuch reafon^ were given, the weight of 
'^ them, and whether they were not clearly and candidly An- 
** fwer'd by his Majefty, the World would eafily judge ) that 
^^ they were at laft neceffitated to make an Ordinance by Au- 
^' ti^ority of both Houfes, to fettle the Militia, wananted 
*^ thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
'^ Majefty faid, if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
^* have Anfwer'd him, it would have told his good Sabjefis 
^^ what thofe Fundamental Laws of the Land were , and 
^^ where to be found ; and would, at leaft, have mentioned one 
^^ Ordinance, from the firft beginning of Parliaments to this 
'^ prefent Parliament, which cndeavc^d to impofe any thing 
'^ upon the Subjedt without the King s Confent^ for oif fiicfa, 
'^ he faid, all the enquiry he could make could never produce 
^^ him one jinftance. And if there were fuch a Secret of the 
^Law, which had lain hid from the beginning of the World 
^ to that time, and now was difcoverM to take away the 
*' Juft, Legal Power of the King, he wiflied there were not 
*' fome other Secret ( to be difoovcr'd when they pleaicd ) 
^^for the ruin, and deftrudHon of the Liberty of tne SubjeA. 
*'For, he faid, there was no doubt if the Votes of bodi 
^^ Houfes had any fuch Authority to make a new Law, it had 
*' the fame Authority to repeal the old; and then, what would 
'^ become of the long cftabUflied Rights and Liberties of 
^^the King and Subjea, and particularly of Magma cbmrt^^ 
"would be eafily diicem'd by the moft ordinary Undef* 
** landing. 

*' H E faid, it was true, that he •bad ( out of tenderoeft of 
" the Conftieution of the Kingdom, and care of the Law, 
'^ which he was bound to def^d, and being moft afliired of 
^' the unjuftifiablenefs of the preccnded Ordinance) invited, 
^^ and dcfired both Houfes of Parliament to fettle whatfoevcr 
" llK>uld be fitirf that nature by A<2 of Parlianaent. But was 
^^ he therefore obliged to pafs wbatfocver fliould be brougisc 

*'to 
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^ to him of that kind > He did fay in his Anfwer to the Pe* 
*' tition of both Houfes prefented to him at Tori the atf^l* 
'^ of March laft ( and he had faid the fame in other paflafet 
^ before ) that be always thought it necefliry that the bu- 
^^ finefs of the Militia (hould be fettled, and that he never 
** dented die Thing, only denied the Way ; and he faid the 
*^fame ftill; and that fince the many Difputes and Votes, 
^ upon Lords Lieutenants and their Cororoiffions ( which had 
^ not been b^un by bis Majefty, nor his Father ) had fo dif- 
** countenanced that Authority, which for many years toge- 
<< ther was happily looked upon with reverence, and obedi- 
•*cnce by the People, his Majefty did think it Very necei&ry, 
'^ that fome wholefome Law ihould be provided tor that Bu- 
^ finefs^ but he had declared in his Anfwer to the pretend- 
•*ed Ordinance, that he expefted, that thatneceflary Power 
^fhould be firft invefted in his Majefty, before he confented 
^ to transfer it to other men ; neither could ic ever beima- 
^ gined that he would confent that a greater Power Ihould 
^ be in the hands of a Subject, than he was thought worthy 
^^ to be truftcd with Himfelf. And if it (hould not be thought 
^ fit to make a new A& or Declaration in the point of the 
^^ Militia, he doubted not, but he (hould be able to grant fuch 
'^ Commiffions as (hould very legally enable thofe he truftcd^ 
^^to do all Offices for the peace and quiet of the Kingdom, if 
« any diflurbance (hould happen. 

^ But it was faid, he had been plea(ed to oficr them a 
** Bill ready drawn, and that They, to exprefs their eameft 
<' 2kal to conefpond with his defire, did pafs that Bill ^ and 
** yet all thatexprcflion of Afledlion and Loyalty, all that ear- 
^^neft defire of theirs to comply with his Majefty, produced 
^ no better efteft than an abfolute denial, even of what by 
^' his former Meflageshis Majefty had promifcd ^ and fo tbac 




'^ would never have affirmed, that the Bill he had refiifed to 
'^pa(s, was the fame he had fent to them, or have thought 
** that his McflTage, wherein the diflerence, and contrariety 
'^between the two Bills, was fo particularly iet down, woula 
•*be Anfwer'd with the bare Averring them to be one and 
«* tbe fame Bill : nor would they havedeclar'd, when his cx- 
<*ccptions to the Ordinance, and the Bill, were fo notori- 
<^oufly known to all, that care being taken to give farisfai^i- 
<' on in all the particulars be bad eicepccd s^ainftin the Or- 
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^dinaoce, be bad found New exceptions to the Bill ^ and yec 
" that very Declaration confe0edy that his exception to the 
''Ordinance was^ that, in the difpofiog and execution there- 
''of, his Majefty was Included : and was not that an exprefs 
"rcafon, in his Anfwer, for his refufal of the Bdi^ which 
'* that Dcdarauon would needs confute ? 

"But the Power was no other than to fup()re(s Rebdli- 
** on, iDfurredion, andf Forrcign Invafion : and the Pcrfonr 
truilcd, no other than fuch as were nominated by the Great 
Council of the Kingdom, and aOented to by his Majefty: 
and they asked, if that were too Great a power to truft 
'^ thofe Perfons with ? Indeed , his Mijefty faid , whilft 
fo great Liberty was ufed in Voting, and Declaring men to 
be Enemies to the Common- wealth ( a phrafe his Majefty 
fcarcc undcrftood ) andinccnfuring men for their Service, 
" and Attendance upon his Maj^fty's Perfbn, and in his law- 
"ful Commpds, great heid muft be taken into what hands 
^ he committed (uch a Power to fupprefs InfurreAion, and 
*^ Rebellion y and if Infurredlion and Rebellion had found 
'' otlier Definitions than what the Law had given, his Majefty 
'^ muft be fure that no Lawful power (bould Juftify thole De- 
'^''finitions: and if there were Learning found out to make S^ 
"John Hotbams taking Armcs againft him, and keeping his 
"Majefty's Town and Fort from him, tone noTreafon or 
''Rcbelhon, he knew not whether a new Difcovery mifiht 
''not find it Rebellion in his Majefty to Defend HimJelf 
"from fuch Armes, and to endeavour toi'ecover wha,t was 
" fo taken from him } and therefore, he fald, it concern'd hiip, 
** till the known I^wsof theLand were allow'd to be Judge 
" between them, to take heed into what hands he committed 
''fiich power. 

''Bksidss, he asked, whether it could be thought, that 
'' becaufe he was willing to truft certain Perfons, that he was 
''obliged to truft them inWhatibever they were \idllingro 
"be trufted ? He faid, no Private hands were fit fbrfiK^ a 
** Truft ; neither had he departed 'from any thing, in die 
"leaft degree, he hadofi^r'd or promifed before ; though He 
** might with as much reafon have withdrawn hit Truft 
" from fome Perfons, whom before he had acceptdl, as Tbey 
" had done from others, whom they had recommended. For 
" the power which he was charged to have committed to par* 
" ticular Perfons, for the fpacc of fifteen years, by his Com- 
'' miffions of Lieutenancy, it was notorioufly Known that it 
''was not a power created by his Majefty, but continutd 
" very many years, and in the moft happy times this King- 
" dom had enjoyed , even thofe of his renown'd PredeccP 
"fors. Queen f&MMfifr, and his Father of happy memoiyi 
^ "and 
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^ and whateirer Authority had been granted by thole Com* 
« midions, which had been kept in the did forms, the fame 
'^was decenninable at his Majefty's pleafure; ancl he knew 
^ not y that they produced any of thofe Calamities, which 
^^ might give his eood Subjefts caufe to be lb weary of them, 
*^as to run the hazard of fo much Miichief, as that BiU, 
^ which he had refuled, might poffibly have produced. 

^ F o R the Precedents of former Ages in the CommifEons 
'' of Array, his Majefty doubted nor, but when any fuch had 
^^iflSied out, that the King's confent was always obtain'd, and 
^ the Commiflions determinable at His pleafure ^ and then 
^^what the extent of Power was, would be nothing applica* 
** ble to that Cafe of the Ordinance. 

*^ B u T whether that Declaration had refiifed his Majefty's 
'' reafons for his refu&l to pafs the Bill, or no, it refolved, 
"and required all perfons in Authority thereby to put the 
^Ordinance in pretent execution; and all Others to obey it 
^^ according to the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
'* Majefty laid. He, whom God had trufted to maintain and 
" defend thofe Fundamental Laws, which , he hoped, God 
^ would blefs to fecure him, did declare, that there was no 
"Legal Power in either, orbothHoufes, upon any pretence 
** wlStfoever, without his Majefty's confent, to Command, 
** any part ot the Militia of the Kingdom ; nor had the like 
** ever been commanded by cither, or both Houfes, finoe the 
*' firft foundation ofche Laws of the Land ; and that the Exe- 
** cution of, or the Obedience to that pretended Ordinance, 
^ wasagainft the Fundamental Laws of the Land, againft the 
** Liberty of theSubjeft, and the Right of Parliaments, and a 
^ Hi^h Crime in any that (hould execute the fame : and his 
*' Majefty did therefore charge, and command all his loving 
^^Subjcds of what degree, or Quality foever, upon their Al* 
^ legianoe, and as they tender d the p?ace of the Kingdom, 
** from thenceforth not to Mufter, Levy, or Array, or Sum- 
"tnon, or Warn any of xhe Train'd- bands to rife, Mufter, or 
•* March, by Virtue, or under Colour, of that pretended Or- 
*^ dinance : and to that Declaration, and Command of his Ma- 
^jeftv's, hefaid, he expeded and required a full Submiffion, 
^^ and Obedience from all his loving £«ibjefts, upon'their AU 
^ legianccj as they would Anfwer the Contrary at their Pe- 
^^ rib, and as they tender'd the upholding of the True Pro- 
*^ teftant Religion, the fafety of his Perfon , and his Royal 
*' Pofterity, the Peace, and being of the Kingdom. 

Mk>TWiTHSTAMDib7G thcfe (harp Declarations ( infaU 
lible Symptoms of fliarpcr Adions ) which were with equal 
diligence difperfed by either fide among the People, fave that 
tte Agents for the Parliament took as much care. to Supprefii 

the 
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the King's, as to PubUfli ch^ir own, whsieas the King's de* 
6re was that they might be both impartially read and eza* 
mia'd, and to that purpofe always c^ufed thofe 6gm die Par- 
liament to be Photed wich his own. They had the powcf 
pdMl skill to perfwade Men, who, \m by that periwafioo, could 
not have been Seduced, aiiid without &ducing of whom cfaey 
could have made but a very fbrry piogreis in miichief, *^ that 
^ all woold b;: well ; that they were well ailiiied that the 
^^ Kii% would , in the end, yield to what they defired ; at 
^^ leai^, that they ibouid prevail for a good Part, if nor ibr 
^' All) a^d that there (bould be no War : though themfelves 
weV knew, that the fire was too much kindled, to be extii^ 
guiDied without a flame, and made preparations aonotdingly. 
For the raifii^ and procuring of Money ( befides the vaft 
Sums coUeded and contributed for Irel0md, which they dtf- 
burfed very leifurely, the Sulfites for that Kingdom^ not- 
withftanding the importunity and complaint from tbeiioc, 
beiQg not difpatch'd thither , both in mantity and quality, 
with that Expeditk>n as was pretended) they fent out very 
ftrift Warrants for the gathering all thofe Sums of Money, 
.which had been granted by any EUllsof Subiidy, or PoU-Blli ; 
in the coliedion of all which there had been great negligeocf, 
probably that They might have it the more at their own 
diipo&l in their Need ^ b^ which they now recover'd great 
Sums into their hands. 'For the raifing of Men ( though it 
was not Yet time for them to avow the raifing an Army ) 
befides the difbofiog die whole Kingdom to fubjeA them- 
felves to their Ordiqance of the Militia, and, by That, liftii^ 
in all places Companies ofVoluntiers, who would be ready 
when they were called, they made more haft than they had 
done in the Levies of Men, both Horfe and Foot, for the 
relief of Irelsmd^ under Officers chpfen, or approvVl by Them- 
fclves 'y and propofcd the raifing ofan Army apart, of fix or 
eight thoufand, under the Command of the Lord JPtart9m 
( a man veryfaft to them) fovMmff^r^ under the ftylc of the 
Adventurers Army, and to have no dependence upon, nor 
be fubjeA to, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, but only tore* 
ceive Orders from the two Houles, and from aComnviitcc ro 
be appointed by them, which Qiould i^e always with that 
Army: but the King , eafily difeerning theconfequcnce of 
that dcfign, refufed to grant fuch a Commiflion as they de- 

. jir'd^ fo that rhey were forced to be content, only with the 
advantage of New Exclamations againft the King, <^lbr hiiv 

. <^ dcring the Supplies for Irelandy upon the occafion ^ his 
dcnyal of that unreafonable Commtilion, and to proceed in 
;their Levies the ordinary way ^ which thev did, with grear 
Expedition. To confirm and encourage the Fa(lious and 
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Schirmattcal Ptrty of the Kingdom, which thought tfe pftcc 
towards the Reforniatron was noc brisk, and furious enough, 
and was with great difBcolty contained in (b flow a March, 
They had, a lie tie before, publilhed a Declaration : 

**That they intendoi adue, and necflary Reformation^ *^ 
** of the Government, and Licurgy of the Church, and to take ^J^^^^' 
" away nothing in the One or the Other, but what fliould bCeJ^J!Zg i 
^^Evii, andjuftJy Oflfenfive, or at leaft tJnneceflary, ^ndBat" Rfftrwutum 
^' (bei&m J and, for the better eflfcding thereof, fpeediJy to •/ '^ ^: 
** hatre Goofultation with Godly and Learned Divines : and, "'^'^ 
"becaofj that would never of it felf attain the end fought 
"therein, they would therefore uCe th At utmoff endeavours 
*' to eftabliih Learned, and Preaching Minifters, with a good 
^andlufficient maintenance throughout the whcAe Kingdom ; 
"wherein many dark Corners were tf)ifera;bly defticute of the 
" means of Salvation, aod many poor Minifters wanted ne- 
** oeflfcry provifion. 

T H I a Declaration, Printed, and appointed to be publiffied 

bytheSherifl^ in their feveral Counties, in all the Market ' 

Towns within the Kingdom of Eftglandy and Dominion of 

IFrnks^ was not more intended to th j heartning of thofe who 

were impatient for a Reformation f who in truth had fo im* 

plicite a Faith in th^ir Leaders, cha«t they expefti-d another 

manner of Reformation than was publickly promifed ) than to 

the lulling thofj aOeep, who begun to be awake with ths 

appreheofion of thatcoofafion, they apprehended from the pra-^ 

Aice and Ifcence, they faw pra^ifed againft the received Go 

vernment, and I>odrine of the Church ; and to be perfwad- 

ed, that it was time to opipokihix. Cur^jnt. AikI, in this 

pfdjpO:^ Ibey were not dtfappointed : for though this warily 

worded Declara'tioii was evidence enough to Wife men, that 

They iaceml<d> and Logically comprehended, an Alteration 

as great, as has been fince areempted<, and made ; yet to Lazy 

and Qffst men, who could not difcem confequences, and 

were not willing to AiKedate their miferies, by fofpeAing 

worfc was to come than they feir, or faw intBcir View, their 

fears were much abated, and the intentions of tlie Parliament 

feem'd noc (o bad, as they had been told by fdme that they 

were : and ^ this very Declaration of a due Reformation to 

be made of the Government of the Church, and the Litur* 

gy, woidd, a year before, have given great Umbrage an<f 

Scandal to the People, when, generally, there was aduefub- 

miffion to the Government, and a fingular reverence of the 

Litnsgy of the Church of J&^^£»yi^ foNow, when there was 

a Genera] foar and apprehenfion inculcat jcf into them, of a' 

purpofe utterly to fubvert rhe Government, and utterly tor 

isdx>Jilh die Liturgy, they thought the taking away nothing m 
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rbeOne or the Other, but what Qiould be Eiril^ andJufUy 
ofFjnfive, or, at leaft, Unncccflary and Burthenibm. wa« an 
cafy CompoGcion ; and fo, by degrees , they fuSbrd them- 
felves to be Itill prevailed on towards ends they extremely 
abhorred^ and wnac acfirftfeem'd Piophane and Impious to 
them, in a little time appeared only Inconvenient ; and what, 
in the beginning, they thought matter of Confdenceand Re- 
ligion, fnortly after thjy looked upon, as fomewhat rather 
to be wiDicd than pofitively Infifted on; and oonfequently 
not to be laid in the balance with the Publick Peace, which 
they would imagin to be endanger'd by oppofing the (enfe 
tbac then prevailed ; and fo, by Undervaluing many particu- 
lars ( which they Truly eileem'd ) as rather to be con&ntcd 
to, than that ihc general fliould fufl^, they Brought, or Suf- 
fered the Publick to be brought to all the fufferiqgs k fince 
. underwent.

it was Argument onough againft him, that he was Nomi- 
nated by a Perfon in whom they had no Confidence ^ and 
They only had reputation enough to Commend to tbisCon- 
Cultation, who were known to defire the utter decoolifliing of 
the whole Fabrick of the Church : fo that of about one hun- 
dred and twenty, ci which that A(]tmbly was to confift

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that GDmremion hath not Gnce produced any thing, that might 
DOC Then reafimably have been evpeAed from it. 

But chat which gave greateft power, and ftreogth to their 
growing Fa&ion, was the feverity they u6d againft all thore, 
of what Qpality or degree foever, who oppc^d ch6ir Coun- 
(dij and Procemii^. If any Lord, who bad any place of 
Honour, or Truft nom the King, concurred not with them,* 
thev naide an inquifition into the whole paflages of his Life ; 
and if they coold find no Fault, or no Folly ( for any Levi- 
ty, or Indilaetion, ferved for a Charge) to reproach hitn wieh^ 
it wasenough '^ that they could not Confide in hta : to they 
threacned thie Earl of Psr/iSm^, who with extraordinary vi- 
vacity croflcd their CooTuItations, '^ that the? would remove 
^him fiom hisChaigeand Government of the Ifle ofWighi 
( which at laft they did defkSoy by committing him to Pri- 
ioQ without fo much as afligning a Cau(e ) and to that pur- 
pofe, objoOed all the AOs of good feilowfliipi alt the waft 
of Pbwder, and all the waft of Wine, in the drinhiog of 
Healths ; and other Afts of Jollity, whenever he had been • 
at his Government, from the firfthour ofhia entering' upon < 
it: fo that the leaft inconvenience a man in their Disfimrar . 
was toezpeft, was to have his Name and Reputation ufed^ 
for two or three hours, in the Houfeof Commons with whit 
Licence and Virukncy they pleafod. None weie perfecuted 
with more rigour, than the Clergy^ whereof whofoever pub^ 
lickly, or privateJjr, cenfured their Adions, or fijfpedled then" 
Intentions, was either committed to i>riron, 'Or compelled to 
a chaigeable and long Attendance, as inconvenient a»Ilxipri- 
fonment. And this meafure of ptoceed'wg was Equally, if' 
not with more animofity, applied to thofe, #hi)^ in former 
times, had been looked upon by that Party >s4th moft r eve^ 
nacc. On the contrary, whoever Concurnsd, Voted, and 
Sided with thon, in their extravagant oonclofions, let theii>- 
iam}f of his former life, or prefent praftice be what it would ). 
his mjuftice and oppreffion never fo fcandabus^ snd notori- 
ous y He was reoeiird, coontenanc'd, and prateAed with mar* 
▼eUousdenoonftratioos of Afledion : fo that, between thofiS 
chat Loved them, and tbofe thatFear'd them,-thofe that did 
HOC bve the Church, and thofe that did not love feme Church- 
men ; thofe whom the Court had opprefled, and thofe whd 
had helped the Court to opprefs Others ; thofe Who fear'd 
their Power, and thofe who ftar'd their Juftice ; their Par« 
tywasgrown over the Kingdom, but cfpecially in the City^ 
ittftly I^rmidable. 

1m the mean time, the King omitted no opportunity to 
provide againft the Storai he faw was coming ; and, though 
lir might not Yet owa the appMfaenfioa of that danger b*- 
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mHj ibund himfelf iD,he ocgkded not die provifionofwhat 
he thought moft neoeflary for hif deConce ^ he caxifed all his 
Dedaratidns ,' Meflages y ^d AtiTwerf^ to be iixiuftTiaufly 
communicated jchrOugbout his Doqpdniona ^ of which he found 
^ood cSkSti 9 and , by their recepdon , difcover'd that the 
People imtverOiUy were not ib ^trncGOverably poifon'd, as he 
before bad caisfe to fear ; He caufed prirate intimations to be 
given.'and infinuations to be made to the Gentry ^^ that Their 
*^ preienco would be acceptable to him; and tothofe^ who 
came to bim, b^ picd n^uch gracious ficeedcm, and ezprefled 
all poffible demonftracions, that ho was glad of their Atten- 
dance:^^ that, in a (hort time^ tbettiibrt to Tfri was very 
great i wiy at leaft^ a go0d face:Qf a. Court there. 

B ELY Q KP ihf S^9 thft Q^xtMX was as intent to do Her part^ 
and coq)roViii9 tbajc fo- good Coitoany, as (he heard was daily 
gathered Clt>09ibQT.^Mic the King, ibould not be diflblredfor 
w^am'ofWeapoQADQ defend one another; and therefore, with 
as mudbt ieiorccy^ lai cguld be ufed in thofe Cafes, and in thofe 
piacea \^re ine had fo many Spies upon her, ihe caufed, by 
the Sale or Pawnii^ of her own, and fome of the Crown 
JowelS) a^Sood^aftticy of Powder and Armes to be in a rea- 
dineis inHoB^f^y againft the time that it Ihould be found nc- 
ceiary itQ tranrport it to his Majefty * fo that both Sides, 
wtuift. Ihey coeertain'd eath other with dticoBrfii8:iof Peace 
( which: always carried a (harpnefi With them, that whetted 
their at^petite to War ) providieid for that War, which they (aw 
would not be pteHrented. 

Hi'aSHE&TO tfaegreateftAdts ofHoftility, faving that at 
HffH^ Mne oetform'd by Votes, and Orders ; for there was 
Y^ oo vifiblf^ : formal execution of the Ordinance for the Mi* 
litu^^injaiif 60^' County of £ssgiW; for the appearance of 
Voluntieiis.id fome fadious Corporations was rather Cten- 
tea^noed, than pofitively direfied and enjoyn'd by the Hou* 
fesi: and moft places pretended an Authority, granted by the 
King in cbe Charms, by ^whichi thofe Corporations were 
ere£bed,jof .cpnftimtied ; but now they thought k time to (k* 
tis^ the Ktng^ and the People., that they were in Eamcft 
( who were hardly perfwaded, that they bad in truth the oour- 
age to execute their own Ordioanoe. ) and Refolved, *^ thar^ 
*< oo the tenth of ikfit/, they would have all the Train'd- 
^* bands ^L$i$ibm Muftcr'd in the Fields, where tbatcxer- 
'^ dfe ufually was performed ; and accordingly, on that day, 
their own new Officer, Scrjeant^Major-General Si^fam^ ap- 
peared in Finshnj Fields, with all the Traind- bands of £j9- 
499, confiding ofabove eight thoufand Soldiers, difpofed into 
fix Regiments , and .umfer .fuch Captains and Colonels, as 
they ^ i:aufe . to Coofide iit . : At this firft triumphaot Mv* 
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thsTy the Metsber s of boch Hoiiles appeared in grols ; t!iete 
being a Teot purpofely fee up for chem. and an Entertainment 
at the Chaige ot the City to the ▼alue of near a tbouGind 
pounds i all Men prefumutf, that this example f^ Lmtkm^ 
with fuch Ceremony and telemnity, would be eafily foUow'd 
di^ooghout the Kingdom; and many beliaritg^: they had 
made no fmaii progiefs cowards the end they aimed at, by 
having engaged the very body of the City in a Guile equsd to 
their own : for though they had before fufficiefic cvidenoe of 
the Indtnations of the Mean, and Common People to them, 
and reifinable aflurance, that thofe in Authority would hardly 
be able to contain chem; yet, till this day, they, had no 
jnftance of ch? Concurrence of the City in an Act exprefsly 
onfawfol. But now they prefumed all difficuldes were over; 
and (b lent their Diredjkms to the Counties adjacent, fpeedily 
to execute the (ame Ordinance; and appointed all tbeMa- 

gtzmes G^ the feveral Counties (»£sg^!m and WifU^Sy to fuch 
uftody, as their Lord Lieaceoants, or their Deputy Lieute* 
Hants fliontd appoint; and thibt not only the Counties Qiould 
ificrealc thofe Msg^toes to what proportion ibever they 
thoi^t convenienry but that any private Perfons, that were 
well Afibfted, ibould fiipply thenielves with what Armesand 
Ammunition they pleded. By which means , befides the 
KsnK's Magazines, all which were in their poOeffion, thev 
caufed gKat quancittes of all forts of Armes to be provideo, 
and diipofed to fuch Pkces^ and Perfoos^ as they thought 
fitted to b^ trufted ; elbccially in thofe Fadious Corporations, 
which had Lifted tosA Vohiiitiers for their Service. 

T SB Kins now fiiw the Scorm coming apace upon him; 
that (notwithftandiflg his Procbtnation publiOied a^ainft the 
Ordinanceof the Militia, in which he fet down the Laws and 
Statuses, which were infringed thereby, and by which the 
execution of thac.Ordininoe would be no lefs than High 
Treafon) the VoteS| and D^darationof both Houfes ^'thac 
*^ thofe Proclamations were illegal, and that thofe AAs of Par- 
^ Haments could not Gontrok the Ads, and Orders of both 
^^ Houfes ( which the Subjeds were, by the Fundamental 
^^ Laws of the Kmgdom, to obey ) prevail'd fe biU that ob^ 
dienoe was given to them; that he was fo far uom being 
like to have HuU reftored to him, that the Garrifen there 
daily mcreafed , and forced the Country to fobmir to fiich 
Commands, as they pleafed to lay on them ; and «hat S^ 7#^ 
H$tlHm was more likel v to be able to Take Tsf i, than his 
Majefty to Recover Hivff; he thought it, therefore, hig^ time, 
by tikir example, to cut himfelf into a pcfture of Defence ; 
the Daoger befaig nmch more imminent to his Majefty, tha« 
to ihofe > wha bad htfpl that Ordinance. Hereupon, at a 
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poblick cneetiiig of che Cooncry, his Majrfty dedarVI ^ Aatz 
^ he was Refonr'd, in regard of the PubiickDifteinpert, and 
^^ the Neighbourhood of tttUy to have a Guard for his Peiibn ; 
^' but of fuch Fttbnsy and with fiich Circumftanoes, as Ihould 
f^ adiDtnifter no. occafion of Jealoufy to the moft Sufpicious ^ 
^ and wi(h?d the Gentlemen of Qialiry, who attended, to 
'^Gonfider, and advife of the way : Who flicMtly after (noc- 
witbftanduig the oppofirion given by the Committee, whidi 
ft ill re6ded there; and the Fa&ious Party of the County, 
which was inflamed, and governed by them) ezprefled a great 
alacrity to comply with his Majefty's defire. m whatfi^ver 
fliould be propofed to them ; and a lenfe, ^^ that they thought 
'^a fuflkient Guard was very neceflary for the Security of his 
^'Maiefty's Peribn. Hereupon, the King appointed fijcfa 
Gentlemen as were willing, to Lift themfelves into a Troop 
of Horfe, and made the Prince of Wales their Captain ^ and 
made choice of one Regiment of the Trained-bands, confift- 
ing of about fix hundred, whom he caufcd, every SMtrJajy to 
be paid at his own Charge ; when he had little more in his 
CoSers, than would defray the weeidy Ezpence of his Table : 
and this Troop, with this Regiment, was the Guard of his 
Perfonj it being firft declared bjr his Ma[efty, ^ that no Per. 
^ fon (nould be fuS^d, either in the Troc^ or the Regt- 
^'ment, who did not, hfttore his Admiffion into the Service, 
^ take the Oaths of Allegiance, and Supremacy ; that fo be 
might be free from the fcandal of entertaining Pajufia for his 
Seairity. 

But thiscaution would not ferve; the Fears and Jealoufies 
were capable of no other Remedies, than fuch as were pre^ 
fcribed by thole Phy fidans, who were prafticed in (he Difeafe. 
Aflbon as the intelligence was arrived at Lufdmtf chat the 
King adually had a Guard ( though the Circumftamces wcie 
as well known that were ufed in the raHing it) both Houfes 
publilhed tbefe three Votes, and diiberfed them : 
- J . " T H A T it appeared, that the King, feduced by wicked 
^^Gounfel, intended to make War againft the Parliament ; 
^ who> in all their Confultarions and A&ions, had propofed 
^ no other end unto themfelves, but the care of Ms King- 
<< dotns, and the performance of all Duty, and (ioyaky to his 
^ Perfon. 

2. **Th AT whenfocver the King maketh War upon the 
** Parliament, it is a breach of the Tmft repofed in mm by 
*^ his People ^ contrary ro his Oath ^ and tending to the Dt^ 
*' folution of the Government. 

^' T H A T whofoc ver (Iiould Serve him, or Affift bini in 

fuch Wars, are Traitors by the Fundamental Laws of the 
f ^ Kingdom } and have beon fo adjiidfed by two AAs of 

^Pirliament^ 
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^^ Parlkmeot, a Bkb. ii. and i Hntr, iv. and ought to fufier as 
^ Traitors. 

These lufty Votes thev fent to the King to TorJk, together 
with a fliort Petition, in wnich they told hun, 

^' That his Loyal Subjeds^ the Lords and Commons io^^e nw 
•* Parliament did humbly reprefent unto his Maiefty, that not- «•-/*• ^''•- 
" withftanding bis frequent prbfeffions to his Parliament, and I"i'/j)^J* 
^^ the Kingdom , that his defire, and intention was only theiu» Ciurds^ 
^preferving the true Proteftant prqfeffion, the Laws of the May 13. 
**Lsiod, the Liberty of his People, and the Peace of the King- «^**- 
•* dom ; ncvenhclefs, they pcrcdved with great grief, by his 
^ Speech of the twelfth of My^ and the Paper, Printed in his 
•* Majeft y's Name, in the form of a Proclamation, bearing 
*' date the fourteenth of Mofy and other Evidences, tliat» un- 
*< der colour of raifing aGuard to fecure his Perfon, of which 
^ Guard fconfidering the Fidelity, and Care of hisParlia<^ 
^ment) tnere could be noufe, his Majefty did Command 
^* Troops, both of Horfe and Foot to aflemble at York', the • 
''▼ery b^nnings whereof were apprehended by the Inhabi- 
^ canes ofthat County to be an AflTightmenc,andDifturbaqce 
^of his Leige People, as zppesLf^ by their Petition pre- 
^ fented to him ; the continuing, and increafing of which 
^^ Forces, was to his Parliament, and muft needs be, a juft caufe 
^^of great Jealoufy, and Danger to his whole Kingdom. 

^'Therefore, they did humbly befeech his Majefty 
^' to Disband all Aicb Forces, as, by his Command, were ^« 
^^iembled, and relying for his Security (as his Pr^eoeflbrs 
'^ had done ) upon the Laws, anil Amidlons of his People, 
" he would be pleafed to defift from any further defigns of 
'^ that nature, contenting himfelf with his ufual, and ordinary 
^' Guards ^ otherwife, they fhould hold themfelves bound in 
''duty towards God, and theTruft repofed in them by the 
''People, and the Fundamental Laws, and Conftitutions of 
^ the Kingdom, to imploy their Care, and utmoft Power to 
" fecure the Parliament, and to preiferve the Peace, and Quiec 
" of the Kingdom. 

T o this Petition, delivered publickly, and read with an 
equal confidence, by their Leiger Committee, his Majefty 
Anfwer'd, 

"That he could not but extremely wonder, that the^,,^^;^*^.^ 
'^caufelefs Jealoufies concerning his Majefty, raifad and fo-utfmtr. 
<' menred by a Malignant Party in the Kingdom, which de- 
<' fired nothing more than to fnatch to themfelves particu- 
<'lar advantages out of a general Combuftion ( which means 
''of advantage ihould never be minifter'd to them by His 
^' fault^or feeking^ Ihould not only be able to feduce a Weak 
" Party in the KSogdoro, but feem to find fo much Counte* 
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^^ lunoe even from both Houfes, a3 that his raifing of a Goard , 
'^ withouc further dcfign than for the Safety of his Perfon, an 
^^ Adion fo legal, in a manner fo Peaceable, upoo Caufes (b 
^^evidenc and necefiary, (hould not only be looked upon, 
^'and Pecitioo'd againft by them, as acaufe of Jcaloufy^ but 
^^ declared to be raifing of a War againft (hem, coocxary to 
*^ his former profeffions of his care of Religion, and Law : 
5^ and he nolefs wonder'd, that That AAion of bis (hould be 
^^ iaid to be apprehended b^ the Inhabitants of that County, 
f^as an Affrighcment, and uifturbance to his People, having 
^'been ai well receiv'd ther^, as it was every whore to be 
'^ juftify'd i and ( he f^ke of the general, not of a few (e» 
^Muced particulars ) alTiftcd, andfpedby that County, with 
^'that Loyal Afic&ion and Alacrity, as was a mo(l exoelleoc 
^^ example, fet to the reft of the Kingdom, of their caie of 
f^ his Safety upon all oocaGons ; and ibould never be forgottoi 
f^ by Him, nor, he hoped, by hii Pofterity : but (bouid be 
.• ^^ ever paid to them, in that, which is the proper expfcfljon 
^* of a Prince's gratitude, a perpetual, vigilant care to govern 
*^ them juftly, and to preferve the only Rule, by which they 
^^can be To sovern'd, the Law of the Land ; and, he faid, ho 
^^ was confident, that if they were then^lves Eye-wknc^, 
*^ (hey would fo fee the contrary, as to give little preieot 
^'Thanks, and, hereafter, little Credit to their Informers; 
^^ and, if they had no better information, and intelligence of 
f^ thq Inclinations, and Affcdions of the reft of thel^ingdom, 
^'certainly the minds of his People (which to (bme Ends* 
^' and Purpofes, they did reprefent ) were boc ill reprefeoicd 
f*unto them. 

*'H ^ asked them, when they had fo many Monthi eoge- 
^[ ther not contented themfelves to rely for Security, as clKir 
^^ Predeceflors bad done, upon the Amdion of the People, 
^^ but by their own fingle Authority had raifed to ibemmves 
^^ a Guard ( and that fometimes of no ordinary Nutnber^, 
'^ and in no ordinary Way ) and yet all thofe Pikes, and Pro- 
^'tcftations, that Army, on one fide, and that Navy, oq the 
^^ other, had not perfwaded his Majefty to Commwi tbem 
f^ to Disband their Forces, and to content themfelves widi 
^ their Ordinary, that was, no Guard ; or work in him an 
^^ opinion that tney appeared to levy War againft him, <»* hod 
^'any further del^n; now ic was poffible, that the fame Per- 
^^ fons (hould be fo ape to fufpedi, and condemn hia Majefty, 
^^ who had been fo unapt, in the fame matter^ upon much 
^'more ground, to tax or fufpe&Tbem? This he fatd^ was 
f^ his Cafe, notwithftanding the Care and Fidelity of his Par- 
'^ liament , his Fort was kept by Arm'd Meoagiuift him, hi% 
^^ proper Goods firft decaiiud from him> and chei^ coDtiaff 
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f < to hi$ Comffiand, by &toasL band offitr'd to be oirrkd away : 
^^in which, at once, all his Proixercy, a< a private Ferfon; all 
^ his Authority, as a King, was wirfted from htm) and yet 
^ for him ro feoire himfclf in a Legal way, that Sr Jabm Hh 
^^thmm m'tght not by the ^meFo^oe.^ or by more, raifed by 
^' pretetKe of the fame Authority (four he daily rdfisd finne, 
'^and St was no new thing for him to pretend Orders, which 
*^ he oottld not ihew^ continue the War that he had Levied 
^^ againft his Majefty ; and as well ImpriToo his Perfon, as de« 
^^ tain his Goods ; and as well ftiuc him up in Ttrk^ as fluit 
'^ him out of iM i was now faid to be efteem'd a caufe of 
^^ great Jealoufy to the Pariiamenr. a raifing a War againft 
'^ them, and of danger to the whok Kingdom : whUft thefe 
^* lojuftiGety and Indignities ofi^'d to him were countenanced 
^ by them, who ought to be moft forward in his Vindica- 
^ tion, and their Puniihment, in obfervation of their Oaths^ 
^* and Truft repofed in them by the People, and to avoid the 
^ DtflbhitioQ of the pre&nt Government: Upon which Cstfe^ 
^ be faid, the whole World waiis to judge, whether bis Majefty 
^^had not reafon, not wholdy to reive upon the Care, and 
'^FideKty of his Parliament, being k> ftrangely blinded by 
"' Malignant Spirits, as not to perceive his Injuries ^ but to 
'^ take lome care of bis own Perfon, and, in order to that, to 
^' make ufc of that Authority, which the Laws dedar'd to be 
^^ in hjs Majefty : and, whether that Petition, with fuch a 
^^ threatQicg Conclufion, accompanied with more threatnin|| 
^^ Votes, gave him not caufc^ rather to increafe, than to di- 
^^ mtniih his Guards ; e(pectally, (ince he had feen, before the 
^^ Petition, a Printed Paper da^ the feventeenth of M/kj^ 
^' underwritten by the Qerk of the Houfe of Commons , 
^^commandine in the name of both Lords and Commons, the 
^^ Sberifis of all Counties to ratfe the power of all tiiofe Conn- 
^ ties, to fuppreis fuch of his SubjeAs, as, b v any of Mfe Ma- 
^^ jefty 's Commands, (hould be drawn together, and put f at 
^* that Paper called it } io a pofture of War ; Charging all bit 
'^ Majefty's Ofiicers, and Subjeds to affift them in it, at their 
^ Perils. For though, he faid, he could not fuQ)cd, that That 
^' Paper \ or any bare Votes, not grounded upon Law or . 
^^ Reidbn ^ x>r Quotations of repealed Statutes, at thole were 
^di^%'Ucb, X. and i ttvr. iv- fiiottld have any ill influence 
^^ upon his good People, who knew their Duties too well not 
^^ to know that to take up Armes againft thofe, who, upon a 
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L^al Command of his Maj^y, came together to a ax>ft 
Legal end ( that wat, hit Majefty's Security, and Preferva- 
cioo) were to Levy War againft hit Majefty i yet, if that 
^' Paper were really the Ad of both Houies, be could not 
^but look upoQ it, $t Hfti higbeft of Scpmt fuid Indi^ies ; 
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'^ Firft, to iflue out Commands of Force ogainft him ; aod^ 
** ifcer chofe had appear'd uftis&i to offier, by Petition, to 
^'perfwade htm to chat which that Force ibould have ef- 
«feaed. 

^^ H B &id, he concluded hu Anfwer to their Petition with 
'^ his Counrel to them, that they would joyn with him in ez- 

. ^' afiing fatisfaAion for that unparallel'd, and yet unpunifbed 
^ A€don of Sf jfolm Hotbam '^ and that they would command 
^^ his Fort, and Goods to be retum'd to his own hands : that 
^' they would lay down all pretences (under pretence of Ne* 
^ceffity, or declaring what is Law ) to make Laws without 
^^ his Majefty, and, by confequence, but a (Cipher of his Ma- 
^ jefty : that they would declare cfK:dually agatnft Tumults, 
^and call in fuch Pamphlets (punilhing the Authors and 
^ Publifliers of them ) as Seditioufly endeavour to difable his 
^< Majefty from proteiGkmg his People, by wcakning, by faUe 
^Afpernons and new faife Dofirines , his Authority with 
^^them, and their Confidence in him : the particulars of 
^ which Tumults, and Pamphlets, he faid, he would long 
^fince have taken care, his Learned Council (hooU have 
. ^ been enabled to give in evidence, if, upon his former ofier, 
^ his Majefty had received any return of encourageoMnt from 
^' them in it : and, he faid, if they did that, they would 
^thenj and hardly till then, perfwade theWorld, that they 
'< had difcharged their Duty to God, the Truft repofcd in 
*^them by the Pemle, and me Fundamental Laws, and Con- 
*^ ftitutions of the Kingdom ; and imploy'd their care, and ut- 
^< moft Power, to fecure the Parliament (for, he iaid, he was 
^< ftill a part of the Parliament, and (hould be, till this well 
^< tempered Monarchy was turned to a Democracy ) and to 
*^ preferve the Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom ; which, to- 
^ttther with the Defence of the Proteftant Religion , the 
^< Law% of the Land, and his own juft Prerogative ( as a part 

, ^of, and a defence to thofe Laws ) had been the main end, 
'^ which in his Confiiltations and Adions, he had toropofed 
"toHimfelf. 

1 T will be wonder'd at hereafter, that in a judging and 
difceming Srate, where Men had, or feem'd to have, their 
faculties of Reafon, and Underftanding at the height ^ io a 
Kingdom then unapt, and fi;eneraHy uninclincd to War (how 
wantonly foever it hath mice feemM to throw away it's 
Peace) chofe Men, who had the skill and cunning, out of 
froward and peeviih humoucs and iodifpofitions to compound 
Fears and Jeaioufies, and to animate and inflame thofe Fears 
and Jeaioufies into the moft prodigious, and the bolcfeft Re- 
bellion, that any Age, or Country ever brought fonh ; who 
very well faw, and felt that the King had not only, to i 
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degree, wound himrelf out ol that Labyrinth, in which, fiAir 
Months before, they had involved him, with their Privileges, 
Fears, and Jealoufies ^ but had even fo well informed the 
People, chat they begun to queftion both their Logtck tni 
their Law, and to fufpcA, tnct cenfure tlie improvement, and 
gradation of their Fears, and the extent, and latitude of their 
Friviieges j and that they were not only denied by the King, 
what they required, but that the King's Reafons of his de- 
nial made rery many condude the unreafonablenefs of their 
demands : I fay, it may feem ftrange, that thefe Men could 
entertain the hope, and confidence to obtrude fuch a Decia* 
ration, and Vote, upon the People, ^ that the King did in- 
^tend to n»ake War againft tne Parliament^ when they 
were fo far from apprehending, that he would be able to gee 
an Army to difturb them, that they were moft aflured, he 
would not be able to get Bread to fuftain HinoftJf three 
Months, without fubmitting all his Counfels to their Con- 
duft, and Controle ; and that the ofiering to impofe it, did 
not awaken the People to an indignation, which might have 
confounded them : for, befides their Prenimpcion in endea- 
vouring to Search, what the Scripture it ielf told them was 
Unfearchable, the Heart of the King; the very Law of the 
Land, whole defence they pretended, makes no oondiifion of 
the intention of the meaneft Subjed, in a matter of the Ugh* 
eft, and tendered Confideration, even Treafon it Ielf againft 
the Life of the King, without fome overt, unlawfiil AA, 
firom whence, and other drcumftances, the ill intention may 
be reafonaUy made appear : and therefore, to declare that 
the King intended to make War againft his Parliament, when 
he had neither Ship, Harbour, Armes nor Money, and knew 
not how to get any of them, and when he ofierd to Grant 
any thing to them, which they could pretend a iuftifiable rea- 
fon for asking, was an undertaking of that Nature, that 
even the Almightinels of a Parliament might have ddpair'd 
to fucceed in. 

But, notwidiftanding all this, they very well knew what 
they dk^ and underftoM wkit infinite advantage that Vote 
wouU ( at it did ) bring to them; and that a Natural way 
would never bring them to their unnatural end. The Power 
and Repntadon of Parliament , they believ'd, would impli- 
citly pievail over many ; and amaze and terrify others from 
difpQting , or cenfuring iwhat they did , and upon what 
grounds they did it. The diflBculty was, to procure the judge* 
ment of Parliament ; and to incline thofe difierent Conftitu- 
tions, and diffinent Affeftions, to fuch a Concurrence, as the 

S' dgement might not be difcredittd, by the number of the 
i&ncers ; nor wounded, or. prejudged oy the Reafons, and 
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AlgiHDttttt given againft tc : mi then, their judgemenCB of 
Che Cure being to be grOUiKled upon the nature^ and infor- 
mation of the DifeaTe, it was neceOarj to coo6ne^ and oon- 
trad theiT'fancios and opinions within fome bounds^ and li- 
mits : cbe.myftery of Rebeilioo challengiog the fame enooa- 
ragrmenc with other Scicncei , to grow by ; that there may 
be certain Poftokta, fome Principles and Foundations) upon 
which the main building may fubfift. So, in the cafe of the Mi- 
litia, an imminent danger xaaBt be firft fuppoied> by which 
the Kingdom is in apparent hazard, and then the KLiig't re- 
fuGil CO apply any remedy againft that danger, before tbe two 
Houfcs would pretend to the Pbwer of diipo&ng that Militta : 
it beinx too ridiculous to have pretended the natural and or- 
dmary Jurifdi&ion over it : but, in cafe of dai^r, add dan- 
ger £b immioenc, that the ufual reoourie woukinot ferve the 
turn, and ibr the iaviog of a Kingdom, which muft other- 
wife be loll, many Gooid Men thought k was reafonaUe to 
apply a very Extraordinary prevention, without imaginin g 
iiich a fuppoiStion might poflSbly engage them in any Aftion, 
oontrary to their own Indinationt^ and, without doubt, 
very many who frankly Vooed that imminent neceffity, were 
indiioed to it, as an Argument^ that the King flxxild be there- 
fore importun'd to coolent to the Settlement; whkdi would 
not have anpeai^d fo neccffiiry a Rcqueft, if the oocafion had 
not been Important; never Anlpeding, that it wouU have 
been improved into an Argument to them, to adventure the 
doing it without the Kind's confent. And it is not heie un- 
Ibaiboable ( how merry foever it may feem to be ) as an in- 
ftaoce of the Incogttancy, and Inadvertency of thofe land of 
Voces and Tianfaoiotts, to remember that the firft ReMo- 
tk>nof the Power of the Militia being grounded upon a Sup- 
position of an imminent neceffity» the Oidinanoe firft Soot 
up, from the Commons^ to the Lords, for the execution of 
the Militia, ezpcefled an emhmH neceffity ; whereiipoii, fome 
Lords, who underftood the difierence ot the wordsu and that 
an eminent neceffity might be fupplied by the ordinary pro- 
vifioDp which, poffibly, an hmmmnt neceffity might not lafciy 
attend, defired a Conference with the Commons^ for the 
Amendment : whkb, I remember, was at laft, with great 
difficulty, oonfenced to: many ( who^ I prefiime, are not yet 
grownup to conceive the difibrenoe) luppofiiig st an ooDe- 
cefl&ry contention for a Word, and fo yielding to them, for 
iavmg of time, rather than diipute a thing whkh to them 
ieem'd of no great nxxnent 

Thbt^ wi» contriv'd this Soene^ never doabced, buta^ 
ter a Reiohition what was to be done upon a Sappofed o^ 
ceffity, they Ihould eafilyi when they round it ooorenioii^

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make that nepeOBty Real. It was no hard inatter to tsako 
the F^arfiil, apprehenfive of dapgers i apd chc Jealous, of de* 
figns; and ihey wanted oocEvideoceofaU Icmds^ of Letters 
fimn aturoad, and DUcoveries u home, to make thoTe appre* 
henfionfli formidable enough^ and then, though, before the 
Refoluuon^ there was a greaclatitude in Law and Reafon, 
what was lawfully to be done , they had Now fersgadged

c6nfenl6d that the King inonided to make War agiifBft Aiet 
Parliameot, that when he ihould Do it, he had broken fats 
Oath, and diflblved his Government j and , that wbofoever 
ihoaU affift htm were Traitors ^ I Tay, how eafy was it to 
peifwade That man, that he was obliged to defend the Par- 
liament ; ro endeavour totiphold That Government; and to 
refift Tbbfe Traitors ? and, whofoever confiders that the 02- 
titte of men, eTpecially of men m Authority^ is inclined ra« 
thertoCbmmit two errours, than to Retraft one^ will not 
nSarvel, that from this^ Root' of unadvilednefe, fo many, and 
tall Blenches of mifchief have proceeded. . And therenMne, it 
were to be • wilhed, that thofe who have the honoar to be 
truQed in CuMick Confiiltations, were indued with lb much 
natural iJDtldc, to difoem theconlequences of every pobJicJc 
Aft, and Condufion ; and with fo much Connence and 
Courage^ to watch the firft imprelfions upon their underftand- 
iiig and complyanoe ; and that, neither out xjf the Lnperti- 
nencyofthe thing, which 'men are all apt to conclude out of 
impatiency of diipatch ; or out of Stratagem to Ottke men 
Odious ( as in this Parliament many forbore to oppofe unrea* 
ibnable refolutions, out of an opinion that they would make 
the contrivers Odious ) or upon any other ( though feeming 
never fo Politick) confiderations , they confent not to an/ 
Propofitions, by whkli Truth orjufticeare invaded. lam 
confident, with very good Warrant, that' many men have, 
from their Souls, abhorred every Article of thb RebeDno ^ 
and hearti!y deprecated the roiferies, and defolation we have 
fuftr'd by it , who have Themfelvcs, with £rcat alacrity 
and iaduftry , contributed to, if not contrived , thofe very 
Votes and Uondufions, from whence the Evils they abhor, 
have moft naturally and r^ularly flowed, and beoi deduoed ; 
and which they could not reafonably, upon their own coooef^ 
fioBs, centradidl and opjrofe. 

But to conclude, a man (hall not unprofiti^bly Ipend his

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Keceflity now, and a i»tve Axennent of chac Neccffity, is as 
confideody, and monc Fatally, concluded a good ground to 
exclude the Crown from the u(e of any Power, by an Ordn 
nance never before heard of ; and cbc lame Maxim of Sa&tt 
f9fuU Sifrema LtXy which haxi been ufed to the infringing the 
Liberty of the One, made ufeoffortbedeftroyine the Rights 
ef die other ; only that of the Pfidmift is yec Inverted , for 
many of thofe, who were the Principal makers of the firft 
Pit, are fd far from falling into it, that they have been tlie 
chiefeil Diggers of the fecond Ditch, in which fo many have 
been confounded. 

Though they had yet noreal Apprehenfion, that the King 
would be able, in the leaft degree, to raife a Force againft

^ vifion in the KiDgdom, had not been more fiiitafte to other 
^^ Men's evil Counfcb, than to his own Words ? Neicher, 
<^ they fatd, had bis latccr Speeches beett better ufed* and pre- 
^^ferved by thofe evil, and wicked Coun&Uors: Could any 
^ Words be fuller oFLove and Juftice, than thofe in his An- 
*^ fwer to the Meffiige feht to the Houfe of Commons, the 3 1^ 
^of Decern^. 16^1, We do engage unto you iblemnly the 
*•* Word of a King, that the &curity of all, and every one of 
'^ you from Violence, is, andevcrimllbe, as mudiourCar^ 
'' as the Preferration of Us and our Children ? And could any 
^ Adions be feller of Injufticeand Violence, than tijat of the 
^ Attorney General , in falfly aocufing the fix MeoRwrs of 
^* Parliament, and the other Proceedings thereupon, within 
^' three or four days after that Meflage f For the full view 
^ whereof, they defired the Dechration made of thofe Pio- 
" ceedings might be perufed ; and bv thqfe Inftances ( Aey 
*^ amid add many more ) the World might judge who de- 
^ ferved to be taxed with difvaluing his Majefty's Words* 
'^^they who had, as much as in them lay, flain'd and fuUy'd 
^them with fueh'fottl Counfels j or the rarliament; who had 
^eeefmartifisfted, with joy and delight, their humble Thank- 
^ fulni^fs ibr thofe gracious Words, and AdJons of Love 9sd 
^^Juftice, which had been conformable thereunto. 

^Thb Kins, 'they (aid, had been pleafed toDi&vow the 
^ haviifig, tfiy Ach evilCounfel or Coutifeliors as were men* 
^ tion'd in their Declaration, to his Knowledge 9 and chcy 
^ held it their Duty humbly to Avx>w there were fuch , or 
^ elfeth^ muft fay, that all the ill things done of late In bis 
^* Majefty's name, had been done By Himfelf ; wherdn they 
^ Ihould neither follow the Diredton of the Law, nor the aN 
^ k&\on of their own Hearts, which was, as mudi as migh( 
''be, to dear his Mftjeflyfrom all hhputation of NfiHgovern- 
'*menr, and to lay the rault uponfais Minifters. The falfe 
'* accufing of fix Members of Paiijament ; the jnfltfying Mr 
^ Attuntey in that !fidfe accufittion i the violent comm^.to^ 
'^ Houfe of Gemimons'^ the denlaP of tht Mllftia; the fluurp 
^ Meflages to both Houfes, contrary^ totbe cuftoms of former 
** Kings ^ thetongand remote Abfence of Ms Majefty from 
^' Parliament 5 the heavy and wrongjful Taxes upon, both 
^ Houfes ; the cheriihing and- countenancing a dilcDtiten»i 
*' Party in theKjngdom againft them, were cortainly die fruits 
^ of very evil CoumeIs,apt to put the Kingdom into aCoQiba- 
^* ftion, to hinder the fupplies of Irehmd^ and to counteoaoce 
^ the Proceedings and pretenfions of the Rebds there : and 
^ the Authors of thefe evil Couniels, they conceived^ niuft 
•^•"*-^-*^ known to his Majefty } atn they hoped TScirla- 
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^^ bouring with his Majefty, to have thofe diicovered and 
^' bfoughc tx> a juft Cemiire^ would not lb much wound hts 
^ Honour in ths opinion or hit good Subjcds^ as.his labour- 
^ tng to prderve and conceal cfaem. 

^ A N D whereas his Majefty had faid. He could wiQi that 
'^ bis own immediace AfiHons which he avow'd, and his own 
^* Honoar might not be fo roughly cenfiired under the com- 
^< moo Style of evil Counfellors ^ they faid y that they could 
^^aUb heartily wifli that they had not caufe to make that Scyte 
^^ lb common ; but how often, and undutifiiUy foever, thofe 
^ wicked Counfellors fliould fix their Diflionour npon the 
^ King tiy making his Majefty the Author of thofe evil A Ai- 
^ ons, which were the efieos of their own evil Couniejs, 
^^ They his Majefty 's Loyal and Dutiful Subjefis could ufe no 
^^ other Style, according to that Maiim of the Law, the Kmg 
^'cam d0 90 vsrmui ; but if any ill were commitced in matter 
<^ of State, the Council ^ if in matter of Juftice, the Judges 
^' miift anfwer for it. 

'^ T H E T faid, They had laid no Charge upon his Majefty, 
<< which ihould put him upon that Apology, concerning hia 
'' faithful and xcalous AfieAioo for the Proteftant Profemon : 
^ neither dki his Majefty endeavour to clear thofe in greateft 
^^ Authority about him, b^ whom they had faid that delign 
^^ had been potently Carried on for divert years ^ and they 
^^ rather wilbed that the Merdes of Heaves, than the Judge- 
^' menoL might be manifefted upon them ; but that there hud 
^'been nich, there were fuch plentiful and frequent Evidences, 
^^ that they believ'd there was none, either Proteftant or Pa- 
*' pift, who had had any reafonable view of the Pafl&ges of 
^' later Times^ but, either in fear or hope, did ezpeft a fud« 
^< dain ifliie of^that Defign. 

^They fiiid. They had no way tranigiellcd againft the 
^ Aft of Oblivion, by remembring the mtended War againft: 
'^ SMhmdj as a Branch of that Defign to alter Religion b/ 
^ thofe wicked Counfels, from which God dkl then deliver 
^^ them, whidi they ouebt never to forget. 

^^ T H A T the Rebellion in Jrdani was framed and che^ 
^ riflied by the Popiih, and Malignant Party in EftgUad^ was 
^^ not only affirm'd by the Rebels, but, they faid, might be 
^'dear'd by many other proofs: the fame Itd)ellious Prui- 
^ ciples of pretended Religion, the fame politick Ends were 
^apparent in both, and their malicious Defigns and Praftices 
^ were mafqued, and difguifed with the fame fidfe colour of 
'* their eameft 2^ to vindicate his Majefty's Prerogative, 
^^ from the fuppofed oppreftion of the Parliament. How much 
''thofe Treacherous Pretences had been countenanced, by 
''fbme eviiCoundl about his Majefty, might appear in this, 
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** that the Proclamation, whereby- they were declared Trai- 
f*tors, was To long withheld, a$ to the iccond of yamuarr^ 
f< chough. the.KebelHon broke forth in 0<^^Aer before, and 
^' then no more than forty Copies appointed to be Primed ; 
^^ with a fpflciat Cofiimand from his Majeftv not to exceed that 
^^ number 9 and that none of themihouid be publiih*d, till 
*^ bis Majefty'« Pleafurc was farther fignify'd, as by the War- 
f^ rant appears^ a tirueCopy whereof was annex'dto this Oe- 
'^claratton ; To that a few only Gould take notice of it ; which 
^ was made more obfervable, by the lajcc contrary Proceed- 
^' ings againft thc'SMSy who were m a very quick and fliarp 
^^ manner Prociaimtd^ and thofe Proclamations fbrthwirn 
f^ifperfed. with as much diligciKze as (night be, throughour 
f ^ all the Kinffdom, and order'd to be read in all Churches, 
*^ accompaniea with Publick Prayers, and Execrations. An- 
^^ other Evidence of favour and countenance to the Rebels m 
V fome of Power al^out his Majefty, was this, that they bad 
^' put forth, in his Majefty's Name, a cauflds compiatnt a- 
*^gaiaft the Parliament, which fpeakes the fame Language of 
f ^ the Parliament which the Rebels do, thereby to raife a be- 
*Mief in Men's minds, that his Majefty's Afiedions were alic- 
f'natcc^ as well as his Perfon was removed, from that his 
f' Great Council. All which, they faid, did exceedingly re- 
^^ tard the fupplies of Irelamdy and more advance the Pro^- 
'^ cecdings of the Rebels, than any Jealoufy or Mifapprehen- 
^^ fion begotten in his SubjeAs, by the Declaration of the Re- 
'^bels, InjunAion of Rofitti^ or Infbrmacion of Trifhmm 
^^Whetcpmk:^ ft) that, conlidering the prefent State and fem- 
*'pcr of both Kingdoms, his Royal Prefence was far more 
'^neceflary here, than it could be in IreUnd, for redemption 
*^ or protection of his Subjefts there. 

'^ And whether there were caufe of his Majefty's gseat 
^^Indignation, for being reproached to have intended Force 
^^ or Threatnif^ to the Parliament, they defired them, to con- 
^f fider who; (bould Head their I>x:Iaration, in which there 
'^ was no word tending to any fuch reproadi ; and certainly, 
^'^they faid, they had been more tender of his Majfcfty's 
^'^ Honour iitthoc point, than he, whofocver he was, that aid 
*^ write that Declaiation ; where, in his Majefty's Name, he 
*' did call God to witnefs, he never had any fiich Tboi^Cy 
^^or knew of any fuch Refolution of bringing up the Army ; 
^^ which truly, they faid, would feem fbange to thofe, who 
^^ ftiould read the Dcpofition of M' Goriwgy the Information 
^^of Mr Piercy^ and dtvers other Examinations of M' Ifilmot, 
*^ Mr Pollard, and others ^ the other Examination of Captain 
"I^f , S' Jaca^ Afilej^ and Sf Jplm Cnyers; and confider 
^/ the condition and nature of the Petition, which was feor 
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<« uato & 7#M^ ^i?i7, under tbe approbadon of C. R. which 
^ his Majefty had now acknowledged to be his own Hand ; 
*^and, being full of Scandal to tte Parliament^ might have* 
'' ^^^ dangerous to the whole Ki^dom > if the Army 
*' thoold have incerpofed betwixt the luog and them, as was 
^^dcfired. 

"They did not affirm that his Majefty's Warrant was 
^ granted for the Paf&ge of M^ Jermpt, after the defire of 
^^ both Houies for reftraint of his Servants; but only that he 
^'did pais over^ after that reftraint, by virtue of fuch aWar- 
^ rant. They knew the Warrant bore dace the day before 
*' their defire^ yet, they faid, it feem'd ftrange to chofe, who 
** knew how. great refpe<fl and power lA^Jfrmyn had in Courts * 
^ chat he ihould begin his Journey in fuch haft, and in Appa* 
^rel fo unfit for Travel, as a black Sattin Suit, and white 
*' Boots, if his going away was defign'd the day before. 

^'Thb Accu&tion of the Loid Kimtoben^ and the five 
^ Members of the Houie of Commons^ was called a breach of 
^^ Privilege ; and truly fo it was, and a very high one, far 
^^ above any fatisfiiOion that had been yet given : for, they 
''asked, how it could be faid to be largely ikcisf^'d, fo long 
'' as his Majefty laboured to preferve M' Attumcy from punifii- 
'' mem^ who was the vifible A£b>r in ie? So long as his Ma- 
^ jefty bad not only juftify'd him, but by his better declared, 
''that it was nis Duty toaccufe them,and that he would have 
" puniOied him, if he had not done it ? So long as thoTe 
" Members had not the means of clearing their Innocency, 
" and the Authors of that malicious Charge were undifcover'd, 
" though both Houies of Parliament had (everal times Pcti« 
^ tion'd his Majefty to difcover thcm^ and that, not only upon 
'^ the grounds of 'Common Juftice, but by AA of Parliament, 
" his Majefty was bound to do it ? So long as the King re-* 
" fufed to pals a Bill for their difcharge, alledging that the 
" Narrative in that Bill was againft his Hoiiour ^ whereby he 
'^ feem'd (HU to avow the Matter of that falfe and fcandalous 
'^ AccularioD, though he deferted the Profecution, ofiering 
^' to pafs ^ Bill for their Acquittal ; yet with intimation that 
" they muft defert the avowing their 6wn Innocency, which 
" would more wound them in Honour, than fecure them in 
'^ Law? And in Vindication of that great Privilege of Parlia* 
'^ ment,^they did not know that they had invaded any Privi- 
'^ lege belgngiog to his Majefty, as bad been alledg'd in that 
'^ Declaration. 

"But, they faid, they looked not upon that only in the 
'^ notion of a breads of Privileee, which might be, though the 
" Aau^ion were true or falfe ^ but under the notion of a 
" heinous Cr^e in the Atturney, and all other Subjeds. who 

Mm 4. "had 
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^^htd i H&nd in it ; a Crimeagainft the Law of Nature^ a* 
^'gafnft Che Rules of Juftice ; that Innocent Men fboold be 
^* charged with fo great an Ofience as Treafbn, in the face of 
^^the hij^ft Judicatory of the Ktoffdom^ whereby their Lives 
*^and Eftates, their Blood and Honour were endanger^, 
^^ without Witnefs, without Evidence, without all poGlbi- 
*^ )ity of Reparation in a legal Ooorfe ; yet' a Crime of i'uch 
^<a Nature, that his Majefty's Coaimand can no more War- 
^ rant, than it can any other A& of Injuftice. Thele thic^ 
^ which were evil in their own Nature, fuch as a lalle Tein- 
^ mony or faUe Accu&tion, could not be die fubjed of any 
/^Cdmmand, or induce any obligation of Obedience opoB any 
^^ Man, by any Authority wbawever : therefore the Attur- 
^^myy in that cafe, was bound to have refufed to execute fiich 
^^aComniand, unlefs he bad fome fuch Ei^idenoe orTefti- 
^' mony, as might have Warranted him againft the P^rdes, and 
^ be lyabie to make fiidsfadion if it fhould prove fidfe ; nd it 
'* was (iifficienly known to every Man, and adnK^d in Piv- 
^liament, that the King could be neither the Relator, Infer- 
^* mer, or Witnefs. If it (hould reftas it was, without farther 
^ fatistadion, no future Parliament could be fafe, but chat 
^the Members might be taken, and deftroy'd, atpleafuie; 
^ yea the very principles of Government, and Juftioe would be 
^ in danger to be diflblved. 

^ T H B T &id, they did not conceive, that Numbers did 

'^make an Aflembly unlawful, but when either the cnd^ or 

^ manner of their carriage (hould be unlawfiil. Dtveri jdt 

^'occafions might draw the Citizens to Wfimm/hr; where 

^ many publick and private Petttions, and other CauKs were 

^depetKJing in Parliament ; and why that fliould be found 

^ more faulty in the Citizens, than the refort every day in the 

*^ Term of great Numbers to the ordinary Courts of Juftioe, 

^ they knew not : that thofe Citizens were notorioufly pro- 

^'voked^ and aflauited at Wtfimmfitr by Colonel Ltmtfrrd^ 

^Ciptzm Hydgy and others, and by fome of the Servants of 

^*the ArchBifhop of T&rk^ was fuSciently proved j and that 

^^ afterwards they were more violently wounded, and moil 

'' barbaroufly mangled with Swords, by the Officers and Sol- 

^ diers near Wbite-H^j many of them being without Wca- 

^potpy and giving no caufe of difhf(, was likewife proved 

^^by feveral Teftimonies; but of any &anda]ous or Sedirious 

^'Mifdemeanours of Theirs, that might give his Majefty »)od 

^' caufe to fuppofe his own Pcrfon, or thofe of his Royal Con- 

^^fort or Children, to be in apparent danger, they had no 

^^ proof ever oSer'd to either Houle; and if mere bad been 

^ any complaint of that kind, it was no doubt the HouTcs 

^ would have been as forward to joyn in an Order, for ihe 

**fiipprcf- 
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€^ fiippitffitig of fiich Tumulty as they were, not loag before^ 
c^ upaa aaodbcr oecafion, whmi they made an Order tp tbac 
c^poqpofe; whereas thofe OflSoer« a^ Soldiers, which cpm^ 
<^ mirted that VioknceupeB fo many of the Cirizeos ac ^/irr* 
«< £Ur, were cberifbed and iblter'd in his Majeftv's Houfc ; 
<^afid nrfacQ^ not long after, cheCk>ininon Council of ZiOm^ 
^ prefented a Petition to hia Majcfty for Reparacion of thofc 
<*injanc8, his Majefty'j Anfwer was, without hearing the 
^ proof iof the Cotsplaints, that if any Citizen were wounded 
^ or ill eatreacedy bis Majeftv was confidently aOured, cbac it 
(^hapBcnVi by their own evil, and corrupt Demeanours, 

^^TMXT Uidy they h6ped> it could not be thought cotK 
^ traryio the £>uty and Wtfdcnn of a Parliament, if many o»n- 
^' cnrring^ and fteqneotly rekeratcd, and renewed Advertiiis 
'' menot from Rtme, Vtmoi^ Ptfhtr, and other Parts ^ if the Sot^ 
^'ItdfiBttonsof the Pope's Nuncio, and their own di/conm>t- 
'' ed Fogttiircs, did nuke them jealous, and watchful fix the 
^^ lafiecy of ebb State : and they had been very careful to make 
^' tfaeir expieffio&s thereof &> joafy, and To plain to the Capa- 
^^city and Underftanding of the People, that nothing might 
'^jiittly ftck with them, with Refleftion upon the Perfiso of 
^ Im Ms|efty : wherein they appeai'd to the judgement of any 
'< indiflerent Peribn^ who ihould read and per ule their own 
"words. 

^' T HI T iaid, they muft maintain the ground of their Fears 
^^ to be of that moment, that ti»y could not difcharge the 
" Truft and Duty that lay upon them, unlefs they did apply 
" themfeives to the uic of tho& means, to which the Law 
^'had enabled them in cafes of that nature, for the neoeffiiry 
" Defence, of the Kingdom ; and as his Majefty did grad^ 
'< oufly declare, that the Law fliouid be the raeafure of his 
<< Power} fodid they moft heartily profefs, that they flxxild 
<< always make it the Rule of their Obedience. Then the^ 
^^ obferved, that there were certain Prudent Omii&ons in his 
"Majefty's Anfwer; and &id, that the next point of their 
'' Declaration, was^ with much caution, artificially pafled over 
** by him who drew his Majefty's Anfwer \ it behig indeed 
<' the Foundation of all Thetr I^fery, and his Majefty's Troii- 
^ ble, that he was pleafed to hear general Taxes upon his Par- 
^Jiament^ without any particular Charge , to which they 



^'migbt give iatisfii&foo; and that he had often conceived 
^ DiipleaTore againft particalar PeHbns ^ upon Misinforroa- 
^* tion ; and aitho^ thofe Infisrmations had been clearly 
^ proved to be falfe, yet he would never bring the Accufers 
^' to queftion ; whidi did lay an impoffibility upon honeft Men 
.^' of clearing themfeives, and gave an encouragement to falfe,. 
^* and unwmliy Pcrfont co trouble him wil^ untrue and 

"ground- 
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^* groundlers Informations. Tiiree mrttdikf^s diey hadmen- 
"tion'd in their Declaration, which the Fenser of faii Ma- 
*^ jeft/s Anfvuwr had good cauie to'omit: the venb^Aifpofed 
^^ CO have been fpoken at Kenfi$^tm ; tho pretended Arodea 
*^ againft the Queen ^ and the groundleft Aoaibaoa of the 
^'fix Members of Parliament ^ there being notfainglo be £ud 
*^ in Defence, or Dental of any of diem. ^ 

^^CoKCERNiNG his Mojtffty'i deSre to jojn with bis 
<* Parliament, and with his faithful Subtefts, in defeooe of 
^^ Religion, and the Publkk-goodof thekiqgdom^ they fkid^ 
'^ they doubted not he would do it ftilly, when evil Ooon^ 
^ fellors fhould be removed from about nim*; and oficil that 
^* Aould be, ^s they had ihew'd before of words,- lb mnft 
'^ they aUb fay of Laws, that tihey could not Acuie them : 
''witnefs the Petition of Right, wfaidh had^beeo:fbtt9W<I 
'* with fuch an Inundation of illegal Taxes, that tbey hal 'jaA 
^ caofe to think, that the payment of eight hundred and twcn- 
*^ ty thoufand pounds, was an eafy burthen to the Commoo- 
^' wealth in exchange of them ^ and they coald not butiuftly 
^' think, that if there were> a continuance of fuch ill Qsua- 
•^^ fellors, and Favour to them, they would, by (bme wkked 
'^ device or other, naake the Bill for the Triennial Parliament, 
^^•and thoie other excellent Laws memion'd in his Nfajefty's 
^^ Declaration, of lefs value than words. That exceUeot Bill 
''for the continuance of this Parliament, they (aid, was fo ne- 
''ceOary, that without it, they could not have tMcd fo great

'' and deftruftion of the Kingdom; muft needs have follow'd : 
'^ and, they were refolved, the gracious favour of bis Majefty, 
'' expreflecf in that Bill, and the advant^e and fecurity which 
'' thereby (hey had from being Diflblv'd, (hould not enoou* 
^' rage them to do any thing, which otherwife had not been 
''fit to have been done. -^And they were ready to make it 
" good before all the World, that though his Majefty had 
'^pafTed many Bills very advantageous for tbeSubjeid, yet in 
'* none of them had they bereaved his Majefty of any joft, 
'^ neoei&ry, or profitable Prdrc^ative of the Ciown^ 

"They faid, they fo ^Sirneftiy defired hisMaiefty's Re- 
" turn to lAndw^ for that upon it, they conoeived^ depend* 
" ed the very Safety, and Being of- both his KingdooK : and 
" therefore they muft proreft, that as for the time paft, nei- 
"ther the Government of Xsjsiw^nor any Laws of die Land, 
" had loft their Life and Force for his Security, • fi> for the fii- 
^' ture they ihouid be ready to do, or iay any dung, that 
" might ftand with the Duty, or Honour of a Parliament^ 
^ which might mife a mutual Confidence- between his Majefty 

•<and 
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¥ andthenQ> as chcy did wiih^ and as the Af&irs of die King- 
** dom did require. 

"Th^s iir, they faid, the Anfwcr to that, which was 
^called his MajeiVj's Declaration, had led them. Now they 
** came to that, which was eRtituled his Majefty's Anfwer to 
^ the Petition of both Houfes, prefcnted to him at T^rk the 
<^a6cb of Mdtrcb 16^, In the beginning whereof, his Ma-* 
^ jefty wifhed, that their Privileges on all parts were fo ft&ted, 
**that That way of Correfpondency might be preferved with 
chat Freedom, which had been nfed of old. They faid, 
they knew nothing introduced by them, that gave any Im** 
pediment thereunto; neither had they affirmed their Privi-* 
leges to be broken, when his Majeftv denied them any* 
thing, or gave a Reafon why he could not grant it> of 
that thofe, who advifed fuch Denial, were Enemies to the 
^^ Peace of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the IHfi> Rebel-' 
^lion 'y in which Aiperfion, that was turn'd to a generd Af* 
^^fertion, which, in their Votes, was applied to a paraoular* 
^^ cafe ; wherefore they muft maintain their Votea, tku: to 
^^contradid that, which both Houfes, in the Queftion oob- 
'^ceming the Militia, had declared to be Law, aodCom* 
^' mand it flioukl not be obeyed, is a high breach of Prtviteiej* 
^ and that thofe, who advifed his Majeily to abieiit himfelf' 
^^ from his Parliament, were Enemies to the Peace of the King- 
^dom, and juftlv to be fufpeded to be Favourers of the Re-

^fellors, to advife any thing, though never fo deftruAive to 
^^his Majefiy and his People. 

^' 6 T the Meflflge of the twentieth ofTfJiir^ry, his Majefty 
^'had propounded to both Houfes of Parliament that they 
^ would, with all fpeed, fall into a ferious Connderation of 
^^ all thofe particulars which they thought neceflary, as well 
^^ for the upholding and maintaining of his Majefty's Juft, and 
'^ Regal Authority, and for the iettUng his Revenue, as for the 
^^preient and future eftabJidiing their> Privileges ; the free 
^^ and quiet enjoying their Eftates ; the Liberties of their Per- 
^/bns; the Security of the true Religion, profefled in the 
^Church qfBH^^.9 ^d^ the fettling of Ceremonies Jn fuchr

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''a maimer, as might take away all juft Ofleoce, and digeft 
" it into one entire Body. 

''To that point of u{rfiolding, aild matntaifting Us Royal 
'' Author icy, They faid, oochlng had been done to the pra^ 
'^ judioe of it, that (hould require any new Provifion : To the 
"other of fettling the Revenue, the Paffltafflenc had no way 
"abridged, or diforder'd hit juft Revenue; but it was true, 
- " thflft much Wofte, and Confufion of hif Majefty's Efiate, bad 
"been made by thofe evil and unfaitUfol Mintfters, whom 
" he had imploy'd in dte managing of k; whecebv hia own 
'f ofldinary upences would have been difappointcd, and the 
"Sai^y of the Kingdom mote endanger'd if the Parliament 
"had not^ in tome meafure, provided for his Houfliold, and 
"forfome of the Forta^ more than they were bound to do ; 
" and they were ftill wUiine to fetde fudi a Revenue upon his 
'f Mdefty, as might make him live Royally, Plenttfiiliy, and 
'^ Saftly ^ but they could not, in Wifdcnnt and FideUry to the 
** Common- wealth, do that, till he ihould choofe fiich Coun* 
'rfeUors and Officers, as might order and difpofe it to the

''dion of his P^pte, as heretofore it had been. But that, 
''asnd tte other matters concerning themfdves, being works

" their Religion and Liberties, which they intended flionly to 
'' prefent to his Majefty j and to do whatfoever was fit for 
" chem, to make op that unpleafant breach between his Ma- 
'*'jefty and the Parliament.

^ That that Eicepnon took ofi U^nd^Hy and all other great 
^ Towns and Cities, which make a great part of the KJing- 
^dom; and for the Way of Ordinance, it is ancient, mote 
*^fi)eedyj tnore eafily alterable^ and in all thefe, and other re- 
^'fpedsL more proper, and more applicable totheprefento^- 
^ ca6on] than a Bill ^ which his Majefty called, the good Old

"neither his Majefty *s Royal Predcceflbrs, nor their Aocc-

"They faid when his Majefty, in that Q^cftion of Vio- 
^' lacion of the Laws^ had exprefled the obrervacion of theoi 
^indefinitely, without any limitation of Time, although they 
c( n^ver faid, or thought any thing, that might look like a 
^^ Reproach to his Majefty , yet rhey bad reaibn to reroem« 
<^ ber ihat it had beenotfaerwife, left they (hould fecm to de^ 
^ ierc their former Complaints, and Proceedings thereupon^ 
^' as bis Maiefty dklfeem but little to like or approve chemi 
'^ for though be did acknowledge here that great mifchief, that 
''grew by chat Arbitrary Power then complatn'd of; yetfuch 
'.< were continually prensrred and countenanced , as were 
^^ Friends, or Favourers, or Related to the chief Authors and 
'^ Adors of that Arbitrary Power, and, of thofe falfe colours^ . 
'^ and fuggefttons of Imminent danger, and neccflity, whereby. 
^^ they did make it plaofible unto his Majefty : and, on the 
'/other fide, fuch as did appear againft them were daily dif* 
^' countenanced, and diigraced : which whilft ic (hould be fOj 
'' they had no reafon to believe the difeafe to be yet killed^ 
*^ and dead at Root, and therefore no Reafon to bury it in 
^^Obliyioaj and, whilft they beheld the Spawns of thofemi^ 
''chievous Principles cheriChod, andfofterdin that new ge-* 
^ neratioA of CounfeUors, Friends and Abettors of the for- 
'^ mer, or at leaft Cpncurring^ith cbem ia their Malignant 
^^ cy agamft the proceeding oftfaisParifamenc, they couklnoC 
'' think themfelves fecure from the like, ora worfcdaiiger. 

"They obfer/d, thePciincrofhisMajefty's Anfwer be- 
^' ftowed here an admonition upon the Parhament» bidding 
"then tdke heed They felliujt upon the fame errour, upon 
^ the lame fuggeftions ; but, ihey . faid, he might well have 
'^fpaied that, till he could have Ihewed wherein they had 
'5excerdfed any power, otherwiie than by the Rule of the 
^^ Law 'j Of could have found a more Atithentick, or a Higher 
" Judge in matters of Law, thin the high Court of Parlia- 
** mem. 

"It wasdedar'd, in his Majefty's Name, that herefolv'd 
^ to keep the Rule Himfelf, and, to his power, to require. 
^ Vol. r Parti. Nn *^tW 
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" the fame of all others. They faid, they muft needs ac- 
*' knowledge, that fuch a rcfolution was like to bring much 
*' happinefs, and bleffing to his Majefty , and all his King- 
♦'dottis; yet, wiih humility^ they muft confefs, they had not 
''the Fruit of it in that Cafe of the Lord Km^o/tm, and the 
other five Members, accufed contrary to Law, both Com- 
mon and the Statute Law ; and yet remained unfatisfy'd ; 
Which Cafe had been remember'd, in their Dedarationi 
as a ftrange and unheard of Violation of their Laws : But 
the Pcnncr of that Anfwer thought fit to pa6 itovcr,hop- 
^ ing that many would read hU Majefty's Anfwer, which had 
*^ been fo carefully difperfed, who would not read their Dc- 
" claration. 

''Whereas, after their ample thanks, and acknowledge 
" mcntofhisMajefty's favour in paflingmany good Bills, they 
" had faid, that truth and neceffity inforced them to add this, 
"that in, or s bout the time of paffing thofe Bills, fomeDe- 
"fign or other had been on foot, which, if it had taken ef« 
" fed, would not only have deprived them of the Fruit of 
"thofe Bills, but would have reduced them to aworfe con- 
" dition of confufion, than that wherein the Parliament found 
them : it was now told them, that the King rouft be moft 
lenfible of what they had caft upon him, for the requital of 
"thofe good Bills; whereas, out of their ufual renderndsof 
" his Majefty's honour, they did not mention Him at all ; 
" but fo injurious, they faid, were thofe wicked Counfellors 
" to the Name, and Honouir of their Mafter and Soveraign« 
" that as much as they could, they laid their own Infamy and 
" Guilt upon His Shoulders. 
'I'Here* they obferred, God alfo was called to witnefs 
his Majefty's upright intentions at the paffing of thofe 
Laws; which, they faid, they would not queftion, neither 
did they give any occafion for fuch a folemn Afleveratioa. 
"as that was; the Devil was* like wife defied to prove there 
"Was dny defign, with his Majefty's knowledge or privity. 
"That might well have been fpared; for ihey fpaxe no- 
thing of his Majefty : but fince they were fo far taxed, as 
to have it affirmed, that they had laid a falfe, and notori- 
ous Imputation upon his Majefty, they thought it necdlary, 
for the juft defence of their own Innocency, to caufe the 
Oaths and Examinations, which had been taken, concern- 
ing the Defign, to be publiftied in a full Narration, for fa- 
" tistadion of all his Majefty's Subjefts ; out of which they 
^ would now offer forae few Particulars, by which the world 
" might judge, whether they could proceed with more ten- 
"dernefs towards his Mcjefty, than they had done. MrGm^sMg 
" confefTed, that the King firft asked nim, whether he were 
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^ engaged in any Cabal concerning the Army ? and command- 
''ed himtojoyn wichMr Pi^i7, and M'Jermyny andlbme 
'' ocbers whom they (hould find at Mr Pierc/s Chamber ; 
'' where they took the Oath of Secrecy, and then debated of 
^ a defign propofed by M' Jtrmjn^ to fccure the Tower, and 
'' to oonfider of bringing up the Army to London : and Cvp* 
*'taia Ldfg confefled, hi had received the draught of a Feci* 
*'tioa, in the King's prefence; and his Majefty acknow- 
** ledgeth^ it was from iiis own Hand : and whofoever reads 
''the Sum of that Petition, as it was proved by the Teftimony 
ofS'Jaeoi ABley, S'Johm Cot^irSy and Captain I>^, will 
eafily perceive fome Points in it, apt to beget in them fome 
Difcontents againft the Parliament. And could any man 
^ believe there was no Defign in the Accuiaticn of the Lord 
" Kimhokony and the reft, in which his Majefty doth avow 
'* himfelf to be both a Commander , and an Ador ? Thefe 
*' thills being fo , it would eafily appear to be as much 
'' againft the Rules of Prudence, that the Penner of that An^ 
fwer Qiould entangle his Majefty in that unneceflary Apa« 
logy, as it was againft the Rules of Juftice, that any Repa- 
ration from Them Oiould be either yielded, or demanded. 

I T was profefled, in his Majefty s Name, that he is tru-^ 
ly fenfible of the Burthens of his People ; which made them 
'^ hope that he would take that courfe, which would be moft 
''eft<ftual to eafe them of thofe burthens, that was, tojoyn 
" with his Parliament in preferving the reace of the Iving'> 
** dom, which, by his Abfence from them, had been much 
** endanger'd ^ and which, by hindering the voluntary Ad'^ 
'* ventures for the recovery of Inland^ and difabling the Sub* 
" jeAs to difcbarge the great Tax impofed on them, was like 
''to make the War much more heavy to the Kingdom. And 
" for his Majefty's Wants, the Parliament had been no cau(b 
" of them ; They had not diminiflicd his juft Revenue, but 
"^had much eafed his Publick Charge, and fomewhat his 
'^ Private, and they Oiould be ready, in a Parliamentary way, 
" to fettle his Revenue in fuch an Honourable proportion, as 
" might be anfwerable to both, when he fliould put himfelf 
"into fuch a pofture of Government, that his Subjeds mighc 
be fecure to enjoy his juft Protection for their Religion, 
"Laws, and Liberties. 

They faid, they never refufed his Majefty's gracious Of- 
fer, of a free and general 4?ardon, only they faid, it could 
be no Security to their prefent Fears and Jealoufies : and 
they gave a Reafon for it ; that thoie Fears did not arife 
out ofany Guilt of their own Adions, but out of the evil 
Defigns and Attempts of others; and they left the World to 
judge, whether They therein had deferv»l fo heavy a Tax 
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" and Exclamation ? ( That it was a ftrange World, when 
<^ Princes projBFc^r'd Favours were counted Reproaches : fuch 
•'were the words of his Majcfty's Anfwer ) who did eAeem 
^^ that Offer as an A& of Princely Grace and Bounty, which, 
^^ fince the Parliament begun, thev had humbly defired they 
*^ might obtain, and did ftill holci it verv neccflary, tad acf- 
^^ vantageous for the generality of the dubjeA, opon whom 
^ the Taxes and Subfidies lie heavieft : bur, they laid, they 
" faw, upon every Occafion, how unhappy they were in his 
.^' Majefty's mifapprehenfions of their Words, and Aftkms. 

** T H E Y faid, they were fully of the King's miod, as it 
'^ was there declared, that he m^ht reft fo feoure of Aft Af- 
*< fcftions of his SubjeAs, that he (hould not ftand in nerd of 
** Foi reign Force to preferve him from OppreOion j and were 
'^confident, that he (hould never want an abundant evfctence 
'' of the good WKhes, and Affiftance of his whole Kdigdom 9 
^ efpecially if he would be pleafed to hold to that gracious 
'^ Refdution of building upon that fure Foundation, the Law 
^^ of the Land ; but why his Majefty (hould take it ill, that 
*^ they, having received Informations fo deeply concerning 
^^ the fafety of the Kingdom, (hould think them fit (o becoo- 
^* fider'd of, they could not conceive ; for although the Name 
^ of the Perfon was unknown, yet that which was more fiih- 
*^ ftantial to theprol^ility of the report was known, that is, 
''that he was (ervant to the Lord DigSy ; who , in his pre- 
'^ fumptuous Letter to the Queen's- Majeliry, and other Lcners 
^^ to Sr Lewis Dhefy had intimated fome wicked Propofition, 
'* fttitable to that Information ; but that this (hould require Re- 
^ ^ration, thev held it as far from Juftice, as it was from 
^^ Truth that tney had mixed any Malice with thoft Ru- 
^' mours, thereby to feed the Fears and Jealoufies of the Feo- 
**ple. 

** I T was affirmed, that his Majcfty was driven From them, 
**but not Bv them ^ yet perchance, they faid, hereafter, if 
^* there (hould be opportunity of gaining more credit, there 
** would not be wanting who would fuggeft unto his Majefty, 
**that it was done By ribem : and if his Majefty were driven 
** from them, they lK>ped it was not by his own Fears, but 
•* by the Fears of the Lord DigSy^ and his Retinue of Cava-' 
*Miers ; and thofe no Fears of any Tumultuary violence, but 
^^ of their juft punifliment for their manifold infoleoce, and 
*^ intended violence againft the Parliament : And this wasex- 
•* preiJed by the Lord Di^if him(clf, when he told thofe Ca- 
^ valiers, that the principal caufe of his Majefty*s going out 
** of Town, was to fave Them from being trampfed in the 
**Dirt: but of his Majefty's Perlbn, there was no ctufe c^ 
^^Fear; in the greateft heat of the Peoj^'s Indignation, afier 
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'^ the Accu^ittoiijaod his Majefty's violent oomlog to the Hou(cl 
^^ there was no (hew of any evil intention againft his Regal 
^' Perfon; of which there could be no better Evidence than this, 
*'that he came the next day without a Guard into the City^ 
^* where he heard nothing but Prayers and PetitionSynoThreat- 
*' tdngBf or irreverent Speeches, that mieht give him any juft 
^^occafions of Fear, that they had heard of, or that his Mt«- 
^ jefty exprefled ; for he ftaid near a week after at TfHte-HMll^ 
*^ in a (ecure and peaceable Condition : whereby they were 
*' induced to believe, that there was no difficulty, or doubc 
*^ at all, but his Majefty's refidence near Umdam might be as 
** bSty as in any part of the Kingdom. They faid,they were 
<< moft aflured of the faithfulneu of the City, and Suburbs ; 
^'and for themfelves, they Ihould quicken the Vigour of the 
'* Laws, and Induftry of the Magiftrate, the Authority of 
^* Parliament, for the fuppreffing of all Tumultuary Infolence 
^ whatfocver, and for the vindicating of his Honour from all 
^^ infupportable and infolent Scand^s, if any fuch (ball be 
^' founo to be raifed upon him, as were mentioned in that An- 
^ fwer : and therefore they thought it altogether unoeceOary, 
^' and exceeding inconvenient, to Adjourn the Parliament to 
** any other place. 

'^ W H E R s the defire of a good underflanding betwixt the 
'^ King and Parliament, was on both iides fo ewieft, as was 
<^ there profelled by his Majefty to be in Him, and they had 
^^ fufficiently teftify'd to be in Themfelves, it feem'd ftrange 
^^ they (houid be, they fatd, fo long afunder ; it could be no- 
^^ thing elfe but evil and malicious Counfel in mifreprefenting 
^ their Carriage to his Majefty, and in difpofing his Favour 
^' to them. And as it fhould be far from them to take any 
^^ advantage of his Majefty's fuppofed ftreights* as to deiire, 
^^ much lefs compel him to that, which his Honour or In- 
'^ tercft might render unpleafant* or grievous to him i (b» 
^^they hoped, his Majefty would not make his own Un^ 
'^ derftandinj^ or Reafon the Rule of his Government ^ but 
^* would furor himfelf to be affifted with a Wife and Pru- 
^' dent Council, that might deal faithfully betwixt Him and 
^^ his People : and that he would remember, that his Refo- 
^Mutions did concern Kingdoms^ and therefore ought not 
'^ to be moulded by his own, much lefs by any Private Per- 
^^fons, which was not alike proportionable to fo great a 
'* Truft : And therefore they ftili deiircd and hoped, that his 
'^ Majefty would not be guided by his own Underftanding, 
'^ or thiiut thoie Courfes, Streights and Neceffities, to which 
*' he (bould be advifed by the Wifdom of both Houfes of 
' ' Parliament, which are the Eyes in the Politick Body, where- 
'^ by his Majefty was, by the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
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^ to dircern the difierences of thofe things, which conccrii 
" the Fublick Peace and Safety thereof. 

*' T H E Y faid, they had eiven his Majefty no cauiie to (ay, 
''that they did meanly value the difcharge of his Publick 
** Duty ; whatfocver Atts of Grace or Jufticc had been done, 
" they proceeded from his Majefty by the Advice and Coun- 
*' fel of his Parliament, yet they had and (hould always An* 
'^ fwer them with conftant Gratitude, and Obedience, and Af- 
" fcAion ; and although many things had been done, fince 
'* this Parliament, of another nature, yet they QiouJd not 
'' ceafe to deGre the continued PcotedUon of Almijghcy God 
^' upon his Majefty, and moft humbly Petition him to caft 
'*^ from him all thofe evil, and contrary Counfels, which had, 
''in many particulars formerly mention'd, much deoraded 
''from the Honour of his Government, the Happinefi of his 
own Eftate, and Profperity of his People. 
''And having paflea fo many Dangers from abroad, fo 
many Confpiracies at home, and brought on the Publick 
Work fo far, through the greatefl: difficulties that ever fhxxi 
'' in oppofition to a Parliament, to fuch a degree of fuccds, 
" that nothing feem'd to be left in the way able to hinder 
" the full Accompliihment of their Defires, and Endeavours 
" for the Publick Good, unlefs God in his Juftice did fend a 
" grievous Curfe upon them, as to turn the ftrength of the 
«' Kingdom againft it felf, and to eflfeA chat by their own 
"Folly and Credulity, which the Power and Subcilty of their 
" Enemies could not attain, that was, to divide die People 
" from the Parliament, and to make diem ferviceable co the 
" Ends, and Aimes of thofe who would deftroy them : There* 
^ fore they defired the Kii^om to take notice of that lafl 
" moft defperate, and mifchievous Plot of the Malignant Party, 
that was aAed and profecuted in many parts of the King- 
dom, under plaufible notions of ftlrring them up to a care 
of preferving the King's Prerogative ; maintaining the Dif- 
" cipline of the Church ; upholding and continuing the Reve* 
"rence, abd Solemnity ot God's Service^ and encouraging 
" of Learning : And, upon thofe grounds, divers mutinous 
"Petitions had been framed in JL^r^Mi/lC^and other Coun- 
"ties; and fundry of his Majefty's Subjefts, had been fblli- 
" cited to declare themfelves for the King againfl the Parlta- 
" ment ; and many faUe and foul Afperboos had been caft 
upon their Proceedings, as if they had been not only negli* 
gent, but averfe in thofe Points ^ whereas they ddSred no- 
thing more, than to maintain the purity and power of Re- 
ligion, and to honour the King in all his juft Prerogadves ; 
''and for encouragement and advancement of Piety and 
'' Learning, they had very earneftly endeavouT'd^ and ftill djcf. 
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^*x.o the ucmoft of their Power, that all Parifhes might have 
'' Learned, Pious, and Suffieient Preachers , and all fuch 
'' Preachers, competent Livings. 

''Many other Bills and PropoGtions, they faid, were in 
preparation, for the King's Profit and Honour, the People's 
Safety and Profperiry j in the proceedings whereof, they 
were much hindered by his Majefty's Abfencc from the Par- 
'* liament; which wiis altogether contrary to the ufe of his 
^* Predeccflbrs, and the Privilege of Parliament, whereby their 
'*' time was confumed by a multitude of unnece(£iry Meflages^ 
^'and their Innocency wounded by cauflcfs and fliarp In- 
*' vedives j yet they doubted not but they (hould overcome 
«*a]l this atlafls if the People fufitr not themfelves to be de- 
'' luded with falfe and fpecious ihews, and {o drawn to be- 
^ tray Them to their own undoing, who had ever been wil- 
** ling to hazard the undoing of themfelves, that they mighc 
** not be betrayed, by their neglcd of the Truft repofed in 
** them : But it it were not poffible they iliould prevail here- 
"in, yet they would not fail, through God's Grace, ftill to 
«^per(ift in their Duties, and to look beyond their own Lives, 
''Eftates^ and Advanrages, as thofe who think nothing worth 
«<^the enjoying without the Liberty, Peace, and Safety of the 
''Kingdom; nor any thing too good to be hazarded in dif- 
'' charge of cheir Confciences, for the obtaining of it : And 
" (hould always repofe themfeives upon the Protcdion of Al- 
" mighty God, which, they were confident, would never be 
'«* wanting to them ( while they fought His Glory ) as they 
had found it, hitherto, wonderfully going along with them^ 
in all their Proceedings. 
With this Declaration they publifliedthe Examinations 
of M' Gorhrgy M' Fiercfs Letter to the Earl of N^rfhunt^r" 
land; which were the great Evidence they had of the Pioc 
of bringing up the Army, to awe the Parliament; and feve- 
ral other Letters and Depofitions, or rather fuch parts of De- 
pofitions, as contributed moft to their purpofe. For the truth 
is, as they never publiflicd, {o much as to the Houfcs which 
were to Judge, many Depofitions of Witnefles, whofeTcfti- 
mooies, in a manner, vindicated the King from thofe Afper- 
fions, which they had a mind fliould flick upon him (for many 
{iich there wercj fo of thofe which they did pubiiOi, they 
left out many parts, which, being added, would either have 
obfcured, or contradiAed, or difcrediied much of that, out 
of which they made the People believe much to the King's 
diflervice. And yet with all thofe ill Arts and Omiilions, I 
prefume many, who without paflion do now read thofe De- 
pofitions (for they are in all hands to be read) do much mar- 
vel bow (uch conclufions could rcfult to bis Majefty's difad*

vantage, out of the worft part of all that Evidence ; which 
could not, naturally, carry tnac feofe to ivhicb ic wa$ wrefted. 
About this time (which I fhall mention before the other 
Declaration^ becaufe it interven'd ) there happen'd an Acci- 
dent that gave them much trouble, and the more, becaufe an- 
looked for, by the Lord jKLeeper's quitting them and refort- 
ing to Tork^ by which the Kii^ got the pofleffion of hisown 
Great Seal ; which by alt Parties was, at that time, thought 
a moft confiderable advantage. The King was very much 
unfatisfyM with tbeL>ord Keeper Uttletony who did not ap- 
pear fo ufeful for his Service as he expefted, and, from the 
time of the Accufing the Members, had loft all his Vigour, 
and inftead of making any oppofirion to any of their extra- 
vagant Debates, he had nlencly fufter'd all things to be car- 
ried ; and had not only declined the performing the Office the 
King had enjoyn'd him, with reference to the Earls of ISffex 
and HfiUand (before mention'd) but very much complied 
with, and courted that Party of both Houfes, which frequently 
^eforted to him ; and of late in a queftion, which bad been 

Eut in the Houfe of Peers, in the point of the Militia, he 
ad given his Vote both againft the King and the Law. to 
the infinite Ofifence and Scandal of all thofe who adhered to 
the King. 

H E was a Man of great Reputation in the profeffion of the 
^aw ; for Learning, and all other Advantages, which aneod 
the moft Eminent Men ; he was of a very good Extraftioo 
in ^ropjbir^j and inherited a fair Fortune, and Inheritance 
from his Father; he was a handfome, and a proper Man, of 
a very graceful Prefence, and notorious for Courage, which, 
in his Youth, he had nianifcfted with his Sword; he had taheo 
great pains in the hardeft, and moft knotty part of the Law, 
as well as that which was more cuftomary , and was not 
only very ready and expert in the Books, but exceedhigly 
yerled in Records, in itudying and examining whereof, he 
had kept M' SeUem company, with whom he bad great friend- 
(hip, and who had much affifted him : fo that l^e was looked 
upon the beft Antiquary of the Profeflion, who gave him- 
felf up to Praftice ; and, upon the meet ftrength of hrs own 
Abilities, he had raffed himfeif into the firft Rank of thePra* 
(flicers in the Common Law Courts, and was chofen Recor- 
der of I.0vdon before he was called to the Bench, and grew 
proRMitly into the higheft Praftice in all the other Courts, 
as well as thofe of the Law. When the King lodced more 
n::rro\'!;' into his bufinefs, and found that he ihould have 
n:i:ch to do in WfJlmmfier-HaUy he removed an old, uftteft, 
liMuiuie Perfon, who had been put into chat Office by the 
r .c-r uf the Duke of Bufkmgbmj and made JJnbim his 
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$oIlicitor Geneml, much to his Honour, but not to hit PiX>- 
fit ; che obligacion of Attendance upon chat Office, depriving 
hina of much benefit he ufed to acquire bv his Praftice, be- 
fore he had that relation. Upon the deatn of the Lord O0- 
vemhjy Pmk being made Keeper, He was made Chief Juftice 
of the Common Pleas, then the beftOfBce of the Law, and 
that which he was wont to fay, in his higheft Ambition, in 
his own private wtflies, he bad moft deiired ; and it was in» 
deed the Sphere in which he moved moft gracefiilly, and 
with moft advantage, being a Matter of all that Learning 
and Knowledge, which that Place required , and an excels 
lent Judge, of great Gravity, and above all fufpicion of Cor* 
ruption. 

Whilst he held this Place, he was bv the favour of the 
Arch-Bifhop of CsKierkiryy and the Earl of Strsfford^ who 
had a great efteem of him, recommended to the King to be 
called to the Council Table, where he kept up his good 
Name j and, upon the Lord Fmch's leaving tne Kingdom, io 
the beginning of the Parliament, he was thought, in many re* 
fpeds, to be the fitteft to be entrufted in that Office ; and, 
upon the defire of the Earl of Strnfford after he was in the 
Tower, was Created a Baron, out of expeAation that, by his 
Authority and Knowledge of the Law, he would have been 
of great ufe in reftrnining thofe extraordinary, and unwar* 
rantable Proceedings ^ but, from the time he had the Great 
^al, he feem'd to be out of his Element, and in Ibme per- 
plexity and irrefblution in the Chancery it ielf, rhoi^h be 
had great experience in the praftice, and proceedings of that 
Court; and made not that difpatch, that was expe&ed, at the 
Council Table ; and in the Parliament he did aot preferve 
any dignity ; and appeared fo totally dtfpirieed, that iew Men 
(hewed any refpeA to him, but they who moft oppoicd the 
King, who indeed did exceedingly apply themielves to him, 
and were with equal kindnefs received by him. This won- 
derful alteration in him, his Friends believed to have proceed- 
ed from a great ficknefs, which had leiied upon him quickly 
afcer be was Created a Baron, infomuch as every Man believ- 
ed he would die ; and by this noeans, he did not attend the 
Houfe in feme Months \ and fo performed none of thofe O^ 
fices toward the Earl of ^mff^rd^ the expedation whereof 
had been the fole Motive to that Promotron : From that time 
he never did appear the fame Man ; but fure thore were 
other Caufes for it, and he was pofleflM with fome melan- 
dioly apprehenfioos, which he could not Mafler, and had no 
Friend to whom he durft entirely communkate them. 

M' ffr^y one of thofe who was moft trufted by the Kiw 
ia the Hoofe of Commons, and had always had % great refpeft 
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for the Keeper, was as much troubled at his behavknr, as 
any Man ^ and ufing frequently to go to him, went upon that 
occafion ^ and with great freedom and plaionefi, told him, 
'^ how much he had ioft the efteem of all Good Men, and 
^^ that the King could not but be exceedingly diflatisfyd with 
*' him i and difcour&d over the matter of that Vote. Thoogh 
he did not know, that the King did at that time put fo great 
a fecret Truft in M' HyJe^ yet he knew very well, that die 
King had a very good opinion of him, and had heard his Ma- 
jefty often, from the beginning of the Parliament, when ibc 
difcourfe happened to be of the Lawyers of the Houfe, take 
M occafion from thence to mention M' Hyde, as a Man of 
whom he heard very well , which the Keeper had many 
times taken notice of to him : and then he knew the Friend- 
fhip that was between the Lord FalkUnd and Mr H;ir, and 
had heard the many Jealoufies which were contrafied, uiK)a 
the great communication he had widi the two new CounleU 
lors ^ and fo no doubt believtd, that he knew much of the 
King's mind. So that aflbon as he had enter*!! upon this dif- 
courfe, which he heard with all attention ( they being by 
themfelves in his Study, at Exeter Houfe) He rofe from his 
Chair, and went to the Door^ and finding fome Pcrfons in 
the next Room, he bad them to withdraw^ and locking both 
the Door of that Room, and of his Study, he fat down 
htmfelf, and nuking M' Hyde fit down too, he begun ^' with 
'^giving him many thanks for hisFriendfhip to him, which, 
'^ he faid. he had ever efteem'd, and he could not more ma- 
^' nifeft the efteem he had of it and him, than by ufing that 
^^ freedom again with him, which he meant to do. .Then be 
^Mameneed his own Condition ^ and that he had been preferred 
*^ fronn the Common Pleas, where he knew both the Bufioefs 
^^and thePeribns he had to deal with, to the other bighOf- 
^^fice he now held, which obliged him toconverfe and tracf* 
** aft with another fort of Men , who were not known to 
^' him, and in Afiairs, which he underftood not, and had not 
'' one Friend among them, with whom he could confer upon 
^' any doubt, which occurred to him. 
*He (poke then of the unhappy ftate and conditk>D of the 
King's bufineft ; how much he had been, and was (till, be- 
uayed by Perfons who were about him ; and with all poilibie 
indignation againft the proceedings of the ParUament; and 
fold, '^ they would never do this, if, they were not fefdvcd 
'^ to do more : that he knew the lung too well, and obferved 
^^ the Carriage of particular Men too much, and the whole 
'^ current of publick Tranfadions thefe laft five or fix Months, 
^^not to fbrelee that it could not be long, before there would 

^^ be a War between the King and the two H<xifcs i and of 
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•* the importtnce, in that Seafon, that the Great Seal Oiould 
^^ be with the Kii^. Then he fell into many expreiSons of 
his Duty, and Af&<flion to the King's Perfon, as well as to 
his high Degree : and ^'that no Manfliould be more ready, 
" to perifh with, and for his Majefty, than He would be ^ that 
^^ the profpeft be had of this necefuty, had made him carry 
^^himlelf towards that Party with fo much complyance, that 
^^ he might be gracious with them, at leaft, that they might 
^have'no difturft of him ; which, he knew, many had en* 
^^ deavoured to infiife into them ; and that there had been a 
^ coniultation within few days, whether, in regard he might 
^ be fent for by the King^ or that the Seal might be taken 
<^froro him, it would not be beft to appoyit the Seal to be 
^kept in fome fuch fecure place, as that there might be no 
" danger of lofing it ; and that the Keeper fliould always re- 
^^ceive it, for the execution of his Office; they having no 
<^ purpofe to difoblige him. And the knowledge he had of 
<^ this confultation, and fear he had of the execution of ir, 
** had been the reafon, why in the late Debate upon the Mi- 
^' litia, he had given his Vote in fuch a manner, as, he knew, 
<< would make very ill impreffions with the King, and many 
^^ others who did not know him very well; but that, if he 
^' had not, in that Point, fubmitted to their opinion, the Seal 
^^had been taken from him that Night; whereas by this 
*^ complyance in that Vote, which could only prejudice him- 
'^felf, and not the Kins;, he had gotten fo much into their 
^'Confidence, that he mould be able to preferve the Seal in 
'^ his own hands, till the King required it ; and then he would 
** be as ready to attend his Majefty with it. 

M'HfJe was very well pleafed with this difcourfe; and 
asked him, '^ whether he would give him leave, when there 
^ fliouId be a fit occafion, to afliire the King, that he would 
^^ perform this Service, when the King (hould require it? He 
ddired, '* that he would do fo^ and pafs hi3 Word for the per- 
^< formance of it, aflbon as his Majefty pleafed , and fo they 
** parted. 

It was within very few days after, that the King, ex- 
ceedingly difpleafed and provoked with the Keeper's beha« 
viour, (ent an Order to the Lord Falkland^ '^ to require the 
"Seal firom him; in which the King was very pofitive, 
though he was not refolved to what hand to commit it. His 
Majefty wiftied them ( for he always included the other Two 
in fuch references ) to confider, ^^ whether he (hould give it 
" to the Lord Chief Juftice Banks (againft whom he made 
fome objection himfelf ) ^^ or into the hands of M' SeUen ; and 
" to fend their opinions to him. The Order was poficivc for 
requiring it from the prefent Officer , but they knew not

who to advife for a Succefi&r. The Lord Chief Jufljoe Bamki 
appeared co be as much af raid, as the other ; and not thought 
equal to that Charge, in a time of fo much difbrder ^ though 
otberwtTe ho was a Man of great Abilities, and unblemilhed 
integrity ; thev did not doubt of M' SeUem's ASbStioa to tho 
King, but witnal they knew him fo well, that they concluded 
he wwld abfolutely refufe the place, if it were ofier'd to 
him. He was in years, and of a tender Conftitution ; be 
had for many years enjoyed his eafe, which he loved; was 
Rich J and would not have made a Journey to Xfrky or have 
lain out of his own Bed, for any Preferment ; which be had 
never affi;ded. 

Bbing all Three of one mind, that it would not be fit to 
oflfer it to the one or the orher ; hereupon M' li^dt toM them 
the Conference he had with the Keeper, and the prafeffioos 
be had ocnde; and was very confident, that he would very pu^ 
dually perform it ; and therefore propofed, that *' they miriit, 
'^ with their Opinions of the other Ferfons, likewife adviis 
^ his Majefty to fufpend his Refolution concerning the Lord 
^^ Keeper, and rather to write kindly to him, to bring the 
'' Seal to his Majefty, inftead of fending for the Seal it felf, 
^^ and caft him off ^ and oficr'd to venture his own Credit with 
the King, that the Keeper would comply with his Majefty's 
Commands. Neither of them were or his opinion ; and md 
both no efteem of the Keeper, nor believed, that bo would 

Sto his Majefty, if he were fent for, but that he would find 
ne trick toexcufe himfelf j and therefore were not willing, 
that Mr HjJ$ Ihould venture his Reputation upon it. He 
defired them then ''to confider how abfolutely neceffiurv it 
was, that the King (hould firft rcfolve into what band to 
ut the Seal, before he removed it ; for that it could not 
uniaploy'd one hour, but that the whole Juftice of the 
Kingdom would be put out of order, and draw a greater and 
a jufter clamour, than had been yet : That there was as much 
care to be taken, that it (hould not be in the power of any 
Man to refufe ir, which would be yet more prejudicial to 
his Majefty. He defired them above all, to weigh well, 
that the bufioeft confifted only in having the Great Seal in 
the place where his Majefty refolved to be ^ and if the 
Keeper would keep his promife, and defired to (erve the 
King, it would be unqueftionably the beft way, that He 
' and the Seal were both there : if, on the other fid^ he woe 
^not anHoneftMan, and cared not foroflfending the King, 
'^ he would then refufe to ddiver it ^ and inform uie Lords of 
' it : who would juftify him for bis diibbedience, and reward 
and cherilh him ; and he muft then hereafter ferve Their 
euro , idbe mifchief whereof would be greater, than could bp 
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^eafilj imagtoed : and his Majefty's own Great Seal flioQld 
'^ be everyday ufed againft him, nor would it be poffible in 
^^ ottuiy Monuis to procure a New one to be made. 

Thssb ObjeftioQf appeared of weteht to them; and they 
Reiblv'd to give an account of the wlioie to the King, and to 
cKpea his Older : and both the Lord FalUmuly and M' i^ 
writ to hisMajefty, and fent their Letters away that v«ry 
Night. The King was fiitisfy'd with the Rcaibns^ and was 
very glad that M^ Hftk was fo conidenc of the Keeper ; 
fhougjh, he iaid, ^ he remained ftillin doubt; and Rcfelv'd 
^ tiiat be would, iiich aday of the Week following, ftnd for 
^^ the Keeper and the Seal; aidthaticibouldbe, as had been 
mdviiecL upon a Smtmrim/ Afternoon, affxn as the Houfe of 
Lofds Uiould rife; became then no notice could be taken of 
k till Mmiaj, M' Hyip, who had continued to fee the Keeper 
fre^iently, and was oonfiri&'d in his confidence of his Inte- 
grity, went now to him ; and finding iiim firm tohisRefo- 
luticMi) and of opinion, in regard of the high Proceedings of 
dieHoufes, chat it fliooki not belongdeferr'd; he toM mm, 
^ that he might expefi a Meflenger the next Week, and tbu: 
^ he Qiould once more fee him, when he would tell him the 
*^Day ; and thtf he would then go hknfelf away before htm 
^toTsri, with which he was mudi pieaied, and it was agreed 
bttween the Three, that it was now time^ that he flioukl be 
gone ( the King having fent for him fome time before ) after 
a day or two ; in wluch time the Declaration of the nine- 
teenth of Mny would be paffid. 

On the SstwrJmf following, between two and three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon , M' &kt^ a Groom of the Bed- 
Chflmber to the Piince, came to the Keeper, and found him 
akme in the Room where he ofed to fir, and delivered him a 
JLetter firom the King in his own hand ; wherein he leqetted 
him , with many eipreflSons of kindnefs and efteem, '^to 
*^ tnake haft to him ; and if hisindi^Mfidon ( for he wasoftcn 
troubled with gravel and fliarpnefi of Urine) <^ would not fuf-- 
^ fer him to make fuch haft upon the Journey, as theoccafion 
*^ reqniied, that he fliould deliver the Seal to the PeHbn who 
^ gave him the Lenei" ; who , being a ftrong young Man, 
^ wouM make fuch haft as was neceflary ; and that he migbt 
^ make his own Journey, by thofe degrees which his Fkakh 
^^ required. The Keeper was ferprifcd with the Meflenger, 
whom he dkl not like ; and more when he found that he 
knew the contents of the Letter, which , he hoped, would 
not have been communicated to any Man, who fliould be fent : 
He AitfwerVi him with much refervation, and when the odier 
withUuntnefr, as he was nopdite Man, demanded the Seal 
of him, which he had not thought of pecting out of his own 
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hands ; he Anfwer'd him, '^ that he would not deliver it in- 
<< to any hands, but the King's ; but preiently recoUediog 
himfelf, and looking over his Letter again, he quicklv con* 
(ider'd, that it would be hazardous to carry the Seal htmfeif 
fuch a Journey ; and that if by any purfuit of him, which he 
could not but fufpeft, he (hould be feifed upon, the Kii^ 
would be very unhappily difappointed of the Seal, which he 
had reafon fo much to .depend upon ; and that his misfortune 
would be wholely imputed to his. own fault and infidelity 
(which without doubt heabhorr'd with his heart ) and the 
only way to prevent thatmifchief, or to appear innooent un- 
der it, was to deliver the Seal to the Perion trufted by the 
King himfclf to receive it ; and ib, without telling him any 
thing of his own purpofe, he delivered the Seal into his hands ; 
who forthwith put htmielf on his Horie, and with wooderftil 
expedition prefented the Great Seal into his Majefty^s own 
hands, who was infinitely pleaicd with It , and with the 
Meflenger. 

The Keeper, that Evening, pretended to be indifpofed, 
and that he would take his reft early, and therefore that no 
body Qiould be admitted to fpeak with him : and then he 
called Sc»'jeant 2>p to him, who was the Serjeant who waited 
upon the Seal, and in whom he had great Q>(ifidence, as he 
well might ^ and told him freel v, ^^ That he was refolv'd, the 
^' next Morning, to go to the King, who had fent for him ; 
'^ that he knew well, how much malice he (hould oootrad 
^^ by it from the Parliament, which would ufe all the means 
•'* they could to apprehend him ; and he himielf knew not 
''how he (hould perform the Journey, therefore he put him- 
^'felf entirely into his hands y that he (hould caufe his Horfes 
^' to be ready againft the next Morning, and only his own 
^ Groom co attend them, and he to guide the beft way, and 
'' that he would not impart it to any other Perfon. The bo- 
oeft Serjeant was very elad of the Re(blution, and chearfuUy 
undertook all things for the Tourney j and fo fending the 
Horfes out of the Town, the Keeper put himfelf in his (joach 
very early the next Morning, and affoon as they were cot of 
the Town, He and the Serjeant, and one Groom, took their 
Horfes, and made fo great ajoumey that day, it being about 
the beginning of June, that before the end of the third day, 
he kifted the King's hand at Tmrk. 

H £ had purpofely procured the Houfe of Peers to be Ad* 
joum'd to a later hour, in the Morning for Mmdmy^ than it 
ufed to be. Sunday pafled without any Man's takii^ nedce 
of the Keeper's beii^ abfent^ and many, who knew that he 
was not at his Houie, thought he had been gone to Crmifrrdy 
CO his Country Houie, whither he frequently went on ^- 
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turdaj nights , and was early enough at the Parliament on 
Monday Mornings; aiidfo the Lords the roore willingly con- 
iented co the later Adjournments for thole days, ^uton Monday 
Morning, when it was known when, and in what manner he 
had left his Houfe, the confufion in both Houfes was wtry 
great; and they who had thought that their iutereft was fo 
great in him, that they knew all his thoughts, and had va- 
lued themfelves, and were valued by others, upon that ac- 
count, hung down their heads, and were even diftrafted with 
(hame : However thev could not but conclude, that He was out 
of their reach before tne Lords met ; yet to (hew their indigna- 
tion againft him, and it may be In hope that his Infirmities 
would detain htm long in the Journey ( as no body indeed 
thought that he could have pertbrm'd it, with that expedi- 
tion J they ifliied out fuch a Warrant for the apprehending 
him, as had been in the cafe of the fouleft Felon or Mui* 
therer ; and Printed it, and caufed it to be difperfed by Ex- 
preOes, over all the Kingdom with great haft. All which 
circumftances both before, and after the Keeper's Journey to 
T9rky are the more particularly, and at large let down, out of 
juftice to the memory of that noble Perfon ; whofe Honour 
Aifier'd then much in the opinion of many, by the confident 
report of the Perfon, who was fentfor,and received the Seal, 
and who was a loud and bold Talker, and defired to have it 
believed, that his Manhood had ravifhed the Great Seal from 
the Keeper, even in fpightof his teeth ; which, how impof- 
fible foever in it felf, found too much Credit; and is therefore 
cleared by this very true and pun&ual Relation, which in 
truth is but due to him. 

But the Trouble and DiftraAion, which at this time po& 
fefled them, was vifibly very great ; and their dejeAion fuch, 
that thefame day the E^r\ of Northtmier land ( who had been 
of another temper ) moved, ^^ that a Committee might be ap- 
** pointed, to confider how there might be an Accommoda- 
^ tion between the King and his People, for the Good, Hap- 
'^ptnefi, and Safety of both King and iCingdom; which Com* 
mitteewas appointed accordingly. 

This temper of Accommodation troubled them not long, 
new Warmth and Vigour being quickly infufed into them 
by the unbroken , and undaunted Spirits of the Houfe of 
Commons; which, to Ihew howlittle they valued the Power 
or Authority of the King, though fupporred by having now 
his Great Seal by him, on the adch of May agreed on a new 
Remonftrance to the People ; in which, the Lords concurring, 
they informed them, 

"That although the great Affairs of the Kingdom, and Jj^JT^^ 
^^ tbemiferable bleeding Condition of the Kingdom of Ireland jl^^^^j^l^ 
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^^ afforded ihem Itcclc leifure, to fpend their time in Dcckn* 
^' cions , and in Anfwers, and Replies , vet the Malignaot 
^.^ Party about his Majefty taking all occauoos to multiply Ca- 
^^ iumnies upon the Houfes of Parliament , and to publi(h 
^^ fliarp invedtives, under his Majefty's Name againft them, 
^^ and their proceedings (a new Engine they had invented to 
'^heighten the Diftradtions of this Kingdom, and to b^et» 
^^ and increafe diftruft, and dlfaSedion between the King, and 
^^his Parliament, and the People) they could not be fb much 
^^ wanting to their own Innocency, or to the duty of their 
^' Truft, as not to clear themfelves from thofc falfc afperfions, 
^ind (which was their chiefeft care) to difabuie the People's 
^^ minds , and open their Eyes, that, under the falie fliews, 
^Snd pretexts of the Law of the Land, and of their own 
^^ Rights , and Liberties , they may not be carried into the 
*^ Road way, that leadeth to the utter Ruin, and Subverikm 
^^ thereof. A late occafion that thofc wicked Spirits of divi- 
^' fion had taken to defame, and indeed to anaign the pro- 
^^ ceedings of both Houfes of Parliament , had been hom 
^^ their Votes ofthexS^^ of ^jpri/, and their Declaration coi^ 
^cerning the bufineis of Hvf, which becauie they put forth, 
^' before they could fend their Anfwer concerning that matter 
*' unto his Majefty, thofeMifchievous Inftruments of diffen- 
'^ fion, between the King, and the P^^Crliament, and the People, 
*^ whofe chief Labour, and Study, was to roifreprefcnt their 
^ AAk>ns to his Majefty, aiKl to the Kingdom, would needs 
'^ interpret this as an Appeal to the People, axid a decUniog 
^ of all intercourfe between his Majefty and them ^ as if they 
^^ thought it to no purpofe, to endeavour any more, to give 
^ his Majefty fatisfaftion^ and, without expefting any longer 
^^ their Anfwer, under the Name of a Mel&ge from bis Ma- 
^^ jefty to both Houfes, they themfelves had indeed made an 
^^ Appeal to the. People, as theMeflage itfelf did ia a man* 
^^ ner grant it to be, offering to joyn ifliie with them in that 
*^ way, and in the nature thereof did clearly (bew ic felf to 
f^be no other i therefore They would likewife Addrds their 
^^ Anfwer to the Kingdom ^ not byway of Appeal (as they 
^^ were charged ) but to prevent them from beinff their own 
'^ Executioners, and from being perfwaded under talle colours 
^' of defending the Law, and their own Liberties, to dcftroy 
^^ both with their own bands, by taking their Lives, Liber- 
^^ ties, and Eftates out of Their hands, whom they had cho- 
^' fen, and entrufted therewith, and refigning them up onto 
'^fomeevilCounfellors, about his Majefty, who could lay no 
^' other foundation of their own greatnefs, but upon the Ruin 
^^ of this, and, in It, of all Parliaments j and in T.hem, of the 
^^trueReligion^and the Freedom of this Nation. And tbe/e, 
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^^ they Aid, were the Men that would perfwade the People^ 
f' chac both Houies of Parliament, coataioinfi all the Peers, 
^* and reprefencing all the Coinnions of E»gla»Jy would de- 
'^ droy the Laws uf the Land, and Liberties of the People^ 
** wherein, bcGdes the Truft.of the whole, they themfelves ia 
'.^ their own particulars, bad fo great an Intereft of Honour, 
'^ and Eftace « chat they iioped it would gain little Credit 
'^ with any, that had the Icaft ufeofReafon, that fuch, as muib 

V have fo great a fhare in the Mi(cry« fliould take lo much 
'f pains in the procuring t|hcreof; and ^nd (a much time^^ 
'' and run fo cn^iny liazards to make themfelves Slaves, and to 
•' deftroy tb6 property of their Eftates. But that they mighe 
^^ give particular fatisfa&ion to the feveral Impuracions caft 

V upon thero, they would tajke them in order, as they wcro 
** laid upon them in th;ic Mcflage. 

*^ F i,R sT They were charged for the avowing that ASt ot 
^^ Sr JoLm Uptham ; which was term'd unparaHel'd, and ati 
^^high, and unheard of Affiront unco his Majefty, and as if 

V they needed not to have done it.; be being able, as wasal* 
" ledg'd,' to produce no fuch Command gf theHpufesof Pars 
*' liaimnt. They f^id, althoughSr Jo/aiHi!^/^^?^ badnot ati 
^^ Order, that di4 cxprels every Cir«:umftance of that Cafe, yet 
^^ he .might have produced' an Order of both Houfes, whicbi, 
^'did comprehend this Cale, not only in the clear Intention^ 
'.^but in the vccjf Words thereof ; which they knowing iif 
^^ their Coofcieoce^ c6 be fo, and to be moft neceflary for 
^' the Safety ofthe^Kingdocn, they, could not but inHonou^. 
**an4 Ju(t)ce avow that AAof His ; which, they were con* 
^^ fidetK, would appear to all the "^orld to be fo w from be« 
*' ing ^n Affront to the Kii^, that it would be found to have 
^^ been s^l tk& of great Loyalty to his Majelly, and to hi« 
^^Kiogdoiaa. 

''The next Char^^e upon them Was, thatinflead oFgiving 
^^ his Majefty fatisfaftkon, chcy publidied a Dcclacation con* 
'*'' ceminjg that bu(ineis, as an Appeal to the,Peopte, and as if 
'^(heir intercourle with his Majcny, and for his fatisfa^ion,. 
•'* were now tono more j)UKpofc ; which courfe was s^llcdg'd to 
<< be very uo^igreeable to the Modedy and duty of former pmes, 
** and not warrantable by any Precedents, but what Them- 
.'' (ieivefi bad made. Theyfaid. if the Penner of that Meflagc 
'^ had expefted awhile, or had not expe<^ed that two.Houfoa 
^^ of Fiarliament (efpecially burchen'd^ as they were at that 
"time, with fo many prefTme, and urgent Afi^airs) fliould 
'^ h^ive.movedfu fjfA as himfelt, he would not have faid, th^C; 
^' Declaration was infteadofan Anlwer to his MajcAy ; which, 
'' they did difpatch with all the fpeed^ and diligence thev^ 
^' could, aad bad fent it to his ^laiefty by a Commkcee of b$ttri i

^' Moufes ; whereby it appeared, that they did it not upon diat 
^^ ground, that they thought it was no mote to any pmpofe, 
'< to endeavour to give his Majefty fiutisfafiion. 

^'And as for the Duty and Modefty of former timeiyfioin 
^ which they were fatd to have vatied, and to want the War- 
^'rant of any Precedents therein^bot what Themfeives bad 
^ made : If they had made any Precedents this Parliamev, 
^ they had made them for Poftcrity, upon the (ame, or better 
^ grounds of Reafdn and Law^ than tbofe were upon, vbkh 
^* their Predeceflbts firft made for Them : And as me Pre- 
*' cedents ought not to be rules for them |o follow, fo none 
^^ could be limits to bound their Proceedings ; whiA naf^ 
^' and inufl vary^ccordlng to the diflerent condition ofTimes. 
^* And for that Particular , of fetting forth £>eclaratioos for 
'^ the facisfaAion of the People , wm had cbofen, and cd- 
^^ truftcd chem with all that was deareft to them : If there 
*^ were no example for it, it was becauie there were nevo any 
^^ Monfters before, that ever attempted to di(a£R:ft the Pco- 
*' Die from a Parliament, or could ever harbour a fbOQfjx 
^ that it might be effeded. Were there ever fuch pradKCi 
^*to poyfon the People with an ill apprehn^on of theParlia- 
^^ ment ? Were there ever fuch imputations, and fcaodals laid 
^^ upon the Proceedings of both Houfcii ? Were there ever £> 
^ many, and fo great breaches of Privilege oP Parliament i 
^' Were there ever fo many, and fodefperate deQgns offeree 
^and violence againft the Parliament, and tfaeMembergtber^ 
'* ot ? If they had Done more than ever dieir Ancefton had 
*^ Don^ they faid, they had Suflfered more dian ever They 
^^ had Sufiered ; and yet, in pomt of Modefty and Dutfithqr 
^' would not yield tothebeft of former dmes; and dxy 
** would put that in iflue, whether the higjhdty and moft uo- 
*^ wanantable Precedents of anv of his Majefty 's PredeceflbrSi 
^< did not fall fhort, and muoi below, what had been done 
*^ to them this Parliament ? And on the other fide, wheAer, 
''if they (hould make the higheft Precedents of other Pariia- 
'^ ments their Patterns, there would be caufe to compiaioof 
^ want of modefty, and duty in Them ; when theybad ooc 
^ fo much as fuflered fodi things to enter hito their Thou^ 
'< which all the world knew They put in Aft ? 

^Another Charge whkh was laid verv Ug^ upoo 
'^^ them, and which were indeed a very great Crime if omt 
'< were found guilty thereof, was, that by avowing that Ad 
'< ofS^JebmlMbamy they dicL in confequence, oodbundafid 
^* deftroy the title, and intereft of aU his Majefty't |ood Sub* 
'^ jc&s to their Lands and Goods ; and diat, upon this ground i 
^ that his Majeftv had the fame Title to his Town of B^f 
'< which any of his SubjcAs bad to their Houfei or Land*, 
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** and the £une to his Magazine and Munition there, that any 
*^ Man had to his Money, Plate, or Jewels : And therefore, 
^^ that they ought not to luve been difpofed ofj without, or 
^ aeainft hisC^nfent, no more than the Houfe, Land, Money, 
** PJatc, orjcwelsof any Subjed ought to be, without, or a- 
*«gainft his Will. 

^' H B R B, they faid) that was laid down for a Principle^ 

*' which would indeed pull up the very foundaxion of the li- 

*^ berty, property, and intcreft of every Subjcdk in particular, 

^' and oiF all the Subjeds in general, if they ihould admit ic 

^for a truth, that his Majefty had the fame right and title to 

^ his Towns, and to his Magazines ( bought with the publick 

*' Moneys, as they conceived chat ar Hull to have been ) that 

^ every particular Man hath to his Houfe, Lands, and Goods. 

^ For his Majefty's Towns were no more bis own, than his 

^ Kingdom was his own ; and his Kingdom was id more iiis 

^'own, than his People are his own; and if the King had a 

'^property in all his Towns, what would become of the Sub- 

^ je&B propriety in their HouHs therein ? and if He had a pro- 

^^priety in his Kingdom, vrhat would become of the Subjeds 

*' property in their Lands throughout the Kingdom ? or of 

^ their Libenies^ if his Majefty had the fame right in their 

^^ Peribns, that every Subjed h&th in his Lands, and Goods ? 

^^ and wtuit would become of all the Subjeds intcrefts in the 

*^ Towns, and Forts of the Kingdom, and in the Kingdom it 

^felL if his Majefty might fel^ or give them away, ordif- 

'^poieofthem at his pl^ure, as a particular Man might do 

^^ with his Lands, and with his Goods ? This erroneous 

*^ Maxim being infilled into Princes, that their Kingdoms are , 

^ their own, and that they may do with them what they will, 

^^ as tf their Kingdoms were for Them, and not They for 

^ their Kingdoms, was, they faid, the Root of all the Sub« 

'^jedsmiiery, and of the invading of their juft Rights, and 

^Liberties ^ whereas, indeed, they are only entruited with 

'^ their Kingdoms, and with their Towns, and with their 

** People, and with the publick Treafure of the Coromon- 

^^ wealth, and whatfoever is bought therewith ^ and, by the 

^ known Law of this Kingdom, the very Jewels of the Crown 

^ are not the King's proper Goods, but are only entrufted to 

^^ him, for the ufe and ornament thereof : As the Towns, 

^ Forts, Treafure, Magazines^ Offices, and the People of the 

^Kingdom, and the whole ICingdom it felf is entrufted unto 

^ him, for the good, andfafcty, and beft advantage thereof: 

<( and as thi^ Truft Is for the ufe of the Kingdom, fo ought it 

*^ to be managed by theadviceof the Homes of Parliament, 

^^ whom the Kingdom hath trufted for thatpurpofej it being 

^ their duty to fee it difcharg^d according to the condition 
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^ and true intent thereof ; and as much as in them lies, by all 
*^ poffible means, to prevent the contrary ; whichj if it bad 
^' been their chief care, and only atme, in the difpAing of the 
*^ Town and Magazine of Hml in ftich manner as tbcj had 
^ done, they hoMd it would appear clearly to all the world, 
^* that they had difcharged their own Truft, and nociiiyaded 
^* that of his Majefty, much lefs his Property j which, in that 
** cafe, they could not do. 

** B UT admitting his Majefty had indeed t Property in the 
^ Town and Magazine o(HuU ^ who doubted but chat a Par- 
^ liament may difpofe of any thing, wherein his Majeftv, or 
^* any Subjcft hath a right, in filch a way, as that the Kiif- 
^ dom may not be expofed to Hazard, or Danger thereby ? 
** Which was Their cafe, in the dtfpofing of the Town and 
** Magazine of fii^ff. And whereas his Majefty did allow this, 
^' and a gi^ater power to a Parliament, but in that lenfe only, 
^ as he hirofcU was a Part thereof j they appealed to every 
" man's confcience, that had obferved their proceedings, whe- 
** dier they disjoyn'd his Majefty from his Parliament, who 
** Aad in all humble ways fought his concurrence with them, 
^Sas in that particular about HuU^ and for the removal of the 
. ^^ Magazine there , {q a!fo in ^1 other things ; or wfaerher 
** thole evil Councils about him, had not frparatcd him from 
^'his Parliament; not only indiftance of place, but aUb in the 
"difcharge of the joint Truft with them, for the Peace and 
^Safety of the Kingdom in that, and fome other Particulars. 

^*They had given no occafion to his Majefty, thev (aid, 
'^ to declare with fo much earneftnefs his refokicion, that he 
^ would not fufier either, or both Houfes by their Vbtes, 
^' without, or againft his Confent, to enjoyn any thing that 
"** was forbidden by the Law, or to forbid any thing that was 
^ cnjoyn'd by the Law , for their Votes had done no ftich 
^ thing : And as they fliould be very tender of the Law 
^' (which thev did acknowledge to be the fafeguard, and cu- 
^ ftody of all publicfc and private Interefts ) fo they would 
^ never allow a few private Perfons about the King, nor his 
** Majefty himfelf in his own Perfon, and out of his Courts, 
*' to be judge of the Law, and that contrary to the jiidpnenc 
^of the higheft Court.of Judicature. In like manner, diit 
*^his Majefty had not refufcd to confent to any thing, iluc 
*^ might be for the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom, 
** they could not admit it in any other fcnfe* but as his Ma- 
*Mefty takcth the meafure of what will be ior the Peace and 
'^Happinefs of his Kingdom, from fome few ill aflfedM Wr- 
*^fons about him, contrary to the Advice, and Judgment of 
'^ his great Gbuncil of Parliament. And becaufe the Advice 
^^ of both Houfes of Parliament had^ through the fug^efticn 
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^ of evil CounTellors, beeo fo much undervalued of iM, ind 
^ To aUblutdy rejeded and refufed, they faid, they held it fie 
^ to declare unco the Kingdom, whofe Honour and Intereft 
^^ was (6 much concerned to it , what was the Privilege of 
*^ the Great Coun^l of Parliament herein ^ and what was 
^ the Obligation that lay upon the Kings of this Realm, to 
^ Dafs fuch Bills, as are ofier'd to them by both Houfes of 
^ Parliament, in the Name, and for the Good of the whole 
^ Kil^ain, whereunto tbey ftand engaged both in Confci- 
^ enoe, and juftioe, to give their Royal Aflent : In Conici- 
^ enoe, in regard of the Oath, that is, or ought to be taken 
^* by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation, as well to 
^' confirm by their Royal Aflent fiich good Laws, as the Peo* 
^* pie (ball choofe, and to remedy by Law fuch inconveniences, 
'' as the Kingdom may fufier ; as to keep, and protect the 
^ Laws alreuly in being ; as may appear both by the Form 
^^ of the Oath upon Record, and in Books of good Authority, 
^'and by the Statute of the %< of Ediuard the in. Eatituled, 
^ the Statute of Provilbrs of Benefices ; the Form of which 
^<Oarh. and the Qaufe of the Statute that.ooncemeth it, are 
" as foUoweth ;

Whereupon the faid Commons have prayed our faid 
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Lord the King ; That fich the Right of the Crown of Eff 
tsndy and the Law of the faid Radm is fuch» that upon the 
xnifchiefs and damages, which happen to this Realm, He 
ought, and is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his Peo- 
ple in his Parliament, thereof to make Remiedv and Law, and 
in removing the mifchic^, and damages whicn thereof ctifue, 
that itniay pleafe Him thereupon to ordain Renoedy. 

Our Lord the King (eeing the mifchiefs and damages be- 
fore mentioned* and having regard to the Statute tnade in the 
time of his faia Grandfitho', and to theCaufes contadnod in 
the fame* which Statute holdech always his force, and was 
never dereated, repealed, or annulled in any point, and by fb 
much he is bound by his Oath to caufe the fiune to be kept 
OS the Law of his Realm, though that, by fufierance and ntgii- 
gence, it hath been fithcnce attempted to the contrary ; Alio 
having regard to the grievous complaints made to him by his 
People, in divers his Parliaments holden heretofore, willing 
to ordain Remedy for the great damages, and mifchiefv whioh 
have happen'd, and daily do happen, to the Church of EMgUmd 
by the laid Caufe : 

^'H E R E, they faid, the Lords, and Commons claim it di» 
^^jtOAy as the Right of the CroWn' of Big£fln^ and of the 
*' Law of the Land, and that the King is bound by his Oath, 
^^ with the accord of his People in Parliament, to nuJeeRe- 
*'medy, and Law, upon the milchiefii and damages, which 
. ^ happen to this Realm ; and the King doth not deny it, al- 
^' though he take occafion from a Statute formerly made by 
^^his Grandfather, which was laid as part of the grounds oif 
*^ this Petition, to fix his Anfwer upon another branch of his 
^' Oath, and pretermits tiiat which is claimed by the Lords and 
*^ Commons; which he would not have done, if it might 
'^ have been excepted a^ainft . 

^' I N Jufticc, they laid, they are obliged thereontd^ ia re- 
'f fped of the Truft repofed in them ; which is as well to 
^'preferve the Kingdom by the making new Laws, where 
*^ there fhail be need, as by obferving of Laws already made; 
'' a Kingdom being, many times, as much expofed to im^ 
^^ for the want of a new Law, as by the violation of tbofe tfait 
^^ are in being : and this is fo clear a Riffht, that, no doabt, 
^^ his Majefty would acknowledge it to be as due co his Peo- 
<< pie, as his Protedion. But how far forth he was obliged 
'^ to follow the judgement of his Parliament dierein, that is the I 
^' Queflion. And certainly, befides the words in the Kill's 
^'Oath, referring unto fuch Laws as the People fhall choofc, 
'^ as in fuch things which concern the Publick Weal and Good 
^pf the Kingdom, They ^e the mc^ proper judges^, wiN> 
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^ are feat from the whole Kingdom for tbac very purpofe ; (b 
'^ they did not find, that fince Laws have paflcd by way of 
^ Bills (which are read Thrice io both Houfes and Commic- 
*' ced i and every pare, and circumftance of them fully weiglv 
^'cd, and debated upon the Commitment , and afterwards 
^* paOed in.both Houfes) that ever theKio^sof this Realm 
*^ did deny them, otherwife than is expreUed in that uiual 
^^ Anfwer, Li^ S^svifers^ which fignifies rather a fufpen- 
^ fioii, dian a refu&l of the Royal Afleor. And in thofc other 
^ Laws, which are framed by way of Petitions of Right, the 
^' Houfes of Parliament have taken themfelves to b^ (b far 
^^Judns of the Right claimed by them, that when the King^s 
^^ Aniwer hath nor, in every i)oint, oeen fully according to 
^ cheir defires, theV have fliU infifted upon their claim, and 
^^ never xefled fatisr y'd, till fuch time as they had an Anfwer 
^^ aocofding to their demand i as had been done in the late Pe* 
'^ tition of Right, and in former times upon the like occafion. 
<* And if the rarliamenc be Judge between the King and his 
'^People in the Qu^ftkm of Right ("as by the manner in the 



^ claim in Petitions of Right, and by Judgements in Parlia^ 
^ menr, in cafes of illegal Impofitions and Taxes» and the 
*^ like, it appears to be ) why mould they not be fb aUo^ in 
^^ the Queflion of the Conunon Good, and Neccility ot the 
^ Kingdom ; wherein the Kingdom hath as clear aRight alio 
^ to have the benefit, and remedy of Law, as in any thing 
'^ wbatfoever ? And yet they did not deny, but that in Pri- 
^' vate Bills, and alfo in Publick Ads of Grace, as Pardons, 
^^and the like Grants of Favour, his Majefty might have 
^ a greater latitude of Granting, or Denying, as he fliould 
fCthtu fit. 

^ A L L this confider'd, they faid, they could not but won-^ 
^ der, that the Contriver of that Meflage fliould conceive, the 
^ People of this Land to be fo void of Common fenle, as to 
^ enter into fb a deep miftrufl of thpfe, whom they have, and 
^ his MajejEty ought to repofe fo great a Trufl in, as to de- 
^ foair of any fecurity in their private Eftates, by Defccnrs, 
^ Puichafes, Afliirances, or Conveyances^ unlefs his Majefty 
<< (hpuld^ by His Vote, prevent the prejudice, they might re- 
^ ^ive tnercin by the Votes of both Houfes of Parliament ; as 
*^ if Tbeyi wl|0 are efpecially chofen, and entrufted for thac 
^^ purpofe, ^nd who Themfelves muft needs have fo great a 
^' uiare in all Grievances of the Subjed, had wholely caft off 
<< all care of the Subje&s Good, and his Majefty had folely 
^' taken it up ; and as if it could be imagined, that They 
'' fhould, by their Votes, overthrow the Rights of Defccnts, 
'f Purchafes, or of any Conveyance or Afliirance, in whole 
^Judgement the whole Kingdom hath placed all their parti- 
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' * ''cular Intercfts, if any df them fliouM be called inqticftion, 
*^ in any of thofe cafes ; and that ( as not knowing where to 
*^ place them, with greater fccuriry ) without any Apptil 
** trom Them to any other Perfon, or Court whatfocver. 

** But indeed they were very mtjch to (cek, how rhedfe 
*^ of Hull could concern Dcfcenrs and Purchafcs, orGonvcy- 
**ances and Affuranccs j unlefs it were in procuring more Ic- 
^'curity to Men in their Private Inrerefts, by the preferva- 
**tion of the Whole from Confufion, and Deftradioir^ ard 
*^much Icfs did they underftand, how the Soventgo Power 
" was rcfifted, and defpifed therein. Certainly no Command 
^ from his Majefty, and his High Court of Parfiarcent (where 
**the Sovciatgn Power refides) was difobeycd by S» Jetn 
^^Hotham-^ nor yet was hisMajefty's Authority derived out 
♦• of any other Court, nor by any legal Commiflion, or by 
*' any other way, wherein the Law had appoinied his Ma- 
** jcfty's Commands to be derived to his Subj: & ? j and of what 
•'validity his Verbal Commands are, wrrhout-any fuchilamp 
^'of his Authoritv upon them, and againft the Order of both 
'^Houfes of Parliament, and whether the not fubmitting 
** thereunto, bearefiftinganddefpifingof theSovcraifln Au- 
^' thoriry, they would leave to all Men to judge, that do at all 
^'undertiand the Government of this Kingdom. 

**Thet acknowledged that his Majcfty had made many 

^' cxprellions of his Zeal, and Intentions agamft the defpcrace 

** dcfigns of the Papifts j but yet \i was alfb a> true, thit the 

^* Counfels, which had prevail'd of late with him, had been 

^Micrle fuiiabie to thofc Expreflions, and Intentions. For 

*' what ili^ more advance the open, ind bloody dcGgn of the 

*' Pap;lls m Ireland ( whereon the fccret Plots of the Papfts 

^*herc did, in all likelyhood, depend) than his Majrfty's ab- 

'^fcnting himfelf, in that manner rhat he did, from Ins Parlia- 

**ment ; and fctting forth fuch (harp InvcAives againft ebem, 

f' notwithflanding all the humble Petitions, and other mcim, 

*^ which his Parliament had addrefled unto him, for ins re- 

*'tum, and for his iatisfaAion concerning their proceedings ? 

" And what was more likely to give a rife to thedefigns of 

'' the Papifts { whereof there were fo many in the North, neir 

** to the Town of HwB) and of other Mal:gnant, and ill Af- 

**fe<aed Perfons (which were ready to joyn with them) or lo 

*' the Attempts or Forreigners from abroad, than thccontinu- 

*^ ing of that great Magazine at Iftrff, at this time, and con- 

*^ rrary to the defire and advicfc of both Hoafes of Pariitrocnt ? 

^' So rhnt they had too iQuch caufe to believe, that the Papifts 

^* had ft ill fome way and means, whereby they had infti- 

^V ice upon his Majefty's Counfels for their own adran- 

'^tage. . . 

«FoM 
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^ Fo R the Malignatt Vmy^ cbey &id, his Majefty needed 
<<Boc a definkton of the Law, nor yd a mora itillCharader 
^^ of them from both Hoiiies of Parliament, for to find them 
'< our, if he would pleaft only to apply the CharaAer, that 
'^ Himfelf had made of them, ro tho(e, unco whom k doth 
^^ properly and truly beloAg. Who are fomucb di&flfefted to 
^' the Peace of. the Kingdom, as they that endeavour todffaf-* 
"f.& his Majefty from the Houfes of Parliament, and per- 
'^fwade him to be at fuch a diftance from them, both in 
'^ place and aficfiion ? Who are more dihtk&ed to the Go- 
'Sernment of the Kingdom, than fiich as lead his Maiefty 
^ away from hearkning to his Parliament^ which, by the Uon- 
*^ ftiiution of the Kingdom, is his greateft and belt Council; 
'^ifld perfwade him to follow the malicious Counfels of fome 
^^ private Men, in oppofing and contradiAing the wboldbme 
'' Advices, and juft Proceedings of that his moft faithful

<^ doth, ftand in towards the Parliament, and with the drcum- 
^^ftances of that late Aftion of his Majefty's going to HWET, 
^* whether the advifers of that Journey intended only a Vific 
^ of that Fort,- and Magazine ? 

' ^A9 to the ways and overtures of Aocommodatioo, and 

. . "the 
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'^cheMcfl&ECof thecwcmieth of Jsmuny laft, iboivenpitr- 
^^ fed) hue ftili in vain, as was allcdg'd : Their AoTwer was, 
^^ That although fo often as that M^&ge of the twentieth of 
^^JoMMsry had been preflcd, fo often had their Privilege been 
^< dearly infringed, that a way and method of proceedings 
*' (houla be preicribed to them, as well for the fettling of lus 
^ Majeft/s Revenue, as for the prefenting of their own De- 
^^ (ires ( a thing which in former Parliaments had always been 
^' excepted agaioft, as a breach of Privilege ) yet, in refpe<£l 
^to the matter contained in that Me(&ge, ma out of rnetr 
^' earneft dcfire to b^et a good underftanding between his 
" Majefty and them, they fwallowed down all matters of Cir* 
^' cumftance j and bul e re that time prefeoted the chief of 
^' their defires to his Majefty, had they not been intemipred 
^ with continual Denfals, even of thofe things that were ne-

''(ift his Majeftv to proceed againft him in away of Force, 
'' before he nac^ or po0ibly could receive an Anfwer from 
'' the 'Parliament, to whom he had (ent to demand Juftioe of 
^them againft S^JatmO^hsm for that Fad: and if thofe 
^ Malignant Spirits fliould ever force them to defend their 
''Rcljgion, the. Kingdom, the Privilj^ges of Parliament, and 
^ the Rights, and Liberties of theSubiofts, with their Swoixls; 
''the Blood, and Deftrudtion that mould cnfoe thereupon, 

«*muft 
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'' muft be wholely caft upon their Account ; God, and their 
*^own Coniciences told them, that they were dear; and they 
*^ doubted not, but God, and the whole Woild would dear 
**thea) therein. 

' "For Captain Z>;, they had not faid that he was accufed, 

^' or that there was any Charge againft him, forthebringinj; 

*^ up of the Arrov ; but that he was employed in that bu£ 

^nefs. Andfor that concerning the Earl of >I^tti-o^/e, men- 

^^tioned by his Majefty, which was faid to have been asked 

^ long fince, atad that it was not eafy to be Anfwer'd : They 

'^ conceiv'd it was a Qieftion of more difficulty, and harder 

^ to be Anfwer'd, why, when his Majefty held it neceflary, 

*^ upon the fiime grounds that firft movediirom the Houfts ot 

'^Parliament, that a Govcmour Ihould be placed in that Town, 

'^ S' Jobm Hotbam^ a Gentleman of known Fortune and In- 

*^ tegricy, and a Ferfbn of whom both Moufes of Parliament 

<^ had exprefled their Confidence, fhould be refuied by his Ma- 

^ jefty y and the Earl of Na^OtfiU (who, bv the way, was fo 

'< tar named in the bufineft of bringing up tne Army, that al- 

*' though there was not ground enough for a Judicial Proceed- 

*' ingj yet there was ground (rf fufpicion ; at leaft his Reputar 

'^ tion was not left fo unblemifli'd thcrd>y, as that he ihould 

^^ be thought the fitteft Man in Englsmd for that Employment 

'^ of Hmu) fliould be lent down, in a private way from his 

'^ Majefty to take upon him that Government ? And why he 

'^Ihould difguife himlelfunder another Name, when became 

^ thither, as he did ? But wbolbever fliould oonfider, together 

<^ with thofe circumftances, that of the time when S' J$bn Hr* 

^' thorn was appointed, by both Houfes of Parliament, to take 

''upon him that Employment, which was prefently after bis 

" Majefty's coming to tne Houfe of Commons, and upon the 

" retiring himfelf to Homptam'Court^ and the LordJOit/B aF* 

"fembling of Cavaliers at Kmg£fm upon TinNsirx, would find 

" reafon enough, why that Town of HmB (hould be commit- 

^' ted rather to S' j0bm Htiham^ by the Authority of both 

<^ Houfes of Parliament, than to the Earl of Nev-Offtby fcnt 

^ from his Majefty in that manner that he was. And for the 

^' Power, that Sr Jolm H$iiom had from the two Houfes of 

^ Parliament, the better it was known and underftood, the^ 

^' were confident the more it would be approved and jufti- 

^ fied : aiDd as they did not conceive, that his Majefty's re- 

'' fufal to have that Magazine removed, could give any advan- 

" tage againft him to have it taken from him; and asnofuch 

" thmg was done, fo they coukl not conceive, for what other 

^ Reafon any fliould Counfeljbis Majefty, not to fuftr it to be 

*^ removed, upon the dcfire of both Houfes of Parliament ; 

''except it were, that they had im incentioo lo make ufe of 

f5 it againft Them. "Thit 
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^TtiKY £ud, they did not except againft thbfe that pie- 
^ ieiKcd a Peticioo to his Majefty at Tvrky for the continuaiice 
^ of the MagaaUne at Ml^ in refped of their CondicioOy or ia 
** refped of their Number ; becaufe they were meao Perfoos, 
^^or becauTe tiiey were Few ^ but becaufe they beio^ but a 
^ few, and there being lb many more in the County of as 
^^ good Quality as themfeWes (who had, by ibeir Petition to 
^^ his Ma^fty, difavow'd that AA of theirs) that they (bould 
<< take upon them the Sryle of all the Gentry, and inbabicams 
^^ of that County; and, under that Tide, (bould preibme to 
^ interpofe their Advice contrary to the Votes of both Hoofes 
^' of Parliament : And, if it could be made to appear, that any 
^of thofe Petitions, that are iaid to have been prdeoted to 
^' the Houfes of Parlianceot, and to hv/t been of a ftrsnge 
'^ nature, were of fuch a nature as that, they were confi- 
'' dent, that they were never receiv'd with their Confenc and 
^ Approbation. 

'^Whether there was an inteotion to deprive Sr^^sifav 
^^ Hahsm of his Life, if his Majefty had been admitted inco 
^^ Hull J and whether the Information were fuch, as that he 
^' had ground to believe it,they would not bring into queftion,; 
^^ for tnat was not, nor ought to have been, the ground for 
^^ doinff what he did : Neither was the number of his Ma- 
^^ jefty^ Atcendantis, for being more or fewer, much confider- 
^^able in that Cafe; for although it were true, that if ho 
^^ Majefty had entred with twenty Horfeonly, he might hap- 
^'pily have found means for to have forced the Entrance of 
*' the reft of his Train ; who, being once in the Town, would 
^'not have been long without Armes ; yet that was not the 
Aground, upon which S^John Hfftham was to proceed; but 
^^upon the Admittance of^theKing into the Town ac ail, fo 
^^as to deliver up the Town and Magazine unto him, and 
**to whomfoever he Dioold give the Command thereof, 
^ without the Knowledge and Confent of both Houfes pf Par-

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^^ enter'd alone, without any Acteodaats at all of his own, 
^^or of the Prinoe or Dake, his Sons , which they did not 
<* wtfh to be lefs, than they weve, io tbetr Number, but could 
^^ heartily wiffa that they were generally better in their Con- 
** dicioo. 

<< I N the cIoTe of that Mcffi«e, his Majefty ftated the Cafe 
^ of HuB y and thereupon inferred, that the Ad of S^ Jchtt 
^ Hsibam was levying; War agamft the Kinjg; ; and, confe- 
^' quencJy, that it was no lefs than High Trealon, by the Let- 
'^ ter of the Statute of the xf Edm. Hi. ch. %. unleft the fimfe 
^ of that Statute were very fisir difiering from the Letter 
** thereof. 

'4n the fiating of that Cafe, they faid, divers Particulars 
^^ injghc foe ohferv'd, wherein it was not righrly ftared : As, 

I. ^TuAT his Majefty's going to fivZI^, was only an en* 
<c deavour to Vifit a Town, and Fort of his: whereas it was 
<^ indeed CO PoQefi hinaielf of the Town, ^and Magazine there, • 
^^and to difpoTe of them, as he himfelf fliould think good^ 
<^ without, and contrary to the Advice, and Orders of both 
'^ Hotties of Parliament ; as did clearly appear by his Majefty's 
^ own Dedaracian of his Intentions therein, by his Me^es 
^' to both Houfes, immediately before, and afccr that Journey. 
^^Norcould they believe, that any Man, who iliould confider 
^ the circumftances of rhat Journey xo Huil , could think, 
'< that his Majefty would have gone thither at rhat time, and 
''in thacpofiure, that he was pleafed to put himfelf in to- 
'' wards the Parliament, if he had intended only a Vifit of the 
** Town and Magazine. 

a. ^1t was laid to be his Majcftiy'sownTowiu and his 
''own Magazine, which being undcrft(X)d in that fenle, as was 
" before esprefled, as if his Majefty had a private Intereft of 
" Propriety therein, they could not admit it to be fo. 

3. ''Which was' the main Point of all, Sr^'^AMi Mtfkam 
" was &id to hove (hut the Gates a^tnft his Majefty, and to 
"hsAre madeicfiftance with Armed Men, in defiance of 'his 
" Majefty ; whereas it was indeed in obedience to his Majefty, 
" and his Authority, and for iiis Service, and the Service of 
" the Kingdom ; for which dc only, all that Intereft is, that 
""the King hath in the Town^ and it is no funher his to di- 
" (jpofec^ than he ufeth it for that end : and S' Jphn H^tham 
" being uomroanded to keep the Town and Magazine, for his 
^^ Majefty and the Kingdom, >and not to <leliver them up, but 
" by hisMajeft/s Audiorityfignified by both Houfes of Par- 
"liameot, all tnat was to be undetftood by thofe expreifions^ 
^ of his denying, and oppofing his Majefty's entsance, and 
^' telling him in plain terms, that he (houidnot come in, was 
^ only this, that he Iwmbly defircd his Majefty to forbear 
± "his 
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*' his eotraoce, till he might acquaint the Parliament ; and 
^' that his Authority might come fignified to him by both 
''Houfes of Parliament , according to the Truft rcpofed in 
" him. And certainly, if the Lectcr of the Statute of the a; 
''Edm. III. cb, 2. be thought to import this. That oo War 
'^ can be Levied againft the King^ bit what is diieAed, and 
^' intended againft his Perfon, or chat every I..evy ine of Forces 
^ for the defence of the King's Authority, and of his Kii^- 
'^dom, againft the Perfonal Commands of the King appo&i 
^ thereunto^ though accompanied with his Prdenoe^ » Le> 
'^ vying War againft the King, it is very fiu* from the Senfe 
'' of that Statute ; and lb much the Statute it felf fpeaks (be* 
<' fides the Authority of Book-Cafes , Precedents of divers 
'' Traytors condemn d upon that interpretation thereof. ) For 
'' if the Claufe of Levying of War had been meant only a- 
^ gainft the King's^ Perion, what need had there been thoeof 
''after the other branch of Trealbn, in the&me Statute, of 
'' compaflSng the Kins's Death, which would oeoeffirily have 
" implied this ? And oecaufis die former Ciaule doch imply 
** this, it feems not at all to be intended in this latter branch ; 
'^ but only the Levying of War againft cheKing, that iSj a- 
'' gainft his Laws and Authority : and the Levymg of War 
'' againft his Laws and Authority, though not agaim his Per- 
''fon, is Levying War againft the King, but the Levying ok 
''Force againft his Perfonal Commands, though aocompa« 
" nied with his Prefence, and not againft his Laws and An- 
" thority, but in the maintenance thereof, is no Levyix^ of 
" War againft the King, but for him. 

"Heile was then, they faid, their Cafe: In a time of fi> 
" many fucceffive Plo^ and Dc6gps of Force againft the Ptf- 
" liament, and the Kingdom ; in a time of probabk Invi- 
" fion from abroad, and that to begin at H»0, and to take the 
"opportunityoffeiztng upon fo greats Magazine there; in a 
" time of fo great diftanoe and alienation of nis Majefty** Af- 
"^sftion from his Parliament ( and in Them from his King- 
"dom, which they rejprefent ) by the wicked fuggeftions of a 
" few Malignant Perlons , by whofe mifchievous Couofisif 
" he was wholdy led away from his Parliament, and their 
" faithful Advices and Coiuilcis : In fuch a time, the Lofds 
''and Commons in Parliament command Sry0tm Httbmm^ to 
" draw in fome of the Traind-bandsof the parti adjacent cd 
" the Town of HJl» for the fecuring that Town and Maga- 
"xinefor the Service of his Majefty, and of the Kingdom: 
" of the fafety whereof there is a higher Traft repolbd in 
" Them, than any where elfc; andthey arethe proper Judges 
"of the danger thereof. 

"This Townand.Magazine being entrufted to &><■ 
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*' Ikilumj wichexpreTs Order noc to deliver them upi but by 
'' the King's Authority fignified by both Houfes of Parliament ; 
"hisMajefty. contrary to che Advice and Diredions of both 
Houfes of rarliament^without the Authority of any Court^or 
any Legal way, wherein the Law af points the King to fpeak 
and command 9 accompanied with the fame evil Council 
about him that he had before, by a Verbal command requires 
*' S^J^bm Haibsm to admit him into the Town, that he might 
^diipofe of It, and of the MagaS&ine there^ according to his 
*' own , or rather according to the pleafure of thofe evil 
"CounleUors, who are ftill in fo much credit about him ; in 
" like manner as the Lord I>th bad continual recourfe unto, 
" and counreoance from, the Queen's Majefty inHoffawd'y by 
** which means he had opportunity ftiJl to communicate his 
^ Tratterous conceptions, and fuggeftions to both their Ma- 
** jefties ; fuch as thofe were concerning his Majcfty's retiring 
" to a place of ^tren^tb, and Declaring himfeif, and his own 
** advancing his Majefty 's Service in iuch a way beyond the 
''Seas, and after that reporting to his Majefty in fuch a place 
'' of ftrength ; and divers other things of that nature, contain- 
'^ ed in his Later to the Queen's Majefty, and to S' Lttuk 
" Dives ; a Perfon, that had not the leaft part in this late bufi- 
"nefs of HuBy and waspiefently difpatched away into H0U 
** Ikmdy foon aifter bis Majeftv's return from HmD ^ for what 
''Purpofe, they left the world to judge. 

" U P o N the refufal of S' Jpht Hctham to admit his Ma* 
" jefty into HmUj prefently, without any due procefi of Law^ 
" before his Majefty had fent up the narration of his FaA to 
"the Parliament, he was proclaimed Traytor : and yet it was 
" iaid, that therein was no violation of the 5ubjc£ks Rights, 
nor any breach of the Law, nor of the Privilege of Parlia- 
ment, though Srjeifti lUtbam be a Member ot the Hooie 
of Commons ; and that his Majefty muft have better rea- 
fon, than bare Votes, to believe the contrary ^ although the 
" Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the 
Great Council of the Kingdom, are the reafon oT the King, 
and of the Kingdom : yetthefe Votes, they fiud, did not 
want clear, and apjMirent reafon for them ; for if the foiemn 
proclaiming him a Tray tor iignify anv thing, it puts a Man, 
" and all thofe that any way aid, aiEft, or adhere unto him, 
"in thefimoe condition ofTraytors^ and draws upon htm 
" all theconfequences of Treafon : And if that might be done 
" by Law, without due procefs of Law, the Subj^ft hath a 
" very poor defence of the Law ; and a very fmall , if any, 
'^proportion of Liberty thereby. And it is as little fatisfa^ 
"ction to a Man, that fliall be expofcd to fuch Penalties, bv 
''chat Declaration of him to be Traytor, to fay, he iball 
% " have 
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'^ havi< a Legal Tiyal afterwards, as it is to condemn a Mao 
'.^firft, and try htm afterwards. And if there could be a ne* 
'^ ceflity for any fuch proclaiming a Man a TrayroV without 
^'daeprocefs of Law, yet there was none in this cafej for 
^^ his Majefty might as weii have expedited the judgment of 
^f Parliament ( which was the right way ) as he had leiAire 
f' to fend to them to demand jufticc agaiiift S' yib» IMtam. 
^ And the breach ofPrivilegeof Parhament was as dear m 
f^ this Cafe, as the fubverfion of the Subjedts Common right : 
^^For, thoughthe Privileges of Parliament, do noteneod to 
" thofe Cafes, mentioned m the Declaration, of Trcafon, Fc- 
^ lony, and Breach of Peace, fo as to .exempt the Members 
^' of Parliament from punilhment , nor from all manner of 
•* Procefs and Tryal, as icdoth in other Cafes j yet it doth Pri- 
'^vilegethem in the Way, and Method of their Tryl aand 
** Punifliment; and that the Parlianaent Ihould have theCaufe 
^ firft brought beforeigiem, that they may judge of the F&dt, 
*^ and of the grounds of the Accu£ition ; and how far forth the 
" naanner of their Tryal may concern, or not concern the Pri- 
'^ vilege of Parliament. Ocherwife it would be in the power, 
<' not only of his Majefty, but of every Private man, uncfer 
'^ Dreten6ons of Treafons,or thofe other Crimes, to take any 
^.' Man from his Service in Parliament; and foas many one 
^f after another as he pleafeth ; and, oonfequently, to n^ke a 
. '^ Parliament what he will, when he will ; which would be a 
^ breach of fo Eflential a Privilege of Parliament, as that the 
^^ very Being thereof depends upon it. And therefore they 
*' no ways doubted but every One, that had taken the Prote- 
*^ ftatioui would, according to his Solemn Vow, andOaiii, 
'^ defend it with his Life, and Fortune. Keitherdid the fit- 
^^ ting of a Parliament fufpend all, dr any Law, in maintain- 
^Vtng that Law, which upholds the Privilege dl Parliament j 
^^ which upholds the Parliament ; which uphokis the King- 
^Mom. And they were fofar from believing, that his M«- 
^^ jefty was t;he only Perfon againft whom Treafon coold not 
^^ be oommitted, thtat, in fome fenfe, they acknowledged he 
'^was the only Perfon againft whop it Could be commined , 
^^ that is, as he is King : and that Treafon which is againft 
^^ the Kingdom, is more againft the King, than that which » 
'^ againft his Perfon ; becaufe he is King : For that very Trca- 
^' fon is not Treafon, as it is againft him as a Man, but a.^ 
'^^ a man that is a King; and as he hath relation to the King- 
^' dom, and ftatids as a iPerfon entrufted with the Kingdom. 
^ and difcharging that Truft. 

^^Now, they faid, theCa£e was truly ftated, and all the 
^ world miight judge where the Fault was ; although they 
^^ muft »v.ow» that there could be no oompetent Judge of this 

"or 
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^ or anv the like Cafe, but a Parliament. And they were as 
'* confident, that his Majefty flx)Q]d never have c:iure to re* 
^' fort CO any other Court, or Courfe, for the vindication of 
^* his juft Privileges, and for the recovery and maintenance 
^^ of his known, and undoubted Rightf^ if there (hould be any 
^ Invafion, or Violation thereof, than to his high Court of 
^ Parliament : And, in cale thofe wicked Counfeilors about 
^ him, fhould drive htm into any other Courfe from , and 
^ againft his Parliament, whatever his Majefty's expredionsi 
^^ and intentions were, they (hould appeal to all mens Con- 
^ (cieoces ; and defire, that they would lay their hands upon 
^ their hearts, and think with thcmfelves. Whether fuch Per- 
*'fons, as had of late, and ft ill did reibrc unto his Majefty, 
^ and had his ear, and favour moft, eicher had been, or were' 
'^ more Zealous Aflertors of the true Proteftant Profeftion 
^^( although they believed they were more earneft in the Pro- 
^ teftanc Profemon, than jn the Proteftant Religion ) or the 
"Law of the Land, the Liberty of the Subjedl, and the Privi- 
" leges of the Parliament, than the Members of both Hou- 
"(es of Parliament; who were infinuated to be the Defeners, 
"if not the Deftroyers of them : And whether if they could 
" matter this Parliament by force, they would not hold up 
"the fame power to deprive us of all Parliaments; which are 
" the Ground, and Pillar of the Subjefts Liberty, and that 
" which only maketh England a free Monarchy. 

"For the Order of Affiftance to the Committee of both 
"Houfes; as they bad no Diredtions or InftruAions, but 
" what had the Laws for their Limits, and the Safety of the 
" Land for their Ends, fo they doubted not but all Perfons 
"roention'd in that Order, and all his Majefty's good Sub- 
^' jedks, would yield obedience to his Majefty's Authority^ 
^^ fignified therein by both Houfes oS Parliament. And that 
^' all Men might the better know their duty in matters of that 
" nature, ana upon how fure a ground They go, that follow 
** the judgement of Parliament for their Guide, they wiflied 
" them judicioufly to confider the true meaning, and ground 
" of that Statute made in the eleventh Year of King Hen, vii. 
^€b,i. which was printed at large in the end of his Majefty's 
" MeflSige of the fourth of M^y : That Statute provides, that 
"none who ihall attend upon the King, and do him true Ser-* 
^* vice, Diould be attainted, or forfeit any thing. What was 
" the Scope of that Statute? To provide that Men fliould not 
"foffer asTraytors, for fervingtheKinginhis Wars accord-* 
'^ing to the duty of their Allegiance? If this had been all^ 
"it had been a very needlefs, and ridiculous Statute. Was 
" it then intended ( as They feem'd to take the meaning of it 
*^ CO be, that caufed it to be printed after his Majefty's Mef- 
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^' fage ) chat They (hould be free from all Crime and Pe- 
*« nalcy, that (hould follow the King, and fenrc him in War 
*< in any cafe whatfoever ; whether it were for, or againft the 
** Kingdom, and the Laws thereof ? That could not be ; for 
*^ that could not ftand with the Duty of their Allegiance j 
** which, in the beginning of the Statute, was exprcOed to be 
** to ferve the King for the time being in his Wars^ for the 
^ defence of Him , and the Land j and therefore if it be a- 
V gainft the Land f as it cannot be underftood to be other- 
** wife, if it be againft the Parliament , the Repreientadve 
^^ body of the Kingdom ) it is a declining from the duty of 
** Allegiance ; which this Statute, fuppofed may be done, 
*' though Men (hould follow the King^s Perfon in the War; 
^' Otherwifc there had been no need of fuch a Piovifo in the 
*5.end of the Statute, that none (hould take the benefit diere^ 
** by, that (hould decline from their Allegiance. That there- 
** fore which is the principal Verb in this Statute is^ The 
** ferving of the King for the time being ; which could not 
'^ be meant of Perkm Warbeek^ or any that (faouldcall himlelf 
**King ; but fuch a One, as whatever his Title might prove, 
^* either inHimfelf, or in his Anccftors, (hould be recdved, 
** and acknowledged for fuch by the Kingdom ; the Conienc 
** whereof cannot be difcern'd but by Parliament ; the hSt 
" whereof is the Aft of the whole Kingdom, by the Perfonal 
** Suffrage of the Peers, and the delegate Confent of all the 
** Commons ofEng/and. 

"And Hemy the vii. a wife King, confidering that what 
" was the cafe of Rick in. his Predeccflbr, might, by chance 
'' of battle, be his own ; and that he mi^t at once, by fuch 
^^ a Stature as this, fatisfy fuch, as had ferv'd his Predeccflbr 
" in his Wars, and alfofecure thofe, which (hould ferve Him, 
who might othcrwife fear to (erve him in the Wars j left, 
by chance of Battle, that might happen to him tUb ( if a 
Duke of Tort had fet up a Title againft him ) which bad 
happen'd to his Predecedbr, he procured this Statute to be 
" made, That no Man (hould be accounted a Trayior for fcrv- 
" ing the King, in his Wars, for the time being, that is, 
'^ which was for the nrefent allowed, and received by the 
"Parliament in behalf of the Kingdom: And, as it is truly 
fuggefted, in the preamble of the Statute, it is not agreeable 
to reafen or Confcience, that it (hould be otherwife ; fee* 
** ing Men fliould be put upon an ImpoflibiJity of knowing 
^' their Duty, if the judgement of the higheft Court (hould noc 
*^ be a Rule, and Guicfetothem. And if the judgement there- 
" of flioold be followed, where the Queftion is, who is King ? 
*• much more, what is the beft Service of the King, and Kiqg- 
^ dom ? And therefore thofe, who (hould guide chexDfcJvcs 
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^ by the judgement of Parliament ought, whatever happen, 
^'to be mire and free from all Account and Penalties, upon 
^ the Grounds and Equity of this very Stature. 

^'Thet fidd, they would conclude, that although thofe 
^ wicked Counlellors about his Majefty. had prefum'd, un- 
^ der his Mawfty's Name, to put that difhonour, and afironc 
^ upon both Hotues of Parliament ; and to make Them the 
^ cduntenancers of Treafbn, enough to have diflblv'd all the 
^ bands, and finews of confidence between his Majefty, and 
^ his Parliament ( of whom the Maxim of the Law is, that a 
^* difboQoorable thing ought not to be imagin'd of thetp ) yec 
^they doubted not, but it Ihould, in the end, appear to all 
^ the world, that their endeavours had been moft hearty and 
^ finoere^ for the maintenance of the true Proteftant Keli- 
^ gk>n ; the King's juft Prerogative ; the Laws, and Liberties 
^ of the Land ; and the Privileges of Parliament : in which 
^ endeavours, by the Grace of God, they would ftill perfifL 
^ though they Ibould perifh in the work j which if ic ihould 
^ be, it was much to be fear'd, that Religion, Laws, Liber- 
^ties, and Parliaments, would not be long lived after them. 

This Declaration wrought more upon the minds of Men, 
than all that they had <k>ne ; for the buGnefs at Hull was, by 
very many, thought to be done before projected ; and the Ar- 
gument of the Nfilitia to be enter'd upon at firft in paf&on, and . 
merwards purfued with that vehemence, infenfibly , by be- 
ing engagecl, and that both extravagances had fomuch weigh- 
ed down the Kibg's Trefpafles, in coming to the Houfe and 
accufing the Members, mat a reaibnable agreement would 
have been the iboner coniented to on all hands. But when, 
by this Declaration, they faw Foundations laid, upon which 
not only what had been already done, woufd be well juftifi- 
ed, but whatfoever they (hould, hereafter, find convenient to 
feoond what was alreadydone; and that not only the King, 
but the Regal Power was either fupprefled, or depofited in 
other hands ^ the irregularity, and monftroufnefs of which 
Principles found lirtle oppoficion or refiftonce, even for the 
Irregularity, andMonftroufnefs : Very many thought it as un- 
fafe to be prefent at thofe Confultations, as to confent to the 
Ccfficlufions ; and To great Numbers of the Members of both 
Houfes abfented themfelves ; and many , eibedally of the 
Houfe of Peers, reforted to his Majefty ^tTori. So that, in 
the Debates of the higheft confequence, there was not ufu- 
ally TOefent, in the Houfe of Commons, the fifth part of their 
jult Numbers ; and, very often, not above a Dozen or Thir- 
teen, in the Houfe of Peers, in the mean time the King 
had a fall Court, and rcceiv'd all Comers with great clemen-. 
cy, and grace ; calling always all the Peers to Council, and 
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communicating withrhem all fuch Declarations^ ashethooghc 
fie ro publifli in Anfwer to thoie of the Parliameot > and all 
Medages, and whatever elfe was necel&ry to be done for the 
improvement of his condition : And having now the Great 
Seal wi^ him, iflued fuch Proclamations, as were fealbnable 
for the prefervation of the Peace of the Kingdom. Firft he 
publifli'd a Declaration in Anfwer to that of the nineteenth 
oiMtj^ Jn which his Majcfty faid. • 

hkidsjifj'i c« Y H A T if he could be weary of taking any pains for the 
Iww^«. " facisfcaion of his People, and to undeceive them of tboTe 
9»m «/ tw ^^ fpecious, mifchievous intufions, which were daily inftiU'd 
2^4i#/May. ^< into them to (hake, and corrupt their Loyalty, and A£k&i* 
'^ on to his Majefty and his Government, after fo full, and 
^^ ample Declaration of himfelf and Intentions , and fo fair 
'^ and fiLtisfadory Anfwers to all fuch matters as had been ob- 
^^ jeded to him, by a Major part prefent of both Houies of 
^ Parliament , He might well give over that labour of hit 
^* Pen : and fie (till, tiu it (liould pleafe God to enlighten the 
'^afftaions, and underftandingsof his good SubjeAs on his 
*^ behalf (which he doubted not, bur that, inHisgoodTime, 



tu uie meinoa, prupuica oy n» iviaiciivs vi usslmju^ wmJ^ lu- 

'^ lid particular Propofitions, as might dEtabliOi a good under- 
^ (landing between them, or of foUowing the advice of his 
<< Councu of Scotland ( with whom they communicated their 
^' afiairs ) in forbearing all means that might make the fafeacfa 
^ wider, and the wound deeper ; they had chofan to purfiie 
^his Majefty with new Reproaches, or rather to continue 
^^ and improve the old, by adding, and varvmg little Circum- 
^ ftances and Language, in matters formerly ur^ bv them^ 
^and fully Anfwer'd by his Majefty, He had prevail d with 
*^ himfidf, upon verv mature and particular oonfideradon of 
^ it, to An(wcr the late printed Bookentituled a Dedaratioii, 
^'or Remonftrance of tne Lords and Commons, which was 
^^order'd, the nineteenth dlMny laft, to be prini^ and pub-* 
^ liihed ^ hoping then, that they would put his Majefty to no 
*^ more of that trouble, but that That mould have been the 
^^ laft of liich a Nature they would have communicated to 
^ his People ; and that they would not^ as they had dooe 
^^ fince, have thought fit to aflault him with a newer Deda- 
^ ration, indeed of a very New nature, and Learning ; which 
^ (hould have another Anfwer : and he doubted not, but that 
** his good Subjefis would, in (hort time, be fo wdl in&uA- 
^ ed la the diSerences, and miftakings between them, that 
^ they would plainly dUcem, without tdBgpmg their reafoa 
^anuunderftanding to His Prerogative , or the Mallibilicy 
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*^of a now Major part of both Houfes of Parliament ( in- 
^^feded by a few Malignant Spirits) where the Fault 
^'was. 

^ H 1 8 Majefty faid, though he (hould, with all humility 
^^ and alacrity, be always forward to acknowledge the Infinite 
" Mercy, and Providence of Almighty God, vouchfafed, fa 
'^ many federal ways, toHimfelfand this Nation^ yet fince 
^God himfelf doth not allow, that we (hould fancy, and 
^ create dangers to our felves, that we might manifeft, and 
^ publiih his Mercy in our Deliverance ; he mud profefs, that 
^'he did not know thofe Deliverances, mention'd in the be- 
** ginning of that Declaration, from fo many wicked Plots 
*^and Defigns, fince the beginning of this Parliament, which, 
^^ if they had taken efleft, would have brought ruin and deftru- 
^ Aion upon this Kingdom. His Majefty well knew the great 
^' labour and skill, which bad been ufed to amufe, and afiiriehc 
^ his pxxl Subjects with fears, and apprehenfions of Ptots 
^^ and Oxifpiracies ; the feveral Pamphlets publifli'd, and Let- 
** ters fcatter'd up and down, foil of fuch ridiculous contem- 
^ ptible Animadverfioiis to that purpofe, as (though they 
^^ found, for what end God knows, very unufual countenance") 
^ no Sober Man would be moved with them. But, he muft 
^^ ooirfefs, he had never been able to inform himfelf of any 
^^.fudi pernicious , form'd de(ign aeainft the Peace of the 
^^ Kingdom, fince the beginning of this Parliament, as was 
^ mention'd in that Declaration^ or which might be any War- 
'^rant to thofe great fears, both Houfes of Parliament feem'd 
^' to be tranfported with ; but he had great reafon to believe, 
^that more mifchief and danger had been raifed and begot- 
*^ ten, to the difturbance of the Kingdom, than cured and 
'^ prevented, by thofe Fears^ and Jealoufies. And therefore, 
^nowever the rumour, and difcourfe of Plots and Confpira- 
'^cies, might have been neceflary to the defigns of particu- 
** lar Men, thej (hould do well not to pay any falfe Devo- 
'^ tions to Almighty God, who dilcems whether our dangers 
"are real, or pretended. 

^^ F o R the briiieing up of the Arm^ to LobJcm^ as. his Ma« 
^ jefty had heretofore, by no other diredion than the tefti- 
^' mony of a good Confcience, call'd God to witnefs that he 
<* never had, or knew of, any fuch Refolution; fo he faid, 
^< upon the view of the Depobtions now publifh'd with that 
^^ Declaration, it was not evident to his Majefty, that there 
^^ was ever fuch a Dcfign ; unleft every loofe Difcourfe, or 
^^ Argument, be evidence enough of a Defign : And it was 
^^ apparent, that what had been (aid of ir, was near three 
^< Months before the difcovery to both Houfes of Parlia^ 
^^ ment i fo that if there were any danger tbxeatca'd that way, 
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''it vanifhed without any refiftanop or preveittiDii by die 
" Wifdoro, Power, or Authority of them. 

'* I T feem^d thie intentloo of that Declaratioo, whatfoe?er 
''other end it had, wa9 to Anfwer a Declaration, they bad 
" receiv'd from his Maiefty, in Anfwer to that which was 
" prefented to his Majefty at Niw-AUrket^ the ninth of Maxb 
"laft^ and likewiTe his Anfwer to the Petition of both* 
^ Houfes, prefented to. him at Tork^ the %6th of MtrcA : Bat, 
"before it fell upon any particular of his Majefty's Declara- 
tion or Anfwer, it complained that the Heads of the Ma* 
lignant Party had, with much Art and Induftry^ advifed him 
tof^fifer divers unjuft Scandals, and Imputations upon the 
"' Parliament, to be publiChed in His Name^ whereby they- 
"might make it odious to the People, and, by their help^ 
"deftroy ij: : but noCinftancing in any one Scandal, or Im« 
pucacion, fo publUhed by his^ Majefty, he was, he fiud, ftill 
to feek for the Heads of that Malignant Party . But his good 
SubjeOs would eafily underftand^ that if he were goilry of • 
thac Afberfipn, he muft not only be aAive in ramng the 
Scandal, but paffive in the mifchief bqgQtten bv thac Scan- 
dal, his Majefty being an EOential part of the rarliamenc 9 
and he hoped the juft defence dF Himfelf and his Autho- 
rity, and the neceflary vindication of his Innooeooe and 
Juftice, from the Imputations laid on him, bv a Major part 
then prefent of either or both Houfes, Ihould no more be 
"'calL'd a Scandal upon the Parliament, than the opinioo of 
" fuch a part be reputed an Ad of Parliament : And he bc^Md 
"his goodSub^eds would not be long mifled, by thatoora- 
^' mon expremon in all the Declarations, wherein they ufivp 
^the word Parliament, and appiv it to countenance any Re- 
" folution or Vote fome few haa a mind to make, by call- 
"ing it the Refolution of Parliament^ which could never be 
" without his Majefty s Confent y neither could the Vote of 
^either or both Houles make a greater alteration in the Laws 
" of the Kingdom ( fo folemnly made by the Advice of their 
'' Predeccflbrs, with the Concurrence oiF his Majefty and his 
" Anceftors ) either by Commanding, or Inhibiting any thuf 
" fbefides the known rule of the Law ) than his ungle Dtre- 
" dion or Mandate could do, to which he did not a(aibe chat 
"Authority. 

But that Declaration inform'd the People, that the Ma- 
lignant Party had drawn his Majefty into the Northern 
parts, far from his Parliatnent. It might, his Majefty £dd, 
mpre truly and properly have faid, that it had Driven, thnn 
(^ Drawn him thither; for, he confefled, his Journey thither 
"(for which he had no other reafon to be tofiy, tnan with 
refprence tp the Caufib pf ic) was pnly^i^ced qpoi| iiim, by 
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the true Malignant Party ; which oontriy'd and countenanced 
^''thofe barbarous Tumults, and other Seditious Circum* 
^ ftanceSp of which be had fo often complain'd, and hereafter 
'^ (houU fay more ^ and which indeed threaten'd fo much dan- 
'^ger CO his Perfon, and laid fo much Scandal upon the Pri- 
'^vilege, and Dignity of Parliament, that he wonder'd it 
^'ooula be mention'd without blulhes or Indignation: But of 
'' that, anon : But why the Malignant Party ibould be charged 
''with the caufing a Pvefs to be tranfported to r^^r^^.his Ma« 
'^ jc&y faid, he could not imagine ^ neither had any Papers or 
'' Writings ifked from thence, to His knowledge, but what 
'^ bad been extorted from him by fuch Provocations, as had 
«« not been before ofier'd to a King. And, no doubt, it would 
''tpp&a a mofl trivial, and fond Exception, when all Preflcs 
^ were open to vent whatfoever they thought fit to fay to the 
'^ People (a thing unwarranted by former cuftom) that his 
''Majefty (hould not makeufe of all lawful means, to publifh 
** his jufc, and necedary Anfwers thereunto. As for the Au« 
'* thority of the Great Seal ( though he did not know that it 
'' had been neceflary to things of that nature) the fame (hould 
'' be more ftequendv ufed hereafter, as occafion (hould tc^ 
"quire ; to which ne made no doubt, but the greater, and 
''better part of his Privy Council would Concur^ and whofe 
'' Advice he was reiblv'd to follow^ as far as it (hould be agree- 
*' able to the Good, and Welfare of the Kingdom. 

''Before that Declaration vouchfafed to infift upon any 
" particulars, it was pleafed to cenfure both his Majeuy's De* 
"claradon and Anfwer to be fiU'd with har(h Cenliires, and 
" cauflefs Charges upon the Parliament (ftill mifapplying the 
"word Parliament to the Vote of both Houfes) concerning 
" whidi they refolve to give fatisfaftion to the Kingdom, (ince 
" they found it very difficult to fatisfy his Majefty. If, as in 
" the ufage of the word Parliament, they had left his Majefty 
" out of their thoughts ; fo by the word Kingdom, they in-* 
tended to exclude all his People who werjc not within their 
Walls /for that was grown another Phrafe of the time, the 
Vote of the Major part of both Hou(es, and fometiroes of 
" one, was noW call'd the Refolution of the whole Kingdom ) 
"his Majefty believ'd^ it might not be hard to giyefatif- 
" fkftion to themfelves ; otherwife he was confident (and^ he 
^ laid, his confidence proceeded from the uprightnefs ot his 
"ownConfiienoe) they would never be. able fo to £:yer the 
" AfteAions of his Majefty and his Kingdqm, that y^bat cbuld 
" not be fatisfadion to the One, ibould be to .the Other : 
" Neither Would the ftyle of Humble, and Faithful, and tell* 
" ti^ Bis Majeftyi thajt tbey will make him a Great and GIo- 
'^rloosKing^ iq dieir Petitions and Retcionftrances^ fo deceive 
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'^ his good SubjeAs, that they would paTs over the Reproaches, 
*' Threats, atid Menaces they were Itufied with; which furc- 
*^ ly could not be more gently reprehended by his Majefty, 
** tnan by faying, their ExprdEons were difierent from die 
^^ufual Language to Princes ; which that Declaration told 
.^' htm, he had no occaGon to fay : But he believM, whofoerer 
*^ looked over that Declaration, prefentcd to him at New- 
^^ AUrkety to which his was an Anfwer, would find the Lan- 
'^ guage throughout ic to be fo unufual, that, before this Par- 
^ liament, it could never be parallel'd y whilft, under pretence 
^'of juftifying their Fears^ they gave ib much countenance to 
^^the difcourieof the Rebels ot Ireldtnd, as if they had a mini 
^* his good Subjeds (hould ^ive credit to it: Otherwife, being 
'^ warranted by the fame evidence, which they have fince pub- 
^lifhed, they would have as well declar'd, That thofc Re- 
*' bels publickly threaten the rooting out the Name of the 
** Engijhy and that they will have a King of their own, and 
"no longer be governed by his Majefty, as that they (ay, 
^' That they do nothing, but by his Maidly's Authority ; and 
** that they call themfelves the Qyeetfs Army. And therefore 
^' he had great reafon to complain of the abfence of Juftioe 
*' and Integrity in that Declaration j befides the unfitnefs of 
5* other Exprcffions. 

"Neither did his Majefty miftakethe Subftance, or 
^'Logick of their MeOage to him, at Tbe^haUsy concerning 
"the Militia ; which was no other, and was ftated to be no 
"other, even by that Declaration that reproved him, than a 
^' plain Threat, That if his Majefty refiifea to joyn with them 
*'they would make a Law without him : Nor bad the Phi- 
" dtice fince that time been other ; which would never be ju- 
" ftified to the moft ordinary if not partial underfiandings, by 
^' the meer averring it to bie accorciing to the Fundamental 
"Laws of this Kingdom^ without giving any dire&ions, that 
^'the moft Cunning and Learned Men intheLaws,roigiic be 
"able to find thofe Foundations. And he would appeal unto 
" all the World, whether they might not, with as much Ju- 
" ftice, and by as much Law, have feifed upon the Eftate of 
"every Member of both Houfes, who diuented fiom that 
" pretended Ordinance ( which much the Major part of the 
"Honreof Peers did, two or three feversd times) as they 
" had invaded that Power of His over the Militia, becaufe he, 
"upon reafons they had not fo much as pretended to Anfwer, 
^^ refufed to Cbnfent to that Propofitk)n. 

"And if no better Eflfeds, than loft of Time, and hinder- 
^^ance of the Publick Affairs, had been found by bis Anfwers 
^' and Replies, all Good Men miaht judge by whole De&ulr, 
^^ and wlK)fe want of Duty, fuch Sflects had bccD; for as his 
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^ End, indeed his only End, in cbofe Anfwers and Replies, 

" had been the fectleroenc and compofurc of Publick Af&irs ; 

^^fOy he was aflured, and moft Men did believe, that if diat 

^ due regard and reverence bad been given to his words, and 

*< that confent and obedience to his Counfels, which he ex- 

^^peded, there had been, before that time, a chearfiil calm 

*< upon the face of the whole Kingdom; every Man enjoying 

^< his own, with all poffible Peace and Security that can be 

^Mmagin'd; which furely thofe Men did not denre, who(af^ 

*^ter ail thoie Ads of Jtiftice, and Favour palled by him, this 

^ Parliament j all thofe Sufferings, and Aflronts, endured and 

^undergone by him) thouehtfit ftiil to reproach him with 

^Ship-money* Coat and 0>nduft- money, and other things 

<^ fo abundantly declared, as that Declaration it felf confefled, 

^< in the general Remonftrance of the State of the Kingdom, 

'^ publiflied in Nvuemter laft ; which his Majefty wondered to 

^< find now avow'd to be the Remonftrance of both Houfes; 

<^and which, he was fure, was prefenced to him only by the 

"^ Houfe of Commons ; and did never, and, be was confident, 

^^ in that time coulH never have pafled the Houie of Peers ; 

^^ the Concurrence, and Authority of which, was not then 

^* thought neceflary. Should his Majefty believe thofe Re- 

'^ proaches to be the Voice of the Kingdom of Ef^lmtJ^ That 

^^ all his loving Subjeds eaied, refrelhed, ftrenechen'd, and 

^' abundantly fatiified with his Ads of Grace ano Favour co- 

«c wards them, were willing to be involved in thofe unthank- 

^* ful ExprefCons ? He would appeal to the Thanks, and Ac- 

'^knowledgements publiflied in the Petitions of moft of the 

<^ Counties of England ; to the Teftimony, and Thanks, he 

^'bad received from both Houfes of Parliament^ how fea- 

^' fonable, how agreeable that ufage was to his Majeft/s Me- 

** rir, or their former Expreffions. 

*^ H I s Majefty faid, he had not at all fwerved, or d^art* 
<^ed from his Refolutions, or Words, in the beginning of this 
^^ Parliament : He had feid, he jvas refolved to put himfelf 
*' freely, and clearly upon the Love and Afiedion of his Eng^ 
^^ /ji/b Subjeds ^ and he faid fo ftiU, as far as concerns EtrglamL 
*^ And he call'd Almighty God to witnefs, all his Complaints 
<^and Jealoufies, which had never been cauflefs, nor of his 
^^HouTes of Parliament (but of fome few Schifmatical, Fadi- 
^ ous, and Ambitious Spirits ; and upon grounds, as he feared, 
^ a fliorc time would ja&ify to the World ) his Denial of the 
^^ Militia^ his abfenting himfelf from L^mhn, had been the 
'^ eiSefts of an upright, and faithful Afiedion to his EMgH/b 
^ Subjeds 'y that he might be able, through all the inconve- 
« niences he might be coropeird to wreftle with, at laft to pre- 
^ fcrvc, and reftore their Religion, Laws, and Liberties unto 
' ihcxn. '^SiNCE 
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^SiN-cs the Proceeding againft the Lord Kimkbm, and 
^ the five Members, was ftili kx>ked upon, and ib dhnpd^ 
^fed, as fo great on advantage againft his Majefty, di^no 
*^ Retraftion made by him, nor no Adion , fince that ome 
^^ oommited againft Him, and the Law of the Land, unda 
^ the pretence of Vindication of Privitee, coald fiuufy iht 
^^ Contrivers of that Declaration, but that they would haire 
^ his good Subjefts to believe, the Accu&tioa of diole fix 
^ Members moft be a Plot for the breaking die Neck of the 
^^ Parliament ( a ftran^ Arrogance if any of thofe Afembers 
^^ had the Penning of that Ixdaradon ) and that it was fo 
<' often urged againft him, as if by that fingle, cafiiai Mi- 
<^ ftake of his, in form only, he had forfeited all Diay,CTe- 
^Mit, and Allegiance from his People, he fidd, he would, 
^ without endeavouring to excufe that, which in troth was an 
^ Error (his going to me Houfe of Commons) ^ve bis Peo- 
^ple^ a mil, and clear Narration of the matter of Faft; aC- 
^^ fonng himfelf, that his good SubjeAs would not find hit 
^ carriage in that bufioefir, fuch as had been reported. 

^^His Majefty (aid, that when he fefdv^, upon fixfa 
^'grounds, as, when they (hould be publifbed, would latisfy 
^^ the World, that it was fit for his own Safety, and Hooon^ 
^'and the Pesioe of the Kingdom, to proceed agtinft thofe 
^^Perfons; though he well knew, there was do degree of 
^' Privilege in that Cafe : yet to (hew his defire of CoxnTpon* 
^^dence with the two Houfes of Parliament, he c±ofe rather 
^' than to apprehend their Perfons by the ordinary Miniftecs 
^^ of Juftkre ( which, accordine to the opinion, and pradioe 
^^ of former times, ne might have done) to Comnwind his 
^' Attumey General, to acquaint his Houfe of Peers widi his 
*^ intention, and the general matters of his Charge ( whkh 
^^ was yet more particular, than a meer Acculatioii) and to 
^ proceed accordingly ; and at the fame time (enc a fwom 
^'Servant, a Serjeant at Armes, to the Houfe oFCommooi^ 
^ to acquaint them, that his Majefty did accufe, and intended 
^^ to profecute the five Members of that Houfe for Htch 
^ Treafon ; and did require, that dieir Perfons might be fe- 
*^ cured in Cuftody. This he did, not only to (hew that he 
^* intended not to Violate, or Invade their Privileges, but to 
*^ufe more Ceremony towards them, than he then oooceived 
^injuftice might be required of him; and expeAed at lesft 
^^ fuch an Anfwer, as might infortli htm, if he were out of 
''the way ^ but he received none at all; only, in the inftant, 
*' without offering any thing of thehr Privil^es to his Confi- 
*^ deration, an Order was made, and the lame Night pubiiib- 
^ ed in Print, That if any Perfon whatfoever, flxiuld dSh :o 
^ Aricft the Perfon of any MQinber of that Houfc, withoe? 
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^firft aoquaintiflg cbacHoufe th€fewith,aiid receivsig further 
<< Order from chat Houfe, chat it fhould be Lawful for fuch 
^ Member, or any Perfon, to refift them, and to ftand upon 
^his, or their Guard of Defence; and to make refifhoce, 
^'according to the Protefbtion taken to defend the Privilege 
^of Parliament: And this was the firft time tiut he heard 
^ the Protefbtion might be wrefted to fuch a fenfe, or that in 
^^anvCafe, though of the moft undoubted and unqueftion- 
^ablePrivil^e, it mi^bc be Lawful for any Perfon to refift, 
«and ufe violence againft a PuUick Minifler of Juftke« arm'd 
'^with Lawful Authority; though his Majefty weifknew, 
^that even fuch aMinifler might be punifhed for executing 
''fuch Authority. 

''Upon viewing that Order, his Majefty confJcOed, he 

"was fbmewhat amaZi'd, having never feen, or heard of the 

'Mike ; thoujjh he had known Members of either Houfe com- 

"mitted, without fo much formality as he had u&d, and 

"upon Crimes of a far infcriour nature to thofe he had fugn 

" gefled ; and having no courfe propofed him for his Pro- 

"ceedisg, he was, upon the matter, only toJd, that agaidl 

"thofe Perfons he was not to proceed at all ; that they were 

" above His reach, or the reach ijl the Law. It was not eafy 

" for him to refolve what to do : If he imploy'd his MioiAers 

"of Juftioe in the ufual way for their apprehenfioo, who 

" without doubt would not nave refilled to have executed 

" his Lawful Commands, he faw what oppofidon, and re- 

" fiftance, was like to be made ; which, very probably, might 

" have coft fome Blood : If he fate ftill, aiid defifted upon 

"that Terrour, he (hould, at the heft, have confefled his 

" own waot of rower, and the weakndTs of the Law. In that 

" fbei^t, he put on a fuddain Refolucion, to try whether his 

"ownrrefencC} and clear dilcovery ofhislntentioki, which 

"happily miebc not have bem fo well underftood, coald re- 

" move thote Doubts, and prevent thofe IncDBveniciioes , 

" whk:h feeni'd to have been threatened ; and thereupon, he 

" Refolv'd to go, in his own Perfon, to the Haak ciE Com- 

" mons; which he difcover'd not, till the very minute of his 

^' going: when he fent out Orders^ that hit Servants, and 

^'uich Gentlemen as were then in nis^ Court, Siottkl attend 

^^himtoW^Jhmlhr; but giving them exMe6 Command, as 

''be had cxpreffed in his Anfwer to tlie Ordmance, that no 

" Accidents, or Provocatioo, fhould draw tfacBi to any* fucb 

" AAion, as might imply aputpofe of Foro^ia bifrMajefty ; 

^'and Himfelf, requirii^ thrn of his Train noeto come 

'' within the Door, went into the Houfe of Gamuoi ; the 

"bare doing of whkh, he did not chanconoeiiw^waoUhave 

'^bejTO though^ mpre % )>rc»cb of Privil^^. th^if he bad 

"Jong 
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^^gone to the Hbufe of Peers, and lent for them to come to 
^^ him ) which was the ufual Cuftom. 

^He ufed the beft Expreffions he couMy to afliuttiieBi 
^^howikr he was from any intention of violating thctr?n- 
^* vil^es 'y that he intended to proceed legally^ and fpee^ 
<< a^inft the Pcrfons he had accufed ^ and deuired tfaerefoR, 
^'ifithey were in the Houfe. that they might be ddiver'd to 
^^ him; or if ab&nt, that fudi courfe mieht be taken for rheir 
'^ forth ooming, as might fatisfy his juft Demands; and fo he 
^depaned, having no other purpole of Force , if they bad 
^' been in the Hode, than he had before protefted, before 
^ God, in his Anfwer to the Ordinance. They had an ac- 
^^ count now of his part of that fiory fully ; his People m^ht 
^' judge freely of it. What follow d on their part (though 
'^ that Declaration faid, it could not withdraw any pait o£ 
^* their Reverence and Obedience from his Majeily ; it mig|ht 
^* be any part of theirs it did not) he (hould have coo much 
^^ caufe hereafter to inform the World. 

^ H I s Majefty faid, there would be no end of this difcourle, 
''and of upbraiaing him with evil Counfellors, if, upon his 
''oonftant denial of knowing anv, they would not voadtfafe 
^ to inform him of them j and after eight Mondis amufing 
'' the Kingdom with the ezpeftation of the difoovery of a 
'' Malignant Party, and of evil Counfellors, they wooki not 
'' at laft name any, nor deftribe them. Let the AAions or 
''Lives of Men be eKamin'd , who had Contrhr'd, Coun- 
" felled, adually confented to Grieve, and Burthen his Peo* 
''pie; and if (uch were now about his Majefty, or any a- 
" gainft whom any notorious , malicious Crime coold be 
" proved, if he (helter'd and proteded any fuch, let his In- 
"juftioe be publiflied to the World : but till that were done 
'^ particularly and manifeftly ( for he (hould never conclude 
"any Man upon a bare, general Vote of the Major part of 
" either, or both Houfes, till it were evident, that That Ma* 
"jar part was without raflion or AlkQion) he muft lock 
" upon the charge that Declaration put upon him, of <±eriib- 
" ing and countenancing a Diftontented Party of the King- 
"dom againft them, as a heavier and unjufter Tax upon his 
" Jufticc and Honour, than any He had, or could lay, upon 
" theFramers of that Declaration. And now, to coumeoance 
"thoie unhandfome Expreffions, whereby they ufoal/y had 
" implied his Majeft/s Q^nnivance at, or want of'^Zeal againft, 
"the Rebellion of Inland (fo odious tokll Good Men) they 
"had found a new way of exprobracion : That the Procb- 
" matioa againft thofe bloody Traytors came not out , nil 
"the beginning of JamMj^ though that RebcHion brc^ 
" out in OSotir^ a^nd theo^ by fpedal Command from h's 
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^ Majefty, but forty Copies were appointed to be Printed- 
'* His Maiefty iaid, it was well known where he was at that 
''time, when that Rebellion broke forth ; in Scotland: That 
'' He immediately, from thence, recommended the Care of 
^ that Bufioefs to both Houfes of Parliament here, after he 
'' had provided for all fitting Supplies from his Kingdom of 
^^Scatkmd'i That after his return hither, heobferv'd allthofe 
'' Forms for that Service, which he was advifed to by his 
''Council of If#/MM/, or bDth Houfes of Parliament here, and 
" if no Proclamation illiicd out fooner ( of which, for the pre- 
" fent, he was not certain \ but thought that others^ by his 
"directions, were ifliied before that time ) it was, becaule 
" the Lords Juftices of the Kingdom defired them no fooner j 
"and when they did, the Number they defired was but 
" Twenty ; which they advifed might be fign'd by his Ma- 
" jefty y which he, for expedition of the Service, commanded 
" to be Printed ; a Circumftance not required by them ; there- 
" upon he fign'd more of them^ than his Juftices defired ; all 
"which was very well known to feme Members of one, or 
" both Houfes of Parliament ; who had the more to Anfwer, 
" if they forbore to exprels it at the paffing of that Dedara- 
" don^ and if they did ezprtfs it, he had the greater reafon 
" to complain, that fo envious an Afperfion (hould be caft 6n 
" his Majefty to his People, when they knew well how to An- 
^' Iwer their own ObieAion. 

^ W H A T that Complaint was againft the Parliament put 
^^ forth in His Name, which was fudi an Evidence and Cfoun- 
" cenance to the Rebels, and fpoke the fame Languafi;e of the 
^' Parliament which the Rebels did ; he faid he could not un- 
'^ derftand. All his Anfwers and Declarations had been, and 
''were, own'd by himfelf; and had been attefted under his 
'^ own hand ; if any other had been publilhed in his Name, 
" and without bis Authority, it would be eafy for both Houfes 
^' of Parliament to difeover , and apprehend the Authors : 
^ And he wifhed, that whofoever was trufted with the Draw- 
^^ iog, and Penning that Declaration, had no more Authority. 
' or Cunning to impofe upon, or deceive a Major part of 
' thole Votes, by which it paffcd, than any Man had to pre- 
^ vail with his Majefty to publtlhin his Name anything, but 
' the fei^e , and Refolution of his own Heart ; or that the 
^ Contriver of that Declaration could, with as good a Con* 
'fcieoce, call God to witnefe, that all his CounfelsandEn- 
^ deavours had been free from all privale Aimes. peribnal 
^ jReipeAs or Paffions whatfoever, as his Majefty had done, 
' and did. That he never had, or knew of any fuch Refolution 
' €^€ bringine up the Army to Lomhm. 
^ And once that new Device was found out, inftead of 

"An- 
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** Anrwering his reafoiit,or fitdsfying hk juft dcmandgjiobUft 
*^ his DedaratioQS and Afifwen, as if chey were ooc bBovn , 
'^ a bold, fenflefe Imputadon : He faid he was fure, dmcvcry 
'^ Anfwer^ and Declaration, publiOied by his Majefty, to 
'* mudi more his own, than any one of thole bo]d,chi€ao»Dgy 
'< and reproachful Petitions, and Remonftranoes, were ihc 
** Ads of either, or both Houfes. And if the Pemifr of that 
'^ Dedacation had been careful of the Tniffc repofed in him, 
'^ he would never have denied (and thereupon found hak 
^ with his Majefty's juft indignation; in the Text or Muj^eac, 
^ that his Majefty had never been cfaaiged with the Intention 
^^oif any Force ; and that in their whole Declaration, there 
^' was no one word Bending to any fuch reproach ,- the ood- 
'^ trary whereof wfis fo evident, that his Majefty was, in ez- 
^' preta terms, charged in that Dedaradoo, chat he had fern 
** them gracious Meflages, when, with his Privity, briagiBg 
^^ u|f the Army was in agitation ; and, even in diatDechn- 
'^ tion, they fougfit lo make the People believe fome ioA

^' indeed had been fo full of Scandal to his Government, ssi 

^^ danger to his Perfon, thathefliould never think of hisit- 

^* cum thither, till he had Juftice for what was paft, and S^ 

tfcariq 
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'^ coney forthedofie to come : And if there were lb great a 
<< neoeffity, or defire of his return, as was pretended, in all 
^ this time, upon fo often preflSne his defiresy and upon caulet

^^ F R OM excepting, how weightilyevery Man might judge, 
'^ to what his Majefty had faid,that UccUration proceeded to 
^' cenfure him for what he had not laid ^ for the prudent 
^* Omiffions in his Adwers : His Majefty had forborne to fay 
*' any thing of the words fpoken atKai^^m; or the Axti« 
^' cles againft his deareft Confort, an4 the Aocufation of tho 
^< fix Members: Ofthelai]^ his Majefty &id, he had fpoken 
'^ often; and he thought, enough of the other two; but hav* 
'^ ing never accufed any ( though God knew what truth there

** H E faid, Jie did not reckon himfelf bereav'd of any part

** Traft in his two Houfci of Parliament, when he diyefted

^ have been done : If it did, it would be fndi a breach of

** F o R (he Militia, hehad (aid lb much of it before^ and 
^ the Point was fo well underftood by all Men, that he would 
** wafte time no more in that Difputc. He never had (aid, 
^^ there was no fuch thing as an Ordinance, though he knew 
^ that they had been long difuied, but that there was never 
'^ any Ordinance, or could be any, without the Kii^s con- 
^ fenc ; and that was true : And the unneoeOary PrcGedent, 
*^ cited in that Declaration, did not offinr to prove the oonrra- 
" ry. But enough of that ; God and the Law muft determine 
^^ that bufinefs. 

'^Neither had that Declaration, given his Majeftyany 
'^fatisfaftion concerning the Votes of me fifteenth and fix* 
^^ teenth of March laft: which he muft declare, and appeal to 
'^ all the world in the Point, to be the greaceft violation of his 
*^ Majefty's Privilege, the Law of the Land, the Liberty of

^' the Kingdom ? If they declare, that by the Fundanoental 
^^ Laws ofthe Land, fix!h a rafli Adion, fiich an unadvifed

''not the Liberty of theSubjeft, dirmtte hwefUKitP^ reme- 
'* dile6. That Declaration confeffis, they pretend not to a 
'^ power of making new Laws; that without his Majefty, they 
'' could not do That : They rnseded no fudi power, n their 
'' Declaration could fufpend this Statute from being obeyed, 
'' or executed . If they had power to declare the Lord Digtft 
'' waiting upon his Majefty, at Htm^tpm-Cnrtj and dience 
'' vificing Ibme Officers at KmgftoB , with a C6ach and fix 
'^Horfes, to be levying of War, and High Treaibn; and S^

^multitude of iedttious Pamphlets, and Sermons j and that 
'' Declaration told him, thev knew he had ways enough in 
'^ his ordinary Courts of Juitice to punilh thoie^ fo his M^ . 
^^jefty &id, he had to punifli , Tumults smd RloC6;'^nd y<c 
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** they would not iervc hit com to teep his ToWns, his For- 
''refts, and Parks from violence. And it might be, chough 
^ tfaofe Courts had ftill the Power to punifli, they mi^t have 
^ loft the ikiiico define, what Tumults and Riots are \ other- 
wifeajory in S^MfihMiri, legally impanneUM to examine a 
Riot there, would not have been fuperfe.^ed, and the Sher;ff 
enjoyn'd not to proceed, by virtue of an Order of the Houle

. ''^ H I s .Majefty asked, if alt the fpecious Promi(es, and loud 
Profellions, of making h»m agreat and glorious King ; of fet- 
tling a greater Revenue upon his Majelty,chan any (^his An- 
'^ceftorshad enjoy'd^ of ipnaking him co be.honpKr'd athome^ 
" and fear'd ab/osra y weie refolv'd into this,. That they would 
be ready to fettle his Revenue in an Honourable, propor- 
tion, wh^n he fliould pur himfelf in (hch a ppfture of Go- 
vernment, j:hat his Subjeds might be fecure to. enjoy hiS' 
juft ProteAion for their Religioi), Laws ,, and Liberties?

♦♦a very fliort time, give his good Su^Jeas and the World a 
♦'full, and, he hoped, a fatisfaftory Narration. 
" "The Contrivers and Ptnners of that Declaration (rf 
^' ^hom his Majefty would be only underftood to fpeak. wbco 
- « • - « be 
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*' he mentbn'd ftoy of their uadurifal Ads ag^unft him ) faid, 

"that the great Afitrs of the Kingdom, asd the mtferable 
bleeding CoDdicioo. of . Ir^i!f»M/, would aflbrd them Uttle 
letfure to fpend their time in Declarations, Anfwers, and 
Replies. Indeed, his Majefty £ud, the miferaUc, and de- 
plorable Condition of both Kingdoms, would require fome- 

" what elie at their hands : But he would gladly know how 
they had fpent their time fince the reoefs (then almoft 
eight Mpnchs ) but in Declarations, RemonftraiiceSy^ In* 
vedives againft his Majefty, and his GoTemment ^ or ia 
prepalripg naatcer for' thprn. Had his Majefty invited them 
to any fucb expence of time, by beginning Argumems of 
that Nature ? Their Leifure, or their Incltnttionf was not 
as they prerended : And what was their Printing and Pub-* 
UOiing their Petitions to him; their Declarations, and Rev 
monftrances of him ; their odious Votes and Rdblutioos, 
fbmetimes of one, ibmetimes of both Houfes^ againft his 
Majefty (never in that manner communicated before this 
Parliament ) but an Appeal to the People ? And, in God's 
Name, lee them iudge of the Perfons tncv had trufted. 

Their firft Quarrel was (as it wasaiway^, to let them 
into their frank expreffions of his Majefty, and his Adions ) 
ag^nft the Malignant Party ; whom they were pleafed ftili

They to whole Wifdcp,' Courage, andCounfel, the King-> 
dom ow*d as much as it could to 3ubjcfts ^ and upon whtSe 

'' unblemiflied Lives^ Envy^ it felf could lay no imputation ;

"^His K&jefty&ld, if that Declaration had told him (as 
^ indeed it tdghf, and as in juftioe it ought to have done) that 
''die Piecedentt of any of his Anceilors did fall fiiort, and 
''modi below what had been done by Him, this Parliament^ 
^in point of Grace, and Favour to his People -y he (hould not 
^ otnerwiie hate wooder'd at it, than at fuch a truth in fuch a 
^ place. Bur when to jufttfy dieir having done more than 
^ever tteir PredecefloM did, it told his good Subieas ( aji 
''moflrinjurioufly and infolently it did) that the higheft, and 
** moft unwarrantable Precedents of any of his Predeceflo];s 
'^ did fall fhort, and much below what had been done to them 
** this Parliament by him, he muft confels himfelf amazed, 
" and not able to underfhnd them ; and he muft tell tho(e 
** ungrateful Men (whodurft tell their King, that they might,

^' of their own ? If a Fadioa fliould at any time by ciumh^,

^^ fellors, a Malignanc P^r^y about the King ^ by whom the 
^^ Religion, and Liberty of che Kingdom, were both in dan* 
'^ger (this chey might doj they had dcxie it then), they might 
** take away, be it from the King, or Peop e) whatfoever 
^' they, in their judgcircics (liould think fit This was Law* 
"fill, they had dccl^r'd it fo ; Let the World judge, whether 
'^ his Majefty had charged them unjuftly : and whether they 
*^ were not Guilty of the Crime, which themfelves coofieObd 
^^ (being pfoveJ ) was a great One ; and how fafelv his Ma* 
^^' jefty might commit the power, thofe P^3ple denred, into 
*^' their Hands; who, in all probability, would be no looner 
'^^poflcflfcd of ir, than thfcy would revive that Tragedy, which 
'^ Mr Hooter related of the Anabaptifts in Germswf ^ who^ 
" talking of nothing but Faich> and of the true Fear of God, 
**and that Riches and Honour were Vanity j at firft, upon 
** the great opinion of their Humility, 2^al, and Devoboo, 
"procured much Re veiencc, and tLflimation with the People ^

" Liberty, and Property of every Subjed. Why? becaufe 
" the King's Property in his Towns, and in his Goods bought 
^^ with the Publick Mooey, as they conceive his Magazine at 
" HmU to be, was inconfiftent w«b the S^bjcds Property ia 
^^ their Lands, Goods, and Liberty* Did thg& Men think, 
" that as theyaflumed a power of declaring Law (and whatfo- 
"evercontradiAcd that Declaration broke their Privileges) 
" fo that they had a power of declaring Senfe, aiui RealbO) 
" and impofing Logick^ and SyllogUms on the ^booiit, as well 
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*' AS Law upon, the Pc^^ple? Did not all Mankind know that 
*<feveralM^:i mfghr have feveral Rights, and Int^refts in th^ 
"felf faaeHoufeinJ Land, and yet neither deftrpjr the other? 
*^ Was not the lire eft of the Lord Taramount confiftent with 
^* that of thc'Mef.c Lord ; and His with that of the Tenant ^ 
**and yer their Propc'^^Jcs o.- Im'cefts not at all conlbunded? 
^* And why mig^r no: h;s Majefty then have a full, lawful 
*^ lutercft, attr' f roperry in his T'^wn of HuU^ and yet his Sjjb- 
^'Jcfts have i Property in '1 eir Houfes too? But he cculcl 
**not fellj wi give away at hisPleafure this Town and Fort, as 
^* a priva e Man might do his Lands or Goods. What then ? 
"Manv Men have no Authority to let, or fee their Leafes, or 
*^fcll their tarid, have they therefore no Title to thcmjorlq^ 
** lereft in them? May they be taken from chenOj-becaufc thej 
*' cannot fell them? He faid, thcpurpofe of his Journey to 
" /£vff, was neither to fell, or giviC it away. 

"But for' the Magaiice, the Munition there, that he 
^^ bought ^yiith his own Money,.hc might furely have fold that, 
** lent, or giv<?n it away. No i he bought it with the Publidc 
** Money, and thp proof is, They cpoceive it foj and, upon 
^ that Concpir, had Voted, that it ffiould be taken from him. 
^* Excellent JulHce I Suppofe his Majefty had kept that Money 
"by hirh, and not bought Armes with it, would they haye 

taken it from him upon that Conceit : Nay, might th^y 

not, whcrcfre^'cr that Money was (for through how many 
** hands fcevcr it hath paflcd, it is thcPublick Money ftill, ;f 
*' ever it were ) feifc it, and rake it.from thj^ owners ? But the

** they pietecrded). be committed to others. Did not thePep- 
" pie, that fent them, look upon them as a Body but Tcmpo- 
^^jf-ary, and DiflRUvable at his Majicft/lft Pleafure ? And could 
' • *• it 
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^' ie be believ'd, that they ioteaded them for his Goardiaiit. 
^' and Controllers in the tnana{fa)^ of that Tnift, whidi God 
^ and the Law had granted to Hun, and to his Poftericy fe 
^^ever? What the extent of the Commiffion, andTniftwaSy 
^* nothing could better teach theiti than the Writ^ whereby 
^ they are mec- His Majefty faid, he call'd them (and widi- 
^ out that cally they could not have come together^ to be Us 
'^ Counfellors, not Commanders (for however they freotient- 
^ ly confounded them, the Offices weie feveral ) and Coon- 
^ Tenors not in all thii^s^ but in fome things, 2r fmimfiUm

^had ufurped over Men's coofciences ; and that, under oo-' 
^ lour of having power of ordermg all things for the Good of 
^' Men's Souls, be entides himfelf to all the KLingdoms of the 
<' world : He wouM not accufe the Framers of that Dedara- 
<< tioa ( how bold foever they were with his Majefty ) that 
^ they inclined to Popery , of which another Maxim was, 
^diat all Men muft fubmit their Reafon and Underftand^ 
" ing, and the Saipture it felf, to Chat declaring power of 
^his: Neither would he tell them, though They had told 
^^ Him fo, that they ufe the very Language of the Rebels of 
^ JreLmd : and yet they fay thofe Rebels declare, that what- 
^foever they do, is for the Good of the King and King- 
^dom. But his good Subjeds would eafily put the cafe to 
^^ themfelves, whether if the Papifls mIrtMd in truth were, 
^ or, by Art or Accident, had made themfelves the Major 
^ part of both Houfes of Parliament there ^ and had pre- 
'^ tended the Trufl in that Declaration from the Kingdom of 
^^ Inland ^ thereupon, had Voted their Religion and Liberty

^^ ful by the Law of theXand, afloon as fomanyof thedlf- 
^* Tenting Peers were driven away { after their Names had 
^' been required at the Bar, contrary to the freedom > and 
^^ foundation of Parliament j that the other Opinion prevail-

'^BuT now, tojuftify their Invafion of his MajeKy'san- 
'^ cient , unqueftion'd , uodoubied Right , fettled an;i e^z- 
^^ blitii'd on his Majefty and his Pofterity by God bimfclf ; 
^'confirm'd, and ftrengthen'd byaJl pofGble Titles of Com- 
" P^l> Laws, Oaths, perpetual and uncpntradi&ed Cuftom, 
^^by his People^ What had they alledg'd to, declare to the 
'^ Kingdom, as they fay, die obligation that lieth upon the 
^' Kings of this Realm to pafs all fuch Bills, as are ofiei^d 
*' unco them by both Houfes of Parliament ? A thing never 
^^ heard of till that day : An Oath { Authority enough for 
^^ them to break all theirs ) that is, or ought to be, taken by 
^^ the Kings of this Realm, which is as well to remedy by 
^^Law fu(£ Inconveniences the King may fiifler, as to keep, 
*' and proteft the Laws already in being: And the Form of 
^' this Oath, they faid, did appear upon a Record there cited \ 
'^and byaClaufein the Preamble of a Statute, made in the 
** ayth year o(Edw. in. 

^ H I s Majefty faid, he was not enou&h acquainted with 
^^ Records to know whether that were fully, and ingeououfl^ 
** cited j and when, and how, atid why, the feveral Claufes 
** had been inferred, or taken out of the Oaths formerly ad- 
"miniftcr'd to the Kings of this Realm: Yet he could not 
*' poffibly imagine the aflertion that Declaration made^ couk 
4 "te 
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^ be ^feAieedYrdm the Wordsj or tte matter of that Oatk? for 
^ unldf they had a power of declaring Latin, as well zs Law, 
** furc, tAgeriij 'fi^nified bath chofen, as well as tmU choofe j 
^^afid dearie (igni6ed (b there fbefidesche Amhoricy of thti 
^* perpetual Pradtice of all fucccedin^ times : a better Inter* 
** preier than their Votes ) it was e/ident, by the reference 
^ it had to cuftoms* con/MeiMJhtis juas Vulgui fUgerit : And 
^' could that be a Cuftocn, which the People fliould choofe af- 
^^ ter this Oath rakea ? And (hould a King be fworn to defend 
^ fach Cuftoms ? Befides could k be imagin'd, that he (hould 
^^ be bound by Oath to ptfsfuchLaws (and fuch aLawwai 
^^the Bill they brought tohkn of the Militia j as fliould put 
'^the power, wherewith he was trufted, out ofHimfelfinto 
^ the hands of other Meat and dtreit and difable hirofelf of 
•* all poffible power to perform the great bufinefs of the Oath ; 
•* wUch Was to protea them ? If his Majefty gave away all 
^his power, or if it were taken from him, he could not pro- 
^' teft anjr Mao: And what difcharge would it be for Ids Ma* 
^^jefty, either before God or Man, when his Good Subjeds, 
^ whom ^God and the Law had committed to his charge, 
•* fliould be worried and fpoiled^ to fay that he trufted others 
^' toprotedt them ? That is, to do that Duty for him, which 
^ was eSentially, and infeparably his own. But that all hit 
^ good Subjefts might iee how faithfully thele Men, wboat 
^^ fumed this Triift from them , defired to diicharge their 
^' Truft ; he would be contented to publifli, for their fatlsfa- 
<^ Aion ( a matter notorious enough, but what he himfelf ne- 
<^ ver thought to have been put to publifli, and of which die 
'^Framers of that Declaration might as well have made ufe, 
^'as of a Latin Record they knew manv of his good Sidijedb 
^couMnot, and many ofthemlelves did not underftandj the 
'^ Oath it felf he took at his Coronation, warranted and en- 
<* joyif d to it by the Cuftoms, and direfiioos of his Prede-' 
^ceilbrs; and the CerefQony of theirs, and his taking it; 
^^ they m^hr find it in the Records of the Exchequer; This it is :

Then the King arifech , and is ted to the Communion 
Table : where He makes a folemn Oath in fight of all the 
People, to obferve the Premifes ; and laying his Hand upon 
the Book, fayeth: 

The Oath. 

The things which I before promifed, I fliall perform, and 
keep : So help me God, and the Contents of this Book. 

His Majefty laid, ** all the World might judge, whether 
^ focb Do£brine, or fuch Conclufions, as thole Men brought, 
''could follow, or have the lead pretence, from that Oath; 
** For the Preamble of the Statute they cited, that told his Ma- 
^ jefty, that the King was bound to remedy, by Law, the 
*^ milchiefs and damages which happen to his People : his Ma- 
^ jefty faid, he was fo ; but asked whether the King were 
^ bound, by the Preamble of that Statute, to renounce his 
'' own judgment, his own underftandiog in thofe mifchiefs, 
**and of thefe remedies? How far forth he was obliged to 
** follow the Judgment of his Parliament, that Declaration ftiU 
^ confefled to be a queftion. Without queftion, he faid, none 
''could take upon them to remedy even mifchiefs, but by 
" Law, for fear of greater mifchiefs than thofe they go abouc 
" to remedv. 

"But nis Majefty was bound in jofticc toconfent to their 
" Propofals, becaufe there was a Truft repofed in his Majefty 
" to preferve the Kingdom, by making new Laws : He faid, 
"he was glad there was fo 3 then he was fure no new Law 
" could be made without His Confent ; and that the gentle- 
"nefsofhi^ Anfwer, b Eoy ^avifira^ if it be no Denial, ic 
"is no Confent; and then the matter was not great. They 
"would yet allow his Majefty a greater latitude of granting^ 
I " or denving, as he (hould think fit, in publick Ads of Grace, 
i "as Pardons, or the like Grants of Favour; Why did they 
5 "fo ? If thofe Pardons, and publick Afts of Grace were for 
J "the publick Good (which they might Vote them to be) 
" they would then be abfolutely in their own difpofal : Buc 
"had they left that power to his Majefty ? They had fure, at 
^ leaft, fliared it witn him j How elfe had they got thejpower 
"to pardon Segeant-Major- General Siiffon (anew Officer 
t " of State, and a Subjeft his Majefty had no Authority to fend 
" to fpeak with ) and all other Pcrfons imploy'd by them, and 
; "fuch as had imploy'd themfelves for them , not only for 
1 " what they had done, but for what they fliould do? If they 
j5 "had power to declare fuch Acflions to be noTreafon, which 
> " his Majefty would not pardon ; fuch Adlions to be Treafon, 
^ " which need no pardon ; the Latitude they allowed his Ma- 
Vol.L Parti. Rr "jefty 
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^ jeftyof granting, or denying of Pardons^ was a Jewel they 
^^migtic ftill be concent to fuflfer his Majefty to wear in his 
^^ Crown, and never think themfelves the more in danger. 

^All this Confider'd, the Contriver of that Meflagp 
^^ ( Gnoe they would afibrd his Majefty no better Title ) whom 
^ they were angry with, did not conceive, the People of this 
^' Land to be lb void of Common Senfe, as to believe his 
^^ Majefty, who had denied no one thing for the eale, and be- 
*' ncm of them, which in Juftice or Prudence could be ask- 
*'ed, or in Honour and Conicieoce could be granted, to have 
^ caftoffall care of the SubjeAs Good ; and the Framen, 
^ and Devifers of that Declaration ( who had endeavoured 
*^ to render his Majefty odious to his Subjefts, and them dif- 
^ loyal to him, by pretending fuch a Truft in Them) to have 
^ only taken it up : Neither, he was conEdeot, would they 
^^ be fiuisfied, when they felt the mifery and the burthens, 
^ which the fury and the malice of thofe People would bring 
^upontheuK with being told that calamity proceeded firom 
^^evil Counlellors, whom no body could name ; from Plots 
^* and Confpiracies, which no Man could difcover ^ and from 
^ Fears andjealouues, which no Man underftood: And there- 
^ foie, that the oonfideration of it fhould be left to the Cod- 
^^ icienoe, Reafon, Afiedion, and Loyalty of his eood Sub- 
, ^ jeOs, who do underftand the Government of this Kingdom, 
^ his Majefty laid, he was well content. 

^ His Majefty ask'd, where the folly and madne&of thofe 
'^ people would end, who would have his People believe, that 
^ bis absenting bimfelffrom London^ where, with his &fety, 
^ he could not ftay , and the continuing his Mag^ine at 
^ HKff, proceeded from the fecrct Plots of the Papifis here, 
^ and to advance the defign of the Papifts in Irelamd ? But it 
^ was no wonder that they , who could believe S^ J^ 
^^Hsr&ns's ihuttinghis Majefty out of Hwfl; to bean Adof 
^ AAdion and Lx>yalty, would believe that the Papifts, or 
^ the Turk perfwaded him to go thither. 

^Amd could any foberMan think that Dedaratioo to be 
^^ die content of either, or both Houfes of Parliament, tm- 
*^awed either bv fraud or force ; which (after fomany Tlonfa, 
^aod humble Acknowledgements of his gracious &vour ia 
'^hisMeOage of the twentieth of ^tfsriMvj, fo crften, and b 
^unanimoufly prefented to his Majefty from both Houfes of 
^^ Parliament ) now told him, that the Meflage at fiift was, 
^ and, as often as it had been (iiKe mention d by hinu had 
^^been a breach of Privilege (ofwhidi they had not ufed to 
^^ have been fo n^ligenr, as in four Months not to have com- 
'' plain'd, if fuch a breach had been ) and that their own Me- 
^ thod or proceediiig fliould not be propofed to them; as if 
% «h» 
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^^ his Majefty had only Authority to call them together, not 
^' to tell them what they were to do, not fo much as with re- 
^^fereoce to his own Affiiirs. What their own Method had 
^* been, and whither k had led Them, and brought the King* 
^^ dom, all Men fee ; what Ht6 would have been, if feafon- 
''ably and timely applied unto, all Men might judge ^ his 
'' M^fty would {peak no more of it. 

''But fee now what excellent Inftanoes, they had found 

"out, to prove an inclination, if not in his Majefty^ in fome 

"about him, to Civil War: Their going with his Majefty 

" to the Houfe of G>mmons ( fo often urg'd, and fo fully 

" Anfwer^d ) their attending on him to HampPm- Court ^ and 

" appearing in a Warlike manner at Khf/fom upon Thames ^ 

^' His going to UmB ^ their drawing their Swords at Tork^ de- 

^manding . who would be for the King ? the declaring S' 

^Jolm Hotham Traytor, before the Meuage font to the Par- 

" liaroent ; the Propofitions to the Gentry in Ibrijbirf, td 

'^aflift his Majefty againftS'Tbihs Hctbdm, before he had 

"receiv'd an Anfwer from the rarliament : All defperaie In- 

"ftancesof an iiKrlination to a Civil War. Examine them 

"again: The manner, aiKi Intent of his going to the Houfe 

"of Commons, be had fee forth at large, in his Anfwcr to 

" their Declaration of the nineteenth of Afay ; all Men might" 

*^ judge of it. Next, did they themfelves believe, to what 

" purpofe foever that Rumour hadferv*d their turn, that there 

'^was an apperance in Warlike manner at KimgB^n upon 

^^ Thames ? Did they not know, that whenfoever his Majefty 

^had been at Hmf^tam-Comf, fince his firft coming to the 

^ Crown , there was never a lefs appearance , or in a lers 

^^ Warlike manner, than at the time they meant ? He faid, 

'* he would fay no more, bur that His appearance in a War- 

'^ like manner at Khtijlon upon Thames^ and Theirs at Khtg^ 

*^ Horn upon HuOy was very different ? What was meant by 

^^ the drawine of Swords at r^T-^, and demanding, who would 

" be for the King, muft be enquired at London ; for, his Ma- 

" jefty believed, very few in Tork underftood the meaning of 

" it. For his going to I2vff, which they would by no means 

"endure fliould be called a Vtfit, whether it weie not the 

*' way to prevent, rather than to make a Civil War, was very 

^' obvious : And the declaring him a Traytor in the very Aft 

^' of his Treiafon, would never be thought unreafonable^ but 

" by tfaofe who believed him to be a loving, and loyal SuW- 

^' jea } no more dian the endeavouring to make the Gentle- 

" men of that County fen&ble of chat Treafon ( whkh they 

" were In an honourable, and dutiful degree ) before he re- 

^ ceiT'd the Anfwer from both Houfes of Parliament : For, 

^' if chev had been^ as his Majefty expefted they (bould have 

Kt % '^been. 
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^^ been, Tenfibk of that intolerable injury ofier'd to him, mi^ 
^' he noc have had occafion cohave ufed the afieAkw of tStk 
^^ Geatlenen? Was he fure (bac S^jfoim Hfibmmy wbo had 
^^ kepc him out without their Order ( he fpake of a publick 
'^ Order) would have let hin^ia, wheo they bad ibrbidden 
^^ him ? And if cbey hadnotfuch a feafe oS htm ( as the cafe 
^^ falls out to be ) had he noc more reafim to make P)ro- 
'^ pofitions to thof e Gentlemen^ whole readinels and afledl- 
^^ on he> or his Pofterity, would never Ibiget? 

^'BuT this bufinebofHiKfffticbftiU with them; and find- 
'^ ing his QueftioDS bard% they are pleaied to Aafwer his Ma- 
^^ jelty by abking other Queftions of Htm : No matter for she 
'^ exceptions agaioft the Eail of Nnu^mSle ( which have hem 
*^ fo otccn urged , as one of the principal grounds of their 
'^ Fears and Jealoufies ; and which drew that Queftion from- 
^^ him ) They asked bisMajeftv, why, when he hdd it naxf- 
^^ fary, that a Govemour mould be placed in ii/B, S^ J^bm 
^' Hotham (bould be refufed by him » and the Earl of Mw- 
'^ Cafile fent down ? His MajefiY Anfwer'd, becaufe he had a 
*^be:tcr opinion of the Earl oliNn-CafiU than of S^ jMw 
^^ Hit ham ^ and defired to have iiich a Govemour over his 
^^ Towns, if he muft have any, asfliouU keep them for, and 
^^noc^ainft him : And if his eoing down were in amore 
'^ privace way than S^Johm HftJtHm^s^ it was becaufe he had 
^' not that Authority to make a noiiehy levying and billet- 
ing of Soldiers, in a peaceable time, upon his good Sub- 
jects, as it feem'd S^JobmHinbam carrieddown withhim. 
'^ And the Imputation which is caft by the way opoo that 
^^ Earl, to malce his reputation noc fo unblemifh'dy as he ooo- 
" ceiv'd, and the Worldbelieves it to be ^ and wUcfa, ibough 
it was not ground enough for Judical ProceednK ( it is 
wonder it was not ) was yet ground enough for uupicioo, 
^'muft be the cafe of every Subjeft in E^gLmd ( and he wiib- 
"ed it went no higher ) if every vile Afperfion , coocriv'd 
^' by unknown hands , upon unknown or unimaginable 
<< grounds, whkh is the way prafftifed to bring any Vertuous 
^^ and deierving Men into obloquy. Qiould receive the leaft 
^'credit, or countenance in the world. 

^They tell him, their Exception tochofe Gentlemen, 
^' who delivered their/Perition to him at Ttri, was tliat they 
^^ prefumed to take the Style upon them of all the Gentry, 
^ and Inhabitants of that County ; wheieas, they (ay, fomany 
*<more of as good Quality asthemCblves, of that Ouacy, 
^^ were of another opinion^ and havefince, by their Petkkxi 
'^ to his Majefty, difavowed that AH. Their Infamation 
^< in that point, his Majefty f%id, wss no better than ituiedi 
^^tobe^ and they would find, that neither the Number, or 
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^ the Qo^ity of choie who have, or will difavow chat Fetid* 
^ on ^ wai as they imagine ^ though too many weak Perfons 
^^ were mifled f which they did, and would evpry day more 
^ and more uoderftand ) by the Faftion, Skill, and Induftry 
^ of that True Malignant Party, of whidihe did, and had 
^* reafon to complain. They fiiid,diey had received no Petition 
^ of fo ftraoge a nature : What nature ? Contrary to the Votes 
^* of both Hoofes .* that is, they had receiv'd no Petition they 
^ had no mind to receive. But his Majefty had tokl them a- 
^gain, and all his good Sii^jefts would tell them, thq[t they had 
receiv'd Petitions, with joy and approbation, a^ainft the 
Votes of both Houfes of their Predsceflbrs , conhrm'd and 
^'eftabliOi'd into Laws by tbeconfentof his Majefty, and his 
^^ Anceftors ; and allow'd thofe Petitions to carry the Style, 
^' and to leem to cany the defites of Cities, Towns, and Coun- 
**tfes, when, of eitbler City, Town, or County , very few 
^' known, or con6derabIe Penbns, had been privv to fuch Pe- 
'* titkns : whereas , in truth , the Petitions delivcr'd to his 
'^ Majefty, agatoft which they except, carried not the Style 
^ of all, but fome of the Gentry and Inhabitants ; and im- 
^' plied no other oonfent, than fiich as went Vifibly along 
^ with it. 

^* B u T his Majefty was all this while in a miftake ; the Ma- 
^^eazine at Hstf was not taken from him. Who told them 
^10? They who afltire them (and whom without breaking 
^^ their Priviiqres they muft believe ) that S' yoim Hothsm's 
^ (hutting the Gates againft his Maiefty, and reGfting his en- 
^^ trance with arm'd Men ( though he thought it in defiance 
^^ of him) was indeed in obedience to him, and hisAuthori- 
^^ ty ; and for His Service, and the Service of the Kingdom. 
^ He was to let none in, but fuch as came with his M^jeft y's 
^^ Authority* fignified by both Houfes of Parliament : himfelf 
*^ and they nad order'd it fo. And therefore he kept his Ma- 
'^jefty out, only till his Majefty or he himfelf might fend for 
'^ theur Diredions. His Majefty faid, he knew not whether 
^ the Contrivers of that Declaration meant, that his good 
^^ SubjeOs (hould fo foon underftand , though it was plain 
<^ enough to be underftood, the meaning of the King's Au- 
'^ tbority fignified by both Houfes of Parliament : But fure the 
^^ world would now eafily difccrn in what miferable cafe he 
^^ bad, by this time, been ( it is bad enough as it is ) if he had 
^ contented to their BilL or to their Ordinance of the Mili- 
^ tia, and given thofe Nlen power to have raifcd all the Armes 
^^ of the iUngdom againft nim, for the Common Good, by 
^^ his own Authority ; Would they not, as they bad kept hiir! 
** from Jficff, by this time have beaten him from Tork^ ^vni 
^^ purfued him out of tbe Kingdom, in hia own bchait ? K^ / 
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** might not this Muoidon, which is not taken ^om hin^ be 
" imployM agaioft him ; not againft bis Authority figpuied 
•* by both Houfesof Parliament, but only to kill ihofelll 
*'OounfeIlors, the Malignant Party which is about him, and 
" yet for His Good, for the Publick Good ( they would dedarc 
" it fo ) and (b no Tieafon within the Statute ofi,^.Ed, in ? 
♦' which, by their Interpretation, had Jeft his Majcfty, the 
*' Kmg of EMgLofJ^ abfolutely lefs provided for, in point of 
♦' fafety, than the meaneft Subjcft of the Kingdom : And eeery 
" Subjeft of thi? Land (for whofe fecuritv that Law was made, 
•' that they may know their duty, andtneir dai»er inbreak- 
<< ing of it ) may be made a Traytor when tbefe Men pleaie 
^' to fay, he is fo. But did they think That, upon fuch an 
''Interpretation ( upon pretence of Authority of Book Cafes 
^' and Precedents , which, without doubt, they would hare 
'' cited, if they had been to their purpofe) out of which no- 
/^ thing can refult, but confufion talCing and People, would 
''find any credit with his good Subjedls? And chatio ezcei- 
"lent a Law, made both for fecurity of King and People, 
thall be foeluded. by an interpretation no Learned Lawyer 
in E^hmd would at diis houn he believed, fet under bis 
hand, notwithftanding the Authority of that Dechration ; 
which, he hoped, Ihall bring nothing but Infamy upon the 
•'Contrivers of it? 

"Now to their Privileges: Though it be true, they iky, 

"that their Privileges do notextendto Treafbn, Felony, or 

breach of the Peace, fo as to exempt the Members from aH 

manner of Procefs,and Trial ; yec it doth privilege them in 

the way, or method of their Trial : the Gaule mufi be fiift 

brought before Them, and Their confeot asked» befoieyou 

can proceed. Why then their Privileges extend asfar la 

" thefe Cafes, as in any that are moft unqueftion'd ; for no 

" Privilege whatfbever , exempts them mm all mamer of 

" Procefs and Trial, if you firft acquaint the Houfe widli i^ 

" and they give you leave to proceed by thofe Prooefle*^ or to 

that Trial: But, by this Rule, if a Memberof either Houfe 

commit a Murther, you muft by no means meddle widi 

him, till you have acquanted that Houfe of which he is a 

Member, and received their direAionfbr your Proceeding, 

ailiiring your felf, he will not ilir from that place whem 

you left him, till yon return with their confenc; fliociid it 

be otherwife, it would be in the power ofevery Man, under 

the pretence of Murther, to take one after another^ and as 

many as he pleafeth^ and fo, confequcntiv, bringa VarUa- 

ment to what he pleafeth, when he pleafetn. If a Member 

of either Houfe Ihall take a Purfe at Tork ( he may as pio- 

bably take a Purfc from a Sutged^ as Airmes agamft the 
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you muft ride to Lniom^ to know what to do, 
and He may ride with you, and take a new Purfe every 
*' Stage, and muft not be apprehended, or declared a Felon, 
7 till you have asked that Houfe of which he is a Member ; 
*^ihould it beotberwife, it might be in every Man's power 
^ to accufe as many Members as he would of taking Porfes ; 
^ and fo bring a Parliament, and fo all Parliaments, to nothing. 
^ Would thde Men be believed ? And yet they make no 
^ doubt but every one who hath taken the Proteftation, wooU 
"^ defend this Dodtrine with his Life and Fortune. Woukl 
^ not his Subjedls believe, that they had impofed a pretty 
^ Proteftacion upon them y uid that they had a very good end 
" ID the doing of it, if it obligeth them to fuch hazards, to 
"fucb undertakings? Muft they forget or negleft his Ma- 
'"jetty's Perfon, Honour, and Eftate, whidi, by that Prote- 
ftation, they are bound to defend ^ and, in lome degree, 
do underftand ? And muft they only venture their Lives 
'^and Fonunes to juftify Privileges they know not, or ever 
** heard of before ? Or arc they bound by that ProCeftation 
•* to believe, that theFramers or that Declaration have power 
''to extend their own Privileges, as far as they think fit; and 
"to contrad his Maiefty's Rights, as mudi as they pteafe; 
^ and that they are bound to bdieve them in either, and to 
^ venture their Lives and Fortunes in that Quarrel ? 

''From declaring how mean a Perfbn his Majefty is, and 
" bow much the Kingdom hath been nuftaken in the imder- 
" fbnding of the Statute of the 27. E. iii. concemii^Trealbo, 
and that all Men need not fear Levying War a^nft htm, 
fo they have their Order to Warrant them ; They pro- 
ceed, in the Spirit of dedartc^, to certify his Subjeds in 
«* the miftakings, which, near one hundred and fifty years, 
^have been received concerning the Statute of the % Hfk vn. 
•^€b.\, (a Stanite all good Subjeds will read with Gomfbit) 
'''and tell them, that the ferving of the Kite for the time be* 
^ ing, cannot be meant of Femm Warhtk^ or of any that 
" fhouk) call hirofelf King; but fuch a One as isallow'd, and 
"received by the Parliament in the behalf of the Kinpfom: 
" And was not his Majefty fo allowed ? However, through a 
"dark mift of words, and urging their old Privileges (which, 
" he hoped, he had fuiBcientTy Anfwer^d, and will be every 
"day more confuted by the Aftions of his good SubjeAs) 
"they conclude, that thofe that QudI guide themlehres by 
" the judgement of P^liament, which they fay is their own,

ing War againft the King : And that Treafoa cannot be com- 
mitted acainft his Peribn, otherwiie than as he is eotrufled 
with the lCingdom,and difcharging that Truft; and dut Thev 
have a Power to judge, whether he dilch^rges that Tnnt 
or no.

^And now (as if themeer publifluflf of their Refidu- 
^' tions, would not only prevail with the Pbofde, but, in the 



^^ inftan^ deftroy all Spirit, %t4 Courage in his Majefty to 
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^^ preTerve his own Rights aod Honour^ they had fincc uken 
^^ the boldnefs to aflaulc him with certain Propo&ions : which 
^ they call the moft neceflary eflEedhial means for the remov- 
^^ iog thofe Jeabufies, and Dififerences between his Majefty 
^^ and his People; that is, that he would be content to de- 
^^ veft himfelf of all his Regal rights^ and dignities ; be con- 
^' tent with the Title of aRing^ and fufier Tneo), according 
^^to their difcretioD to govern Hiin> and the Kingdom, and 
^' to difpofe of his Children. How fuitable and agreeable this 
^' Dodrine, and theie Demands were to the Afie&ion of his 
^^ loving Subjefts, under whofc Truft thefe Men pretend to 
^^fay, and. do thefe Monftrous Things; and to defign not 
^' only the ruin of his Perion, but of Monarchy it felf ( which, 
'^ he might juftly fay, was more than ever was oflfer'd in any 
^^ of his Predeceflors times ; for though the Peribn of the 
^'King hath been fometimes unjuftly Depofed, yet the Regal 
^ Power was never, before this time, ftruck at) he believes

Whilst this Anfwer, and Declaration of his Ma|eft/8 
was preparing and publifbing, which was done with all 
imagimble haft , and to whkh ijbey made ao Reply till 
many Months after the War was begiti^ they proceeded hi 
all their Counfels towards the leflSung hit Maj^y both 
in Reputation, and Powers and towards the improving their 
own Imerefis : For the fitft> upon the advantage o? their 

former 
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former Vote, of the Kind's Intentton to Levv War againft Us 
Parliament, in the end q^Mmj they publifhed Orders^ ^ Thar 
^^the Sherifii of ehe adjacent Coimties fliouki hinder, and 
^^ make ftay of all Armes and AmmunicioD carrying towards 
^ T9rk^ until they bad given notice thereof nnto the Lords 
^ and Commons \ and flionld hare reoriv'd their (tirrtier Di- 
'Predion ^ and that they (hould prevent the oomtng tqgether 
^ of any Soldiers, Horfe or Foot, by any Warrant a bis Ma- 
^ jefty, without their Advice or Uonfent : WUcfa they M^ 
not upon any opinion that there would be any Armes or Auk 
munition carrying to his Majefty, they havsig entirdy pof- 
fefled themfelves of ail his Stores \ or that they indeed be^ 
lievM, there was any Commiffion or Warrant to rule Sd« 
dlers, which they wdl knew there was not ; but that, by this 
means, their Agents in the Country ( which many Sheriffs 
and Juftices of Peace were ; and moft Conftables, and lofe- 
rbr Officers ) might, upon this Pretence, binder the Rdbrt- 
ing to his Majefty, which thev did with that Induftry, that 
few Perfons, who, forefeeing the defign of thofe OrdcriLdid 
not decline the great Roads, and ma(& not pretences of Tra- 
velling to ibme otter place, and Traveird in anv Equipage to- 
wards his Majefty, elcaped without being ftay^d by fiidi 
watches ; And nK>ft that were ib ftay'd, findti^ k to no por- 
pofe to attend the Refolution, or Juftice of the Hooles, who 
always conxnended the Vigilance of their Miaifters, and did 
notexpc<% they (hould be bound up by the Letter ot their Or 
ders, made (hift to eTcape with their own Perfons, cod were 
contented to leave their Horfes beMnd them ; They who at- 
tended to be repair'd by the Juftice of the Houfes, inliog fo 
many delays, and rhofe delays to be fo chargeable aad tbem- 
felves expofbd to fo nuny Quefttons, and fuch an Inqoifitioo, 
that they thought their Liberty a great prize, whatcrcr they 
left behind them. 

For the improving their Intereft, and Dependency thon^ 
they bad as much of the Afledion of the Cky as co«dd rea- 
fonably be expeAed ^ and by their exerctfe of the Mtlitia,had 
united them in a firm Bond, the comniunicatioo of GvSbli 
yet they well underftood their tnie ftrength codifted in tfce 
Rabble of the People ^ for the greateft part of the fiibftantii], 
and wealthy Citizens, being not of their Party, and eaoccpt 
fome Expedient were found our, whereby they nnghf be ia> 
volv'd, and concem'd in their ProTperity or Ruin, th^ thou^ 
themfelves not fo mudi in truth pouefled of that Gty, as 
they feem'd to be. They had heard it (aid, that Bdm^i the 
Fourth of £is;£im/recover'd the City of Lsmbai, and by ib« 
the Kingdom, by the vaft Debts that he owed there ; Men 
looking upon the helping of Him to the Crownj as thefaelping 

Tbem- 
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. Themftlves to their Mooey^ which was eife defperate. Upon 
this ground, they had taken the firft opportunity of borrow- 
ing great Sums of them, in the beginning of this Parliament; 
when the Richeft and beft Affiled Men, upon aprefumptioa 
that hereby the Sc9ts Army wbuU fuddainly march into their 
own Country, and the Eif&b as foon be Disbanded, chear- 
fully furniihed that Money. Upon this ground they ftiU for- 
bore to repay chofe Sums, dilpofing what was brought in 
upon the Bilk of Subfidy, and other Publick Bills, to other 
purpofes. And now, to make themielves more fure of them, 
they borrowed another Sum of 100000*. of them, upon pre- 
tence of the great Exigences of Irelamdi which was their two- 
edged Sword, to lead them into the Liberty of laying what 
imputations, tbej thought moft convenient for their pur- 
.pole9, upon the lung and Queen; and to draw what Money 
^hey thought fit from the City ; and ierv'd them now to ano- 
ther important end, to raife Soldiers; but that Service it felf, 
in order to fuppreffine the Rebellkm there, was not, in any 
degree , advanced. Having, by thefe mean& thus provided 
for their main Ends, they made the People believe, they were 
preparing Propofitions to fend to the King ; and the Feople 
were yet fo Innocent as to believe, that they would never (end 
Propofitions that were not reafonable : For though the un- 
ufual AAi which had been done by the King, as the going 
to the Houfe of Commons, and demanding the Members 
there, had put them into as unufual apprehen&ns ; and thofe. 
by the warmth and heat of Dedaraaons and Anfwers, had 
drawn from them, by degrees, another kind of Language, 
than had before been ufed ; yet moft Men believ'd, when 
thofe Pailions were difgefted , and that any Propofitions 
fliould be made by them (" which the King had long call'd 
for and invited ) that they could not but he fuch, as would 
open a door for that ASedkm, Confidence, Duty, and Truft^ 
upon which the Peace of the Kingdom might be reafooably 
founded. And Propofitions they did (end to the Kine, in the 
beginning of Jmt^ ; which were prefented to his Majoty, with 
great Solemnity, by their Committee refident there ; which, in 
chts place, are very ceceffiury to be inferted in the very terms 
in which they were prefented, as followeth :

The fame day that thefe Articles of DepoihioQ werepafi'd 
the Houfes, that his Majefty might fee how umble he was 
like to be to contend with them^ they dedai^d by an Order 
the fame day printed and carefully difperfed, ^^diat they bad 
^ receiv'd Information ( and indeed their Informations woe 
wonderful particular, from all parts beyond Sea,ofwbadb- 
eyer was agitated on the King's behalf^ as well as &om his 
Courts of whatfoever was defien'd, or almoft but dioa^ 
of to himfelf : Befides they couldpretend to receive Informa- 
tion of whatfoever would an v way conduce to thdrparpofe^ 
true or fidfe ) *^ that the Jewels of the Crown ( wtaat, tbey 
^* faid, by the Law of theLand ought not to be aliened ) were 
*' either pawned or fold in AmBerdamy or fonoe odier pans 
*' beyond Seas ^ and thereby great Sums of Money ptotided 
^' to be retura'd to torky or to fome of his Ma^fs Servants 
^'or Agents, for his Maiefty's ufe : And becaule,d)^ &id,ic 
^* was more than probable that great provifion of MoDeyf, 
^^in fuch an extraordinary way, was to maintain the totaid- 
^^ ed War againft the Parliament ^ and thereby to briqg die 
^' whole Kingdom into utter ruin, and oombuftion : It mu 
oriiT •/ tht <^ therefore declared, by the Lords and Commons in Padia- 
iwHmfu u xnentf that whofoever had been, or Ihould be^ an AAor in 
^"ilXg ih. « *« fe««g or pawning of any Jwds of the Crown 5 orhad, 
>WiVi^ or Ihould pay, lend, fend, or bttbg any Money in S|pecie 
tr$m». ^* into this Kingdom for, or upon, any of thofe Jewels j or 
^ whofoever had, or (hould accept or any Bill from beyond 
^* the Seas for the payment of any Sum of Money, for or 
^ upon any of thofe Jewels, and (hould pay any Sam acooid- 
^' ing to fuch BiU, after notice of that Order, widlOQt aoqoaitt- 
'Mngthat Houfe with the Receipt of that Bill,beforeKic- 
^ cept the lame^ or if he had already accepted any Ibch Bilt» 
^* then with the Acceptance thereof, befoie tlie payment of 
" the Money, every fuch Perfdn (bould be held and aaamDcd 
'^ a Promoter of that mtended War, an Enemy to (he Stale, 
^ and ought to give fatisjfadtibn for the publick damage ootof 
^ his own Eftate. 

Upon this confident Aflbmptiotty ^^that it was not in the 
t* King'spowertodifpofeof thej^nrdsof dte Crown^tbat l^ba^

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**foe?cr Jewels were bfiir'd to be pawti'd or Ibid, by. any of 
'^the King's Minifters beyotid the ocas, were the Jewels of 
"the Crown, and no other: and that all^ Money, rcturri'd 
"from cbencefor his Majefty s Service, wai Money io raifed 
''and procured ; they fo much terrified MenofaIIGQiKUu6^3, 
that the CJueeo, having, by the Sale of fonae of het owqJcw-i 
ck, and bv her other Dcxceriry, procured Tome Money fov 
the King's uipply, could not in a long tiihc find any pjieans co 
tranfmit it. fiowever^ this made no imprcOion upon chd 
King's Refolution; and though it might have fpme, in^Buencs 
upon Merchantly Men« yet itftirr*dupmoft Generous minda 
to an indignation on the King's behalf ; .and was. new. j£vi* 
dcnce, if there had wanted any^ what kind ofGreatneis ha 
Was to exped from complying with fuch immodcft, and ex<^ 
uavagant Fxopofers. , . ^ 

T H JK King was once Refolv'd to have retumM.no Anfwei 
to them upon thofe Propofitions ^ biit to lec the People i^ona 
tojudge oftheuoreafonablenelsofchem, and of tbeliSdignity 
oflfcr'd to him in the delivery of them ; arid thSC'y^ys thi 
reafonqfthe fhort mention he made of chcnji, in the cl6fc of 
his Declaration to theirs of the zi^^ of May ; Bu{ he ,was afr 
terwardsperfwaded to. vouchfafe a further' notice of thena^ 
there being fome particulars Popular enough ^ and other% 
that,, at the firft View, fecm'd not altogether fo deirogjtory 
to hinO) and ib inconvenicnc to the People, as! In truth .they 
were ; and that therefore it was^ neceffary , to bt the Pebplis 
know^ that what(bever was f^lfunable, and might be benor 
ficialtothe Kingdom, had bcen^ for the moft part, befoio 
oflbr'd by his Majefty ; and (hoi^d all be readily granusd by 
him :, ^nd fo to unfoU the reft to them, tliat piey. mighc 
diicerntficirown Welfare, and Security, to be as mucheiH 
dangcr'd by thofe Demands, as the King s . Rig^> Hoiipur, 
and Dignity. So thar, in a fliorc time after he received dieni^ 
he fipnC to thetwoHoufes,.and publi{b'dcotbei|^iogdbm«his 
AnfwcT; to thofe.Nirictech PropoGcibns,. \j^hercqf u will'be 
fufficiei^tQ repeat fomcfewParticulafs: ' ,.'*."

''him to it, and to Iceep his Subjefts from indignatidb at the

^ Revenue^ were redoced from tSeneraJs ( which fignify no- 
f^ thing ) to dear and certain Particulars ; fihce filch a baigaip. 
^ would have but too great a refemblance of chat of Efin'^s^ if 
^ he would part withiadt flowers df his Crown,ds wei^ wdrth 
^' all the reft of the Garland, and had been tranfmitred to .him 
*^ from lb many Anceftors^ and had b6en ibund fo ufelbl and 
'^ neotSiry for the Welfare and Sccnritr of W Subjea&,¥or mj 
^ pnfent Neceflity, or for any 16# ^m fordM Cbcfiderationtf 
^' of Wealth and Gain. And therefore, dlf Men knowing 
'^'tbttthofe Accommodations are meft'eafily made^ and moS 
^' eitadly obfenred^ that are grounded upon reafonabie ana 
^^ equal conditions, his Majeftvliad great catife to- believe 
^^ chit the Ccntiivers oftSicHeFrapofitions^ had no Intention 
^' of fading any firm Accomibodation ; buft toincrtfafe thofe 
^'jeabufies, and widen that Di^on, which, tipt by hi^ Ma- 
'* jeftV's fault , was now unhappily fit'Id' between Hhn and 
"bothHoufts. 

*' It was asked, that M the Lords and others of his Privy 
^'Codndl, and fach great OflSders and Mioifters of State, 
^^ either bt home dr beyond the S^ ( for, hefaid, care wa^ 
^' taken to leave out no Peribn, or Place, that his difliotooar 
*^ m^t be fitre not to be boiidded within this Kingdokn V 
^^ihoukl be put ftbm his Pi'ivy Council, and from thofe On 
^fioes and imploytoentS) cmlefs they (Iionid be approved by 
'^ both Hd«fe8t)f Parliament, how faithful foever his Majefty 
^ had fecffid them to Him, and to th^ PeibUck ; and how far 
^ foeVer they had been fVom odending againft any Law, the 
** only Rule they had, or any Others oijght to have, to wilfc 
•^ by. His Majefty therefore «o that part of that Demand i^e- 
'* ramV this Anfwer, That he was willing to gr^r, that they 
'^ (hduld rake a larger Oath, than they themfeives defircd in 
^^ tkelr eleventh Demand, for maintaining not of any Part/ 
^ but the Whole Law. And, he faid, he had, and didaflure 
^ duun, that he would be careful to make Eledion of fucht

f OMits itf thtlr Abilities and Integrities, and agamft ^homf 
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^ thciftcouki be no juft caure of Ezoeption^ whereon realbn> 
'^ ably to ground a Diffidence : Thac if he had^ or (hoald be 
f ' miftaken ia his Eledioo, he had, and did aOiire cfacm, due 
** there wafi op.. Man fo near co him, in Place or Affidion, 
^^ whom be would not leave to the Julitice of the Law^ if cbey 
^' (hould bring a particular Charge, and fuffidentPioof againft 
^' hiCQ : That he had given them a Triennial Parliameat ( the 
^bei{ pledge of the ESedf of fach a Promtfe o& His parr, 
^^ and tne beft Security for the performance of their Doqr on 
^' Theif 8 ) the appreh6&(ion of whofe Juftice, would, in all 
'^ probability, make Them w^ary how they provoked tt^and 
^^his Maje(ty wary^ how he dioie (uchas, by the difeovery 
'^of their f;|ults,.mighciaany dqeree feem todifcredit his 
^^Elc^ibn; but. that withoutanymadow of afmult objeded, 
^ only perhaps becaufe they fpjbw their Confaeooes, and pre- 
/'feryetheeit$^liil)cd Laws, and .agree not in fiich Votes, or 
^^ afleotBot to fuch Bills, -as Tome Peribns, who had then too 
^' great ail Infipence even upon both Houles, jadged, or feem'd 
'^ CO judge, to be for the publick good, and as were agneeable 
'^to that new Utopia of Religion and Govemmenc, into 
^^ which they eqdeavour'd co transform this Kingdom (for, he 
^^ faid, he remember'd what Naooes, and for what Reafens. 
^^ they left out in the Bill oger'd him coaocmiM the Mihtia. 
^^ which thev had themfelveSireconomendedint&Oidiiiaiioe} 
'^ he ^ould never conreot ro the difplaci^ of any , whom

^' But, his Majeftyfaid, that Demand, as umcafonahle as 

2 It was, was but one Link of a great Chain, and but die£rft 

"Round of that Ladder, by which his Majcfty'sjufti And- 

*ent. Regal Power, was cndcavour'dto befetcheddown to 

rr . ^^°^' for it appeared plainly that itwas noc wWi 

the Pcrfons now chofen, but with his M^yefty's Choofing, 
^ that diey were difpleafed. For they demanded, thattbeP^ 
''fofis put into tht Fli^ and Imploymeats of thofe, who 
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^ flxHikl be removed^ might be approved by botb'Houfes ; 
^* which was lb far from teing left than Che power of -Nomi- 
^^ nation, that of two things, of which he would never grant 
*' either, he would be fopner content, that They fliould No- 
^minate, and he Approve, than They Approve and his Ma- 
^ jefty Nominate y tne meer Nomination being fb &r fironi 
^being any thing, that if he could dono roore^ he would 
'^ never take the pains to do diat; when he (hoald only ha«

^^ons, Animofities, and Dlvifioos, which that Power would 
*^ introduce in both Houfes, and in the feveral Counties for 
^ the choice of Peribns to be (ent to that Place, where that 
^^ Power w^s ; and between the F^ribns that were fo choTen. 
^'Neither wa^ that ftrange Potion prefcribed to him only for 
^^once, fortheCureof apreient,prdfing, dcfperateDifeafe; 
^^ but for a Diet to Him, and his rofterity . It was demand- 
'^ed, that his Couofeliors, all Chief Officers both of Law 
^^ and State;, Commanders ffitf orts and Caftles, and aU Peers 
^^ hereafter made, be Appiwed of, th^t is Chofen, by Them 
^from time to time: And rather than itfhouldever be left 
''to theOown (to whom it only did, and Ihould bdong) if 
^^ any place fall void in the intermifCon of Parliament , the 
^ Major part of the approved CouncU was to approve them. 
'< Neither was it only demanded that his Majeftv Oiould quit 
^^the Power, and Right, his PredeceObrs had had of appotot-

'^ and a Power ipuft bp annexed to thoCs Places, which their

^* trufted to chooie thofe who were to be trufted as much as 
**Himfelf. 

^' H E told them, to grant their Demands in the manner 
'^ they propofed them, that all matters that conoem'd the Pub- 
^lick:,fitt:. thould berefolv'd, and tranfa&ed only ioParlia^ 
'^ment, and fuch other matters of State &c. by the Privy 
'^ Q>unctl fo chofen, was in efifeft at once to depofe Himfelf, 
^* and his Pofterity. He faid, many expreffions in their De- 
'^ mands. had a greater Latitude of fignification, than they 
^^ fiKm'd to have ; and that it ooocem'd his Maiefty therefore 
^^ the more, thgt they (bould fpeak out ; that both He, and 
'^ Ms People, might either know the bottom of their De- 
^ mands, or know them to be bottomlefs. Nothing more 
^^cooccra'd the Publick, and was indcod more pioper for the 

• Sfj •*Higk 
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f^ High. Couit ot Parltamenr, than the ouiklDg of Laws^ 
^^.whu:h not only ought there to betran&Aed, buc could be 
^ traofaded no where elfe. But then thev muft sdmit bis 
^^Majefty to be a part of the Parliament; toey muft not (as 
^^die fenfi: was of that part of tbacDen^Mid, if It had taj) 
^ deny the freedom of his AnTwrer^ when He had as much' 
^^ right to rejoft what he thought unreafonable, as Ttef had 
^ CO propofe what they thought convcnienti or neo^&iy. 
^'Nor \ipsa it poffible his Anfwers, either to Wk or any 
^^ other- Propofitiona, ihould be wholely free) if he might 
^^ not ufe the liberty, that cvetf one of Them> and every 
^^ Subjed rook, to receive Advrce (without their danger who 
^ (houid give it ) from any Perfon known or unknown, fwora 
^^or unfwoni, in chofe matters in which the manage of his 
^ Vote is trufted^ by the Law, ix> h» own Judgement and 
*' Conr$:ieBoe $ which how beft to inform was, and ever 
^ IhouMbe, left likewife to Him; Fie fiiid. he would always 
^ widi due Coofideration , weigh the Amrioes both of hts 
(^ Great, ^nd Privy Council ; yet he flXMild likewife look on 
^ their Advices, as Advices, not as Commands, or Impo6» 
^tioos ; upon Them, as his CcNlJirellors, not as bis Tutors, 
^ or Guardians ; and upon Himfd^' as their King, not as their 
^* Pupil, or Ward : For, he faid, whatfoever of Regality was, 
^'by themodefty of Interpretation, left in his Majefty, in the 
^ firft part of the feoond Demand, as to the Parliamoit, was 
'^ taken from him, in the fecond part of the fiime^ and phoed 
^^ in that new fangled kind of Counsellors, whole power was 
^^fisch, andfo exf^eOed by it, that in all Pubiick AAsoon- 
^ ccrntng the AflSiirs of the Kingdom, which are proper for 
«' the Privy Council ( for whofe Advice all PuNidt Ads ai^ 
^^ fbmetimes proper ; though v«y ncoetbry ) thev were de- 
^ fired to be admitted joyot Patentees with his MtjdBty 'm 
'^ the Regality. And it was not plainly exprefled, whetmr they 
^ meant his Majeflry fo much as a iiagie Vote in thofe AAuisj 
*^buc it was plain they meant him no more, at mo^ than a 
^iiogleVote in them; and no more power, than every one 
f ^ of the reft of his fellow Counfcllors. 

And fo after a (harp difcourfe, and explanation of the on- 
reafonablenefs of the feveral Den^ands, or the greateft psit 
of them, and the confufion that, by confendne thereuuRK 
would redound to the Subjedt in general, as weU as the (U- 
honour to his Majefty ( which may be read at large by it 
felf ) He told them, ^< to all thofe unreafbnaUe £)eroands, his 
^^ Anfwer was, naiumus Ijfget AngUs mmmri : But l e u ewe d 
^' his Promife to them, for a very punftual and ftrid obfer- 
^ vation. of the known Laws eftabliihed y to which purpofe he 
^ wa9 willing an Oath Ihould l^f. framed b^ them^ and taken 
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** bf aB fats Privy Coiinrellors. Aixf for my Aleeirattoii in 

••the Goverimctit of tht Gtmr^^ time a National SjpnckP 

^ fhould be caird, to pfopdfo what fliould be found ntfoefl&iy 

**or coAvcnt«nt : An4 thit for the Advancemettt of the Pro- 

^teftartt Religion agatiift die Papift^, thev hid ooc propojfed 

^fe much to his Majefiyy ii he was wilftog^ to grafi^, or a# 

** he had himfclf ofier'd Kcferei He concluded with conjof- 

^ ing Thetn, and all Men, to reft* farisfv'd with the troth of 

^ his Majefly's P^ofeffions^ andtlie reslity of his Inttdtibfis j 

^and not to ask fuch things as denied themfeives: That they 

^ would declare a^ainft Tumults, and punifh the Authors ? 

*' That they would allow his Majefty hia Property in his 

^ Towns, Artnes, and Goods ; and his (hare ii^ the JLegtfli- 

^ tiye Power ; whidi wouM be counted in htm not only ' 

•* breach of Privilege* batTyranny ^ and ^ibverfion of ParKa* 

^ mencs, to deny to tnem : And when they (hould have gived 

^ him fatisfadion upon thofe Peribns, who had taken away 

^ the One, and recallM thofe Dedarations (particularly that 

'^ of the aothof M^^ ; and thofe in the point of the Nfilitiay 

^^ his iaft Rights wherein he would no more part with, than 

^^ with his (Crown, left he enabled others by them to faloe 

*^ that from him ) which would take away the Other j^ and 

*' declined the beginnings of a War againft his Majefty, ui\* 

^' der pretence of His intention of making one aeatnft Them ; 

^* as he had never oppofed the Ftrft part of the rturteenth

Though the King now lived at T0rk in a iUisc!i more 
Princely Condition, than he couU have hoped ^ have done

**der their Religion and juft Liberties, and the cn^ymeDC of 
•* the blcfled fruits of this prcfent Parliament^ which were al- 
•* moft ready to be reaped, and were now as ready lo be 
^ ruin'd by thofe wicked hands^ being, they laid, the only 
'^remedy left them under God; and without which they 
** were no longer able to ptef<;rve Themfelvcs, or Thofe by 
'* whom they were entruftcd : Therefore^ they dedai^d that 
'^ whoibever would bring in any proportion of ready Money 
^ or Plate, or would urSerwrite to fumifli and maincain any

I T wee by many impatiently %«^onder'd at then, and, no 
doubt, will be- more oenfured hereafter, that, notwithftand*^ 
ing all ch^ Invaions, and breaches upon the Regal Power^ 
and all thefe vaft Preparations to deftroy hiAi, the King, hi^ 
therto, pot not MmMf into a pefture of Safety; or provided 
for the refiftanco of that Power, which threaten'd him ; and 
whi£h« be could not but knew, intended wfaatfoever it hatb 
Gnce ckme ; And thoi^ they had not yet ibrm'd an Armv^ 
and chofett-a General, yet, he well knew, they had Materials 
abundantly ready for the Firfl, and particular, digefted Refo« 
lutions, in the Second ; wbkh they could reduce to publkik 
Ads, whenToever they pleafed. It is very true, he did know 
ill this, and the un^peidttblt bawds |)e n»S innot I^P^'f 
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•gftioftir* B^ttbebflSwdsywhkhpidbiiedthraifidTaiiim 
him on theother Gd^ were oo lefs PfodigkMift : He had a 
very great appearance of the Nobility ; not only of diofe, j 
who had from the heginoiog walked^ and goveroM them* 
(cWcs by the Ruies the L^w pcefcribec^ and, in chat itfpedy 
were uobla.mab]e to King and, Peopk : But of Odien iirli3 
bad pjiSiooately ao4 peeviflilv (to uy no worfe) coocarr'd in 
all the moft violeqc Votes and Adiona^ which had been done 
from the beginning : For befides the Lord Sftrntmr (who had 
been choien their Lieutenant of N^rtiumftmtfifir^ ^ but was 
irecover'd to a right underftanding, of which he was very ca- 
pable, by his Unde the Earl of ^oMftsmftmt ) the Lord P^ge^ 
jikewife, who had contributed all his Facuktes to Their Sa- 
vice, and to the prejudice of the ling's, from before dw 
beginning of the Parliament^ had been one of their Tetzecs 
to broach thofe bold high Overtures Sobeier Men weie 
not, at firft, willing to be feen in; and had been» as a Man 
moft worthy to be Confided in, chofea Lord L i cmcnaftf of 
pne of the moft Confiding Counties, theCoun^ of BKckmg' 
kmm ( where he had, wim great Solemnity and Fomp, exe- 
cuced their Ordinance,in defyance of the Kmg's Prodamatioo) 
and had Subfcribed a greater number of Hones for their Ser- 
vice, upon their Propoficions, than ainr other of the ^tnc 
Quality ; convinced in his Conlctence ned firom them, and 
bdbu0)t the King's Pardon : And, for the better imwtfefting 
the tendemefs of his Compundion, and the honour he had 
of his former Guilt, he firankly difcover'd whatfocver he bad 
known of their Coimfels ; and aggravated all the ill they had 
done, with declaring it to be done to worfe and mote horrid 
Ends, than many good Men believ'd to be poffibk for them »> 
propofe to tfaeoofi^lves. 

Notwithstanding, this glorious Conveotion was 
rather an Ornament to his Court, than any great Advantap 
to bis Counfels ^ and the ufe of them more to dilcredit the 
fmall remainder at ffifimmfiir^ and that the People mi^t 
fee the Number and Quality of the Di0isitefs, than that they 
pontriv'd any thing to die aAive improvement of his A&in;

lieved to be Spies upon the reft. But that which made dhe 
thought of ramng Forces (whatever Arguments there were 
for it ) abfolutely unreaibnaMe, was, that the King had no 
poflibility to procurie either Armes, or Munition, but from 
HfllMful'y ftomwhencehe daily expeAed fupply : And dll that 
arriv'd , let his Provocations and Sufierings be . what rhe]^ 
could be» be was to fiibmit and bear it padendy . ^ '

•'fettce of AhDigbtf Goid^ Ui Maker and Rededpoer^ auure

^ agakKft his Parikraem, than againlfc bt0 own ChtUeen : Tkic 
** be wouldobictfvey asd naincain the Adb aflenced^o^ I9 Jm» 
f (his Pavliameoc without viokowMi^ of irhich^ Thacfoi the 
^freqaeot ASsmUtfttof Parliadnencs was one : And that he 
<^had not) norwtould have^ anjt thoughcof uTing toy Forces 
''unlefs he (bouM be driven to iff for Ehe feciirity of bis Per- 
** foTiy and for cbe defence of the Religion, Lxms^ and Libeity 
"of theKiogMocn, and the jtiil Rights and PriWlqtes of Par^ 
"liamenc : And thertfore heho^ theMalKnantnvty, wko 
^ had (o much defpi&d his Perfon^ and nmrpcd his Office, 
<* (hould not, by their ^cious fraudukat infinuauoos , pr&- 
^ Tail with his good SubjcAt to give aodit to tbeir wicked 
** Aflertions ; and fo to contribute their Power, and AffiSasLe 
^ for the ruin aid deftru&ion of Tliemfelves, and his Ma- 
"jefty. 

''For the Guard about his Perfcn ( which, be iasd, not fo 
*' much thek Example, as theif Provocation IukI cafoioed him 
''to take) it was known icconfiifted of the prime Cetry, in 
'' fortune and reputation, of that Country j and of One Re- 
** giroem of Tratn^d-baads^ who had been b farfiomofienng 
^ anv Af&cats, Injuries, or Difttubance to any of his good 
''SuojeAs^y that their principal £nd was to prerait fiidi; sad 
''fo, miftht be Security, coukt be no Grievance to his People. 
•* That tome iil aflcdbed Perfons, or any Pcrfon^ had been 
** implovcd mother puts to raife Troops, under colour cf his 
«* Majeft v's Servk:e ; or that fucfa had ihade huge, or any, of- 
*'fcrs or reward, and preferment Co fuch as would anne in| 
^ which had been alled^ed by them, was, he fiud, for ooglx 
" he knew, or believ'd, an uotrurh devifi^ by the Contrivers 
«« of that fklfe Runmir. His Majefty dtfavow'd it, and 6id 
** he was confident there would be no need of any fiich Art^ 
^ or Induftry, to induce his loving Subjeds, when they ihonU 
''beUrMaj^y oppieiled) and their Liberties and Limooo* 
** fotnded ( and till Then he would notcall on them ) to oome 
«* in to him, and to a£Qft him. 

"For the Ddioquents, whom his Majefty was fiud with 
''a high and forcible hand toproted, he wiwed theyinq(ht 
be named, and their Delinquency : And if bis Majeny uvw 
not fatisfa^ion to Juftice, when he fliould have reoeiv'dlb- 
tisfaftion concerning Styobm Hfftkam by his legal Trial, 
Then let him be blamed. But if the defign were^ as it was 
'' veil known to be, after his Majefty had been driven by 
''force from his City of Ls^^sCns, and kept by Atfoe from his 
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^Towq of I^y to proted ail chofe who w«re Delinquents 
^ agai|[)fl hio), and to make all thofe Delinquents who aaended 
^ on bimi or eicecufed his Lawful Commands, he faid, he 
*^ had great reafon to be fatisfied in the truth and juftice of 
'^fuch Accufation, left to be his Majefty-s Servant, suod to be 
^ a Delinquent, grew to heTermsfo convertible, that, in i, 
'' flipft time, be were left gs naked in Attendance, as they 
<^ would hav^ him in Ppwer ^ and fo compel him to be wai^d 
*' upon only by fiich whom They (hould sppoint, andallow ; 
*^and in wpofe prefepc^ he fliould be more miferably alooe^ 
^ than in defol^tion it felf. And if the feditk>us Contrivers 
^ and Fon^enters of that Scandal upon nis Majefty , Ihould 
^ haye, as they had had, the power to miflead the Major part 
^'prcfenc of either or bothHoufes to mate fucb Orders, and 
f/iend fuch Meflages and Meflengers, as they had lately done, 
^ for the apprebenfion of thp grpat Earls and Barons of fisf* 
^lawd, as if they wereRogucs or Felons; and whereby Per» 
^/bns of Honour and Quality were made Delinquents, meer- 
^ ly for attending upon bis Majefty and upon his Summons ; 
^^ whilft other Men were forbid to oome near him, though 
oblig*d by the duty of their Place and Oaths, upon his Law- 
fill Cammands : it was no wonder if fiich Meflengers were 
not very well increated : jind fuch Orders not well obey'd ; 
^^ neither could there be 9, furer, or a cunninger way found 
out to render the Authority ofboth Houfes icom'd and Vi- 
lified, than to aflume to themfelves ( meerly upon the Au<- 
thorit V of the Name of Pailiatneoi^ ) a Power monfbous to 
*;' all unaerftanding^ ; and to do Adions, and to make Ot^ 
'* ders, evidently and demonftrably contrary to all known Law^ 
^ and Reafon ( as to take up Armesagainft his Majefty under 
^ colour of defendii^ him ; to canie Money to be brought in 
tp Them, and to forbid his own Money to he paid to his 
Majefty, or to his^ ufe, under colour that he would impby 
«^ it ill i to beat bim, and ftarve him for his own Good, and 
<'by His Power and Aothority ) which would in ibbrt time 
'^ jD^e die greateft Court, and greateft Perfon, cheap and of 
•* ^ cftimation. 

** W ^ o thole fenfible Men were of the publick Calamities, 
*' of the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and the 
Common Liberty of the Sabjed):,whohad been baffled, and 
injured by Mdigaant Men, and Cavaliers about his Majefty, 
his Majefty faid, he could not imagine. And if thofe Ca- 
^ valkrs werefo much without thefearof God and Man, and 
''fo seydy tO commit all manner of outrage and violence, as 
«* was pretended, his Majefty 's Government ou^t to be xht 
*^ more efteem'd, which had kept them from doing fo j infi> 
as be beiiev'd, no Perfon had caufe to contain of any 
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*^ injury, or of any damage, in the leaft d^reCj by any Man 
9^ about his Majefty, or who had oflfer'd his Service to bins: 
'^ All which being, hefaid, duly confidcr'd, if the Contrivers 
5^ of thofe Propoutions and Orders had been truly fenfibie of 
'^ the obligations, which lay upon them in Honour , Con- 
^^ fcience, and Duty, according to the high Truft repofed in 
*^ them by his Majefty, and his People, they would not have 
*^ publiflied fuch a fenfe and apprehenfion of Iraminent dan- 
f^ gcr, when themfelves, in their Confciences, knew dhat the 
^ greateft , and indeed only danger , which threaten'd the 
** Church and State, the blefled Religion and Liborty of his 
''^People, was in their own defperate and feditious Ucfigns^ 
^^ and would not have endeavoured , upon fuch weak and 
^ groundleft Reafens, to (educe his good Subjefis from their 
^ Affcdtion and Loyalty to him,to run themfelves into AfiioDS 
^ unwarrantable, and deftruftlve to the Peace andFoimdation 
'* of the Common- wealth. 
. ^^ A N D that all his loving SubjeAs might fee, how cauOefi 
5^ and groundlefs that fcandalous Rumour, and Imputation of 
^^his Majefty's ratiing War upon his Parliament, was,hebad, 
^' with that his Declaration, caufed to be printed the TeRi- 
'^mony of thoie Lords, and other Perfons of his Council, who 
^^ were there with him ; who, being upon the place, could 
** notbutdifcover fuch his Intentions and Preparations ; and 
'^ could not be fufpeded for their Honours and Intereils to 
•^ combine in fuch mifchievous, and horrid refolutions. 

"And therefore, his Majefty faid, he ftreighrly charged 
^ atid commanded all his losing Subjeds, upon their AUc- 
** glance , and as they would Anfwer the contrary at their 
^^ Perils, that they fliould yield no obedience, or confent to 
*^ the faid Propofitions and Orders ^ and that they prefumenot 
** under any fuch Pretences, or by colour of any fuch Orders, 
** to raifc or levy any Horfe or Men, or to bring in any Mo- 
** ney or Plate to fuch purpofc. But he faid, if notwitUbnd- 
*Mng that clear Declaration, and Evidence of his intendons, 
" thofe Men ( whofe dcfign it was to compel his Majtfty to 
** raife War upon his Parliament j which all their skill aiid 
^^ malice fliould never be able to efted ) fliould think fit, by 
'^ thofe Alarms, to awaken him to a more nece(&ry care of the 
^^ defence ofHimfelf, Bnd his People j and fliould Themfelves, 
'^ under colour of Defence, in fo unheard of a manner provide 
" ( and fcduce others to do fo too ) to Offend his Majefty, 
*^ having given him fo lively a Teftimony of their Aflbdtions; 
^ what they were willing to do, when they fliould once have 
^' made themfelves Able ; all his good Subjefts would think it 
^^ neceflary for his Maj<^y to look to Himfelf. And he did 
tt therefore excite all his well afiedted People, accordii^ to 
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^^cheir Oatbsbf Alle^ianoe, and Supremacy, and accx)rdj&gf 
" to their folemo Vow, and Proteftation (whereby chey wertf 
^^oblig'd to defend hi^ Peribn, Honoar, atidEftate) to con* 
'^ tribuce their beft Affiftanoeto thePrepaYations nece(&ry for 
^^ theoppofiog, and fupprefling of the Trayterous Attempts of 
^^iiichwickedandmaugnanc Perfons; who would deftroy his 
'^Perfon, Honour, and Eftate, and engage the whole King* 
'^dotnin a Civil War, to fatisfy their own JawlefsFury and 
^' Ambition ; and fo rob his good Subjeds of the blefled fruit 
'^of this prelent Parliament; which they already in rome<ie- 
'^ gree hidy and might ftiU reap, to the abundant fatisfaAioti 
^^ and joy erf* the whole Kingd(Mfn, if fach wicked hands Wer6 
^^ not ready to ruin all their poiTsflions, and fruftrate all their 
^^ hopes. .And, in diaccafe, hisMajefty declared, that who- 
''iaeyer,df what Degree or Quality roever,flK>uM then, upon 
^^fo urgent and vifible necemcy of His, and'fiich apparent 
'^. diftraftion of the Kingdom, caufed, and begotten by the 
^^ malioe^ and contrivance of thac Malignant Party, bring in to 
^^ bis Majefty, and to his u(e, ready Money, or Plate ; of 
<< (hould underwrite to furniib any Number of Horfe, Horfe- 
^' men, and Armes, for the preiervation of the Publick Peace 
^^ and defence of his Perfon, and the vindication of the Privi- 
•/^ lege and Freedom of Parliament, he woukt receive it {ts.a 
^' n»oft acceptable Service, and as aTeftifibony of his fingdar 
•^^ ASi&ion to the Proteftanfi Religion, the Laws, Liberties, 
^^ and Peace of the Kingdom; and would no longer defire the 
'^ continuance of that AfieAion,. than he would be ready to 
^' jufttfy,4iud maintain the other with the hazard of his Life. 

And fb' concluded with the fame Overtures they had 
done, in their Propofitions for the Loane of Money at in- 
tcreft ; ^^ ofieting, for cRe fecurity thereof, an Aflurance of 
*^ fuch his Lands, Forrefls, Parks, and Houfes, as (hould be 
^' fufficient for the fame ; a more real fecurity, he fafd, than 
. ^-^tbe Name pf Publick Faith, given without him, and againfl: 
- ^bim^ as if his Majefty were not part of the PuWick ; And 
^^befides, be would always^look dpon it as a Service moft af- 
. ^ feftionarely, and feafonably pertormM for the prefervation 
'^ of his Majefty, and the Kingdom. But, he fatd, hefliould 
•^^be' much gladder that their fubmiflion to thofe his Com- 
^' mands, and their defifting from any fuch Attempt of raifmg 
, ^^ Horfe or Men, might eafe all his good Subjects of thac 
, *' Charge, Trouble, and Vexation. 

It will be wondered at hereafter, when, by what hath been 
faiid, the Number and Quality of the Peers is confider*d, 
who, by abfenting themfelvcs from theHoufe, and their re- 
fort to nis Majefty, fufficiently declared, that they liked not 
tboib ConclufioDS which begot thofe Diftradtions ; why both 
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tiboTe Peers and likewife fiich Members of &e Odtmiiooii 
who then, ajtid afio^trds appeared m die King's Service^ and 
were iodeed &lI.or very near one Moiety of diat Hixifiuiid not 
ratfaer;,|>y their diligent and ^cbfisl Attendance in die Hovfes, 
acxx>rdickg tx> their feveral Tiiifls repofed in tixeflV^^'^uMUWe- 
nance and refift thote pernicious ^nd £ual Trantaolofis^ tfaan^ 
by withdrawing themfetves from dieir proper Stadofs^ leave 
the other ( whofe liiinous Intentions were fuSdendy difix)- 
vcr'd) poflefled of the Repntation, Audiority * and PWrcr 
of a Paruament ; by whicb> it was ertdeAt, the People vonld 
)>e eafily, to a great degree, fednded. And diough the ob- 
tcrvii^ Reader may, upon the cdleAion of tbe fevenl paf- 
iages here fet (iown^ be able to anfwer thofe objections to 
bimfelf ; I am the rather induced, in titii plac^ to apoly mj 
fclfto the cleariiiB that Point, becaufenot onlynimyHoneft 
Men, who, at a diftance, luve confider'^d it, wicbmc being 
Privy to the paOages within tiie WaUs, and tlwfe farescte 
which fatally deftroyed, iod took away the Liberty aadFite- 
dom of choie Councils, have been feally troubie4 or Bafa* 
tisfy'd with that Defertion, as diey call tt, of die Service to 
which they were incumbent, and chofen; but dm I have 
neard fome, who were die chie^ if not the ibie Protoocen df 
^hofe Viplattons, . and the moft violent Defigrts , and have 
^nce (out of the Ruptur^ which have nrobeeded finoin thdt 
own Animofities) eitner b^, or been oiought to bt, HiQfe 
moderately inclined, complain^ '^ that the withdn^ing of 
f ^ (o many Members from the two Hoofes, was the prinapal 
<' Caufe of all Calamities. And tiiey who have been die true 
Authors of them, and ftUi continue the (kme Men-faave taken 
pains to make, and declaife the others '^ DefertBrs of their 
^ Country, and Betrayers of tteir Trufts, bv tbdr YolotitixT 
^^ withdrawing themfelyes from that CoandL 

I N the doing whereof, I (ball not, I cannot, make asqr ex- 
frufe fpr thofe (of whom fomewhat is befiore ijpoken; wiio, 
from the beginning of this Parliament, and in toe whc^pro- 
greft of it, either out of lazlnefi, or negligence, or inoogi- 
tancy, or wearine&, forbdve to give theur Attendsnioe tbeire, 
when the Number of thofe who reaUy intended lliHe prodi- 
gious Alterations was vcrf inconfiderable ; and daittv dicw 
many to their opinions, upon no diber ground than aiat the 
Number of the Di0enters appeared not ccjually diHgenc and 
intent upon their AIKrtions : Neither can I*esciife the Peers, 
the moderatepart whereof beiim; Four for One, {nSBst^d diem- 
felves to be coufen'd, and perfwaded, and threacen'd oot of 
their Rights by a handful ot Men, whom they iniriit^ in the 
beginning, eafily have cruflied ^ whereas in tbe Hoofeof Oooh 
mons the great Managers were Men of iioubfe Ptert% nmch 
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R£ttBtriaBy«diiiinibleDexcority ; PMttiulers to lev«ir juftioe) 
iM ragultrity $ and then tKe Number of the we^k, ^nd che 
iiam> who ucvrally were {o l)C ^ded by thein^ always 
made op aMaior part^ fo that, from the bcffoning^ jchqr 
mopt mi wagra table to carjy whttdoever they fet their Heans 
viibly «paD4 at ieaft, to difcredk, or di^race any panicul^r 
Man againft wfaon -they thought noccflaryio proceed albaic 
€f the niafibaobletiihed iUpiicatieo, and Mpon the moft fri- 
volous fuggeftions ; To 4hat ithey <x)uJd not -hui: be i^ery fcif-

^ Town of HfiU from him, as he would re^ Perfoos iriio 
^ came to take away his Life, or his Crown frooi him 

^^ A N D therefore bis Majefty again remember'd, and re- 
.^' quired his City of Loiulo» to obey his former Coounaads, 
^^ and not to be miilod by the Oration of tboie Men, iriv 
^^ were made defperate by their Fortunes, or their Fortuoa 
"by Them j who tojd ihcni their Religion, Liberty, and 
^Fiopsrty, was to be pivifctv'd no ochar way, but by d« 
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^ Diflo|(ftlt]F to hti Mijcfty : Tkat tbef weieiiM attfaebrtok

^ That the wealth and glory of their City was not like to be 
^ deftmyed any other way^ bat by RebeUiog againft hirMa- 
^< jefty ; and tbac way ioevicably kvaatt ; nor thehr Wives ami 
^Chddrento be cxpafed to violence and vUhny^ binby tboie 
*^ who mahe thdr Appeciteand Will the meawe^ and guide 
^^ CO aUtbehr Adkma. Headvifed them not to fancy to£em^ 
^'felrcs Melancholy ai^efaenficsiis, which were capable of no 
^ tsL^shuSAan ^ bat ferioody to coafider what iecurity they 
^^ could have> that they hadnot oniler his Majefty, or had not 
** beenoftr'd by him : And whether the Dodbrine thofe Men 
^^taug^t^ aqd woald have them defend, did not deftroy the 
^ Foundations upon which their iecurity was built ? 

The gneat conflux that hath been mentioned, of Men of 
adl CoodKions, and Qualities, and Humours, could not con- 
tinue long together at Torky without Ibme impatience and 
commotion^ and moftMenwooder'd, that there appeared na 
mnriSoos to be made towards a War, which they law would 
M meritable : And when the Levies of Soldiers under the Earl 
oEEffix^ were haften'd with fa much vigcxir, that the King 
ihouid have no other Preparations towards an Army, than a 
fingle Troop of Guards made up of Gentlemen Vohmtiers ; 
who, all Men forefaw, would quit the Troop when there 
flnuldbean Army: And many do yet believe, that the Kii 
too long deicrr'd bis recourie to Armes ^ and that if he! 
rasfed Forces upon his firft rqxiUe at JhtU^ his &ivioe would 
have been very much advanced ; and that the Parliament 
would not have been able to have drawn an Army together* 
And fo Men ft ill reproach the Ooundis which were then abcNic 
the King^ as they were cenfured by many at that time ; but 
neither They then, nor Tbefe now do underftand the true 
feaion thereof. The King bad not, at that time, one Barrel 
of Powder, nor one Mufquet, nor any other provifion neotf- 
fiuy for an Army; and, whidi was worfe, was not fure ofany 
Port, to which they might be fecuiely affignM^ nor had he 
Money ibr thefiippott (^his own Table for the term of one 
Month, He ezprasd, with impatience, the arrivai of alt 
4boie neo^tfies, bythecareand aftiviry of the Q^een; wha

#as then iaSbBoMd^ and by At Tilieof her own, as wdl as of 
Khe Cvowo I ewjels, andbythe firieiidfhip oi HinuyPtfote of 
Ormge,'did tU Ihe could tx> provide all tbac was neoefiary; 
and cbe King had newly directed her to iend all to Nitayo^le, 
which was bit then fecured to him by the diltecttce of the 
Earl of that Name. In the mean time both the King Himfelfy 
and they who beft knew the ft ate of his A£5tin, feem'd to be 
' without any thoughts of makiiq; War ^ and to hope, that the 
Parlhment would atlaft incline to fome Accommodatioa; for 
which both his Majefty, and thofe Perfons were expofed to a 
tboufand reproaches: 

The Queen had many difficulties to contend with ; for 
dxKigh the Prince of 0rang9 had a very fignal a&dion for die 
King^s Service, and did ail he could to difpofc the States to 
concern tbemfelves in his Majeftjr's Quarrel ^ yet hit Autho- 
rity, and Intereft, was much diminifb'd with the vigour of ki$ 
Boidy andMind : And the States of Mland were fo hi from 
being inclined to the King, that they did him all the mifi:htef 
they could. They bad before aflifted the Rebellion in ^S^- 
Undy with giving chem credit for Armes and Ammunition, 
before they had money to buy any ;* and they didafcBrwards, 
feveral ways , difcover their afiedlfons to the Parliament ; 
which had fb many Spies there, that the Queen could do no- 
thing they had not preftnt notice of ^ fo that ic was do eify 
matter for the Queen to provide Armes and Ammunidoo, but 
the Parliament had prefentnotice of it, and of the ways which 
were thought upon to tranfport them to the King : And thetz 
their Fleer, under the Command of the Earl of fVsrundt^ 
lay ready to obflruA and intercept that Communicatioa ; nor 
was any remedy in view to remove this mifchief ; lolbmocfa 
as it was no eaty thing for the King to fend to, or to receive 
Letters from, the Queen. 

There was a imall Ship of ig or ;o Guns, that was part 
of the Fleet that wafted her Majefly into MUmd from il»- 
vfr, which was called the ^r»vHencey under the Command 
of Captain Straugbamy when the Fleet was Commanded by 
S^Jjilm F mmngt9» j and before the Earl of JVgrmkkin&fu^ 
psrioduced into that Charge againft the King's Will. That 
Ship, the Captain whereof was known to be faithfiil to his 
Majefty, was, by the (^een, detain'd, and kept in HsAor^ 
from the time of her Majefty's Arrival, under feveral piccen- 
ces, of which cheCaptain made ufe, when he afterwards re- 
ceived Orders from the Earl of fVsrvki <' to repair to the 
'^ Fleet in the D^vms ; until , after roanv promilct and ez- 
cufes, it was at lafl difcem'd that he haa other Bufio^ and 
Commands; and fo was watched, by the other Ships, as an 
Enemy. This Veflcl the Qjjeenrtfolv'd to fend to th^ fCii^ 
% princi* 
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t)finclpBl]]r to inform hia Majefiy of the ftieights (he was in ; 
of the provifionsflie bad mtdc ; and to recurn with fuch par- 
ticular Advice^ and Direfiiooa from hia Majcfty. that the 
misbt take farther refoltttlona. And becaufe the Veflel waa 
lisnt, and drew not much Wtter, and lb could run into any 
ueek, or open Road* or Harbour, and, from thence, eafily. 
fend an exprefs to the Ring ; there waa put into it abouc two 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and two or three ihoufand Armcs 
with feven or eight Field-Pieces^ which, they knew, would be 
very welcome to the King, and fervefbr a beginning and coun« 
cenance to draw Forces together. The Captain was no fooo- 
er put to Sea, but notice was fent to the Commander of the 
Fleet in the Dow»s ; who immediately fent three or four Ships 
to the North, which eafily got the Providence in View, before 
it could reach thittCoaft i and chafed it with all their Sails, till 
they liiw it enter into the River of fitmier-y when, looking 
upon it as their own* they made lefi tialt to follow it, being 
content to drive it before them into their own Port of JEM; 
there being, as they thought, no other way to efcape them ; 
until they plainly law the Ship ennring into a narrow CreeK 
out cSBmnbity which declined JFld?, and led into the Country, 
fomt Miles above it ; which was a place well known to tho 
Captain, and defign'd by him to arrive at firom the beginning. 
It was in vain for them to haften their purfuit j for they quiCK* 
ly found that their great Ships could not enter into, tnac paf- 
(age, ftnd that the River was too (hallow to follow him ; and, 
{Oy withfhame and an^, they gave over the Chafe ; whilft 
the Captain continued his courfe; and having never thought 
of faving the Ship, run it on Shore on that fide towards Bsr-- 
4mgton ; and, with all expedition, gave noticb to the Kine; of 
his arrival ; who, immediately, caufcd the Pcrfons ofQ^TMtfj^ 
in the pans adjacent, to draw the Train'd- bands of theCouti- 
try together, to fecure the incurfions froin thA-^ and by thii 
toeans, the Armes, Ammunition, and Artillery, were Quickly 
brought to Tcv"*. 

The King was well content that it (hould be generally be-. 
lieved, that this fmall Ship, the (ite whereof was known to 
.few, had brought a greater quantity and proportion ofProvi- 
fioiu for the War, than in truth it had, and therefore, though. 
i£ had brought no Money, which he expedcd, he forthwith 
granted Ccmwniffions, to raife Regiments of Horfe and Foof,- 
to fiich Perfons of Quality and Intereft, as were able to com- 
ply with their obligations. Fie declarM the Earl of Undfey^ 
Lord High Chamberlain of J9tfi!iW, his General of the Araiy^ 
a I^erfon of great Honour and Courage, and generally belov-r 
ed ; who many years before had gooa Cammands in BoBanS,^ 
and G^rmanjy and had been Admiral at Sea in feventl fixpnedi*

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tioDS. Sr jMC9i AStkj WM dccbi^d Major Gcaeial of cheFooc, 

a CoixuBand he was very equal to, and had ezercUed before, 
and executed siter, with great afprobacion. The Ceoeralflup 
of the Horfe, his Majclly refervcd for his Kephew Prince 
Ruferf p who was daylv expeded, and arrived boa after : And 
all Levies were haften d with as npuch expedition as w^s poffi- 
ble in lb great a fcarcity, and notorious want of Money j of 
which no more need befaid, after it is remember'd tboc all 
the Lords, and Council about the Kin^, with feveral other Per- 
ibns of Qiiality, voluntarily made a bubfcripcion for the pay- 
ment of fo many Horfe for three Months ^ in which tinoe they 
woiild needs believe, that the War fliould be at an end ; every 
one paying down what the three Months pay would amount 
to, into the handsof aTreafurer appointed to receive it,- and 
this Money was prefenrly niid for the making thoTe Levies of 
Horfe, which were defign d j and which could not have been 
made but by thoie Moneys. 

And now the King thought it time to execute a Refoludon 
be had long intended, and which many Men woadei'd beneg- 
leded fo long ; which was, as much as in Him lay, to take the 
Admiralty inro his own bands. He had long too much cauijE: 
to be uniatisfied, and difpleafed with the Earl of Nmrtbumier- 
lamdi whom bethought hehadoblig'd above any Manwlut- 
Ibever. His delivering the Fleet into the hands andCoaun:md 
of the Earl of ff^rwki^ after his Majefty bad exprelsly rdiifcd 
it to the Parliament, the I^ing could not eafily forgive; how- 
ever he thought it not Then feafonable to reiait it , be- 
caule he had nothing to objed. againft him, but his comply* 
.ance with the Comm^ of" the Parliament, who would have 
^o wn'd Tt.a8 (heir own quarrel i and muft have obliged that Ead 
to put his whole Intereftimo TheuC hands, and to have run 
Theijp .Fortune ; to which he was naturally too much iodio'd : 
And then hisjVIajefty fore(aw, that there would have been oo 
Fleet at ^1 ict out that year, by their having the Command of 
all the Money,which was to be applied to that Service. Where- 
as, by. his Majefty's concealing his refeniment, there was a 
S;ood Fleet made ready, and fet out ; and many Gentlemen 
ettled in the Command of Ships,of whofc A£&Aion and Fide^ 
lity his Majeily was aflured, that no Superior Officer couM 
corrupt it ; but that they would, at all times, repair to hj 
Service, whenever he requir'dit. And, indeed, his Maje/ly 
had an opinion of the devotion of the whole body of the Com- 
mon Sea* men to his Service, becaufche had, bountifully, fi> 
much mended their condition, and increafed their Pay, that he 
thought they would have even thrown the Earl of IFarwki 
over Board, when he fliould Command them; and {6 there- 
fpitiug Che doing of it would be of little importance. But ncv. 
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tbftC a Ship of bis own, in the execution of his Commdtids, 
ihould be chafed by his own f Ieecis.«iQ( Enemy,. made fuch a 
noife invail places^ even to bis reproach and diOionoar^thac hq 
could no longer defer the doing what he hadfolon^ tbou^hi 
of He rcfoiv'd cherefore, to revoke the Earl of Nmt^hifmier^ 
iand'sCorottixirKm of the Office of High* Admiial. of ^v^/^m^^ 
and to lend the Revocacton.co him under ehc Gccac 5eai of 
fftglandi Then, to fend S^Johnftitmrngt^ft., \rhoM^9cbenat 
Xorkj on board the Fleet, and to take coc Change of it: and 
Letters were prepared, and Ggn'd by.tnc King, lo every one 
of the Captains ; whereby they were requiicd, **to obierve the 
^^ Ordersof Sr J^hn Vemnngfom', And ail this was carried with 
all poffiblc Secrecy^ that none, bucthofefew who were truft- 
ed, knew, or fufpcdted any fiich Alteration. * i 

But the King thought fir, firft toadvife with Sr JclmPen^. 
n'mgt9» ; c^ whole Idtcgrity he was confidenty and whofe judg* 
ment he always princtpilly relied on in all his Maritime Acti- 
ons ; and thought hitn the only Perfoo fit immediately to take 
the Fleet out of the Earl of Wkrwick's poOeiSon ; who had dif- 
pofIcfl<:d of Him the Command that year, which be had ufually 
exercifed. S^ Jobm PemA^tamy finding the matter full of difn^ 
culty, and the execution like to meet with ibme interrupt!* 
on5, exprefledno alacrity to undertake it in his own Perfoo:; 
alledging, ^'that himfelf ftood in the Parliameoc's disfavour, and 
^'^aloury (which wastruej and that therefore his motion, and 
'< journey towards the 2)#m/, where the Fleet then lay, would 
^ be imroediattW taken notice of ^ aiui his Maje&y's Defign be 
^* fo much guefled at, that there would need no other Difco- 
f* very ^ but he propounded to his Majefty> ^^ that he would 
'^ ieqi a Letter toS' Itohert HUnfil^ who lived at Grtemmhj 
*' fpeedtly to go to the Fleet, and to take charge of it, and that 
<' His Authority , being Vice- Admiral of Englmti^ and his

thisCoutifelto tbofe whom he had made Pdvy to nis purpofe,

^' unqueftionable ) and the accioents tbat depended upon that,

thofe his Royal Letters, he (houid weigh Anchor ; and with 
What fpeed he might, repair to Bttrlafgiw-Eaj upon the Coaft 
of T9rklUr9 4 where he (hould receive his Majefty's further 
pleafure : And fo each CotDmander, without relation to any 
other Cti^imonds, bad no more to look after but his own Shia

fo many Ships as were under the Command of thole who had 
any Afiedion or Fidelity to his Service. 

AccoRDtNGLT, all things being piepared, and figned 
by the King and fealed, what immediately concern 'd the Earl 
of N^rttutiSerUMd was delivered to one of bis Majefty^s Pages, 
to be given to the Earl of NofihiminrLmd at L§mimi and 
the whole difpacch to the Fleet to M' Mdhuard VIBkrSy whole 
diligence and dexterity his Majefty found fit for an v Truft ; the 
former being dirciSied ^^ not to make fuchhaft. Dot tbattfae 
^ other might bft at leaft as foon at the J>»iuRr,as He at ljtmim\ 
and Mr t^UBers again being appointed what Letters far ^ou)d 
firft deliver to the Captains ^ ^' and that he flxxild VSt the 
^ Earl of H^armkk in the hift place ; that his Adivity might 
have no influence upon the Sea- men to prevent thrir obe d ience 
to his Majefty. Aad furely if this refolution had been por- 
fued, it is very probable, that the King bad been Mafler of 
very many of his Ships again. But, when the Meflengers were 
diQ)atched, and well inttruded, and he that was for ijmdtm 
gpne on his Journey , there was a fuddain and unexpeded 
change of the whole diredion to the Fleet, by S>5MwP»- 
-nh/gtiMfS repair to his Majefty ; and, uponfeoond diooghrF, 
ofiering ^' to go Himfetf to the Dovmfy and to rake Charge of

'veral Captains; and, inftead of leaving everyone taule his

<^ ceive by Sr J»tm Tmmmgtdn'y who thought not fit ( for the 
teafons formerly given of his being taken notice of ) to go whh 
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M^ ytttms'^ but, by hute, writ to S^ Hmy^shfer^ towlipiii 
likewife his Ms^y fenc a Letter co that purpofc, being an Qt 
ficer of the Navy, and who Wd by the DawmSy ^ immedtately 
*^ CO go aboard the Admiral y and chat he Himfelf would roafce 
^all poffible haft to htm, fecting out at the fame time with 
^^ M' Pliers ; hue Journeying a mrther and more private way. 
M' yUBers, kft^ by his ftay for the alteration of hu difpatchet, 
the Page's coming to Lmdom kxmitx than was intended at his 
fetting out, might produce ibme inconvenience to the Service, 
ikpt not till hecsBM to Sr ffiisry P^rAwr; wbo^ being infirih 
in bis Health, and fiirpriied with the Coounand, coiild not 
mate that Eipedition aboand, as might have been icquifite ; 
though he was LoyaHv and Zealouily sft&ed to his Majefty's 
Service. Howtver, M^yiBms haften'd to the Ships which lay 
then at Anchor, and acairdin^ co his Inftnidkini, deKver'U 
his feveral Letters CO the Q^xaitis^ the greatcft part whereof 
re(%iv'd them with great expreflSoos of duty and fubmiijioa, 
ezpNcAing only to receive Sr Jobm Pimfm§t9m*u Orders^ fbr 
which they fta/d j and, whhout doubt, if either the firft Let- 
ters had been ient, or & J^bm Vnam^m been pidqpt, wheh 
theft others were deliver d, his Majefty had been pofl^ftd nf 
the greateft part of the Fleet y the £arl of fVknmck being at 
that time, according to his ufua^ Licences,- with fpmeOmoelB 
whole company he liked,on (bore making merry ^ fotfaat-there 
was only bil vice* Admiral, Captain BMtcai, onboard , who 
was of eminent difaficdion to his Majefty : The Rear Admi* 
raU Sir y^bi Mnms^ being of ufaquoftionable Integrity.' 

Bar afrer five or fixiiours (in which- time nothmg could 
bea Aed, for want of advice and diredioo ; enough, being ready 
to Obey, but none having Au^hc^ity toCommand^.tlseEarl 
of Wanmk came aboard his Ship, to whom M' ^ittirri lifct- 
wife gave his Majcft/s Letters oThis Difcharge; who, with- 
ouc any Doplaratioa of dilbb^ng it, applieS Wmfelf to the 
coBfirming thoie who he thought true to his Party, and <B« 
ligemly to watch the reft^ preiuming, that he (bould (peedily 
hear from thole by whom he had bctn originally trufted. 

Ik the mean time, the Captams ezpeAed Onlers from S' 
ysihs Fmtnwpom y who Ukewife privately expefied fuch an ac- 
count from or Hmry V^drntty as might encourage him to come 
to the Ships. But oiis unfortunate delay dtfapppiiitBd all : For 
the other Gentleman, according to his Inftrudions, havji^ 
reached Ijmdm in the evening after the j^joulb ^re rifea, ^ , .

their own-; who arriv'd thenswith, the next mornir.g, after 

•M' yfShrs.h^jd ddivcHd the King's Letter^ SrJ^imPeMma^ 

'torn in the meantime neither coming, nor fendiog any further

THni'EixLofiyarTipiek, being thus arm'd, ibuod himfelf 
• Mafterof^bisWork; and immediately fummon'd all theCap- 
tains, to attend him on beard his Ship in Council ; the which 
ill but two did (Captain Slh^sfyy and Captain ff^ie ) who^ 
being, by bis Majdty's Letters, as the reft were, exprefdv 
chained to yield no funher Obedience to the Earl of IPkrmck^ 
refukd to rei^r to him ^ making themAlves ready to rcGft any 
Violence, and puccing their Ships in order to go out to Sea, 
tjthat they might be at Liberty to attend his NUjdl^'a Com- 
mands 'y but they were fo encompafled* by die whole Fleet, 
and the d^terity .of the Earl's Minifters was fuch, and the de^ 
yotien« geneneUly, of the Sea-men to tainted, and corrupted 
from the King';s Ssrvice, that, inftead of carrykig away the 
^hips, theCapraias themfelves were fbifed, taken, and carried 
|>y their own Alento the Earlj who immediately cooMnitted 
them to Cuftody^ and fent them> up Priibners to the Parlia- 
jnent. Then the Earl communicated the Ordinance, Letteta, 
and Votei from the two Houfes, to the reft of the O^Boera ; 
of whom only two more refuled to continue their Chaies 
agamft the fignification they had receiv'd from the King (Sr 
^ohm Mttmis^md Captain Burfy) who weie (^kkly ditchaiged. 
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sod fet on Shore; and the reft, without any fanple or hefita* 
tion, << obl^d themfel ves to obey the Earl of TFdnrict^ in the 
^^ Se^ice or the Parliament ; fo -that the Scorm was nont^over, 
and the Parliament fully, ahd entirely poflefled of the whole. 
Royal Navy, and Militia by Sea y for they quiddy diQ>oied of 
two other honeft Captains, Kettkifyy and Strsd&m (whom they, 
could not corrupt) who guarded the Ir^ Seas ; and got dwfe 
Sbibs IHrewife into their Serrioe. And thus tua^Majefly waa 
withottt one Ship of his own, in his three Kh^doiss, at hit 
Devotion. 

A B tluB lofe of the whole Navy was of unfpeakable ill con- 
fequence xa the King's Affairs, and made his Conditioa much 
the lefs confider'd by his AHies, atid Neighbour Princes ; wba 
faw theSoveraignty of the Sea now. jn other haods, that Were 
like to be more imperious upon the appceheofite of ao/diP 
courtefies, than regular and lawful Monarchs tilfe to be^I can* 
not butobfefvefome unhappy drcumftances, and accidence in 
this important bufinefs ot the Navy, which looked Uke the 
bander Providence to take that ftreiigtli,of which his Majeftjp 
was moft confident, out of his hands. When the refolution df 
the Houfeof C(»nmons,and the concurrence of the Lords was 
pereinpcDry, and the Earl of NortlmmieH^ndhiA declar'd his 
complyance with them, ^* fpr the fendtne the Earl ofWarwck 
^^ Admiral of that Fleer, in the place of & J^lm Feimhuf^mi 
^^upon whomitheKing depended; it was reiolv'djikewiie by 
them, ^^ that Captain Oa^eret^ Controller of his. Muefty'a 
<( Navy, a Man of great Eminency,. and Reputation in Naval 
'^ Command^ fiiouldbe Vice- Admiral ; who thinking It became 
his near relation to his Majefty's Service, to receive his Roval 
Pleafure before heengaeed himfelf in any imployment of tnac 
Nature, addrefied himlelf for his diredions. But the Kipg) 
looking upon, the Fleft in a manner taken frpm him, when an* 
other, whofe diiaftdion to his Service was very notorious, 
was, contrary to his expreCs Pleafure, prefumptuoufly put into 
the Command of it, and his own Mmifter difplaced for no 
other reaibn (his fufficiency, and ability for Command being 
by all Men confcfled ) but his Zeal and Integrity to Him^ 
would not countenance that Fleet, and that Admiral, with 
fuffering an Oflker of his own to Command in it under the 
other ; and therefore order'd Captain Cartertt to decline the 
imployment, which he, prudently, and without noife, did ; 
and thereupon, another Officer of the Navy, the Surveyor 
General, Captain fi^^/^, aMan of very diSerem inclinations 
to his Matter, and his Service, and furious in the new iancies 
of Religion, was fubftituted in the pku:e : Whereas if Captain 
Carterit had been fuSer'd to have taken that Charge, his In- 
tereii and Reputation in the Navy was fo great, and his dili- 
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geaoft tnd dixterity ia Cominaod foemiaciit) HM it wu e^ 
taenily bctiev'd, he would, agaioft whatfiiev^r the Earl of 
Wbirrat'coidd have done, have preferv'd a Major part gf the 
Fleet in dieir Dury to the King. The mkforcimes which hap* 

Sid a^r, and arc mentioned before^ are noc ia juftic^ to be 
pored to $ry^lm femmghm ; who, fure» was a very hoaaft 
Gendetnao, and of unfluken Faith&lnefii and lnC|pgriiy to the 
King; but to the little tine he had to think of it : And che 
pcrplexiey he wa« in (befidea hia true Zeal to the Service) to 
confider that fo great a work, afi the recovery of the Royal 
. Navy^ was to be done by bis own Perlboal eogageniaic, m^de 
him to^ (o little to his own iecarity, that> mflsad of caking 
te Fleet from the Earl af VPknpkki he was Himfelf takeq by 
tbe£arly and fent to the Patiiamciic ; where the canying over 
the I^rd JDigfyy and fome other JeakxtfieS) bad Jm a gictf 
arrearof di^eafure agaiiift him. 

T Rc truth if, the King vu foconfident uppn the gcaeial 
AftAions of the Sea- men, who wtte a Tribe of I^BOpia SK>n 

{articularly coamenanoed and oUig'd by him, thaaocher Mea^ 
is Majefty having encreafed their allOwaaee^ ta Jfiombm 
and Mcxiey, above theotdefiablifbment of the Navy, tfhaih 
been mention^ ; that he dkl believe no AAivky of ill Of^ 
fioers could have corrupted them ^ but thac^ whea thePtrliaF* 
meat had ftt out and ViAuaHed the Fleet, it would, aipoa any 
oocafion, declare it felf at his Devptk^. But, on tM acher 
£de, they had been taught to believe, that aH the King^a bow- 
ty, and grace towards them, had fiow'd from the mediacioQ of 
thole Omoers, who were uow engaged againft theKiogi aod 
that, the Parliament having feifed the Cuftoms, and aU other 
theRevetiues of the Crown, they had no other hopeof Fiy 
or Sufafifttence, but by abfolutely devoting themfelves eo their 
Service : fo that a greater, or more gefaml defeftkiQ of aay 
one Order of Men was never known, than chat, at diss ttiDe, 
of the Sea-men ; though many Genttemea, and fcaae few of 
the Common fort, to their lofting Honour and Rrp^^farioi^ 
either ^ddreKd thetnfelvet to the Adive Service of dieir So* 
rerajgn, or foffer'd Imprifonment, and the loft csf all they had, 
for refufing to ferve againft him. 

The Newsof thisdimindtionoffaisMajeft/sFover, and 
terrible addition of Strength to his Enemiea, was a great allay 
to the brisk hopes at T^S^ upon the arrival of rb^ir AnimQnii> 
tion, and Wife Men eafily difcern'd the fetal Confequanoe of 
it in oppoficioh te the King's moft hopefol deiigns ; yet, m a 
very (horc time, all vifible fenfe of it fo much vamflnVL that

the Par liamen^ had poyfon'd their Afiedtons ) and elpedaDy 

thofe of Q^alitf , were Loyally inclined ; yec, th^; terror <^ 

the Houfe of Conunons was lb great, which feot for a^d 

grieypufly puniflied thofe Shertii and Mayora, who publi(bed» 

acoDrding to their Dotiea and expiefs Oaths, his Majcft/s Pio<- 

damatign, and thofe Mioifters, who, according to his fo* 

jundUons, read and divulged his Dedaffaaooi. tha^ all /uch 

and, indeed, all others eminently afleded to the Kiiy, were 

forced to fly ID TMrkfor ProteOion ; or to hide themfehres in 

Comers from that Inquifition, which wasnade for them.

Ne^wark/^ and, afrcr a days ftay, fxottnhcnctioLin€9b$'^ and 
fo^ by the day appoinred, rcturh'd to Bevirfy ; havfa}g> in 
iboth^hofe pkces^ been attended with fuch an Appearance of 
the Gentlemen, and Men of Quality, andfo full aConcourfe 
of the People, as one might reaibnably have guefled tho Af^ 
fedtions of both thoie Counties would have fec^ondcd any juft^ 
rand regular Service for the King, 

Thet at Londm were no lefs A&ive ; but, upon their 
SuGceis in the bufinefi of the Navy, proceeded to roajcothem-

And it is certain, the firft was confented to by 
many, efpecially of the Houfe of Peers (io hope tfaib better 
to compais the other) with the perfeft honour of the thdu^ht 
of a War. Though the King's Meffiige came to them'bcfere 
their own was difpatch'd, yet, without the 1^ notice taken 
of it, and left the contents of their Petition might be known

^itexild fpeedily receive his Anfwer : by which the world 
*' would e^ly diicetn, Who dcfired Peace moft. And accord- 
ioglyvthe fecbnd daY>his Majefty dciiverM them, in pubhck, 
hb. Aafwer to their Fetitton, which was likcwifc read by o.ie 
:of his Servants, in thcfe Words :

.' "Though his Majefty had too. great reafoa to beiiere 
** that the dircdlions fcnt lo the Earl of Warwick y to gofo the 
^^ River Hftmlfer^ wi;h as many Ships as he fliould chink he, 
" fat ^W pol&ble aOiftance. co S' John Hotbam ( whilft his Ma- 
." jefty expeAed the giviiig up of the '^own unco him)atid to 
f^ ^arry away fuch Armes fiom thence, as his difcretsoD though: 
.f^^t pft^^te out of bis Maicfty'sown Magazine : The cboof- 
"inga General by both Houfesof Parliament, for the de- 
'^^ fence of (hofe whobave obey*d their Ordera and Commands, 
''be they never fo extravagant, and illegal : Their Declan- 
'^ tion, that, in that cafe, they would live and dye with the 
^^ £arl of Ejjix their General* ( all which were Voced the iaice 
'^ day with this Petition) And th^ committing the LordMiycr 
^' of JJndon to Prifba, for excucing his Majefty's Writs, ard 
^' Lawful Commands j were but Hi Prologues to a Peritkxi, 
/^ which might oompofe the miferable DiftraAions of the 
^'Kingdom \ vet his Majefty *s paflSonate define of the Peace 
^' of the Kingoom, together with the Prefece of the Pidcn> 
/Vters, That they had brought a Petition full of duty and fiib* 
^'milSon to his Majefty \ and which defir'd nothing of hi!s, 
'^but his confent co Peace (which his Majefty coooehr'd to be 
^ the Language of both Houfes tooj begot a greedy lx^)e, and 
"expe&ation in him, that this Petition would have been &ch 
'^ an Introduftion to Peace, that it would, at leaft, have &- 
^^cui£ed his Mcftagc of the eleveqth of this Month, by deh- 
'^vcriog up UuU unto hi; Majefty. But, {o bis un&eakbe 
^^ grief, his Majefty hath too much caufe to betieve. dtsr the 
^'Endof fomi: Perfons, by this Petition, is not in trutn xni give 
'^ any real fatisfadioo co his Majefty ; but, by the fpeoocs 
^^ pretences of making offers to him, to miflead and fisdocs 
f' his .People, and lay fume imputation upon himofdenyiRf 
^what ts fit to be granted^ ocherwife, it would ntx Yak 
'^ thrown thofeunjuft reproaches, and icandals upon his M:- 
^' jefty, for making a neceffiury and juft defence foe his owa 
: «lafcn; 



^^fafery.i aod ■ ior peieiiipconly jufttfied fuck Adions affiuoft 
^^ him, as by i^, rule of Law of JuAicc can admit the leait co* 
'Mour of jde&nce :^ And^ a&er fo many free and unlimiced Adb 
^^of Gr^ice paiQ^fl by hisMajelly without any condition, have 
<^ propofed iuch .things wbkh^ in Juftice, cannot be denied 
'^unco him, upon fuch conditions as, in honour, he cannot 
*^ grant. Howc]ir^r> that all the world may fee how willing 
''bis Majefty would be to embrace any overture, that.mighc 
^^ beget a right underftanding between Him aiod his two 
'^Houfes ofrarliament (with whom, he isfure, be (hall hav« 
''no comehtion^ when the priVaie pradtices, and fubtle in« 
'^ finuatioos of ibme few Malignant Perfons fliali be di£bo« 
''ver'd; which his Majffty will take care fhall be fpce^ily 
''done ) he hath, with great care, weighed the Paniculars of 
'^ this Petition, and returns this Anfwer : 

"That the Petitioners were never unhappy in their ^e- 
''titions or Supplications to his Majefty, while they defired 
"any thing which was neceflftry, or convenient for the pre* 
"fervation ofGod's true Religion z his Majefty's Safety, and 
" Honour ^ and the Peace of the Kingdom : And therefore, 
" when thok general envious Foundations are laid, his Maje* 
"fty could wiHi fome particular Inftances had been applied. 
"Let Envy and Mdiceobjedt one particular Propofiuon for 
" the prefcrvation of God's true Religion which nis Majefty 
"hach refiifed to confent to.; what Hmfelf hath often made, 
" for the eofe of tender Confcicnces, and for the advancement 
"of the Proreftant Religion, is notorious by many of his Mef- 
"fages'and Declarations. Wbri regard harh been to his Ho- 
" nour and Safety, when he hath been driven from fome of his 
"Houfes, and kept from other of his Towns by Force: And 
" what care there hath been of the Peace of the Kingdom, when 
"endeavours have been ufed to put all his Subjeas in Armes 
"againft him, is fo evident, that, his Majefty is confident, he 
" cannot fufier by thofe general Imputations. It is enough that 
" the world knows what he hath granted, and what he hath 
" denied. 

"For his Majefty's raifing Forces, and making Prepare* 
"tions foir War ( whatfotver the Petitioners, by the evil Arts 
"of the Enemies to his Majefty's Perfon and Government, 
" and by the calumnies, and flanders raifed againft his Majefty 
" by them, are induced to believe ) all Men may know what it 
'^ done that way, is but in order to his own defence. Let die 
"Petitioners remember, that ( which all the world know?). 
^' his Majefty was driven from his Palace of Wbite-MI^ for 
*' (afety of his Life : That both Houfes of Parliament, upon 
"their own Authority, raUed a Guard to tbemfelves (having 
'' gotten the Command of all the Train'd-bancb of lAuion ta 

''that 
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^ That cfaey ularped a power, bj their precedded Ordinaocc, 
^tgainftan Pritidpks aodEieineotsofLtv,dver thcwbok 
^ Militia of cht Kingdom, withoor^ and againft his Majeftys 
^'conftnt r That they tookpoflfeflicMi of his Town, Fore, and 
^ Magazine of £&(ff, and committed the fame to S' jMv H^ 
^ rttfMT ; who finit the Gates agahift his Majefty, and, by Fofce 
*^of Annes^ denied entrance thither tohisown Perfon : That 
^^hetr iuftifted this Adi^hichthey had tiotdireOed; and took 
^S^Jwbm tbtktm into their proteaioo for whatfoevcr be had 
*^ done, or fliould do^againft his Majcfty. And all this, whilft 
^ his Majefty had no other attendance than his own Menhl 
^ Servants. Upon this, the Duty, and Aff^dion of this Goun- 
^ ty, prompted his Subjeds hereto provide afmall Goard for 
^' his own Perfon ; which was no (booer dcme, but a \'oce 
^ fuddatnly pafled of his Maiefty's intention to levy War a- 
^'gainft his Parliament f which, God knows, bis heart abhor- 
^ reth ) and notwtthftandtn^ alFhis Majefty's ProfdCons, De- 
*^ darations, and Procefbttions to the contrarv, fecooded by 
^ thr dear Tcftimony of fo great a Number of Pbersopoo the 
*' place. Propofitions and Orders for Leviesof NtoL Horfe* 
*^ and Armes, were fent throughout the Kingdom ^ Plate and 
*' Money brought in, and received; Horfe and Men rai&dto- 
^ wards an Army, Mufter'd, and under G>mmaiid : and all 
^ this contrary to the Law, and to his Majefty's Prodama- 
*'tion : And a Declaration publiflied^ that tf he fboold ufe 
^ Force for the recovery of Hm, orfuppreffing die pretended 
'< Ordinance for the Militia, it (bouidbehdd levying War 
^ acainft the Parliament : And all this done, before his Maje- 
^' fty granted any Commiffion for the levying, or ndfiiY a 
^ Man. His Majefty's Ships were taken from hhn, and com- 
^ mhted to the cuftody of the Earl of M^Mrvack^ wbople(i]me^ 
^ under that power, toufurp to himfdf the Soveraigoty of the 
^'Sea, to chafe, fright, and imprifonfudiofhis Mayefty'sgood 
*^ Subje&, asdefire to obey his Lawful Commands ; altboi^ 
^' he had notice of the Iqzal Revocation of the Eari of Mr- 
^^fbumlerkfufs Comroimonof Admiral, whereby afi povec 
^derivM from that Commiffion ceafed. 

^ Let all the world now judge who begun this War, and 
^ upon whofe account the miferies, which may follow^ onft 
^becaft^ what his Majefty could have done leto than beh^th 
^ done ; and whether he were not compeird to make piovifi- 
'^on, both for the defence of bimfelf and recovery of what is 
^ fo violently, and injurioufly taken from him ; and whcdicr 
^ thefe injuries, and indignities, are not joft grounds for ha 
^Majefty's fears and appreheniions of further mifohief, and 
« danger to him. Whence the fears and jealwfies of the Petr 
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^^ cioQershaye proceeded, bath never been difcover'd ; the din- 
l^^gers they have brought upon his Subjedsare cpo evidenc; 
<< what thofe are they have prevented, no Man know^. And 
^^ therefore his Maiefty cannot but look upon that Charge as 
^^ the boldeft, and the moft fcandalous, hath been yet .laid upon 
f' him 'y That this neceiBiry provifion, made for his own (afety 
^^ and defence, is to overrule the Judgement, and Advice of 
^^his Great Council; and by force to determine the Qucfti- 
'^ons there depending,concerningthe Government andLiber- 
^ ty of the Kingdom. If no other force had been railed to de- 
^^ termine thofe Qu^ilions, than by his Majefty, this unhappy 
*^ mifunderftanding had not been : And his Majefty no longer 
^ defires the blcfling, and procediion of Almighty God up* 
^^ on Himfelf and his Pofterity, than He, and They, (lull io^ 
^^ iemnly obierve the due execution of the Laws, in thedefenca 
^' of Parliaments, and the juft Freedom thereof^ 

'^FoR the Forces about HmU, his Majefty will remove 
^ them, when he hath obrain'd the End for which they were 
^ brought thither. When HhU (hall be again reduc'd cp his fub- 
^^ je^ion.,he will no longer have an Army before it. And when 
'* he (hall be aflur'd, that the fame Neccffity and pretence of 
^^PublickGood, which took HirZ? from him, may not put a 
^^ Garrifoninto New-Caffle to keep the fame againfthim, ho 
^' will renoove His from thence, and from Thmouth'^ till wben^ 
^' the example of HuB will not out of his memory. 

^'FoR the Commiflions of Array, which are legal, r.nd are 
^^ fo proved by a Declaration now in the Prels, his Majefty 
^' wonders why they fliould,at this time, be thought grievous^ 
^^ and 6t %o berecaU'd ^ if the fears of Invafion and Rebellion 
^^ be fo great^that, by an illegal pretended Ordinance, it is ne- 
^^ ceflary to put his Subjeds intoapofture of defence, to Ar- 
^' ray, Train, and Mufter them, he knows not why the fame 
^' fliould not be done in a regular, known, lawful way. But if^- 
<' in the execution of that Commiffion, any thing (hall be un- 
5^ lawfully impofed upon his good Subjeos, his Majefty will 
'* take all juft, and neceflary care for their redrefs. 

^'FoR his Majefty's coming nearer to his Parliaoient, his 
'^ Majefty hath exprefled himfelf fo fully in his feveral Mef- 
'^ fages, Anfwers, and Declarations ; and fo particularly a<- 
^^ vow'd a real fear of his fafety, upon fuch inftances ascannoc 
*^ be Anfwer'd, that he hath reafon to take him(elf fomewhat 
^' negle&ed. That, (inceupon fomanifeft reafons it is not fafe 
^' for his Majefty to come to them, both his Houfes of Parlia- 
^^ raent will not come nearer to his Majefty ^ or to fuch a place 
^ where the freedom, and dignity of Parliament might be pre* 
^'ferved. However, his Majefty fliall be very glad to hear of 
^' fome fuch example in their punifliing the Tumults ( which 
f< he knows not how to expert, when they have dedar'd, That 
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^ tbtj koew not of any Tumults ; thoogh the Houfe of Peen 
^^ deur'd, both for the Freedom and dignity of Parliament, diat 
^ the Houfe of Commons would joyn with them in ^ Dedara- 
^ tion agamft Tumults ; which they refufed, that is^ nq^icded 
^ to do j and other feditious ASions, Speeches, and Writings, 
'^ as may take chat appreheofion of danger from him ; diough, 
^' when heretnembers the particular complaints Himfelf hath 
^ made of bufinefles of that nature, and that, infti»d of inquir- 
^ ing out the Authors, negleAof examination hath been, when 
" cmr hath been made to both Houfcs to produce tbb Amixirs; 
^ as in that Treafonable Paper concerning the Militia: And 
^ when he fees every day Pamphlets publifiied againft his 
<XrowA, andagainft Monarchy it felf^ as the Obtervations 
^* upon his late Mefi^es, Declarations, and ExpreflSons ;and 
'**fome Declarations of their own, which give too great enoou- 
** rajzement, in that Argument, to ill Afitded Pertons; his Ma- 
'* jefty cannot, with confidence, entertain thofe Hopes which 
*' would be moft welcome to hitn. 

** For the leaving Delinquents to the duecouHeof/aftke, 
^* his Majtfty is moft affiired there hath been no (hefter to any 
^< fuch. If the tedioufnefi and delay in profocurion, the vait 
^ charge in OfSceri fees, the keeping Men under a General ac- 
^' cufation, without Trial, a whole year and mora, and fo al- 
^' lowing them no way for their defence and vindication, hath 
^' frighten'd Men away from fo chaigeaUe and uncertain at- 
'* tendance, the Remedy is beft provided, where the Di^eafe 
'^grew. If the Law betheroeafureofI>efinquency>nofieSoch 
^* are within his Majefty's Proteftion : But if by Delinquena 
*^ fuch are underftood, who are made fo bv Vote, without any 
" Trefpafs upon any known, or eftabliih'd Law ; If by Delin- 
'^ quent5 thofe nine Lords are underftood, who are made De- 
*' linquents for obeying his Majefty's Summons to come to 
*^'him, after their ft:ay there was neither fafe, nor honourable^ 
'^by reafon of the Tumults, and other Violences; and wbofe 
*^ Impeachment, he is confident, is the greateft breach of Pri- 
^' vilege, that, before this Parliament^ was ever ofler'd to die 
^* Houfe of Peers : If bv Delinquents fuch a re underflood, who 
'^refufe to fubmit to the pretended Ordinance of theNUlitisj 
^ to chat of the Navy ; or to an v other, which his Majefty bath 
^ not confented to ; fuch who ft)r the Peace of the ICiqpiom, 
^ in an humble manner, prepare Petitions to Him, or to both 
** Houfes, asfiisgood Subjedts of IjnuhmtxA Kmt^iA ; whilft 
*^ feditious ones, as that of Ejpx^ and other places,are aOow'd, 
** and Cher lOi'd : If by Delinquents fuch are underftood^ who 
^are called fo for publtfliing nis Proclamations, as thr Lord 
^ Mayor of Loadm ; or for reading his Meflagea and Dedara- 
^ tions, as divers Minifters about L^nJtm and elfewhere ; when 
^ thole agaioft him are di^^trfed vicbaJl cue and uidvftry, to 
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^4)oyfon and comtpc ihe Loyalty and Afiedioo of his Peo- 
^* pie : If by Delioijucna fuch are underftood, who have^ ot 
^^ (hall lend his Majefty Money, in the Univerficies, or in any 
*^ other places : His Ma^y declares to all the world That he 
^' will protcft Such with his utmoft power and ftrength ; and 
^^ dtreds, diat, in theTe cafes, they fubmic not to any Meflen- 
^' gen, or Warrant ; it being no lefs his Duty to Proted thofe 
'^ who are Innocent, than to bring the Guilty to condign Pu- 
^ nifliment j of both which the Law is to be judge. And if 
^* bodi Houfes do think fit to make a General, and to raife an 
^Army for defence of thoie who obey their Orders, and 
'^ Commands, his Majefty ihuft not fit ftili, and fufier fuch who 
^' fubnit tohis juft power, and are follicitous for the Laws of 
^^ the Land, to pehQi, and be undone, becauie they are called 
^^Delinquents: And when They (hall take upon them to di- 
^fper^ with the attendance of thofe who arecall'd by his 
*^ Majefty 's Writ, wbilft they (end them to Sea, to rob his Ma- 
^^ jefty of his Ships ; or into the feyeral Counties, to put his 
^^ Subjcds in Armes againft him ; his Majefty ( who Only 
^ hath it ) will not lofe the power to difpenfe with them to at- 
^ teiid his own Perfon ; or to execute fuch Offices, as areneceA 
^fary forthejpreferyationofHimfclf, and the Kingdom; but 
^ muft protea them, though they are call'd Delinquents. 

'< Fo R the Manner of the proceeding againft Delinquents, 
^' his Majefty will proceed againft thofe who baye no Privilege 
^' of Parliament, or in fuch ca(es where no Priyilcge is to be 
^' allowed, ashe(ha]lbeadyiiedby his Learned Council, and 
^^ according to the known, and unqueftionable Rules of the 
^ Law ^ it being unrea(bnable, that he (hould be compelled to 
^' proceed againft thofe who haye violated the known and un- 
^^ doubted I^w, only before Them who have diredted fuch 
** violation. 

^'Having faid thus much to the Particulars of the Peti- 
^^ tion, though his Majefty hath reafon to complain, that, fince 
^' the fending this Petition, they have beaten their Drums for 
^^ Soldiers agamft him ; Arm'd their own General with a power 
*' deftruftive to the Law, and Liberty of the Subjects ; and 
'^ chofen a General of their Horfe : His Majefty, out of his 
*' Princely love, tendernefs, andcommlfion ot his People, and 
^^ defire to preferve the Peace of the Kingdom, that the whole 
'^ force and ftrength of it may be united for the defence of ic 
^' ielf, and the xthsS of Inland ( in whofe behalf he conjures 
*^ both bis Houfes of Parhament, as they will anfwer the con- 
^^ trary to Almighty God , his Majefty, to thofe who truft 
^' them, and to that bleedii^ miferable Kingdom, that they 
«< fufier not any Moneys granted, and coUeded by A& of Par- 
^^liament, to be diverted or imploy'd againft his Majefty; 
^ wbilft bis Soldiers in cbat Kingdom are ready to mutiny, or 
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^' perUh for wane of pav y and the barbarous Rebels prevail by 
^' chat encouragement ) is gracloufly pleafed once more, to 
'^^ propofe and require, 

'^ T H A T His Town of HnU be immediately deliver*d up 
^^ to him: Which being done ( though his Majefty hath been 
^^ povoked by unheard of Inlolences of S' Jobm Hrtbmm% 
*^ fince his burning and drowning the Country, in feifing his 
^ Wine, and other provifions for hi9 Houfe, and fcomRillf 
^* ufing his Servant, whom he fent to require them ; fitying, 
^ ft came to him by Providence, and he will keep it ; aad k> 
^' refufing to deliver it, with threats if He, or any other of hts 
^' fellow Servants^ (hould ^ain repair to HkB about it , and 
*^ in taking, and detaining Frifoners, divers Gentlemen, and 
^' others , in their paflage over the fDanher into Umuh-sbh^ 
^' about their neceflary occafions ; and fuch other indignities, 
^^ as all Gentlemen muft refent in bis Majefty's behalf) his Ma- 
" jefty, to ihew his earneft defire of Peace, for which he will 
'' difpenfe with his own Honour^ and how far he is fifom de- 
'^ fire of Revenge, will grant a free and general Pardoo to all 
<' Persons within that Town. 

''That his Majefty's Magazine, taken from Hif , be 
^ forthwith put into fuch hands, as He (hall appoint. • 

''That his Navy be forthwith deliver'd into iiidi hands, 
^' as he hath direded for the Government thereof : The de^ 
" taining thereof after his Majefty's Diredions, pabliib'd and 
^' received, to the contrary ; and imploying hu Ships againft 
'' him in fuch manner, as they are now ufed, being noCDfkxis 
*' High Treafon in the Commanders of thoie Ships; 

"That all Armes, Levies, and Provifions for aWsr, 
'^ made by the confent of both Houfirs f by wh^ EzanraJe bis 
" Majefty hath been forced to make fome Preparations^ be im- 
"mediately laid down^ and the pretended Ordinance for the 
" Militia, and all power of im'pofing Laws upon the Subjeft 
" without his Majdfly's confen^ be diGivow'd ; without which, 
*' the £ime Pretence will remain to produoe Ae fame Miicbief . 
" AU which his Majefty may as lawfully demand as to live, 
''and can with no more juftice be denied him, than his life 
" may be taken from him. 

'^ These being done, and the Parliament adjoiini*d tea 
" fafe and fecure place, his Majefty promiies, in the pidfaice 
"of God, and binds himlelf bvall his Confidence and Af- 
" furance in the ASeftion of his People, that he will tnflamly, 
" and moft chearfuUy, lay down all the Force he OuU have 
'^ raifed, ^ddifcharge all his future and intended Levies; that 
" there may be a general face of Peace over the whole King- 
^'dom; and will repair to them: Anddefites, that all Dtf- 
" ferences may be freely debated in a Parlianientary way ^ 
;|^ whereby the La^ may recoy« ic^i due xeverecc^ cte Snb- 
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^jeft his juft Liberty, and Parliaments tliemfelves their full 
^^ Vigour and Eftimation ; and fo the wboje Kingdom a blefled 
^ Peace, Quiet, and Profperity. 

'^ If tbde PropoGltions fliall be rejeded^ his Ma^fty doubts 
^* not of the Proteftion and Affiftance of Almighty God, and 
^^ the ready Concurrence of his good SubjeAs ^ who can have 
*^ no hope left tlusra of einoyine their own loi^, if their King 
^^may be opprefled, and (poiled^ and muft be remedilds. And 
<^ though his Towns, his Ships, his Armes, and his Money, 
'^ be gotten, and taken from him, he hath a good Caufe left, 
^' and the Hearts of his People ; which, with God's blefiing, 
^^h^ doubts not, will recover all the reft. 

^'Lastly, if the prefervation of the Proteftant Religion, 
^ the defence of the Liberty and Laws of the Kingdom, the 
<< Dignity and Freedom of Farliament; and the recovery, and 
^^ the relief of bleeding and miferable JnUmdj be equally pre^ 
^ dous to the Petitioners, as they are to his Majdiy (who will 
^ have no Quarrel but in defence of thefe ) there will be a 
^^chearful anS fpeedy conient to what his Majefty hath now 
^'propofed, and defir d : And of this his Majefty expels a full 
^ and pofitive Anfwer, by Widmfdny the xyth of this inftant 
^^Jnfy 'j tiU when, he (hall not make any Attempt of Force up- 
*'on HIT/?, hoping in the Afiedion, Duty, andXoyalty of the 
*' Petitioners : And in the mean time, expeds that no fu| 
^^ of Men be put into Hvff ^ nor any of bis M^jcfty's G< 
'^ taken from thence. 

The whole Court, upon the hearing that Petition from the 
two Houfes read, exprdded a marvellous Indignation at the 
intolerable Indignities o£fer'd to the King by it ; and feem'd 
no better £itisficd with the Meflengers ; who had profiefled, that 
they brought an abfolute fubmiiBon to his Majefty; when in 
truth, what they brought, appeared to be a full Juitincation of 
whatfoever they had done before, and an iroply'd Threat of 
doin^ worfe. and fixing all the Scandals upon his Majefty, 
which they nad fcatter'd abroad before : infbmuch that all Men 
exped^ed, and beltev'd his Majefty to be engaged, for the vin^^ 
dication of his Princely Dignity and Honour, to return a much 
(harper Anfwer to them, t&n he had ever fent. So that, when 
this which is before fet down ( and which had before been 
confented too, and approved in the full Afiembly of the Peers, 
and Counfellors) was read publickly, it was generally thought, 
that the Kins had not enough refented the Infolence , and 
Ufurpation of the Parliament ; or appeared fenfible enoueh of 
the rrovocaiions : Yet the thought of a War, which Wife 
Men (aw aftually Levied upon the King already, was fo much 
flbhonr^d, and Men were lb credulous of every Ei^pedient 
which was pretended for Peace, that, by the next morning 
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(the AnlWer being deliver'd in the evening) chtlb aQive Met 
fengers for the Parliament perfwaded manv ^ that the Kine'i 
^^ Anfwer was too (harp, and would provoKe the Houfei^ who 
^ were naturally pafSonate, to proceed in the high wa^ they 
^' were in ; whereas, if the King would abate that iererity ot 
^ Language, and would yet take off the Preamble ofVk An* 
*^ fwer, they were confident, and the Earl of HMmJ priratelv 
^^ oder'd to undertake, that fattsfaftion (hould be given to mU 
*' that his Majefty propofcd. And, by this means, feme were 
£3 far wrought upon, as they earneftly importun d the King^ 
^^ that he if7ould take his Ani wer, which he had poblkkty de- 
^^ liver'd the night before, from the Meflengers| and, inOead 
'^thereof, return only the Matter of his own PropofitloiK, iq 
^ the moft fofr and gentle Language ; without the Preamble, 
^6r any mention of the unjuitifiable, and unre^aable de* 
" meanour of the Parliament towards him. 

But his Majefty reply'd, '^that he had for a losg tne, 
^ even after ^reat provocations, and their firft general RemoD- 
^^ ftrance to the People,treated with all imaginable conplfaiioe^ 
'* and lenity of words with them ; and difcover'd their oa/ifti- 
^^ fiable and extravagant proceedings with and againfl hio^ and 
^ the confequences that would inevitably attend their Pkogreft 
^ in them, with fqch tender expreffions, as if he bdiev'd 
*^ whatever was amifii to proceed from misinfonnacioii only, 
^ and unkilful miftakes : That this gentlenefi, and fqgard or 
^^ his, was fo far from operating upon them, that dieir InfiH 
^Mence, and Irregularities incre^ed; and it might be from that 
^^reafon, that their Meflages and Declarations were writ in fo 
^^high a Dialed, and with that Soverafgnty of Language^ as if 
*' He were fubied to Their Jurifdidion ; and did not know 
** but it might have fome influence upon his People Co bis dit 
^' advantage, that is, raife terror towards Them, and Men 
^^ their reverence towards his Majefty, when all their FeeidbBs 
''and Propofitions were more Imperative than His juf^ wad 
*^ neceffary Refufals : Which Con^cenfion his Majefty had 
'' brought himfelf to, in hope^ that His examine, and Their 
'' natural (hame, would have reform'd that new Lioenoe of 
''words: That this laft Addrefs, under the name of a fttitkxi 
"(a few days after they had violently ravifh'd his whole Fleec 
" from Him j and prepared the fame day, that they had cbofet 
"a General, to whom they had fwom Allegiance, to lead an 
" Army againft him ) contained a peremptory Juftificacioa of 
" whatfoeverthey had done; and as peremptory aThretfrnne 
" of whatfoever they could do : and therefore, if he flioiilS 
" now retraft his Anfwer, which had been (Uemnly coofiderld 
^'in Council, before all the Peers, and which in truth impfied 
" rather a Princely refentment of the Indignides ofier'd to md^ 
^ than flow'd with any iharp ox bitter Ezprcffioos^ he fluMiid^ 
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'^by fodi yiekliiig, gm encouragement to oev Attempti; 
^'and oo)il4 not buttnuch di£:ourage tbofe, upon whefe Af* 
^' fedtons and Loyalty he wac; principally to depend j who 
^< could not thitik it fafe to raife themlelves to an indignation 
^' on his behalf when He exprefll^ To tender, or fo little knfy 
^^ of his own Sufiering? : befideSp that he was then upon an 
^ avow'd (foftik Enterprife for the redu&ion of HhU*^ towards 
^ which he was to ufe aU poifible means to draw a Force toge* 
^ ther^ equal to that Defign j and by fuch a Retradtion as this 
'^propofiu, and a leeming dedenfion of his Spirit, ^d de« 
^* pendii^ upon their good natures, who bad done all this ouf- 
^ chief, he lliould not (Mily be inevitably difappointed of the 
^^ refort of new ftrength, but, probably, deferted by thofe few 
*' whom he had broi^t together : That he could not reafon* 
^' ably, or ezcu(ably depend upon the undertaking of the Earl 
'^ of HMmd; who had fo grofly deoeiv'd him in other under* 
^ takings, which were immediately in his own Power to have 
'^ performed : whereas neither he, nor either of the other two 
^ Gentlemen, who were joyn'd with him in this imployment, 
*^ had fo inuch intereft \^£h the AAive and Prevailing Party^ 
** as to know more of dieir Intentions than was at prefent 
^ neceflary to be difcover'd for their Concurrence. 

''He faid> that he had never yet confented to anyone par- 
^ ticuhr^ fince the begiuaiog of this Parliament, by which he 
'' had reodv'd prejudice, at the doing whereof he had not the 
'' folenm undertaking and promifes <x thofe, who were much 
'' abler 00 juftify theu- undertakings, than the Earl of Hottand'^ 
'' and upon whom he only depended, that it (hould be no 
'' diflervke to him, and would be an imallible means to com- 
'' pals all that his Majefty defirVl : But he had always found 
'' thofe Promifers and Undertakers, though they could emi- 
''nently carry on any CounfeL orCondufion^ that was againft 
'' Law, Juftk:e, or His Right, had never Power to reduce, or 
'' reftrain thofe agitations within any bounds of Sobriety, and 
^' Moderation : And when they found, that many would not 
^ be guided by them^ th^t they might (eem ftill to Lead, them* 
^ felves as furioufly FoUow'd the others ; and reforted again to 
" his Majefty with fome new Expedient ^ as deftru&ive as th« 
'^ former. So that he was refolv'd to rely upon God Almighty, 
'' and not fo much to depend upon what might poffibly pre- 
'' vail upon the AflfeAions of thofe, from whom, reafonabiV| 
'' he could not expeA any good,as upon fuch plain and avow d 
''courfes, as, let the fucms be what it would, muft, to all 
''judging Men, appear to be prudently, and i^onourably rely'd 
'^ on : And therefore he pontively refufed to make the XeaJk 
'' alteration in his AnTwer : And fo the MeOengers departed^ 
leaving the Court and Country worfe afibdUd than they found 
Hi and branding fome particular Peifons^ whom, they found 
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left indin'd to be hil'd by their profeflioni and promiles, ^as 
^* the Authors of a Civil War : And making them as odioas as 
thev couldj where ever they came. 

And fure, from that time, the Earl of UpBand was more 
tranfported from his natural temper and gentleoeft of difpofi- 
tion, into PaQion and Animofity againft the King^ and hbMi- 
hifters) arid, having been nothing pleafed with w own Con- 
dition at Liomim^ finding theEarlof Bffex (whom he did not 
fecretly love, and did indepd obntemn) to draw all Men's Eyes 
towards him, and to have the greateft Intereft in their Hearts, 
he had ferioufly intended, under colour of thisMefi&ge to the 
King, to difcover if there were any fparks yet left in bis Royal 
bre^, which might be kindled into affioion, or aooepCation 
of his Service; and hoped, if he could g^t any Credit^ to re- 
deem his former Trefpafles : But when he not only found his 
Majefty cold towards him, but eafily enough dtfixm'd, by 
his reception, that all former inclinations were dead, and more 
than ordinary prejudices grown up towards htm in their places, 
and that his Advices were rejeded, be retum'd widi rancour 
equal to the moft furious he went to; and heartily joyn'd and 
concurr'd towards the fuppreffing that Power, in the Admi- 
niftration whereof he was not like to bear any pare. 

His Majefty having, by his Anfwer, obliged himfelf not to 
make any forcible Attempt upon flS»ff till the a7«hof j^i^,by 
which time he might reafonabiy exped: an Anfwer to hisPko- 
poiicions, in the mean time refolv'd to make fomc flxMt pro- 
grefs into the Neighbour Counties ; and accordingly, the &me 
day the MefTengers departed, the King went to Drntcsftrj 
and the next day to Kottingbam'^ and fo to Lekefien where 
he heard, the Earl of Stamford^ and fome other Parliament 
Men, were executing the Ordinance of the Militia: But, be- 
fore his Majefty came thither, they remov'd thcinfelves co 
Northampton ; a Town fo true to them, as, if they l»d been 
purflicd, would have (hut. their Gates againft the King him« 
klSy as HhU had do^ie. 

At Lncefier the King was receiv'd, with great ezprcfEoitf 
of Duty and Loyalty, by the appearance of the Train'd-bands, 
and fuU Acclamations of the People; yet there were two Ac- 
cidents that happened there, which, if they beat all remem- 
bered, will manitcft, that if the King were Lov'd theie as ke 
ought to be, that the Parliament was more Feared than He. It 
happen'd to be at the time of the general Alfoes, and Juftioe 
IReeve ( a Man of a good reputation for Learning, and Inte- 
grity; and who, in^ood Times, would have been a good 
Judge) fate there as Judge; and WHemj Bafimgs^ youifer 
Son to the Earl of Huntmgton^y^/^ purpofely made Hi^ Sbenft^ 
to contain the County within the Umits of their Duty by the 
!Po wer of that Office, as well as by the Inter^ and Rjri pti« 

of 
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of bis Family. The Earl ofStMmforJ^ and his Affiftants, had 
(departed the Town but jfew hours biefore his Majefty's en- 
trance ; and had left their Magazine, which was indeed the 
Magazine of the County, in a linle Srore^houre at the end of 
the Town, guarded by fome inferior Ofiicers whom they had 
brought down to Tram gnd Exercife the Militia, and other 
zealous and devoted Men of the County, in all to about the 
Number of %^^ who had barricadoed the door of the Houfe y 
and profefled ^* to keep it againft all demanders ; having provi- 
fions within it of all Ibrts. The King was very unwilling (com- 
ing in fo peaceable a manner, at fo peaceable a time ) to take 
any notice of it. On the other hand, it was an Aft of too 
jgreat Infolence to be fuflA^d ; and, upon the matter, to leave 
a Garriibn of the Rebels in pc^Kflion of the Town ^ and there- 
fore he fent word to the Judge, '^ that if He took not ibme 
^' l^al way to remove fuch a Force (b near his Maieft v, his 
^^ Nujefty would do it in Ibme Extraordinary courfe . Which^ 
upon the fuddain, would have pulled him to tuive done ; 
having neither Sibldier, Cannon, nor Powder to efleft it : th« 
want of which as mudi troubled the Sheriff. In the end. the 
Gentlemen of thie Country, who had not yetotherwife deqar'd 
themfelVes on either fide, than by waiting on his Majefty. (aid- 
ing that the King would not go from the Town, till that 
Kuifance was remov'd; and that it might bring Inconveniences, 
Charge, and Mifchief to the County of a high nature ; fo pre- 
vail'<^ that, as his Majefty was contented to take no notice of 
it, fo they within the Houie, in the night, upon afliirance of 
Safety, and Liberty to ffo whither they would, removed and 
teft the Houfe } and fo tnat matter was auieted. 

The other Accident was, or was like to have proved^^ 
more Ridiculous : Some of the King's Servants, hearing that 
the Earl oi Stmirfwdy and the other Militia Men were newly 
gone out of the Town, had of themfelves coming thither bcs 
fore the King, Galloped after them ; intending to have ap- 
prehended them, and brought them before the King ^ and, 
though theother were too Fleet for them, had,in the way,over» 
taken Dr BafiuMty a Man well known, who had been a prin- 
cipal Officer with them 2iZ Ltkefter yznd fled at the fame time^ 
but could not keep pace with lus Commanders : Him they 
brought to the Town, where, by the Sherifi^ he was commit- 
ted to Prifon ; having confeffed enough TresSoOy and juftify- 
ing ft, as would have juftly hansed any Subjeft. The King 
thought once to have had him uidifted then, at the Aflizes, 
upon the plain Statute of af . £. iii. * But the Judge befpught his 
Majefty not to put a matter of fo great moment, upon which 
the Power of tne two Houfes of Parliament, and a Parliament 
fitting, muft be determin'd, before one fingle Judge, whofe Re- 
putation was not enough to bear fo gr^tabiirthen} however, 

he 
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he deckr^d his own opinioa fiiUy to his Majeftv, ^dbat it wo 
^^ Treaiba ; which, he believ'd, all the ocber Jingefl muft ac- 
« knowledge ; and if Convened together by hisMajefty to that 
^^purpoTe, he thought a joynt Dedaratioo, and Refobitioo of 
<^aU together might be oif great ale to theKing} whcmtf die 
^'publifiing of hit particular opinion could only deftrra him- 
^^ielf, and nothing advance his Majefty's SerYice : Befide% 
^< he hadnoreafon to be lb confident of me Country, as toooo- 
^^ elude that a Jury, then fuddainly Summon'd, would have 
^^Courage tofind the Bill; and then their not doing it, ifk 
^* were attemposd, would prove a greater crHintcnancff to die 
^^ Ordinance, than the Votes of the two Houfcs had jet given 
^ it. This laft realba gave his MaK% iatisfEiftion ; to that he 
wasGonttfited that the fellow (boukl be kept in Prilon, and the 
Tryal be deferred, till he could oonveniently Sumnaon moie 
Judges to be prefent. 

His Majefty waino iboner perfwaded to be coomt diat 
this Profecutton might be fufpended, but the dofe Agents for 
the Parliameac's Service, who were not yet ditbover'c^ but ap- 
pear'd very entire to the iCtng,fo dezcroufly carried themielve^ 
chat they prevail'd with ttofe Gentlemen of the Coiaury , 
whoTe Zeal to his Majefty was moft eminent and unfoeftkin- 
ablcL and even with the Judge himfelf, ^ to wilh, that hi» Ma- 
^' jefty would freely and gradoufly difcharge the DoAor of Ms 
^^ Imprifonment y or give the Judge leave to do ib upon a fis- 
^^iedi e0rpi$s(whkh he was advifed to renuire ) ^^ And that it 
^^ would be fuch an Ad of Mercy, and nngular Juftice, chat 
'^ would not only work upon the People of that County to 
^^ his Majefty*s advantage, but muft have a great influence 
^^upon the whole Kingoom, and even upon the Parliament it 
^^feif. And with this ftroMe defire the good Judg^ and thots 
principal Gentlemen, confidently came to the King, the ni^ 
Before he intended to returti Northward. His M^efty md 
them, ^ he would think of it till the next morning. And, in 
the mean time, concluding by what he heard, that thot^gh he 
(hould refiife to difcharge him, or to confent that he fbotild be 
diicharg'd, his reftraint would not be long in that plaoe after 
His departure, the People already reibrtii^ to him with neat 
Licence, and the Doftor, according to his Natnre,talldng Sedi- 
tioufly and Loudly, he ^direded ^< a MedcMer of the Chamber 
^^ very early , with fuch affiftanoe as the SberiflT (houki give 
^'him, to carry him away to N^nmgbmm ; and by the help cf 
^ that Sheriff, to the Goal at Twrk : Which was exccnied ac- 
cordingly with expedition, and fecrecy ; if either of which had 
been aofisnt, it is certain theCooomon People had refoued him; 
which, of how trivial a moment foever it fliall be tboqghc, I 
could not but mention as an inftance of the Spirit and Temper 
of that cimei and of the great Diiadwncage cm Kiic was upo^ 

thtf 
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thit fo many good Nfen thou^ fit, at a tuDe^ whmi irery 
many huadreds of Peribns of Honoury and Q{^cy> vere Im* 
priibo'd wkh all &Mtocb and feverky by thenrliafnent,upoa 
the baie fii^ricioa chat they meant to go to theKing, or that 
they wiihed well to him, or for not Jiibroitting to fome illegal 
Order, or Command of Thetrs^that the King (houlddiCbbarge 
an lnfiunoiiflPeribn,takenittanAftoifHighTreatbn,andwho 
more frankly and avowedly profc&d Sedition, than he did tho 
Science of which he pretended to faeDoftor. 

Tub King, according to hifappoJnonent,retnm'dtoWarda 
JUNfi^m expedationof an Aniwer from the Parliament; which 
came two cbiys after the appointed day, but with no fidemnky 
of Meflengcrsu or other cerem0ny,chan inck)fed to one of the 
Secretaries to beprefented to the King, ii^ which they toldhiniy 

'^TilAT they could not, for the tte&ot, with the difcharge 71^ «p^j^'^ 
^^of ihe Truft repofed in them for toe iafety of the King and memtsKe^ 
^^Kmgdom, yield to thole Demands of his Majefty : the rea- «^<*m Jul/ 
^ fon why they took into their Oiftody the Town of H«S, the ^^' '^^ * 
^^MagaTLkie, and Navy; palftd the Ordinance of the Militia; 
^^and made preparacion of Armes ; was for fecurity of Reli- 
^^ eion, the (afisty of his Majefty's Perfon, of the Kingdom, and 
^ Parliament ; all which they dkl fee in erident, and imminent 
'< danger ; from whkh when they ihould be fecnjr'd, and that 
*^ the Forces of the Kingdom Ihould not be uted to the deftru- 
^ Aion thereof, they (bould then be ready to withdraw the 
^ Garrilbo out of JOnff; to delirer the Magazine and Navy ; 
^^ and fettle the Militia, by Bill, in fiich a way as (hould be 1m> 
^nouiabieandiafeforliisMjMly^inoftfgreeahle lotbe du^^ 
^tv of Parliament; and efieouai for thegood of the King* 
^^dom; asdiey had profisfled in thehr late Petition. And for Adp 
^ iourninf the Parliament, they apprehended no reafon for bis 
'^Kfajefty to require it j nor fecurky for themfelves to conlene 
^'cok. And as for that reafon whicfa his Mayefty was pkafed 
^to eipreft^ they doubted not hut the ofiial pace would be u 
^^fafeforhis Royal Pbrfon, as anyother; ooafiderim the foU 
^^ Aflurance they had of tht Loyalty, and FideUcy of the City 
^of Lmubm to his Miqefty ; i^ the care which his ParUa* 
^ment would ever have to prevent any danger, which hia 
^ Majefty m^ juftly apprdicnd ; belides the manifold con* 
^* veniencea to be had therew beyond any other parts of tbe 
^ Kingdom. And as for the laying down of Armes; when th« 
^ cautes which moved them to provide for the defence of his 
^ Majefty,the Kingdom, uid Parliameot,ftould he taken away, 
^they (bould very willingly, andchearfolly forbear any fur- 
^ ther Preparatiosn, and lay down thehr Forces already raifed. 

Which RepUcitkm> as they call'd it, tohisMajefty'sAn* 
fwer, they order'd << to be Pdnttd, and read in all Churchei^ 
^ and Chapels wtthki the l^fflfidonf ijfBiglmt, aQd Dominion 
^^pPfFMki. Anq ' 
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And fo the War was now deoounc'd by thdr crpi^ 
Words againft his Majefty ; as it had been long before in their 
AAions ; and both Parties feem'd to give over all tbotights of 
further Treaties^ and Overtures ; and each prepoAl to make 
thenifelves oonfiderable by the ftrength and power of fach 
Forces as they could draw together. 

In Lmlom they intended nothing but the fbcming of dieir 
Army, and fuch other things of power, as were in order there- 
unto. To that purpofey the Bill for the payment of Toonsge 
and Poundage b^ng expired, on the firft day ofjiffy^ and they 
having fent another of the fame nature to the King for his cod- 
fent, for fix Months longer, his Majefty, finoe ne £iw that» 
and all other Money properly belonging to him^violently taken 
from him, and implo/d by them againft him, lefoled tog^ 
his Royal Aflent tbereunto : Whereupon, without the kaft 
hasfication (albeit it had been enafted this very Parliament, 
'* that whofoever Ihould prefume to pay, or receive that duty, 
*^ after the expiration of die Aft, betore the fame was granted 
^' to his Majefty with theconfenc of the Lords andCommooi^ 
^ (bould be in a Pratmunire ; which is the heavieft pimifli- 
ment inflided by Law, but the loft of Life) they appoinced 
and ordered by die Power of the two Houies ( whidi diey call'd 
an Ordinance of Parliament) '* that the (ame duty ihoiikl be 
^^ continu'd ; and declared that they would fave all Peifisns 
^ concerned, from any Penalty or PnniOiment whadbever: 
By, which they now became poflefted of the Ouftom^ in their 
own right. 

To'^ARDS fuch, as any ways ^though under the obliga- 
tion of Oaths or Offices) oppofeci,or difcountenanced what they 
went about, they proceeded with the moft extravagant fefe- 
rity that haid been ever heard of; of which I (ball only men- 
tion two inftaiKses ; the Firft, of the Lord Mayor of Zjm dn ^ 
Sf Bichard Gwtmeyy a Cititen of great Wealth, Repnrstion,and 
Integrity ; whom the Lords had, upon the complaint of the 
Houfe of Commons, before dieir fending the mt Petition to 
the King (of which his Majefty gave them a toudi in his An- 
fwer) committed to the Tower of Ijmdom : for caufiog the 
KingV Proclamation againft the Militia, by vertue of hit Ma^ 
jefty's Writ to him dirked, and according to the knowo duty 
of his place, to be publiduy Proclaimed. And fliovtly after, 
that they might have a Man more compliant with thdr ddbat 
to govern the City, notwithftanding that he infilled upoohis 
Innocence, and made it appear that he was obliged by the 
Laws of the Land, the Cuftoms of the City, and the Coofti- 
tution of his Office, .||id his Oath, to do whatfoever he had 
done : He was by their Lordlhips, in the prelence of the Com- 
mons, adjudged ^<to be put out of his Office df Lord Ma^KV 
^of JLoMbsr; tQ be utterly incap^k of bearing Office ID O17 
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^^ or Kingdom, and of all Honour or Dignity ; and to be im- 
'^ prifon'd, during the pleafure of the two Houles of Parlia- 
^^ment. And, upon this fentence, Aldcrmzn PetmhigtBnj Co 
often before mentioned, was, by the noile and damourof the 
Common People, againftthe Cuftoms and Rules of ElediioHy 
made Mayor; and accordingly inftalled; and the true, ojid, 
worthy Mayor committed to the Tower of 2>m&j»; where, 
wich notable courage and conftancy, he condnu'd almoft to 
his Death. 

The other Inftance, I think fit to mention, is that qf Judge 
MdBet 'y who, as is before remember 'd, was committed to the 
Tower the laft Lent, for having feen a Petition prepared by 
the grand Jury of Xenf, for the Countenance of the book of 
Common Prayer, and againft the impofitionof the Milicia by 
Ordinance withouttheRovalAOent. This Judge f being, this 
Sumtner Circuit, again Judge of Affizefor thole Counties Jet- 
ting at MaidBane upon the great Affize^ fome Members of the 
Houfeof Commons, under the Style and Title of a Committee 
of Parliament, came to the Bench ; and, producing fome Votes, 
and Orders, jmd Declarations of one or both Houfes, '^ re-- 
^'quir'd him, in the naooeof the Parliament, to caufe thoie 
<^ Papers (being onthe behalf of the Ordinance of the Militia, 
and agaixift the Commiffion of Array) ^^toberead« He told 
them, *'that he fat thereby vertge of his Majefty's Commiffi- 
^' ons ; and that he was authorized to do any thing comprifird 
*^ in thofe Commif&ons ; but he had no Authority to do any 
^^ thingeife^and therefore, there being no mention, in either 
^' of his Commiffions, of thofe Papers^ or the Publifliing any 
^^ thing of chat nature, he could not, nor would not do it ^ and 
lb ( fiming left refped and fubmiiBon, than they ezpe<fted, 
both to their Perfons and their Bufinefs, from the Learned 
Judge> and that the whole County, at kail: the prime Gentle* 
men and the Grand Jury, which rcprefented the County, con^ 
temn'd both much more) this Committee returned to theHoufe 
with great exclamations againft M' Juftice Mattet^ ^' as the Fo- 
^menter and Protedorof a Malignant Faftion againft the 
^* Parliament. And, upon this Charge, a Troop of Horfe was 
lent to attend an Offi^; who came with a Warrant from the 
Hou(es, or fome Committee (whereas luftice Mallet^ being 
an Afliftant of the Houfeof Peers, could not Regularly be 
fummon'd by any other Authority) to Kt^flon in ^»n^,where 
the Judge was keeping the eeneral Affixes for that County; 
and, to the unfpeakable Dimonour of the Publickjuftice of 
the Kii^dom, and the Scandal of all Minifters or Lovers of 
Juftice, in that violent manner took the Judge from the Bench, 
and carried him Prifoner to U^Jimnfter ^ from whence, by the 
two HouTes, he was committed to the Tower of London ; 
whore )te remained for the fpaqe of above two ycan^, without 

ever 
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ever being cltftrg'd widi knj particular Crime, till he was re- 
deemed by his Majeftybytbeeschuigeof tnmier) whole li- 
Ijcrty they de&'d. 

B T thefe heighten'd A€t8 of Power and Terror, diey quick- 
ly demonftrated, how unfecure it would be for any Mid, at 
Icaft not to concur with them. And, having a General, Armej^ 
Money, and Men enough at their devotion, they eafily fixm'd 
an Army, pubjickly dil'pofing fuch Troops and Regiments, as 
had been raifed for Irelattd, and, at one time, one hnodred 
tfaouf^ pounds of that Money, which, by Ad of Parliament, 
had been paid for that purpofe, towards the oonftitudng that 
Army, which was to be led againft their Lawful Sovenign. 
So that it was nery evident, they would be in fuch an Eqai- 
page within few Weeks, both with a Train of Artillery, Horfe 
and Foot, all taken, arm'd, fumifb'd, and fiipplied out of his 
Majefty 's own Magazines and Stores, that cbey had not rcston 
to fear any oppofition. In the mean time, diey deckr'd, and 
publiibM to the People, ^ that they raifed that Aimy, only 
^ for the defence ofthe Parliament, the King's Perfon, and t^ 
^ Religion, Liberty, and Laws ofthe Kingdom, and of tbofe, 
^ who, f9r Their hikes, and for thofe Ends, had obey'd their 
<< Orders: That the Kfaig, by die inftigatioa of evUCoun- 
^ (ellors, had raifed a great Army of Papifts; by whidifaeiii« 
^* tended to awe, and dclhoy the Parliafflent; co idtiodooe 
^'Popery, and Tynmny : Of which intention, thli^ laid, Us le- 
^ quiring HffB; his fending out Commiflions or Array; be- 
*' fpeaking Armes and Ammunition beyond tlie Seas f diere 
'^having been fome brought to him by the Ship caird the Pio- 
^^ vidence ) his declaring S"" J^tn H^bam Traytor ; and the 
'^ putting out the Earl of N^rthwmierUmd from being Lord 
** High* Admiral of finx^!<"K'> ^^ removing the Earl of f% 
^< hffke^ Vfex^ HoUamCthe Lord t^kUkfg, and » Bmry Va 
^ from tmir feveral places and Impioymems ; were 
^ and ample evidences : And tlterefore, they oonjur'd all Men, 
^ to aflSft their General, the Earl of "Bffix. And, for tlnr bet- 
ter and more fecret tran&dion of all fuch Coun^, as were 
neceflary to be enter *d upon, or foUow'd, they made a Com- 
mittee, of fome choice Members of either Hocrfe^ to innad 
the great buBnefs of the Kingdom with leference to the Air 
my \ who had Authority, without fo mudi as ooamunscadDg 
the matter to thetionle, to imprifim Perfons,ieiie ufioDcfaeis 
Eftares J and many other Particulars, whk^ the two Hoofes, 
in foil Parliament, had not the leaft Regular, Legal, Joftifiable 
Authority to do. And for the better encoaragemenc of Men 
to engage 'vt\ the Service, the Lord KmAobm^ txA the five 
. Members of the Houfe of Commons, formerly aociAd by his 
Majefty of High Treafon, upon folemn Deoatie^ had feveral 
Regimeottcon&rt'd on^ Uwn^ and, bf xbeir exaiippk^ many 
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other Members of both Houfeg^ foice opon the lownefi> 
and decakdnefs of their Forttme^ others to get name and re- 
putation to be in the number at Refonners ( amongft whom 
they doubted not all Places of Honour* orOfiices of profit, 
would be beftow'd ) moftupon the confidence, that all would 
be end^ without a Blow, by the 'King's want of power to 

Father ftrengtb, defu'd and obtained Command of Horfe or 
bot i their Quality making amends for their want of experi*- 
ence, and their other defieSs ; which were repaired by many 
goodOS&CQTsboihBMgbJb, MdSMs^ the late Troubles ha?- 
iog brought many of that tribe to L^nd^m^ and the reputation 
of the Earl of Effex having drawn others, out qf the Low- 
Countries, to eogage in that Service. In the choice of which 
Oflicers, whilft tn^y accufed the King of a purpofe to bring in 
a Forreign Force,and of entertaining Papifts, they neither con- 
fider'd Nation nor Religion; but entertained all Strangers^ 
and Forreigners, of what Religion fotvcr, who de6r'd to run 
their Fortune in the War. 

O N the other fide. Preparations were not roade'^th equal 
expedition, and fuccefs by the King, towards a War : For, 
though he well underftood, and difoem'd,that he had nothing 
elfe to truftto, he was to encounter ftrange DlflBculties to do 
that. He was fo far from having Money to levy, or pay Sol^. 
diers, that he was« at this very time« compell'd for very real 
want, to let fall all the Tables kept bj his Officers of State in 
Court, by which fo many of all qualities fubfifted; and the 
Prince, and Duke ofTark. eat with his MaMy ; which Table 
only was kept. And whoever knows the ConiUtution of a 
Court, well knows what indifnofitions naturally flow from 
thofe declenfions ; and how ill tnofe Tempers bear any dimi«> 
nutionof their own Interefb; and, being once indifpofoi 
themfelves, how eafily they infed others. And that whidl 
made the prefent want of Money the more intolerable, there 
was no vifible hope from whence ftjpply could come, in any 
reafonable time : And that which was a greater want than Mo^ 
ney, which Men rather fear'd than found , there were no 
Arraes ; for, notwithftanding the fame of the great Store of 
Ammunition, brought in by that Ship, it confSled only in 
truth of Cannon, Powder, and Bullet , with eight hundred 
Mufi^ts, which was all the King's Magazine. So that the 
baftning of Levies, which at that time was believ'd would not 
prove difficult, would be to little purpofe, when they fhould 
continue unarm'd. But that whicn troubled the King more 
than all thcfe real incapacities of makine War, was the temper 
and conftitution of his own Party ; which was compounded, 
for the moft part, in Court, Council, and Country, of Nko 
drawn to him by the impuUion of Confcience^ and abhorring 
Che unjuft aad irregular proceedings of tbe ParUanient j others 
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wife ufiexperienGed in A&ion, and unacquainted wkh the 
Myfteries, and neoeffary Policy of Government ; fewc ob- 
ferversoftheLaw, and asfcnipulous in all matters rdadng to 
it, as the other pretended to be. AH his Majefty's Ancieot 
Counfellors, and Servants ( except fome few of lafting Ho- 
nour, whom We Qiall haveoccafion often to mention j chat 
they might redeem former overfights, or for other anwonhy 
defigns, being either publickly againft him in Londcm^ or pri- 
vately difcrcdicing his Intercft and Adions, inhisownOxut. 
Thelc Men ftill urg'd " the execution of the Law 5 that what 
*' extravagances foevcr the Parliament pradiced, the King s 
** obfervation of the Law would, in the end, fuppreis them aiL 
And, indeed, believ'd the raifing a War to be fo wicked a 
thing, that they thought it impoflible the 'Parliament flKJoW 
intend it, even when they knew what they were doing. How- 
ever they concluded, *' that he that wasforwardeft in the pre- 
<< paring an Army, would be firft odiou)i to the People ^ by 
^ the afiefiions of whom, the other would be cafily lupprcft. 

This wafi the general received Dodrine ; and though it 
appeair'd plainly to others ( of equal affidion to the PtibUck 
Peace ) bow fatal thofe Conclufions, in that fenfe in which 
they were urged, muft prove to the whole Kingdom \ and 
how foon the King muft be irrecoverably loft, if he proceed- 
ed not more vigoroufly in his defence ; yet even thofe Men 
durft not, in any form'd and publick Debate, dedare them- 
felves \ or fpeak that plain En^iiQi the State of Afiairs requir- 
ed J but iatisfied themfelves with fpeaking^ what they thought 
&eoe(&ry, to the King in Private ^ by which means the Kiog 
wanted thofe firm, and folid foundations of Couniel and Fore- 
fight, that were moft neceflary for his condition : So that he 
could neither impart the true n:K}dves, and grounds of any im- 
portant A&ion, nor difcover the utmoftof his Defigns. And 
fo he ftUi feem'd ( notwichftanding the greateft, and avow'd 
preparations of the Enemy) to intend nothing of Hoftility, 
but in order to the reducing of HuU ; the benefit c^ whidi he 
hoped, would eng^e the Trained- bands of that great Coun- 
ty { which was the fole ftrength he yet drew thither) tiU he 
could bring other Forces thither, which might be fit for dut, 
or any other Dcfign. 

But there was another Reafoh of his Majefty's goiiy tOy 
andftayingat Beverly^ than was underftood^ and, it may be, 
if it had been known, might have produc*d a better E&d^ 
which I think neceflary to infert in this place. The Lord 
J>igky^ whom We have mention'd before, in the firft diforder, 
by which the King and Queen were driven from lAmd^m^ to 
have left £»rgiW»i, and tobesdterunreafonably accufedbythe 
Houfe of Commons of High Treafon, had remained from 
that time in Holland i and, hearing the KiPgfs condition ac 
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TiBt^ky to be lb tmich improved beyond what be left ic at Wnd- 
fity had, with fixne Commands from the Queen, arrived there 
rery privacek|r, and fbyMfbmedayiinadifeuife at Tork^ re- 
vealiag \mAt\ixo very few Friends, and ipeaking with the 
King in fo facxec a manner in the night, that no notice was 
taken of his btte there; and, finding the Kind's Afiairs not 
in fi> good a poftiire as he expeded, andconcetving it yet not 
fit for bioar to appear, refolv'd 40 return again to the Queen^ 
andtoiuiftenthaeprovifionof Armesand Ammunitioir, with- 
out whk:h it was not poffiblefor the King to rcfift any vioknce 
that threatened him; and To, in the fame Bark which brought 
him over, he ^ent again to Sea for HoUmtd^ with mimoty 
jifbhrnmhsmy F^Oardy and Befkky ; who purpofelv rcmov'd 

themfelves from Court, upon the clamour of the rariiament, _ \ 

till the King was ready to ufe their Scivicc. They were noc 
many hours at Sea, when they met the Frovidnee ( which We 
mentionVt before ) with the Aomiunkion , which was only 
wanted ; and, well knowing her, they agreed, " that Wilmtit^, 
^ P0llsrdj and Btrkby^ (hould return with the Ammunition to 
^ the Kmg ; and Digky^ and Coll. j4jbtumbam^{!tiOKild purfue. 
** their former Intentions for HfilU^. But their Parties conti- 
nued fo long, that the Parliament Ships, who had watched and, , 
chafed the ProvAfaf r#, came up to them , and though the Ship 
efcaped, and run on ihore, as was before mcntion'd, yet the 
Fly* boat, in which the Lord i>%4r was, could not fo well get 
away ; but was taken by them, ajad carried in with fo much the 
more triumph into BnU^ that they had been difappoinred of 
thetr greater Prize. Coll. Aphumham^ though he was io great 
umbrage with the Parliament, and one of thofc Delinquents, 
whomrhey rfeproached the King with, was fo weU known to 
Sr J9bm Hafbamy wkh whom he flood in a good degree of fa- 
miliarity, that he could not difleroble or conceal himfelf ^ but- 
the Lord D%^, being in fo real a difguife, that his nearcft 
friend* would not eafily have known him, pretended to be a 
JPremJb-rm,ny whofe Language he fpoke excellently ; «id feem'd 
to be fo Sea-fick, that he kept himfelf in the hole of the Bark, 
till they came to Mi ; and, in that time, difoofed of fuch Pa-, 
pers as were not fit to be perufed ; and when he catne on 
Shore, fo well counterfeited ficknefs, and want of health, thac 
he eafily procured himfelf to be fent, under a Guard, to fomc 
oWirure corner for repofe; whilftColl. Afhhttmham^ who was 
the only Prifoner they thought worth the looking after, waa 
carefully carried to theGovemour; who receiv'd him with 
as much Civility, as he could rcalbnably expeA. tw i^i 

The Lord Dig^ , being by himfelf, quickly confidei^d Digby'* 
the defperarencls of his condition: « That it would not be ;;;;'^;^';^'^ 
*< poffible to conceal hunfelf long, being fo well known to many H^tlmn,** 
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'^ who were in the Providmcey and the Garrifon quickly koow- 
^^ ing whacfoever was fpoken of in the Cououry : That be 
'^ was, howunjuftly, or unreafonably ibever^tbcmoftodkMis 
^' Man in the Kingdom to the Parliament ; into wliole hands if 
^^ he Cbouid then come, his Life would be, at ieaft, in apparent 
'^ ha2^ard : And how to get himfelf out of that LAbyrinth was 
very difficult, fince S' Jaht H^tham was (o bx fiocntany incli- 
nation of kindneis towards him, as be hadown'dcoCcMl..^^ 
. lurnbamy chat he was in the Number of his moft nocorioos 
Eacmies. However^ in this eminent extremity (asheisaMan 
ofchegreateft preienceofmind, and theleaft appalled upon 
danger, that I have known ) he refolved, not to give himfelf 
.over ; and found means to make one of his Guard^ ia broken 
Eitgi^jy which might well have become any Fremcb-voajky un* 
derltand, ^ that he defired to fpeak privately with the Gover- 
^^ nour 9 and that he would difcover fame Seoets of the King's, 
''and Queen's to him, that would highly advance the Service 
'' of the Parliament. The Fellow made haft to let the Gover- 
oour know thefe goo4 tidings ; who underftandiitf Fnwci 
well, asfpeedily fent for the Frencb-m^n ^ who was bioqght 
before him in tne prefence of much company, and , widbocic 
anydilbrder, gave fiich an account of himfelf, as they uodcr- 
ftood him to have feen much of the French Service (of wUch 
he fpoke very fluently ) and to have come over recommended 
to the King for fome Command, if hefliould have occaGonto 
ufe Soldiers^ as, he faid. People abroad conodv'd himlikdj 
to have. After he had entertained the company with fucfa dit- 
courfe, there being prefenc fome Gentlemen^ who came late- 
ly out of Franciy and fo being the more curious to adminifter 
queftions, he applied himfelf to the Govemour; and told him, 
'^ chat if he might be admitted to privacy with him> he would 
''difcover fome what to him, which he would not lepcox. to 
" have known. The Govemour, who was a Man apt enoo^ 
to fear his own fafety, but more appreheniive of the J^- 
loufies which would attend him ( for hiseldeftSon, and fome 
others, were more abfolutely confided in by the Parliament 
than himfelf, and were in truth but Spies over him ) would 
not venture himfelf in another Room ^ but drew lum to a 
great Window at a convenient diftance from tbeaxnpany, 
and wifhed him " to fay what he thought fit The Lord &g^ft 
finding he could not obtain more privacy, asked htm, in A^ 
gl'sshj " whether he knew him ? the other, furprUe^ told him, 
" N9 ; Then, faid he, I (ball try whether I know S^J^bm »- 
^^tham 'y and whether he be, in truth, theCime Man of Ho- 
" nour, I have always taken him to be : And, thereupon, toM 
him who he was; and " that he hoped he was coo much aGeo- 
" deman to deliver him up a faaifice to their ragQ and iiiry, 
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^^ who, he well knew, were his implacable Enemies. The 
other, being aftoniQi'd, and fearing thac the By-ftanders would 
difcover him too ( for, being now cold who he was» he won- 
der'd he found itnoc ouc Himfelf ) he defired bim ^^ to fay no 
^^ more for the prefent ; chat he fliould not be forry for the 
^' truft he repofed inhim, and fliould find him the fame Mad 
'^ he bad thought him: That he would find Tome time, as foon 
*' as conveniently he might, to have more conference with 
^^ him. In the meantime, thac he Ihould content himfelf with, 
^the ill accommodation he had, the amendment whereof 
^ would beget fufpicion : and fo he called the Guard, inftant- 
^^ ly to carry him away, and to have a very (trid Eye upoii 
^^him; and,tiiming to the Company, and being confcious to 
himfelf of the trouble and Diforder in his Countenance, told 
them, *'that the JPy'f»fi&-manwasaflircwdFellow,andunder* 
^' Hood more of the Queen's Counfels and defigns, than a Maa 
'^ would fufped : That he had told him thac which the Par-> 
^^ liament would be glad to know ^ to whom prefendy he 
^* would make a difpatch, though he had not yet fo clear in- 
^^ formations, as, he prefum'd, he ihould have after two or 
^^ three days .* And fo departed to his Chamber. 

It was a wondetful influence , that this Noble Peribn'a 
Stars ( which ufed to lead him into, and out of the greateft 
perplexities and dangers, throughout the whole courie of hii 
Life) had upon this whole afEair. Hi9^^»9 was^ by his nature^ 
and education, a rough and a rude Man ^ of great covetouf- 
nefs, of great pride, and great ambition ^ without any Bowels 
of good nature, or the ledlfenie or touch ofgenerofity^ his 
parts were not quick and fliarp, but compofed, and he judged 
weli^ he was a Man of craft, and more like to deceive, thao 
to be couZ£n'd : Yet, after all this, this young Noble Man, 
known, and abhorr'd by him, for his admirable faculty of Dif- 
emulation, had fo far prevail'd, and impofedupon his ipirir^ 
that he refoiv'd to Praiflice thac Virtue, which the other had 
Imputed to him; and nottofufifer him tofall into the hands 
of his Enemies. He fent for him, the next day, at an hour 
when he was more vacant from attendants, and obrervers;andi 
at firft, told him his rcfolution ; ^^ that, fihce he bad fo frankly 
^^ put himfelf into his hands, he would not deceive hisTruft $ 
and wifli'd him ^' to confider, in what way, and by what co- 
^^ loun he fliould fo fee him at Liberty, that he might, without 
'^ any other danger, arrive at the place where he would be. 
^^ For, he laid, he would not trull any Perfon living with the 
^^Secretj and leaftof allhisSon; whom he mentioned with 
all the bitternefs imaginable,^' as a Man of an ill nature, and 
*' furioufly addicted to the worftdefigns the Parliament had^ 
^^or could havej and One that was more depended upon by 
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*' them thatJ Hlmfclf, and fent thfther only atf a Spy npon him. 
from hencchecHtcr'd upon the difcotrric "of the times, and 
*• mifchicf that was like to befiil the whole Kingdom^ from the 
** difference between the King and the Parliament. Then la- 
tncnccd bis oWn Fate, " thftt, being a Man of very diflferent 
^ Principles from thofe who drove things to this extremity, 
^ and of entire affedioh and daty to the Iving, he ihonld now 
" be look'd upon as the chief gronnd, and caufe of the Civil 
"War which was toenfue, by his noc opening, the Ports, 
^* when the Kitfg Would have emer'd ifrto the Town: Of which 
Suliaefs, and of all the circumftanccs attending it, he fpake at 
hrge J and avOw'd, ** that the information lent him of the 
^ King's purpofe prefently to hang him, was the true caufe of 
^ his having proceeded in that manner. 

The Lord DigSf^ Who knew well enoogh how to cultivate 
^very period of fuch a difcourfe, and how to work upon thofe 
Paffions which were moft predominant in him, joyrfd with 
him in the fenfb of the Calamities, which were like to befal 
the Natioh ; which he bewail'd Pathetically : and, " that it 
^ Ihould be in the power of a handful of ill Men, oomipred 
^^ in their Afifcflions td the King, and againft Monarchy it 
'' felf, to be able to hivol ve him, and manv others of his dear 
''intentions, in tticir dark Counfcls, and to engage them to 
•profecuteends which they abhorred, and whicn muftdeter> 
•* mine in the ruin of all tlxc undertakers. For, he told him, 
^ that the King, In a (hort time, would reduce all his Ene- 
**mies: That the hearts of the People were already, in all 
** places, aliened from them^ and that the Fleet was fo much 
^ at the King's difpofal, that, as foon as they ibould recdve his 
^ Orders, they would appear in any place he appointed : That 
** all the Princes in ckriftenJom were concerned in the quarrel, 
^ and would engage in it, as foon as they (hould be invited to 
•' it : And that the Prince of Orange was refolv'd to come over 
"in the head of his Army, and would take Ifei? in three days. 
All which ought, rfeafonably, to have been true in the PraAick, 
though it had very little ground in the Speculation, And when 
he had, by degrees, amufed and terrified him with this dif- 
courfe, he enlarged upon "the Honour and Glory, that Mm 
** would have, who could be fo blefled, as to prevent this ter- 
*f nblc Confufion, that was in view : That King and Pec»de 
^^ would joyn in rewarding him with Honour^ and Prdter- 
'^ menrs of all kind; and that his Name would be derived to 
"Pofterity, as the Preferverof his Country. He toU him, 
^ He was that Man, that could do all this ; that,by^dcitvering 
** up Huiio the King, he might extinguifli the War; and that 
** immediately a Pcacfe would be eft&liQi'd throughout the 
" Kingdom : That the world bdiev'd^ tfaatfathad fome ere- 
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^' dk both wkh the King, ^^d Qieeo ; (hac he ivouU imfloy 
^^ it ail in hi0 Service ; and if he would give him this rife to be- 
^^gin.upoB,,belbould find, tb^c he would beixiuch more foUl- 
'^ckotts for his Gxeacfie&, and a full recompencc for his Merir^ 
^^ chan he was now for his own fafecy. Ail thefc Advertife- 
mencs, and Refledioos, were che fubjeA of more than ons difr 
courfe; for Sr yahf Hvfksm could not bear the variety, and 
burthen of all thofe thcHigbts together ; but within two d^jrg 
all .thipa were adjufted between them. Hfitham faid, ^^ it 
^< wouldTnot become him, after fiiqh a refufd, to put the Town 
^^intp the King's hands^ nor could he undertake (if here- 
^^iblv'd) to efiedt it ;. the Town it ielf being ip no degree af- 
^^tefyjsi to his Majefiy's Service; and the Tiain'd-bands, of 
^^ which the Garrilbn whokly oonfifted, wete under 0£5cer3 
^' upon whom he could not depend. But, he faid, if theKit^ 
(< would come before ibe Town, though but with one Regi- 
^ ment, and pknt his Cannon agaioft it, and make but one 
^ ibot, hefliQuldthkik he bad discharged hisTruft to the Par- 
^Mifunent, as far as he ought to do; aud that J)e would imme^ 
^' diately.then deliver up the Town ; which he made no doubc 
^^ but cluLt he (hould be then able to do. And, on this errand, 
*he was contenced the IjorAlXgiy fliould go to the King, and 
i>e conduced oiit o( the Town beyond che limits of dang«':^ 
•the Gevemour having told shofe Officers he trufted moft,that 
^^ faeBToald (end the Fr<ir«fr-man to Tork-^ who, he was well 
^^aAued, would return to him.again. He gave him likewife 
a note to a Widow, who liv'd in that City, at whofe Houie 
iie jDigbtixKige, and by whofe hands he might cranfmit any 
dLectcTs tohim. 

W HEM iie came to T^rk^ and after he had fpoke with the 
jKing, it was refolv'd, he (hould appear in his own likenefs, 
•and.wgit upon the .Kit\g in Publick, that it might be believed, 
that he had Tranfported himfelf from HfB^ in the Ship thac 
-brou^t the Ammunition y which was hardly yet come to Tori^ 
itbeing now about the time that M" VSlierSy and Sr J$im Fem* 
nh^9n had been fcnt away, apd before the news came of their 
ill Succeis. This was the caufe of the fuddain March towards 
tfiff, before there was a Soldier levied to make an A(&ult, or 
maiiuain a Siege; which was.fo much wpnder'd at then, and 
ib. much cenfur'd afterwards. For allbonas his Majefty re- 
ceived, this ailiiranGe, which be had fo much reafon to depend 
upon, by the trearaaent the Lord Bigby had receiv'd, he de- 
^chu'ed, ^^>he would, upon fuch a day, go to Beverly j a place 
withiafour Miles of li&ff; and appointed three or four Regi- 
fldcois of the Country, under the Command of fuch Gentle* 
inen .whole A&Sdoa was unqueftionable, to March thither, as 
aGuavdto JusJPeffon i and UkewiTe fent a little Train of Ar- 
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tillery, which might be ready for the Summons. When his 
Majefty was ready with this Equipage for his March, the Lord 
Dighy returned again m his old di^uife to HMy to make fure 
that all thinps there might correlpond with the former obli- 
gacion. Afloon as the King, and the whok Court (for none 
wherm^n, rematn'd iii Twk ) came to Bev^iy ( where they were all ac- 
the KJfi^ commodatcd, which kept them from being quickly weary) and 
x'et to Be. the Train*d-bands were likewife come thither, the Gcoenl, 
yXl TJ;f» ^^^ ^^^ °^ Ufiiifiy, firft took poflfeflion of his Oflfce j a Ikcle 
H(iI7, teT troubled, and out of countenance, that he (bould appear die 
M vAia, General without an Army j and be engaged in an Enterprize, 
which he could not imagine would fucceed. His Majefty or- 
der'd him to fend out fome Officers, of which there was a good 
ftore, to take a view of the Town, and of fuch advantage 
ground, within diftance, upon which he roightraifea Battery j 
as if he meant on a fuddaiq to Aflkult the place ; which ap> 
pear'd no unreafbnable defign. if there were a good Party m 
the Town to depend upon. And yet cheGeneral had no opi> 
nion, that his Army of Train'd-bands would frankly ezpofe 
themfelvcs to fuch an Attack : Befides a great number of Of- 
ficers, and Peribns of Quality, who were all well Horied, and 
!had manv Servants as well provided, the King had his Troop 
of Guards' fo confticuted, as hath been fakl before; and there 
were few Hbrfe in HuU^ and thofe without Oflkere wk> on- 
derftood that kind- of Service. So that it was no hard matter 
to take a very full view of the Town, by Riding to the very 
IPoTtSy and about the Walls ^ nor, at firft appearance, was 
there any ihew^Hoftility from the Town upon their neareft 
approaches to it; but after they had made that vificcwo or 
three days together, they obferv'd that the Walls were better 
Manii'd, and that there was every day ^n inaeafe of labouicrs 
repairing the Works ; and then they begun to Shooc, whai 
any went within diftance of the WorRs. 

All this while S^ Jobm H^tism had tryed fome of hisOf^ 
ficers, in whofe particular Aftdion he had moft Confidence, 
how far they were like to be govem'd by him ; and found 
them of a temper not to be rely'd upon. His Son was giowa 
jealous of fome defign, and was (Jaballfng with thofe who 
were moft notouous for their difaficAion to the Govemment ; 
and new Officers were fent down, by the Parhament^ lo aiSft 
ih the defence of the Town^ whkh, they thought, might pro- 
bably be attempted ; and (upplies of Men had been talsen in 
from the Ships,and had been fent thither from B^fytr^ a Town, 
Upon the fjme Coaft, of eminent Dflbyalty. So that, #hai 
Uie Lord Digfy renirn'd thither, he found a great dainp upon 
the fpirit of the Governour, and a fadnefi of mind, ci»C he 
nnd pioceeded fo far ; of which hisLordfliip made all tlie haft 
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he coold-to advertife the Ktrg y buc his Letters muft firfl: be 
fent to' Tori before they could come to Beverfy ; and, when 
they were recetv'd, they cootain'd ftUl foroewhac of hope, 
^ that he fliouldbeable to rcftore him to his former Courage, 
^^and coDfitmhas Reiblution : So that the King feem'd to defer 
any attem^, upon the hopes of the &tfl o(*iwlaml'$ Meflfage 
beraitrmentioDd, and, in the end, he was coropeil'd to give 
over the defigii, jail hope finom the Govcrnour growing de^ 
fperate; whether from bis want of Courage, or want of Power 
to ezecnte what he defir'd, remains itili uncertain. When S^ 
.T^/miHfiiimmfivre over further thoughts of ir, he difmifled 
both* the Lord Digiy and Coll. jiflikumhamy whom be had 
likewtfe detained till then, ts a Man of ufe in the execution of 
the dcfign, with many profcffions of Duty to the King ^. and 
as the concealing thole two Perfoos, and afterwards reieafing 
them, immediately inaeafed the jealoufy of the Parliament 
againfthim, fo it was the Principal Cauie, afterwards, of the 
lo{s of his Head. 

The King difoiifled tbe.Train'd- bands, und return'd with 
his Court to Xark^ in To much iefs Credit than when he came 
from, thence, as the entiing into a War without Power, or 
Preparation to profecute it^ was like to produce. The'incoo> 
ventence was the greater, bccaufe the principal Perfons of 
Quality, of Court or Country, and (he Officora^ had the left 
reverence for the King's. Goodud, by feeing £ich an AAion 
enter'd upon with fo little Reaibn, and profecuted (o perfunfto* 
rily : Ail which jtepioaches his Maiefty thought fitter to bear, 
than to difcover the Motives of his fourney ; which were 
then known to few, nor, jDo this day, have been publiflied. 

When die King return^ to Tofk^ exceedingly troubled at 
the late Mardi he had made,* and all Men exprdSng great im- 
patience to be in Albion, vary many Perfons of Honour and 
Quality, having attended long at Court, believing they might 
be more ufefol to his Maiefty 's Service in their own Countries, 
in reftraining the difa£S;aed from any Seditious Attempts, and 
difpefinff the People in general tobeconftant in their Loyalty, 
an Accident fell out, that made it abfolutely neceflary for the 
King to declare the War, and to enter upon ]t,before he was in 
.any degree ripe for Adion^ which was, that Portjm^uth badr«ff. Ga>- 
.declaf'd for tbeKing> and refiifed to fubmit to the Parliament ; r>ng> ^< 
which had thereupon fimt ah Arniy, under the Command of ^^[^^'j^ ^^ 
Sf HVlf4mWsllery toredace it. The relating how this came «/J^,, f\r 
to pais, requires a large difcourfe, and will adminifler much tb$ ^f«s. 
variety, not without fomewhat qf pleafure and wonder, from 
the temper and fpifit of the Perfon who condufted that Adtion; 
if it can be faid to be conduced without any ConduiSt. 

W & hdV£ reipember'd before, in the Uft Ve$up, (be difoeurfe

great Reputation with the P«LrUament,a8 a Mas lb innBOvenbly 
loft at Co«rt) that he wootd }oya withcheni in the moSt^i- 
fperate defigns ^ yec lie carried htoMl vicfa (b gicat ikneiii} ! ^ 
thtc, witHiti few Months, he wroq^t upon the King and 
<^acen to believe, that- he k> moch YC|ieQted diat Faulty that 
lie would redeem it by any Service ; add to mxSt fahnto thtt 
•degree^ that the Qoeeo, otioe, refoh^d, when the. Ihmmks 
drove their Majefties ftrft frOm Lmubtt, i&t her Jsoiritf, o 
put her felf into P^tfiMtab^ which was under his Gorarn- 
intnt; whtlft his Majefty heiDdk himfelf to die Nonfaeni 

Earts; which defign wa8«a<i6om^o^Rer <if ndttefaee) thn 
e, again, intimated fo moch of It to the Lopd Kmtmltmfy and 
chat Painty, that they took all the Tnift he had from OoBit, to 
proceed from the Confidence their Majeftiea had of hh Fa- 
ther's inceieft in him ; whofe Afiedaon and Zeal to dnrSer- 
Irioe w«i9«fer moft indiibicabie: hue aiSired chemfebes. He 
%a( their own, even agia.iAft \m ownFadisr. So that he car- 
•ried the matter (6y that, at the fame time, be leceiv'd aoooi 
from the Queen ( which fbe vaifed bv the faie of her rfaoe, 
and £)me Jewels ) to Fortify, and Viaual, and Retnfipioe his 
•Garfiibo, agatnft the time it ihonld be neceAry co dedaie fer 
the King; and a good fuppifivom the ParMament, ibr the 
^yment of the Garrifon, that Itiodght he kept the better de- 
voted to Them, and to Their Service.

Cationof himfelf, and flattery to^ 'the^Men that %fle it : Con- 

dodiOg, *^ That they well knew,w what <efteem he ftoodwieh 

*^ others: 4b that If, by bis ill Oirriage, hediduldtMfeit tfie 

^ good epiniim of that Houfe, updo whidi 'heoiiiy impended, 

^and to whofe SmFice he entirely devoted^htoAlf, lie 'Were 

^^madder'than his Friends took him to^be, aad*muft-be as un- 

<^ pitied in any mifery, that could b^frlbim, as his Enemies 

*' would-be glad to fee him. With'whidh, as jnnocehtly and 

unaAiftedly utter'd,as can'be itnagin'd) fae:got fo j^eneral an 

AppkufeArom the whole Houfe, that, Tiot without 'lome Httle 

Apdiogy for troubling htm, ^ They dcfired hhti again to repair 

<'to his Oovenmient, and to finifh tfaofe Works, which were 

f^neasflEuyforctfae fafetyjof the Plaoej and gncdSedfiira with 

eonfcming 
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oenriEbfidag to all the Piopofittoos, he made in bduJf of ha 
GanKbn, aod paid him a good Sum of Money for their Ar- 
rears^ with which, and being privately afliired (vhich was is- 
de^ refolv'd on) that heOiould be Lieutenant General of ciieir 
Horfe hi their new Army, when ic ibould be form'd, he de* 
parted again to F9rtjmwthy in the mean time, afliiring his 
tMajefty by thofe who were trufted between them, '< That he 
^' would be fpeediiy in a Pofture to make any fuch Dedaratiao 
<^ for his S^rvioe,as he (bouldbe requtr'd ; which be was forced 
to do fooner than Jie was^ provided for it, though not ibooer 
than he had reaiba to ex'peft. • 

W H £ N' 4he Levies fbt the Parliament Army Hff^e in gopd 
forwardoe&y and that Lord had received his Commi/Eon for 
Lieutenant General of the Horle , he wrote to the Lord 
Km6^it0K^ who was his moft bofome Friend, and a Man very 
powerful, dcfiring, " That he roighf not be call'd to give his 
^^ attendance upon the Army, till it was ready co-March^ be- 
'^ caufe there were fo many things to be don^ and perfedcd, 
^' for the &fety of that impartanc Place, that he wasdefirous to 
*^be prefeot Hirofelf at the work as long as was poffible. In 
*^ the mean time, he had given dire^ions to his Agent in L^- 
^^d$n^ to prepare all things foe his Equipage^ fotbat he would 
'^be ready to appear, at any Rendezvous, upona da/s warn- 
^' ing. Though the Earl !^iEjfi^ did much de&rehis Com* 
pany, and Aflittance in the Council of War, and pcepariog the 
Articles, and forming the Difcipline for the Army, he hav- 
ing been more lately verfed la the Order and Rule ciiF Marches, 
aad the Provifions nece(&ry, or convenient thereumoi, than 
^ny Map then in their Servioe, and of greater Commsmd than 
.any Man but the General ^ yet the Lord kmiobom prevail'd, 
that he might not be fent for, till things were riper for A&ion. 
And, when chat Lord did afterwards write to him, ^^Thai it 
^' was time he (hould corns away, he feat fuch pew, and rea* 
fpn^i^Q excufes, that they were npcunfatisfied with his de- 
lay^; tiU he had multipli^ thoft excufes fo loi^ that tb^ 
bqgun to fufped^ and they no fooner inclined to fufoktoo 
but they met with abundant ArgutQe^ts to cheriih it. Hii be- 
haviour and courfe of Life wt^s very notorious to all the Neigh- 
boufs^ nor was he at all referv'd in his Mirth, and puhliA 
Difcourfes , to conceal his opinion of the Parliameac^ and 
their Proceedings. So that, at laft, the Lord KimMt mg wm 
plainly to hio^, ^^ That; be could no longer excufe his abfence 
^^from the Army, where he was much wanted^ and that, if 
'^ he did not come to Ijmdon by fuck a fliort day,as he natxied, 
^^be found his Integrity would be doubted^ and (hat nuny 
^^ things were laid to his Cbaif e, of which he doubted ikx 
^ bis Inooceiioe j and therefor^ conjured himj immediately, 

. - * ''to 
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^tobe ^tWflnnmfier ; it being now ta be no longer dcfaf'd, 
*^or put off. He writ a joll]f Letter to that Lord, "that, tho 
'* truth was, his Council advifed him, that the Parliament did 
^^ many things which were illegal ; and that he might incur 
^ much danger by obeyine all their Orders; that be had re* 
^* ceiled the Command of that Garrifon from the King; and 
^Uhat he durft not be abfent from it, without His leave : And 
concluded with fome good Counfei to the Lord. 

This Declaration of the Cover nour of a Plac^ which had 
the reputation of being the only Place of ftrength in EffgUmd^ 
and finiaced upon the Sea, put them into many apprehenfions; 
and they loft no time in eikieavounng to reduce it; but, upon 
the firft linderftanding his Refolution, S' WStMrn WmBer was 
lent, with a good part of the Army, fo to block it up, that 
neither Men, nor rrovifion, might be able to get in ; and 
fome Ships werefent from the Fleet, to prevent any relief by 
Sea : And thefe Advertifements came to the King, ailbon as 
he retum'd to Tai^k, 

I T gave no fmall Reputation to his Majefty's Afiairt , when 
there was fo great a damp upon the fptrits of Men, from the 
mifadventures at Beverfy^ that fo notable a Place as Pprffi 
mouth had declared for him, in the very beginning of. the 
War; and that fo good an Officer as Gorn^y was retum'd to 
his Dlity, and in the pofleffioo of the Town : And the King, 
who was not furprifed with the matter, icnowing well the Re* 
folution of the Colonel, made no doubt, but that he was 
very well fupplied with all diings, as he might well have 
been, to have given the Rebels work for three, or four Months, 
at the lead. Whereupon, he forthwith publtQi*daDeclaration» 
that had been long ready, in which he recapitulated all the 
Infolent, and Rebellious Afiions the two Houfes had com« 
roitted againft htm : and declared them '^ to be guilty ; and 
^^ forbid all hisSubjcfts to yield any obedience to them : And^ 
at the fame time, publiihed his Proclamation ; by which, he 
^* required all Mtn, who could bear Armes, to repair to him 
^^at NMrngtsmy by the a;th of w^irji^ following; on which 
'* day, he would fet up his Royal Standard there, wJiich aH 
^^ good Subjeds were wliKed to attend . At the fame time, he 
fcnt the Marquis of Hntforixo raife Forces in the Weft, or, 
at kafty to reftrain thoTe pares fwherc His Intereft^ and Re* 
putation was greater than any Man's ) within the limits of 
their Duty to the King, and from being corrupted, or pervert* 
cd by the Parliament; and with him went the Lord Stjimur^ 
his Brother ; the Lord Vawkty Voftaiiy Stsmtlj CoveMtrjy Bifki^ 
fyy H^iMamy and fome other Gentlemen, of the phme Qua* 
lity, and Incereft in the Wcj|eni parts; who were like to 
give as goqd exiamples in thdfSferloAs, and tobefo|)ow'd jby 

as 
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it iBiflf Men, «s ftojr fiidi Nvmber of G«ittaMn iDjei(iSad» 

ooold be. And from this PaKjr, eoisircaVi by cbe Power, azid 
Repueatkm <af the Marquis, :tbe King w^s io hopes, chicP#rr/: 
mmt^b would he fliortly re]teved, and flMe the h^ Qut^ncr 
lo a good Army. When aU this was done, he did #11 that wa< 

Gpffible tabe done, without Money, to hafleo hJ0 Leviei of 
ode aod Foot, aod CO prepare a l^htXfy^ of Aitilleryi tfaac 
he might appear ac N9$tmgb0m9 at the dsqr wfam theStMidaffrf 
was to be fee up, witih Ihch a Body of Meo, its might h^ at 
ik» IqA, a competent Guard to his Per&p. 
. Many were then of .opinion, <^ tbatit^heen ooocelbr 
^ his Majefty's Benefit and Service, if the Standard had bcea 
*^ appointed to be fet up at T^rk-^ and lb that the Kii^ had 
^ftay'd 'there, without moving further Soucb> undl he could 
^* havemafched in the Head of an Army, and not to deneod 
^ upon gathering an A-rmy up in his fidaicb. All die Noniieni 
^ Uounties were, at preieat, moft ai his devotion ; and (o k 
** would be moft eafy to raife Men there : Nn^oUfk was 
*^ the only Port in his Obedience, and whither he had appoint- 
^edhis Aipph'es of Armes, and Ammunition to be lent; of 
<^ whidi be had £o prefent need, that all his Magazine, which 
^^ was. bf ought in tlie Prfivuhwty was already diiuiboiHi to 
^ihole ^w Gentionen, who had f eceived CommiffiOTS^ and 
^' were mdft like fpeedily to mile their Regiments; and it would 
<'ibe a ^ery long, and might prove a very dangorous pafiige 
^f to get hicfuppliestwhicb were daily expeAed> to bebiou^ 
^^ with fecuricy from Nnp^CaSky when the King fliould be 
5^ advanced to many days Journey beyond Xork. All which 
xvere very important Coofideratioo9, andoughc»Co have pro* 
vailed ; but the King's incliilation to be nearer Imd^m^ and 
theexpefiacion he had of gn»utefl[efts bom Part^imcMib^ and 
the Weft, difpofed htm to a willio^iefe to piefer Ntf/j^^Mp; 
but#that which determined the Pointy was an apparent, and 
manifeft av^riion in the T^rk-fifin G^tleoien, wbofe a&ftiT 
bns were leaft fufpeAed, thathis Majefty Cbould continue, and 
femain ^Ttrk\ which, they iaki, the People apptebended, 
F.would inevitably make that Country the ieat of the War: 
onskiifully imagining, that the War would be no wheve, bix 
jvfaeve the King's Army was ; tod thevefove they figtaUiMed all 
things, which might.oootribu^iohis remove from tbeooe^ 
Undertook, to provide Gonvpys for atiy Armes and Ammniii- 
tion from tUv^iCmSif.i to haften the Levks in their cywn 
/Country ; and. to borrow iihejArmes of fome nf the Tcaiad- 
•bands ; ^wfaidi waatfas. heft ^ttpedient, that oould be found 
-out, (o.A|tm the King's Troops, and hid ttrs reveife in the 
•murmurs it j>roduced, and in leaving the beft afieded Meii^ 
fiy bsingdiffarmVl* at theMKtt:yiif tteir;Eii»uca; who care- 
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(ally kept their Weapons, that xbcj might be ready to Sght 
agaioft the King. This caufed the refolation to be taken for 
Nottmghamy without enough weighing the objeAions, which^ 
upon the &»tiance into great AAions, cannot be too fiauch 
deliberated, though, in the Execution (hey were beft (hut out. 
And it quickly appearM in thofe Tery Nkn, who prevailed 
moft in tnat Council ^ for, when the time drew on^ iti which 
bis Majeily was to depart, and leave the Countnr, Then they 
remembered, ** that the GarriAtfi of Hu/i would be left: as a 
^< thorn in their fides , where there were well formU, and 
'^ aftive Troops, which might march over the Country with- 
^ out control, and come into York it felf widioot refiiftance : 
<< That there were inany di&6R3d:ed Perfons of Quality, and 
*' Intereft in the Country, who, as ibon as the King (hould be 
^^ gone, would appear amongft their Neighbours, and find a 
^' concurrence from them in their worft dengns ^ and that there 
'^ were (bme places, fome whole Corporaijons, fb notorioufly 
^^ difaflftfied , efpecially in matters relating to the Churcl^ 
^* that they wanted only Conductors to carry them into Rebel- 
«Hon. 

These, and the like reflediofls, made too late imprefliona 
upon them; and Now, too much^ they magnified diis Man'a 
power, whom before they contemn'd ; and doubted that Man's 
AflTeAion, of which they were before ftcure; and made a thou- 
fand Propofitions to the King this day, whereof they rejefted 
the greateft part to morrow ; and , as the day approached 
nearer for the King's departure, their apprehenfions and irre- 
folutions increaied. In the end, they were united in twoR^ 
quefts to the King ; that ^* he would com|pit the fupreme 
*^ Command of the Cduntry, with reference to all Military Af- 
^^ fairs* to the Earl of Oimierlm$d'y and quali^ hink with an 
^ ample Commiflion, to that purpofe. The otner, ^^ that his 
*' Majdly would command Sr Thm^ Gkmbam to remain 
'^ with them, to govern and command fuch Forces, as the Earl 
<^ of CMff^Mve/ mould find ncct(&ry for their defence. And 
this Provifion being made by tlte King, they obliged them^ 
iblves to concur in making any preparations, and forming any 
Forces the Earl (hould require. His Majefty, as willingly, gra*^ 
tified them in both their defires. The Earl of CifmterUmd was 
a Man of great Honour and Integrity, who had ail his Eftate 
ih that Country, and had lived moil amongft them, with very 
much acceptation, and afledion from the oenrletnen, and the 
Common People : but he was not, in any degree, ad^ive, or 
of a Martial temper ; aiKl rather a Man more like not to have 
any Enemies, than to oblige any to be firmly, and refolutely 
his Friends', or to purfue his Interefl: : The great Fortune of 
die FiUBily was divided^ and tbef reaterpartof it carried away 

by 
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i>y in Heir Female ; and his Father had fo wafted die re- 
mainder, that the Earl could not live with that luftft, nor 
draw fo great a dependence upon him, as his Anceftora had 

! done la a word, he was a Man of Honour, and Popolsr 

enough in Peace, but not endued with thofe pans which were 
Bece&ry for Sudi a Seafoa. S^IbamMs Glembsm was aGentle- 
man of a noble eztraAion, and a fair Fortune, though he had 
much imoaired it ^ he haa fpent many years, in Armies be- 
yond the seas : and he had been an Officer of very good cOeem 
sn the King's Armies, and of courage, and Intqgrlty onqiie- 
fiionable; but was not of foftirring and aftive anatore^ as 

i to be able to infiife Fire enough into the Flegmatick conffioi- 

tiopsof that People, who did rather wifli to be Spefiaoors of 
the War, than Parties in it ; and believed, if they did not pro* 
voke the other Party, they might all live quietly together; 
until Sr J9lm H^iam, by his ezcurfions, and depredatioos out 
oi Rutty and their ieditious Neighbours, by their infiinediooi^ 
awaken'd them out jof that Plea(ant Dreajn. And thm the 
greateft part of the Gentrvof that Populous Country, and very 
many ot the Common People, did behave themfelves widi 
$£nal Fidelity, and Courage in the King's Service: Of all 
which Particulars, which deferve well to t>e remembcr'd, and 
tranfinitted to Pofteritv, there will be occafioo to make men- 
tion, in the following Difcourie. 

. Y B T I cannot leave Ttrk withbut the mention of one Par- 
ticular ; which, in truth, is a lively Inftance of the Spirit and 
Temper of that time« and was a bA Pi'cfage of all the miifor- 
tunes which followed. There were very few Gentlemen, or 
Men of anv Q$^icy, in that large County, who were adively 
or iadioufly dSafFcded to his Majefty ; and of thofe the Lord 
Fairfax^ and his Son, S' Thmm Fairfax, were the chief; who 
were govem'd by two or three, of inferiour Quality, more 
converfant with the People ; who were as well known as 
They. All thde were in the Country, at their Houfes, within 
few miles of T^ri ; and the King relolved, at his goine away, 
to have taken them all Priibners, and to have put mm in 
fafe Cuftody ^ by which, it was very probable, thofe mifehieft, 
that (horcly after broke out, might have been prevented. But 
the Gentlemen of the County, who were met together to cod* 
fult for their own fecurity, hearing of this Ddign, belbugltt 
bis Majefty ^^ Not to do it ; alledgtng, ^' that he would, tboe- 
^* by, leave them in a worfe condition, by an A6t fo uqeraci- 
*^ous, and unpopular ; and that thedifaficded would be fo 
^' far from being weakeo'd, that their Party would be increaf- 
*'ed thereby : many really believing, that neither Father nor 
Son were aanfported with over-vehement inclinations to the 
Parliament} but would willingly fit ftill, without being Afiive 
% ' ' on 
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ootither fide; which, nadoobc, was aPolicy« that many^ 
of thofe, who wifhed well, defired and iatencled to be fafis 
by. And fo his Majefty left Tork^ taking with hiia only two 
or three of inferior rank ( whereof one StafUton was one) who 
were, known to have been very a&ive in iUrring the Peo- 
ple to Sedition ; and yet, upon fome fpecious pretences, ibme 
rery good Men were perfwaded, within few days, to procure 
the Liberty and Enlargement even of chofe from his Majefty* 
So tickliQi were thofe times, and fo wary were all Men to 
advife, the King fliould do any thing, which, upon the ftrid*^ 
eft inquifition , might feem to fwcrve from the ftriA rule 
of the Law; believing, unreafonably, that the fofteft. and 
gemleft Remedies might be moft wholefomeTy applied to 
thofe rough, and violent Diieaies. 

The king came to NMbfghamVfiootikttt days before 
the day he had appointed to Cbt up the Standard ; having 
taken Lhtcolm in his way, and drawn fome Armes from Che 
Trained* bands of that Country with him to N^ttmgbam ^ from 
whence, the next day> he Went to take a view of his Horfe ^ 
whereof there were feveral Troops well arm'd , and under 
good 0£Soers, to the number of feven or eight hundred Men ; 
with which, being informed, ^^ chat there were Ibme Regi- 
^^mentsofFooc marching towards Coventry^ by the Earl of 
*^ Effix his Orders , he made haft thither ^ making little 
doubt^ but that heOiouId be able to get thither before them, ' ' 

and lo topoflefs himfelf of that City ; and he did get thither ^ 

the dav before they came ^ but found, not only the Gates (but 
dgainfc him, but (ome of his Servants (hot, and wounded from 
the Walls : Nor could all his Meflages, and Summons pre- 
vail with the Mayor and Magiftrates, before there was any 
Garrifon there, to fu£fer the King to enter into the City. So 
great ^n Intereft, and Reputation the Parliament had gotten 
over the Aflc£tions of that People, whofe hearts were alie- 
nated from any reverence to the Government. 

The King could not remedy the Afiront, but went that 
sight to St9it0fyy the Houfe then of S^ Ttwnm La ; where he 
was well received ; and, the next day, his Body of Horfe, 
having a clear view, upon an open Campania, for five or fix 
miles together, of the Enemies fmall Body of Foot, which con- 
lifted not of above twelve hundred Men with one Troop of 
Horfe, which Marched with them over that plain, retimi 
before them, without giving them one Charge i which was 
imputed to the ill condu<ft of Wilmoty who Commanded ; and 
had a colder Courage, than many who were under him, and 
who were of opinion , that they might have eafiJy defeated 
that Body of Foot: Which would have been a very feafon- 
able Victory j would have put Qovn^rj unqueftionably into
